the duke, writ yeſterday, that ſhe verily believed it, although there was not yet any expreſs 
poſt ſent thereof; ſo that all the other landings, whereof I had the honour to inform you 
ſaturday laſt upon the notice come from Genoa and Marſeilles, have no likelihood. The 
ſaid letteys bear, that the vice-king-of Naples had written thereof unto the miniſters of Spain 
at Rome, and informed them, that the ſaid duke had ſeized upon the place by ſtratagem, 
having only ſhot at it, whilſt 1500 Italians he had landed in another 2 having made 
a circuit to make believe, that they came from Naples, having preſented themſelves before 
it, and been received therein as a relief, which the vice- king ſent to that garriſon, had maſter- 
ed the place, and ſlain all that oppoſed themſelves thereunto; in conſequence whereof the 
ſaid 4 was entred therein: but this news requires one ſhould expect its confirmation, before 
one giveth credit thereunto. | 
It's thought, that it is upon thoſe affairs that prince Thomas takes a journey to Turin ; 
and I hear, that this court lureth the king's marriage with the daughter of Savoy, that they 
may amongſt other things the eaſier obtain leave for the French army to winter in Italy. 
We have no other remarkable news, ſave one, that they have diſcovered the author of the 
rumour happened ſome months ſince at Rennes upon the ſubject of religion, who be- 
ing a papiſt is run away to Rome.

trouble me; for I never go abroad to hear any news upon the ſubject of your affairs; not 
that I do think, that it is ſo great a miſchief to us, that the Engliſh do love to have rather 
war with us than peace; but becauſe it is a buſineſs of great conſequence. Et mori nolo, ſed 
me mortuum eſſe nihil exiſtimo: IT am as to that in your negotiation, And as to yourſelf, my 
lord, the honour of your conduct will be no leſs; for there is no failure to be found with you; 
for you have demonſtrated to the world the good inclination the king has to make peace ; 
ſo that you have done for your part all that could be contributed by a prudent miniſter. 


A am much troubled about your laſt letter, my ſecretary being abſent, who hath the cypher, 


being of an opinion, there would be none for me by this poſt ; ſo thar I cannot decypher

T HIS court doth ſtill rejoice at the facilities the duke of Guiſe hath found at Naples, 
Dd cardinal Mazarin taking it to be of ſuch good preſage, that he makes himſelf ſtrong 
of that enterprize, ſo that it is thought the ſaid duke will be well ſeconded ; and that if he 
can but get ſome troops of horſe, he will give much trouble and exerciſe unto the Spaniards.

This loſs 
is very conſiderable, for as much as he was a very ſerviceable man, and one who would 
not eaſily yield the buckler to any man for to be marſhal of France. I may not unfitly 
compare this expedition to that of the Cruſades of old ; for although theſe had for their de- 
fign, the re-eſtabliſhment of the faith in ſaered A and thoſe, a conqueſt and vain- glory: 
yet notwithſtanding their ſucceſs was much alike : and indeed it is impoſſible it ſhould be 
otherwiſe, they being at ſo great a diſtance from thoſe places, which ſhould afford them 
recruits of men and monies.

W HERE AS we are reſolved, through the bleſſing of God, to ſend an army into 
America, for ſecuring and increaſing the intereſt of this commonwealth in thoſe 
parts, and for oppoſing, weakening, and deſtroying that of the Spaniards, who under a 
pretence of the pope's donation claims all that part of the world, as belonging unto him, 
and thereupon hath not only exerciſed inhuman cruelties upon the natives, and prohibited 
all other nations to have wy trade, commerce, or correſpondence with thoſe but 
hath, yon to the laws of all nations, by force of arms, expelled the of theſe 
lands from ſeveral places in America, whereof they were the rightful poſſeſfore deſtroying, 
and murdering many of their men, and leading others into captivity ; and doth ſtill conti- 
nue all manner of acts of hoſtility upon us, and the people aforeſaid in thoſe parts, as 
againſt open and profeſſed enemies; thereby threatening the ruin and deſtruction of all 
the Engliſh plantations in thoſe parts, when he ſhall have opportunity for the ſame. And

TE lords the ſtates general of the united provinces having peruſed the treaties of his 
highneſs the lord protector of the commonwealth of England, Scotland, and  Ire- 
land, &c. with the queen of Sweden, the kings of Portugal and Denmark reſpectively, 
the firſt being dated the 11th of April, the ſecond the 1oth of July, and the third the 
15th of September laſt paft, have "1% Wa that his moſt ſerene highneſs hath not ſtipu- 
lated therein, that the united provinces, if they pleaſed, ſhould be comprehended in the 
ſame treaties ; nor that any general clauſe is therein inſerted, for as much as they can per- 
ceive, whereby his highneſs hath reſerved the ſame, which according to the expreſs words 
and true meaning of the 15th article of the laſt treaty of peace, union, and confederacy, 
is agreed, and was fit to be performed accordingly. And therefore the ſubſcribed embaſſa- 
dor extraordinary of the ſaid united provinces is by ſpecial order of his ſuperiors com- 
manded to repreſent the ſame to his moſt ſerene highneſs, to the end the ſaid lords the 
ſtates general may know the true and real intention of his moſt ſerene highneſs concerning 
the contents of the ſaid article; and may ſo much the better regulate themſelves accord- 
ingly.

DOE very much wonder to receive the good newes from Scotland, which you ſent, v. xxi. p.258. 


and yet a poſitive command from his highnes to ſend preſently a regiment of horſe to 
Scotland, which at this time of yeare is very difficult; but it ſhall be obeyed.

The army heare is ſtill through mercy in a very good 
condicion, and firme to my lord protector. Ther are ſome, who relate to Ireland (not of 
the ſouldiers) who doe ill offices in England, and heare, for us; which, if not timly 
obſerved and prevented, will prove unhappy.

From the rejident Heinſius in Sweden. 


My Loxp, 


VxXI. p. 244. 5 OUR Lordſhip will have obſerved by my laſt, as I hope, that the commiſſion of 
| their high mightineſſes, to take upon me proviſionally the character of reſident of the 
| united Netherland, is well-come to hand. Yeſterday I had for the firſt time an audience of 
the king, and have been very well received; they made ſome objections to tho ſuperſcrip- 
tion of the credentials, becauſe after the words Caſſubiæ & Mandaliæ, there was left out, 
Rugie, Ingriæ & Wiſmanie domino, as it is in all the letters generally directed by their high 
mightineſſes to the crown of Sweden; and although I made the excuſe, that it happened 
only. becauſe there was not ſpace enough on the letter to contain all his majeſty's titles, 
yet they anſwerd civilly, that it would be acceptable to his majeſty, if the omiſſion of thoſe 
three lordſhips were avoided for the future, the rather, ſince in the reign of queen Chriſtina, 
the due titles were not exactly obſerved at this court here, whereby cauſe was given, that 
ſome foreign princes, diſaffected to this crown, have endeavoured to make their advan- 
of it. I think it neceſſary to mention this to your lordſhip, in order to prevent for 
the future all diſputes. 

After the death of the lord chancellour of this kingdom, the lord admiral Ruymmigh 
happened to die not long ago, ſo that his majeſty, within a few months of his reign, has 
| loſt two of his eldeſt ſenators, which had ſerved both of them king Guſtavus in that character: 
they were lords of great merit and experience. To morrow or the day after I will pay my 

reſpects to the queen, and afterwards make my compliment to the chief ſenators,

to have — of my conduction) ſix ſouldiers of my guard, and thirty men to draw m | 

boite, ſo that the 6th we arrived at a village called Ofinſkyiam diſtant from 

220 verze, where we were forced to ſtay 4 days, through the occaſion that ten of the em- 
perour's boats laden with his goods and treaſure were gone a little before us, and had taken 

up all the men of that place to draw them, ſo that there was none for us, till we could pro- 

cure them from other villages adjacent. 

We departed Ofinſkyiam the roth of October, and arrived to the city Oſtega the 18th 
ditto (380 verze diſtant from the former plain) which is of good bigneſs, full of inhabi- 
tants; and commanded by a nobleman. Twenty verze before we come to that city is the con- 
fluence of the two rivers Duina and Zeukna, that coming down from the kingdom of Se- 
beria, lying towards the North Eaſt, and this having his courſe from towards the South, 
From Oſtega upwards there is no more failing for boats, but are altogether drawn by men 
to the city of Volegda. Both thoſe rivers are noble, very commodious for traffick, an 
have plenty of very good fiſh, | Fe 

At Oftega we only ſtayed to change our men, and then departed thenſe. The 23d of 
October we arrived at the city Totma, diſtant from Oſtega 250 verze ; from thence to 
Volegda the river is called the upper Zeukna, whoſe ſtream is not ſo rapid as lower down, 
but a fine river it is, abounding with ſeveral ſpecies of very good fiſh, and very commo- 
dious to navigate. 

The 26th of October we came to a pretty big village called Sheuſca (150 verze from 
Totma) where we underſtood that the peſtilent ſickneſs was very hott in the city Volegda, 
(the like report we had from ſeverall boats coming down the river that we encountered) 
which cauſed me to ſtay at Sheuſca, and ſend my preſtave to the Vyvode of Volegda, ac- 
companyed with my letters to ſome Engliſh merchants in that city, to be truly informed 
of the ſtate of the ſickneſs there. My preſtave returned the 29th ditto, and brought me 
advertiſement, that the plague was not ſo much there as the bruit went, and therefore was 
wiſhed to come forward, which I did forthwithall ; but not having gone paſſing 25 verze 
to a village called Narima, the weather was ſo cold, and the river ſo hard frozen, that it 
was impoſſible to proceed farther by boat, ſo that we ſtayed there till the 6th currant, that 
we had provided ourſelves with horſes and ſleds, and then departed from that village, 
and came hither the morning following 65 verze from thence. 

On the return of my preſtave from thence to Sheuſca, he brought me word from this 
Vyvode, that according to the emperour's order he would provide me a houſe to be ready 
at my here arrival ; but I have thanked him for it, and have accepted of rooms in an 
Engliſh merchant's houſe, deeming it better to be with our nation in this time of ſickneſs, 
than in a Ruſſe habitation. The governor preſently after my here arrivall ſent a ſcribe of 
the imperiall office (as is the cuſtom) to welcome me, and to tell me, that the Vyvoude had 
order from the emperor to uſe me with all the reſpect and civility, and to give me the like 
allowance as I had from the governour of Archangel, and withall ſent me a ſmall preſent of þ 
victuals, and Ruſſe wine. | 

The day after my coming to this city this Vyvode ſent unto me the prime ſcribe of the 
office, to ſhew me a letter he had then receved from the prince, wherein his imperial high- 
neſs ordereth him, that if I were not arrived here on receipt of the letter, that then he 
ſhould diſpeed an agent unto me to ſtay me, where he ſhould find me, to lodge me conven'- 
ently in ſome village fre of the ſickneſs, and not want any thing, and not to come forward 
till further order; but if I were arrived, then I ſhould ſtay here till his majeſty's further 
pleaſure ; in the interim to be uſed with all reſpect. The governour in anſwer to that let- 
ter and by others written after that, hath * notice to the emperour and prince of my 
being here; ſo that now I am here to ſtay his majeſty's anſwer. 

The laſt letters the Vyvode received from the emperour were written from the city of 

Vatma, which is 700 verze from hence, and 180 from Moſcow, in the way to Smolenſko, 
where his majeſty intendeth to abide ſome time, and where the imperatriſſe and prince are 
gone. 

What is above was written the 20th of November, which I had made ready to have ſent 

4 to the new Slebey (ſo is called a ſuburb of the city Moſcow, where all ſtrangers live) to 
| have been ſent from thence to Riga by the firſt conveyance, that ſhould have preſented, 
.F but the party, to whom I intended to ſend it unto at the Slebey, came hither ſome days 
paſt ; ſo have kept it till preſent, that he returned thither, and now I delivered it him to 
ſend it forward by firſt occaſion, that ſhall be preſented him after his there arrivall. 

As for the progreſs the emperour has made jn his warrs againſt the king of Poland, there 


9 : is nothing of truth to be from the Ruſſes. What I have learnt that is of the moſt 
: certitude, is by ſome military officers ſtrangers, that have paſt by this city, and gone down

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A. D. 1654 the river about 300 verze from thence, where they are to winter and make recruits for the 

WWW future campania, who have certified me, that in September laſt the emperour commanded 
the ſcaling of the walls of Smolenſco, which was accordingly attempted, but by the de- 
fendants repulſed with the loſs of about 8000 of his majeſty's men. After which of 
two governors that commanded in the citty, the one a German, and the other a Pole, this 
(whether out of cowardice or infidelity, tis not certainly known but contrary to the other's 
will,) demanded to capitulate, and upon conditions agreed on the end of that month 
yeilded up the city to the emperour, in which defence there was 5000 ſoldiers, whereof 
only 800 marched away, and that theſe have taken his majeſty's pay to ſerve him, and to 
which is given (as is to the reſt of the common ſoldiers of that garriſon) the name of Coſ- 
ſacks, as eſteemed of more credit then that of Strelſy, the name of the emperour's ordinary 
militia, | 

There was loſt in that city, when yeilded up, ammunition and proviſion of victuals for 
a 12 month, had there been 10000 men for its defence. The emperour hath-now in that 
city 4 governors (with a ſtrong and numerous garriſon) whereof the 3d in order is a Scotch- 
man, one Leſly, that ſerved king Charles in the warrs of England. His imperial majeſty. 
hath alſo taken and brought under his ſubjection about 30 other citys and places of ſome 
conſequence, and in ſome of them the Poles made good reſiſtance before their yeilding upon 
compoſition ; but the Ruſſes, contrary to what was capitulated, did execute on men, women, 
and children, the moſt barbarous and inhuman crueltys as can be imagined, not only againſt 
thoſe, that were living, but alſo on ſuch as had been newly buryed, in taking the bodys 
out of their graves, . and cutt them to peices. | 

The country, cittyes, and places the emperour hath taken, are all in White Ruſſia, and 
belonged to the duke Reginel, the cheifeſt Palatin and nobleman in Poland, who was 
with a body of an army of 8000 within 3o verze of Smolenſko, and going to its ſuc- 
cour; who having paſt over a narrow paſſage, where only four men could ſtand afront, 
and ſet his men in battle in a plain before the ſtrait, very unadviſedly lett one of the empe- 

rour's generals, named Kneaz Jocene Coodonetinich Chercaſey, with an army of 40000 
men to paſs over that ſtrait paſſage, without any oppoſition (as Reginel might eaſily 
have done) and being paſſed, ſet on his enemy's ſmall number, and defeated him altogether, 
that only Reginel and ſome few of his eſcaped by flight. 

At the time, that the emperor hath been in his martial progreſs againſt Reginell, the king 
of Poland with his army hath been towards the Black Sea, in oppoſing the deſigns of the 
Coſſack generall, that's revolted from him; but we learn not of any thing acted betwixt 
them. Tis reported there is no good intelligence betwixt that king and Reginel, and ſaid 
that to be the cauſe, that that majeſty hath neglected to give him ſuccour againſt the Ruſſe. 

The emperour may have loſt in the paſt campania incirca goooo men, the greateſt part 
of them by ſickneſs, and for the moſt of thoſe that were wounded in fight died for want 
of dreſſing, for that there was only 4 chirurgions in all the emperor's armys. 

Before the onſet at Smolenſko his majeſty called thoſe officers ſtrangers, that were in his 
camp, before him, to whom he made large promiſes of great rewards, if they did carry 
themſelves with courage and valour ; telling them, that he hath farr greater treaſure then 
ever had any of his predeceſſors, and that they ſhould not doubt of effecting his promiſes, 
But hitherto the effects of theſe large aſſurances hath been no other than excuſes his ma- 
jeſty hath made them, that he had not treaſure in the camp, neither could he have any 
from Muſcow without great danger and damage, by reaſon of the peſtilence ſo much 
in that city ; and therefore had ſuch dollers as his treaſurers had with them to be cut in four 
quarters, and on each of them ſtamped his mark, and each quarter to paſs for half a 

doller. This dealing with the ſtrangers, and little appearance to be reſtored of the loſs 
they ſuſtain by the money received, added to their ſmall pay, makes them to be dif- 
contented, and would depart the country, if they could tell how; but of that alſo 
they have little or no hope at all, for the difficultyes that are to get out of it. 

The plague entered the city of Moſcow aſſoon as the emperour was gone forth of it 
to the warrs, of which /there hath dyed and been buryed by regiſter taken upward 
of 200000, beſides ſome thouſands of bodies, that have had no other ſepulchres than the 
bowells of dogs and hogs, that have eaten them, as well in the houſes, as in the ſtreets, 
This ſickneſs hath paſſed (and is yet) in moſt places of this tract of the country for about 
2000 miles in diameter, and now tis reported, that the kingdoms of Cazan and Aſtracan - 
are alſo infected, and the mortality to be very great. Of thoſe that dye the major = 
part are men and children. This city hath had leſs affliction by the ſickneſs than any 
other in a great circuit thereabouts, here not having dyed paſt a thouſand perſons, . and 1 
the moſt part of them poor people. | 1 

The emperour, emperatriſſe, and prince are ſtill at Vaſma, where of late dyed Nokeeta 4 
Jeanouich Romanſue, his majeſtie's uncle, a prince that was very much beloved of the =

betwixt this emperour and the king of Poland. Brandenbourgh ſends for ſame pur- 
poſe, and ſaid it is, that he hath in his letter intimated to his e majeſty, that if he 
come not to adjuſtment with Poland upon equitable conditions, he can do no lefs than 
declare warr againſt the emperour; for that Brandenbourgh is a vaſſall to the Pole, as hav- 
ing many places and lands in that kingdom and dominions. It is alſo reported, that 
Sweden ſends an ambaſſador to the king of Poland, 

For many years paſt there hath been a mutuall good intelligence betwixt this emperour 
and the Perſian king, that upon occaſions embaſſadors paſt betwixt them, and a great com- 
merce there was exerciſed by their ſubjects reciprocally to each of their princes * 
But about 4 years paſt the Perſian merchants were much abuſed and damnifyed in their 
traffick by the emperour's miniſters and merchants at Moſcow, without any redreſs they 
could have there. So that in their juſt complaints to their king at their return into Perſia, 
that majeſty impriſoned all the Ruſſe merchants that were in his countrey, and ſequeſtred 
their eſtates, of which this emperour having notice, and not knowing how to right himſelf 
(for he hath great intereſt in the goods his merchants carry into Perſia) and his ſubjects, but 
by ſending an ambaſſador to the ſophy, which was done upwards of 2 years paſt, and where 
the ambaſſador hath adjuſted all matters to the Perſians ſatisfaction. And now the empc- 
rour's ſubjeCts are returned with commodities to a great value, and within a month or two 
his ambaſſadour may alſo arrive, the Ruſſe merchants, that are returned reporting, that 
the next year will be at Moſcow an ambaſſadour from the king of Perſia. 

Upon the emperour's going forth of Muſcovy to the warrs, a uit order was given to all 
governours and commanders of places on the confines of theſe dominions, to let no 
perſons come in, nor none to go forth of this country, to prevent all intelligence, that 
might be given of the proceedings and ſtate of affairs in thoſe parts, and thro* which 
occaſion no letters have come to theſe Dutch merchants theſe 5 or 6 months; whereas 
uſually they have letters from Amſterdam and Hambourgh twice a month. 

At this inſtant is news come from Moſcow, that no more dye there of the ſickneſs of 
thoſe, that have been in the city from the beginning thereof; but moſt of thoſe perſons, 
that come there from other places, dye very ſuddenly. There is no good order uſed for the 
cleanſing of that city; notwithſtanding ti now reported, that the emperour will be there 
at Chriſtmas, and intends for devotion to go thither from Vaſma a great part of the way 
afoote. | 

I cannot write any thing of my owne particular, when I ſhall be ſent for by the emperour.

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tly, there being no occaſion given to ſpeak, neither to the protector, nor to the com- 
iſomers ſince = laſt audience; and neither the protector nor the other ever having 
ſpoken any thing to me concerning the ſaid place of Breſt. It muſt be, without doubt, 
tat his eminence did receive the advice, which was given me, for a diſcourſe held by the 
ſtate ; wherefore when you ſee his eminence, you may be pleaſed to diſabuſe him, for you 
may aſſure him there was never any thing ſpoken concerning Breſt, neither by the protector 
nor any of the commiſſioners ; and that all my replies and audiences were in no other 
terms, than the laſt. If I thought, that they were of another opinion at court, I would 
have ſent a copy of all my diſcourſes, and _ have found, that the two foregoing 
this laſt were more fierce, and did end with a kind of leave. I can alſo add, that the pro- 
tector in the laſt audience did reproach me, that Mr, de Baas had declared more inclina- 
tion for an accommodation than I; and that inſtead of a thouſand fine hopes, which he 
gave them, I made ſcruple upon all. This diſcourſe did not paſs without a reply; how- 
ever I made no mention of it in my letters, to the end men ſhould not beheve, that revenge 
ſhould cauſe me to blame, under the name of the ſaid protector, his conduct, and alſo not 
to condemn the judgment and opinion, which his eminence hath of that man, to employ 
him in a country and in a ſervice altogether contrary to his nature or conſtitution. I might 
alſo add, that his journey and reception at his return into England did not advance my 
negotiation. I will tell you nothing of my negotiation, in regard the duplicates of my 
letters will inform you; and I have nothing more to ſay to you, than to make complaint 
of the ill interpretation, which you put upon the deſire and demand made of your 
bleſſing. Of antient times the fathers gave it mornings and nights; and this cuſtom is 
ſtill in practice in England, where the children of 30 years do fall upon their knees to re- 
ceive the bleſſing of their parents, which doth ſeem to me to be very proper to uphold 
the reſpe& we are owing unto them. Beſides if we muſt give credit to the ſcripture, 
it doth tell us, that the bleſſing of parents can confer ſeveral graces upon us, as well to pro- 
long our lives, as to encreaſe our worldly eſtates, the one and the other being very neceſſa 
to me. And in caſe you will not aſſiſt me out of your own eſtate, * might — 
liberality at leaſt, according to the example of the pope, of that which will coſt you no- 
thing. I do confeſs, that to make any profit of it, I ſhould have a faith ſtronger than 
mine, that it would be more advantageous to me, to convert it into money. I entreat you 
then not to believe, that I wiſh your death, but only to give a part or ſhare of your 
eſtate, as much as you can well ſpare, and may be needful for me.

1 DID hope I ſhould have been able to have ſignified unto you this day the reſolution 
of the lord protector upon my laſt diſcourſe, the ſecretary of ſtate having ſent unto 
me to promiſe me, that I ſhould have it without ſolliciting him for it. But your E. will 
ſee in my letter to count Brienne, that he is no more punctual at preſent than uſually. 
J hope your Em. will conſider, and alſo give credit to what IT write of the ſtate of affairs 
of this country, before the orders ſhall be ſent, after which I do make account, without any 
further reply, to take leave either of the protector or the parliament. I do confeſs, that 
to me it doth ſeem more advantageous to agree than to break ; however I will execute 
without ſcruple what ſhall be ordered me, if the refolutions of his majeſty have any 
other ground than the impreſſions, which are given of the inſtability of the government 
of England, and of the power of parliament. This laſt hath declared its weakneſs in 
all the important rencounters, and hath diveſted themſelves of their authority, leaving to 
the protector the choice of the members of the council, in the eſtabliſhment whereof 
there may remain ſome mark of a commonwealth. And to take any meaſure upon the 
deliberations, which that body will take during the reſt of their fitting, will be to flatter 
one's ſelf and be deceived likewiſe at laſt. I have expected all this while to receive the laſt 
orders of yours to ſign the treaty agreed upon with coll. Lyon, who doth pretend to re-

Examination of John Dallington taken by ferretary Thutloe. 


OHN Dallington of Tichmarſh in the county of Northampton faith, that he upon V. xxi. p 328. 
JS ſunday was a ſevennight met with one William Prior of Thurning, within 4 miles of 
Tichmarſh.; and that the ſaid Prior (they having ſome conference about affairs) told 
him, that there were ſeveral in the army, that were reſolved to ſtand to their firſt principles, 
in oppoſition to the government ; and that he had a declaration in his pocket to that pur- 
ſe, which ſhould be publiſhed for the ſatisfaction of honeſt men; which declaration the 
{aid Prior ſhewed to this examinant, and read it to him, and faid it ſhould, as ſoon as they 
had gathered to their rendevous, be in print, and put in every 3 Their rende- 
vous (he ſaid) was to be in January at ſeveral places, and named Saliſbury Plain, and 
Marſton Moor; and other places he ſaid was alfo agreed upon, and their colours ſhould 


be white tape and white ribbons. He faid alſo, that the lord Grey would be for them, 
and fo would col. Saunders, and col. Okey, but did not know what Sir Arthur Haſelrigge 


would do; but ſaid, he went with a gallant reſolution from the parliament. And farther, 
that there were agitators ſent into the army in Scotland and Ireland, and that many of 
them would draw unto their aſſiſtance in January, when their rendevous ſhould be; and 
bid this examinant, for his farther ſatisfaction, go to coll. Eyres at London, who lodged in

marine; whereupon I repreſented to them the exceſſes, which, under the colour of repriſals 

inſt the French, were committed againſt the ſhips of the ſubjects of their high mighti- 
neſſes; and ſhewed them the neceſſity there was, for the eaſe of both nations, to prevent 


' theſe inconveniencies by a ſalutary contract and regulation of the marine. For which 


purpoſe ſome articles were drawn up b order and in behalf of their high mighti- 
neſſes, which I delivered unto their lordſhips in the Engliſh language, being the ſame, 
which before the departure of the two other lords ambaſſadors were jointly projected by us. 
The ſaid lords anſwered, that they would receive the ſame, and communicate the ſaid 
articles forthwith to the other commiſſaries, who becauſe of ſome weighty affairs had been 
obliged to attend in parliament, and conſequently were prevented from coming to me. I then 
aſked, whether no reſolution was taken as yet upon my memorial, which contained ſome 
particular grievances : they anſwered, that the council has had no time as yet to examine 
the ſame, but that they would undertake ſeriouſly to recommend the ſame, and procure 
that I very ſoon ſhould be ſatisfied. I ſhew'd unto their lordſhips the abſurdity and ille- 
gality of ſuch ſeizures of ſhips by ſome particular privateers, and that the ſtate, as 1t was 
evident, did reap no advantage from it, and nevertheleſs muſt bear the blame; and that the 
towns in the united provinces were ſituated ſo near one another, that in caſe the inha- 
bitants of one city were thus unjuſtly dealt with and injured, the whole country would be 
filled with complaints and outcries : their lordſhips declared hereupon, that his highneſs and 


the council would ſoon make another regulation, and ſhew in fact, that they were ſeriouſly 


inclined, not only to preſerve the peace, but alſo to cultivate more and more a mutual 
friendſhip. I aſked the ſame lords, if any thing was reſolved upon my memorial con- 


cerning the act of declaration of the lord protector, touching the deciſion of the com- 


miſſaries of both parties of the zoth of July laſt paſt. To which they anſwered, that 
ſomething was ſpoken of it, but that they at preſent could give no direct anſwer to the ſame, 
and promiſed again, that they would make' report of what I had ſpoken to their lord- 
ſhips on that head. Yeſterday about noon two commiſſaries of the prince's office came 
alſo to me, telling me, that they had further examined the account of freight of the ſhip 
the Golden Dolphin of Edam, in behalf whereof Mr. Louis Godyn, merchant of Amſter- 
dam, had obtained their 2 mightineſſes letters of interceſſion, and that they had found, 
that there had been a miſtake in the meaſure; but being now informed thereof, they were 
ready to pay the freight, according to the charter bart without giving any further trouble 
to the council on that account; deſiring of me, that I would f with the agent of the 
ſaid Mr. Godyn. At the ſame time came to me the deputies of the directors of the Eaſt- 
India company here, and imparted to me the difficulties and ſcruples, that they found to deli- 
ver an abſolute acquittance, before they were aſſured of the actual reſtitution of Poleron; 
whereupon I aſſured them, that they had no reaſon to make any ſcruples, ſince this affair 
was ratified as well by their high mightineſſes as by the lords the ſtates of the provinces 
concerned therein, and that I by a ſpecial order and reſolution of their high mightineſſes 
was authoriſed to promiſe, that a like act of declaration mutatis mutandis ſhould be paſſed 
in the name of their high mightineſſes, as that which was required of the lord protector; 
repreſenting unto them at the ſame time, how punctually every thing was performed and 
accompliſhed from the part of the united Netherlands, and that therefore there was no 
reaſon to miſtruſt them herein, and that it was but juſt in every reſſ that the company 
of the Netherlands paying ſuch a conſiderable ſum of money, ſhould be alſo made ealy in 
the beſt form, and that it would be for the good of both the companies, that all occaſions 
of jealouſy and diſputes were removed. The ſaid deputies repeated their former difficulties ; 
and alderman Garraway coming to dine with me, and aſking me after dinner, whether 1 
would promiſe in writing, that the reſtitution of the ſaid iſland ſhould effectually be per- 
form'd, I declared, that I made no ſcruple of it, as ſoon as the ſaid acquittances and act 
of declaration of the lord protector, according to the forms which are ſent over, ſhould 
be paſſed and delivered, whereupon he deſired, that I would ſett it down in writing for 
the ſaid purpoſe; and in caſe I could ſend him the ſame time enough, that he would pro- 
cure, that the company ſhould hold a general court very ſoon : therefore I have thought fit 
to ſend him this morning early by a merchant who is employed by the Netherlandiſh 
Eaſt-India company, the incloſed paper, with a tranſlation thereof into the Engliſh language;

1 E Engliſh poſt is not yet arrived here ſince my former, which we expect to hear 
what is become of your fleet or the land army a preparing there. Hence we have 
not much of conſequence ſince my laſt to you; only of the 8000 men Guiſe brought with 
him out of France and other places to ſea, he has not now 3ooo, all being loſt and left 
ſick in divers places; and thoſe that arrived at Toulon are infected for the moſt part by a 
hot fever in a manner, that they muſt be tranſported to the iſles of Hieres, for fear they 
ſhould ſpoil the country. | . 

The faid duke did excuſe himſelf for his misfortunes, and ſo did the commander Paul, 
that he could not aſſiſt the duke in time of need, being toſſed up and down by the ſtorms, 
and more that he was not payed. Likewiſe the grand maſter of Malta ſent his excuſe to 
the king, becauſe he could not receive the army of Guiſe into his iſland, having made his 
treaty before with both the crowns, that he would not receive nor admit either of them. He 
writ lately to the Pope, deſiring he ſhould cauſe all chriſtian princes to join together, and 
make a general peace, that afterwards they might be able to reſiſt the Turks, which are 
now making great forces to come into the Mediterranean ſeas. 

We are informed, that the Engliſh do continue their ordinary courſes upon the coaſts of 
Bretagne, and landed ſome at Breau in Bas Bretagne, which brought with them what they 


met withal. 


The king 15 days ago commanded the treaſurer of the parliament of Bretagne to pay 


the taxes and impoſitions, as well as in other places in the kingdom, but the ſaid parliament 


gave an arreſt againſt that, which cauſed now the king to interdict that parliament of the 


functions; but notwithſtanding they do not obey, which cauſed orders to be given to the 


ſaid troops to march into the country of Anjou, to force them to obey the orders of their king ; 
that is the pretext ; but the troops might have ſome other deſigns againſt the Engliſh, in 
caſe they would attempt to land in ſome place in France, either in Guienne or Bretagne. 
The pope's nuncio here complained to the king of an article that was printed in the laſt 
Gazettee, that the pope continued always againſt France, being ill affected, having now 
received card. de Retz, being declared here criminal de leze majeftie. However the lord 
nuncio was not ſatisfied to his deſire ; and it is thought his holineſs will excommunicate 
the grand vicar of the cathedral church of Noſtre-dame, for exerciſing the archbiſhop's 
functions by orders from the king, and not from the archbiſhop; which, if it comes, will 
cauſe a great deal of trouble ; for the French ſure will ſay, they will not obey the pope.

der amongſt us here : what the reaſon hereof is, we may poſſibly know, when 
it comes; in the mean time, letters from all parts ſay, that a war with France is proclaim- | 
ed; which, if true, will have no ſmall reflexion upon the united low countries, whoſe ſtates 
begin their ſeſſion the beginning of this next week. Their main buſineſs is to ſettle the 
ment of their militia, the companies which are upon the generality being many months 
behind, and to conclude upon a poſitive ſtate of war, in caſe no new troubles ariſe. 
The French fleet need not now fear general Blake, who, they ſay, hath quartered the 
arms of Burgundy in his banners, being, though in a ſhattered condition, got into Toulon. 
The duke of Guiſe hath ſent his manifeſto to the court, accuſing heaven and earth, and 
excuſing himſelf, for the unhappy iſſue of his ill laid deſign. 
You have heard of the queen of Swedeland's royal entertainment at Bruſſels, which was 
indeed kingly. They are building a ſtage in the great hall there for a royal play, which 
is expreſsly made for her, and to be repreſented at ſhrovetide. She hath lined for the pre- 
ſent her reſolution of returning to Antwerp, and hath taken Egmond's houſe for her 
feat and quarters. The prince of Conde hath not viſited her yet, becauſe ſhe will not re- 
ceive him at the ſtair foot, as ſhe did the archduke ; yet they have ſpoke occaſionally to 
each other at the comedy.

N RS of the 22d of laſt month, and firſt inſtant, I received together, in regard the 
wind ſerved not. Yours I will ſend to Cologne and Vienna, from both which cities 
you have this week's letters. Here now we begin to believe all will be quiet in England, 
and we do apprehend much of your great naval armado, as to the prejudice of this king 
in the Weſt Indies, notwithſtanding marquis de Lede, who is now here to receive his com- 
miſſion, is preparing ſuddenly to go into England, and I preſume will be there about a 
fortnight hence, He had been diſpatched ſooner, but that our ſecretary of ſtate Navarr is 
now in orders, a prieſt, and fo theſe five days retired; but he is ſtill to continue his place 
of ſecretary, with the addition of ſome church livings. 

The queen of Swedeland is ſtill courted with comedies and ſhews, and ſays ſhe will go to 
Paris to mediate the general peace, when the weather is more ſeaſonable. 

Farther ſome ſay ſhe undertakes, that her ſucceſſor the king of Swedeland ſhall join 

* with that king, who ſhall be yielding to a juſt and honourable peace againſt the other, till 
he be compelled to it. 

The prince of Conde entertained that queen very civilly ; but it happened, that they two 
dining together with others, the arch-duke Leopold being not upon the place, that the 
prince found himſelf offended, pang not treated or placed with the ſame reſpect as the 
arch- duke; but her Majeſty excuſed herſelf, that though he was a royal prince, yet he was 
not the immediate fon of a crown or monarchy ; ſo the buſineſs aſſed lightly, but the 
prince 1s not fatisfied in mind, who, as I hear, is upon his march towards the e of 
France, becauſe he could not obtain what he expected here from the peaſants. Many troops 
go with him, and 'tis feared ſome will turn their coats before they return hither. The ſaid 
prince fent part of his train to Malines, where is wife is, and is, as I hear, to ſend monſr.

The French army I mentioned in my letters, two poſts ſince, about 6000 horſe and foot 
(though ſaid to be 12000 in ſome letters, but not true) did attempt to ſurprize and take 
Lens, a garriſon of ours, wherein were two Iriſh regiments and two Lorrainers. And the 
French having attacked the ſaid place in four places, and the aſſault having endured for 6 
hours, the French were beaten off with a conſiderable loſs of men, ſome ſay 800. Their 
commander in chief in that enterprize, count of Broglio, governor of la Baſle, is dangerouſly 

. wounded, and ſo the French are returned to their quarters. It is here confirmed by letters 
from Madrid, that don Lewis de Haro's whole houſe is burnt, and he now lives in the 
king's palace in the quarters of the prince of Spain, which is the greateſt honour and fa- 
vour he ever yet received.

his highneſs ordered nine ſerjeants, 8 corporals, 8 drums, ſo that beſides the eſtabliſhment 
for the four companies, I humbly deſire his highneſs and the council's order to the com-

1 DID not write to you by the laſt poſt, thinking they would have diſpatched the expreſs, 
which you ſent over; but it ſeemeth the court hath not yet taken their laſt refolution as 
to peace or war; for which your expreſs doth ſtill wait, and by whom I intend to write 

touching your negotiation, This is therefore in order to your particular affairs, &c. 

But know withall, that the reſolution of the council is taken to ſend for you home ; 
and that there is a manifeſto drawing up with all ſpeed againſt England to ſend to you, to 
be repreſented to the protector or the parliament, to juſtify the conduct of France and its 
ſubjects; which doth oblige the king to ſend for you home, after he had done all that he 
could to treat with ſincerity, and to continue the alliances of the nations. And men do be- 
lieve here, whether it be by the advice of the royaliſts, or the inclinatioa your ſide may 
have to be revenged on this nation, or whether it be upon ſome other principles or ſecrets 
unknown to us, that it is the opinion of your chief miniſter of ſtate, that it will be bet- 
ter for England to come to an open war. And if by your advice and conduct, where you 
are, you do not put an end to your negotiation before the preciſe orders of a rupture, 
which are to be ſent unto _ by your expreſs, I make no doubt of your return. 

Some do imagine that this rupture may produce an accommodation; or that it will em- 
broil the protector and his parliament ; or that the protector himſelf and his parliament, 
ſeeing the affairs at this extremity, will be the firſt that will demand, by the interpoſition of 
the ambaſſadors of Holland, ſome moderation or accommodation.

nation ſhall proclaime liberty to Mullatos, Negros and Indians, for ſuch a liberty they

7. Of all iſlands neere unto the continent, none like unto Hiſpaniola and Cuba. Hiſpa- 
niola was the Spaniards firſt plantation, and therefore would bee to them a bad omen to 
beginne to looſe that, which they firſt enjoyed. This iſland is not one quarter of it in- 
habited, and ſo more eaſie to take, there being few in it. The riches not being comparable 
with thoſe of the maine are the cauſe, that fo few inhabite it; and there being no Jeſuites in 
it (who commonly are found in the richeſt citties and countries) is a ſigne of no great 
treaſure ; yett ginger, hides and ſugar are there, and ſome doe talke of mines of {ilver 
formerly diſcovered. The taking of this iland would bee a terrour to the Spgniards, and 
a meanes to keepe them much in awe upon the maine; yett if not {econded with a ſpeedy 
landing upon ſome part of the maine, it might alarme them there to ſtrengthen themſelves 
more than ever yett they had done. Cuba is not ſo big, yett as rich or richer. - At the 
chiefe towne of Havana it is very ſtrong with caſtles, yett upon the river of Matanzos, a 
people may ſett aſhore a conſiderable party to march by land to Havana. Into this river 
of Matanzos did the Hollanders drive the Spaniſh galeons, and followed them up the river 
a little way when they tooke their plate from them, and might have landed as caſily as the 
Spaniards landed to fave their lives, and might have marched to Havana, which is not 
much above a daies march from thence. Thus with a fleet at ſea before the caſtle, or in 
ſight to terrifie, and a party by land on the backe of Havana, that ſtrong place might 
bee gained, and the caſtles ſtarved, and with Havana all the iland conquered, which is the 
key of all the Indias. 4 | 

8. In all the continent there is no place eaſier to land in then Honduras in Golpho Dulce, 
wherein may ride above 500 ſhips, and at the coming in may bee ſtrengthened for the pre- 
ſent upon two rockes, which the Spaniards yett never did. From this Golpho, alias 
called Puerto de Cavallos, there are not full threeſcore leagues to Guatemala, the chiefe court 
and citty of that country. The chiefe trouble is the firſt two daies up the mountaines, yet 
open and paſſable, where mules laden with jarres of wines from Spaine doe every yeare goe 
up without loſſe or danger. Up the hills there is cattle enough, and about he country 
plenty to victual 1000 ſhips. In the way to Guatemala there are Indian townes, eſpecially 
Acazabaſtlan, where proviſion of fiſh and fleſh may bee had, and Indians to lead, and guide, 

and carry on proviſions. Further, before wee come to Guatemala is the valley of Mixco 
and Pinola and Petapa, where is wheat enough growing, farmes of ſugar, cattle, and ſtore 
of fiſh from the lake of Petapa, of which country the language in part hath been printed 
by mee, and 1s not yet forgotten. The citty of Guatemala did in my time lie open without 
any defence of walls, guns, or bulwarkes, conſiſting of abour five hundred inhabitants ne- 
ver practized to fighting. Cloiſters are in it extraordinary. The taking of this citty would 
bee the ſubduing and bringing in of at the leaſt three hundred leagues on both ſides ; for 
towards Nicaragua and Coſta-Rica, and ſo by land to Panama, the Spaniard cannot raiſe 
1000 fighting men, and ſcarce armes that way to arme 500 or 600. Northward towards 
Mexico to the Chiapa (fourſcore leagues from Guatemala) the Spaniards are very thinne, and 
not able to raiſe 200 men; ſo that this country being taken, and immediately a ſupply 
coming from Virginia, New England, and Barbadoes, the country would ſoone be peopled 
and ſtrong to defend themſelves from any ſtrength coming againſt them from Mexico, 
which is 300 leagues off. Guatemala taken, the South Sea may bee commanded ; which 
in ſome places is but one daic's journey from Guatemala. But a weeke's Journey from thence 
there 1s a haven called Realexo upon the South Sea, and another nearer called La Trinidad, 
where ſome {mall ſhips come from Peru, which may' eaſily bee taken, there being no caſtles 
in them; and all about that country there is ſtore of timber for the building of ſhips,

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which our nation may ſoone ſett out to maſter the South Sea and Panama, and ſo down- A. D. 1654- 


wards to Peru; but much more, if from the Eaſt Indias a ſmall ſquadron of ſhips ſhould 


1 come to joyne with them. Chiapa being taken in, then a province called Zoques (where 


is the chieteſt cochinill) muſt xy yeeld, they being moſt Indian townes, and but here and 

ſome few ſtragling Spaniards. | 

*. For the better lg and keeping of Chiapa and Zoques, notice may bee taken 
of a great river called Tabaſco, which comes up to the country from the North Sea, and 
entreth into the country a little above the haven of Mexico, called Vera Cruz, and runneth | 
up to the province of Guaxaca, foureſcore leagues from Chiapa, and to Zoques; downe 
which river the Spaniards in boates ſend their cochinill, hydes, and ſugars, to Vera Cruz. 
A ſquadron of ſhips riding about Vera Cruz and the mouth of Tabaſco may terrifie 
much, yea, may ſend up in boates a party of muſquetiers, (if they can endure there a 
little heat (as myſelfe did and the Spaniards doe) who may much harme that way the coun- 
trey, while above a ſtronger party hath maſtered Zoques : but in this cafe, care mult bee 
taken, and watch had over ſome parts, where by the river ſide are trees thicke and fit for 
an ambuſcado. | | 

10. All this country is much corrupted with fin, and occaſions to ſinne and looſeneſſe are 
great, which the lewd Spaniards have brought in amongſt the Indians; and therefore ſuch 
as goe thither muſt bee well principled in points of honeſty ; otherwiſe they may ſoone bee 
enſnared, and fall from God, and looſing him looſe againe, what by his bleſſing, helpe, 
and favour, may bee eaſily gotten, and ſo gotten may much redound to the glory of God, 
to the enriching of this commonwealth, to the pulling downe the ſtout hearts of the ſtout 
houſe of Auſtria, to the ruining and utter fall of Romiſh Babylon, and to the converſion of 
thoſe poore and ſimple Indians. | ü 

11. This country being taken, Jucatan may bee conſidered and Campeche, which hath for- 
merly been eafily taken by us and the Hollanders, and ſoone left. A ſmall party may maſter 
that; and it is conſiderable, becauſe it joynes neere to Zoques, and is continent with Hon- 
duras and Guatemala. Though in ſome places towards Guatemala there are barbarous Indians, 
which the Spanyards never yett conquered, yett may by this time have conquered them; 
for at my being there, it was their thoughts to doe 1t (but a ſufficient number of fighting 
men could not bee found) for the better and neerer commerce between that of Guate- 
mala, which is more remote, by Golpho Dulce. Five hundered men will doe much upon 
this place. And all this will bee eaſie, when once footing is ſett upon the country of 
Guatemala, and doubtleſſe at ſuch a report, Barbadoes (which may afford to ſuch a worke ten 
thouſand fighting men, as I have been informed by letters from thence five yeares agoe) 
and Virginia, and New England, and other plantations, which are even worne out, and 
have but droſſe for that treaſure, but copper for that gold, but dirt for thoſe riches now 
ready to our hands, will flocke thither with ſpeed, to further ſuch a glorious worke, which 
may bee a worke of one halfe yeare, if vigorouſly acted, and the places named taken in 
immediately one after another, before the Spaniards can joyne any forces, or any ſupplies 
come from Spaine, which can hardly bee done by that king, having at preſent ſo many 
yrons in the fire here in Europe. The next yeare thoughts may riſe higher (when neigh- 
bours and friends are come to joyne with us,) and carry to Mexico northward, or to Peru 
ſouthward, where are the cheifeſt mines. 

12. Nothing can be acted upon the maine land untill October; at the begining of which 
moneth begineth there the ſummer, and laſteth till May, after which till October againe 
the raines and the ſhowers are ſoe great and daily, that they will make the mountaines at 
leaſt almoſt unpaſſable. The heates ſo feared by our Engliſh are not ſoe great within the 
land as in Barbados, where wee live well, except ſome places and marriſhes neere the South 
Sea and the river of Tabaſco, and one place called Chiapa de Indios, where yett I lived 
with much health, as alſo doe the Spaniards there, and many places there are as cold as it 
is here in England. | 2 —＋ 

Theſe few obſervations (having eſpied, as Joſeph Egipt, that fat and rich country) I 
thought it my duty to preſent unto your highneſſe, as did formerly Columbus preſent unto 
king Henry the ſeventh his diſcovery of the rich part of the world, which then was not re- 
garded. God would not make that prince ſuch an inſtrument for the advancing his glory, 
as hee hath made your highneſſe. Ihe Lord grant, that your faith may yett bee active 


abroad, as well as at home. The Lord grant, that yett you may ride on proſperouſly, 


conquering and to conquer. The Lord make your highneſſe, as our protector, ſo alſo a 
protector of thoſe poore Indians, which want protection from the cruelties of the Spaniards.

A. D. 1654. J any deſign out of England upon the Spaniards in the Weſt Indies, it ſeemeth 

AA to be 3 adviſeable, that the general ſhould land in Barbados with 2000 men in 

V. xxiv. p. 8: November, if he can, where he ſhall be ſure to double his number. With theſe let him 
fail to Trinidado, and take the town of St. Joſeph's, which is garriſoned with 100 Spani- 
ards ; which being done, give the town to the natives to — them; and the rather, be- 
cauſe it will be dangerous to leave any Engliſh there, by reaſon of the unhealthfulneſs of Rt 
the ſoil ; for it is ſeated in the mouth of Oronoque, which (as great rivers do in England) 
makes it ſickly. After this advance up the river of Oronoque, and take St. Thomas, 
which is garriſoned with about 200 Spaniards, and leave ſome Engliſh, and build ſome 
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y ſea from Spain can this place only be attempted ; for it is to windward of all his colonies 
in the Indies, and by land he dares not come, by reaſon the Indians are his enemies. There. 
fore you are in this only to conſider, how able the Spaniard is at home, and make provi- 
fion againſt him accordingly. From hence you may attempt Margarita with 3000 men, 
where you may undoubtedly receive 2000 more from the Leeward iſlands, in caſe order be 
taken he their tranſporting. At this iſland you may probably meet with 500 fighting 
men, beſides ſlaves, who are the divers or fiſhers for pearl. This place you are to garriſon, 
it being very healthful, though barren. From hence you may advance to Comana, 
Carracas, Venezuela upon the river of Marecay, and fo to the river of Rio Grand, and 
if occaſion ſerves, to Carthagena, Theſe things are very eaſily compaſſed ; for one Jackſon 
in a roving voyage about 8 years ſince landed in Margarita, alarmed all that coaſt, went 
by Marecay, and lived 7 weeks in the country, having but 800 men, and in all that time 
ſaw no conſiderable enemy. Beſides the Dutch have lived many years in a little iſland called 
Corozao with a ſmall colony, which is as it were in their boſoms ; arguments enough of 
the Spaniards weakneſs ; ſo that make yourſelves maſters of that ſea, and there is no fear or 
cauſe of doubt to ſucceed. All this coaſt is full of horſes and cattle, the climate healthful, 
the land fruitful ; the inland full of Indians, ſome as ”= unconquered by the Spaniards, 
whither in a ſhort time all the families of the I ceward iflands will come, and many thou- 


ſands from other places without your care or charge. 


Reaſons why it is better to ſettle Terra Firma, that is the main above-mentioned, rather 
than the iſlands, are theſe : 


1. Becauſe the iſlands are inhabited only with Spaniards, and by them very inconſider- 
ably ; ſo that if you go there, you will find little more than land and trees, and your buſine RR 
will be only to clear ground, build houſes, plant, and make incloſures ; a work of great toi, 
long time, and exceſſive charge, of which the old planters are very ſenſible : whereas on = 
the main you will meet with good towns, well peopled, with a few Spaniards and man 
Indians, whom they keep in ſlavery, and who very probably will be faithful to milder 
maſte rs. | 2 

2. The iſlands muſt be inhabited wholly by Engliſh, (for the Spaniards will not ſerve un- 
der them ;) which may too much exhauſt our native country of men, and render us weak ® 
at home; but on the main you have Indians to practiſe on, who, without diſpute, will by 
politic and rational means be as ſo.many hands gained to the commonwealth. 

3. The returns from the iſlands will be ſo ſmall and fo flow, in regard they are to be 
produced by the labour of the planter, that it will beget impatience in the adventurers, and 
perhaps a total deſertion of the deſign; whereas from the main you will preſently be 
maſters of gold, ſilver, and pearl, beſides hides and tallow, and the preſent commoditis KY 
ariſing from the many ſettled plantations there, | — 

4. By ſettling the iſlands you provoke the Spaniard, but do not at all diſable him of 
his revenge; but by ſettling on the main, you do not only take from him the benefit o ß 
his pearl, and the mines of gold and filver already open, but alſo hinder the paſſage of his 
treaſure from Peru, and lay Peru fairly open to an invaſion. 

5. By ſettling the iſlands you do not at all impede his correſpondence with his other co- 
lonies, ſo that he is ſtill free and at large to adviſe and execute all things, as if you were 
not there ; but by ſettling on the main you cut off his correſpondence from Peru and all 
South America, ſo that he cannot ſupply them from Spain ; by which means they muſt 
of neceſſity have all their commodeties from you; and how that may work, and what in- 


telligences that may produce among them, may eaſily be imagined.

ſconces in convenient and commanding places of the river, and put colonies in them. It 
were convenient to leave 1000 men in ſeveral places on the river, under a well tempered 
vernor, who may practiſe on the Indians, and as he finds them advance, to arm them.

may be done than ever Cortez did in Mexico by the aid of the Tlaxcallans. 3 

2. Becauſe it lyeth but three days ſail from os, and you may probably in 4 or 5 
days return thence to Barbados; ſo that if the worſt happen, the retreat is from thence 
apparent, which will engage the more conſiderate men the ſooner to undertake it. 

3. We have already a colony at Surinam on the ſame continent, of about 600 men, be- 
ſides women and children, who will readily quit that place to come where the beavers are. 

4. You will preſently command a great part of the Barbados ſugar, by the ſales of the 
cattle, horſes and mules, which you may with eaſe tranſport thither. 

5. The nearneſs of this colony. to Barbados will be a good ſtrengthening and countenance 
to each other; and if by chance of war you may fail in the more lee ward atchievements, 
yet this river may be kept, which in ſhort time will yield ſufficient anſwer for the hazard 
and charge laid out _ it. | ; "© 

6. The advantage of the rivers, the eaſy tranſport, in boats, of men, arms, and ammunition, 
proviſions, and other luggage, and the great advantage you have on the Spaniards in that 
element, are principal motives to adviſe fettling on the river windward, and the others of 
Marecay and Rio Grand leeward. ; i f 

7. The great uſe that may be made of the naked Indians, in planting, trading, and 
other neceſſaries, in time of peace, and the helping the Engliſh in time of war, are no 
mean conſiderations. x . | 

8. Barbados lieth very convenient to be the magazine of all neceſſaries, untill Oronoque 
be ſecurely ſettled ; and there the ſick men may be recovered, and the ſound refreſhed her 
the voyage from England. | ; ; 

9. Having the Indian to friend you, you may ſafely correſpond with the other garriſons 
at Caraccas, or elſewhere on the Terra Firma, 

This I hold to be the beſt deſign. Of the iſlands I hold Cuba to be the beſt, only by 
reaſon of the Havannah there ſeated, which may be called the back door of the Indies, the 
Spaniard being inforced to diſimbogue that way; with whom you may ſpeak, when he 
goes home with his treaſure, |

4. Let there be 100 good wherries, which you at London call light horſemen, and ſome 6 
oar barges, which will be of very great uſe in the river, to fetch up the Indians canoes 
and pereagoas, which proved very advantageous to the colony at Surinam, 

5. Let the land ſoldiers be provided with muſket and pike and other defenſive arms, as 
if you were to attempt France, Spain, or Italy, for the country is not hotter than either ; 
but that a man may endure the carriage of arms here, as well as there. Let there be a 
good train of artillery, granadoes, petars, and other fireworks, and alſo engineers, and all 
other neceſſary officers of that kind. : 

6. Let there be arms for 1000 horſe, and for two companies of curaſſiers complete. 

7. Their clothing may be ſhirts, ſhoes, and drawers ; and it would do well, if you did 
buy hammocks for them, which come from you; which I underſtand may be had about 
Briſtol. For theſe in the Indies take no care, for they are already provided with them. 

8. Be ſure to have enough of mattocks, ſhovels, * ick-axes, wheelbarrows, axes, 
carpenters, coopers, and maſons tools; ſaws of all ſorts, and the like. |

And the examinate farther ſaith, that he went tothe ſaid Norwood's chamber the next day, 
where they had ſome farther diſcourſe of the ſame buſineſs, and aſked this examinate 
whether Cuſtis was to be truſted in this buſineſs; whereto he anſwered, that he thought he 
might. Whereupon he deſired the examinate to let mr. Cuſtis know, that he deſired to 
meet with him, and charged him not to reveal or diſcloſe any thing to Cuſtis. Accordingly 
the examinate ſpake with the ſaid Cuſtis, and they three met together at the Fountain tavern 
in Fenchurch-ſtreet, where the ſaid Norwood acquainted this Cuſtis with the aforeſaid 
plantation of the lord Willoughby's, and of their intentions of buying arms to ſend thither ; 
and adviſed, which was the beſt way of buying them, but did not then in the hearing of the 
examinate diſcloſe to mr. Cuſtis any thing of the deſign of bringing in the king. And 
the examinate farther ſaith, that he after this went to major Norwood to his chambers ſe- 
veral mornings together, where he ſaw ſome other gentlemen, whom this examinate 
knew not, and ſpake with him about this buſineſs, as the buying of arms and horſes ; 
and in particular the ſaid Norwood deſired him this examinate, that he might ſend a 
horſe to his ſtable, and told him, that he this examinate ſhould ride next him in this 
ſervice ; and that they would fare both alike. And in caſe the king got his rights, they 
ſhould both come to great preferment. And being demanded, where the next meeting 
was with Cuſtis, he ſaith, that it was ſome few after at the Fountain tavern in Fen- 
church-ſtreet, where then the ſaid Norwood ſpake to him of hiring a ſhip to ſend to Holland 
to fetch arms; and that if Cuſtis would procure a ſhip, he ſhould have 10001, for to buy 
arms with; and that the examinate ſhould be deſired to go with the ſhip to buy them; 
and ſaid the ſhip was to undertake to make her voyage within three weeks; and that ſhe 
ſhould land the arms in Kent, or ſome part of the Weſt, as ſhould be directed. And aſked 
the ſaid Cuſtis, where he thought they might land them ſafely ; where the ſaid Cuſtis 
anſwered, that there was a good place to land them in below Tilbury, where he did 
uſe to land ſome goods; and from thence the arms might be diſpoſed by coach or other- 
wiſe, as might be thought fit. And ſo they parted, —_— t Cuſtis ſhould hire a 
ſhip ; and the ſhip that Norwood ſpoke of, which he deſired might be hired, was a veſſel 
of a brother's of the ſaid Cuſtis the ſaid Norwood ſaying he was well acquainted with 
him, and wiſhed him by all means to make ſtay of him from a voyage he was then going 
upon. And the examinate farther ſaith, that the ſaid Norwood deſired him to buy ſome 
carbines, and accordingly he this examinate beſpoke 20 carbines of Skinner the gunſmith 
in Leadenhall-ſtreet, which he afterwards fetch'd away, all of them being fix'd and fit for 
ſervice 3 and had 25 l. from Norwood to pay for them, and others that were bought by 


mr. Cuſtis. And being demanded, what he did with: thoſe arms, he ſaid, that by the 


direction of the ſaid major Norwood, he carried them in a cart to the White Hart, 
an inn in St. Giles's, to be ſent into the country by the Birmingham carrier, the ſaid Nor- 
wood telling him, that one mr. Lloyd ſhould put the direction upon them at the inn, 
and delivered them to the porter of the ſaid carrier in a box of new deal boards; the 
porter telling this examinate, that he did very well know mr. Lloyd, that was to direct 
them. And this examinate faith, that whilſt he was in the yard of the inn, there was 
another white box about the ſame length with that brought by him, brought into the yard 
by a waterman, whom this examinate hath ſeveral times ſeen (in a green coat with an eagle 
or faulcon upon his arm,) with major Norwood, and delivered it unto the ſaid porter; and 
that he alſo ſaw in the ſtore-houſe, into which the ſaid box was put, two or three great 
hampers, and one trunk, beſides the two brought in as aforeſaid. And being demanded, 
what other arms he had bought, or what he knew the ſaid major Norwood had bought, 
and ſent into the country, he ſaith, that the ſaid major told him, that they had before his 
meeting with him bought great ſtore of arms, and ſent them into moſt parts. of Eng- 
land in e and trunks, conceiving that to be the beſt way to convey them unſuſpected 
becauſe bottles of wine and apparel are uſually conveyed that way. And farther ſaid, that

they intended to riſe all over England at once; and therefore all parts were to be armed at 
once; ſaying, that the examinate knew how the Indians uſed to do in America, when they 
intended a maſſacre. And as to his buying of more arms than is before expreſſed, he faith, 
thoſe that were afterwards bought were bought 1 Cuſtis; and his houſe was then

agreed upon to be the magazine for arms, and accordingly ſeveral trunks and hampersof arms

them, that the arms ſhould be bought as for Virginia, and thoſe 1. whither mr. Cuſtis 
was at that time ſending a ſhip. And he this examinate, mr. Cuſtis, and mr. Norwood 
did begin to draw up a cargo in form, as merchants uſe to de, to the intent, that if any 
diſcovery were made of the arms, it might be the better cleared and juſtified. And this 
examinate did frame letters to major Gibbons, a merchant in New England, concerning 
goods, which were to be reſhipped from Virginia to him. And being aſked, what 
quantity of arms were laid up at the houſe of the faid Cuſtis, he ſaith, that as mr. Cuſtis 


told him (at the time when the cargo aforeſaid was making) there were lard up in his

brought in after that; the certain number whereof he cannot tell, but believes the ſaid 
Cuſtis can. And being aſked, who bought the ſaid arms, and ſent them in, he faith, that 
he believes the ſaid Cuſtis himſelf bought ſome of them, but that the moſt of them were 
bought by others by the direction of Norwood. And faith, that a perſon, whom the ſaid 
Norwood called Barton, and who was pretended to be a Chirurgion in the king's army at 
Oxford, ſent in ſome of them. And it being farther demanded, what became of the a 

he ſaith, that one called by the ſaid Norwood by the name of Tomlyns, did again fetck 
away ſome of them upon chriſtmas day morning, in 4 trunks; and as mr. Cuſtis told this 
examinate, he cutie them to the Caſtle-inn in Great Wood-ſtreet, to be delivered to a 
carrier there ; but they being to be carried upon horſe-back, two of the trunks were brought 
back again to the houſe of the ſaid mr. Cuſtis by a ſervant of the ſaid Tomlyns, this ex- 
aminate being with mr. Cuſtis at the time, when they were fo brought back. And for the 
reſt ſaith, it was agreed by Norwood and Tomlyns, as Cuſtis told this examinate, that a 
waggon was to be hired by Cuſtis to carry them and others, which were to be ſent to 
Loughborough in Leiceſterſhire. And it being demanded of him, whether any ſuch 
waggon was hired, he faith, it was not; for that the ſaid Norwood found, that the protector 
had ſome notice of the deſign ; and that thereupon he removed his lodging from the Tem- 
ple to the houſe of the lady Newport, and from thence to the houſe of this examinate in 
Surry, by the Thames ſide, where he was apprehended. And it being demanded of him, 
what became of the ſhip he the ſaid Norwood beſpake to be hired, he faith, that 
Cuſtis kept the ſhip upon demurage for about 14 days, at the deſire of the ſaid Nor- 
wood, who pretended, that the —_— who was to furniſh money for buying the 
arms, was not come to town. And beſides, he ſaid, they expected ſome great revolutions 
here very ſhortly, upon which they ſhould take farther reſolutions, as to the ſending 
of that ſhip. And the examinate farther faith, that upon occaſion of hiring this ſhip, 
there was ſome diſcourſe between him this examinate, the ſaid major Norwood, and mr. 
Cuſtis, about them, the ſaid Cuſtis and this examinate, going a ſhare with Norwood in 
the ſhip. And it was propounded, that they two ſhould go a third part, and he two 
parts; and for that part they were to venture Norwood promiſed to give them the 
ticket of ſome perſons here, who had power to engage the king's faith for the repay- 
ment of it; but if that did not ſatisfy, he ſaid they ſhould have it under the king's 
own hand in a few days, to be repaid with double the value, when the king came to his 
right.

maravedies of ſilver, [together with damages from the year 1647, which being caſt up till the 
date of the ſaid report doth clearly amount to 23,0731. fterling,] being for ſeveral ſums of 
money acknowledged by the ſaid king to be lent by ſir Peter Ricaut to his embaſſador here 
in England for his majeſty's ſervice, and for a ſhip laden with fiſh, which had been wrong- 
fully taken from him, and ſold in Cartagena by is majeſty's order, and for other conſide-

Mews and Straughan are at Amſterdam re- 
commended by mr. William Davidtſon and Richard Bridgman (both knowne and profeſs 
enemyes to the commonwealth) to aſſiſt them and direct them in their journey. One or 
both intends to goe by the way of Ingland, either for Yarmouth, Hull, or Newcaſtle, as 
they. find ſhippinge ; but ſo long as this froſt laſts they cannot get a paſſage from-theſe parts. 
I underſtand there ſhall be no armes ſent to Middleton before one of theſe two now going to 
him returne with an anſwear. I ſuppoſe Charles Stewart will keepe what monyes he can pro- 
cure for his Ingliſh affaires, it having bin the propoſition of Wilmot to have a conſiderable 
ſume of money ready againſt their arrivale in Scotland or Ingland, wherewith to deboyſt 
the ſouldiers, by prong forth a proclamation, that all horſemen which will come in to them 
ſhall have 41. and a foote ſouldier 30 s. but accordinge to the paiement of the contribution 
in Germany they can have not above 20 or-250001. for the one half of the princes have not 
payed.

2 the writing of Freiſland reduced or inſerted in the reſolution of the ſeventh, for V.xxii.p 126, 


the recalling of the lord Nieuport, and for the report of the lord Beverning, there 
hath been yet nothing done on the behalf of Holland. That however fomething will be 
done; as alſo the other provinces in their aſſemblies will reſolve one thing or other; for 
Orange — 5 a 3 

certainly 145 will not ſleep; and it is a * point of deliberation upon this aſſembly. 
I can aſſure you, there is nothing done in the negotiations concerning the treaties with 
France nor with Poland. The miniſter of Poland reſiding here doth go for England. That 
is a ſign, that the treaty with Poland will ſleep for ſome time. You will have ſeen the 
writing, which ſome have cauſed to be inſerted in the reſolution above-mentioned. The 
firſt project of that contained a clauſe ; for it is very well known by experience, that ſuch 
treaties for navigation are kept and obſerved no otherwiſe than according to the appetite 
and intereſt of thoſe that are maſters at ſea. f 

But the moſt part of the province were againſt that, and cauſed it to be put out, fearing 
that the Engliſh would be offended at it, and that would have confirmed the complaints of 
the Spaniards, who hearing of the treaty of navigation with this ſtate have often ſaid, 
that it was not obſerved; for the free booters or privateers men of war had this cuſtom 
to plunder all ſhips at ſea, although their commiſſion, to which they were ſworn, did ob- 
lige them to bring all their prizes to the college of the Admiralty, to whom they were alſo 
ſworn to be judged their firſt =_ Inſtead whereof they generally plundered all that 
they could catch at fea, that could be hid, as money, clothes, proviſions, and the like; in 
ſhort all that could be carried away ; and beſides they often tortured the maſters and ma- 
riners to tell them, where they had hid their money ; and although the Admiralty did de- 
clare the goods to be no prize (which did ſeldom happen) yet there was never any recom- 
pence made for what was plundered, nor ever juſtice done upon thoſe that uſed thoſe tor- 
rures, nies, and violences, wherein thoſe of Zealand and North-holland did exceed ; 
at NES and Rotterdam leaſt of all. And the excuſe of the judges of the admiralty 
was, that they were not maſters, that the rabble did diſpenſe with all order. In the mean time 
I can teſtify to have heard from the mouths of the governors themſelves, that they would 
rather aſſault all the world by ſea without any diſtinction, than ſuffer their commerce to be 
diverted; or that it ſhould be carried or tranſmigrated into any other part, as in effect 
.formerly the commerce through the aſſiſtance of the Engliſh was driven out of Flanders, 
and ſettled in Holland. And fo this ſtate did fear the return thereof; and that the 
commerce might be driven again from hence by the Engliſh, and ſetthed elſewhere ; which 
they thought to prevent by all manner of depredations; ſo that the ſaid clauſe did con- 
rain a great truth; but it ſeemeth that the lord Nieuport hath forgot that, when in his 
letter of the iſt of January he ſpeaks of the complaints of the cities of Holland againſt

The ſtates of Holland after their faſhion do meet ſlowly ; whereunto doth help to 
retard the extraordinary froſt we have here. They have alſo ſent them the reſolution of 
the 7th concerning the reports of the lord Beverning and Nieuport for the act of ſeclu- 
ſion; upon which reſolutions without doubt there hath been debated in the common 


councy, for Holland "_ promiſe indemnity, and to bear thoſe two embaſſadors harm- 


leſs, will maintain it; and I do underſtand, that thoſe of Holland do ſpeak reciprocally, 
that in caſe they will profecute the lords Beverning and Nieuport, that Holland will 
annul the act of amnelty of Aug. 1651, which you will find in the recompoſed or reſtored

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A. D. 1654. But men will ſay, that the ſaid amneſty doth not regard what is paſt, and that this ſecluſion

lords Beverning and Nieuport ; but it Holland doth not embroil itſelf, or be divided, 
all will ſignify nothing.

mours #ecipiunt magis & minus. The leaſt part is ſo in the ſuperlative degree. Concerning the 


judicature of the priſoner Haex, I do underſtand, that the lords of Holland may at lat 


reſolve to leave it to the judicature of the ſtates general, or to ſuch as they ſhall appoint, 
under a proteſt de non prejudicando in futurum, to the end there might be an end made of 
all the diſpute. But however for all that they would in no wiſe draw it into a conſequence, 
for fear of engaging the lords Beverning and Nieuport into the ſame judicature.

The merchants of 
Amſterdam, although the lord Nieuport writes nothing of it, have advice, that the lord 
protector will diſſolve the Eaſt-India company at London, and declare the navigation 
and commerce to the Indies to be free and open. That doth cauſe great jealouſy at Am- 
ſterdam, as a thing that will very much prejudice the Eaſt India company in Holland, 1

Jannot, doth complain, and thinks himſelf in- 
Jured, that he is not admitted in the ſame ry at Rotterdam ; for they do admit the 
conſuls of this ſtate in all parts in France; ſo likewiſe, faith he, all thoſe of France ought 
to be admitted ; but ſay thoſe of Rotterdam, in this country here are no governors that 
torment and trouble the maſters of ſhips ; and here ſtrangers are uſed as well as the natives. 

They had formerly ſent to the lord Heinſius credentials to treat with the king of 
Sweden about the buſineſs of Bremen ; but now he doth ſend to have a general credential ; 
whereupon, in regard all had not conſented to the falary, thoſe of Zealand do make a 
ſcruple; and it is thought they do it to the end that the charge of ordinary embaſſador 
in England is pretended to belong to the 2 of Zealand. 

It is ſaid, that Holland will depute the lord Beverning to the aſſembly of the ſtates ge- 
neral, till ſuch time as he hath obtained the charge of treaſurer. His wooing will not yet 
ſucceed, but the lord penſionary is going to Amſterdam to conclude his marriage. 

The lord Beeck hath exhibited a juſtification of the ſtates of Overyſſell and Deventer. 
The lord Woolfsen hath oppoſed it, ſaying it to be an untruth, that two members do 
uſurp the name of the ſtates of Overyſell. By the next I can ſend you a copy. I am

party in that parliament and other places yet in England, and ſeveral other places, which 
they expect to bring to ſome perfection ſome time or other, as occaſion ſhall ſerve. Now 
you have your letters from Rome by the ordinary poſt, who could not have the news of 
the pope's death, of which we expect the confirmation by another extraordinary. 

Our forces bound for Bretagne and Normandy towards the ſea fide have received counter- 
orders to return, hearing the Engliſh fleet intends not for France. Of our embaſſador 
there I heard nothing ſince my former ; only he will ſtay as yet where he is, and he will 
treat by words, as he is himſelf entertained ; but it's thought their treaty will not go 
forward, as I know the reaſons, becauſe neither of them dares truſt the other.

Mr. le commandeur of Valence, who ſome years ſince did ſerve the king in an em- 
baſſy to Rome, hath been deſired by his eminence to take that honour upon him again; 
and that he ſhould have his arrears paid him, if he would undertake it. The preſent 
affairs do require the preſence of àn able man there. Whereupon he hath undertaken it, 
only demanding half a year's advance, being a religious, and conſequently without a patri- 
mony, which doth highly offend his eminence, who ratled him ſoundly for it. And every 
body doth blame the ſaid commandeur for it, it being juſt, that when able perſons are com- 
manded to go upon an embaſſy, which they are commanded by the ſupreme power, to do it 
without hanging after money. You ſee, that you are condemned, if you agree to theſe maxims. 
I know not whether your negotiation will end with the feſtivals, and whether the concluſion 
thereof will cauſe you to return ſooner than the indiſpoſition of my lord your father, who 
is extreme ill, and not without danger, though ſomething better. He hath received all 
the ſacraments of the curate of St. Gervais. He could not give him the holy ſacrament, 
till he had put his miſtreſs out of the houſe, which at laſt he conſented unto, and then the 
curate, being ſure that the young damſel was gone out of the houſe, performed all the 
functions, to the great content of your whole family.

The examination of Oliver Williams. 


Oliver Williams, gunſmith, dwelling in Tower-ſtreet London, faith as followeth. 


Fryer ſhip-chandler, 

living at a corner houſe in or near Tower-ſtreet, did between the hours of eleven and 
twelve at night lade three boats with arms and ammunition at Butolph's wharf near I on- 
don- bridge, which ſaid arms and ammunition the ſaid Oliver Williams affirms could 
not be worth leſs than five hundred pounds. The ſaid Oliver Williams farther affirms, 
that out of his affection to the parliament, he having intelligence of the ſaid Fryer's inten- 
tion of ſending arms to the enemy, he the ſaid Oliver Williams lay under a ſtall near the 
ſaid Fryer's houſe, and watched three nights together, and the third night ſaw the ſaid 
arms carried out of the ſaid Fryer's houſe at the hour aboveſaid ; and that the ſervants of 
the ſaid Fryer carried a dark lanthorn along with them, and when they perceived any to 
come near them, they darkened their light. Farther the ſaid Oliver Williams faith, that 
he the ſaid Oliver Williams following the ſaid arms and ammunition, to ſee whither they 
were carried, one of the ſervants of mr. Fryer ſtepped back with the lanthorn to ſee who 
it was that followed them: whereupon the ſaid Williams faith, that he was inforced to 
counterfeit himſelf drunk, and accordingly mumbled, and reeled up and down, yet followed 
them to Buttolph's wharf, where he ſaw them put into boats, and then immediately de- 
parted, and gave information to a captain of a troop of horſe, who at that time quartered 
with his troop in Gracechurch- ſtreet, who forthwith ſeized the arms and ammunition, be- 
fore the boats could get off. W hereupon the ſaid captain demanding whoſe arms and am- 
munition they were (the ſervants being upon the approach of the ſoldiers run away) the 
ſaid Fryer never owned the faid arms, &c. though he the ſaid Oliver Williams can atteſt 
upon oath, that he ſaw the ſaid arms, &c. carried by mr. Fryer's ſervants out of his ſaid 
houſe. Oliver Williams farther faith, that the ſaid mr. Fryer ſhut up great part 
of his ſhop for the ſpace of near three years; and ſwore, that he the ſaid Fryer would not 
open it again, till either the late king come to town, or his ſon ſhould be crowned king; 
nevertheleſs about a year ſince the ſaid ſhop as formerly hath been open. 

The ſaid Oliver Williams doth not render this account of Fryer upon any account of 
envy, but out of duty and affection to his highneſs and the preſent government; humbly 
conceiving, that though the act for indemnity may have pardoned the ſaid Fryer for pail 
offences, yet thought it neceſſary to declare how great and inveterate an enemy the ſaid 
Fryer was, and ſtill remains.

to my encouragement. Accordinge to your highneſle's command I yeſterday publiſhed 

the letter to the companie, uſeinge my utmoſt endevours, that it ** have its deſired 

effect; but the diſaffected partie (whom nothinge will ſatisfie but domination) being 

farre more numerous then the other, combined together to evade your highneſſe's com- 

mands in the moſt ſpecious manner they could; and findinge that your highneſs only ex- 

pected and com that as a companie they would appart from among them ſuch as 

beinge influenct by your highneſſe's enemies had acted thenceforth to the diſhonour of 

your highneſs and the diſturbance of the companie's peace, they catched thereat, as 

not ſoe influent, and ſhortly and unanimouſly (knowinge their owne guilt) reſolved not to 

knowe of any ſuch men amonge them, beinge your highneſſe had not perſonated any.

TE lord van Beverningh ambaſſador extraordinary for the ſtate to his highneſs the V.xzii. p. 299. 
lord 


rotector of the republick of England, Scotland, and Ireland, appearing in the 
aſſembly of their noble and great mightineſſes, repreſented to them, in what manner the 
lords deputies of the province of Frieſland, on the 7th of this month, had been pleaſed 
to deliver, in his abſence, a certain propoſition in writing in the aſſembly of their high 
mightineſſes; whereby he obſerved, that his good name was implicitly injured, and the 
fidelity of his duty called into queſtion, concerning what has happened in England, about the 
known act of ſecluſion, touching the employment of the lord prince of Orange, eſpecially 
by a certain clauſe, which, among others, was inſerted in the ſaid propoſition, whereby it was 
doubted, whether the ſaid act of ſecluſion did derive from the own motion of the ſaid lord 
protector. Whereupon the ſaid lord van Beverningh declared unto their noble and great 
mightineſſes, that, altho' in the abſence of the lord Nieupoort, who had been employed with 
him in the ſaid extraordinary embaſſy, and concerning the ſaid ſubject, he might perhaps 
not be intitled to make, in that reſpect, particular reports to their noble and great mightineſſes, 
and that he had ſo much deference for the ſaid lord Nieupoort, that, if it were not for the 
ſaid emergency, he would have ſtayd for the ſaid purpoſe till after his arrival; yet becauſe 
of the importance and odiouſneſs of the ſaid propoſition, which alſo ſeemed to compre- 
hend a tacit accuſation charged on other members, voters, or miniſters of this afſemibly, 
he could not avoid to lay before their noble and great mightineſſes the whole affair, cir- 
cumſtantially and faithfully. And having made hereupon an exact report thereof, he did 
confirm the ſame with a ſolemn declaration, that neither he, for his own perſon, nor any bod 

elſe, as far as he knew, whether in or out of the government and ſervice of this province, ei- 
ther directly or indirectly, has made or given any overture, communication, occaſion or 
advice, whereby or from whence the ſaid lord protector was animated, put into mind, or 
inſtigated, to make any ſuch, or the like propoſal of ſecluſion of the ſaid lord prince of 
Orange, nor any thing like it, neither by conſulting their high mightineſſes in general, nor 
their noble mightineſſes in particular; but that on the contrary the aforeſaid whole affair, 
as far as he knew, did only and ſolely proceed from the own motives of his ſaid highneſſes 


the lord protector, or his council, and was on N urged in and inſiſted upon in the 


laſt days of the known negotiations in England; ſo that notwithſtanding all poſſible and 
utmoſt endeavours that were done and uſed with the utmoſt diligence and application, and 
ſeveral repeated conferences, his ſaid highneſs would not poſſibly be ales, from his pre- 
tenſion and demand. The ſaid lord van Beverningh offered himſelf to corroborate and con- 
firm his ſaid declaration, in a full aſſembly of their noble and great mightineſſes, not only 
upon the oath he had taken upon his appearance therein, but alſo by a ſolemn aſſer- 
tion and corporal oath, with an humble requeſt, for the better exculpation of himſelf, 
and of all the members, and voters, and miniſters of this aſſembly to be admitted thereunto, 


as alſo that he might have declared unto him the intention and orders of their noble and 


great mightineſſes, according to which he ought to regulate himſelf in this affair in rela- 
tion to the other provinces and otherwiſe, to the ſatisfaction of this aſſembly.

fore and afternoons with the reſumption of the articles and incidents concerning the *xXii.P.345- 


vernment, as alſo touching the manner of delivering to his highneſs, the lord protector, 
thoſe reſolutions that are ingroſſed. Some were of opinion, that the ſame ought to be car- 
ried to Whitehall by a deputation ; others, that his highneſs ought to be defired, for that 
urpoſe, to come to the houſe, or in a chamber thereabouts, but this point is reſerved ts 
be the laſt. There have been alſo divers debates concerning the title of the ſaid act, when 
it was at laſt reſolved, that the ſame ſhould be called, an act declaring and eſtabliſhing the 
government of the commonwealth of England, Scotland, and Ireland, with the dominions 
belonging thereunto, and that the ſame ſhould be publiſhed in the name of his highneſs 
the lord protector and the parliament of the ſaid commonwealth, without any preamble or 
introduction. Further there have been prepared ſundry ſeparate acts, and among the reſt, 
one, whereby it is ordered, that out of the finances and publick income, beſides the two hun- 
dred thouſand pounds per annum, for the maintenance of juſtice, and the court of the 
lord protector payable to the order of his highneſs and the council, there ſhall further be 
paid for the keeping of the fleet, armies, and other charges of the ſtate, ten hundred 
thouſand pounds; and that the tax of ſixty thouſand pounds per month ſhall be employed 
for the payment of the debts and former arrears, and of the troops which now are to be 
diſbanded. The day before yeſterday on a motion, whether the ſaid act, before the ſame 
ſhould paſs, ought not to be previouſly communicated to his highneſs the lord protector, 
in a conference, as a projected reſolution, it was agreed by a majority of votes, that this 
ſhould not be done, but that the ſame, being paſſed, ſhould only be delivered. There is 
arrived here a letter from general Pen, dated the 8th inſtant, new ſtyle, being at that time 
35 Dutch miles ſouth of the Lizard Point. Yeſterday I was credibly informed, that great 
reparations and diligence are made to fit out, with all expedition, to ſea a new ſquadron of 
bo ſhips under Diſbrowe and vice-admiral Lawſon, among which the great Naſeby and 
other new built ſhips are reckoned. It is ſaid, that ſome diſſatisfied officers of the army in 
Scotland angry ſeparate themſelves from the other troops, and march into England ; 
but that general Monck has given ſuch orders in time, that the chief of them are taken 
into Oy And major general Overton, who was to have had the chief command, is 
coming hither in the frigate called Baſinge. They are ſtill here upon the ſearch, and daily 


more perſons are diſcovered, which are ſaid to be guilty of the laſt ? wo The embaſſador 


extraordinary of Genoa had laſt ſaturday his ſolemn and publick audience in the great hall 
of Whitehall, and was entertained till ſunday night ; he has rendered me thanks by a gen- 
tleman, for ſending him the coach at the time of his reception, and offered me his ſincere 
friendſhip and good correſpondence ; whereupon I made yeſterday my compliments at his 
houſe at Chelſea, The embaſſador of France had been there the day before; he re- 
ccived me with all the civilities, which your high mightineſſes embaſſadors receive of any 
other publick miniſters. He finds his 3 ſo inconvenient, as he told me, that 
he is reſolved next week to come to another houſe in town; he is an able man, that has 
travelled much, and is ſkilled in ſeveral languages. |

L lords of the council met, by order of his highneſs the lord protector, that the memo- 
rials I have preſented, together with the proofs (touching ſome ſhips belonging to the 
inhabitants of the united Netherlands, which were taken by ſome privateers, and carried 
into a ſmall harbour of Cornwall about 200 hundred miles from hence) were read; and the 
ſame being taken into conſideration, it was. reſolved, that the ſaid ſhips and goods ſhould 


be diſcharged, as their high mightineſſes will be pleaſed to obſerve, out of the order of the 
Council hereunto annexed, which I took out this morning. The ſaid privateers commit 


their exorbitances with the more boldneſs in thoſe far diſtant places, becauſe there are no 
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A. D. 1654. they cannot acquaint their high mightineſſes miniſters here at London, with their com- 
WWYV plaints. Wherefore, I think; that it would be projer in order to be the better informed, 
— time to time, of what happens in the Welt of England and in the Channel, that at 
Falmouth, Plymouth, Portſmouth, and Dover reſpectively, ſome able perſons that under. 
ſtand both languages ſhould be appointed, who in the name of their high mightineſſes 
ſhould be deſired and authoriſed, to aſſiſt the inhabitants of the united Netherlands, that 
| ſhould happen to be carryed to, or arrive at the ſaid harbours, or at any other places adjacent 
to the ſame, and to hinder, as much as poſſible, that no prejudice and injury 1 7 be done 
to them; and further, that che ſaid perſons ſhould ſend timely notice of all uch occur- 
rences to the miniſters of their high mightineſſes here, of what ſhips arrive at or ſail from 
the ſaid places, and of all that may happen there. I am told, that there is at Falmouth 
a merchant called Methuys, and at Plymouth one mr.

Wheeler, and at Dover 
a merchant called de Haſe, which perſons, I believe, might be perſuaded to it, enjoying 
for their e of 25 or 30 pounds ſterling 3 
On monday laſt a further an{wer was ſent to the lord de Neufville, wherewith theſe gen- 
tlemen here thought his excellency would be ſatished ; but I am ſince informed, that there 
are ſome few words in the ſame, which he declares he could not admit, and I have heard 
from himſelf in general terms, that the ſaid anſwer gave him no ſatisfaction ; yet it is be- 
lieved, that an expedient will be found out, in caſe France is ſincerely inclined to it. Mr. 
Thurloe has ſent to me this evening the chief act, whereby the privateers, of whom 1 
have complained, are ordered to appear here before the council: he ordered me to be 
aſk'd, if T would leave the execution thereof to his direction, or if I would appoint ano- 
ther perſon for that purpoſe, I thanked him for the trouble he had taken, and told him, that 
I would communicate the faid act to the agents of the interreſſed, and ſend him word. 
This I thought proper to do, ſince I am informed, that the maſters of the ſhips have made 
under hand, as to the proprietors of the ladings, another declaration m favour of the priya-

JV lords, the affair of Herentals and Courtray cauſes a great deal of diſcourſe here, and 
they wiſh that the ſeaſon of the year might be a little further advanced, in order to 
procure ga materials for the ſpiriting up of diſorders. They talk ſecretly, that a great 
many other places intend to follow the ſame example. | 
A ſtrong convoy 1s preparing here to be ſent under the command of monſr. de Chaſtellau | 
Mauveſiere to Queſnoy, to provide and ſtock anew the ſaid town and the garriſon, that 
lays there, with all neceſſaries, ſince they think it a convenient and advantageous place, 
to keep always a door open for an irruption into the heart of the Spaniſh provinces. Pro- 
viſions are made likewiſe, to maintain the fort called Barleau on the river Lys, lately taken 
from the Spaniards by count Broglio, governor of la Baſſe, fince from'thence and from 
the French garriſons and the incurſions of the ſame, great harm may be done in Flanders. 
The ſaid count is arrived here at court with intent to propoſe and to concert the moſt 
ſuitable means and expedients, which may be ſerviceable and undertaken for that purpoſe. 
According to the neweſt accounts from Brabant, the prince of Condé was till at 
Bruſſels, and the baron de Bouteville is expected at London, to communicate and to con- 
cert the joint deſigns againſt France. They have here no great opinion, that the depend- 
ing differences between France and-England will be — by an agreement. 
Monſr. Bordeaux, intendant of the finances of France, and; father of monſr. de Neufville 
the etnbaſſador of the king at London, died here lately, and the ſaid embaſſador, it is faid, 
has for this reaſon, obtained leave to come here from thenee, with an intent of this court, as 
Tome will have, to break intirely off the negotiations there; öthers ſay, that a perſon of £ 
greater diſtinction will be ſent thither from here. They are quite uneafy here to bear with 38} 
any more prejudices and affrorits.

Since the Engliſh fleet under admiral Pen was ſeen at Roſco, ſteering their courſe to 
the weſt, there 1s no nearer advice, but only that they ſaid in England, that the deſign 
was to land in Conquet, not far from Breft. I have with great and troubles obtained 
an order of the council of the king, whereby the captains 41 and Hautfuille, Who 
took the ſhip called the Hope van Floor, commanded by Peter Crynſſen alias the Grand 
Turk, are condemned to make reſtitution (being wrongfully ſeized) of the faid ſhip with all 
her appurtenances, merchandiſes, and goods therem, as alſo to 133 damages, 
and intereſt. Which laſt clauſe I have as yet not been able to obtain: I will do my beſt to 
bring the ſame into execution, and will now go on further to give orders to proſecute the 
reparation criminal and civil r the ſaid captains, for the villainous and cruel murther, 
committed on the perſon of ſaid Peter Crynſſen, and will no trouble for that 
purpoſe, ſince juſtice demands an example to be made for ſuch a crime.

And thereupon the examinate relinquiſhing his purpoſe of going on to 
fir Thomas Milward's, repaired that night to his houſe, and received notice by his children, that 
ſome trunks and boxes had been brought into the court of his the examinateꝰ's houſe the ſame 
day, and there broke open by ſome ſoldiers; and that there were in them guns pairs of piſtols, 
ſome carbines, and one very fine pair of piſtols; and that thoſe, who brought the ſaid trunks 
and boxes, preſently. carried them away; but he ſaith he ſaw none of the faid trunks or 
boxes, nor was he before hand adviſed of any intention in any perſon whatſoever, to ſend 
ſuch trunks or boxes to his the examinate's houſe, or to any other place; nor doth he know 
from whom they were ſent, nor upon what occaſion. And that the next morning being 
required by an officer (by virtue of his highneſs's warrant) to accompany him to Burton 
upon Trent, he went accordingly, and at Burton he heard from Cornet Thomlinſon of a 
letter directed to him the examinate, ſigned by one Green, that accompanied theſe 
trunks ; but who that Green or other 22 that ſent the ſaid letter is, he knows not, nor 
can he ſuppoſe or imagine. And he farther ſaith, that he knows not, nor hath been in- 
formed of any deſign whatſoever in — to make any publick diſturbance, nor for 
what purpoſe the ſaid arms were intended.

He ſaith, that the reaſon why he and others of the family denied to the ſoldiers in 
the country to have any arms at Hagley, and that the things brought down thither in the 
cheſts were pewter, (when ſearch was made at his brother's fir Henry Littleton's houſe for 
arms at two ſeveral times) was becauſe ſoldiers came thither armed, and for fear of plunder. 
ing. He faith farther, that for the 40 pair of Rom ith the holſters he bought of mr. 


Norwood, he was to pay 20 8. a pair, of which he paid about 35 J. (the reſt being ſtill 
owing) which he paid at his, the examinate's, chamber (no other being preſent) with 
money, which he received of his brother, fir Henry Littleton, and brought up 
with him to London. He denies, that he bought. any carbines to be ſent to his ſaid 
brother. He faith he knows not mr. Cuſtis the merchant, nor mr. Glover, nor mr. Rowland 
Thomas. He knows col. Vernon, but never ſaw him in major Norwood's company, nor 
hath heard major Norwood ſpeak of him, to his remembrance. He faith, he knows not 
how the arms came to be emptied out of the cheſts into his faid brother's cloſet; bur 
faith, that the lady Littleton, the examinate's ſiſter-in-law, ſaid to this purpoſe, that thoſe 
baſe boxes had made the ſoldiers believe there were arms in the houſe, an that therefore 
ſhe would burn them ; which was — done preſently after. He faith, he knows 
not of any other arms ſent to any perſon other than as is mentioned in his examination 
yeſterday ; and denies that major Norwood communicated to him, this examinate, any de- 
ſign for the late king of Scotts. He ſaith, that mr. Lloyd, to his knowledge, was not ac- 
quainted with the things contained in the cheſts ; and farther, that at his laſt coming to 
his ſaid brother's he heard, that his ſaid brother had beſpoke 30 pair 4 at Wor- 
ceſter, but aſking his brother thereabout, his brother denied that he beſpoke any. 
And the examinate is confident, none was ſo beſpoke, and the rather, becauſe he thisls 
there is no gunſmith there or elſewhere in the country able to make a pair of piſtols.

But now it is reported, that I have forfeited my truſt, by going 
about to divide the army, and reſolving to march in the head of a party for England, 
and there, as in Scotland, to abett the caveleers deſign. To which I anſwer, 

Reply I. That I am till true unto my truſt, and have kept my reſolutions, to let his 
lordſhip know, when I could ſerve him no longer; adding, that when I perceived his lord- 
ſhip did only deſign the ſetting up of himſelf, and not the good of thoſe nations, I could 
not ſet one foot before another to ſerve him; to which he replied, thou wert a knave, if 
thou wouldſt. Nor did I ever go about to divide the army, promiſe to head any party, 
or intend to joyn with the cavileers (Scotch or Engliſh) but on the contrary, having 
heard, that upon the addreſs made by the officers at Jameſes's, ſome honeſt officers at 
Aberdeen had debates of that nature, I ſent to them firſt, to forbear their debates ; and 
after underſtanding, that they were under ſome preſſure of ſpirit in that particular, and 
purpoſed to meet at Edenbrough about the diſcharge of their dutys and conſciences in 
that kind, I ſent for them, and told them, that if they intended any thing in an un- 
warrantable way, I could not conceal it. Whereupon they promiſed me to do all things

Objection V. But, ſay ſome, you and other officers refuſed to come to the head quar- 
ters, when general Monck commanded you; which was a convincing argument of your 
guilt and diſobedience, and the occaſion given him to ſend a guard for you, 

Reply V. To this I anſwer, we ſhould herein have been much to blame, had the re- 
ports of the week writers been true, the contrary whereof will be witneſſed as followeth : 
For firſt ſome of the officers were impriſoned at Dundee, as my were voluntarily marching 
towards the head quarters; and I know none of the reſt, who did delay to come, after they 


were commanded, For myſelf, the very day before mr. Oates's going towards Eden- 


burgh, I remember I received from mr. Cla (general Monck's ſectetary) a letter, in the 


latter end whereof he thus hints: I cannot give you any account of the grounds of =— 
| general's 


umed to ſtay in my government at Hull, untill I. 
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general's ſending for you to the head quarters; but herewith receiving no letter from the 
general, I concluded a miſcarriage of his letter, or a miſtake in mr. Clark's relation. How. 
ever (as will be witneſſed) I was fo far from refuſing to obey the general's command, that 
I was reſolved to ſet forwards from Dalkeith the next morning, had I not been diſſuaded 
by ſome of my tellow officers ; whereupon I immediately diſpatcht a letter to general 
Monck (to be conveyed from garriſon to garriſon day and night, untill: it came to his 
hands) intimating my real readineſs to obſerve his commands by letter or meſſenger, 
Two days after I had written to him, two of his letters came together to my hands, in- 
timating his deſire to have me come to the head quarters with what convenience I could, 
And at the very ſame time I received letters from general Middleton and the earl of Seatorth, 
deſiring a capitulation, in order to their own with their parties coming in, and laying 
down their arms; upon which account I was perſwaded to ſtay a day longer, to draw up 
and debate propoſals ; but that evening a letter coming from the general upon the fore. 
mentioned account, I declined all further debate with Pluſcardin, the earl's uncle, adviſing 
him and general Middleton's trumpet to proceed in purſuance of their buſineſs at the 
head quarters, whither I was going with all poſſible ſpeed. How therefore I ſhould be 
accuſed of neglect or diſobedience to the general's commands, I cannot imagine; but ſhall 
leave it to the judicious to determine, not doubting but wherein men have miſtaken, the 
ſearcher of the heart and the tryer of the reins will in due time rectify their aberrations. 
In the interim I ſhall conclude with what a priſoner (and my predeceſſor in this place) from 
the apoſtle ſaint Peter obſerves of promiſes, and from the apoſtle Paul of afflictions ; 
but he chaſtened us for our profit, that we might be partakers of his holineſs. So for promiſes 
2 Peter i. 4. There are given to us exceeding great and pretious promiſes, that by them we ſhould 
be partakers of the divine nature. Why therefore (ſaith he) may we not ſay, there are given 
unto us exceeding great and precious afflictions, that by them we might be partakers of the 
divine nature; that is, of his holineſs; for to you it is given not only to believe, but to ſuffer, 
Phil. i. 29. Thus God ſweetens the very nature of afflictions, and molds us thereby into 
his own image; for as Chriſt became a perfect mediator by his paſſion ; ſo by ſuffering our 
Lord can conſecrate us to himſelf. „ faith ſaint Paul, that which is behind of the 
Mictions of Chriſt in my fleſh; ſo that we ſee Chriſt is not full, till his members (more or 
leſs) have had their meaſure of ſufferings. If in patience we poſſeſs our ſpirits, we ſhall 
inherit the promiſes. Our chaſtening touching patience and perſeverance unto the end 
will turn our crowns of thorns into crowns of glory, and bring us forth of the furnace of 
affliction, as his monuments of free grace, who ſaith, I will deliver thee, and thou ſhalt 
glorify me, &c. Thus, fir, having given you a true account of the nature of thoſe ac- 
cuſations, which I underſtand are ſuggeſted againſt me, for which I truſt I ſhall not be 
condemned, before I be convicted; commending you to the protection of the father of 
ſpirits, and God of all grace, deſiring your prayers, that I may improve this priſon diſ- 
enſation in the exerciſe of patience, to his glory and the increaſe of my own comforts,

The Spaniſh embaſſador to the protector. 


SERENE LORD, 


T TAVING conſidered what your highneſs hath been pleaſed to write unto me the V. di. 


23d of this month, upon the inſtances, which the ſons of Peter Richaut make, that 
letters of repriſal ſhould be granted unto them againſt the king my maſter and his 
ſubjects, for ſatisfaction of a ſum of money, which they do pretend to be due unto them 
from his majeſty by a ſchedule of his, which they do exhibit, and a copy whereof was given 
me : that which in anſwer thereunto doth occur unto me to repreſent unto your igt. 
neſs is, that the contents of the ſaid ſchedule doth ſhew evidently the injuſtice of their 
retending to receive ſatisfaction by way of repriſal, which neither may nor ought to 
granted or given to a ſubje& againſt his natural lord; and the ſaid Peter Richaut 
being ſuch (as it doth clearly appear by the ſchedule, at the beginning whereof it is ex- 
preſſed and declared, that Peter Richaut was a merchant of Flanders, and native of Ant- 
werp, and conſequently ſubject to his majeſty) it would be againſt all right to grant them 
letters of repriſal. And although the heirs and executors of the ſaid Peter Richaut be 
Engliſh-born, nevertheleſs regard always muſt be had to the quality of the perſon, who 
made the contract, from whom the ſaid debt did originally proceed. Neither may the 
ſons have more right than that of their father, from whom that, which they do pretend 
to have to the aforeſaid debt, doth derive. Beſides that is a thing not uſed in any nation 
to grant letters of repriſal (which is a mean violent, irregular, and publick) for a debt 
occaſioned by a private and civil contract; and particularly juſtice being not denied in this 
caſe (as the party himſelf doth confeſs) but rather a ſentence obtained in their behalfs 
againſt the real revenue of his majeſty ; and by reaſon of the delay of the payment, an 
intereſt of 10 per cent. was agreed upon, whereby the dEbt did ſo increaſe, that the 
rincipal importing only eight millions and ſome thouſands of maravedis (the ſaid Peter 
Rochat reckoning his goods at a higher price by half than they were worth) the intereſt 
thereof alone doth amount unto between fourteen and fifteen millions of maravedis, be- 
ing near twice the principal ſum ; to which the ſaid ſum had never riſen, had it not been 
for the delay, whereof they complain; and in the ſaid ſum are comprehended five hundred 
crowns, which were graciouſly given the ſaid Peter Richaut for a preſent, over and above 
the price of the goods ſold by him, and the intereſt at ten in the hundred, And it would 
be a thing very ſtrange, that for a debt cauſed by a civil and particular contract, as aforeſaid, 


and made between a ſubject and his ſovereign lord, who hath not denied juſtice, and the 


intereſt ſtill running until the time of payment, letters of repriſal ſhould be granted 
againſt all civil right, laws of nations, and univerſal practice of all people, and parti- 
cularly at the ſame time, when this commonwealth doth detain 252000 pieces of eight, 
which came into England from the iſland of faint Domingo, in the ſhip ſanta Clara, 
whereof Benedict Stafford was captain, belonging and appertaining to ſobjects of the 
king my maſter, which the parliament hath acknowleged to owe unto them; yet de- 
tained the ſame for theſe thirteen years without paying any intereſt; and the intereſſed 
of the ſaid monies, ſubjects of his majeſty, ſeeing themſelves ruined and undone, made 
* to the king my maſter for letters of repriſal againſt this commonwealth and 
the people thereof; which his majeſty hath not granted hitherto, deferring the ſame, 
with hope that the commonwealth in convenient time would not deny ſatisfaction of what is 
ſo juſtly due unto them; and likewiſe when the ſum of one million and a half of pieces 
of eight, belonging to ſubjects of his ſaid majeſty, are here detained out of three Ham- 
burgh ſhips upon the ſingle pretence, that the ſame doth belong to Hollanders, there being 
no other proof for it than a bare apprehenſion and ſuſpicion of the parties intereſſed in 
the ſaid monies, not having been able, notwithſtanding all their legal endeavours to obtain 
the reſtitution of their ſaid monies and goods, juſtice being not only denied unto them, 
but the recourſe of the law ſtopt, their caſes not being admitted to hearing, that they 
might be either freed or condemned ; and notwithſtanding theſe proceedings, and that 
the ſaid parties do inſiſt upon the like remedy of . e his majeſty hath not hitherto 
granted them, promiſing himſelf that your highneſs will give order, that juſtice be ad-

V. xxii. p. 4c l. E receaved your highnes letter of the 13th of this inſtant January, which hath 
much refreſhed our ſpiritts, and in purſuance of our duty wee further give your 
highnes to underſtand, that 1mediately uppon the newes of armes being ſeized at Burton 
uppon Trent, the A who were at Swannington, ſent to thoſe at Aſhby de la Zouch, 
at eight of the clock in the night, to breake up preſently, and be gone. And they went 
away from Aſhby (which borders more uppon Burton) that very night (though it was 
darke and rayny) at eleven of the clocke, and thoſe at Swannington diſperſed themſelves 
very early the next morning. They ſay they had ſummons to rendevouz from one Foxe, 
who gave them intimation, that there ſhould be betweene one and two thouſand. And 
though under pretence of peacablenes, they had not ſoe much as a cane or a ſtaffe in their 
hands, yet ſome of them were accidentally ſeene to have piſtolls at theire ſides under theire 
cloakes and in their pocketts. The printer who was with them was Giles Calvert of 
London, who ſtay'd with them eight or nine dayes, and is now gone up to London 
with two or three queere of paper written to be putt into print. One Muggleſton of 
Swannington, whoſe howſe was the onlie place of theire entertainment, did ſay, that 
Cockram ſhould ſmart for his hard ſpeeches concerning them; and for Sheffield, they 
ſayd, they ſhould have him in the be ha ere it were long.

The information of George Cowlithay, of the city aforeſaid, ironmonger, taken 
Jan. 22, 1654 


HO informeth _ his oath, that in the month of September laſt this informant V.xxii.p.415; 

had ſome diſcourſe in Briſtol with one mr. Coppinger, an Iriſhman, formerly a 
ſchool-fellow of his, who came thither purpoſely for his paſſage into Ireland, and told 
this informant, that he had lived in Rome and Italy theſe eight or nine years, and taken 
upon him the order of a frier of the Franciſcan company ; and he told this informant, 
that he had been at London lately for ſome months, and whilſt he was there, he had been 
at all the churches and meetings, publick and private, that he could hear of, and that 
none came ſo near him as the quakers ; and being at a meeting of the quakers, there he 
met with two of his acquaintance in Rome, that were now become chiet ſpeakers among 
the quakers, and he himſelf had ſpoken in London among the quakers above thirty times, 
and was well approved of among them ; the which two aforementioned perſons are two 
of the ſame Franciſcan order and company. And this informant farther faith, that the 
ſaid mr. Coppinger aſked him, what kind of opinions in religion there were in Briſtol ? and 
this informant told him, there were ſeveral opinions and judgments; and not naming any 
of the opinions of the ſaid quakers, the ſaid Coppinger aſked him, whether there had 
been any of the quakers in Briſtol? and this informant then anſwered him no. Where- 
upon the ſaid mr. Coppinger told him, this informant, two or three times, that if he did 
love his. religion and his ſoul, he ſhould not hear them. Whereupon this informant told 
him, he thought none of them would come to Briſtol; who preſently replied, that if this 
informant would give him five pounds, he would make it five hundred pounds, if ſome 
quakers did not come to Briſtol within three weeks or a month then following; and on the 
morrow following the ſaid mr. Ny 40g departed from this city to Ireland, his native 
15 * and about 18 days after, there came to this city two perſons that did bear the name 
of quakers.

The humble remonſtrance and petition of the merchants adventurers of England reſiding 
at Hamburgh. 


2 highneſs's moſt humble petitioners, having received your highneſs's moſt gracious 
letters, being dated Dec. 22, 1654, directed to their deputy and company, do ac- 
knowledge it to have been their duty to have preſented their humble anſwer, as deputy 
and company, in a court way, according to your highneſs's favourable directions and their 
obligation; but being denied that liberty, by a reſtraint impoſed upon them, contrary to 
their conſtitutions (which they made bold to make known unto your highneſs by their 
late humble ſupplication) and perceiving little hopes of being reſtored to their privilege of 
acting in a court way in this affair, without your highneſs's ſpecial commands unto their 
deputy, they have found it neceſſary, in diſcharge of that dutiful ſatisfaction, which they 
are obliged to tender untò your highneſs, for prevention of the miſchief intended by the 
reſtraint laid upon them, to wit, by their ſilence to render them more and more obnoxious 
unto your highneſs's diſpleaſure, to make their humble addreſs in the beſt way, that is left 
them, to give your highneſs an account of the counſels and actions of their court in thoſe 
late proceedings, which they find by your highneſs's moſt - gracious letters to have been 
miſrepreſented and complained of unto your highneſs. - 

In the firſt place, the petitioners deſire, according to their bounden duty, moſt thank- 
fully to acknowledge your highneſs's gracious inclinations to promote the welfare, and pro- 
tect the government of their fellowſhip, ſo freely expreſſed to the company in general upon 
ſeveral occaſions; which their brethren at London have made bold to preſent unto your 
highneſs and to this reſidence in particular, by that ſpecial protection and thoſe extraordinary 
letters of grace, which your highneſs hath been pleaſed of late to vouchſafe unto them 
wherein they find ſuch bountiful emanations of your highneſs's favour continued unto.

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them, notwithſtanding the obſtructions, which the miſrepreſentations of their actings in A. D. 1654. 
court in the ſettlement of their government might juſtly have occaſioned, that they can- A 
not ſufficiently admire the patience and goodneſs, which your highneſs hath been pleaſed 
to exerciſe toward them, in thoſe tender expoſtulations and moſt favourable conſtructions 
of their proceedings. The petitioners deſire in all humility to acknowledge their unwor- 
thineſs, and to look up unto God, and to give him the glory of this your highneſs's 


an diſpoſition; and ſhall endeavour to give your highneſs the teſtimony of their 


cerity herein, by their dutiful and obedient converſation. 
In the next place, they humbly crave leave to wipe off that malignancy or diſaffection 
to your highneſs.and the commonwealth, wherewith they find their perſons, their counſels, 


and their actions, eſpecially in the late choice of their deputy, to have been aſperſed unto 


your highneſs. To this end they hold it their duty briefly to repreſent the truth of their 
proceedings in that election; whence it may appear unto your highneſs, that their counſels 
and actions therein did no way proceed from any root or ſpirit of malignancy, neither was 

romoted by any particular perſons influenced by your highneſs's profeſſed: enemies, as 
bath been ſuggeſted unto your highneſs (though very uncharitably and wrongfully) but 
took their tile rom an honeſt and careful proviſion for the orderly government of 
the fellowſhip, and were carried on in a court way by the generality of the company. 
According to the ancient practice of the fellowſhip, agreeable with their charter and pri- 
vileges, in ; == laſt, the brethren of the fellowſhip being aſſembled to ſettle the govern- 
ment of the ſeveral reſidences, when they came to the election of their deputies, they found 
it expedient, and . declared it by their hands to be their judgment for that time, 
to make choice of a martly deputy for this reſidence; in which election, as they gave mr. 
Bradſhaw the preeminence, ſo they choſe him with much unanimity and reſpect, and 
ſeconded their choice with their earneſt intreaties for his acceptation; but mr. W, 
contrary to their expectation, was pleaſed to decline their choice, yet ſhewed himſelf 
To far from being offended at their reſolutions for a martly deputy, that he continued 
amongſt them as a member of their court, and vigorouſly acted with them in the nomina- 
tion of another perſon for that ſervice. Thereupon the aſſembly were conſtrained, for the 
upholding of the government even of the whole fellowſhip, which otherwiſe muſt have 
fallen to the ground, to make chaice of ſome other perſon ; and accordingly pitched upon 
mr. Francis Townley, an ancient and orderly brother of the fellowſhip, and eminent amongſt 
them for his good affections to the commonwealth, and in eſpecial manner under your high- 
neſs's moſt happy government. 


That it is in the breaſt of the company orderly aſſembled, without declaring their reaſons 


any other way than by erection of hands, to make choice of a martly deputy, or for what 


other term or continuance they ſhall find convenient, is that, which hath the warrants of 
their charters, the direCtion of their orders, and hath been the conſtant and frequent practice 
of the company in this and in other. their reſidences. © That the petitioners did, at their 
election in June laſt, make choice of a martly deputy, they do not only all in general, 
but each man in particular, ingeniouſly profeſs; and ſolemnly proteſt, in the preſence of 
Almighty God, that their proceedings therein did not in the leaſt ariſe from any diſ- 
affection or diſreſpect to your highneſs's reſident, or any influence, or intended prejudice 
or diſhonour to your highneſs or the commonwealth, but merely from a 2 proviſion 


to prevent the preſumptuous irregularities, which they found to be incroaching upon 


them, ſtriking at the very root and foundation of their government; for ſome perſons 
amongſt them having by ſubtil inſinuations and extraordinary obligations obtained an 
over-ruling intereſt in mr. Bradſhaw, concluding him a perpetual, rather than an elective 
deputy, by reaſon of his publick character from your highneſs, which they obſerved the 
company moſt affetionately inclined to reſpect and reverence, began to introduce an ex- 
trajudicial juriſdiction, to the violation of their privileges, and perturbation of the peace 
and good government of the company; for the correction of which enormity, they judged 
it to be the moſt moderate way, and of leaſt reflection or offence to mr. Bradſhaw, Fa that 
one time to elect him deputy for the enſuing mart, having therein continued unto him the 
lame preeminence, authority, and orderly juriſdiction, to all intents and purpoſes as fully 
as formerly, and only ſet a ſhorter time for. the reſuming of their election, in order to 
the aforementioned reformation z a remedy not only practicable by the preſcriptions of this 
tellowſhip, but that which hath been approved and generally put in execution through all 
the councils of the nation upon the like occaſions ; to wit, by quickening the elections, 
and altering the ſeſſions of thoſe in the chair, to diſappoint the introduction of arbitrary

Nevertheleſs ſome ſhort time after the petitioners perceiving, that theſe their proceed · 
ings had been repreſented to your highneſs, as alſo to their brethren at London, with ſuch 
ſharp reflections upon their affections and reſpects to your highneſs in your publick mi- 
niſter, that it hath occaſioned your highneſs to declare unto a committee of their brethren 
your reſentments of their diſreſpects to your reſident, in the unhandſom laying of fie

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A. D. 1654. aſide from the place of deputy; and likewiſe made their brethren themſelves modeſt and 
LW WV backward in preſenting to your highneſs their intended vindication of this court's pro- 

ceedings, agreeable to their letters of approbation, which they prudently upon advice of 
that election wrote unto this court; the petitioners had no ſooner notice of that your 
highneſs's diſpleaſure, but forthwith, having ordered letters of vindication unto your 
highneſs and unto their brethren at London, without the leaſt delay or hefitation, mr. 


Townley the d reſigned his place; and the court, out of their moſt dutiful obſer. 
vances 55 your Fiobnef Wich woo affection and chearfulneſs made choice of mr. Bradſhaw 
to be their ſtanding deputy for the year enſuing; which when the committee appointed 
to attend him 1 known unto him, and their entreaties for his acceptation, he was 
pleaſed upon the motion of the ſaid committee very lovingly and readily to promiſe the 
remedy of thoſe particulars, wherein he found the company aggrieved, and to endeavour 
the company's vindication to your highneſs to their general content and fatisfaction. But 
mr. Bradſhaw was no ſooner ſet in the chair, but the aforementioned perſons began to re- 
vive their aſperſions and diſorderly proceedings, to the great diſturbance of the peace of 
the company; and never gave him reſt, untill by their ſpecious pretences they had again 
ſet on foot their former practices, and in an extrajudicial way cauſed a reſtraint to be laid 

upon the company's ſeal, impeding the ſending forwards of thoſe letters, which the court 

\ had prepared and ordered for your highneſs and their brethren at London's ſatisfaction. 

The court notwithſtanding at ſeveral conventions afterwards continued their deſires and 
importunities for the ſending forward of the ſaid letters; and when they found, that they 
could not prevail for thoſe, they propoſed, that a committee might be appointed for the 
writing of ſome others, that ſo they might ſome way or other make known to your high- 
neſs the truth of their proceedings, and thereby put themſelves into a capacity of being 
diſcharged from your highneſs's reſentments, and reſtored to a favourable good opinion; 
but the oppoſition of theſe perſons was ſo violent, and their influence upon the deputy fo 
prevalent, that the court could by no means obtain to have their deſires ordered, nor ſo 
much as to be put to hands, though preſſed by the major part, yea by the generality of the 
company. 

The iden being reduced to this ſad exigence, though it might very well have 
directed them to put in execution thoſe remedies, which their orders had provided them ; 
yet being ſenſible how boldly their moſt orderly actings had been lately miſrepreſented, and 
what ſtrange ways had been uſed to cloud their reſpects to your highneſs's reſident, and 
thereupon to engage him by his recommendation and proſecution to make theſe repre- 
ſentations effectual to the provoking your highneſs's diſpleaſure againſt the company; and 
finding a continued diſpoſition and defign in thoſe perſons, having obſtructed all applica- 
tions unto your highneſs from this court, and facilitated their own by their ſucceſs in their 
late addreſſes through the reſident to oppoſe and traduce all the actions of the court, which 
tended either to the juſtification of the court's proceedings, or the diſhonour or correction 
of their diſorders ; the petitioners reſolved a while to deny themſelves in their juſt rights 
and principles, rather than to hazard your highneſs's farther reſentments, through falſe and 
malicious informations, hoping withal, that this their patience and moderation might prove 
a means to allay the heat of thoſe diſtempered ſpirits, and by degrees convincing them of 
their miſapprehenſions and miſproceedings reduce them unto their due obedience to the 
order and government of the — and to a loving, peaceable and chriſtian like 
union and converſation with the reſt of their brethren. 

Upon the receipt and 2 of your highneſs's moſt gracious letters, the petitioners 
perceiving your highnels's pleaſure therein expreſſed, to have taken its riſe, not from 
the chuſing of a martly deputy, according to their privileges, but from the proceedings 
of particular perſons therein, upon a principle of malignancy and diſaffection to the affairs 
of the nation, to the diſhonour of your highneſs and the commonwealth, and influenced by 
your highneſs's profeſſed enemies, to the prejudice of the publick intereſt at home; and 
therefore commanding, that thoſe perfons (whom your highneſs, by the information that 
hath been given, concluded to have been the diſturbers of the peace of the company) 
ſhould be removed from amongſt them ; the petitioners, as they could not but ſtand amazed 
at theſe acculations, which they found 'to have been given in unto your highneſs, ſo that 
they might perform their duties with a ſuitable obedience to your highneſs's commands 
(to which they declared themſelves moſt readily and affectionately inclined) it was propoſed, 
that there might be a diſcovery made of thoſe perſons, that they might immediately and 
effectually proceed againſt them; but neither the reſident deputy, nor any one of thoſe diſ- 
contented perſons, no nor any member of the fellowſhip, could be found, that would 
charge any perſon or perſons amongſt them with the leaſt malignancy or diſaffection to your 
highneſs or the commonwealth. Nevertheleſs the deputy, and thoſe diſcontented perſons, 
declared 1t to be their judgments, that the having had a hand in the choice of a martly 
deputy was ſufficient ground to deprive ſuch members of their privilege in court; and there- 


upon propoſed and preſſed it with much violence, not only that ſome of thoſe r

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(which 


except themſelves (being but 8 perſons) ſhould be turned out of the court, and ſo the go- 


nt of this reſidence, conſequently of the whole fellowſhip depending upon it to 
——_ their hands, to be carried on in an arbitrary way, and to be left unto their 


leaſures to extend mercy to ſuch of thoſe their created delinquents, as ſhould in the 
moſt humble and ſubmiſſive manner apply themſelves unto them for their grace and 
favour. The aſſembly, judging this propoſition unreaſonable and miſchievous to the very 
being of the fellowſhip, and no ways agreeable with the tenor of your highneſs's commands, 
were forced to declare their judgments againſt it; and thereupon (for the prevention of 
any farther miſunderſtanding) they deſired preſently to conſider of an anſwer unto your 
highneſs, and to give an account of theſe proceedings, that had paſſed upon the publica- 
tion of your highneſs's moſt gracious letters. But their motion was moſt peremptorily 
contradicted by theſe 8 perſons, and not ſuffered to put be to hands by the „ The 

vernment likewiſe denied to be ſettled, to the great prejudice of the affairs of the 
fellowſhip, and the aſſembly broke up and threatned to be . di affected and diſ- 
obedient to your highneſs, for that they had refuſed to comply with them in their unjuſt 
and imperious propoſition. a : : ; 2 

The petitioners having by this ſhort and impartial narrative given your highneſs an 
account of their counſels and actions in their late choice of their deputy, together with 
the conſequent deſigns and practices, that have been on foot ever ſince to miſrepreſent 
their proceedings therein under the notion of malignancy and diſaffection, and thereby 
to occaſion your highneſs's diſpleaſure againſt them ; they do humbly hope, that as your 
highneſs will now more clearly diſcern, who have been the diſturbers of the peace and quiet 
of this ſociety, ſo that your highneſs will graciouſly be pleaſed to be ſatisfied and aſſured 
in the good affection and ſincere obedience of the petitioners unto your highneſs and the 
preſent government; wherein, as they have ſolemnly - in the preſence of the 
great God of heaven, that they have not in the leaſt faultred in their late election, ſo they do 
moſt faithfully promiſe and engage their lives and fortunes, and all that is near and dear unto 
them, that their counſels as a court, and their actions as particular perſons, ſhall be care- 
fully and conſtantly diſpoſed to as dutifull and affectionate conformity to your highneſs's 
gracious protection vouchſafed unto them, and to a ready and chearful obedience unto your 
highneſs's pleaſure and commands upon all occaſions. 

In conſideration of the premiſes, the petitioners make bold humbly to pray ; 


That your highneſs will moſt graciouſly be pleaſed, not to leave it arbitrary in the 
power and breaſt of mr. Bradſhaw to expel whom he ſhall pleaſe out of court upon 
à general charge of diſaffection (occaſioned many times from but differing from him in 
; He. cannon in debating the civil affairs of the fellowſhip) but that, if any ſuch com- 
laint have been made, or ſhall at any time hereafter bo made, of any member of the 
3 here reſiding, that your highneſs will be pleaſed to cauſe a particular charge 
to be given in againſt the perſon accuſed, and a time ſet him to anſwer his accuſation 
before your highneſs, or whom your highneſs ſhall appoint, before he be deprived of 
his privilege, and expelled the court ; for that beſides the ſeverity of the proceedings, 
the diſgrace of ſuch an expulſion will ſo highly prejudice him in his reputation among 
ſtrangers with whom he converſeth, being a merchant, and 4 upon his credit, as 
that it may prove his ruin, yea his principals alſo, though never ſo well affected, and 
that probably beyond all * That your highneſs will be pleaſed to counte- 
nance the company in the free exerciſe of their juriſdiction in court, according to their 
ancient practices and privileges (the beſt remedy, as they humbly conceive, for the pre- 
ſent diſtempers amongſt them) and in particular, that thoſe propoſitions, which ſhall 
at any time be made in court, and judged by the major part of the members to be in 
order to the publick good of the fellowſhip in general, or this reſidence in particular, 
may not be diſappointed, upon ſome few men's miſconſtructions, but orderly put to 
hands by the deputy, and concluded by the majority of votes, and accordingly put in 
execution. 

And laſtly, that your highneſs would be pleaſed to pardon the boldneſs of this their 
neceſſary addreſs, to reſtore the petitioners to your highneſs's gracious and favourable ap- 
prehenſions of them, and to continue unto them the irradiations of your highneſs's 
grace and goodneſs, which they ſhall make uſe of to enlighten and enliven their abilities, 
more and more to approve themſelves, your highneſs's, in all humble, dutiful, and ſincere 
obedience, the merchants adventurers of England reſiding in Hamburgh,

Thimbelbe's houſe, a papiſt by Minchington neere Caſhmore 4 miles and a 
halte from Blandford, and at Caſhmore in, 1s now gon to Hatch by Buckland, as good 
as the other places. At yong ſquire Hid's at Horton, 8 miles from Blandford, is one

Wee have had lately 
bellum epiſcopale. I hope we ſhall ne're ſee that of clericale. Our ould ſcout T. L. is not yet 
returned from Blackemore, but ther's rogery to certainty, and ſoe there is about Bemiſter. 
One tells me juſt now, col. Lawrence's houſe is a wicket Place; if that be true, that's now 
whiſpered me, we ar here betraied: I durſt not yet affirme it; and that is that at Lulworth was 
a barque brought in armes and powder, and ſoe as to the other end of the iſle of Purbecke 
neere Corfe towne, and all landed by night. Pll ride about it myſelfe. By next you ſhall 
know. more, if ſoe. For God's ſake, ſyr, let's not be undun in an inſtant. If ey ar as 
buſy in other countys as in theſe parts, we ar like to have a ſweet time f. dily, 
had they armes. We hope the protector looks farther than after the debats in *

ters, wherewith your eminence hath honoured me, bearing date the 27th January. 
My letter to mr. de Brienne will ſerve in anſwer to one of them. I will only add one 
thing concerning my negotiation, that the ſecretary of ſtate ſent me word to night, that 
he would come on faturday with my commiſſioners to finiſh the treaty, which was ſent unto 
me to day, with ſome new clauſes, upon which I do not believe here will be inſiſted. I 
will alſo take the liberty to tell your eminence, that I have always believed, that your 
opinions and judgments being moſt advantageous to the ſervice of the king, and the in- 
tereſt of the people, would prevail above thoſe of many perſons, who under pretence of 
ſome falſe generoſity do prefer vengeance before an accommodation. This conſtancy hath 
ſerved for a rule to my conduct; and I hope it will be honoured by your approbation. If 
one do conſider the condition of affairs of this country, and the quality of the minds 
with whom J have treated, they do ſeem diſpoſed at preſent ro unite more cloſely with 
France. And I will not fail to invite them to it, nor to ſpeak unto them in the terms 
which your eminence hath preſcribed. I will alſo omit no occaſion to perſuade the lord 
protector to reſtore thoſe two ſhips, as ſoon as the agreement is perfecled. 

Your eminence will not yet ſee any bad conſequence of the diffolution of the parliament, 
although the people here are very much troubled at it, when they think upon it, and 
there doth not appear any other motive of this action, than the reduction of the army. 

I cannot yet get the ſpeech of the protector. It is ſaid, that he is agreed with the ana- 
baptiſts, whom he will be forced to favour a little, ſince he hath diſtaſted the preſbyterians. 


Here is a new ſect on foot, whom they call quakers. Their number is conſiderable... - 


throughout the provinces. They do pretend here, that it is for the advantage of the pre- 
fent ſtate, that Gore are ſo many diviſions in their religion, to the end that no one body 
ſhould grow very conſiderable ; and alſo the diſcourſe of the lord protector doth hint, that 
he never fought againſt monarchy, but rather for liberty of conſcience. 

Here is no other diſcourſe amongſt the merchants than of the commerce to America, as 
if the Feet of England have made ſome conqueſt there already; and it is very certain, ac- 


cording to the relation of ſome come from the Barbados, that they were in expectation of 


the fleet there.

TT muſt needs be, that the poſt-maſters upon the road have failed to ſend my letter 
a for I never omit to write by every ordinary. It doth ſeem now, as if the lords here 
xx P. lo are inclined to a peace, and an end is like to be put ſuddenly to my negotiation; 
but ſince I have been ſo often deceived in my conjectures, I will not engage to ſecure it 
from ſome ſmall remiſſes. The Lord Nieupoort came this morning to make a compli. 
ment of congratulation upon that ſubject, pre ſing, that all was concluded; but without 
doubt his chief deſign was to learn ſome news of me, which I did not conceal from him, 
He gave me an occaſion to make ſome reproach to him of the lord Beverning; and I found 
by his diſcourſe, that you ſhould have ſent to have welcomed him home, as the other 
foreign miniſters at the Hague did obſerve. An Italian would not have ſtood more 
upon a formality. My lord protector hath not obſerved ſo much on the behalf of the 
parliament, whom he hath fairly diſmiſs'd, after five months turmoil to no purpoſe. Many 
differ in opinion about this buſineſs ; ſome ſuppoſe, that it may cauſe new commotions, 
it being very much againſt the humour and affections of the people here in general, who 
do ſeem to affect parliaments ; and that it had been more advantageous for him to have 
had his lawful title from them to have ſettled him. Others believe it as convenient for 
him to diſſolve them, thereby to maintain his authority. I will ſend you his diſcourſe as 

ſoon as I can get it; all thoſe that heard it, did take notice of many curious paſſages in it.

WI O ſaith, that he being at the houſe of mr. Nicholas Bailey, his kinſman, in the v.xxii. p.447. 


county of Caernarvan, about Auguſt laſt, the ſaid mr. Bailey did acquaint him, 
that there was a deſign for bringing in the king, meaning Charles Stuart; and that there 
would very ſpeedily be an army landed from France, on the behalf of the ſaid King; and 
demanded of this examinate, whether he would take a commiſſion for raiſing a regiment of 
horſe for the ſaid king, which this examinate doth confeſs he promiſed that he would, and 
act as far for him as he was able, when he ſaw the army aforeſaid landed, or had certain in- 
telligence of the time when they would land. Whereupon the ſaid mr. Bailey promiſed 
to procure him a commiſſion; and ſaid, that he had accepted of one himſelf to raiſe a re- 
giment of foot. And farther ſaith, that accordingly the examinate being again at the 
houſe of the ſaid mr. Bailey, the ſaid mr. Bailey did deliver him a commiſſion, ſigned 
Charles R. for raiſing a regiment of horſe for the — aforeſaid. And then told him, that 
the buſineſs would be ſuddenly. And being aſked, where the ſaid Bailey had the aforeſaid 
commiſſions, he ſaith, that mr. Bailey told him, he had them of one col. Stephens, with 
whom the examinate ſpake in the country at the houſe of the ſaid examinate, at which 
time the ſaid Stephens was going tor Ireland, concerning raifing of men for Spain. And 
being aſked, what diſcourſe 

about the aforeſaid buſineſs, ſaith, that he met with him once or twice here in London, 
where Stephens told him, that the French army was ſuddenly to come over; and that the 
examinate ſhould ſuddenly hear farther of it.

faith, that he ſaw none of thoſe, that were abroad with him, until he came to Cheſter or 
Neſſon, where he took ſhip. And concerning Prior (once an agitator and priſoner with 
him about the levelling bulineſs) ſaith, that he hath not ſeen him theſe two months, about 
which time the ſaid priſoner viſited him at his lodging, at one mr. Penincoat's, in Black- 
friers, and well remembers, that at that time fome diſcourſe paſſed betwixt them re- 
lating to the old engagement at Tripplo-heath near Newmarket, to this effect, that if they 
(the ſaid colonel and Prior) did not do their utmoſt endeavour to make good what they had 
here engaged, and elſewhere fought for, they could not clear themſelves from king. 
murtherers. The ſaid examinate er faith, that he knows not whether the ſaid Prior 
hath not ſince that time engaged himſelf, or acted any unwarrantable thing or no, having 
ſince that diſcourſe with him never ſeen him nor heard from him; and ſuppoſes that 
Prior could not ground any thing of particular advice from him, other than as above- 
ſaid, and ſuch general words as this that followeth ; that it was both their duties to con- 
ſider, wherefore they engaged and fought againſt the laft king and cavaliers; and whether 
the main cauſe was not for removing the arbitrary power exercifed over the people by 
his will ; and that they were bound to do their endeavour to hold forth a foundation of 
wholeſom laws eftabhſhed by a _ yy in tative for preſervation of themſelves and their 
poſterity for the future; and that there might be a clear diſtinction *"twixt govern- 
ment and governor ; the ſaid colonel telling Prior withal, that the word ruler was derived 
from rule; and that where there was not rule, there needed no ruler ; and that if the 
ruler went contrary to the rule, that ruler was to be cut off, going contrary to that rule, 
and for which the king loſt his head, and without which the ſaid col. did then declare 
it was impoſſible for a nation to be happy 3 withal averring, that if government did con- 
ſiſt in perſons, they had better to have been under king and lords; but at Newmarket 
they did declare the contrary, and abhor to center in any perſon or faction; or that any ar- 
bitrary power ſhould be exerciſed or eſtabliſhed, fave in the people, whoſe right it was, 
and who had accordingly ſtood up to defend their liberty. He remembreth farther, that he 
then told Prior, that for his part he loved the lord protector's perſon, and honoured him; 
and that if the power muſt be in one ſingle perſon, rather he than another; but that the 


beſt of men being ſubject to be corrupted, he would therefore have ſuch a foundation of 


government, that in caſe he went contrary to that foundation, the government to cut 
him off, and remove him immediately ; which government he ſhould venture his life for, 
if he had a thouſand lives; and other words to that effect, being of one opinion as to 
that principle. This examinate farther remembreth, that at the ſame time this diſcourſe 
paſſed betwixt them, he, this examinate, ſhewed the ſaid Prior a paper, which this exami- 
nate by chance found, and took about 7 days before near the Wardrobe in Black-friers, 
which the ſaid Prior made a ſhift to read. It was an exhortation for the officers and ſol- 
diers, and others of the army, to do their beſt to own what they had firſt fought for, 
againſt king and cavalier, and to oppoſe all that ſhould ſtand againſt that freedom, and to 
endeavour to free them from all ſlavery and oppreſſion whatſoever. He this examinate 
farther declareth, that according to his principle he feareth not, nor forbeareth in all 
places and times to declare his judgment, but denieth, that he hath acted any thing either 
againſt the lord protector or the government. Being demanded, why he returned unto. 
Ireland at this time, this examinate faith, that it was to obey an order of the court of 
claims in Dublin, which required his perſonal being there upon the firſt of February enſu- 
ing; and defires that the lord deputy and council would not let his reſtraint prejudice him 
in his trial about his intereſt in Shelelagh-woods, but that he may have the liberty to in- 
ſtruct council in the caſe ; and another was, that at Neſſon, hearing captain Draper re- 
port, that a party was to ſeek for him at his lodging in Black-friers, the night after he - 
took horſe for Cheſter, he did ſay, he believed he ſhould be confined at his coming to 
Dublin, upon ſuch a report; and that if his ſuit would ſuffer it, he could have returned 
to London, to anſwer what could be charged upon him.

1 MUST acknowledg, that I had often diſcourſt with mr. Bagenall concerning the A. D. 1644. 


king of Scotts, and about the begining of October laft, as I remember, he being att 


my hous, we tooke an ocaſion to ſpeake to him, and to expreſs much readineſs to ſerve V-*": p. 558. 


him, Wee alſoe wiſhed, that if any ſuch thing were deſigned, wee might not be unacquainted 
with it; and alſoe promiſed, that he that firſt ſhould come to know any ſuch thing, ſhould 
emediately informe the others. Within a little tyme after, ſome privat ocaſion of my 
owne calling me to London, as I was one morning walking in Grais-inn-walkes, I hapned to 
fall into diſcourſe with a gentleman, that I never ſaw before, in whos convers I found that 
ſatisfaction, that I expreſt a deſier of a further eee with him, nor did he decline 
it, but made me a retourne of much civillity, which drew on a promiſe of meeting the next 
day, which acordingly wee did in the Mitter taverne neer Temple barr, wher we weer not 
long together, as but being men of the ſame yoo gms wee quickly knitt a 
frendſhipp, wher before wee parted, he told me, that he had heard my name before 
mentioned by a frend of his, that gave a carecter of me, that agreed with his owne 
judgment; and that if I would meet him on the friday following, I ſhould fee the confidence 
he had in me; and if I weer one that did entend what I profeſt, he would ſhew me an ocaſion, 
that would be offered to ſhew my loyalty. To which I anſwered, that I would not faile 
to wayte on him, if he would be pleaſed to name the place. He told me, he would not 
goe often to the ſame place, becauſe he would not, that any ſhould obſerve him. Wher- 
upon we apointed to meet att the Caſtle taverne in the Strand on the monday following, 
by one of the clock, wher we mett, and had not ſatt long, but he drawes out a paper, and 


tells me, that the ſight of that was the thing, that he entended to entruſt me withall, 


which he ſayd he would not ſhew to any thing that he thought was not a gentleman 
and a very honeſt man. Wherupon he ſhewed me a letter; uppon the topp whereof was 
written C. R. the contents wherof were, that he ſhould be ark of his buſineſs, and very 


. wary, who he engaged and that he ſhould: be ſhure they were honeſt men; and that by the 


next he ſhould receave further inſtructions. This with his owne expreſſions gave me ocaſion 
to beleeve, that he was imployed z and from that e I tooke him for an agent. He then 
aſked me, if I intended to what comiſſion I expected. I told him * a regiment 
of foote; and if he would procure me a comiſſion to be governor of Denby caſtle, I did 
not dout but to give a good acount of it; to which he anſwered, that I ſhould find him 
walking in the piazza at three a clocke the next day, wher I ſhould receave the aforeſayd 
comiſſions from him. I alſoe told him, that I knew a gentleman, that would engage, of 
a good family and fortune, if he had comiſſion for a regiment of horſe (which he both did 
and might well expect) and were aſhured, that the deſine were well layd, and perſons 
of honor and creditt were concerned in it. To which he anſwered, that I ſhould alſoe have 
a comiſſion for him, and alſoe aſked his name. I tould him he was a very honeſt gentle- 
man, to which he replied he had truſted me, and that I need not be cautious of him; upon 
which I gave him his name, which ſeemed to pleaſe him well, as if he had heard of him 
before. He told me alſoe, we ſhould not want ſeconds; and that the define was ſoe layd, 
that nothing could ruin it but diſcovery. I then told him, that I was to goe out of towne 
within a 2 or two, and deſierd that I might hear more from him, which he promiſed I 
ſhould ; and alſoe told me, that he beleeved wee ſhould be in action ſhortly. Soe we parted 
and next day mett acording, to promiſe, wher he delivered me the aforeſayd comiſſions. 
I forgott to inſert, that at our firſt meeting he told me his name was Thomas Hart, and

letter mentioned, that he was to goe into France. If what I have ſed may deſerve your 


highneſſe's mercy, I ever ſhall make it my ſtudy to deſerve it, and with much willingneſs

WI O ſaith, that he being named high ſheriff for the county of Worceſter by his V. xv. p. 562. 
highneſs the lord protector, did give directions unto his brother, mr. Charles Lyttel- | 
ton, to buy him forty pair of piſtols for his men to ride with, he intending to have ſo 

many liveries to attend him at the aſſizes; and that his brother did buy for him accord- 

ingly 40 pair of piſtols with holſters, and ſent them down to him, in two boxes, by Roſe, 

carrier of Bromſgrove z; which he faith was about 5 weeks ſince. And _ aſked, 

what he paid for thoſe piſtols, and of whom his brother had them, as to the firſt, he faith, 

that he doth not well know what they coſt, but gave directions to his brother to buy piſtols 

of about 20 8. a pair, and believes they coſt about that price; and faith, he did give di- 

rections to his brother, to take money of one mr.

P-75- 25 J have waieted, it haeth not yet pleaſed you to let mee hear from you eather by waie of 
incourragement to ſerve your highnes, or by waie of command not further to truble you , 
in boeth which your highnes ſhould have found mee punctuallye obedient. I am verie cenſible 
of your highnes great imployment is accom ined with manie and great trubles ; and 
that you are not wanting bf perſons boeth for ablenes and truſt fitt to manage all your high- 
neſs great and honotable undertakeings, without taking notice of what may bee preſented 
to you by anie, who have heartofore ingaged againeſt the N t. Yet when I call to 
minde, that ſo ſoone as I underſtood — highnes had deſolved the long parlament, and that 
the goverment in England began to ooke monarchall under your command, I imediately 
cave your highnes an acount of the Scotch king's intentions to remove from France 8 moenthes 
before hee departed ; and alſo intimated to your highnes the erneſt indevours, that wear 
uſed to widne the differenses betwixt you and the Dutch, and draw them to have taken 
the king of Scot's part againeſt you; and that I alſo at that tyme gave your highnes rea- 
ſons, what dan thear was in continuinge the warr with Holland, and the little fear thear 
was, as the preſent condition of affaieres then ſtood in France, to ſuſpect daneger from them, 
or haeſtne any tretie of peace with them, that might bee diſadvantagious to you. I likewiſe 
hinted ſome other things of conſernement to your highnes, which I will not now mention;

HAT deſigne, which was carying on in England, I have reaſon to believe the V. ili. p.39. 


fame was in Ireland amongſt the Iriſh, and thoſe who have bine of that party. They 
are ſtill carrying on ſome thinge, which I cannot yet fully make out; but the cheife head- 
peices have there private councells in Dublyn, and they have there agents in England. The 


names of the cheife are, fir Edward Fitzs Harris, mr. John Halyr, fir Robert Talbott, 


mr. Seagrave, mr. John Grace, and one Power. Theſe coreſpond with thoſe heere at 
Dublyn, who have there emiſſaries to diſperſe into that country on all occaſions, what they 
thincke convenient to carry on there deſignes. It were well an eye were had on thoſe perſons 
in London, eſpecially mr. Seagrave and Grace, who are men of parts and intereſt; and fo 
is fir Robert Talbot. This incloſed was from ſome of there cheife heere, which was ſent 
into the countie of Longford, where one of the ſcoutmaſter generall's agents lives, and 
brought him this letter. Wee are endevoring to ſearch what we can find out in this 
buſines, and hope the Lord will diſcover and blaſt all there deſignes, and that the forces 
will be diligent in there reſpective places.

About the end of November hee meett in Exeter a kinſman of his wife's, one mr. 
Reynell, who was choſen a member of the laſt parliament, but had diferted. Hee told 
the ſaid mr. Reynell, they were quiett in Ireland as to the common Ennemy, but there 
were many diſcontented there as well as here. He ſaid there was a talking of diſbanding 
ſome there, and that he was pitched upon to inform a committee concerning it, and other 
the affaires of Ireland; but he was reſolved to ſay nothing in it. He ſaid theire might be 
miſcheif, beſides the danger of diſbanding any then. That there could not bee 5000 
drawn into the field; and that there was 40,000 to be kept under. He did highly com- 
mend lieutenant general Ludlowe, and ſaid he was come already or coming into England; 
that he intended to be himſelfe in Ireland in February, but would firſt goe to London. 
The ſaid mr. Reynell telling him, he was ready to act in the country as a juſtice of the 
peace, though he could not as a parliament man, for that the beſt way (as he thought) 
to be ſecured againſt the common enemies was to acquieſce in and under the preſent go- 
vernment ; he anſwered, that he happly might think ſo likewiſe, but there were many of 
another mind, and the protector might have overruled all according to the interelt of 
honeſt men, without taking fo much power to himſelfe, which did diſpleaſe many. 
All company, that have ſince his laſt coming from London into theſe parts converſed 
with him, do report him to be a perſon highly diſſatisfied with the pms government. 
There are divers ſtrangers, particularly from Somerſet and about Briſtol, that came to 
his meetings, which are often on week dayes. He rides comonly with a kind of vizard 
over his face, with glaſſes over his eyes; and this he did on the gth of laſt month, being 
fryday, ridinge to a meeting at Luppitt, within this county; and that which did not 
a little cauſe ſuſpicion of him was the coming at that time of Hugh Courtnay (that 
had been or is an officer in Ireland) to mr.

F my laſt letter of account concerning adjutant general Allen, (which I ſent upp with A. D. 1654. 


divers papers incloſed in it by the ſame poſt, that he wrote to your highneſſt) bee not 
yett come unto your highneſſe hands, I cannot but ſuſpect their hath been ſome ugly practiſe 
uſed in diverting the intelligence, which at large I preſented your highneſſe with; and alſoe 
an endeavour to render mee negligent and remiſſe in my duty towards your highneſſe. 
And leaſt what I (have reaſon to) feare ſhould prove true, that your highneſſe is yet in the 
darke concerning all paſſages of the ſeizing the adjutant's perſon and other things relat- 
ing to him, I ſhall preſume humbly to reiterate what I formerly hinted unto your high- 
nefſe. Soe ſoone as I received your commaunds for ſecuring his perſon, which came to my 
hands this day 8 dayes in the evening, within few howers afterwards I ſett forth of Exon 
towards his father-in-lawe's mr. Huiſh his houſe, where I heard the adjutant was, to which 
place I came about breake of the nexte day; and having enquired of ſome ſervants of the 

ſe, whither the adjutant were there, told mee he was, and in bed. Soe ſoone as 1 
heard this, I reſolved according to what the high ſherife and I agreed on - night be- 
fore, imagining it might conduce much to the advantage of your highneſſe, to ſeize on 
his trunckes, and then to ſearch for papers, thereby to diſcover his deſigne, and to know 
who were his correſpondents ; but unhappily he had ſent them up to London ſome few 
dayes before, ſoe that I was deprived of my intention.

TI ſhould now, my Lord, fender your highneſſe an account of what 
words paſſed between us; but hoping that my former letter is ere this in your highneſſe 
hands, T ſhall forbeare ; only this I ſhall adde, that according to your highneſſe inſtruc- 
tions, T confined him to his father's houſe, he giving mee a noat under his hand, that he 
would their remayne, untill your highneſſe further pleaſure were knowne. This day I 
ſent him your 9 — letter, and I defired him to remember his promiſe unto me, in 
continnuing at the preſent where hee was.

After this the gentleman tooke 
the occaſion to expreſſe the great ſence of happines, that he and the whole nation had by

And then faid, that your highnes might have overuled all, according to the intereſt of 
honeſt men, without takeing ſo much of the government. to yourſelfe, which. he ſaid diſ- 
pleaſed many.

roteſtant compounders, the firſte alleadging 2 acts of parliament againſt the or- 
dinance for compounding : however wee have proceeded towards a compoſition with them; 
and did begin with my lord Moore, whoſe fine was ſett at 2 yeares yallew, and to be paid 
in equall portions at 6 and 6 monethes in 2 yeares, which he lookes upon to be impoſſible 
for him to performe, and preſſes very hard, that he may have 3 yeares time, and poſſeſſion 
of his eſtate in the meane time. Wee as yet cannot fatisfie ourſelves to grant it, and he 
very much preſſes the repreſenting of his condition to my lord protector. It wil be a 
great favour in you and advantage to our affaires, if you would privately let me underſtand 
his highneſs ſence as to theſe perſons. 1 know you will have many clamours againſt us 
from ſome of the adventurers, as if we did diſcourage plantation ; and however we might 
formerly be ſtrict in ſome thinges, yett let me ſay, we have of later times bine, I hope, 
ready the utmoſt we could to incourage that worke, ſo far as wee could be ſatisfied it was 
within our power; in which wee had the judges advice. The agent for the adventurers 
not long ſince put in a paper, which conſiſted of 3 demandes, with arguments thereupon, 
viz. 1. That he might have the poſſeſſion of the moyeties of the 10 counties belonging 
to the adventurer in his poſſeſſion. 2. That we would make voyd all cuſtodiums, 

Concerning the Engliſh proteſtants compounding, Theſe 3 being owned as great ob- 

ructions to the adventurers, beſides the opinion of the judges, wee deſired juſtice Pepys 
to peruſe his papers, and upon his report back, we, declaring our readines to encourage that 
worke, gave this anſwer, that we ſhould give poſſeſſion to every one, who anſwered there 
certificates, according to the act, and did hinder poſſeſſion to none. 2. As to that of the 
leaſes, wee ſhould doe the adventurers right in their applications to us in all perticular caſes. 
The truth is, that is but a pretence of an obſtruction, for moſt of our leaſes are void, 
the conditions not being performed by the leaſes. As to the 3. about delinquent proteſtants, 
wee plead my lord protector's ordinance. We have much reaſon to ſuſpect, that ſome doe 
ſpeake evill of us in this buſines of the adventurers, becauſe they would diſcourage 
people from improveing the adventurers, to the end that they might purchaſe them 
at eaſy rates. There is one thing in our inſtructions, wherein the ſtate's intereſt is 
much concerned, and wee are at a ſtand what to doe therein. It is in the head of the 
inſtruction concerning granting of leaſes, wherein the terme of yeares is blancke, and we 
know not what his highnes and councell's pleaſure is therein. I heare honeſt mr. Corbett is 
much aſperſt. Give me leave to ſay, he is a worthy perſon, and a faithful ſervant to his 
highnes and the commonwealth.

V.xxi .p.404. | fon reference to your moſt honorable promiſe, I ſhall make a full and perfect declaration 
of what I know as to the queſtions you aſkt me, as I defire to find mercy at the grear 
day when the ſecrets of all hearts ſhall be diſcloaſed. That I tooke my fen-land, becauſe 1 
would be from the heareing of newes, the Lord knowes it is a truth. That I have kept 
myſelfe from any ſuch temptation for above theſe two yeares laſt paſt, is as true; untill about 
ſix weeks agoe I came up to my landlord about my cattle, that were ſeized on for rent, 
that I durſt not pay without ſecuryty. I haveing received a diſcharg from mr. Henry 
Cromwell of Ramſey, and goeing to viſſit a kinſman in Old Bayley, I mett with lieutenant 
Croſſman, who told collonel Eaires were in town, and did enquire for me. I aſkt him, 
where he quartered ; he told me at mr. Penicoats in Black-friers in Swan Aley. The next 
morning I went to him; he aſkt me what I thought, of the condition of the nation under 
the breach of oaths, even wheeled about, and as they were, and how the cavileeres jeared 
us in all places, and could find better acceiptance with your highnes then thoſe, who had 
borne the burthen and heat of the day. I replyed, as I remember, with the ſtory out of the 
Ifa fables ; he deſired me to com againe the next day; he would gett me to coppy out a 
paper, which he faid a freind of his had, and to convey it to fir Arthur Hazlerig, which 
was not a declaration, but a kind of remonſtrative pamphlet, which to my beſt remem- 
berance the particulers was upon what termes the late warr ware ; and for what all the blood 
was ſhead and treaſure ſpent, and withall a deſire of meeting in the countrey to confider of 
the chooſeing of a free parliament, with ſomthing to the induceing the people againſt the 
government 1n one ſingle perſon. This was the ſome, which I had from a black tatt man 


that came to collonel Fairs chamber, his name I cannot tell ; I aſkt collonel Eaires, but I 
he would not tell me, and this I carryed downe to Thurning, where I had not been 2 4 


queſtioned me about, who ſaid he cam from ſea, and that he belonged to the conſtant 
Warrick, and that he landed near Haridg, and that all the fleet was united to Oakley's pa- 
pers, and that he was ſent in that forlorne poſture, to ſee how the countrey ſtood affected; 
and to give intelligence to his captain, and ſoe to the fleet: he ſaid he had been with cap- 
tain Loyd at St. Ives, and that he had been a little before in Scotland with the ſouldiery 
there, and that ſeveral officers of the fleet was com to your highnes with their reſolutions; 
and that the governor of Langerpoynt had engaged to ſecure the fleet, if there was oc- 
caſſion. The aforementioned remonſtrance I read to the ſaid John Dallington, afterwards 
I carried it in my pocket to Gumley in Leſterſhire, where my wife is, who ſeeing of it 
Fate it out of my SP» and burnt it. For ſeeking to promote it any more than what 1s 3 
ere declared, or ſhewing it to any but what is hearein mentioned, as I deſire mercy at I 
the hands of God, I did not, and this I was preſt in conſcience to ſignifie to your highnes, 2 
which is the full truth of what I know; and I truſt in God will ſoe diſpoſe of me, 
that I ſhall never more meddle with publique buſineſes of this nature while I live. As to 
what paſſed bettween mr. Overton and myſelfe, I doe not remember particulers, but only that 
it were matter of newes. I would have had him ſtated my buſnes as to my landlord, and! 
would have borrowed 20s. of him to bare my charges hom, I haveing but 5s. when I came up. 
Severall particulers paſt bettween us as to thoſe latter, which would not be materiall to relate. 
And this, my lord, is the very truth, to the beſt of my underſtanding, that paſt be- 
tween thoſe men and myſelfe ; in the judging of which I ſhall freely ſubmitt to your high- 
nes mercy, and ſubſcribe myſelfe, my Lord,

have reccived them, you would acquaint fir Oliver Flemming maſter of the ceremonies or 
others, as you ſhall think moſt fit; and to inform him or them, that the great duke, en- 
couraged by the general's anſwer, did preſently apply his thoughts of ſending to the lord 
protector's highneſs this ſmall quantity of cheſts, a ſign of his moſt obſequious obſervance 
to his highneſs, &c. But before you ſhew yourſelf to preſent them, you muſt entreat fir 
Oliver Flemming or others to tell you freely, whether they believe, that the lord protector 
will take in good part the preſenting unto him ſuch wines; and in caſe they return unto 
you an ap robation, then you may appear and preſent them yourſelf in the great duke's 
name, and in his name alſo to excuſe him in preſuming to ſend to his highneſs ſuch ſmall 
things as theſe are, and to beſeech him to be pleaſed to judge (even by ſuch a ſmall toy) 
the true intention and deſire he hath and ever will have to ſerve his highneſs in greater 
matters.

as if they ſom great biſnes in hand. Thes Itallians talk much, as if the Duch wer 
to join with the Spanyard. I hav had advys from Genoa, that the duke of Infantado à 
Spanyard has latly bin ther in his way to Millan, and much courted that ſtate to a cloſe 
frendſhip with Spayn, which althoh they hav bin moſt terribly abus'd, yet much of them 
hav ſuch greate eſtates in that king's dominions, that they muſt per force aſſiſt him, and a 
couple of great Genowes ſhips, the one cald the Maribot, the other the St. George, ar 
now (under pretence of lading merchants goods for Liſbon) taking in armes and muni- 
tion for Spayn, wherof, if any occaſion preſents, I ſhal giv yn Blak notis, who may 
hapilly meet them going for Cales. *Tis lykwys reported for certain, that the ſtate of 
Genoa does now lend vaſt ſums of mony to the Spanyard, without which he wer not able 
this ſpring to make any appearance. I hav ſeen a letter writ from Rom by a good hand, 
that the pope ſhould ſay, the church would ſhortly be neceſſitated to ſel her chalices, to 
maintayn purple, except Criſtian princes woul Join their forces together againſt the 
Lutherans. The Spaniſh Naples fleet coms not back againe for Naples, as was reported, 
but is gon to Cales, wher they continue to arm and unyt al their ſea forces together. I am

planters being of malignant ſpiritts (as indeed moſt of them are) ſignifie their follyes in 
venting their calumnious words againſt not onely the deſigne, but the powers by which we 
come, and the parties employed in it; for which like words one Evans a iſlander and le- 
veller was called to a court martial, from whence he made his appeale to the civill magiſ- 
trate ; and after the buſines being debated by our commanders, they appointed certain perſons 
of the iſland to ſitt upon him by a commiſſion of oyer and terminer, and have onely ad- 
judged him (fince the treaſon could not handſomly be made out) to ſtand on the pillory 
the next market day for an houre, and fix months impriſonment after. We had at our 
landing two diſorderly perſons, who beinge drunk quarrelled one with the other, and al- 
moſt deſtroyed themſelves ; for which offences and ſeveral others our court martiall have 
yr = regularly and carefully, that thos of * ſuſpected principles for ſuch 5

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A. D. 165 4. of actions are now become very orthodox and ſubject to diſcipline, ſo that I hope a ſhort 


time will render us fitter for our employments then was by ſome ſuppoſed. On I ueſqda 
February 6, our generall and men went abord generall Pen, where they continue] 


till night, and theire made inſtructions for captain Butler, one of our five commiſſioner, 
lieutenant colonell Holdup and captain Blagge of the Marſton Moore frigat commiſſioner, 


who were to goe to the Leeward iſlands at St. Chriſtopher's and to raiſe men there; ang 
that night being fitted with inſtructions ſer ſayle, but what they have done as yet we hears 
not. On friday February 9, we kept a ſolemn day of humiliation, and next day fell to 
our buſines, every one in his own ſp! re. We found the iſlanders to come in ſomethin 

chearefully, they being free men, but not of meane eſtates ; but the rich planters, except 
{ome few, endeavour all they can to diſheaften the men from goeinge. Yet for lacke of our 
ſhipps, which hath ſome of our men in 3 Charity, &c.) armes, ammunition, and 
other neceſſaries, we are ſomething diſh „the iſlanders either concealing what they 
have, or being not able to afford a quarter armes for our men: and we came fo badly 
armed from England, that we often (and I am fure I ſpeak within compaſle) are not armed 
with ſuch as Engliſhmen uſe to fight with ;; and in the meane time we lye ſtill, eatinge up 
the iſland, and our ſhipps eatinge up their proviſions ; ſoe that had we not had ſome good 
fortune by taking ſome Dutch prizes, who contrary to the articles of peace betwixt the 
two nations made here, we might have been at a loſſe. Nevertheleſs our officers and ſou]. 
diers are highly bent upon action, and wiſh to be gonne with ſuch armes they have, our 
generall's care being ſoe much, that he hath provided great numbers of half pikes, though 
at a larger length then ordinary, for they are ten foote long ; many of them (which ma 

cauſe your wonder) are made of cabadge-ſtalks 3 I mean of the trees in Barbados, whic 

bear cabages, and this for lack of better wood. They are not all handſome, nor will they 
long be ſerviceable, / but ſuch as our neceſſities will admit to furniſh ourſelves with. Indeed 
our general hath ſcarce time for his natural reſt, being all day with the commiſſioners ; 
and when riſen, much of the night after he ſpends with the army-officers, ſoe that we can 
at preſent but looke upon him with pitty, though bleſſed be God his ſtrength continues 
firme, his reſolution high, and his ſpiritts active and chearful, giving great ſatisfaction 
both to officers and ſouldiers. Nor is there any faction at all amongſt us, every one hitherto 
ſhewing himſelfe a faithful ſouldier and a true Engliſhman 3 but we have lately found the 
devill's endeavours to have his chapel amongſt us, which we ſhall teare up by the roots; 
for I have made a diſcovery of certain papiſts in our armie, to the number of one hundred 
and fifty, which came out of England, and moſt of the 4. which came out of the 
Tower, which were raiſed in haſt, and _ into colonell Butler's. Beſides there are certain 
Iriſh papiſts, which were liſted in this iſland ſince our coming, which we are now purging 
ourſelves of, We have likewiſe in our fleet many (as I am credibly informed) anabap- 
tiſts that doe in their ſpeeches juſtifie admiral Lawſon's late actings, that he was queſ- 
tioned for, and eſpecially one 2 Newbury of the Portland frigat, who denyes the 
Trinity, and are fo violent in proſecuting their way of worſhip and their owne opinions, 
that they come on ſhore, and make proſelites, and get ſoe many of theire owne — into 
into the army, as they can; as particularly one captain Martiall, whos company is moſt 
of the late proſelites raiſed in this iſland, and himſelf likewiſe. T here are certaine com- 
panies alſo, who have many of them in; and whether this be deſigne or no, you may by 
this encloſed judge theire practice of theire church in England, this being a letter found 


amongſt captain N papers, and directed to him. The fleet can ſpare us a handſom 
as t 


proportion of armes (ſuc ey are) but not near ſufficient, ſince our regiments neare, if 
not fully compleated, which you will ſee more at large by the muſters, and I doe thinke ne- 
ver — th were more truly made then now. We have likewiſe a very gallant Regiment 
of ſea men, conſiſting of 1080 men, all gallantly armed, and for the time indifferently 
well exerciſed. The colonell is vice-admiral Goodſon, the lieutenant colonell captain Ben- 
jamin Blake of the Glouceſter frigatt, the major captain Blagg of the Marſton-Moore, 
and thes with the reſt of the officers and ſouldiers are very unanimous for our land ſervice, 
captain Kirby of the Beare petitioning he might be one to goe on ſhore; all which J hope 


will prove very effectual, ſince theire officers uſeth ſo much care and pains with them. 


As for our regiments, they are exerciſed regimentally two days in the week, onely colonell 
Morris his regiment, . which cannot have the like conveniency of meeting, for that it con- 
ſiſts of planters, and therefore as yet live at theire owne dwellings. Colonell Morris him- 


- ſelf is not very chearful in the deſigne, and the reaſon I know not, unleſſe he be over 


entreated by his wife, who hath (as their . . .) been very importunate with him to leave 
the voyage ; but ſince I heare for certaine, that he demands a t ſume of monies to 
pay his debts with, which our generall in juſtice cannot grant. He is ſome hundreds ſterl- 
ing indebted to the ſtate, which would be forgiven him; but that he hoalds not ſatisfactory ; 
tor whereas the iſland is indebted to his highnes, he would have ſo much out of that, as 
may amount to his demanded ſum, alledging that the iſland will demand nothing for quar- 
tering our ſoldiers; which carrief ſo much (in my judgment) of injuſtice in it, that J 
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our generall, he is fo juſtly and temperat!

| to relieve Jeu that truly we are thereby (if poſſible, it could be) in a 
reater tye of duty to his highnes for making ſuch a rich proviſion for us in him; for he 

S his Poul ſo much to the work in hand, that we are ſometimes afraid, leſt he over- 
urn himſelf; for his reſt is hardly 4 hours moſt nights. And for our major generall, he 
hath; God knows, payd already very deare for his voyage, having both on ſhip board and 
oh ſhoar moſt pitiful fits of the ſtone; but we hope it is over, though his pain was great, 
yet would he in ſpite thereof be acting. And for collonel Forteſcue, his careful temper is 
juch, that none knows him in our armie, fleet, or iſland, but honour him. His regi- 
ment at preſent is upwards of a thouſand. And truely collonel Carter, I can ſay no leſſe of 
him; and cannot but eye providence in giving us ſuch godly examples as our greateſt offi- 
cers are. Our miniſters are likewiſe Mi able, nor doe they ſpare any paines in their call- 
inge. We have had lately a tryal, which hath given us a further taſt of our general's reli- 
gion and juſtice 3 to wit, a man brought from other parts a certain number of Indian 
Chriſtian proteſtants, and haveing found them faithful in his life, at his death he left them 
all freemen. But the intollerable baſenes of this iſland is ſuch in that point, that _ ra- 
therftrive to keepe their ſlaves in ignorance, thereby thinking to make them hopeleſſe of 
freedom; nor make they any conſcience at all of killinge their ſlaves, doggs and they be- 
ing in one ranke with them. But let me not digreſſe; for on the behalfe of theſe In- 
dians there was an honeſt man, that appeared and proſecuted on their behalfes, finding after 
our coming a free courſe of juſtice (the lack of which was complained of before, and I 
daubt too truely) and upon a full heareing of the buſines, the Indian Chriſtians were ſet free, 
after they had all been deſtroyed by oppreſſion except five. It would greeve your heart 
to talke with the nigor ſlaves in the iſland, and eſpecially with thos that are moſt ingenious, 
with whom I have had ſome diſcourſe ; and aſking them, whether they know God, they 
fayd noe. I aſked them, whither, they went when they died; they ſaid to the ground, and 
noe whither elſe. So that obſerve they are abſolute atheiſts, worſhipping nothing, being taken 
off their owne naturall ſuperſtitious worſhipps. I aſked them, why they would not be Chriſ- 
tians ? They ſayd, they could get no "ws pk teach them. I aſked them, whether they 
were willing to E ? They faid, with all their hearts, which I muſt confeſs ſtrucke me 
ta the heart. Here's in the iſland, one collonel Moodiford and mr. Nowell, ſecretary to 
the iſſand's affairs, who are hugely diſtaſted by this iſland; for that they two, as the iſlanders 
lay, did mvite our forces over hither, which our iſlanders are generally againſt. I have 
here incloſed a liſt of the priſes taken before and ſince our coming, I muſt now returne 
my real acknowledgment of thos high and unmerited favours I have received from your 
honour as well formerly as at preſent for according to your honour's deſire and aſſurance of 
me of the ſcoutmaiſter's place, it is now performed, and I have my commiſſion ; for which 
in yours to him, which I ſuppoſe wil be by the next, I humbly beg your thanks to him. 


J further beg your favour in commanding ſome of your ſervants to ſend what foraigne but 


eſpecially Spaniſh intelligence you thinke fit; and what inſtructions further than what

You might perhaps thinke mee too affectionate in what I repreſented of danger here ; 
but knew you his 12 and the parts aboute it, and how ealily in a very few daies an army 
of 20000 horſe and foote might bee raiſed and furniſhed with all thinges, and in what a 
p redneſs, without any thing to make any conſiderable reſiſtance, the hearts of men are 
2 ſuch a deſigne, you would as much haſten to ſecure it as any citty in England, 
except London, and bee more forward therunto then any here to deſire you.

whoe ſeem to bee of quallity, they pull their hatts over their eies, and ſoe have been ob- 
ſerved. | | 

Though the port hath had his highneſs order to ſtopp ſuſpicious perſons, yet within two 
or three dayes ſome Iriſh rebells, whoe have been at Spayn, and returned, were permitted to 
depart for Ireland. It is now more ſtrickt, and noe doubt manie dangerous perſons haveinge 
recourſe hither, upon diſcovery made of their deſignes, might (upon this ſtopp) bee ſe- 

laffcient, the garriſon being ſoe weake, that it dares not at- 
tempt it, leaſt the multitude flie out, and all be endangered. Whilſt contrivances are, and 
matter for deſignes you will fee it much conduceing to ſafetie, that ſoe conſiderable a place 
as this as to all thinges bee in a conſtant condition of ſecurity; and thoſe, whoe otherwiſe 
repreſent it, you'l find them at long run 8 when it is too late) noe friends to the 
publique.

May IT PLEASE YOUR HIGHNES, 


T HIS day early in the morneinge I came into Saliſbury, where I mett a partie of horſe, 
which come from Winſor by your highnes commaund, and after ſome diſcourſe 
which I and a quartermaſter which comaunded them had, our meetinge here fell 
out to be one and the ſame buſines; uppon which we went unto the poſtmaſter's houſe, 
and haveing mett with him, we directed our diſcourſe concerninge coll. ackſbey, in which 
we tooke him aparte, and told him the ſadd conſequence, which would follow, if he knew 
where he were, and would deny him ; but could not gett any acknowledgment from him, 
that he knew where he was, or had hard from him a long tyme; ſoe that he is gone backe to 
Winſor with that partie of horſe, according to your highnes order. Iam informed by ſome 
of the inhabitants of this cittie, that it would be convenient for ſome horſe to be quartered 
hereabouts, for there hath byn ſome, which have. not byn aſhamed to ſhew themſelves in 
young Tarquin's cullours, and alſoe here hath byn ſeveral declarations ſcattered upp and 
downe theiſe parts (as I am informed by creditable and honeſt perſons.) The tendencie 
thereof is to exauſperate the ſpiritts of the people againſt your highneſſe and your pre- 
ceedings. But I humbly conceave and judge this thing rather to be relicts of major 
Wildman's familie. I have made it my endeavours ſince my comeing forth to try the 
ſpirits of the people as to theiſe preſent tymes, and I muſt confeſſe really, I have not 
mett any that I have found diſſatisfied either with your perſon or with your proceedings; 
for all the feare that is uppon the ſpirits of the generallitie of the people, is, that if God

Sayd the inn-keeper therupon, 
you are the man, your name is Maſſey. Hee endeavoured to put it of ; but paying the 


reckoning called for a chamber, and then ſent for Lockſton, and confeſſed himſelf to bee 
the man, and told him, he had been privately 10 dayes in Briſtoll, and had heard 


great matters of treaſon urged againſt him, but to London hee was bound, to anſwer 
all, haveing, as hee ſaid, the lord protector's letter; only hee would goe by the way 
of Glouceſter to ſee ſome friends firſt ; and deſired him to convey him in the way 
thither, which hee did. This Lockſton himſelfe gave account of to an honeft man, from 
whence I received it. For the other, the barber that trim'd him, is ſtill of opinion, that it 
is the duke of Vork: his man being ſomewhat in drink ſayd, that his maſter had left his 
mother in France, and did little think wher hee was now ; which when his maſter had 
heard, hee ſhould ſay, he called for the meate, being but halfe ready, and a reckoning, and 
departed. Since that wee have intelligence of two places wher hee hath been. 


Wee have every day confirmations of what wee ſignified concerning the deſigne here to 


bee executed. This day 24 new muſquets and 10 pikes were informed to bee in one houſe on 
the bridge, the cheife place whence the late tumults and inſurrections in the citty have 
ariſen, which the man of the houſe being examined, hath. confeſt. Wee hear of ſome 
perſons of quallity, that the laſt night made a remove out of the ſuburbs of this citty. 
Certaynly very many of quallity were here, waiteing for the execution of the deſigne ; 
and I am aſſured, that had the deſigne took, tueſday night laſt the riſeing had been here, 
for beſides what I have already intimated to you, and might further add now, but cannot, 
becauſe the poſt is departing, thoſe 400 horſe (wherof many were officers of the King's) 
came in that night upon pretence of the buriall of the Lady Newton (whoſe ſon is a no- 
torious cavileer) and juſt as they came by the caſtle gate, a reake of hay in the graft was 
ſet on fire, which made ſuch a ſmother, that the gate of the caſtle could not bee ſeen. 
Yeſterday major Boteler with his owne and captain Robinſon's troop marcht into this 
towne, and ſome other men have viſited him, and alſoe diſcourſed. I ſhewed him your 
letter, and brought the man to him about Maſſey. I intend to waite upon him to Henton's 
to examine the buſines further. Wee ſhall be as vigilant as wee can, and you'l find it ſea- 
ſonable to put this place in a condition of ſecurity. As any thing occurs, that is fit for 
your notice, you ſhall have an account. Major Boteler defir'd me to preſent his ſervice to 
you.

and that litle acquaintance I have with you. And what I ſhall here tranſcribe, is only 
to give you a proſpecte of the condition and temper of Briſtoll, ſpecially at this tyme it 
lyeth under fo many accuſations touchinge a malignant plot, togather with many tumults, 
broyles, and abuſes offered to godly, people, through the privitie or negligence of the 
magiſtrates, with other miſdemeanours, &c. which hath juſtly cauſed his highnes to ſende 
downe to ſee, whether it be 1 1 to the cry thereof, which this citty takes as 
a ſpeciall favour from him, as alſo for ſendinge ſoe worthy a gentleman, ſoe ſounde in 
his principles to religion, and of ſingular integritie and impartialitie, by whome the 
truth of all may be made knowne. es 

Truly fir, I doe not delight in ever ſcriblinge, as alſoe knowing my diſtance, but in a 
modeſt way to informe you of the ſtate of thinges, beinge grieved to ſee what diviſions are 
amongſt us, and alſoe to thinke how ever and anon his highnes and the councell are 
awakened with untrue ſuggeſtions from diſcontented ſpirits to provoke them to reflect with 


jealous eye upon this place. 
a * al — this to your honour, that the people here are of the ſame nature and 


complexion with the other parts of the nation, where are good and bad; and ſuch as are 


under all formes of religion. 

As for magiſtrates, I ſay, for them, as for a greate many more in Englande, it weair happe, 
if all places had ſuch, and foe qualified as the ſcriptures require; but we muſt waite for the 
greate day of Jezreell to ſee that and other thinges reformed. However this is reall truth, 
that all good people under any forme of religion whatſoever (quakers excepted) have as 
much freedome and quiet without diſturbance in this place, as in any place in England” 
beſides. And as to the magiſtrates, they are ſoe carefull in the government of the place, 
that wee live in as much quiet, good order, and civillitie, as any other people, and are 
generally in as much conformitie to the lawes and ordinances, as any cittie or corporation 
whatever, and have as little publique diſtempers amongſt us. ; 

As touchinge any plott from the old malignant principle, or fermentinge any ugly hu- 
mour tendinge to the . miſchefe by any perſons in this place, though I cannot be 
ſure of men's hartes, yet I am confident by all obſervations, that there is as litle procli- 
vitie in the malignants of this place to any new broyles as in any place of the nation ; 
neither can I diſcerne any ſymtome or indication of any plottinge or deſigne. For the 
truth is, our malignants, and newters, and all ſorts are now ſoe ſetled againe in their trade 
fince the act of Oblivion, and by reaſon of peace and quiet the cittie increaſeth in trade, 
that ſoe they may get money (which is moſt ſoveraigne to them) and be in quiet, they 
will be far hi any new plots. ES: 

And truly, fir, his highnes may be confident, here are many godly people, that doe ſoe 
love, honour, and pray for him, together with many well affected people (though not liſted 
amongſt the quakers proſelites) who are ſoe radicated in the good old principle againſt ma- 
lignants, and doe ſoe minde the peace of the nation, and their own ſecuritie, as to life and 
eſtate, whoſe eyes and ears are ſoe intent upon the evill pm. that if they ſaw the leaſt 
— by words, gefture, or actions towards any villanie, his highnes ſhould quickly 

eare of us. 

And whereas it was informed, the plot was ſuch, as the garriſon- officer durſt not enter 
upon the diſcovery of it without more ſtrength, I muſt needs avouch this for truth, if 
he had acquainted either the magiſtrates or any honeſt man of it, he might have had 


4 or 500 men quickly to aſiſt him. 


The cittie hath been very quiet a greate while, and that buſineſs at Worceſter made a 
good, experiment of the temper of our malignants, who weare ſoe far from plottinge, 
that they ſhewed a good forwardnes to opoſe the enemys; and though I had litle cauſe, 
as 2 to ſpeake favourably of malignants, yet for truth's ſake I ſay what I doe. 

I thall acquaint your | honour of two cauſes of our diſtempers, and howe they began. 
Upon the late ellection of Burgeſſes here, there weare two perſons whome you know 
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A. D. 1664. chat ſtood for it; but having receaved a canvas, and diſapoynted at Whitehall alſoe, it bred 
an extreame feud betwixt them and the magiſtrates themſelves ; which coare remayn- 
inge in their hartes, they waite occaſions to blaſt the cittie by all poſſible meanes. 


The other cauſe is the comeinge of the quakers, who with their franticke doctrines have 
made ſuch an e on the mindes of people of this cittie and places adjacent,

the ſt hands that may be. As ſoone as I came in hither on tueſday laſt, I was preſently _ 
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that it is wonderfull to imagin, and hath alſoe made ſuch a rent in all ſocieties and reſatio 

which, with the publique afront offered to miniſters and magiſtrates, hath cauſed ſuch, 
a deviſion, I may fey a mere antipathy amongſt the people, and conſequently many broyles 
and affronts; theſe quakers being countenanced by the officers of the garriſons and ſome 


other diſcontented perſons, who are latelie led aſide by theſe lunaticke doctrines, have taken 


the advantadge to repreſent all theſe thinges and plotts, and the ill government of the ma. 
geſtrates, which is untrue, oY. 9 

Theſe premiſes have beene traviſed by the honeſt major, who is I beleeve ſenſible of our 
condition. I humbly pray your excuſe for this prolixitie. 

I ſaw your letter to frends here, which encouraged me to trouble you with theſe. 
I ſhall be ſpareinge hereafter ; only if I know any thing of publique prejudice, ſhal he 
bould to give you notice, if 1 ny not be accompted buſſy. Sir, this is only to your 
owne breaſt, with many thankes for furtheringe my warrants. I remayne

8 INCE my coming home, as well by my owne obſervation as by the relation of many 
others, I have fully ſatisfied myſelfe, that major Butler hath moſt impartially proceeded 
here in the examination of what his highneſs referred to him. Indeed his deportment in the 
management of this buſineſs hath been every way ſuitable to the carecter, that both your 
ſelfe and others gave of him, and much to the honour of his highneſs. I ſhall not trouble 
your honour with the relation of the tranſactions ſince the forces came hither, but leave the 
narrative thereof to be made by the major himſelfe, which doe preſume wil be by this poſt; 
only ſhall in generall thus much humbly acquaynt your honour, that wee hope the major is 
ſo fully informed upon his ſtrict inquiry of the peceablenes and conformity of the citty under 
his highnes government, of the protection and encouradgment of godly and ſober Chriſtiens 
of all formes and judgments, of the falſity and frivolouſneſs of the informations and com- 
pleynts both againſt magiſtrates and people of this place (not any one of them being 
proved) that the repreſentation, which ſhal be made by him, may (by God's providence) 
prove a mercy to this citty, be a cleere vindication of the innocency and faithfulneſs of 
the magiſtrates and inhabitants, and in due time may render us a people to be more in- 
truſted by his highneſs, and to be better capable for receiving ſome further markes of his 
favor in reference to the reſtoration of our lands in the caſtle and other rights of the 
citty. Truly, fir, I looke on it as ſomewhat providentiall to myſelfe, that what I have 
often nd on the behalfe of this place, doth on due examination apeare to be altogether 
true. If his highneſs ſhal be pleaſed to ſettle the militia here, 23 may be in- 
truſted as will be moſt faythfull; or if to continue the Wyall fort, yet ſhall humbly offer 
for the publick intereſt, that the government and chardge thereof be in future committed to 
the care of ſuch perſon or perſons, which may hold a better correſpondency with the magiſ- 
trates, and not be a matter of ſuch diviſions amongſt us here, or ſhould by their actions 
alienat affection from preſent power or countenancers of them.

May IT PLEASE YOUR HIGHNESS, 


I Shall now preſent your highneſs with a faithfull narrative of the diſtempers of this 
lace, having very fully informed myſelfe both of the cauſe and continuance of them from 
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JOHN THURLOE ESQ, &c. 


by the deputyes of the caſtle and fort, with mr. Holliſter and captaine Biſhopp, who pre- A. D. 1654: 


begann to declare their ſadd greivances, and many other godly and well-affetted peo- . 
—_— had (they ſaid) ſuffered much from the magiſtrates and —— other diſaffected 
ple of this place; they were pleaſed to ſpend 2 houres time at leaſt, heaping one com- 
laynt upon another againſt them. The next morning they were with me againe, .going 
— and over the ſame things. I would onely give them a patient hearing, which indee 
they had and mr. mayor and his brethren being deſired to ſpeake with me, I went to them 
from whome I received a profeſſion of their innocency as to all that had beene complayned 
of againſt them, as alſo multiplied complaynts againſt the firſt complaynants. And by this 
tyme I perceived how impoſlible it would be for me to give your highneſs an impartiall 
account of matters betwixt them, unleſs I could get both partyes together, which 1 did 
endeavour and effect betweene the magiſtrates of their towne, captain Watſon and captain 
Beale ; (but mr. Holliſter and C. Biſhopp I founde indiſpoſed to the motion, who tould 
me, they ſent not to your highneſs about the execution of theiſe matters; but that you 
would be pleaſed to ſend ſome ſtrength hither to ſecure the intereſt of the commonwealth, 
and hall it not expedient to go with the two captains) who when they came together, 
begann to object many things againſt one another. After a while, to prevent confuſion, I 
entreated the captains to beginn againe, and enumerate theire greivances one by one; 
and deſired the other party to anſwer them in like manner, which was conſented to; 
and ſo I obteyned à diſtin& hearing of every particuler ; and truly, my lord, I muſt 
ſay, that of thoſe many things, which were alleadged againſt the mayor and aldermen 
(which 1 beleive were more then had been complained of to your highnes) not one of 
them could be proved againſt or faſtened upon them, but they did evidently acquitt them- 
ſelves of the * It would be abſurdly tedious for me to perticulerize things to your 
highneſs; nor could this paper conteyne them; but captaine Robinſon will ere long be 
in London, who (with ſome other officers) was preſent at all the debates, and can, if your 
highneſs command it, give you a particular and exact account of all. In the meane tyme 
I may aſſure your highneſs, that with ſome greife and ſhame on the behalfe of my fellow 
officers eſpecially, I am forced to let you know, they have carryed things very impru- 
dently, and to the diſhonour of relligion, yur highneſs, and army; and I muſt needs ſay, 
that it hath beene onely the goodneſs of God, that ſuch carriages have not begotten 
more then animoſityes from this people. As for C. Biſhopp, I ſhould think your high- 
neſs knowes him well enough without any character of myne ; though thus much I could 
have informed concerninge him, before I came hither, that whatever he may complayne 
of as to other men's diſaffections, as to the preſent government, there's no man hath ex- 
reſt more againſt it then himſelfe (as in other places) fo eſpecially not long ſince at Marl- 
bank in mr. Hughs his houſe, where his laviſhe tongue was by an honeſt inhabitant of 
the ſame towne well reproved. And truly, my lord, I did in my chamber here tell him 
retty roundly of it, and the continuall flutters and ſtirrs he makes up and downe, now 
he is turned halfe a quaker, onely to have a party to make a litle oppoſition with to the 
towne. Poore mr. Holliſter I think is utterly carryed away with them, and ſo are many 
others, among which ſome honeſt people. But your highneſs would wonder, if you did but 
perfectly know their carriages heere, that any ſober Chriſtian ſhould be befooled with them, 
moſt of them being filled with rage and rayling againſt all diſſenters good or badd. It is 
moſt certeine, the diſturbances they have made in the publique places here have cauſed 
ſeverall woomen to miſcarry, and brought other inconveniencyes upon others. And they 
ceaſe not to affront the magiſtrates and miniſters both, calling them names not to be named 
in the open ſtreets ſometymes, rayling againſt them in their teachings, (which indeed are ſcarce 
any thing els) and by letters; and one of the miniſters here was not onely much miſ- 
called, but pulled and pinched by one of them as he went up and downe the ſtreets. And 
how greatly muſt it needs reflect (more then upon themſelves) that C. Watſon and C. 
Beale (not to name the other two) ſhould ſo much and ſo farr countenance and abett this ſort 
of principle. I meane not (my lord) to protect them onely, for that the magiſtrates (be as 
badd as they will) did do, whileſt they were peacible. It's no ſmall greife to the people of 
God up and downe the nation, to ſee ſuch lightneſs of ſpirit ſtill here and there among 
us. One would thinke all the wynds of God's diſpleaſure, that have beene rayſed againſt 
us one tyme after another, ſhould have blowne away our chaffe ere now; but it is not ſo. 
But I ſhould not forgett to add, to confirme your highneſs in the truth and impartiallity of 
the repreſentation I have made to your highneſs both of perſons and things beforementioned, 
that I have had to the ſame effect an account from the moſt ſober men both of the towne 
and out of it, as mr. Knowles, mr. Evans, mr. Powell, mr. Blackwell, major Harper, mr. 
Bramley, and ſeverall others; and by the teſtimoney of theiſe it doth appeare (and 
could not be denyed by capt. W. C. B. &c.) that till the quakers made ſuch publique diſ- 
turbances, here hath beene all liberty and protection given to men's exerciſings privately and 
publiquely under whatever formes, and will be ſtill, and as great teſtimony hath been 
given of the ſubmiſſion and obedience of this citty to the preſent government, though it 
may

to me, and is like to be many dayes ſenſure. But I have putt on this peice 

againſt it, that I have written the very truth. It may be your highneſs will 
I mould fay ſomthing concerninge caſtle and fort. Truly the firſt thing

I muſt likewiſe acquaint your highneſs, that the party I ſent to Chepſtowe caſtle, are retum- 
ed without John Wyldman's ſervant, having eſcaped thence the very next morninge after he 
came in. Capt. Nicholas his deputy would ſeeme to excuſe the matter, by alledging, that 
he was not named priſoner lin the letter my lord writt to him; the reaſon whereof 
was, becauſe he (citing your highneſs order) would onely mention John Wyldman, as it did. 
But, my lord, there is a ſufficient fe, that the corporall, as he was bid, tould the de- 
puty of the caſtle, that he was equally guilty with his maſter ; and that he was to ſecure 

im, and keep him from any ſpeech with his maſter; and the officer I now ſent for him 
ſaies, the enſigne did acknowledge as much to him. I ſent away a party with the ſame 
officer that apprehended him before, to ſee if he might light on him at the ſame place 
againe; but leaſt he miſs, if your highneſs ſend to his father's houſe, an apothecary, livinge 
next doore to the King's Head in Black-Fryers, he may be had there very probably.

1 HAVE given his highneſs ſo tedious an account of ſuch things he commanded me 
here, that I had not roome nor confidence to ſay more to him at this tyme. But I would 
humbly begg the favour of you to know and ſignify his pleaſure concerning the recruiting our 
troopes to an hundred; that if he continue of that mynde, we may be endeavouring ſome- 
thing in it. I confeſs I have done nothing yet, for that I was a — in theiſe 
and could not get ſuch men as I might elſewhere; and yet I would be loath to call any 
men from their callings and familyes, unleſs there were moſt abſolute neceſſity, and 
might aſſure them pay. And rather then fill up our with ſuch as we know not to 
be honeſt confiding men, ſome of us had rather adventure our lives with thoſe we have already. 
I ſhall be at Marlbrough thurſday night with theiſe two troopes againe. You may pleaſe 
to direct your commands thither. I hope T ſhall leave this towne in a peacible ſtate. 
Indeed, fir, let them be as badd as ſome would make them, yet ſure I am, they have had 
farr moft cauſe to complayne; and I thinke it very _ his highneſs ſhould let them 
know he beleives not of them as they have beene repreſented. I beſerch you, fir, preſent 
my humble fervice to ſir G. Pickering.

Erewith is a duplicate of my laſt to your honour, written from Vologda, Which was 
ſent from hence to Riga about ſix weeks paſt, and went under cover to the Ruſſia 


OT 8 will give your honour advertiſement, that from the ſeaventh of November, that I 
came to Vologda, unto the ſixth of January the vayvode of that citty had not the leaſt 
notice of the ſafe delivery of any of the ſeveral letters he had 9 me to have ſent the 
emperor, by expreſſes and other conveyances, in them giving his 1 to underſtand 
the tyme of my arrival to that cittye. Nor was I certaine, when I ſhould have his order 
to come forward. I therefore reſolved to ſend a gentleman expreſsly to his majeſty with 
my letter; but the governor of Vologda would not condeſcend thereunto, nor lett me have 
poſte for him. Soe being putt from that my intention, I ſent an expreſſe to an Engliſh 
merchant, John Hebden, that dwells in this citty's new ſuburbs (the place where all 
ſtrangers live) with my letter to him, as alſo myne for the emperor, to delivered to 
the fig chancellor of the poſſeſco office (the place where ambaſſadors, foreign miniſters 
and ſtrangers make their addreſſes;) but Hebden being ſo much engaged in his majeſtic's 
ſervice, durſt not doe it for jealouſie theſe miniſters might have of him of intelligence 
with me; ſo returned me my letter by my expreſſe. Upon his retorne to Vologda, I ſent 
a gentleman from the preſtave (the man that had me in conduction from Archangell to 
that governor) to tell him, that I thought much of my longe ſtaye there, and to deſire 
him to take it into conſideration; whereupon he ſent for the chancellor of that imperial 
office, and taking councill of him reſolved to lett my preſtave follow the order he had 
from the governor of Archangell, which was to bringe me to the village Mutiſhia, fiveteen 
verze from hence; and then came to the poſſeſco office, there to deliver his letter to the 
high chancellor, and to receive his orders how further to —— with me; ſo that ſatur- 
day 6th of January I departed Vologda, and arrived at Mutiſhia mundaye morning gth 
courrant: from whence my preſtave came hether, and returned back the morning following, 
with order from the chancellor to bring me heather, that an houſe ſhould be provided for 
me, but defired to be excuſed, that I could not be received in the ſame manner as 
miniſters of kings and great princes, in the quality I ame ſent from his higneſſe, lord 
protector, to the emperor (the cuſtome is to be received about a myle out of the citty) who 
was expected there that daye (which was true) and that all officers and people of the 
citty were ordered to goe forth of it for his majeſtie's reception; but by reaſon of ſeveral 
ſtations that he made at places of devotion, he came not into the citty till the 10th. 
The emperor, the young prince, daughters, and the emperor's ſiſter, came in the day 
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before. His majeſtie's entry was noe great matter for pompe. There went forth to 


this incounter about 8000 cittizens, (there is yet a very ſmall number of people of that 
great multitude there was before the contagion) ſome 500 ſtrangers, officers, and others 
of the army. The Hollanders and Hambourgers merchants went alſoe forth in 
this incounter, and preſented his majeſtie with a ſilver gilt cupp, with 300 dockats in 
it; and they all kiſſed his hand at the entry of the gate, where the emperor came in. 
There mett him the Patriarch and all the clergy; from whence his majeſty came bare- 
headed, and all the clergy, except the patriarch (who wore his crowne or miter) untill they 
came to their chief church (having made ſome little ſtay at ſeveral places of devotion by 
the waye) and from thence was conducted to his pallace. 

From the 6th currant, that I arrived here, I ſtayed till the 15th, untill I was ſent 
for by the emperor; and then was to go to his majeſty in all haſt, not having given 
me an hower's warning, to make me ready; but then came a contradiction and order 
to ſtay till the next morning. The faid 15th in the afternoone, the above-named Hebden 
came to me, and told me, that he was appointed by the emperor to be interpreter betwixt 
his majeſty and me. Whereupon 1 communicated to him the ſpeech I intended to 
make to the emperor, that Hebden might be the readier to interpret it, who then de- 
parted from me, went and certified what he had ſeene to the chancellor, who that even- 
ing ſent Hebden to me with a long lift of titles the emperor hath aſſumed to himſelfe; 
and to deſire me, that I would give them to his majeſtie in my ſpeech, to which I anſwered, 
that the tyme was ſoe ſhort before my audience, that it was impoſſible for me to retayne 
them in my memory. Moreover that I could not alter thoſe, that were on his highneſs's 
letter to his majeſtic; but when his highneſſe ſhould be informed of them, without all 
queſtion, when another occaſion ſhould preſent to write to his majeſty, they would be 
given him; and on theſe termes we remayned till the next morning, when the gentleman 
of the emperor's horſe, that waits on me (who in this office is called a preſtave) came 
with an high ſledd of the emperor's for my ſelfe, and two of his horſes for two of my 


gentlemen to ryde on, other two ſtood in the fore e of my fled, (he that ſtood Gin 
Vol. III. = Y 7 OY the 
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A. D. 1654. the right hand carried his highneſſe lord protector's letter aloft open, holding it in , 
peice of crimſon taffata) myſelf and the preſtave (he on my right hand) in the body of 
the fled, and two of my ſervants in livery behind. Before I departed the houſe where 
I am lodged, the preſtave told me, he had order from the chancellor to tell me, that 
it was not the cuſtome for ambaſſadors or other publique miniſters of foreign princes 
to go to his majeſty with ſwords; that I ſhould leave it; but that I might weare my 
belt; but rather than goe with my belt alone, I thought beſt to leave it with my ſword. 
My gentleman and ſervants wore theirs untill we came to the poſſeſco office, where they 
left them, until we returned from the emperor. TS Ms ; 

In my going to the emperor, there went firſt two of his majeſtie's foldiers a ho 
then my two gentlemen in like manner; and then our fled. When we came to the gate 
of the caſtle (which is about a mile in circuit) there ſtood from thence to the palace. 
gate, on both ſydes, 36 companys of muſqueteers with their collours, ſome of them in 
red, others in green, blew, and white coates. When we came to 1 * office, 
we quitted our ſled and horſes — office is ſome 40 paces ſhort of the pallace gate) and 
went in there; and whilſt I was there, Hebden came to me from the chancellor, and told 
me, that his majeſty was contented I ſhould omitt the 1 all his titles, and only 
ſay, as preſently ſhall follow; deſiring that brevity of ſpeech, becauſe that his majeſty 
was to give audience to the Swedes commiſſary (foe he tearmed that miniſter that 
crowne hath here ;) and having op" in that office above haulf an hower came in order to 
goe to the emperor.

His majeſty was in a 
veſt of cloth of gold with long hanging ſleeves, and lyned with ſables. His capp of pur- | 
ple velvet lyned with fables, and imbroidered with pearle ; and in his left hand a Kate By 
about a yard and half long, and a finger's bigneſs, beſett with pretious ſtones ; and on the x 
topp of it a crofſe. On his right hand ſtood his brother. in- aw, Burris Juaneuich Moy- 
ron, and on the left Elia Danetowich his father-in-law, both of them bare headed, and # 
in red veſts. At the lower end of the room ſat twelve or fourteen noblemen, counſellors SH 
of ſtate, in veſts of cloth of gold and capps of blacke foxes ſkins all alike. The chan- . 
cellor on the right hand of the e went to and from his majeſty to me, and ſome B 
twenty or more gentlemen were behynd me with theire capps on. 

When I came juſt before the emperor, and had done in laſt reverence, I was bid by 
the chancelor and Hebden to ſpeake, when I ſayd the inſuing words preſfiſly : great mo- ; 
narch ! His highneſſe Oliver lord protector of the high and moſt potent commonwealth F 
of England, Scotland, and Ireland, and the dominions therunto belonging hath ſent hither | 
by me William Prideaux his meſſenger to your imperial majeſty, great lord, emperor, and 
great duke Alexſea Michaylowich of the greater and leſſer Ruſſia (ſoe he will have and 
not of all Ruſſia) ſelfe-upholder, and of many other dominions lord and monarch, to 
whom his highneſſe ſendeth greeting. That being ſpoken in Ruſſe by Hebden, I ſub-

He ſpoke again to the chan- 
cellor, and he to Hebden, that his majeſty did alſo grace my fower gentlemen to kiſſe his 
hand; which when they had done, his majeſty ſpoke agayne to the chancellor, and he to

There hath bine of late a faction betwixt the emperor's people and the Pales. Th 
night ſett on a quarter of their enemys, and putting them in confuſion, they took thei 
Rufes which cauſed much mortality amongſt themſelves. The day 4 
ring the Poles continued the fight, which laſted two days, and had the better of the 
Ruſſes, taking from them ſome ſmall peices of cannon, which they had, and killed about 
4000 of their men; of which two Scotch colanels, and other officers, ſtrangers. *Tis 
credibly beleived, the emperor will haye a hard taſke of it this yeare ; for that we under- 
ſtand the king of Poland and Reginel will be very rang. Te is thought that the Crim 
Tartar will aſſiſt the Pole with 60000 Tartars. His maſter intends to goe into the field 
very ſpeedily.

Middleton, 
and ſome of the Thiſtlethwaits, and divers others, were, in order to the execution of 
the ſaid plot, met together at Saliſbury, upon monday the 12th inſtant. But a poſt came 
into Saliſbury that afternoon, giving them notice, that the plot was diſcovered ; and the 
word was given, every man ſhift for himſelf ; whereupon they preſently diſperſed to their 
ſeveral houſes, and he returned to col.

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The information of John Stradling of Chedſey in the county of Somerſet, gent. 
taken before major Boteler, Feb. 28, 1654. 


W HO faith, that upon thurſday was fortnight, being the 8th day of this inſtant, 
John Dowthwaite, in the county aforeſaid, ſent his letter to this informant, by 
one Robert Webber, of Chedſey aforeſaid, huſbandman, from the market at Bridgwater, 
charging the ſaid Robert to deliver it with his own hand, which he did. The ſubſtance 
of which letter was, that this informant ſhould meet the ſaid Dowthwaite at Enmore, 
the day following in the afternoon, without fail, as he tended his future happineſs ; and 
accordingly this informant went to Enmore, and met him at the inn there, according to 
the time appointed; and the ſaid Dowthwaite took him out of the houſe into the back- 
fide, and there told him, ſaying, couſin John, there is a private deſign intended, which 
I am not to diſcloſe unto you as yet; but as you tender your good, provide yourſelf horſe 
and arms to meet me at John Morſe's houſe in Aſhcott, where others are to meet me ac- 
cording to their appointment about 7 or 8 a clock; where and when this informant 
met him, but Buff tüm alone waiting for the reſt of his comrades coming as he ſaid; 
and we tarried there for them till about 10 of the clock; and ſeeing they came not, he 
rſuaded me to go along with him, leaving a note behind him at the ſaid John 
Morſe's, that captain Stephen Dyer (who ſojourns at the ſaid John Morſe's) ſhould 
come after him; and ſo this informant and the ſaid Dowthwaite rode along together all 
that night, and in the morning early they came to the houſe of one mr. John Bayley, a 
ſequeſtered miniſter, living within two miles of Frome in Wilts, and the ſaid Dowthwaite 
knocked at the door, and called to the ſaid Bayley, who came very haſtily down ſtairs, 
with his ſtockings in his hands, and bade them very welcome; and preſently the ſaid 
Dowthaite and Bayley went aſide in the kitchin, and had private communication together; 
then came into the hall again, and deſired this informant to walk into the kitchen, and fit 
down by the fire with them; and preſently John Dowthwaite deſired mr. Bayley, that he 
would uſe a means, that he might ſpeak with one major Leveridge preſently ; and the 
ſaid Bayley anſwered, that the major had appointed to meet him that morning, to ſee 
a cock-ſparring, and the ſaid Bayley went out from them, and about two hours after the 
major-came in to them, and told them, the buſineſs was all undone; they were betrayed 
and diſcovered. And the ſaid major farther ſaid, that he had provided 19 men to be 
at his back; and that there would have been a ſtrong party, and they ſhould have ren- 
dezvouſed near Saliſbury, and the deſign was to have fallen upon Marlbrough horſe ; bur 
the deſign being diſcovered, he adviſed the ſaid Dowthwaite to ſpeed home, to avoid ſuſ- 
picion of being from home at that time. And a little before the ſaid Dowthwaite and this 
informant went away, mr. Bayley came in again, who told them, he did call the ſaid 
major privately from the company, where they were met at the ſaid cock-ſparring, and 
ſent him preſently to us. And this informant farther ſaith, that he aſked the ſaid Dowthwaite 
Vol. III.

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A. D. 1654. about the plot, as they two were coming to mr. Bayley's houſe, the reaſon why he would

go ſo far from home, if the deſign was ſuch a general riſing, as he had told this informant; 
he anſwered him, that he had rather go farther from home, if he ſhould do any miſchief 
or kill any body, chuſing rather to do it amongft ſtrangers, where he was not known. 
And that at their return to John Morſe's, who ſaid he looked for their coming back, for he 
had heard where he had been, there was a diſcovery of the buſineſs ; and he would not for 
100 J. he had been along with us. How we ſhould come off, he knew not; but if he had 
gone, he knew how to have come off, for he had a miſtreſs at London, and would have 
gone to ſee her, and would not have returned. And the ſaid Dyer told this informant, he 
was confident this was a plot of my lord protector's own deviſing; and that he had ſome 
of his owne agents in it, to diſcover ſuch as had an hand in the buſineſs. And farther this 
informant ſaith, that he aſking John Dowthwaite, who ſhould fall in upon our parts, mean. 
ing Somerſetſhire, he anſwered, that col. Francis Wyndham had undertaken it, and he 
was to fall upon Tawnton horſe, and fir Hugh Wyndham to affiſt him; and that fir John 
Greenfield was newly come down from London, on purpoſe to fall upon Plymouth, and 
to command thoſe parts. And that this deſign was firſt put on foot by the levellers, who 
were to be aiding and aſſiſting to the cavaliers ; and the Londoners were to fall upon the 
lord protector. And this informant aſking the ſaid John, what the king would do for 
garriſons, he anſwered, that Hull was to be delivered to him for his being there. And 
that the king was waiting at ſea for an opportunity; and the time appointed for the execy. 
tion of the whole buſineſs was tueſday the 13th of this inſtant (which the ſaid major alſo 
told him) and that on tueſday night at 12 a clock they ſhould have fallen in upon Mar]. 
brough horſe. And that this informant aſking him, what was become of col. Slingſby, 
he ſaid, he did believe he would be in the party before they fell on; and the ſaid Dowthwaite 
was the only man that drew this informant into the deſign.

May 1T PLEASE YOUR HIGHNESS, 


Was marched out of this place 10 miles towards Marlburgh yeſterday, met your high- 
1 neſs's meſſenger at one of the clock, and returned back againe to Briſtoll that night; 
and having acquainted the officers of the garriſon with your commands, in order towards 
the demoliſhing of the caſtle, I did alſo let the magiſtrates of the towne underſtand, that 
part of my letter, which referred to them, and eſpecially how well your highnes reſented 
their patient our towards all good people, erneſtly beſeeching them at all times to mani- 
feſt the ſame ſpirit, then the which J did aſſure them nothing could more indulge your 
highnes favour towards them. we lord, they defired to ee their humble thankfulneſs 
and duty to your highnes, as alſo their ſenſe of the great obligations you have allwaies layde 
upon them, to anſwer which they profeſs you may ever expect their readineſs to obey your 
hiighneſs with their lives and fortunes. This morning C. Watſon came downe to my 


lodging, and I finde him unwilling any thing ſhould be done towards the throwing downe 


the caſtle as yet. I ſhewed him what your highneſs commands were to me ; but he con- 
ceaves he himſelfe ſhould have an order from your highneſs or from the governor. I ea- 
ſily ſee what is in the bottome; but I am not willing to ſee. Indeed, my Lord, if your 
highneſs ſo pleaſe, I would humbly begg you would appoint ſome other perſon to overſee 
this work, or elſe C. Watſon himſelfe. There will be all reſpe& and civility had towards 
mrs. Scroope in the doinge of it; nor is there any feare of diſturbances or tumults. J 
ſhall ſtay here till it be made untenable ; and unleſs your highneſs ſee other cauſe, I 
would not ſtay longer; for tis a very deare place to our ſouldiers, and every way a 
badd horſe quarter. The magiſtrates have conſented mrs. Scroope ſhould take her owne 
tyme in the manſion-houſe ; and ſhee does very well underſtand your highneſs reſpect to 
her in this matter from me. The order, which ſhould have been incloſed to the deputy 
governor of Chepſtow, was forgotten. I humbly deſire it by the next poſt. I ſhall with 
all care and privacy performe your highneſs truſt in that perticuler ; but to ſend a partye 
to Chepſtow without your highneſs's order to the deputie, would be in vaine.

F I had noe other motive then my obligation to accknowledge the favours I receaved

RIicHT HONORABLE,

lieutenant coll. Maſon, lieutenant coll. Michel, lieutenant coll. Wilkes, and ſeverall others 
were alſo ingaged in this plot; and your perſon was, according to my relation, to be ſeized 
one by captain lieutenant Creſt, who to that purpoſe was prepared by captain Ward. That 
which was entreated of mee was, to ingage a party in this regiment, that ſo they might 
have free paſſage through this gariſon, and a party to joyne with them. This deſigne was 
to breake forth ſome tenn dayes ſince, by which time, as I was tould, the declarations of 


the grounds of this revolt, being now in the preſſe, would be ready. All this I thought 


my ſelfe obliged to impart unto your honor; and whether it prove true or fals in the 
execution, I beſeech you to take it as a duty from me, unto Which the ſecuryty of the 
commonwealth, and that of your perſon, hath obliged mee.

ſix, and ſince one to his highneſs in one to mr. Malin; but fince I underſtand I ought 
to have done itt to yourſelf, but whether mine have come to their hands, I know 
not, being they never made me the leaſt anſwer ; and I am ſure the matter was moſt 
conſiderable, would they have made uſe of itt as I gave directions; and out of my zeale to 
his highneſs welfare, I am not a little troubled, till you informe me how many of mine 
are come to theire hands, which be pleaſed to doe effectually and without faile by the next. 
I hope they are ſoe honeſt, that I need not repeate any thinge that I have already Written, 
but only proceed, and tell you, that in proſecution of it I therein intimated I have 
bona fide ſpent viis et modis above 200 piſtoles; and I cannot beleeve that his highneſſe wil 


have any ſerve him a looſer. There is ſomething of concernement now, that I cannot 


omitt to tell you, viz. that your governor of Dover muſt be either knave or foole; for 
he hath lately lett paſs Willmot and Philipps, Armerer, Halſey, and Daniel O Neil 
Some of them he reſtreined ſoe careleſly, as if it were a purpoſe for them to eſcape, 
eſpecialy the laſt. He or the ſearchers have connived att many's comming over of late, 
amongſt them mr. Jo. Seymour, mr. Trelawney, one mr. Roſs, mr. Manning, a Frenchman 
or two, all imployed in the capitall enemye's ſervice alſo one Griffin and Palmer ſervants 
of his, who are now all in England againe, acting theire bloody parts by his commands, 
and looke upon this for a truth. Since his removall from Colen he paſſed by this toune, 
and is Jurking in this iſland with Ormond, Blague, and 2 or 3 of his ſervants, Wentworth, 
one of the judge Heathe's ſonnes, one collonel Price, fir John Mince, as alſo lately Man- 
ning and one mr. Bennet, with one of the lord Coventrey's ſonnes are now in Middleberghe, 
but ſome of the later named I heare gon for England. It now behooves you to have 4 
care, and that a narrow ſearch be made for theſe perſons immediately in London or elſe 
where, for are pernicious and implacable enemyes to the peace and welfare of the na.

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OU may pleaſe to remember I ſent his highneſs an information of one mr. Gylls the A. P. 1654. 


laſt weeke againſt one Stradling, whome I have ſince apprehended and examined upon 


d information, who at the firſt denyed the whole; but the next morning he ſent me V 
ky the fort, (where he was ſecured) that he deſired to ſpeake with me. I ſent for P 


him, and aſked him, what he had to ſay to me. He tould me, he was now of another 
mind then he had beene laſt night, and would caſt himſelfe oy lord protector's favour 
and my interceſſion for it, and would freely and truly confeſs all that he knew „ 
the late plott, and accordingly pu me the incloſed information, which is ſubſcribed wi 

his owne hand, whereby you will ſee he hath made himſelfe a party in and guilty of the 
late horrid plott as well as others ; and he does acknowledge frequently he hath deſerved 
the utmoſt the law can inflict upon him for ſo great an offence, and does onely fly to his 
highneſs mercy, which I cannot but humbly ſu N for him, if his highneſs pleaſe to 
graunte it. I did upon his information preſently ſend for the ſeverall parties of horſe to 
apprehend the ſeverall offenders therein mentioned, and have taken major Leverſedge, 
mr. John Bayly, captain Dyer, and John Morſe, and kept them apart till I had examined 
them, and ſo ſhall do ſtill. They are very obſtinat, and ſcarce will be gott to anſwer. to 
any queſtion, though you will fee Dyer hath confeſt the plott was made knowne to him, 
and concealed by him, and he invited to it. Leverſedge will confeſs litle, though a man 
may reade guilt in his face (if that were any rule.) But Stradling did witneſs. to his face 
what he did charge him with in the information, and indeed ſtruck him with palpable 
feare and amazement. Leverſedge is a man of 300 l. per annum, and one that hath 
compounded for his eſtate heretofore. *** the ſequeſtred parſon is the moſt impudent 
wretch that ever I mett with; and hath craft to his confidence. I cannot gett any thinge 
out of Morſe worth the penning, though it ſeemes upon very probable grounds, that theire 
two houſes have been the common rendezvowez for carrying on the worke. As for John 
Dowthwayte (the very principall verb) I cannot light of him, though I have ſearched 5 or 6 


ſeverall gentlemen's houſes, where he uſes to ſculk, and came within two howers time of 
him at one mr. Sealick's houſe neere Bridgwater, in one of whoſe grounds he had turned 


up his tyred horſe (which we have taken) and is gone thence on foote. Bur Stradling tells 
me, he hath ſo great acquaintance with the malignant gentry, that he will be able to ſe- 
cure himſelfe againſt the ftrickteſt ſearch we can make. And on my word, ſir, we have 
gone many a weary ſtepp after him. Mr. Sealick, to whoſe houſe he was laſt traced, does 

rofeſs he is altogether ignorant of his roguery, and he is forth-coming to anſwer for him- 
fel if required. Sir Hugh Wyndham and collonel Francis Wyndham are both fledd upon 
it. I have had a party at both their places of aboad. Sir Hugh's lady did confeſs, 
her huſband was gone upon the alarme given by the taking of other gentlemen. I would 
humbly beg I might know, how his highneſs would have theiſe — — we have taken 
diſpoſed of. If not to London, I thinke Chepſtow would be a ſafer place for them then 
where they are. I have ordered the ſame officer to bring J. W. up to Whitehall, that 
tooke him (being a moſt carefull man) and the rather, for that it may pleaſe his highneſſe 
toaſke him ſome queſtions about his taking him %% facto, who can ſpeake pertinently. I 
ſuppoſe he will be with you on fryday night, and ſcarcely before, and he can tell you 
there was a moſt ſtrict charge given to the officer, who conveyed J. W. and his man to 
Chepſtow, that we ſhould informe the deputy governor, that man was equally guilty with 
the maſter, and they were both to be kept cloſe priſoners, and one from the ſpeech of the 
other, and all the party, which were neere 20, will witneſs, that my officer did deliver 
both maſter and man with that charge to the deputy governor. I cannot but ſpeak of 
this againe to purge both officers and ſouldiers Aae us from the guilt of ſo great a neg- 
lect as ſome body lyes under for the eſcape of the man. The caſtle is going downe apace 
now, and I hope peace making up as faſt, at leaſt ſeemingly ; though I feare there are 
ſom chores do yet remaine. But I hope, ſeeing I cannot Take them out (for grace muſt 


doe that) 1 I have buryed them ſo deepe, the effects of them will not ſoone appeare 


againe. I am verily perſuaded, his highneſs hath ſo farr oblieged this citty, by admitting 
of a faire and impartiall repreſentation of things, and teſtifying his credence thereto, which 
in my very harte was true in every perticular, that neither feare nor love ever made them 
ſo much the king's creatures, as this act hath made them his, though here very many that 


will adventure their all for him upon the beſt account. And if I thought heere to any. pur-

1 E laſt night after I came from Whitehall, mr. Read's keeper came to me, and 
informed me, that he had ſome grounds of ſuſpicion, that his priſoner was endez. 
vouring to make his eſcape ; firſt from ſeveral queſtions he put to him; ſecondly, for that 
he had a glaſſe of water ſent him of a pale ſea-greene colour, together with half a pound 
of bees-wax, and a cloth to make a ſerecloth, of which they that brought it pretended the 
water to be for to bath his legg, where he hath a bruiſe, and the ſearcloth to ſtrengthen 
his ancle, which he pretends is very weake, and fo limps as if he were gw lame; thirdly, 
he hath obſerved him for neere two houres this laſt evening to be with a light conſtant 
about his back window, his light being then out, and, as I beleive, he then gone to bed, 
I only appointed his keeper and one more to watch the laſt night under his window, but 
ſoe as not to give the leaſt ground of ſuſpition to him. This morneing I ſent for mr. Read, 
retending to ſpeake with him only about my fee, and ſeemingly was very angry, that he 
d not as yet taken care in it; and in that time ſent his keeper and one officer more into 
his chamber, and to bring me ſome of that ſea-greene water in a ſmall viall, and to take 
notice, if any thing was done to the iron barrs, which they did, and found, that about 
one of the barrs of iron he hath made a coffin of ſerecloth, which is filled with aqua- 


fortis, and that is now a working, and holding neere four ſpoonefulls of water. That the 


water they brought me being out of his glaſſe was aquafortis, or, as ſome call it, mercury 

water. Sir, I have returned him to his lodging againe, but have not taken the leaſt

Had not I met with the bottle of water, and alſoe found the water in a coffin of bees- 
wax, then eating one of the bars of his window, into which it had eaten a pretty way, he 
would not have confeſſed, that he intended to have made his eſcape ; for after I had done 
examaineing of him, and that he had ſcarce time to breath, but he imediately begun to cry 
out, that the water and wax was ſent him out of a deſigne and purpoſe to betray him. 
I have taken care of his ſecurity, as well in his lodging, as by putting on a pair of ſub- 
ſtantial ſhakles on him. I hat uſe all the meanes I can to find out from whotn he had his 
water, though I may confidently affirme, he hath not had commerce with any but his 
keeper, whom I know to be honeſt, and mr. Deane, ſince he came into the Tower. Sir,

Weymouth, March 5, 1655- 


Vol. xxiv, FF \HE mayor of the towne, captain Hurſt, the governor of Portland, captaine Green 
p. 87. that commaunds a frigatt, and cornett Brockhurſt, that belongs to — iſland, 
confeſſed to mee, that the ſouldiers demeaned themſelves very civilly without giving of 
fence to any; and the reaſon why they were deteyned, was purely uppon this account, that 

they came to ſearch for colonel Sexbey without an order in wrighting. 
The ſouldiers came unto Weymouth on the 2oth day of February laſt paſt, about 5 a 
clocke at night, made ſome enquiry at a diſtance, whether colonel Sexby were in towne or 
The grounds noe, They were told, that if he were in towne, he was at captain Arthur's houſe, (who 
re cauſe of js the grand cuſtomer of that place, but a man eſteemed of no good principle) for their 

uſpition, that . . 

Sexby was az he was ſervant to a lady, to whom for many yeares he had profeſſed friendſhipp, and many 
that time inthe people thought that it ſtill continued. One of the ſouldiers throwing afide his armes, ad- 
; dreſſed himſelf to the ſaid captaine's houſe in qualitie of a countryman, and knock at 
the dore, whereuppon a maid ſervant came unto him. The ſouldiers aſked her, whether 
colonel Sexby were in the houſe or noe, for he had a deſire to ſpeake with him. She re- 
plied, ſhe could not tell, but ſhe would in an inſtant informe him, and ſo went in and 
called mrs. Ford unto him, Sexbie's ſuppoſed miſtreſſe. When ſhee came, ſhe demaunded 
of the ſouldier his buſineſſe: hee told her, hee had a meſſage and letter to deliver to colonel 
Sexbie. She deſired to know from whom; the ſouldier anſwered, from a very good friend 
of the colonel, one mr. Hugh Courtney. Mrs. Ford ſaid, that the colonel was not within, 
but if he would leave the meſſage and letter with her, ſhe would take order to have it 
delivered unto him, that ſoe a time and place might be appoynted for them to meete. 
The ſouldier told her, that unleſs hee could ſee him, he would not deliver the letter, and 
Daly nia Toe departed. Imediately after this mrs. Ford calls. one Dudly unto her (who is deputy to 
to mee. captaine Arthur, and acts all things under him) and tells him, that their were troopes in 
towne enquiring after colonel Sexby: ſhee willed him to enquire, if he could, what was 
the buſineſs; and if he could learne it, ſhee deſired to be informed before any ſouldiers 
came down to the houſe to make ſearch after him. He promiſed he would make enquiry, 
and then went up to the inne where the ſouldiers quartered, and entered into diſcourſe 
Body fiele c with them. Hee told the ſouldiers, that hee knew their buſineſſe, and what it was they 
my ſouldiers, came about, and told them it was to apprehend Sexbie. And for his part he loved the 
dera dl. protector ſoe well, that he would aſſiſt Jon in the buſineſſe. He ſaid, that Sexbie was 
in towne, and at the houſe of captain Arthur ; and if they ſhould bee wiſe, and keep his 
councell, he would carry them to his very chamber dore; but he told them, that they 
muſt ſearch very well, for the houſe was large, and many by places in it, that without 2 
ſtrict ſcrutinie little good will bee done.

AM ſorry to heare any ſhould expreſſe their diſafection in any way of paſſion unto 
publick offence ; for ſurely *tis more the way of the Lord, in humility and patience to 
waite upon him, where there is diſſatisfaction in preſent diſpenſations and providences, then 
to manifeſt that, which the natural man is ſo apt to runn out into in theſe caſes. But there 
is a hand of the Lord in it, and wee are to waite upon him to know his mind therein; and 
be confident of this, that my lord's tenderneſs to good people, though diſatisfied, will re- 
turne with double mercy to himſelfe and government. And indeed his way, which I heare 
he labours in to give ſatisfaction to Chriſtians, is that, which wil be a ſingular bleſſing upon 
him. I am hopefull you will find the ſaintes to grow up unto more union and love: J 
am ſure therein wee have a choyce mercy heere. I underſtand by yours, that the foure 
courts are going up heere. I confes I am ftill of the ſame opinion the councell was of, that 
wee needed at preſent no more than a chancery and common plea; and I hope though you 
1mpower us to ſett up all the courts, you will leave the tyme for the doing thereof unto us. 
The charge wil be ſo extraordinary, and the difficultie to gett honeſt and able judges at 
preſent may, I preſume, be an argument againſt the ſetting up any more than the two 
former; but if our charge be increaſed, I hope you will alſo increaſe our revenew. Wee 
have now begun the buſines of our partial tranſplantation. The councel on a very ſerious 
debate doe thincke they have a power to tranſplant all that expect any benefitt by the quali 
fications by the act of ſettlement.

| I THE king do make known to all that ſhall ſee this my decree, that for as much as I have 


been pleaſed to reſolve to ſatisfy the Engliſh the loſſes, which they have received by rea-

in ordinary payments, or proportionably, as hereafter it ſhall be agreed upon, but with this 
condition and declaration, that notwithſtanding that the ſaid monies are to remain from 


this time forward in the hands aforeſaid, yet they ſhall not make the ſaid diviſion, or pay-

Exceptions taken by the petitioners to the king of Portugal's decree. 


1. The decree limits, that there be a ſeparation made of the half cuſtoms, which the 
Engliſh are obliged to pay to the alfandiga, which word alfandiga in the ſingular number 
the petitioners humbly conceive reſtrains the payment to be out of the cuſtoms of all other 

rts; and ſo near one half of all cuſtoms of Portugal is taken away, beſides all duties of 
-fiſh, which amount to a very great value; for that is paid in ſpecie, and never brought into 

e alfandiga. 
* The decree limits ſeparation to be made of all the half cuſtoms, which the Engliſh 
are obliged to pay; which words A = the Engliſh are obliged to pay] exclude the 

titioners from the half cuſtoms of all other people, fave the Engliſh, though members 
of the common-wealth, and inhabitants thereof; whereas the 25th article obliges the half 
cuſtoms of all goods whatſoever of the people and inhabitants of this commonwealth 
that trade to Portugal for payment. 

3. The words of the decree [quune of what goods ſoever they ſhall bring into that 
kingdom ;] which words [they ſhall bring] the petitioners fear will be made uſe of, to 
exclude them from the half cuſtoms of all goods brought into that kingdom, though for 
the account of the people and inhabitants of this commonwealth, if brought in by any 
other ſhipping of any other Nation, or by any other people in Engliſh veſſels. 

4. Again, thoſe words [into this kingdom] the petitioners conceive will be a ground 
for the king's officers to deny the petitioners the half cuſtoms of all goods exported. 

5. The decree 1s not, as the petitioners humbly conceive, agreeable to the words of the 
25th article, in the limitation of the commencement of the ſeparation ; the decree having 
ordered the ſeparation to begin from the date of the decree, whereas the 25th article ſays, 
it ſhall begin from the date of the treaty ; by which device the petitioners ſhall lofe near 
one whole year's cuſtoms, for that no fiſh, and but very few goods, will be brought into 
Portugal the remaining part of the year, being ſummer ſeaſon. 

6. Whereas the decree requires, that the Engliſh ſhall produce current papers in form, 
in the manner that is agreed upon in the 25th article of the peace, the petitioners under- 
ſtand not the Portugueſe meaning, by current papers in form, according &c. therefore they 
deſire the full meaning of the king of Portugal may be explained, the petitioners being 
doubtful what will ſatisfy the Portugueſe in that particular. 

7. The decree reciting the grounds of it to be to ſatisfy the Engliſh for their loſſes, 

and inſtancing in the freights of the ſhips of the Brazil company, are obliged to pay, it is 
thereby declared, that for the ſatisfaction of the aforeſaid, ſeparation ſhall be made of the 
half cuſtoms, the petitioners, owners of the ſhips, humbly conceive this to be contrary 
to the 2d of the 5 preliminaries recited in the 25th article, which ſays, that all monies 
and debts ſhall be reſtored in ſpecie; and therefore that debt ought to be paid by the ſaid 
company, who by charter-party were obliged to pay the ſame; and the other petitioners 
humbly conceive it to be a great damage to them, to charge ſo great a payment upon the 
cuſtoms, which will very much delay the payment of their debts. 
All which the petitioners humbly preſent and ſubmit unto your highneſs with this, that 
if payment ſhould be made according to the largeſt extent and acceptation, which the words 
of the 25th article will bear, the petitioners ſhould not be ſatisfied in leſs than 10 years, 
but according to this decree, they cannot be paid in 20 years.

I Thought good to give an accoumpt to you, that yeſterday Chriſtopher Shadforth, vol. xxiv. 
maſter of the Eliſabeth of Newcaſtle, came into this harbour. The ſarcher found p. 136. 
mr. Robert Marlay on board, who is the ſonn of fir John Marlay, ſometimes governor 
of Newcaſtle : being brought to me, faith, his father ſent him to his mother, who lives 
two miles of Newcaſtle.

Captain Palmer's and my owne, to this place, and doe thinke wee 
came very ſeaſonably, it being the aſſize, where are mett great concourſe of people more 
than is uſeally knowne to doe. I have ſecured major Robinſon and major Coleburne 
in this place, and would intreat your highneſs commandes for the diſpoſe of them, 
They are both notorious cavileeres, and very ſtout men.

I told 
him, that if hee would not by fare meanes, I would force them from him, and puniſh 
him alſoe, which I thincke would have bin the leaſt of his deſert, if hee had either con- 
cealed or ſould them. Hee is ＋ that the man will come for money for them, and 
feares, that he muſt paye him for the bookes. They come to the ſum of 40 or 50 l. hee 
deſired mee to ſave him harmleſſe. I told him, I would, and paye him very well, if hee 
would let me have a ſight of the man that ſent him the books, really beleiving, that hee 
appeares not ſo publique as his booke demonſtrates. I have ſent all the bookes to captain 
Whitby, who will preſent them to your highneſs, or to any, whom you ſhall appoint. 
In the interim I have ſent here incloſed a printed paper that goes along with the bookes, 
and a letter from Goſteloe to the bookſeller of Warwick. I have yet further to preſent 
unto your highneſs, that about three weeks ſince there did march thorrow Warwick about 
the dead tyme of the night ſeverall men armed with ſword and piſtolls, and in the day 


tyme likewiſe, who was judged to be rouges ; haveing notice of the ſame I ſent for 20 


horſe to guard in Warwick. Colonell Haukſworth and another did give mee this intelli- 
gence, but I did not reſt ſatisfied with that, but ſearcht unto the riſe of it, and ſpake with 
two men, one of which told me the ſame ; the other tells mee, that hee ſaw footmen 
goe thorrow the towne, luſty proper men, another night; and it is generally ſo ſayd by 
many, who, as they lye in their beds, heare them goe along the towne ; and that they 
march a land's length diſtance each from the other, when in the towne, and when out 
they ride immediately up togeather. It is thought they went towards the North, becauſe 
they went out at that end of the towne. It is ſayd, they have marched in this manner 


ſeverall tymes ; and yeſterday, as I was marching to this place, one over took mee, and told 


mee of a great meeting neere Warwick, pretending a football match, whereunto many 
did ride and goe all that night, and many cavileeres were ingaged in the ſame. Where- 
—_ I was forc't to ſend off a party of horſe to diſperſe them, and accordingly they did. 


here was a very great number theire, and it is judged, that they indevor by theſe thing 
; 3 to 
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to gett to randevouz. If I may ſpeake playnly my judgment (ſetting ſelfe afide) I doe 4. D. 1654. 


judge, that Coventry or Warwick cannot be without a troo of horſe, as the ſtate of 
things Are 3 and there is hoe troop in England can bee more erviceable then myne, they 
being that cunterymen, and knowing it and all perſons of quallity in it. Therefore 1 
humbly propoſe this to your highneſſe, if it ſhall ſeeme meet to your wiſdome, that one 
of the troopes, which quarters in Heriford, may come hither to captaine Palmer's, and 
that myne be forthwith ſent to Coventry or Warwick. I ſent ſeverall tymes to Brackley 
race, and uppon the day they was to run, but they removed there horſes, and did not. 1 
intreate your commands touching fir James Hayles and mr. Steven Hayles his ſonn, who are 
both at Snitfield 4 miles from Warwick, that are mentioned in Goſteloe's letter to the booke- 
ſeller in Warwick. I intend to draw ſome more horſe to Worceſter at the great fare which 
will bee theire about 2 or 3 weekes hence. It laſteth ten dayes, but uſeally theire doth 
come a great number (but not of the beſt) of men, which will be a formidable way for 
them to randevouze, if not prevented, if 17. have any intention ſoe to doe. I delivered 
in the 40 caſe of piſtolls, that came from ſir Henry Littleton's, to colonell Hawkeſworth. I 
could not in conſcience trouble the poor men in Worceſterſhire and elſewhere, who brought 
mee intelligence, but that I muſt content them; and accordingly I did, and have em loy- 
ed them ſtill, ſo that I muſt bee dayly ding money. I have juſt now heard of ſome 
dangerous words, that major Roberts of Cheltum ſpake, and have ſent for witneſs touch- 
ing the matter. I thinke Warwick caſtle is a very convenient place to ſend any priſoners 
to, that are hereabouts. I deſire an order from your highneſs to that purpoſe, that any, 
which are taken, which pour highneſs ſhall not thinke fitt to give liberty to, may bee ſe- 
cured there. None will be received in without your highneſſe's order. I know not what 
to doe with that neſt of cavileers in Worceſterſhire, more then to take bond for their 
ceable liveing. There was no troope in Litchfeild. I doe humbly intreate your high- 
nefſe's comandes to be ſent with all ſpeed by my ſouldier, who attends your highneſs for 
the fame. I have no more at preſent, but intreate your highneſſe to pardon my tediouſ- 
nefs at this tyme, and to beleive, that I am,

DEARE AND HONOURED, 


HAT you mention of procuring the removeall of H. C. to ſome other rriſon 

is not amiſſe, I thinke, if procureable, that hee might enjoy the comforts of his chil. 
dren and friends, who otherwiſe muſt travaile further to ſee him, where he is. Wee in 
theſe parts would bee children of peace and love, and through mercy in are ſo; yet 
for our own defence, were forced yeſterday to take armes againſt the old cavillier upon 
certaine intelligence of an inſurrection of Harris in Shropſhire, and Kinaſton by the 
new bridge above Clan y Mynych, whence they were to enter Chirke, as one of their 
friends hints in the incloſed, which fince is confirmed; but the whole we have not, nor 
do I thinke it is as big as ſome thinke, nor as ſmall as others imagine. However our faire 
(Hanner y Gwanwyn) here is now with us, and that party are providing horſes, and divers 
are gone out of towne to them; and our friends have beene up yeſternight horſe and foot, 
after we had ſent notice to Chirk, Cheſter, and Denbeigh, to looke to themſelves, If 
this ſwelling breake and not draw in, you will heare more of a ſcabby itching tumor. 
All forts ſeeme carefull to pany" the comon peace. The preſbiterians and independents 
make but one party in this. Juſt now newes comes, that they grow numerous, but two 
colonells that were to head them beſides Harris make ſome promiſe them a ſcattering of 
them. This night theſe people here go on to the guard againe, having this day found 
that partys of ſtrangers not farr off from the towne yeſternight aſſembled. We are for 
peace, but if they begin, wee thinke ourſelves called to defend our lives, if God ſees good, 
Wee thought to ſend to London the whole, to avoyd jealouſyes, but it's thought needleſs, 
Wee are well knowen, and the inſurrection is not in a corner. I heare one or more there 
killed already. This may prove a taile of a ſmoaking firebrand. If the Lord keepe us 
within from the army within our owne hearts, the outward can do no hurt at all.

Ccordinge to my duty, I ſhall give your highnes this account ſince my laſt : the party vol xxxvi. p. 
wee — out bs fl. Thomas Ft . him in his howſe wich ſome ſake p64 342. * 
ſeaven more, and in the ſteble neere 20 horſe ſadelled, and 13 paire of piſtolls, charged 
and primed ſome of them; a litle barrell of 2 and a compleate ſuite of armes, 
lyinge together in his barne, under a little ſtraw, which our men founde, by a bridell 
reaine lyinge on it, partly hidd, and partly unhidd; and in his ſtuddy, bulletts 
new , and the mould. And as our party marched through the villadge neere his 
howle, a gentlewoman lookinge out a window ſaid, Oh Lord! wee are undone; whoe 
ſome of our men heard one ſay was his ſiſter. The cheife with him is one that goeth 
by the name of mr. White, a tall younge gent. 20 or 22 yeres ould, a great head of heare, 
an ovell face, dark eyebrowes, whoe I had a thought once was the duke of Yorke, becauſe 
*tis reported to me, hee is come lately into theſe parts, and this gent. came from London 
but ſabath day at night laſt, into a privett malignant alehowſe in our ſubburbs, being 
brought thether by one Mungummery, a deſperatt cavilere here, that went, as I belieye, 
to meet him at Dantry the laſt weeke, to which place, the gent. ſay, hee came of his owne 
horſe, and then ſent him back by his man to London, and there fell into Mungomery's 
company by chance, beinge a ſtranger to him before; and the munday after hee came he- 
ther, confeſſeth Mungomery carried him to a villadge 3 miles of, where fir William 
Owen's houſe is, to an alehouſe, where fir Thomas Harris ſent him word he would meet 
him, and then tooke him home. And fir Thomas Harris ſaith the ſame, but denys any 
knowledge of a plott, but that White was come to be a ſervant to one of his ſiſteres, who 
ſay hee hath noe kindred or freind in London, now they are out of town, except ſome 
Dutch marchants, pretendinge hee is a Dutchman borne in Nyminghame in Hollande, 
and lived at the Hague ſometymes, and here and in Ireland ſometymes. I tryed him to 
give him leave to write to any kindred in London, and I would ſende it, and helpe to 
make way to your highnes ; but hee refuſed, ſaieing, hee hoped he ſhould not bee here 
above 2 or 3 days, and liked his quarters well. The reaſon I have to thinke *tts not the 
duke is, for that hee would not leave a certainty, to hazard his life, without firft haveing 
a boddy in the felde able to defende him. 2dly, he faith, he hath bein in London a good 
while, and kepte one fir Francis Mackworth company often, whoe is 5 weeks fince gonn 
over in Holland, as hee faith, to marry, andſee........... truth, and ſaid lyeke- 
wiſe, hee hath often dranke his morning's draught, at a litle boarded howſe by the Tilt 
Yard, called Jacob's Well, with ſir Francis Morris; ſoe as I believe the Duke durſt not 
be ſoe long in London. I heare my lord Wilmott is come down lately alſoe; and wee have 
had 2 gent. of quallity this weeke guided up and downe the countrey ; the one by the ſaid 
Mungomery, the other by one Salter, latly gone out of this garriſon from his maſter, 
whoe was at Worceſter laſt. The one gent. thurſday laſt was upon a heath 12 miles of, 
comeing to this towne. A frende of myne fell into his company, a cuntry fellow, and 
there, after they had ridd a mile, the ſervinge man inquired what newſe here, and how 
farre to this towne ; tould him, hee that went before was your highnes ſonn goinge for 
Ireland privetly, having a- troop of horſe a litle diſtance of; but would not march with it; 
and ſaid, I could wiſh my ſword in his harte, for it will never be better, untill wee have a 
kinge. But my frende replying noethinge, hee held his tongue afterward ; ſoe as, my lord, 
hear is great danger of this place, and your highnes troope did come in but halfe the 
laſt thurſday in the afternoone, and the other partie is not come from Darby.

Wk "FRE deſigne which hath been ſo long a haching is now put in execution (by our old 
p. 141. implacable enemyes the cavileers) in North Wales, wheare there are ſeverall partyes

The information of Joſeph Jenkes, taken the 13th day of March, 1654. before 
Humphrey Mackworth, %; and William Crowne, eſq; a juſtice of the peace. 


HE information of Joſeph Jenkes, of Frankwell, one of the ſuburbs of the town of 

Shrewſbury, who ſaith, that one day this laſt week, coming from work home to his 
quarters, there was one John Maddox, dier, in the houſe ; and upon conference between 
them, the ſaid Maddox ſaid, that there were five hundred men to meet together; and this 
informer aſking him where, the ſaid Maddox bid him come to Rowſe-hill, and he ſhould 
meet him or ſee them, but in the concluſion ſaid to this informer, that if he did diſcloſe it, 
he would ſtab him, or cut his throat, or kill him, which of the three expreſſions he doth 
not very well remember. Much more the ſaid Maddox ſaid to this informer, to the ſame 
purpoſe, but now do not wy well remember. And farther this examinate faith, that upon 
farther conference with the ſaid Maddox upon Wedneſday night laſt, he this examinate 
aſked him, what they could do by the caſtle of Shrewſbury, the ſaid Maddox anſwered to this 
examinate, that that caſtle is as good as ours, or that that buſineſs 1s as good as done, of 
words to that effect.

vided for the uſe of the ſaid ſoldiers, as alſo carriages and other materials for the great guns 
there; and a conſiderable ſtore of proviſions, as well of war as victuals and other neceſſaries, 
be laid in the faid caſtle ; leaſt any attempts be made upon the ſame by any our enemies 
whatſoever ; we have taken the ſame into our conſideration, and being willing, that what 
is neceſſary and convenient ſhould be done therein, do therefore refer the ſame to the care 
and prudence of the commiſſioners appointed for making compoſitions with the iſlanders, 
or any two or more of them, who are hereby authorized and enabled to do therein, what 
ſhall ſeem to them to be needfull and requiſite for the ends aforeſaid ; and who are alſo 
impowered to iſſue orders from time to time under the hands of them, or any two or more 
of them, for the payment of ſuch monies, as they ſhall judge neceſſary to be expended 
about the ſame, out of the monies ariſing upon compoſitions with the iſlanders, and ſuch 
money as our receiver general of the ſaid compoſitions ſhall iſſue forth upon the orders 
given as aforeſaid. The reſpective officers of our exchequer are hereby required and au- 
thorized to allow the ſame upon his account accordingly. And we will, that the faid 
commiſſioners for compounding, or any two of them, do immediately repair to our ſaid 
caltles and forts, and inform themſelves by the beſt way and means they can, as well what 
arms, ammunition, and other proviſions and utenſils of war, as alſo what houſhold ſtuff; 
furniture, goods and other neceſſaries were left in the ſaid caſtles and forts, by col. James 
Heane, late governor there, and they take care, that the ſame be inventoried and delivered 
over to the preſent governor, to be by him employ'd and kept for our uſe and ſervice.

In the latter you informe me of the diſſolution of the [me with the grounds 

and conſequents of it. I was not much ſurprized with the inte ligence the ſlow proceedin 
and awkeward motions of that aſſembly giving great cauſe to 3 it would come to ſome 
ſuch period; and I cannot but exceedingly wonder, that there ſhould am remaine ſo ſtron 
elves moſt affectionate 
patriots, as to poſtpoſe the neceſſary wayes and meanes for preſervation of the common. 
wealth, eſpecially in ſuch a time of concurrence of the miſchievous plots and deſſeins both 
of old and new enemies, tending all to the deſtruction of the ſame. But bleſſed be the Lord, 
who hath hitherto delivered, doth till deliver us; and I truſt will continue foe to do, 
although he be very much tempted by us. Sir, in my laſt unto you I gave you notice 
of our intention to ſaile out of the roade of Leghorne to Trapanoe, and thence to Tunis; 
but upon intelligence after given us of the ſoden meeting of the Algier and other men 
of war in Tunis-bay, bound into the Levant for the ſervice of the grand ſignor (which 
intelligence proved to be untrue) we haſted away towards Tunis directly, and ſomewhat 
ſooner then did well ſtand with the ſtate of our proviſions at that tyme. After our arrival 
there, which was the 7th of February, I did forthwith ſend aſhore unto the dye of Tunis 
a paper of demands for reſtitution of the ſhip Princeſſe, with ſatisfaction for loſſes, and 
enlargement of captives, according to the particular inſtruction, which I received for that 
purpoſe. After ſome anſwers and replyes commiſſioners of both ſides were agreed upon to 
capitulate, which met abord our ſhip; but the meeting proved altogether fruitles, they re. 
fuling to make a reſtitution or ſatisfaction for what was paſt, but pretending an earneſt 
deſire to conclude a firme peace for the future. Hereupon we failed away before Porto 


ſent thither before. At our coming before the place, we perceived their ſhips to be drawne 
up as neere the ſhore as they could, lightned and unrigged ; their guns planted upon divers 
batteries upon the land, and a kind of formed campe, conſiſting of ſome thouſands of 
horſe and toote, as if they feared ſome invaſion. Some debate we had amongſt ourſelves, 
whether we ſhould ſaile into the port with our fleete, and attaque theite ſhips where they were; 
to which there ſeemed to be a willing inclination in all; but entering upon conſideration 
of the beſt ways how-to effect it, we found the enterprize to have much difficulty, in re. 
card of a ſtrong caſtle within, before which we muſt anchor with our great ſhips at halfe 
muſkett ſhot, and the port too narrow for our fleete to turne in it, eſpecially at that time. 
It was judged to. be an attempt unreaſonable and deſperate, there being not in the fleet 
above 5 dayes liquor, and a great ſcarcity of bread. And here I hold it ſeaſonable to let 
ou know, that we are not fully ſatisfied as touching the power given in that particular 
inſtruction, authoriſing us, in cal: of refuſal of right, to ſeize, ſurprize, ſinke, and de- 
{troy all ſhips and veſſels belonging to the kingdome of Tunis, that we ſhall meet; which, 
as it doth not expreſlely forbid us to enter their ports to that end, ſo neither doth it ex- 
preſſely impower us, eſpecially being compared with that part of the generall inſtruction, 
concerning Turkiſh pirates, limiting us in ſuch caſes only to block up theire harbours for 
ſome dayes. This I write, as wiſhing that the intent of this and other inſtructions of this 
nature might be more cleare and explicit, and more plainely ſignificant as to our duty ; but 
upon the forementioned conſideration we deſiſted from the enterprize at that preſent, and 
failed directly for this place, leaving the Plimouth, Kent, Newcaſtle, Mermaid, Taunton, 
Foreſight, to attend that ſervice. At our arrivall in this place, we found the Langport and 
the other three fregatts ſent out of Leggorne roade to ply between Majorca and Cape 
Paul, which brought in with them a new French frigat of 15 gunns, but one that will 
beare more; another ſhip of war, called the Percy, an Engliſh veſſel, well knowne, of 30 
guns, they forced aſhore at Majorca, where not able to poſſeſſe themſelves of it, being alſo 
extreemly battered and ſpoiled, they tooke 3000 dollars of the governor of that place for it, 
who was likewiſe upon agreement to be at the charge of ſending home all the French 
in her, which were 300 in number. This morning I ſent the Langport and Diamond to 
Majorca, to take in what bread they can gett, and ſo to range as farr as Alicanet, and thence 
to go to Genoa, to meet with the Maiditon, and Hampſhire, which I have ordered to ſaile 
thither to make, cleane, and alſo to gett a ſupply of bread. We were alſo this morning 
under ſaile with the reſt of the fleete, the Hope fly-boat only excepted, which is to remaine 
here to make proviſion of bread, till further order. But it proving firſt calme, and then 
the wind, which was contrary, we came againe to anchor. Our intention is to ſaile hence 
with the firſt opportunity to the Bay of Tunis, to put an end to the bulineſs there, which 
we ſhall endeavour to doe with all the reſolution and circumſpection which we can, as 
ſhall direct us, it being a buſines of manifold concernments and intereſts, and m_ to

And you are 
to inform yourſelves, as near as you can, of their buſineſs and occaſions in thoſe parts; and, in 
caſe you are not well ſatisfied with their reaſons and accounts given you, you are then to 
acquaint us or our council with the names of ſuch perſons, and to endeavour to ſecure them 
in the mean time, and till farther order. b ; 

5. Whereas many arms were raiſed and provided by the authority of the late militia 
and other occaſions, which remain diſperſed into ſeveral places, whereof there may he a 
dangerous uſe made, to the diſturbance of the peace of this commonwealth, for prev. 
tion whereof you are to take ſpecial care, that all the arms, ſo as aforeſaid raiſed, and all 
other arms in your iſland, as well horſe as foot, whether defenſive or offenſive, and alſo all 
ammunition, proviſions of war, and trophies be ſecured, by putting them into ſafe place, 
or leaving them in ſafe hands, in ſuch a way, as you upon the place ſhall judge to be moſt 
for the peace and ſafety of the commonwealth; and that inventories be taken and kept of 
all the arms, and other things, ſo taken and ſecured, or left in the owners hands, to prevent 
imbezzelments and miſconverſion of the ſame; and to the end there may be aſſurance of 
having them in readineſs for the publick uſe on all needful occaſions. 

6. Whereas by our commiſſion you are impowered to raiſe ſuch horſe and foot, as ſhall 
be neceſſary for the peace of your iſland, under ſuch field-officers or commanders, as we 
ſhall appoint ; we have herewith ſent to you commiſſions for field-officers, which you ſhall 
cauſe to be delivered to the ſeveral perſons therein named reſpeCtively ; and you, or any 
three of you, are hereby impowered and authoriſed to 4 commiſſions to ſuch inferior 
officers, as ſhall be recommended to you in that behalf by the ſaid field- officer or officers, 

upon 5 approbation of them reſpectively. 

7. Whereas there is a neceſſity of ſuppreſſing the preſent inſurrection and rebellion, 
wherein no delay can be admitted, without apparent hazard to the three nations ; you, or 
any three of you, in this exigency, are hereby authoriſed to charge any * or perſons 
with horſe and arms within your county, riding, liberty, or precinct, with reſpect had unto 
the quantity of his or their eſtates, and with reſpect alſo to the eaſe of the peaceable and 
well affected people of this nation; that the charge and burthen of theſe forces may be laid upon 
the malignant and diſaffected party, who have been the cauſe of this inſurrection. 

8. You, or any three of you, are to take care, that ſuch horſe and arms as ſhall be 
charged to be provided as aforeſaid, and all ſuch other horſe and arms as you ſhall find fit to 
make uſe of for the preſent ſervice, during the time of any inſurrection, rebellion, or inva- 
ſion, be put into the hands of ſuch well affected perſons, and fit for war, as any three or 
more of them ſhall approve, which perſon and perſons are hereby required to ſerve in arms, 
horſe or foot-men accordingly ; and that ſuch perſons be liſted, trained, and muſtered in 
ſeveral troops and companies, and formed into regiments, as you ſhall ſee cauſe ; and you, 
or any three of you, are hereby authoriſed and required to cauſe the ſaid forces to be 
drawn out and employed for ſuppreſſing and reſiſting the preſent rebellion, and all other 
invaſions, inſurrections, and rebellions, in your ſaid county, riding, or precinct; and to 
bring the authors and abettors thereof to condign puniſhment. And you are to act and 
proceed farther, as you ſhall receive orders from time to time from us or our council. 

9. You, or any three of you, may impriſon any mutineers, diſordered perſons, or ſuch 
as ſhall not do their duty, according to ſuch commands and directions, as they ſhall receive 
from you, in purſuance of theſe inſtructions. 

10. You, or any three or more of you, ſhall hereby have power to fine ſuch perſons

\YNCE my laſt to his highneſs of the 14th I received the incloſed from out of Suffolke, 
8 which ſpeake the ſame _— and agreeing with my defire in my laſt to ow that ſome 


commiſſions might be ſent to col. Fothergill and major Moody; but I ſhall uſe noe more 


ordered three companyes of fir Thomas Honywood's regiment, in and neare Colcheſter, 
to muſter on fryday next, and major Templer hath appointed his troope to muſter the ſame 
day at the ſame place, and purpoſeth to keepe them together 4 dayes, and then diſcharge 
them, in caſe he receive noe further orders, becauſe the ſouldiers are to have but 4 dayes 
pay of the owners of the armes, and longer then they are payed they will not ſtaye. Iam 
confident this collection, if we ſhould not have more, will ſecure theiſe parts. However 
they have alſo reſolved, that on ſaturday following all the other companies of foote of both 
regiments, and the reſt of the horſe, ſhould muſter in their reſpective divyſions, and I hope 
ſuch an appearance wil be, as ſhall daunt the ſpiritts of thoſe, who have purpoſed to putt 
in execution their deſignes in theiſe parts. Al but the troope of horſe are but to muſter 
and returne home againe, if not continued by an order. I have ſecured many of thoſe 
neare this towne, that have manyfeſted any conſiderable affection to this wicked intereſt 
now in armes, as ſir Edward Pierce, captain Browne, captain Lemon, captain Lynn. The 
other, which were taken in towne, I have delivered over to the mayor of the ſame, and he 
hath putt them in the towne hall. Yet am I afraid, he is too much their freind. Many 
more I ſhould have ſent for more remote, but that by reaſon of the troope being gone to 
Berry, which I appointed to be there laſt night, I had too fewe left to ſecure this deſperate 
malignant towne.

Vol. xxiv. WE ſent you an expreſſe tueſday night, it beinge to entreate his highnes for a com- 
p. 245. miſſion to inable us to put our ſelves in a poſture of defence in this tyme of danger, 
but doubtinge, that our packquet may miſcarry, wee have ſent this expreſſe, that wee might 
be ſure of an anſwer, and alſoe to bringe us intelligence, how all thinges goe in the upper 
parts of the nation; for that we have not heard one word from London, neither have any 

{ come from thence ſince ſaterday laſt, Wee are quiet here, foe is Wales, foe far as we 
3 z as alſoe Glouceſter, Hereford, and Worceſter. Thoſe roauges, that roſe up at Sa- 
rum, weare at Blanford on tueſday, where they proclaymed Charles the ſecond, and reade 
their commiſſion to take up armes for him. 

Tis credibly informed, the ſheriffe of Devon is in a good poſture to give them a 
checque, if they goe that way. They are gotten into the moſt rotten and corrupt places 
of the nation, as Blanford, Sherborne, and Evill, &c. but wee hope major Butler is in 
purſuite of them. Wee cannot here of any perſons that are gone in to them out of theſe 
pes and doe verely believe they will miſſe of thoſe numbers they pretende to meete 
withall. 

Wee are upon the beſt means wee can for our defence, making the ſtrongeſt guards we 
can, and have lifted all our horſe, and doe randevouze them this day, and have ſent into 
the county of Somerſet to acquainte them with our reſolutions, and the poſture wee are in, 
whom wee underſtand waite for a commiſſion from his highnes, to inable them to raiſe the 
county. Sir, if our former letter to his highnes be miſcarried, which was from the 
mayor, aldermen, and common counſell, then wee make it our humble requeſt to your 
honour, that you would pleaſe to move his highnes for a commiſſion to be granted to 
the cittie, as he doth to the cittie of London, or elſe to particular perſons, accordinge io 
Auch a liſt as was given you at Whitehall, or as in his highnes wiſdom ſhall be thoughc 
fit. The cittie is extreamly naked for want of armes, which hath beene taken away ſeveral! 
tymes heretofore. Therefore it wil be neceſſary, that a power be given to charge all perſons 
of eſtate with proportions, accordinge to their reſpective abilities.

RiGHT HONOURABLE, 


HE injunction you laid upon me at my r conſtraines me to put pen to 
| aper, that you may have an impartial character of things, even of all our weighty 
= Sons ſince our arrival at Barbados. And though I know I act a part in obedience to 
his highnes and your commands, that never profited any man, wherein if a man deals 
ever ſo faithfully, yet once diſcovered, he becomes an object of revenge; nevertheleſs I 
ſhall truſt God and you therewith, and doe what I doe with that ſincerity, as ſhall beare me 
out before the moſt high God, and not ſpare the diſcovery of any thing may conduce to 
the benefit or detriment of his highnes and the commonwealth. ; 

Sir, when I wrote to you from Portſmouth, I told you, how eaſily that ſoare was cured 
Ven. Fen: 7 | ; 
betweene V. and P. whoſe demeanor mutually towards every other at ſea was ſweet 
and hopefull ; but the laſt of theſe two gentlemen is too apt to be taken with ſuch con- 
ceipts; but I truſt all will be well; onely I feare, that going hence without our ſtores, 
ſome occaſion will ariſe of diſturbance between the land and ſea forces. The Lord God 
prevent it in much mercy. I onely ſpeake my feares, but ſhall endeavour againſt it with 
all my might; but we have touched ſoe 1 ſupplies in our general letter to his 
highnes (and noe more thereto is requiſite) as I ſhall forbeare any further thereabout. 
When we came to Barbados, which was the 29th of Jan. wee found all things out 
of order upon the place: our Engliſh merchants neglected, a free trade entertayned with 
ſtrangers; and though a ſeiſure was made ſome tyme before we came upon ſome ſtrangers 
eſtate, as trading contrary to the ſtatute, and the governor's aſſiſtance required, it was by 
him referred to a tryall at comon law, where all the atturneys of the court were taken up 
for the ſtrangers, and none could be procured for the ſtate; but the Engliſh merchants, 
that pleaded the ſtate's cauſe, did it thoroughly, being ſufficiently able. Yet nevertheles, 
though the act of the 3d of October 50, which you ſent with us, and the other of gth of 
October 51, were both pleaded, the Jury found for the ſtrangers againſt parliament and 
ſtate, grounding all upon the articles of Barbadoes. Hereupon there was — joy and 
rejoycing on the one ſide, but the poore Engliſh merchants forced to ſend ſome of their 
—— to ſtop their hands, which hindered many thouſand pounds worth of goods 
rom coming hither, not being regarded, who lay here, and ſpent themſelves to the ruine 
of ſome of them. On the contrary, the Dutch were courted, and highly prized, and ſent 
home in a triumphant manner, to invite them freely to the trade of Barbados; by which 
means many more of them are 22 before the end of May next. And truly, unleſs 
we can leave a ſhip here to make ſeiſure of them, as they come in, his highnes friends 
are confident, the new commiſſioners will not be able to carry on their worke. All our

V reaſon, he tells us, his hand was to the articles of the place; and therefore cannot give it againſt 

them. The 5 ſometimes, yea for the moſt part, ſweare they had not traded, but by his 
e 
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leave to trade; he denies not but he ur them free leave to trade, but in the tail of all he tell 
them, if they trade againſt the laws of England, at their peril and fortune be it; inſomuch 2 
now they complaine exceedingly of him, and one of them hath produced a lycence under his 
hand and ſeale, whereof a true copy is ſent herewith ; but I feare the great gifts he is ſaid to 
have received from them, have been a ſnare unto him. Tis ſtrange to ſee how generaly th 
dote upon the Dutch trade, the Engliſh merchants 0 2 they will give more for * fur 
comodity to the Dutch, than for a better to themſelv z ſoc that you may hereby gueſſe, how 
unwelcome we are, for that we made ſeiſure of them. And indeed the counſell and aſſemb. 
were much grieved at it, and at our coming hither, ſome of them flew out again 
col. Muddiford, as the cauſe of all this, and ſtick not to call him traytor to the iſland, in. 
ſomuch as ſome of us were neceſſitated to excuſe him; but the very truth of it is 50 
man hath more cloſely adheared to us, and ſo much furthered our deſigne, as he; nor iz 
any man able, he being maſter of more reaſon than half the ifland, if not all; which is 
no ſmall crime in other parts, as well as here, eſpecialy amongſt perſons of ordinary edu 
cation. He was the man, that perſwaded the aſſembly, being their ſpeaker, to give the 
ſixty horſe to his highneſs for the preſent expedition: he convinced them, how good it 
was for them to lett us beate up our one drums for men, telling them, they were all un- 
done, if they did it not with cheerfullneſs ; for, ſaid he, if the commiſſioners hold but up 
their fingers, all our ſervants will leave us; and then we are undone indeed. Briefly, the 
gentleman ſetts himſelfe to the utmoſt, to fee how he may endeare himſelfe to his high. 
neſs ; how he may recover his loſt reputation; and for this alſo he is not a little envied. 
And whereas you told us of a great parcell of ſugar was ready for our uſe, which was 
due u the prizes taken by fir Geo. Aſcue, we found not a penny in readyneſs, bur 
ab in ſuch as were not well affected for nothing; having had the wt of large 
ſums for theſe three yeares, and have upon that foumdation raifed fine eſtates, which they 
are ſo loath to part withall, as I feare you will find them to be moſt ill affected, when th 
either pay, or muſt have thoſe debts 2 their eſtates, which muſt be forthwith 
done to diſcharge our en ent. The wherefore col. Morris will not goe with 
us, is, becauſe he hath ſo lovely an eſtate, which he fears may be ſeized for ſome other debts, 
after he is gone. At firſt he told us, he we would forgive him a ſmall debt he owed the 
ſtate, in regard of former good ſervices he had done them, and lofles ſuſtained for them. 
To this we ſeemed willing, provided he went freely, — how neceſſary an inſtrument 
he might prove. This we found to be twenty fix thoufand nine hundred weight of 
ſugar, Afterwards he told us in plaine terms, if we would give him an hundred thouſand 
weight of ſugar, that ſo he might pay his debts, 'and leave his eſtate clecre to his wife, 
then Lewis Morris would ſpend his blood for us. We told him, it was beyond our com- 


© miſſion; and general Venables told him, if he ſhould offer up his commiſſion, he durſt 


not accept it, becauſe it was ſent by his highneſs, who expected ſo much ſervice from 
him; beſides what he demanded was as much as all the field-officers of the army had; and 
it would make them thinke they were very much undervalued. After all this he came to 
me and ſaid, there was another way, whereby we might enable him to goe with us, and 
ft me to move it to general Venables, and the reft, viz. the people of this iſland, 
(faith he) never look for. pay for their quartering the ſoldiers. Now if we would beſtow 
that on him, it would ſerve his turne. This I told him I would move, at his requeſt, 
but was ſure, that the general and commiſſioners more prized their honour, than to do 
it. So this we rejected alſo; and the truth is, he confeſlech he never was where we in- 
tend firſt to pitch and ſett downe; fo at laſt he told us, he would conceale his intention, 
and march his men on board the ſhip, for which we gave him thankes; but all theſe things 
are private as yet; but the commiſſioners of the prize-office have ſummoned him to pay 
in his debt to the ſtate, or ſhew cauſe. The — is, he prizeth himſelf at ſo high a rate, 
as if the expedition could not goe on without him, which made ſome of us in a loving 
way tell him, we ſhould be glad of ſo experienced an inſtrument as he was; but withall 
let him knowe, our truſt and relyance was not on him, but on God; and if the Lord 
would be pleaſed to uſe us as inſtruments in his right hand, and owne us as ſuch, which 
we hoped he would, we doubted not, but we ſhould be able to give a good account of our 
proceedings ; and thus ſtands the caſe betwixt him and us. 1 
As for the 1500 muſketts we are promiſed we ſhould receive here (which I ever wanted 
faith to believe) tis credibly reported, that about ſix weeks before our arrival (information 
eame hither from London of our intended voyage, and that they were appointed for our 
ſervice) by way of anticipation they were diſpoſed of, inſomuch as we had very few of 
them, as we mentioned in our general letter to his highneſs ; but a great fear ſeems to 
be upon them, leſt their ſervants ſhould riſe, when fleete is gone, becauſe ſo many 
of their freemen goe with us; and if things be not better ordered, before we depart, as 
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placed, 
viz. the 


injunction from the governor, and the caſes referred to the common law ; and my reaſon 
is becauſe theſe words, or the like, have many times come from him; what ſerves my 
power for, I received firſt from the councell of ſtate, which was afterwards renewed againe, 
and ſince confirmed by his highneſs under the broad ſeal in July laſt ; and ſince that 
by letter, as governor of this afland ; beſides all this, he had his power from the prize- 
office in England, and is all this nothinge? To which he hath received many and ſufficient 
anſwers z but I perceive not, that he is ſatisfied ; and for their tryals at law, tis worth 
your obſervation, the laws of this place are ally made in favour of the debtor 
and the delinquent, whereas in other places the law gives every man the poſſeſſion of his 
owne, &c. and this is the complaint of many of their owne to us, who ſeeme to groane 
under the burthen of it. | 
Tis true, that at the of the gentlemen of the iſland, when we had ſpent many 
days in debate concerning the preſent expedition, to perſwade them by all the arguments 
we could uſe, what gayners they above all men would be thereby, yet after all we were 
forced to bluſter, and let them knowe, that general 'Venables, whoſe carriage therein, 
and ſoe all along, deſerves a good teſtimony, was generaliſſimo of all the Engliſh in America, 
and foe of this iſland ; and ſo he had command of all their forts and forces; and this be- 
came effectuall, and upon this they condeſcended to the beating up our drums, nay pray'd 
us to do it, and raiſe our men - Fry And ſince they muſt be weakened by the lofſe of 
ſoe many men, and quartering of foe many ſoldiers, they prar'd us to mediate for them 
with his highneſs, to give the Dutch licence to bring thither goods of their owne growth, 
of their owne manufacture, horſes, and negroes, as in our general letter; but I thought 
it my duty, though Iam tedious therein, to lett you underſtand the ſpirit of the place, 
that ſo his hi — and the right honourable the counſel, to whom 1 Pray you preſent the 
remembrance of my moſt humble * and hearty ſervice, may the better knowe how to 
demean themſelves towards them. Yet truly, ſir, withall take notice, they are great 
ſufferers by us at preſent, and therefore we may and doe beare with them in many things ; 
and I ſhall be la to heare, that his highneſs is ſenſible of it, ſo as the people here may 
ſee his care of and for them ſome way or other I Th

We have mett with the Dutch governor of New Netherland, with 
three ſhips under his command : he is commander in cheife of all the parts in America, 
under the ſtates command, This man's buſineſs was to ſettle a faire trade between the 
Netherlands and this place; but we ſpoiled the {; He hath bin under the —— 
ever ſince we came; and the rather becauſe he told us, he had buſineſs with the Spani 
ations, and we are in more feare of him for the diſcoveryng our raw and defective 
orces, than all the world beſides. And yet if ever thoſe provided come to us, we ſhall 
be gayners by the ſame, ſo as we be ſettled before they come; but don Alonzo is not 
worthy the name of an ambaſſador, if by adviſe to Dunkerke he hinder not thoſe from 
ever coming to our hands; and yet he ſhall doe no more then God will lett him. 
This Dutch governor undertooke to pleade the cauſe of his countrymen, and hath our 
anſwer in writing; and if I can gett it copied out, I will now ſend them; for what with 
drawing the general letter, and writing and coppying my owne to his highneſs and your 
ſelfe, I am brought behindhand more than a the reft. Major general Haynes deſired 
me to entreate you to remember his duty to his highneſs and his ſervice to yourſelfe; 
but to tell you, he will not write a line to England, till we have engaged our enemies. 
1 hope, fir, that my ſallary, according to promiſe, is ſettled upon the exchequer, and that 
you wall ſend us ſome very able miniſters.

h commands, as they ſhall receive from major Creed, or thoſe that command the 
horſe there, and the reſt of this party to quarter in this town, being upon the borders 
of Hereford and Glouceſterſhire, to aſſiſt as occaſion ſhall be offerred, or as your high- 
nes ſhall otherwiſe command. I have two hundred more of horſe and foote in readines, 
lying in ſuch places of this county, as I think moſt convenient for the ſafety therof. | 
have ſecured the moſt conſiderable perſons, as the honeſt people did judge moit dangerous 
in this county, in 2 according to your orders; and have already ſecured ſome 
horſes and armes, and am upon ſecuring the reſt, which I hope will be effected ſuddenly 
The good people are generaly as one man, willingly acting in this buſines. The greateſt 
ſtraight we are in is want of armes for foote and horſe ; two hundred would make us 
complete. I underſtand, that Vavaſor Powell have diſcovered ſome part of the plot: 
in North Wales, and ſecured the perſons himſelfe, and brought them to Red-caſtle ; and 
likewiſe Jenkin Jones of Breconſhire, with the good people in that county, offers them- 
ſelves to ſerve your highnes in this ſervice.

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Extract out of the reſolutions of the lords the lates of Holland and Weſt- Frieſland, 
talen in their aſſembly. 


Wedneſday, March 17, 1655. 


HE lords of the council have cauſed the lord penſionary de Witt to propound to the Vol. xxiv. 
aſſembly of the ſaid lords the ſtates, that they were informed by the common report, p. 266. 


that king Charles had undertaken to come into this province, and eſpecially that he ſhould at 
this preſent uphold himſelf at Teyling by the princeſs royal, the relict of the laſt deceaſed 
lord prince of Orange his ſiſter ; and although the ſaid lords of the council had no certainty 
thereof, they have notwithſtanding thought it their duty, to give notice of the ſame to 
the ſaid ace the ſtates, to the end that their lordſhips may make ſuch a reflection on the 
fame, as they ſhall think fitting and requiſite for the ſervice of the commonwealth. Upon 
which having deliberated and conſidered the gth article of the treaty of peace made in 
the laſt year with the commonwealth of England, as alſo taken notice of the contents of 
the reſolution of the aforeſaid lords the ſtates, dated the zoth July, as alſo the 2d and 4th 
of Auguſt, all of the 1653, mentioning the coming in of the ſaid king and other 
great perſons within this commonwealth, without leave of the ſtates general of the united 
provinces, and eſpecially within this province, without permiſſion of the ſaid lords the 
ſtates of Holland; it is thought fit, that on the behalf of this aſſembly, a ſerious letter 
be written to the princeſs royal aforeſaid, to make her acquainted, that the ſaid lords 
the ſtates of Holland are advertiſed by the common report, that the ſaid king ſhould 
have betaken himſelf within the diſtrict of this ſtate, and eſpecially to abide at preſent 
at the houſe of Teyling : and although the ſaid lords the ſtates of Holland can in no 
manner believe or expect from the wiſdom of the ſaid king, that the ſame would or ſhould 
dare to undertake contrary to the treaty of peace, and directly againſt the particular or- 
ders of the ſaid lords the ſtates of Holland, contained in their before-mentioned reſolu- 
tion, and the letters ſent to that purpoſe 0 aan 4.4 to the faid princeſs royal; that yet 
tor ſeveral good reaſons, and for their abſolute ſecurity, the ſaid lords the ſtates have 
found fit and convenient to repreſent the premiſes unto her, deſiring and requiring her 
highneſs in all ſpeed to certify to the ſaid lords the ſtates of Holland the ſincere and very 
truth thereof; and admoniſhing her highneſs alſo, that by all good endeavours ſhe will 
be pleaſed as much as ſhe is able to prevent, that the ſaid king do not undertake to come 
within the diſtrict or territories of the ſaid ſtates general of the united provinces.

HAT is above is a coppie of my laſt to your honour, to whom I confirme, that vol. xxiy. 
YY. the ſixth of laſt moneth I went to the chancellor of the poſſeſco office, Almao p. 268. 


Juanuich, in manner as is above related ; that at my arrival to that office I found him _

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| A. D. 1654- where after ſome civill compliments he aſked me, if I had the proviſions, which his majeg 
| dd allow me; that if, I wanted any thing, it ſhould be ſupplied to me: to which having 
given him a ſatisfactory anſwer, I E oo of him, if his I. M. had appointed his . 
ſhip commiſſioner (this I did to have from his owne mouth what I had the day before by 
my preſtave) to heare me, and to receive from me ſuch writings as I would give him 
He replyed, that he was; then I ſpoke to him as followeth : 5 e 
That his highneſs lord protector, &c. with the lords of his honourable counſel} dig 
much wonder, that the Engliſh merchants (who were the firſt that introduced the com. 
merce into this country by the poſt of Archangel, and had continued it fo many years 
to the weale and great benefit of this empire,) ſhould be ſent away in this manner, 2s 
they were from Moſcow and other parts within land, and permitted no. further ingreſſe 
into theſe dominions than Archangel, where the other natives had free permiſſion to traf. 
fique to Moſcow and elſewhere in this empire, that were more modern in theſe parts, than 
ours, and this without cauſe given by our merchants, at leaſt in England noe cauſe knowne 
if there were, and that it pleaſed his imperial majeſty to nominate any one or more of them, 
that had committed offence, to have meritted the expulſion done them, that if any ſuch were 
to be found in England, he or they ſhould receive puniſhment according to their demerit, 
I had reduced into a few lines the 1ſt cauſe, for which the emperor of that tyme granted 
our merchants the priveleges they then had confermed by the emperor's ſucceſſors, and 
ratified by his I. M. preſent at his entry into his happy reign, of ſome good offices done to 
this empire by our nation, ſignal and beneficial ſervices by the merchants, which I de- 
livered his lordſhipp in that writing. The copy of it is noted (, which I deſired him to 
have tranſlated into his owne langwidge, and referre the contents to his I. M. 
ls «alſoe delivered him another writing, (which is that noted B) of ſuch demands, as ] 
ſupplicated the emperor to grant our merchants, in which I needed not further to dit. 
courſe, but referred my ſelfe to it. Moreover I delivered him the petition of widdow 
Dorothy Digby and company, that they by me did preſent to his majeſty, concerning his 
patent granted them for the making of pot-aſhe in this country; to which petition] 
alſoe referre my ſelfe, and is that, which is mentioned in the "yr article in paper B. 
Having finiſhed what concerned the merchants buſineſs, I deſired his losdſhip weuld 
heere me in the ſubſequent particulars : 
| That heretofore, when England was governed by kings, and they did fend an agent or 
ntleman meſſenger to theſe emperors, at their firſt audience, when their I. M.. did 
— of the health of the king, they were pleaſed to riſe from their throne, and ſtand, 
as did alſoe their lords, that aſſiſted their majeſties, ſtand, and were uncovered. That cere- 
mony was not uſed, when I had the honor to deliver his highneſs the lord protector's 
letter to his majeſty, when he demanded of his highneſſe's health. That although the 
commonwealth of England hath altered and reformed the government of ſtate, it hath not 
for that diminiſhed any thinge of it's greatneſſe and condition, but is rather augmented, 
if the juſt conqueſt and addition of countrys be an augmentation to a ſtate in ſeveral 
wayes. That the kings of France, Spain, Portugall, and other princes and republicks ot 
Chriſtendom, that have ſent their ambaſſadors to his highneſſe, have deferred unto him the 
like ceremonys and reſpect, as ſuch ambaſſadors did formerly to the kings of England; and 
that his highneſſe ambaſſadors the laſt yeare to the crowne of Sweeden, and other princes, 
had like reception and entertaynment, as formerly was uſed to the kings of England am- 
baſſadors; ſo that his highneſs reaſonably cannot expect leſſe from his imperial majeſty, 
then ſuch ceremonies, as heretofore have bein uſed to thoſe kings in their miniſters. That 
I did not advance this as a complaynt, but an advertiſement to his lordſhipp, to be humbly 
repreſented to his imperial majeſty. | 
That I had ſeene ſeveral of the greateſt courts in Chriſtendom, and had had the honour 
to be employed before now by a great prince to other princes, but never ſaw nor heard ot 
ſuch proceedings, as I fynde here; as when I was ſent for to go to his I. M. J was in the 
name of his lordſhip commanded by my preſtave to leave my ſword, who alſo taketh - 
the right hand of me. Such actions are accounted very uncivil in princes courts of other 
countrys; and for ſuch perſonages as have been ſent by theſe emperors into England, they 
have found a cleane contrary courteſye and civility uſed towards them, as the laſt that va 
{ſent from his imperial majeſtie may have certified; and if he have not done it, he hath 
done wrong to his majeſtie, and to our republicke, for that a publick miniſter ought t 
reterre to his prince the truth of all matters in his imployment. 
For a concluſion I told him, that the preſent warr his I. M. hath againſt the king 
of Poland, the cauſes of it were ſpoken in the courts of other princes in divers man 
ners, according to the paſſions, intereſt, or affection of the relators. That therefore if 
it pleaſed his I. M. to lett me have the honour to know the real motives of the ſaid 
warr (which if I had by his majeſtie's command I ſhould eſteeme them true) whereby 9 
make a relation of them to his highneſſe, credit will be given to that, which would 
not be to other narratives. That I did not inſinuate myſelfe in makinge this demande ta 
know more then what his I. M. was willinge to imparte. _

trom him the laſt 8 by the Ruſſe, put all them to the ſword, and quarter given onlye 


to the ſtrangers. That newſe was cauſe, that all the ſtrangers, officers and ſoldiers, that 
were here, were forthwith all ſent away to their r and randevouz; but are all 
gone diſguſted, by reaſon of their ſmall paye, and that payed the greateſt part in a new 
coyne of baſe money, which none will take but by conſtraint. 

Sundaye 11th currant, in the morning very betimes, my preſtave ſent to me to be ready 
about eight of the clock to goe to the emperor. So about that tyme my preſtave came, 
and at nine we were at the poſſeſco office conducted as formerly; but no companies of ſol- 
diers ſtood as before, they being departed to the army, according to their aſſignment; 
where, having ſtayed about an hower, came notice, that the emperor was gone to church, 
and that I mult ſtay till his retorne; and then twas paſt mid-day, when I was fent for to 

to his majeſty. PNG. 
I had A. ta the ſame hall I had the firſt time, where the emperor was in his throne, 
and his nobles, counſellers fat at the lower end of the roome, as they did the firſt tyme. 
There was this tyme, more than at the other, two Tartar princes of the Ruſſe religion, the 
one a Syberſky, the other a Caſimerſky, that ſatt at the upper end of the hall. The em-. 
peror's brother-in-law ſtood on his right hand, and his father-in-law on the left; and the 
chancellor went to and from his majeſty to me, as formerly I have narrated. When I came 
before the emperor, he told me by the chancellor, that I had brought him great lord em- 
ror and great duke Alexſea Michaylouich ſelfeupholder of the greater and leſſer 
Ruſſia, and of many other dominions lord and monarch, a letter from Oliver Vladitela, 
that is, fole director of the ſtate of England, Scotland, and Ireland, and other lands, 
to which he had made an anſwer, and did there deliver it me. His majeſty then com- 
manded the chancelor to take the letter, which was in a window by him, and I was bid goe 
to the emperor to receive it; which I received from his majeſtie's owne hand; and being 
returned with it to the place, where I firſt ſtood, and delivered it to one of my gentlemen, 
the chancellor ſpoke to me agayne, ſaying, that for ſuch matters, as I had delivered in 
writing, I ſhould have an anfwer likewiſe in writing ; and then I ſhould returne, the way 
that I came; to which I replyed, that my order was from his highneſſe lord protector, 
that as ſoone as I had his majeſty's letter, 7 was to retorne over land, with as much con- 
venient expedition as I could make. Hebden then ſignifyed ſoe much (as he ſayeth) and 
for an anſwer from the chancellor, that I ſhould not ſpeake of that matter there. Then 
the emperor putt his hands on his lyps, and moved a little up from his throne, and 
faid unto me, that I ſhould remember him to Vladitela, to whom he wiſhed good health. 
Whilſt his majeſty ſpake theſe words, the two princes at the one erid; and the nobles that 
were at the other end of the roome, ſtood, and were uncovered ; which ceremony for cer- 
taine would not have beene done, had I not uſed to the chancellor the diſcource above 
mentioned touching this matter. After this the emperor by the chancelor and Hebden 
told me, that he did favour me and my fowre gentlemen to kifſe his hand; which being 
done, and returned to our places agayne, the chancelor told me, that the emperor did 
grace me with his dinner, ſoe as his highneſſe ſervant and meſſenger. I thankt his maj 
tor my entertaynment, of which as of what I had treated of ] would give his highne 
a particular and true relation; and auguring his majeſty all proſperity, 1 was diſmiſſed. 
When I came neere the door to goe forth, I bowed to the noblemen, who riſe up un- 
covered, and did the like to me, which they did not doe at my firſt audience. 
As ſoon as I was come forth from the emperor, a meſſenger from the duke of Coland 
went to his majeſty, and had his diſpatch and returnes by Riga, the waye he came. 

That ſaunday about four of the clocke his majeſty, accompanied with this patriarch, 
ſome biſhops, and other clergymen afoote, departed this cittie, —— at the gate where he 
went forth received many bleſſings, holy water, and a great many croſſings from ſome 
biſhops, placed on ſcaffolds on each ſide of the gate, for that purpoſe ; and ſoe went ſo, fare

I cannot imagine, what the true reaſons or cauſes be, that the emperor will not lett me 
de now over land by Riga. I underſtand by Hebden and by my preſtave, to whom 
I have told, that his highneſſe lord protector cannot take well this my detention, 
that his majeſty doth it for my good, for that winter is now paſt, or will be before J can 
be farre from hence; and then the ſnow being liquified, the waters will be foe great for 2 
month, that there will be no travelling; and that might take me on the waye in ſuch a 
place, where I could have no other than bad accommodation. Moreover the dangers on 
the waye for incurſions, that may be made by his majeſty's enemys, whereby I might receive 

e, and be robbed, are the conſiderations his majeſty hath made, and would not, that 
in his ſtate I ſhould receave wrong, but returne out of it with ſafetye, and as hitherto I have 
bine. Theſe are plauſible reaſons, but I believe none of them. I rather conjecture, that 
the emperor's letters to his highneſs will not give ſatisfaction; and the anſwers, that I expect 
in writing (which it may be I ſhall not have till farre in ſummer, to ſee what progreſs his 
majeſty may make in his warrs againſt the _ of Poland) will be given me, according 
as they ſhall ſee occaſion fower or five months hence; and by that tyme they imagin to 
have advice of ſome alteration of ſome of the affayres in England, as here ſome doe hould 
them in opinion ; and this I take to be the true cauſes of my detention. The treaty of 
his highneſſe in diſcourſe from the emperor, and the rſcription of his letter, in my 
judgment, is in too playne and low a ſtyle. I have employed perſons to procure me a 
coppie of it, and his highneſſe letter to the emperor, as it is tranſlated into Ruſs. This is 
as much as for the preſent I can advertiſe your honour to my employment. 

I am to beſeech your honour, for what concerns my owne particular, to take notice, that 
by my goinge downe to Arehangell, I ſhall be ſix or ſeven months in my employment 
more than was expected I ſhould be, when I came out of England; and likewiſe come to 
a farr greater expence for his highneſſe's reputation, (the company in that have had too 
little regard, as well in their inſtructions given me, as in their allowance for expences ;) and 
if I had not at Archangel, and fince carryed myſelfe in another porte, than what they in- 
tended, I ſhould not have had a boate there nor entertaynment on the waye ; noe nor de- 
livered his highneſſe's letter to the emperor, as I have done, which would have bin no 
ſmall indignity to his highneſſe. And therefore your honout will be pleaſed to ſend for 
the governor and ſome of the company, and order them, that by the ſhipps they will ſend 
this yeare to Archangell, they remitt me moneys to diſcharge ſuch debts, as I ſhall be forced 
to make for my expences in ſo many months, as I ſhall be extraordinary ; and for my 
owne paynes and travil ſoe long time, I leave that till it pleaſe God I returne to England.

T HAVE inteligence of one mr. Burnet, miniſter, alias a profane pariſh prieſt of A. D. 1654. 


Burmaſh, about three myles from Hieth, that he hath beene lately in France. His 
maid lett fall words to this purpoſe z that being demanded by a friend of her's, where 
her maſter was, ſaid, hee was gone to France, and would returne with an army againſt the 
round-heads; that hee was expected every day there. ** Knott, governor of 
Sandgate - caſtle neere Hieth, gave order to your late officer, Philip Littlewood of Hieth, 
to apprehend him, who was not ſoe wiſe as he ſhould in ſecreſie; but I underſtand, the 
ſaid Burnett is come over, and now in London, a verie dangerous, knowing, and ſubtle 
man, ſuppoſed to have eſpecial buſines in theſe wicked commotions. I have made it my 
work, but cannot yet finde where he lodgeth. I heare, that thoſe countrymen doe ordinarily 
lodge at the king's head in Love-lane, neere Billingſgate. It's poſible hee may: if wiſely 
managed, bee heard of there, or at the ſtarre on Fiſh-ſtreete-hill. He was, as I heare, a cap- 
tain in the late king's army, and hath his living ſtill, and hath puttin a fellow in his roome, 
during his preſent abſence.

I have ſent a party to poſſeſs his moated houſe (which I finde is very ſtronge 
with draw- bridges, it is alſoe well 12 leaſt at this tyme it might be ſurprized and 
manned = your highneſſe, and be a great ſcourge to this country.

Wee were on the third night's duty before I ſent this party away ; and indeed this place is 
as cold, ſtanding into the ſea, as any place I ever came to, which cauſes our ſoldiers to 
falle ſicke, and will weaken us much, if the centinells go on every third hour, as nowe 
they doe. Lord's day laſt a party of the caveleares, about 60, were in armes neere Morpeth, 
an {wage Le Lilburne was __ his march to fall upon a party of caveleares, got 
together at Barnye-caſtle, All theſe things conſidered, I thought it my duty, to requeſt you 
to acquaint his highneſs therewith, that, if it ſeeme good, a greater number of men may 
be allowed to ſecure this place, for here was never ſoe ſmall a number, untill the yeare 
52, in all the late warrs. I hope our God will owne his people ſtill; for our enemyes 
witts are good, but they want hearts to act their diabollycall deſignes. Soe doubtleſs the 
marcies of our good God endure for ever.

T laſt at Moulton in the county of Devon; ſeverall prifoners taken and carried to Exon 
goale ; but I ſuppoſe the particulars are more fully ſent to your highneſſe than is yet come 
to my hands; and therefore I doe by theſe humbly acquaint you of my intentions as to 
further ſervice, by dividing theſe troopes with me into ſeverall places, where they may lye 
convenient for the apprehending of thoſe that arc fled, viz. my own troope to Bemiſter, 
captain Scotton's at Bredport, major Blackmore's at Crookehorne, captain Wallington's at 
South Petherton, and major Jenkins at Somerton, and to keepe a guard at Lamport : ma- 
jor Butler's troopes, two to Saliſbury, and two to Marlborough ; and the two troopes of 
colonel Twiſelton's to returne to Alton and Farnham, all to attend your highneſs's further 
pleaſure. I have written to the reſpective ſheriffs of Wilts, Dorſet, Somerſett, Devon,

WORTHIE SIR, 


Qlthence your departure from us, I have had maney ſudden unexpected troubles. It clearly 
appeareth, there was a damnable rebellious riſeing and plott intended by many 
thouſand diſafected, malignant, and deſperate wicked men, to putt all the nation into a 
flame, and to involve and imbroyle us into a ſadd warr and diviſion. Through God's mercy 
and gracious providence of our good God, who ordereth all things according to the councell 
of his owne will, as alſo by the prudence and vigilancie of the lord protector, in many 
places, the enemeys are diſipated, and their plotts and councells effatuated, bleſſed be the 
Les of heaven for his love to his people and to our nation. Sir, upon wenſday laſt 
commiſſary generall Reynolds, by order from his highnes the lord protector, came to me, 
and deſired me to give notice to our bretheren, that he deſired a treaty with us; and to 
obſerve our reality and good affection to the republique, acquainting us, that he had order 
to withdrawe the forces you left in towne, to march to Woſceſter; and that we ſhould 
preſently ſett the citie in a poſture of defence, and that we ſhould raiſe three companeys 
under the command of lieutenant col. Phipps, major Beake, captain Brownell. I have 
taken the care and charge of the ſafety and ſecurity of the citie upon me; upon which [I 
had the keyes redelivered to my care and charge. I have cauſed watch and ward day and 
night, and have taken much paines day and night for the preſervation of our poore citie. 
Sir, at the commiſſary his goeing from Coventry, he gave me a liſt of maney diſafected 
perſons to be brought in and ſecured, which is performed accordingly, ſome of them 
diſpoſed to one place, ſome to another, we having as yet neither marſhall or priſon to ſe- 
cure them. The moſt trouble is, col. Hacker of Leſceſter hath ſent divers priſſoners to 
be ſecured, who were directed to the comander in chiefe of the forces in Coventry. The 
captaine beinge marched away, they are put upon us. We are almoſt at our witts end to 
know what to do with them. I wiſh heartily, we were diſcharged of them. Sir, this 
day we have raiſed three compleate companeys under the command of the gentlemen before 
mentioned, who are all unanimus to ſerve the publique. This I conceive will not hold to 
be under command long without pay. We do not know how or which way to raiſe it. I am 
as good a huſband for the citie, as poſſible I can, in the preſervation of our repute, 
money is expended, doe what I can.

with diligence into the ſtate of the countrey, and of the affections of the people, and am 
exceedingly ſenſible of the conſequence of this place, which if furprized would have 
roved in all likelihood once more the founeteine of a warre. The young governour hath 
behaved himſelfe verry diſcreetly and faithfully, and will, I hope, receive encouragement 
in theſe his hopefull beginings. Since my coming ſeverall militia companyes, being quar- 
tered here and at Wrexam, have offerred the continuance of their ſervice upon the pay 
of his highnes 3 but having acquainted them with the te want of money, and that 
ſome forces of your ſtanding army were ſent to preſerve the peace, whereby they might 
be eaſed of the hazard and trouble, which duty would bring upon them, they are gone 
Col. Crowne continues liſting, and, I beleive, will have a 
regiment verry ſpeedily completed. His deſires are, that the countrey may be charged with 
the pay of the private ſouldiours 2 dayes in each month ; whereby he may be enabled to 
draw them forth upon thoſe dayes to diſcipline them. This is humbly tendred to be 
conſidered. Both theſe and thoſe at Wrexam are gone home with reſolutiohs to randeſ- 
vous upon occaſion, and with greate chearfullneſs and ſatisfaction.

I received no poſitive orders concerning the ſeizing upon malignants, and diſarming all 
the diſafected, but am ſenſible, that if it bee not now done, ſome plott will come to more 
maturity; and then it will be too late. I judged the removall of combuſtible matter verry 
neceſſary, when a fire is begun not farre of; and to this purpoſe I have ſent into the feve- 
rall countyes, where I have a preſent charge of horſe, chat all perſons ſuſpected to have 
a hand in the preſent deſigne of a generall riſing, or likely to do miſchiefe, be taken 
into cuſtody, untill further order from his highnes. If ſome promiſſary engagement of 
obedience and ſubmiſſion to the governement were offerred to all thoſe who are ſeized 
upon in the nation, beſides ſecurity by obligation, it would be a tie upon them (if any 
thinge can bind an ingratefull people) or at leaſt a cleare conviction againſt them, when 
they rebell, as certainely they intend to doe; and I much ſuſpect thoſe, that are incredulous 
of any plot, being like the Iriſh, who never beleive their enemy deade, till his heade be 
off. To ſuch perſons puniſhment ſeemes more adue than perſwaſion. 

The examinations of thoſe, who are found guilty of the ſurpriſall intended at this place 
ſhall be ſent you ſpeedily, and ſeveral proofes againſt one captain Kineſton and others, who 
liſted men in the 5 time publiquely for Charles the 2d. If a commiſſion were ſent to 
try them, I conceive it would prevent much future evill, and be a meanes to ſatisfy many. 
This is likewiſe humbly tendred to be conſidered. I ſhall expe& his highnes farther 
pleaſure, which, ſo farre as the Lord ſhall enable me, none ſhall with more good

The propoſition I made laſt was to come and make myſelf the lord protector's 
riſoner, it being impoſſible for me to ſerve your friend ſo well at this diſtance, as I am 
ure I could do if I were in London; which you may eaſlly conceive, if you conſider, that 
in deſigns of this nature the reſolutions change every day, and conſequently that nothing 
can be of greater advantage, than to be duly advertiſed of every thing that paſſes, I 
ſuppoſe there can but be two objections againſt my admittance now into England; one an 
apprehenſion of my engaging in this general riſing, and the other a fear of diſſatisfying 
ſome of your friend's own party, by uſing me too well at firſt ; both which without doubt 
this E does ſufficiently anſwer. I confeſs, the more I examine it, the more I 

wonder what reaſon your friend can poſſibly have not to conſent to it, ſince it does not 
admit of the leaſt ſhadow of danger or inconvenience to him ; and methinks too he ſhould 
not look upon me as a man ſo abſolutely run out of my wits, as that I ſhould voluntarily 
throw myſelf into ſuch a condition, without being confident at leaſt to be able to make 
a gain of it, which I cannot expect to do, but by doing the lord protector ſervice.

Vol. xxiv. THE informant ſaith, that he, upon occaſion of buſineſs, came from Somerſetſhire to 

London; and as he was coming up upon the way near Bagſhot, overtook one 
mr. Bernard Waite, miniſter, with whom this informant fell into diſcourſe, and aſking 
the informant, whether he was a clergyman, the informant told him, yes ; and then aſking 
where he lived, the informant told him, in the weſt of Somerſetſhire. Then mr. Waite 
ſaid, he was once his neighbour, and was miniſter of Exford in the ſaid county of Somerſet, 
and his name was Bernard Waite, and had right ſtill to it, but was thruſt out of it by col. 
Pyne; but colonel Pyne was out of favour, and I am much favoured by colonel 
John Gorges, and I doubt not but by his aſſiſtance I ſhall be placed in the parſonage again; 
and that he was going to London about the gaining again of his ſaid living, and hoped to 
obtain it at the next aſſizes. Upon which diſcourſe this informant. knew, that the ſaid 
Waite (having ſeen him once before) was a perſon, which he often heard was reputed to

AITH, that on thurſday, the 8th of March inſtant, there was none in fir Thomas vol. xls. 
Harris his houſe at Boreacton, but thoſe of his own _— and after being preſſed, p. 351.

confeſſed, that ſeveral ſtrangers were there, viz. mr. Temple, that had been three or 
four days there; one mr. White, who came thither on monday or tueſday; mr. Cole, a 
priſoner at Cheſter, who was there many weeks; mr, Preſton of Rixam, who came there 
on thurſday the 8th inſtant. 

That the ſame day he was ſent by his maſter, ſir Thomas Harris, to his maſter's bailiff 
at Levotwood, to bid him to come to him; and hearing, that there was a troop of horſe 
ſent down by orders from his highneſs the lord protector, returned back, and went not 
unto the bailiff; that he came not into the houſe, but went immediately to Rixam ; that 
he went to Meale in one hour, but was four hours coming back, and ſtaid not by the 
way; that he, going from Boreacton towards Rixam, ſtaid at Wike all that night, about 
a mile from Boreacton, and went not to bed. He faith, that he only drank there, 
and did not eat. The next morning betimes he went to Rixam, and ſighted at the 
Red Lyon, from whence he went to one Baker's houſe, where he and captain 
Baker, and one Davis, living near Elſmore, drank together about half an hour; and 
after parted. He faith, that he gave captain Baker notice, how that his maſter, ſir 
Thomas Harris was taken. This examinate went into the fair, to ſell his horſe, who 
belonged, as this deponent ſaith, to mr.

W HO depoſeth and faith, that Edward Truſtan and others being brought priſoners 
to this town of Shrewſbury upon ſaturday afternoon laſt from Maeſbrooke, the 
ſaid Edward Truftan ſent one James Bayley, a ſoldier, to this deponent, upon ſabbath day 
following, for this deponent to come and ſptak with the ſaid Truftan ; which this depo- 
nent did, as ſoon as he had dreſſed himſelf ; and being come into the room where the 
ſaid Truſtan was priſoner, the ſaid Truſtan told this deponent, that Thomas Rogers, 
near Flunagoh, a neighbour of the ſaid Truſtan's, went to Thomas Davies, of Flunagoh 
aforeſaid, to borrow a ſaddle and bridle of him, who at firſt denied the lending him of 
any; but when the ſaid Rogers told the ſaid Davies, it was for king Charles his ſervice, 
and for the deſign. of taking the town of Shrewſbury, the ſaid Davies bid the faid 
Rogers take the ſaid bridle and ſaddle; and if that he the faid Rogers had no horſe, 
the ſaid Davies bid the ſaid Rogers take any horſe he had, he having half a dozen;

I do preſume, 
that you will eaſily pardon a treſpaſs, that is committed upon a day of pardon ; and the 
ſooner, becauſe there was not much to write at that time. It cannot be denied, but that 
the affairs at home do ſufficiently occupy the lord protector; but the reſolution of your 
affair only depending upon the fole motion of his will, being enough informed of the 


buſineſs, it cannot be that want of time and leiſure ſhould retard your laſt audience. I 


conceiye, and am of opinion, that unleſs you preſs on your part, they will find out ways 
to keep you where you are. I cannot believe, neither do you give me it otherwiſe than as 


a diſcourſe, that the lord embaſſador hath undertaken to offer up the forces of the king 


his maſter in Flanders to the lord protector; and if he do it, the lord protector will re 
ceive that compliment as a piece of the theatre. It is you, my lord, that do ſhew an 
affection of a real perſeverance in endeavouring to make peace with him at a time, when 
the clouds do gather together, prognoſticating ſome ſtorm to befall him. I am of your 
opinion, that thoſe little inſurrections will make for his eſtabliſhment. 

The lords of Holland do very much fear, that ſome inconvenience will happen to their 
trade, if our accommodation be not made. The wiſeſt, when they ſpeak with me, do 
confeſs, that the ſaid difficulty, which you make, is invincible ; that they muſt give you 
ſatisfaction therein; but withal that it is likewiſe to be conſidered, that it came too late, 
and after you were agreed. I do not want of pertinent anſwers for them as to that. That 
which you write me of the embaſſador of Spain doth cauſe me to tell you, that Don 
Eſtevan de Gamarra hath not ſeen the princeſs royal, to whom he only ſent his ſon with a 
compliment. Every one doth admire at this omiffion in ſo civil and courteous a man as 
he 1s, eſpecially with the ladies; and it is thought, that it is out of complacency to the lords 
of Holland, or it may be through reſpect to the lord protector. I have here incloſed ſent 
you a copy of the letter, which the lords of Holland ſent to the princeſs royal, upon the 
report that was here, that the king of England was at Teyling. She returned no anſwer 
in writing, but ſaid only to the meſſenger, that the king her brother was not at Teyling. 
Now we do not certainly know where he is. Many Engliſh ſay, that he is gone for Eng- 
land; but I cannot believe it, and it doth ſeem, that the lady princeſs his ſiſter did ſpeak 
to me in ſuch terms as ought to give me this opinion. 

In theſe provinces the diviſions in the provinces of Overyſſel do not tend to an accom- 
modation. Yea, it is believed, that both parties will at laſt ſo irritate one another, that 
they will come to open arms. The province of Holland doth ſeem to be diſpoſed to 
aſſiſt Deventer againſt the other party, which hath choſen the prince of Orange for gover- 
nor, and prince William for lieutenant.

May IT PLEASE YOUR HIGHNES, 


I Received you lordſhip's commiſſion for a horſe regiment on the laſt Lord's day, and ſent 
an anſweare theirto imediately ; but the meſſenger was gone before from Cheſter 
towards London, which occaſioned theſe lynes, to give your Jordſhipp an accompt, that 
I dare not as yet accept of the ſaid commiſſion, for many reaſons ; firſt becauſe my en- 
deavours this way formerly, though verry ſucceſſefull, have beene taken in ill part; and 
this county eſpecially is ſoe wonderfully impoveriſhed, as without deſtroying of it, not 
many ſouldiers can be raiſed theirin in the way you intend. 

2. Becauſe that the extreames that the levelling party do run furiouſly upon, doth, as ] 
humbly conceive, drive your highnes upon direct contrary extreames; and I deſire to 
imitate Caleb and Joſua in the wildernes, as neare as may be, and not to ſeeke a con- 
federacy with thoſe, who limitt God to their = and againſt whom God hath an 
evident controverſy, &c. I beleive firmely, that the roote and tree of piety is alive in 
your lordſhip, though the leaves theirof, through abundance of temptations and flatte- 
ries, ſeeme to mee to be withered much of late; yet I hope time and experience will have 
a good influence upon your lordſhip (Deo juvente) Sc. 

I praiſe the Lord for his extraordinary mercy to mee this way, that Iam not much moved 
with the actings of men, though of the better ſort ; nor doe I regard preferment much. 
Yet to doe this commonwealth a pleaſure, I am content to leave my private and obſcure 
condition, wheirwith I am much delighted, for a ſeaſon to accept of ſome hanſome mili- 
tary command, if your lordſhipp thinke well theirof ; ſoe as the men that I ſerve with may 
not be caſt of afterwards unrequited; and that they be ſelected in the beſt way from ſuch, 
as be your ſuperficiall and diſſembling freinds, whom I know well, and will have little 
to doe with them, unleſs forced theirto. I am {not affraid of my life, or eſtate, and to 
improve the talent I have, I ſhould be glad to ſerve your lordſhip in any forraine war 
within the continent of Europe, rather then within this nation. 

I humbly conceive further, that theſe remote corners of this nation are ſoe corrupted of 
late, by the ſubtilties of the jeſuited party, as few of them, that will be intruſted with 
armes by the new militia committees in theſe parts, will be found faithfull to your intereſt, 
in caſe of neceſſity or danger. Theirfore I think it would be an excellent courſe, to raiſe 
about 2000 horſe equally out of all the counties on the north ſide Trent, and to impoſe 
the charge of maintaineing and finding them onely upon ſuch as are convicted or ſuſpected 
notoriouſly for malignancy. Wheirby your highnes would doe a very juſt and feaſible 
act, without putting your ſelfe, or any one elſe, that be innocent or well affected, to any 
great charge about them. The clamours of moſt men, that you puniſh the innocent pro- 
miſcuuoſly with the nocent, will be taken away by this meanes. Charles Stewart hath 500 
freinds in theſe adjacent counties, for every one felnd to you amongſt them, and he doubts 
not of finding you worke enough, whilſt hee lives.

Wee are extreamely obliged to his highnes, that is 
pleaſed to gratefie the place accordinge to their deſires ; for truth is two regiments are to 
much for this place; and as to the difference with colonel Hagget and ſome others, it 
doth not lye in matter of honeſtie and abilitys, but in a prudentiall way, how it is poſſible 
to cement people together, when the fewde is grounded upon differences of another na- 
ture, infomuch as people will not bee commanded by them. For my owne part, I doe abhor

leres at Salſeberry, was come home to his one houfe, I fent my leeftenant with a partye to 
apprehend him, but he was not to be found there; yett I hope within this three dayes to 
have him in ſafe cuſtody. The face of affares ſemes (in this malignant place) to promiſe 
peace and quietnes at preſent, there beinge a terror from the Almightye faullen upon them, 
who are the Lord's, your highnes, and his peoples enemyes. The judges are gone from 
hence to Bridgenorth, where captain Coulſton doth attend them with the troope at preſent 
under his commande, who is to ſee them ſafe out of Staffordſhire, and then to march the 
latter end of the next weeke to this place, where a greate fayre for ſeverall dayes 1s kepte. It 
hath beene my indever, accordinge to your highnes orders, to complayte my troope to a 
hundred; for that purpos I ſent into Darbyeſhire to ingage what ſoldyers I could, that had 
hearetofore beene in ſervis, and others that weare well affected; but by reaſon of thoſe 
diſcoragements, that they receved from perſones diſafected to your highnes, and that are 
enemyes to the peaſe of the nationes, it was not foe facill a worke as was expected; yett 
there are manye, that are ackted from a good prinſipall, that have liſted themſelves, and 
beyond there abilletyes have layd out what they could procure from frendes to furniſh 


themſelves with horſes and armes, there beinge ſome troopes in the intrim, that have liſted 


none. My humble deſire is, that ſuch as have inliſted themſelves, and notwithſtandinge 
theſe diſcorragements they have mett with, have ſhewed themſelves willinge, may receive 
that incorragement from your highnes, that may anſwer their coſt and labores, and prove 
them faulſe, who have and dow tell them, that they ſhall ſhortly bee ſett aſide, without 
anye reward of there good affection and ſervis. I have ſent this bearer, a trooper in my 
troope, by whom I humbly intreate to receive your highnes pleaſure concerneinge them. 
By letters from ſom frendes of myne in Derbyſhire, I am informed that, collonel San- 
ders and collonel Barton refuſe to paye there taxe ; and that manye in Derbye and ſome in 
the contrye doe the like, takeinge theire exſample from them, which my dutie binds me 
to informe your highnes of, to declare this with all humillity and ſubmiſſion unto 
r highnes ; that in my weake apprehention and jugment, till the ſorde of juſtis be 
y your highnes putt into the handes of ſuch faythfull men, as will acte from a principple of 
love to the Lord, your highnes, and his people, the burthen will till then bee ſoe heavy 
upon your highnes ſhoulders, that you will not bee able to beare it, ſadnes and diſcor- 
ragments will ſtill bee upon the honeſt and upright harted of the nationes, and the ene- 
myes be incorraged and not diſcorraged, as is too apparent at this daye. Being preſſed in 
ſpirrit, I have thus farr preſumed, but ſhall proceede noe farther, but in the integritye of

Commiſſary general Reynolds to ſecretary Thurloe. 
SIR, 


I Receaved your highnes pleaſure in a letter from your ſelfe, wherein I am required to 
uſe diligence in finding out the preſent complotters in theſe parts. I am almoſt aſhamed, 
that ſo little fruite of our mom doth yet appeare; for although we find a cleare ſatisfaction 
to our judgement, that all the malignants in theſe g countyes were combined with thoſe of 
North- Wales, and both with thoſe of the three nations; yet proofe is not ſoe evident, as 1 
wiſh it were. We finde that col. Gerard held correſpondency in this countrey, and that 
this is from the begining one general plott, which ſeemes to be like a rat running behind 
ſtooles, which although ſeene plainely, yet a full blow cannot be made at him. I doubt 
not, that ſomething conſiderable will howſoever be diſcovered. I have ſet ſome at worke 
in all countyes, where any forces or wel- affected perſons are; but ſome of the moſt knoy- 
ing malignants refuſe to be ſworne, others are not yet taken. I hope it will not be unfit 
to make them ſpeake forcibly, by tying matches, or ſome kind of paine, whereby they 
may be made to diſcover the plott, although we ſhall not interrogate in that manner, 
concerning themſelves, if it be allowed in reſpect of others; in which I deſire to receive 
directions ſpeedily. Having an inſtruction to endeavour to informe my ſelfe of the ſtate 
of the countrie, I have been verry inquiſitive concerning the preſent ſtate thereof, and 
ſo hold it my duty to repreſent the danger likely to fall upon the nation by the unſet- 
tlement of Wales, where there are two ſuch extremes in good and bad, if any extreme 
can be ſo called, that the like is not any where, In taking armes there will be little be- 
nefit, if order be not provided for; and thoſe, who are not cavilleires, but go under the 
name of the godly party (and I hope many are ſuch, although deluded) are altogether un- 
willing to act by commiſſion, inſomuch as it will be difficult forming a militia in North- 
Wales. I have conferred with ſeverall members of the church of Wrexam; and although 
their finall anſwer is not returned, yet I feare there will not be many, who will a& under 
the governement amongſt them; but Iam told, their late journey hither hath cauſed better 
ſatisfaction than formerly. If fir Thomas Middleton were commiſſioned to raiſe a regi- 
ment, it is the opinion of mr. Gibert and ſome other ſolidly honeſt men, that he would 
do good ſervice in Denbighſhire and thoſe parts of North-Wales. Major general 
Mitton and mr. Simon Thelwell are likewiſe propoſed as fitt to be repreſented to his 
highnes for commiſſions. Be pleaſed to ſignifye his highnes pleaſure by the next, whether 
the depoſitions ſhall be ſent up, or kept here ; whether ſecurity ſhall be taken for ſuch as 
no evidence comes againſt, but are knowne cavilliers, and enemies to the governement ; 
whether the ſettlement of the country againſt another riſing ſhall not be ſecured by com- 

leting the forces; and what allowance ſhall bee given upon the dayes of muſtering; 
ikewiſe, if it be not too much preſumption, that I may know how long I ſhall be con- 
tinued in theſe parts, becauſe I would diſpoſe of my occaſions accordingly.

John Brooke, and major 
Peter Brooke. All of whom acted very freely, except major Peter Brooke, who very much 
obſtructed it, as farre as in him laye, by declareinge againſt raiſeinge any horſe or foote at 
all; and affirminge his thoughts, that his highneſſe had ſome other deſigne therein then 
the late inſurrections, with other aggravations; but they took not with the reſt, who 
ſetled a regiment of foote under command of colonel Croxton, but reſpited the horſe till 
further direction. And about a quarter of an hour before my return to Cheſter, fir Ri- 
chard under colour of his devotion, to which he had accuſtomed himſelfe often every day, 
and by the helpe of a woman, who is gone, and not yet heard of, and by the helpe of 
her apparell, as is thought, notwithſtandinge a ſtrict guard at the doore of his chamber, 
and a great light therein, eſcaped forthe at a windowe downe into the ſtreete (in which 
action he muſt needs greatly hazard his life) and after him went mr. Walter; which was 

reſently diſcovered by their abſence, and the breach in the window; and upon my come-

EING demanded what he knew concerning the late raiſing of men in this county and 
Montgomeryſhire, he ſaith, that there was a drawing men together by mr. Ralph 
Kynaſton, now a priſoner in Shrewſbury ; and that he this deponent was ſpoken unto by 
the ſaid Ralph Kynaſton, who ſent for him to an alehouſe on wedneſday the 7th inſtant, 
and deſired him to go along with him. He this deponent aſked him whither he would 
have him go, he replied to a rendezyous in one of the Clanomuny-fields on thurſday in the 
evening following, where he ſaid fr Arthur Blany would meet, and that thence they were 
to go to ſir Thomas Harris his park, and thence to Shrewſbury. He further faith, thar 
he heard Ralph Kynaſton ſay, that ſir Thomas Harris was to be commander in chief; and 
that he the ſaid Ralph Kynaſton promiſcd to come within two days after, but could not go 
with them in regard of his wife's illneſs, but would bring him and the reſt of the men who 
went along with him to fir Thomas Harris's. Being aſked who were engaged under the 
faid Ralph Kynaſton, he ſaith, that he ſaw going to the rendezvous on. thurſday in the 
evening David Owen, Edward Owen who had a ſword, Roger Geno with a rapier, John 
Jones with a ſword, and that captain John Tongue met them within a quarter of a mile

My LorD, 


OUR eminence will be informed by my letter to the earl of Brienne, of the new vol. xxiv. 
obſtacle, which hath been formed within theſe three days, againſt the concluſion of p. 440. 
the treaty. I did of late threaten to be gone, and took ſuch courſes, as might perſuade 
them to believe, that I was in earneſt, and that I would be gone, if I had not ſatisfaction 
given me. Now they hold the like diſcourſe unto me; and if the letters of France 
do not arrive, before that the commiſſioners come to treat with me, I know not what to 
do. I judge by the diſcourſe, which my ſecretary had with them to day, that the con- 
ference to morrow will be rather to prolong, than to advance the peace. It is hard to 
give them upon that point any other ſatisfaction, than that which they ought to have 
already received by the diſowning of the ſaid general ſeizure, and aſſurance of a diſcharge ; 
if it be done as ſoon as the accommodation is reſolved on. I have alſo ſignified unto 
them, and convinced them of the little foundation, which their complaints have, after 
all theſe acts of hoſtility, which have been exerciſed againſt France, in the taking of the 
fleet of Dunkirk, in the conjunction of Blake with Spain, and in the taking of the ns

AVING within theſe two days ſent to preſs the reſolution of my lord protector 

the ſecretary of ſtate and one of my commiſſioners ſent me word, that his high. 

neſs had advice of a general arreſt 2 all the ſhips and goods af the Engliſh, which 

are in the ports of France; and till ſuch time as he ſhould be fully informed, he would 
not proceed any further in the treaty. : 

The ſaid ſecretary did write a word or two to me upon that ſubject, and ſent me the 
merchants petition, which did confirm, that their goods were ſeized on, and that at 
Havre they had unladen ſome of their merchandifes. Theſe complaints and this anſwer 
cauſed me to let them know, that I had no advice of the faid ſeizure; that the king be- 
ing to ſet forth a fleet might have cauſed his ports to be ſhut, as is uſually done in 
other ſtates; but that the Engliſh were no more intereſted in it than other nations, 
And although that theſe reports were true, they ought rather to advance than retard 
the accommodation, to the end that all ſubject of bitterneſs might be removed; and if 
ſo be they ſhould pretend under ſome one pretence or other to delay me here, there 
needs nothing more be done than to ſend me a paſs. One of my ſaid commiſſioners took 
upon him to make report, without giving me any hope of an anſwer. Till that the 
poſt arrive, I cannot tell what to refolve ; but that being come, I will make an end one 
way or other within four and twenty hours; after the miniſters of this ſtate publiſhing 
te likewiſe declaring to me, that it doth concern them in honour to have ſatisfaction be- 
fore they conclude any thing, to the end it may not be ſaid, that they were made to 
agree by this means, 

To cure this ſcruple, I told them, that his majeſty doth not pretend to force them to 
a peace; but though he ſhould have ſeized on the goods of the Engliſh, it would be 
with more juſtice than there was, when his ſhips of war were taken, and his forts in 
America. And ſince he had no preliminary reparation made him of thoſe acts of 
hoſtility, fo likewiſe this government could not expect any, and ought to be contented to 
have their goods diſcharged, after that the peace is concluded, which I could aſſure them 
would be done. In my laſt audience I gave them to underſtand the condition France was 
in, and how that we needed not to apprehend England. It is true, they might diſturb 
our trade; but we ſhould be able to do them no leſs prejudice in point of commerce. 

All the priſons are full here of the royal party: it doth pals for current here, that the 
lord Fairfax had agreed with the king to riſe for him; and had cauſed the lord Wilmot 
to come; but finding the deſign not likely to take, did difcover the whole bottom to 
the protector. They pretend they will try their priſoners at the common courts of judi- 
cature. Here are lately dead two famous perfons, the duke of Richmond, and fir 
Theodore Mayerne; the firſt died this afternoon, and the other ſome few days ſincc,

What I formerly writ you of the arryval | | 
of the 7 ſail French ſhips at Tollon, which wer chaſt into Liſbon by general Blak, fy 
is moſt certainly true; the lyk of 15 —_—_ ſhips arryved at Naples ; but for the 
Portugal fleete to com into thes ſeas, althoh much talkt of, yet uncertain, _ 

the pope (not yet made) prov French, and way made by that king to receiv 

Portugall am ors at Rom: in ſuch caſe no doubt but king John wil ſend a po- 
tent fleete to ſhew his greatnes, I know not whether I may er or no, but in my 
beſt judgement, thes few years of good government, which that nation has had ſince 
theyr ſeparation from Spayn, has made them as conſiderable by ſea, as either Spayn 
er Francs Yeſterday arryved here a bark from Marſellia in twenty four howers, from 
whence the general vois is, that a war with Ingland is very nere proclaiming, and 
that Ingliſh ſhips are deteyned. Six ſhipps and fix gallyes ar redy to put to ſea with 
ſoldiers and amunition, given out for Roſas in Cattalogna ; but moſt thinke theyr deſyn 
was to hav brauht men for Itally to hav helped the duke of Modena; but tis now 
nedles, for that duke has made a ſhift himſelfe alone to beat home the Spaniſh forces 
for Millan. This duke of Modena pretends to the citty and territorryes of Ferara, 
which pope Urban tooke from him as feodary to' the church ; and now in this 
fede vacante, as the general report goes, this duke has ſom hopes of recovery of ſayd 
ſtate, and on this ſcore he has raiſed about ten thouſand men ; whereupon the Spanyard, 
as lord paramount of Itally, pretended to cal him to account, enters his country with an 
army, and was wel beaten back hom to his dores, with the los of a frontier caſtel. 
The great duke, as I underſtand, treats for an accomodation betwixt them. The Spaniſh 
ſhips of war at Naples are fitting to be redy for the ſea next month. They wil mak 
them up 20 ſail ms 18 ſail of gallyes. The Dutch here report, they are to furniſh the 
king of France with 40 fail of ſhipps for this ſomer's ſervis, and that his hynes the pro- 
tector requires of them the lyk quantity, which they denyed. We do not hear diſcover any 
integrity in that nation ſince the late war. The chief deſyn of the Spaniſh fleete is 
to tranſport men for Barſalona from Naples, and to obſery what the French fleete 
does, eſpetially againſt Itally. We hear noe certain newes, what paſſes betwixt the Spanyards 
and the Genowes, but ſuppoſe, according to that nation's gravity, they wil tyre them 
out with a tedious treaty, which in concluſion ſhal ſignifie nothinge. 61

BOUT a fortnight after Chriſtmas, there came one mr. Read to my houſe, to deli

legge I undertooke, and had well nigh cured itt, when hee was committed to the Tower, 
where after the ſaid Read had been 3 or 4 dayes a priſoner, hee ſent for mee to come and 
dreſſe his legge by one Steere, a warder of the Tower, and his keeper. The firſt time this 
Steere came to my houſe, I was dreſling a patient in our ſtreett; and when my fervant tould 
mee, that mr. Read's keeper defired to ſpeake to mee, I bidde him to give the ſaid Steere 
a peice of emplaiſter for mr. Read, and to denie him the ſpeaking with mee The * 
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the ſaid Steere comes to mee againe, and brings mee a note from mr. Read, which was A. D. 1655. 


to deſire mee earneſtlie to come and dreſſe his legge, and ſoe did the ſaid Steere, telling mee, 
there was noe danger in itt; I had the licutenant's leave: it was a thinge very ordinary, and 
could bringe noe prejudice to mee.

Aſking his bufineſs, he gave mee a 
note, what — I begun to read, hee ſaid itt deſired re I replyed, come to my 
houſe, and read it; foe taking him into a uſuall rome, I read the note, and was extreemly 
ſurprized, gave Steere the note againe, and aſkt him, if he was reſolved to carry mr. 
Read .awaye. He anſwered, yes. I fell into a paſſion, and afkt him, why mr. Read 
ſhould ſend him to mee; I had noe obligation to him att all; I had taken much paines 
in cureing him, and was as yett unpaid : mr. Read had already putt mee to much trouble; 
I would have nothinge to doe with this; I would not hazzard my libertie for him. Steere 
then deſired me to adviſe him: I aſked Steere, if hee a prehended no hizzard in the at- 
tempting of the * Hee tould mee, yes. I wiſht him to have a care what hee did ; 
for my part he had frightned my ſenſes with the very mention of it. I could not tell 
what to adviſe ; but if hee would come the next day at 12 a clock, I would conſider of 
itt, and adviſe him. The ſaid Steere aſked, if I had noe good newes to cheere him up with. 
I anſwered, yes; there is ſtrange newes, if trew : *tis reported, that judge Rolls is taken 
riſoner att Saliſbury, and the country is up. Do do heare nothing of it ? Yes, replyed hee. 
replyed, I will ſend him the 5 I. he ſends to me for; and I praye you ſtirr not in the bufi- 
nes, till you f| with mee to morrowe. The ſaid Steere preſt me earneſtly to write to 
Read. I denied him ſeveral tymes; yett at laſt tooke a little bit of paper lying by me, and 
writt, as I remember, thus; Sir, thoſe paines you complaine of will eaſily diſeuſſe, and foe 
will that paine in your head, without rad any cource of phyſick ; and ſve without 
ſetting my name to itt, I gave it him, telling him, I had written ſomething I knowe not 
what; yet was it truth, and in anſwer to that = of his letter, which concerned mee. 
Soe away goes Steere, leaying mee to my conſiderations, which was theſe ; that if Steere 
ſhould carry away Read, I having been already ſuſpected, twas tenne to one, but the 
lieutenant would trouble mee for it. Againe, mould they be taken in the attempt by 
Steere's or Read's confeſſion, I ſhould be a partie, and ſoe again be troubled. If, on the 
other ſide, to free myſelfe, I ſhould diſcover their intentions to the lieutenant, it would 
cleere mee, but ruine my reputation amongſt thoſe of the royall partie, in whom my live- 
goed conſiſted ; to avoyd which I reſolved upon a thirde way, which was, that mr.

In this paper I rowled up the emplayſter, 2" 
ſoe ſent him packing ; and I take God to witnes, this 1s all I ever writt to Read dick 
his impriſonment ; and that night, when I thought myſelfe freeſt, was I fetched to the 
Tower out of my bedde betwixt twelve and one at night, and my houſe ſearched for armes 
and letters; but of thoſe I was as innocent as of the former. As to the bottle of aqua 
fortis, I vowe to Almighty God, I knewe not of it, till my lord Crayford's man firſt, and 
then the lieutenant of the Tower told mee of itt. | 
On ſaturday March the 24th, betwixt 8 and g of the clock, Steere, the warder of 
the Tower, knockt att my chamber doore, to whom I opened it, and demanded his 
buſines with mee. Hee replyed, hee came to ſee mee, and that mr. Read deſired to bee 
remembered to mee, and began to tell me ſomething z but I imediatly replyed, that 
I would heare nothinge of Read, nor would I have any diſcourſe with him; telling him 
that by his baſe miſinformation I was impriſoned. I dared him to faye (before the gentle. 
man that laye in bedd by the doore, where wee diſcourſed) whether I ever aſked him 
what hee was to have from Read, for the carrying of him away; or whether I ever pro- 
ferred him 1001? He ſaid, noe. I aſked him, whether ever I had ſpoken any braving 
languadge to him, of fetching Reade out with a high hand ? Hee ſaid, noe. I aſkeq 
him, whether he had ever carryed any letters from me to Reade, fave twoe little Papers, 
and the one with emplayſter in itt? He ſaid, noe; and withal hee faid, truely if hee 
might be called face to face, hee could and would cleere me. This I deſired major 
Harries to take in writing, and give mee under his hand; which hee preſently did, and 
I have it to ſhewe; as alſoe another to that purpoſe from another priſoner belowe ; for 
when Steere ſaw I would not admitt any diſcourſe with him, hee takes his leave; and! 
ad that I was rid of him, made my ſelfe ready, and came downe ftaires, and there ]

ſawe Steere drinking with the keeper, whoe called mee to him, and deſired mee to 


drinke with him, and told mee, hee had a note for mee, which I told him I would not 
meddle with; and withall deſired the keeper, that a captain of a guard might bee 
fetcht to ſeize this Steere, and carry him before mr. ſecretary. My keeper refuſed itt; 
upon which I preſently writt a letter to acquaint mr. ſecretary Thurlowe of his being 
here, and that he would pleaſe to ſend for him, and examine him; but my letter could 
not be received ſoe ſoon, but that Steere was gonne ; and in truth I have no certainty, 
that my letter ever came to the ſecretarie's hands; yet was it left with the doore-keep:r, 
whoe promiſed the delivery. And thus have I given you a true relation of my pro- 
ceedinge with Steere.

BOUT twelve daies ſince I wrote to you by capt. Collens, wherein I gave you A. D. 165. 
a large account of our proceedings in this iland of the Barbados; how that by ; 

God's bleſſing we attayned our paſſage in 5 weekes, made the 2500 men we landed 60003 Vol. ono 
and becawſe our ſtores for the army are not as yet come up cloſe, we ſhould loſe the drie * 
ſeaſon, and my lord's honor ſuffer thereby, have ſcrabled up ſo many arms, as to make 
1500, we hither brought, 6000, or neer thereabout : that we rayſed two ſmall troopes of 
horſe upon the iſland and gotten ſuch and ſo many other ſtores, as we are to ſett ſaile 
this evening from the place : we thought to have gone the 24th inſtant, but could not 
attaine thereunto. Since which time came in capt. Haſſ*feld of London, and tells us of 
the Great Charity, that ſhe was at ſea with him; but fates, that ſhe with many others 
in company were forced back by the towle weather. This gentleman was above two moneths 
from Falmouth hither, and tells us, our ſtore-ſhips were in the Downes, with a ſaſe con- . 
voy, and beleeves they will be heer ſpeedily; but truly, fir, we are fo weary of wayt- 
ing, and the ſeaſon ſo neer ſpent, as we are reſolved to caſt ourſelves into the arms of 
Almighty God, whoſe providence we truſt will be ever for good, and will owne us as 
inſtruments in his right hand, to execute his determined vengeance upon that tyrannous, 
idolatrous, and bloudy nation, that hath inflicted ſo many cruelties upon the nations of the 
earth, in their diſtreſſed members, and not the leaſt upon ours. We have agreed to order 
the Great Charity to ſtay heer till our ſtores come up, and then to convey them to us. 
The general hath ſetled the militia of the iland, and given commiſſion to fowr regiments 
of horſe and 4 of foote, and made the governor his lieutenant generall, and coll, Colliſon 
major generall of this iſland. : 

I hope it will conduce to the publick weale of the place. We have made bold to 
refer our commiſſioners to make uſe of their exciſe office, whereof the governor had a 3d, 
which zd we ſtill leave him to poſſeſſe; but whereas they call upon their articles, I tell 
them, they have broken that article : for whereas they were to pay the publick debts 
of the iland therewith, they have received all thoſe two yeares profitts paſt, and we none 
at all, and now we ſhall reape the cropp of this 3d yeare, but with a greate deale of indig- 
nation to my. We aſke them how long his highnes ſhall waite their pleaſure to receive 
his royalties. We have ſuch a body of buſines to goe thorough this day, that I feare I ſhall 
not be able to write over my letter anew. If it fo fall out, I had rather ſend you a 
blotted paper then a note, and write amongſt a crowd of people, as I do here, than not to 
write at all: and I truſt your honor will bury it amongſt the reſt of my infirmities, which 
is the earneſt deſire of, |

SEE by your laſt letter, which is of the firſt of this month, that they do ſtill dally V. XXV. P. 1: 


with you in the place where you are, with the ſame artifices, which they have uſed for 
a long while together, framing continually new difficulties, having no mind to conclude. 
Some days ſince they would write nothing of the moſt eſſential articles of the whole 
treaty, although they do confeſs the ſame to be juſt : now you write me word, that they 
are willing to add to it the word preſentment, which would render it uſeleſs, and if one 
may ſay ſo, ridiculous; and the moſt that I find in it is, that they ſay, that it is you that have 
propoſed unto them for expedients the moſt part of the things, which have been, and 
which are in conteſt between them and us ; and that when they have accepted of them, 
they did admire that you would not agree unto them the next day. And in truth, they 
have ſome reaſon to complain of that, but that is none of our fault; on the contrary, 
if you had kept yourſelf firm and conſtant, to what we writ you from hence, either the 
buſineſs had been finiſhed e're now, or elſe you had been returned back into this kingdom 
long ſince, whereby we had received leſs prejudice than by the delay, which hath been 
uſed in the negotiation, without concluding any thing. I am ſorry to ſee, that we can- 
not doubt of their ill intention, by the care which they take to leave ſome tail in the 
treaty, which will give them an 3 to aſſiſt our enemies, and to do us harm, when 
they ſhall think fit, with ſome likelihood of juſtice, that the ſame was permitted to them 
by the treaty. | 
1 ſhort, 3 is no better witneſs than yourſelf of what we have ſuffered hitherto for 
want of concluding a good accommodation, and to infuſe this into the mind of the lord 
protector, that we do act ſincerely. I do again reply unto you, and fo you ſignify unto him, 
that if ſo be the article that is in conteſt (beſides that there is not an example of the like 
diſpute in any treaty that was ever made) were not the fundamental point of the whole 
treaty, I had, and ſtill would employ my whole credit with his majeſty to depart from 
it, in the conjuncture of all thoſe rumours and reports, which have paſſed in England, to 
the end, that it may ſerve to declare more and more to the protector the deſire, which 
we have here to live with him in a perfect amity, and that we are not to be perſuaded to 
be intereſted in all thoſe attempts, which are made to weaken his authority. 

I deſire you only, whether that you conclude, or whether that you return, to take an oc- 
caſion to declare to them, that we would never hearken here, directly or indirectly, to an 
propoſitions of commotions in England. This I believe the lord protector will do us ſo 
much right as to give credit unto, ſince we never meddled nor engaged in any thing to 
his prejudice hitherto.

INCE my laſt, I have viſited ſome freinds at Norwich and elſewhere, and finde, that 
8 malignants are exceedingly exaſperated every where, and my L. P. whoe, while their 
hopefull parliament ſate was very good with them, is now much undervalued by them; 
and ſome are not backward to talke broadly of my lord; inſoemuch, that as I heare two men 
are committed for words againſt my lord.

night I found him ; he is a ſubtil and crafty younge man, at times pretending much ſim- 
ity, but one of a notable dexterity in ſorts of games, as dice, &c. and knavery. 
fie hath frequented all the gentlemen's houſes weſtward from hence; and I perceive hath 
run with them on huntinge, and hath been kindly received into their houſes; and there 
hath of late fixed their armes for them, and hath knowne of their late meetings, as he 
broadly hinted unto me before Michael Dawſon and his wife. He =__ a diſtinct account 
of ſeveral of thoſe gentlemen. He particularly nominated {den of — hall, 
ſir John Key, major Beaumont of Whitleyhall, ſir John Armitage of Kirleas-new all at 
whoſe houſe they all were wedneſday evening. There were two or three Lancaſhire gentlemen, 
which the informant hath ſeene at fir John Key's, and are his kinſmen. There were 
alſo three with vizards upon their faces ; one he fally deſcribed, having ſeen his face bare, 
the wind blowing off his hood ; he was very tall, of a black viſage, tull urea. a longe 
arme, carrying one ſword drawne in his hand, and another hanging by his ſide; he had 
many ſide piſtolls about him, and under his coate privy armes; for drawing forth one 
piſtoll, he it jarre and rattle upon the armour, They enquired for Stumpe - croſſe and 
(having made diligent ſearch) they did not at Battle but went 
further ; it's probable to a houſe of Ramſden's, not farre from Ferry-briggs. *Tis plain, 
our weſterne gentlemen, and thoſe of Lancaſhire, were a guard to thoſe three with vizards. 
Jack, ſaid fir John Key to the tinker, keep a good tongue in your head; and he with 
others gave him 6 or 7 ſhillings ; and indeed, had not the tinker gott a little ale, he would 
not have opened his budgett ſoe freely. I perceive he cannot eaſily be compelled to any _—_ 
informations. I did promiſe to write to col. Lilburne for him, that he might be a trooper, 
which he kindly embraced, and hath promiſed this day to goe towards him, and I have 
ven the col. his further information; and alſoe that the tinker overheard one of them 
ying to fir John Armitage, we will be at the houſe back againe next tueſday. He 
further told me, that as any of the knights came by him, who had the drawn ſword, 
they putt of their hatts, and did him honour (*twas the tinker's owne expreſſion.) They 
keepe noe high way, they are exceeding well mounted, and ride in the dead of the night. 
I have no more at preſent. What I can further gather ſhall be ſpeedily ſent to your

Koningſmarf, fle 
Swedes general before Breme, and an inveterate enemy to our nation, is raiſing in the 
Stifte of Breme a great army of horſe and foot, which were certainly intended for Eng- 
land or Scotland, not the diſcovery of the plot in England 1 them; for 1 
believe their intentions rather deferred than altered. Wilmot hath been in England ſome 
weeks, however diſguiſed. Some eminent ons are in hold with you, as having a 
hand in this plot under diſguiſed names, of which O Neal is one. I am aſſured from 
ſome near C. St. that Rich. Harriſon, and all that party had been trucking with them 
and obtained terms from C. St. though I cannot hear what they were. This plot hath 
been hatching ever ſince his eſcape from Worceſter.

INCE my laſt letter I have received your packets of the 5th and 8th of this month. I ſent

de Vincennes, where he confirmed what he had formerly told me. He ſeemed to be troubled 
at the order, which was ſent for the ſeizing of all Engliſh ſhips and goods; and after he had 
read your letter, he ſent away an expreſs preſently to have them diſcharged, and withall 
he told me, that he had ſent an expreſs to you into England with an order of aſſurance to 
the lord protector, that the intention of the king was not to trouble him through the 
ſaid ſeizure, nor to make uſe of any advantages at a time of conſpiracies and riſings in 
this country; and to juſtify this action, that in caſe you had already made the rupture, or 
that it ſhould happen between the two ſtates, that however they would not deny to reſtore 
the faid ſhips and goods ſeized by virtue of the ſaid ordinance. And his E. charged me 
thrice in the preſence of the marſhal of Grammont, and the procureur general Fouquet, 
that I ſhould write this unto you, and order you to promiſe fo much, and to ſign it, 
and that he would engage his life and his. honour, notwithſtanding the rupture, that he 
would reſtore all the ſaid ſhips and goods ſeized 3 He added withall, that he would 
write to you himſelf, and gave order in my preſence to his ſecretary to draw up a letter 
containing the ſaid order, which was ſent yeſterday by an expreſs. This ſudden ſending of 
this expreſs, and the diſcharging of the ſaid ſhips, doth argue, as the earl of Brienne doth 
obſerve very judiciouſly, that the cardinal hath no intention to break; and that you had 

reaſon to uſe your endeavours to prevent it. I ſhewed him your letter of the 12th, 
which I had newly received, wherein you give ſome hope of an accommodation, which 
he was exceeding glad to hear. You do very well to extend your power and terms to 
make a good end and concluſion, and not to render your voyage fruitleſs ; and that is the 
opinion of the earl of Brienne ; and I believe a little longer forbearance and patience, 
where you are, will render all things to your content, and you will be ſo happy in caſe 
of a rupture, that none can blame you for it; for every one will conceive it to be occa- 
ſioned through the ſaid ſeizure, which is blamed and condemned by all in general ; and 
if you conclude the treaty of peace, it will be the more to your honour, and every one 
will acknowledge your great conduct and forbearance to obtain it. 
. Yeſterday arrived here the election of a new pope, cardinal Chigi, and now named 
Alexander the VIIth. They are very glad of it here at this court; and in regard he 
was nuncio and embaſſador at Munſter, where he declared great inclination to the peace, 
it is hoped that he will endeavour to effect the ſame. |

And the merchants adventurers of England reſiding in one town of the Low Countries 
have likewiſe enjoyed the ſame privileges and immunities, yet in a more ample and larger 


manner, they paying nothing at all for importation of their cloth; and all other Engliſh 


merchants (not free of that ſociety) living in the ſame countries and elſewhere are treated 
equally with the natives thereof, and have been always protected in their perſons and eſtates,

This being indeed the ground 
of ſo long continuance in exemption from perſonal taxes, they are moſt confident, that 
your highneſs will not ſuffer they ſhall be abridged thereof, but rather continue your favour 
towards them in relation or reſpect of the late reunion between both ſtates ; but if your 
highneſs were pleaſed, they might be uſed in all reſpects equal with the natives, they 
would deem themſelves happy, and willingly do as they do, which would be but equity. 

That ſome of the petitioners have been lately choſen collectors of aſſeſſments and pariſh 
offices, a novelty never practiſed before, and impertinent, to impoſe on foreigners, that — 
no more how to behave themſelves in the due execution thereof than meer ſtrangers. 


That the petitioners are likewiſe moleſted anew, by quartering of ſoldiers on them, for 


non-payment of arrears of aſſeſſments, how unequal ſoever (if due) impoſed on them. 

The petitioners finally preſent themſelves and their caſe to your highneſs, and do moſt 
humbly ſubmit their ſaid claim to be examined by your highneſs and your council, to 
ſtand and fall as ſhall appear from the treaties ex una & altera parte, and all practice and

Conceaved it neceſſary, as often as occaſion was offered for conveyance, to give you an Vol. xv. 
1 accompt of our proceedings here. Yeſterday wee ſpent the whole day in agreeing againſt p. 251 
whome proceedings ſhould bee, for what offences, and in what manner ; the reſult whereof 
you will ſee in the lift incloſed. Diverſe of thoſe, which wee receaved from you, were and 
are at large, whome wee intend to indict, and to proceed againſt them to the utlary. 
Some of thoſe in your liſt are not ſoe much as knowne here, their names nor perſons ; ſoe 
as thoſe wee are neceſſitated to omitt. Others though wee finde in priſon here, yet wee 
cannot prove any offence againſt them in this county; but they were ſent hither the 
ſouldiers ; and the offences (if any) were committed in the county of Dorſet. hers 
wee finde ſo inconſiderable in theire perſons, judgments, and eſtates, as that by conſent of 
the juſtices of the peace (who have been very active in preparing evidence, and aſſiſting 
vs with theire beſt advice and direction) and the officers of the army here, wee have 
thought fitt not to proceed againſt them, but rather reſerve ſome of them for teſtimony; 
who accuſe diverſe perſons, that denyed themſelves to have been in this action; and wee 
have in the place of thoſe omitted, putt in diverſe others, who by conſent of the juſtices 
of peace and the officers of the army, are agreed to bee ſturdy and notorious offenders, 
and that 1t were a ſervice to quit the country of them. Wee did likewiſe conceave 
it neceſſary, though we could have proceeded againſt all for treaſon, yet to make examples 
of all ſorts, ſome Dr breaking the goale, and thereby letting free many felonious offenders 
others for Burglaryes, breaking houſes, and taking away horſes ; others for robbing upon 
the highway; others for treaſoh; and others, if the evidence will come to it, for miſpri- 
fon of treaſon. The indictment wee have agreed; it was left with mr. baron Nicholas, 
who hath appoved of it likewiſe ; but I am afraid of my lord chief juſtice. Wee expect 
the judges here this night, and wee are ready for the proceedings to-morrow. I have not

cauſe continually to pray to the divine majeſty, that he would be pleaſed to diſſipate all 
clouds and confuſions, which may overcaſt and obſcure it's fine aſpects, and all the ill and

voting in the world, which we love ſo much as peace, and nothing, which we do more 
religiouſly obſerve, than the obedience due to thoſe, whom God hath ſet over us. We do 
believe, that the rebellion and diſobedience againſt the higher * cannot be followed 
but with divine malediction, and that thoſe that are guilty of it ought to be had in exe. 
cration with all good fouls. In this opinion we ſhould judge our ſelves unworthy of theirs, 
if we were fallen from out obedience, as we are charged in the patent of amneſty, which 
hath been preſented unto us. Againſt which we do always proteſt before God and the 
world our innocency, having not a drop of blood, which we are not willing to ſpill 
for a pawn of our fidelity and obedience to our prince. Although that in the ſame amneſt 
which the clemency of his moſt chriſtian majeſty hath procured of his royal highneſs in 
our behalves, we do ſee many conditions built upon ſome preſuppoſitions, which cannot be 
allowed of, when things ſhall be nakedly laid open, hoping that they will not make 
many ill impreſſions upon the mind, ſince that we can proteſt before God and his holy 
angels, that it is with a very great regret, that we were forced to take up arms to op- 
poſe thoſe, who againſt his intention have burnt our houſes, and fo ſtrangely deſolated our 
tamilies, and to endeavour to turn them out of the inheritances of our fathers, which 
their anceſtors did get with ſo much pains, and as well as ourſelves, ſweat blood to 
ſupport all the charges; proteſting that it was never our intention to take them u 
againſt his royal highneſs, and that we are ready to change them into mattocks, if it 
pleaſeth the goodneſs and equity of his royal Malers to remit all things to the ſame 
condition, wherein they were put and preſerved by his moſt ſerene predeceſſors of glorious 
memory, as he was pleaſed to promiſe us by the decree which he granted unto us of the 
laſt of September 1653, which is likewiſe all that we demand, having never had the 
preſumption to proceed any further. There is only required, that ſome perſons of integrity 
may be had to judge thereof at the reading of the conceſſions; yea, of the teſtimonies, 
which all adjacent roman catholicks have given upon them, of the regiſters of the com- 
munalties, and all other publick acts and proofs, the moſt authentick which can be exacted, 
which we have often produced and remitted. We ſhall accept and receive with profound 
reſpect, whomſoever his majeſty ſhall be pleaſed to depute tor that end; and we ſhall 
earneſtly and humbly pray, that all things may be examined at the meeting of the lords 
embaſſadors of all other powerful ſovereigns, who do us likewiſe the favour to intereſt 
themſelves, and to interpoſe for us, without the participation of whoſe counſel we are 
not at liberty to do any thing, not being able firſt to reſolve to accept the habitation 
only in the territories named in the patents, which are newly communicated unto us, 
wherein the ſame was never reſtrained, whilſt that the fame is forbidden us in many other 
territories, where we had always equal right and uſage, nor to deprive us of the right 
legally obtained to rebuild ſeveral churches, which can in no wiſe be juſtly diſputed with 
us, and yet forbidden in the faid writing. We do therefore moſt humbly beg, that time 
and place unſuſpected may be appointed, where we may ſafely confer with the lords the 
mediators, give them to underſtand our ancient rights and privileges, to which we have 
always held, and do ſtill hold; and the great hurts, which we pretend to have received 
againſt the intention of their R. H. of whoſe goodneſs and clemency- we have ſuch a 
perſuaſion, that we are aſſured, that they never had an intention, that we ſhould be ſo 
dealt withal ; leaving the deciſion of all to the ſaid mediators, and paſſionately deſiring 
nothing more, but that we may peaceably ſerve God and our ſovereigns in all fidelity 
and humility ; praying for this effect moſt humbly and moſt earneſtly, as much as is 
poſſible, that his moſt chriſtian majeſty would be pleaſed for the love of God not to 
deſiſt from his worthy undertaking, till that buſineſs be firſt known and decided. He 
will receive thereby glory before God and the whole world, and we will not ceaſe to pray 
for the proſperity of his ſacred perſon, of his ſtates, his arms, and his royal houſe, and 
for that of your excellency in particular. 

: My lord, we do give you infinite thanks for all your good care, and do pray you to 
preſs and haſten this good work; but ſo that there may be more ſafety for the following 
treaties, than there hath been hitherto ; for there was never yet any conference for a truce 
or peace ſince the begining of theſe troubles, but at the ſame time they did endeavour 
to ſurprize us; and no longer ago than yeſterday, whilſt that your ſecretary made a great 
inſtance to have on the one fide all the chiefeſt and the moſt of our people to fpeak 
unto them on the behalf of the king and your excellency, they did all that they could 
on the other hand to endeavour to deſtroy what was left of ours, and to burn the remain- 
der of our houſes. | 

For concluſion of this preſent, we are ready to accept with all poſſible acknowledgment 
the peace, which the clemency of his R. H. doth agree unto us, through the effi- 
eacious interpoſition of his moſt chriſtian majeſty, provided that ſuch things may be 
obſerved and kept, which his ſaid majeſty and the lords embaſſadors of other powers, who 
do intereſt themſelves for our good after we have been heard) ſhall judge juſt and —

L expreſs, which he ſent unto you, to know how that hath been received. He told me, that p. 293. 
he believed you would finiſh the peace, in regard you had orders to deſiſt from all that 
the court here ſtood ſo much upon; and as I have formerly writ oftentimes unto you, you 
are not to break with precipitation, and that you ſhould delay all that you can, to come 
to a good concluſion. This did the earl of Brienne likewiſe aſſure me, that it would make 
more for the advantage of France, and you would gain more honour in delaying your bu- 
fineſs than by breaking off on the ſudden. 

I ſaw this morning monſieur Ariſte, who told me, that you have two orders, the one, 
to conclude or to break ſuddenly, the other, to demand audience to take your leave, in cafe 
of a rupture ; and in regard I did repreſent unto him, that they might delay you for 
ſome time before, they gave you your audience, and that his eminence had told 
me eight days ago, that if ſo be they did refuſe to give you audience, that you were to 
come away without leave, after you had declared it to your commiſſioners ; the ſaid 
monſieur Ariſte did then declare unto me, that it was very true, you had an order of the 
king ſent you to break, and another order to demand audience to take your leave; but in 
caſe they did deny you the ſaid audience, that before you were to take the reſolution of your 
departure, you were to give advice thereof, to have the order of the king upon it, which 
is to be your ſole diſcharge. I believe you will be no more troubled to come to theſe ex- 


tremities, ſince that your treaty is renewed, and that the concluſion thereof is fo much 
delired by this court.

goe according to your expectation in the buſynes we are now upon. We find in this 
place a great and. full n beſydes the lord commiſſioner Lyſle, the lord chief 
juſtice Rolle, baron Nicholas, juſtice Wyndham, mr. ſerjeant Glyn, and mr. ſerjeant 
Steele, there are of Hampſhire, Wiltſhire, and Dorſetſhire, commiſſioners of oyer and 
terminer about twelve or thirteene.

L7 OUR letter of 15th of Feb. came to my hands but the third of this month. It 
hath layne longer then ordinaryly on the way: by it I perceive, that your honor has 
received my ſeverall letters, and of his highnes's favourable acceptance of my zeale and 
affection to his ſeryice, and to my native country; moſt pleaſing and welcome newes unto 
mee. And therefore, obeying your commands, I write this, and will continue correſpond- 
inge with your honor, unleſſe I receive your order to the contrary, _— my abode in 
this court; though I know, that I put myſelfe into an aſſured danger of impriſonment, 
if not of looſeing my life, in caſe any of my letters unto your honor ſhould fall into the 
hands of theſe miniſters, as in my former I have written you: but I depend and build my 
ſafety upon the promiſe your honor gave unto my brother, as he writt me, that his highnes 
would take me into his protection, and free me of any —_— I might fall into. Bur my 
danger is, that before it can come to his highneſſe notice, ſo —_— a reſolution may be 
taken agaynſt me heere, that my head may be cutt off, before his highnes can have notice 
of my being in priſon ; and then, although he would take ſatisfaction for me, by cutting 
off other heades ther, none would be found to fitt my ſhoulders, 

This, Sir, I leave to his highneſſe and his diſcreete councell's conſideration, for don Alonſo 
de Cardenas ther will not be backeward, to ſearch out what correſpondent you have heere. 
What doth your honor thinke in — to me his highnes letter of credencie? the which 
if you command me to keepe private, I ſhall not make it knowne to any man liveing, 
until I finde my ſelfe in danger of being impriſoned, or looſeing my life, by ſome 
ſecrett command, as I have knowne ſome hath, being once ſuſpected by this ſtate for 
intelligencers. 0 | : 

As for your fleete ſent out under the command of general Penn, it hath, as yow ſay 
in your letter, occaſioned many imaginations and conſults heere, whether it may be gone. 
Some ſay, to the iſland of Santo Domingo, others, to the Havana, others to Buenos 
Ayres en el Rio de la Plata, or to the iſland of San Lorengo. Theſe laſt is confeſſed 
will cauſe no breach, being beyond the equinoctiall line, but not the other too places, 
unleſs it be becauſe they finde themſelves heere ſoe weake, and ſoe environed with 
enemies on all ſides, that: they muſt paſſe by and put up any thinge that yow will doe 
againſt them.

Ought elſe they cannot doe; for ſhippinge to encounter with yours they have not, as 
ſuppoſeing themſelves the beſt Chriſtians, re Ay much in God's protection, hopeing 
that yow will finde both windes, ſeas, and 

diſembarkeinge ther. The fleete, that yeerely uſeth to goe from Spaigne to the Indias 
is commanded to departe in all this month from Cadiz. In the meane time ſome advize 
may come of what your fleete hath attempted, and according] they will governe them- 
ſelvs in ther deſignes. It ſeems yow expect from hence an extraordinarie ambaſſador. It hath 
bin ſaid heere theſe many months, that the marqueſs de Leyden was to goe from Flanders, 
Theſe people looſeth themſelves by delayinge too long, and I beleeve, that they are led 
away with ſome vayne report of an appearance of niew trobles in England ; for within 
theſe 3 dayes came advice from France, that the king of Scotts was embarked for England, 
and that Hull was to be delivered up to him, and Farfax to rayſe an armie for him. Of 
this I thought fitt to give your honor advize, though I prefume it is needleſſe more then 
to lett yow know, that though theſe people be no Jewes, yett they live contentedly, in 
hopes of the comeing of a ſaviour, for to free them out of ther many miſeries, that 
they have plunged themſelves into for want of good government. 


They have now began ther cortes or parliament ; the 5th of this month was the firſt 


day of meeteing in the king's pallace, his majeſtie preſent as uſually, the ſecretary of the 
Reyno read the propoſitiones, the which were to let them know, the great expence his 
majeſtic hath bin at theſe many yeeres, to defend himſelfe agaynſt his home and forraigne 
enemies; and that God had bin pleaſed to aſſiſt him for the retakeing from the French 
Barcelona, and other ſeverall townes of importance in Flanders; and alſo of his want of 
monies to proſecute the warre, wherby to oblige his enemies to an honorable peace. 
Wherfore he hopes, that they would finde ſome meanes to aſſiſt him with the needfull ; 
and that it might be with the leſſe burthen poſſible to his poor ſubjects. Wee ſhall now 
ſoone ſee what courſe they will take to ſupplie his majeſtie's wants. | 

The ſweareinge of the pringeſa was not in the propoſitiones, as it was once reſolved on. 
The queen, it ſeemeth, hath hindered it; yet her majeſtie proveth not with childe. God 
graunt ſhee may, and of a ſonne, for their majeſtie's comforts, and good of ther kingdoms. 
Within three dates they goe both to Aranxues, a houſe they have 7 leagues off. Ther 
they will remayne ſome 20 dayes, for the heates comeing in, it is unhealthfull. In my 
former letters, I have given your honor notice of the impriſoning of an alcade de corte 
for ſeverall fowle accuſations layd and proved agaynſt him; yet becauſe he was a judge, the 
reſt of his companions hath favoured, all poſſible they have bin able, his cauſe ; but at laſt, 
by expreſſe command from the kinge, they have given a ſentence, but not yett publiſhed, 
nor wil be, *till the Kinge is gone out of Madrid to Aranxues ; ſo wee know not certaynely 
what it 1s.

The ambaſſador ſpeaketh of gocing from 
hence. The Portugueſes maketh dayly incurſions into this kingdome, and have lately 
carried away above ſixe thouſand head of cattle, great and ſmall, out of Eſtramadura. 
He hath no armie of importance; ſo beſeegeth no towne; neither have we ſouldiers 
ſufficient in the frontiers to hinder him from makeing incurfiones both by Badaxos and 
Cividad Rodrigo. Sir, being you command me to write, I finde that I am obliged to 
let yow know what here paſſeth, wherby yow may be capable of the inclination or diſpoſi- 
tion of theſe people to his highnes good ſucces, though peradventure they have no great 
grounds for what they reporte; it is, that his highnes hath bin pleaſed to give liberty of 
conſcience to the roman catholicks in England; that don Alonſo Cardenas hath writt it 
to this kinge. It is not credible how great joy and contentment all men of all ſortes and con- 
ditions have received therat, extolling his highnes, and praying for his good ſuceeſſes, and 
truly I thinke from their very heartes.

3x HAVE received within theſe two days your two letters of the 14th and 17th, and as 
1 many from the earl of Brienne, all which I intend to anſwer by his expreſs, who ſhall 
o away to night or to morrow morning at the fartheſt, time enough to get to Paris be- 
. the poſt, who will bring you this. You will ſee by my letters, that I had pacified the 
noiſe, which the general ſeizure had occaſioned, before ever I knew that it was taken off, 
and that I have accompliſhed, as well the orders of the court, as thoſe of his eminence, 
in the conference I had yeſterday with my commiſſioners, to whom I ſhewed the dif- 
patches of the court, nat eſpecially that of his eminence, and gave full aſſurance, that 
although we ſhould enter into a war, there ſhould be kept neither Engliſh ſhips nor 
goods. This diſcourſe was held in purſuance of a declaration of rupture made by them, 
to give me ſatisfaction upon the article of enemies, ſo that it cannot be attributed to 
meanneſs of ſpirit, but to generoſity ; and I believe I have acted according to the inten- 
tion of my ſuperiors in all the ſequence of this accident, which hath delayed the conclu- 
ſion of the treaty for ſome days; yet it is not ſo, that although this obſtacle be removed, 
that the concluſion of the treaty can be warranted, but at leaſt I have been able to {ee 
clearly into the deſigns of this government. 2 
There can be nothing added to the proteſtations, which they made unto me yeſterday, 
of the protector's inclination to the peace; however, I do not yet find, that their pro- 
ceeding doth correſpond with it ; there is ſtill ſome jealouſy to be had of the buſineſs. I 
tear that the protector hath ſtill a mind to delay us. We have brought it thus far already, 
there want now but two words to finiſh it, which my commiſſioners cannot contradict. 
I was this night to have received a negative or an affirmative reſolution, but it would 
be contrary to their cuſtom, if the ſame were given me ſo ſpeedily ; and likewiſe I did not 
think fit to precipitate the execution of my orders, but to delay them for ſome time.

I GAVE you an accompt by the ordinary poſt, what paſſed till one a clock this after- 
noone ; ſince which tyme the petty jury brought in theire verdict, and found Lucas 
guilty of high treaſon. After that, wee proceeded againſt three in the liſt (againſt whome 
wee had noe evidence to convict them of this rebellion) for robbery ; and the petty jury 
found them all guilty. Then the grand Jury brought in Silla vera for treaſon againit 
Robert Maſon, Thomas Curre, John Deane, Gabriell Pyle, John Saint Loe, and John 
Kenſey ; bur as to ſir John Moore, ignoramus. Of thoſe, wee had only in cuſtody Deane 
and Kenſey. Deane was the only ſonne and childe of his mother, a young man, whome

for that purpoſe did even woe him to have confeſſed the indictment; but it ſeemes the A. D. 1656, 
London counſell had otherwiſe prevayled with him, though his friends both in private and 
publique were deſirous of it, and preſſed him to it; but hee ſtanding it out, wee proceeded 
to tryall, and the fame petty jury, that were upon Lucas, went on them, and found them 
both guilty of high treaſon, and ſo wee cloſed this day between 8 and 9 at night. My lord 
chief juſtice Rolle went hence this afternoon ; his ſonne and his daughter being come hither, 
he went to his owne houſe with them. Weeſhall put all the reſt, againſt whome we intend 
to proceed, in one inditement ; and ſoe we hope to make an end to morrow about noone, 
wt pr next day to beginne our journey towards Exceter, and to lodge at Dorcheſter on 
the ſabbath day. Indeed I am fomewhat troubled concerning Macke; I have examined 
him, and can diſcover noe more then what he hath informed you, and doe really beleeve 
hee knowes noe more; but having your poſitive order to proceed againſt him, wee cannot 
t refolve what to doe. Wee know hee was the firſt that came in, and a very honeſt man 
of this town, that hath been active and faithfull, is very preſſing to preſerve him, declarin 
that he thinkes himſelf partly engaged, and the other hath merited, in that he hath dite 
covered a greate number of piſtolls and other armes, which hee thinks were defigned for 
miſchief, and by his only meanes, hath gotten them into his poſſeſſion. Mr. Hill and 
mr. Graves preſent theire fervice unto you. Our great work wil be at Exceter, where the 
_— enders are, and wee have concluded, as very neceſſary, to carry ſeverall witneſſes 
— e and from Blanford to Exceter, where wee muſt bee able to make appeart the 
ſeverall actings in thoſe places, as to the whole _ And I ſhall (with your leave) 
make bold with your ſteward to give charges to ſome honeſt poore men, that muſt be car- 
ryed thither as witneſſes, as the ſerjeant at Blanford, who abſolutly refuſed to proclaym the 
king, and ſome ſuch like honeſt people. Wee have now (I hope) broken the ice, and 
ſhall with leſs difficulty (I alſo hope) wade thro* the reſt. The confeſſions made b 
Macke cannot be made uſe of, becauſe taken at London, and none heere to make oat 
of it; and I am afraid dwee ſhall be at the like loſſe at Exeter by thoſe taken by generall 
Diſbrow ; for wee make uſe of none but ſuch as wee ſweare a juſtice to the truth of them.

Eſterday the grand jury for this county having found another bill of high treaſon 
Y — Henry — 1 Coed Jobs Thorpe, Henry Laurence, Ichn Fryer, P. 361. 
William Willoughby, and Edmond Mack, in cuſtody, and Thomas Chivers, John 
Seamour, Richard Greene, and John Cotterell, at large; the petty jury have acquitted the 
two Zouches, though the evidence was ſufficient to have convicted them, eſpecially 
Henry Zouch. They have likewiſe acquitted Willoughby, againſt whome we had noe 
evidence beſides his one confeſſion; but Thorpe, Laurence, and Fryer, they have found 
guilty. It appeared upon the evidence, that Laurence, being inveigled by mr. Penrud- 
docke, his landlord, came into the company of the rebells, and ſome other circumſtances, 
which may render him capable of mercy. Edmond Macke acknowleged the fact upon 
his arraignment; and this morning all the priſoners, which were caſt, received their judg- 
ment. Sir, wee are now haſting our journey towards Exceter, from whence you ſhall re-

There is noe certaine time appointed for execution. The cauſe given out was in re- 
gard the ſheriffe was to go into Devon with us, and it was thought fitting he ſhould be 
preſent ; but the true cauſe was, that his highnes pleaſure might be knowne, which is 
deſired may be as ſoone as his highnes ſhall think fitt. For a certificate concerninge the 
. priſoners, I communicated that part of your letter unto them, and they are not willing to 
make any, in regard the letter was to me, and noe direction to them; but thus much 1 am 
to inform from them, that they conceive Henry Laurence to be a fit. object for his high- 
neſs to ſhew mercie unto, being only a poor tenant to Penruddock, and drawn in by him, 
and a perſon of noe quality or ability to do miſchief. I am alſo to repreſent Edmond Macke 
from them, as fit for mercy: it's conceived, ill offices are done him by fome at Saliſbury, 
yet ſome honeſt people ſpoke to me for him, to have ſpared proceedinges againſt him, 
though mr. Richard Hill, the juſtice, were one of them. Your havinge ſignified my lord's 
yr ang in it, I believe you will have enough to interceed for the priſoners condemned. 
ſhall ſay nothing for any of them. By directions, I ſend you _ of theire petitions 
which were preſented by themſelves in court, and openly read ; indeed I dare not of my 
ſelf give a character upon thoſe perſons, as to be a guide to my lord's judgment; only thus 
muche, I may ſay, by the report of all, that John Thorpe, who was formerly keeper of 
the priſon there, and now active in breaking up the priſon, getting away the priſoners, and 
breaking open the ſtables, and taking away horſes, and riding along with them, is not fit 
for mercy ; neither is John Woodward, a ſtubborne froweard man, active in this buſincs, 
and riding with them and the horſes, for which he is convicted, were taken for 
that ſervice. Willoughby was tried by the petty jury, and acquitted ; and I could 
not but ſay, they did juſtice in it; for havinge married Green's ſiſter, who is to be pro- 
ſecuted to the utlawry, he made it appear, he was defired by Green's mother to go after 
him, to bring him backe with him, whom he overtook at Blandford, but not prevailing 
with him, he returned that night to his own houſe. Beſides, it was teſtifyed by the 
ſheriff and others, he was ſumoned to come to Saliſbury, to be of the grand jury. Upon 
this evidence, the court was fatisfyed he was not guilty ; but I cannot acquitt that jury, 
for acquitinge Henry Zouche, whom I proſecuted, having clear evidence againſt him, and 
being a bold confident young fellow, and likely to engage in ſuch actions and highway 
robbing. I reſerved Lavington and Heyward out of your liſt, for this fellow, and ſome 
others, whoe teſtified fully and poſitively againſt him, and ſoe did Weſtfield, whom you 
ſent from London, and in my chamber, Collier, that you ſent downe, and one Tarrant, 
that major Butler produced, affirmed the fame ; but the two laſt minced their evidence at

che barr, ſaying, they were much miſtaken, if they ſaw him not. This brought a jealouſie A. D. 1655. 


upon the reſt ; but if thoſe had not been produced, the others without them would have 
convicted them; but labouring it ſeems too much in it, and endeavouring to make it very 
clear, becauſe upon theire examinations they denied them to be in the companie of the 
rebells, and declared in what other particular place they were, though they offered not one 
tittle of proof to any one place, yet the jury, ſome of them being neighbours ünto him, 
acquitted them; in all other thinges did well. I ſhall not put his highnefs'to much charge

Mr. Bence, in his prayer in the afternoon ſaid, 
that a treaſon was plotted, but bleſſed the Lord, that nothing came to execution but the 
traitors. In my laſt I wrote unto you for direction. what ſhould be done with thoſe pri- 
ſoners, againſt whom noe indictment ſhall be framed, the commiſſion being to deliver 
the gaole.

Vol. zxv. Should not have troubled you at this time, nor upon this occaſion, but that I conceive 
p. 426. there is an obligation lying on mee. There is one mr. Mack of this city, who ſtands 
condemned for being in the late rebellion; he went forth ſom while after the reſt, had 
noe hand in the mutinies acted in this towne, as in taking away horſes, ſurpriſing the 
ſheriffe, judges, &c. hee was in company with the rebells but three houres, and then re- 
turn'd ; hee made known his returne to me and mr. Huly, diſcovered the weaknes and 
confuſion of the enemy, which was a very great refreſhing to honeſt men, that before 
were much ſadded, and under great feares. Wee gave notice thereof unto the judges then 
in towne, and by their approbation, ſent him up to my lord. He acknowleged his 
offence, confeſs'd all that — knew of the matter, and receiv'd his highnes gracious pro- 
tection both of perſon and goods. And truly I am perſwaded, hee is as worthy of mercy 
as any one in the company ; but ſince, upon a grudge the ſheriff hath conceived againit 
him, hee hath cauſed his brother, col. Gravenor, to incenſe his highnes againſt him, as is 
conceived, as if hee had not revealed all that hee knowes; and thereupon (notwith- 
ſtanding his highnes former favour) he was indicted and condemned. I have dealt with 
him in private, and truly I am fully perſwaded, that hee hath dealt ingenuouſly, and 
confeſs'd all that hee knowes. I have great hopes of his true remorſe, nor can I learne, 
that the ſheriff hath any other ground for his bitternes againſt him, but for that hee did 
not make uſe of him as a mediator to the lord protector, and for that he made a dif 
covery of ſom arms to mr. Huly, and not to the ſherriff. Now tis a fad thing, that a 
man's life ſhould bee ſacrifiſed to a man's ſpleen and malice. I was informed, that the 
atturney generall (though hee were for the protector and commonwealth) told the ſherriff, 
that mr. Mack had not been brought to tryall, had it not been for him. The poor man 
offers, that if one ſyllable can bee prooved more then hee confeſſed to the lord protector, 
hee is willing to dye the worſt of deaths. I profeſſe, ] would not ſpeak in his behalfe, 
did I not believe, that the man hath dealt ingenuouſly; and truly I and divers other 
honeſt men are ſadded about him, becauſe hee is proſecuted upon noe better account. 
The cavaleers rejoyce at his miſery, becauſe hee was the firſt that diſcouraged their party. 
I ſuppoſe it will bee but of bad conſequence for the future, if the like occaſion ſhould 
happen, if they, that ſubmit firſt, and deal moſt ingenuouſly, ſhall fare as bad as any, 
and worſe then moſt, yea, then thoſe that have done ten times more. Tis the way to 
make men deſperate. I pray doe what lyes in you to further our brother Hulye's 
undertakings in this moſt righteous ſuit. I will not uſe more arguments. I am perſwaded 
you are a lover of righteouſnes, and hate ſuch practizes, whereby juſtice is made ſubſer- 
vient to men's paſſions.

If it ſtand with his highneſs's likeing, that at Archangel I open the emperor's letter, to 
have it there turned into Engliſh by Thomas Bryan, the Engliſh merchant, that's here, 
and will be there at the mart, who is my confident, well verſed in the Ruſſe idiome, 
I believe he will do it better than any in London. This ſtanding with his highneſſe's

I have the houſe where I am for my priſon (I term it ſa, being I have no permiſſion to 
go forth of it) and this under the ſpecious pretext, that the emperor is abſent, and the 
city not governed now as it was when he was here, ſo that I might receive affronts and 
injuries by wicked perſons, in going abroad. 

The crown of Sweden's commiſſary (we do mutually viſit one another by our gentle- 
men) hath ſent unto me, to be excuſed, that he comes not himſelf in perſon to ſee me, 
which he would do, though his indiſpoſition is ſuch, that he cannot ſtand on his legs; but 
if he ſhould come unto me, he fears there would ariſe ſome great inconvenience to him 
by it; ſo moſt humbly, and with all reſpective reverence, I take leave and remain.

RIGHT HONOURABLE, 


HE. above written is a copy of my laſt. Theſe will give your honor advertiſment, 
that, at my departure from London, Robert Canning (a merchant and member of 

the Ruſſia company) by this remembrance, requeſted me to procure payment of 760 
rubbles (two rubbles is counted a pound ſterling) that Vaſſilly Shorin, ſen. (a Ruſs 
merchant) oweth him, by his bill, contracted, it ſhould ſeeme, in Archangel in 1651. and 
yable in 1652, which bill, from that time 'til my arrival to this city, remained in the 
ands of one Valentine Daives, a Lieflander, and ſubject to the crown of Sweden, and 
then delaid me, according to Canning's order. Whilſt the bill was in Daives's hands, he 
uſed all diligence poſſible that he could, as well in his own name, as being the creditor 
of Canning, as alfo his attorney; but in no ways could obtain payment, nor juſtice 
againſt Shorin. Some five or fix days before the laſt departure of the emperor from this 
city, I ſent to the chancellor, Almas Iuanuick, the copy of Shorin's bill, and deſired juſtice 
to be done me of that ſum, and cauſe payment to be made me, now Canning's attorney, and 
that if I could. not for the preſent have the ſum contained in the bill, at leaſt I might have 
400 rubbles, that I had contracted with Canning in England to receive of Daives, if he 
had received the contents of the bill from Shorin ; and if not, then from himſelf : which 
ſum of 400 rubbles was towards my charge in this journey, and for ſo much that I had paid 
Canning in England; but if Shorin did pay all the 760 rubbles, I would deliver him up 
his bill, and give him a final acquittance. I had for anſwer from the chancellor, that 
he could do nothing in the matter, until he had communicated it to the emperor. Whillt 
the emperor was here, I could have no other anſwer in this affair. But ſince his majeſty's 
departure on the 28th of laſt month, I had from the chancellor, that Shorin ſhould pay 
that bill of 200 rubbles out of 2000 rubbles he pretends to be creditor from other Engtiſh 
merchants, and in particular from one Pye, that died ſome years before the debt due to 
Canning by Shorin was made. As

by that conveyance that then, departed, my preſtave came with ſome men and order from 
the chancellor to fetch away my cook and ſcullion Ruſſes (I had paid them the da 
before two ſhillings, that I was owing them for a full reſt of their w and dierniſt 
them) and ſearching for them in my houſe, and not finding them, on that the ſoldiers of my 
guard, and others. that came with the preſtave, having notice, that they were in a little 
room that is adjoining to the yard of my houſe, and in my precincts, where they had hid 
themſelves, were there found, and forthwith all carried. to the NA office, and put in 
irons. As ſoon as they were there, the chancellor told them, they ſhould not be burnt 
for ſerving me, but they ſhould have the long laſh (a terrible kind of whipping.) The 

ve, which came with me from Archangel (who is now a writer in the office) was 
by the chancellor examined about them, Who having referred, that they ſerved me by 
permiſſion of the vayvode of Archangel, had for anſwer, that the preſtave and vayvode 
alſo might for it be treated as the priſoners were. | 

Preſent upon the cook and ſcullion's, carrying away priſoners, I writ a billet to the 
chancellor (copy of it I ſend your honor herewith) and ſent it by my ſervant, who deli- 
vered it into his own hands, the which John Hebden refuſed, to tranſlate into Ryſſe, 
thereby thinking to more indear himſelf into the emperor's favour, and ſhew himſelf 
a faithful and devoted ſervant, pretending, that his imperial majeſty was diſreſpe&ted by 
the contents of it; but the chancellor commanded him to do it, telling him, that let it 
contain what it will, it was I that writ it, and not he; on which, he tranſlated it, but 
whether :ight, or no, I know not. | | | 

The 29th ditto, the chancellor ſent me the prime writer, of the office, which I brought 
into my chamber, The firſt thing he ſaid unto me was, that I ſeemed to be very me- 
lancholy. I told him, that I had occaſion given me for it: 1 

Firſt, for that I had not permiſſion to go over land by Riga, when I had his majeſty's 
letter; and then alſo I might have had the anſwers. in writing, that are promiſed me, 
and have then departed as well, and with as much ſecurity, as the duke of Courland's 
meſſenger, that departed hence the 18th of March, with his majeſty's convoy, 

| Secondly, the chancellor denied me Juſtice, to my juſt demand of the 400 rubbles from 
Shorin, in part of his bill due to Robert Canning, an Engliſh merchant. | 

. Thirdly, my cook and ſcullion taken and made priſoners for ſerving me, and that 
ſolely at the inſtigation of my preſtave; for that thoſe poor men did not give him their 
wages that. they had earned for ſome months (which they could not do) to buy him a 
coat, and a preſent he would have had from them on his name-day (a cuſtom they have 
here, on their name-days. they look to be preſented from their kindred, friends, and thoſe 
that may have occaſion of them) and thus exceſſe uſed, though they ſerved me with 
permiſſion from the vayvode of Archangel. * 

I then demanded of him, if he had brought me anſwer to what I had written the chan- 
cellor; the anſwers in writing, that were promiſed me by his imperial majeſty (for that the 
chancellor ſaid, they were ready) and whether I had periniſſion to go forth of doors, to 
viſit a friend, and take the air, accompanied with the ſoldiers that I have for my guard. 
His reply was, that he had brought me no anſwer nor reſolution to what I demanded, and 


that I had not permiſſion to go forth of doors; but that he had brought me from the 


chancellor a preſent of a number of fables, that his imperial majeſty (then he recited all 
his titles) did grace me with; and with that called in the ſervants that brought the 
preſent. I told him, that I was ſo dealt withall in thoſe particulars, that I had narrated 
unto him, that I could not accept of his majeſty's favour, nor any more of his allow- 
ance, but I would be at my own charges. EEE and fe 

That when J had the anſwers in writing that are. promiſed me, I would then reſolve, 
whether I would accept of his majeſty's grace, yea, or no; that it was the cuſtom in 
other princes courts, when they did favour a publick miniſter with a preſent, it was given 
him at his departure, and not before, and that I was yet like to remain a priſoner ſome 
months longer than I had been already. 
The true Engliſh approve of my proceedings, but it may be, not the Engliſh Ruſſes,

It hath been told me, the intention was to have taken 1 the allowance I had from 
the emperor, preſent after the delivery of the preſent, if I had received it; but this I do 
not write of a certainty. _.

The preſtave ſhews himſelf to be. of a very baſe condition, being that for the time 
he waited on me (which was whilſt the emperor was here, and three or four days after) I 
ſent him fifteen dollars.

He before cer 
rified me, that he knows for truth, that this emperor's patriatth, and generally all his ma- 
jeſty's counſellors do fepent themſelves for beginning the preſent war againft the Pole, 
and would be glad ef an accord with reſtitation of -what he hath taken, That if the ge- 
neral Molofſkaes Coffake ſhould revolt from the emperot, and agtee with the king of 
Poland, his imperial majeſty would have the worſt in this war, inforttuch that this city, 
and a great part of the tract of the country would be fack'd, btirnt, and ruinated, and 
this deẽmed inevitable. The cauſe of the war is chiefly, if not folely, about titles the 
emperot pretends from the King of Poland, which he will not give hint.

oy were ſent me by his order, and brought me by the preſtave or ſome other fuch man, 
with ſatisfaction for the affront done me, in taking them away as they were, and putting 
them in irons, and puniſhing them for ſetving me; and fo much he ſhould tell the chan- 
cellor from me. FE 

The tenth eutrent the chancellor fent me word, that I might go abroad and viſit any 

rſon that I had deſire to ſee ; that the prohibitions that wete formerly made me, was for 
reſpect and care they had for my perſon, that no hurt ſhould come unto me; but who 
knows not, that this is an excuſe to colour their incivility towards me? 

The laſt week the Dutch merchants here received miſſives and the printed occurrences 
from Amſterdam, wherein is advertiſed from London of the 26th of February and 10th of 
March of great changes and removes in England; of a new conſpiracy diſcovered againſt 
his highnefs the lord protector, that he is departed Whitehall with ſome regiments of 
ſoldiers into the city of London; the landing of the king of Scots in England, and 
many other advices of new ſorts of religion, and of things tending to revolutions in the 
commonwealth ; and of all is given information to theſe miniſters. The Engliſh mer- 
chants here have received no letters at all out of England, nor have had any of a freſher 
date than the roth of December. r | 
Upon Eaſterday was with me again a gentleman of the govetnor of Archangel, who 
aſſured me for a verity, that his lord had certain advice, that the king of Sweden's levies 
of ſoldiers and preparatives for war, were defignet againſt this emperor, and ſo much is 
written him by that government. 7 ww" 

Two days paſt I was with the commiſſary of Sweden, when he told me, that he knew 
not certainly, whether it might be true, what the vayvode of Archangel had written this 
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emperor touching the king of Sweden's deſign, but there is a great appearance of it. A. D. 1686. 


However that majeſty's extraordinary ambaſſadors may be here before the end of the next 


month, and goe to the emperor at Smolenſko, and then the certainty will be known. 

The news we have from Smolenſko 1s, that a great part of the proviſions that have been 
ſent from hence this laſt winter, have been intercepted and taken by the Poles, ſo that in 
that city there is a great want of all neceſſaries of food, both for men and horſe. That 
the Pole is ſtrong within ten or fifteen miles about that city, and from it and the em- 
peror”s other quarters thereabouts, they do not adventure to go forth but very ſtrong, and 
yet ordinarily return with much loſs of men. | SA

had from the emperor, for I will have it no more, nor nothing elſe from his imperial 


majeſty. And for the expences I have hitherto put his majeſty unto, let it be deducted 
out of what he owes to our merchants, and it ſhall be allowed. I marvel, that fo great 
a prince as his imperial majeſty will ſerve himſelf for a gentleman of his houſe of a man 
of ſo baſe conditions as 1s the preſtave that comes to me. I pray you, ſend him to 
me no more, for I will not ſpeak with him; but any perſon elſe, whom you pleaſe.

for your highneſſe proſperity, and ſubſcribe.

Y laſt unto you was from this place of 14 March, ſince which tyme I have not 
1 had any opportunity of ſending unto you, by reaſon of our various motions, and 
the ſtopp which hath beene put uppon us in thoſe places, where was noe meanes of con- 
veyance by contrary and ſtormy winds, ſuch as have ſcarcely been knowne in thoſe parts. 
In that letter I gave you ſome accompt of what had paſt betweene us and thoſe of Tunnis, 
refuſeing to doe us any juſtice in order to my demands, according. to the particular in- 
ſtructions I received to that purpoſe. Allſoe of our withdrawing from that place for a 
while, with an intention to returne thither, which wee did uppon the 18th of that moneth. 
After our arrivall wee found them more willful and untractable then before, adding to 
theyre obſtinacy much inſolence and contumely, r us all commerce of civility, 
| 1 all others as much as they could from the ame. Theſe barbarous provo- 
| cations did ſoe far worke uppon our ſpirits, that wee judg'd it neceſſary for the honor of 
the fleet, our nation, and religion, feing they would not deale with us as friends, to 
make them feele us as enemyes; and it was thereupon reſolved at a councell of warre, to 
endeavour the fireing theire ſhips in Porto Farino. The better to effect the ſame, wee 

drew off againe and failed to Trapani (our occaſions likewiſe agreeing thereunto) that ſoc 

they might be the more ſecure. After the ſtay of ſome dayes there, we ſet ſaile back for 

Porto Farino, where wee arrived the third inſtant in the afternoone, and mett againe at a 
councill of war, at which it was reſolved by the permiſſion of God, to put in execution 

our former intentions. Accordingly the next morning very early, wee entered with the 

fleet into the harbor, and anchored before their caſtles, the Lord being pleaſed to favour 

us with a gentle gale off the ſea, which caſt all the ſmoake upon them, and made our 

work the more eaſie; for after ſome houres diſpute, we ſett on fire all theire ſhips, which 

were in number nyne, and the fame favourable gale ſtill continueing wee retreated out 
againe into the road. Wee had twenty five men ſlayne, and about forty hurt, with very 
little other lofs. It is alſo remarkable by us, that ſhortly after our getting forth, the wind 

and weather changed and continued very ſtormy for many dayes, ſoe that we could not 

have effected the buſines, had not the Lord afforded that nick of tyme, in which it was 
done. And now, ſeeing it hath pleaſed God ſoe fignally to juſtify us herein, I hope his 
highnes will not be offended at it, nor any who regard duely the honor of our natior, 
although I expect to heare of many complaints and clamors of intereſted men. I confeſſe, 

that in contemplation thereof, and ſome ſeeming ambiguity in my inſtructions (of which 

I gave you a hint in my laſt) I did a while much heſitate myſelfe, and was ballanced in 

my thoughts, until the barbarous carriage of thoſe pyrats did turne the ſcale. I have ſent a 
perfect accompt of the whole buſines unto fir Thomas Bendiſh at Conſtantinople, by the 
comander of the Merchant's Delight of London, which was then by providence in 

the road of Goletta. You will alſoe herewith receive copies of all the particular paſſages 
between us. Wee are even now ſetting ſayle to go for Algier, that being the Ali place 

in the Straites, that can afford us a a fupply of bread and fleſhe, if they will; 
otherwiſe wee are likely to be brought into great neceſſity, being diſappointed of the hope 

wee had out of England, according to an offer made us long ago by the commiſſioners at 


Whitehall. From Algier wee intend, if God enable us, to fayle to Mayorca, and ram 
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thence to range along the coaſt of Provence, to attend the French fleet in our way A. D. 1654. 


homeward, as long as our victualls will admitt, they now drawing very neare expiration. 
As touching the Neapolitan horſes and mares, mr. Longland writes me, that they are at 
high and exceſſive rates; howbeit I have ſent the Succeſſe to Naples to attend there, for 
the tranſportation of them, in lieu of the Elias, which having in her a good quantity of 
beverage wine, and I hope ſome bread for the fleet, I have ordered to come to us at Mayorca. 
Sir, I have noe more at E to trouble you with, only deſire you to preſent my hum 
ble ſervice and duty to his highnes the lord protector. Recommending you to the Lord.

Theſe are informations I have had of late, ſoe that I have not yet had time to make a 
farther examination; but to morrow, or on monday at the fartheſt, God willing, it 
ſhall be don. 


R. Giles Pawlet, who is now in London, hath reported, that he doth know enough 


concerning the late inſurrection, or words againſt the lord protector. And mr. Roger 
Pawlett of Pildſon can relate ſom of it, and doth know where his brother mr. Giles 
Pawlett is, which Giles ſaid, he would acquaint the lord protector therewith. The in- 
former is Thomas Hazzerd, who liveth near to fir Hugh Windam, and doth deſire he 
may not be diſcovered, unles there be a neceſſity, for he fath, fir Hugh is ſuch an en- 
vious man, there will be no liveing for him nere him ; but he is confident the other will 
not deny it. 

Mr. John Bryne of Bemeſter, who is the ſole inſtrument of all the informations I have 
hitherto met withall, informes me, that about the middle of June there was a great feaſt 
at mr. John Stroud's of Parnham, where were the lord Pawlett and ſeverall other ſtrange 

entlemen. 
"IS Anian, miniſter of Stoke Abbot, reported to mr. William Gudge of the ſame par- 
riſh, that parſon Paul's mother ſaid to him, though fir Hugh Wyndam had accuſed 
her ſon (the aforeſaid parſon) yet he would not accufe fir Hugh.

7. If any alteration be made in the indictment by the judges, then deſire, that the evi. 
dence to the grand inqueſt may be given at the bar in open court. 3 

8. If one of the grand inqueſt ſtands outlawed, it makes void the indictment; and 
if we know any ſuch, we may challenge them, and demand the indictment to be vacated 
by virtue of a ſtatute, 11 Hen. IV. cap. 9. and if the judges bid us prove them to be 
outlawed, we may demand time, and we will bring it under ſeal. E | 

9. We may deſire a copy of the indictment, though the judges poſitively deny it, 
and urge my lord Coke for authority. | OV: 

10. If we can find any incertainty in the indictment, either in time or place, let us 
alledge it againſt the ſufficiency of the ſaid indictment. | 

11 If the indiftment expreſs not particularly ſome open deed we did in levying war, 
except againſt it as inſufficient, and ſtill inſiſt upon the aſſignment of council to argue the 
whole, becauſe it is a ſcruple in law worthy of great debate. 

12. If the judges deny us council, tellithem, others uſually have had it, and particu- 
larly mr. Norbury was counſel for col. Lilburn, and the now Judges Nicholas and ſerjeant 
Maynard were council for capt. Rolph, when he was accuſed for treaſon againſt the king. 

13. If the judges require it, give the exceptions in writing, but expunge what makes 
againſt us, if ſeen, and ſtill obtain council, and urge Humphrey Stafford's cauſe in the iſt 
of Hen. VII. for precedent. | 

14. If after arguing the caſe by council, or before, the judge overrule the plea, then 
inſiſt upon the ſame plea to the jury, and put it upon their conſciences, that God hath 
made them our judges to judge between us and the judges ; and that, if we be found 
guilty by the jury, our blood will lie upon the jury, and the judges be acquitted ; but if 
the jury find us not guilty, the jurors are innocent, if we die. 

15. If the jury ſeems fearful to clear us abſolutely, tell them the judges have overruled 
them; that it is ſafeſt for the jury to find a ſpecial verdict, which leaves the point in law 
to all the judges, whether or no it is treaſon, whereby alſo the jurors will leave all the dan- 


ger that can follow, and all the bloodſhed on the judges. 


16. Tell the jury, that they are now to judge, whether or no we have committed trea- 
ſon ; and if they judge that to be treaſon, which is no treaſon, our blood will be upon 
them; and there can be no treaſon, nor ever was in England, but fuch as is made fo by 
the common law, or act of parliament. 

17. Let every priſoner allow of one juror, whom another perſon hath challenged, and chal- 
lenge him, whom another priſoner hath allowed, whereby every one of us ſhall have almoſt 
a whole diſtinct jury for himſelf, which juries poſſibly will differ in their opinions, at leaſt 
it will puzzle the proſecutors to get ſo many ſeveral juries ; therefore let every priſoner 
have pen and ink ready to note the names of the ſeveral jurors for ſeveral perſons, who for 


one, and who for another. 


18. They cannot indict and try us all in one day, as it is in Kelloway, fol. 159. 6. 
which the lord chief juſtice Rolle declared to be law in the caſe of the Portugal am- 
baſſador's brother. 

19. If they indict us for felony, we may ſay it is no felony, except it be done with a 
felonious intent; and the country knows, we did not intend to ſteale, but only to borrow 
the horſes, which is uſual now a-days, and as the ſoldiers did now at London and elſc- 
where, who came againſt them ; and the ſheriff of the county was preſent, when divers 
horſes were ſeized, and did himſelf ſeize ſome, which were none of ours. 

20. Alſo aſk the proſecutor upon the trial, whether he can take his oath, that we 
took the horſes with a felonious intent; and if he will not ſwear it, then aſk the jury, 
whether they can take it upon their oaths we ſtole the horſes, where the proſecutor him- 
ſelf will not ſwear it. | | : 

21. Aſk the proſecutor, whether he came voluntarily to proſecute againſt us; and if he 
did not, but was forced, then defire the jury to judge, whether, they that are come hither 
from London purpoſely, have not an intention to take away our lives.

4 cking againſt either of them, and let them prove it. 


23. If they ground the indictment on any act or ordinance ſince the long parliament 
was diſſolved, which was April 20, 1653, deny it to be an act; for the two laſt parlia- 
ments made no acts at all concerning treaſon, and there can be no treaſoh by an ordinance, 
Therefore leave Lo the conſcience of the jury, whether there be any laws to guide them 
in their verdict, beſides common law and acts of parliament. 

24. Tell the jury, that if the king had formerly with his council made a proclamation, 
order, or ordinance, declaring ſomething to be treaſon, which neither the common law 
nor any act of parliament had fo declared, that no jury hereupon durſt have found any 


man guilty. . . 

2 Alen the caſe of Chief Juſt. Treſillian, ſir Robert Belknappy, and other judges 
in 11 Rich. II. who gave their opinions, that other facts were treaſon than what had 
been declared by authority of parhiament, and did it to pleaſe the then preſent governor, 
were attainted of treaſon for their opinions, and by the parliament following 1 1 Rich. were 
made examples for their treaſon. And in the 21 Rich II. the judges giving the like 

inion, had no other excuſe to avoid the attainder of treaſon in parliament the 1 Hen. 
Iv. than that they durſt ſay no otherwiſe for fear of death; but it was hereupon enacted, 
that no juſtice or other perſon, whatever ſhall from thenceforth be admitted to ſay, that 
they durſt not for fear of death ſpeak the truth; ſo that no force nor fear can excuſe any per- 
ſon, if he ſhall now declare any fact to be treaſon, which cannot be warranted by autho- 
rity of parliament. Therefore leave it upon the conſcience of the jury, whether they do 
believe we are indicted for any breach of any common law, or act of parliament ; and 
if for neither, whether they can in conſcience take our blood upon their heads. 

26. If the judge pretend, that we alledge not matter of law ſufficient for alignment of 
council, then urge, that the ordinance, whereupon the indictment is grounded, is not pur- 
faed : that at the time of the indiftment there were not two lawful accuſers or wit- 
neſſes to the grand jury, which ought to be by the law. Or a priſoner may alledge, he is not 
rightly named in the indictment, or hath not his right title or addition, or the fact is not 
ſet down with ſufficient certainty, and by ſome or all theſe we may get councill aſſigned. 

27. If the indiftment be for levying war, alledge, that there is no ſuch open deed ſet 
down as is ſufficient in law, and in ſuch caſe, defire council to argue it, and endeavour to 
make our bearing of arms only a riot or unlawful aſſembly, and not a levying of war; 
for every bearing of arms in a warlike manner is not by the law a levying of war, as was 
adjudged in the earl of Northumberland's caſe, 5 Hen. IV. 

28. If we could ſay we met together upon ſome private revenge againſt the ſheriff, 
or ſome private man, and not for the deſtruction or reformation of any law of the land, 
or to oppoſe any lawful authority, then unleſs two witneſſes ſhall ſwear that we did declare 
ſome other end, the caſe muſt be reſolved in law, whether it be a levying war; yet 
this point muſt not be inſiſted on, until the grand point in law be overuled by the 
court, viz. that the indictment 1s ſufficient in law, notwithſtanding it is not grounded upon 
the common law, or any act of parliament ; for we ought to loſe ground by inches. 

29. If they proceed upon the indictment to give evidence againſt us, inſiſting upon it, that 
the matter of fact be proved by two fufficient lawfull witneſſes; then let their witneſſes depoſe 
openly in court face to face, for the law exacts two lawfull witneſſes in caſe of treaſon by 
ſtatute 1 Edw. VI. and 5 Edw. VI. cap. 11. and 1. and 2. Ph. & Mar. cap. 11. Let the 
witnefles be ftriftly examined, and put to ſwear punctually to the fact, &c. charged in the 
indictment as the open deed, declaring and levying of war; and that both witneſſes ſweat 
to the fame fact, and at the ſame time and place, elſe they are but ſingle teſtimonies to 
two facts of the ſame nature. | 

30. Inſiſt upon it to make them prove the act or otdinatice is a true copy of the parlia- 
ment roll, and examine them upon oath, whether they examined it by that roll; (tor *tis 
poſſible they may have forgot to do it,) alledging thet we are not to be tried by every 
proven or printed paper, and demand it may not be read or given in evidence, till it be 
proved. 8 

31. If they offer to prove by any intercepted letters, whereof on have copies, that we 
levied war, then deny thoſe copies, and demand the originals z and if the originals could 
(which cannot) be produced, they can never prove them to be any of our hands, if we 
pur them to it. 

32. It the commiſſioners that try us be ſerjeant Glynne or recorder Steele, or any other, 
who are not the ordinary judges at Weſtminſter, tell the jury, that theſe are not the ſworn 
Judges of the law, but practitioners and pleaders, ſervants to the lord protector, and are 
made judges only for this purpoſe, to take our lives contrary to law, becauſe the ſworn 
judges refuſed it.

33. If the judges ſay, that the lord protector is inveſted with the ſame power, that the 
late governors, whether king or parliament, were inveſted with, tell the jury boldly, thar

35. If indicted for treaſon =_ the 25 Edw. III. for levying war againſt the king, 
demand the ſtatute to be read, beg the jury to obſerve when it is read, and then remember 
how all kingly government and authority was aboliſhed by the act 1649. of the long pax. 
liament ; and the protector himſelf in ſeveral ſpeeches declared, he was not, nor would 
be king. If they bid us ſhew the ſpeeches, where he faith fo, it is in the late ſpeech,

I was nine or ten of the clocke on thurſday morning, before I was ſet on ſhore, foe vol. * 


that though I made all the haſte I could, it was impoſſible for mee to bee here ſoone p. 519. 


enough laſt night to ſpeake with 182. This morning I ſent to him, but hee was gone 
by ſeven of the clocke with his wife, ſome fourteene leagues out of towne, to ſee a 
howſe, which hee is about to buye, and as I am tolde, will not be heere againe before 
tueſday next. I am extreamely troubled at it, ſince, if it bee ſoe, I ſhall not only bee 
hindred this poſte, but alſo the next too, from giving you any perticular account of the 
buſineſſe. I have ſent to him, to let him know I am come, and to defire him to make 
all the haſt hither that hee can. In the meane time I intend to lye heere private, that I 
may not ſhew my ſelfe to 176 before I have concerted all things with 182. Heere are 
many flying reports of the generall peace, which they ſay is to be made by the mediation 
of this new pope, who intends to make it his buſſineſſe, and of ſeverall great deſignes 
towards other parts, when France and Spaine ſhall bee agreed. But I cannot thinke fitt 
to trouble you with them, ſince I ſhould bee unwilling to ſay any thing to you, that I 
could not aſſure you to bee true. I ſend you heere incloſed, a bill of exchange for 
the ſumme you did me the favour to help mee to at my comming away, for which 
I give you humble thankes, and defire your pardon for the liberty I tooke in making 
uſe of it.

N obedience to your command, I humbly certify your honor, that the grand jury here 
although they firſt made diverſe ſcruples upon the bills of high treaſon, the chiefeſt 
whereof was concerning the ſtatute laws, againſt which the offence 1s alleaged to bee com- 
mitted, what thoſe ſtatutes were, and then how ey could bee meant of his highneſſe 
the lord protector; and they having the old ſtatute of 25 Edw. III. and the late ordinance ; 
and it being given given in charge by mr. ſerjeant Glynne very learnedly and fully, that 
by the ſtatute 25 Edw. III. and the common law, the levying warre againſt the chief 
officer of the commonwealth (lett the name be whatſoever) was high treaſon, and by 
the word king in that ſtatute muſt be meant the chief officer (and the beareing of that 


office) the major part of the grand jury were quicklie ſatisfied. I was with them all the 


tyme to manadge the evidence, and untill they privately debated the matter amongſt them- 
ſelves. Divers of the honeſt men amongſt them privately blamed to mee the peeviſh- 
neſſe of theire fellowes in making doubts where there was noe cauſe, and particularly of 


theire foreman, whoſe name is Cerrington Savory ; and truly I found him at firſt ſomwhat 
wilfull, as hee was ſcrupulous ; but hee was overpowered by the reſt. They have found 
three bills againſt all thoſe priſoners named in the liſt, which mr. attorney hath now fent 


to your honor. One of the priſoners, namely Thomas Helliard, at his tryal carryed 
himſelf very inſolently in the face of the court, ſaying, what he did was noe other then 
what he was ſworne to doe, profeſſing his allegeance to Charles Stuart, the ſon, as well 


as the father; and that there was noe law againſt it. I obſerved none of them to ex- 


preſſe any remorſe at all, ſoe much hardened are they even as Pharaoh, as was expreſſed 
by the ſerjeant in his charge. The people here are well pleaſed with theſe proceedings 
againſt the rebells. The ſerjeant in Vis charge obſerved' their ingratefull returne after 

an act of oblivion paſſed, ingratitude being condemned by the very heathen; and theire 
reſtleſſe ſpirits to be up an intereſt, which God by ſoe many ſignes and wonders had 
tought againſt. Hee likewiſe obſerved the care of his highneſſe to preſerve the people in 
theire lives, liberties, and propertyes, and that this was the only end of his highneſſe, not

A letter from mr. H. Daubne at Cadiz. 
SIR, 


CQUINCE I had the happyneſs to receive one from you (which was not *till about a month vol. xxv. 
A_J ſince, and the only comfort now in a whole year, that I have received from England) p. 539. 
1 return'd you preſent anſwer by the Exeter merchant, and a duplicat of the ſame by 

the Benjamin, both which I hope are by this come ſafe to your hands. The truth is, that I 
expected you would before this time have taken ſome eſpecial order for my neceſſary ſupply 

all this while here, and my better diſpoſition for your ſervice elſwhere, according to the 
frequent deſiers and adviſes I have given you in all my former letters, which, as it ſeems, 

to my no little amazement, have for the moſt part been unhappily miſcarried ; ſo I muſt 

content myſelt with that misfortune, and the hopes, that under this new addreſs, which you 

have given me, our correſpondence may be more ſecure for the future. I have very little 


to add to what I ſent you in my laſt, but that wee have had this week a ſad aviſo on 
| | S 
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A. D. 1655. the Indys, that the galeons, which as I have always told you in my former, were lon 
WWW before this expected here, cannnot poſſibly arrive with us *till Auguſt or September; ſo we 
are all at a ſtand, but moſt eſpecially I, what we ſhall doe with ourſelves in the mean time. 
This unhappy retardment has been occaſioned by a ſad diſſaſter fallen upon their fleet in 
the South Sea, by the caſting away of the admiral of the Armada, wherein were no lets, 
as wee heare, than eleven or twelve millions; but the moſt part of the plate and merchan- 
dize will be ſaved, though it has thrown the privat adventurers that were abord into a 
very great diſorder and confuſion, ſome of whome have been drowned endeavouring to 
ſwimm aſhore overladen with theyr gold; but upon the whole, the king is like to be no 
reat looſer ; for every wiſe man, uppon the happening of that miſchance, preſently con- 
Feſt his plate, and entered it into the 4 regiſter, which they thought before to be 
concealed, and fo ſaved the twenty in the hundred which is his due. By this means like. 
wiſe the other galeons, that were here ready when I writ my laſt to ſet ſail from hence, are 
commanded to ſtay. This has fallen out very unfortunately for the king's and this country's 
occaſions, which at preſent wee know require no ſmall ſumme of money to be advanced; and 
no leſs for all us merchants heer, for neyther you, nor any of our rincipalls there, can ex- 
pect any conſiderable returns, till that fleet ſhall come in but as for the king, he can ſhift 
well enough to ſupply his occaſions out of all the privat purſes of his people, as he is 
now very buſyly about it; and what mony is in 7 he is ſure to command it, for his 
ſubjects are his aſſes to beare what burthens he ſhal pleaſe to impoſe, Our condition though 
will be very miſerable in the mean time, and myn is like to be more neceſſitous then any 
man's elſe, as you may very well imagine, if you doe not very ſpeedily take order to releeve 
it. Hcer came in the other day a catch from Portſmouth with ſome letters and orders 
for generall Blake, which made no ſtay heer, but went out immediately to finde him, who, 
as wee are informed heer, lys with part of his fleet before Tunis, and part before Tripoly, 
and, but that I ſtrongly preſume, this veſſel came forth uppon a very ſuddayn diſpatch of 
ſtate, and was not certayn to put in heer, I ſhould have very much wondered not to 
receive ſome orders from you likewiſe ; which till you ſhall pleaſe to ſend to me, I ſhall, 
as I am obliged by your commands, abide heer, though y the place 1s very narrow 
tor our buſynes, but large enough tor expences as _— Spayn, as I have in my former 
ſufficiently informed you, and deſired likewiſe to tranſplanted into ſome ſphere of 
greater activity. Howſoever, I doe humbly ſubmit that, with all things elſe concerning me 
and my buſyneſs (which is likewiſe your own) to your better judgment, to conſider and 
diſpoſe, and ſhall make uſe of all occaſions here to ſerve you in the mean time as 
far as the latitud of this poor place will permitt. Wee are all overjoy'd heer with the 
news of a breach, that is like to be between our ſtate and France, which the Spaniards 
are not leſs pleaſed withall then wee ourſelves, as a thing as much conduceing to their 
advantage as ours (fur intereſt holdes the aſcendant with them, as well as with other 
people) inſomuch that they, I meane the people of this place, have changed on a ſuddayn 
theyr former darke countenances into all lightſomneſs, and theyr jealouſys they had before 
of our ſtate's deſignes, into great honors and loud acclamations, to the glory of his 
highneſs, in applaus of his magnanimity, and of our whole nation. And truly I am 
confident, that they will prove very reall, faythfull and cordiall freinds to our ſtate. 
How ſocver I doubt not but his highneſs great prudence will thinke fitt to have an eye to 
the two ſpring heads of theyr policy, which I have ſufficiently inſtanced in my former, 
where the double dealing, if any is, or ever ſhall be intended, muſt be diſcovered, and 
not in thees remote quarters, This people likewiſe ſeeme to be no leſs pleaſed with that 
fayr liberty of conſcience, which they heare is given in England to theyr religion, as well 
as others, which is lookt upon by all heer, as one of the moſt wiſe, pious and Chriſtian 
actions, that this age has produced. | 
My freind heer, whome you well knowe to be much your ſervant, for want of better 
employment, has written ſome politicall diſcourſes in order to the paſt, preſent, and future 
government of England, which he thinkes may be ſomewhat ſeaſonable for the ſatisfaction 
of ſome, if ſpeedyly publiſhed ; and he would requeſt your adviſe, whether he ſhould 
lend his copy to you there, or keep it with him *till he come himſelf to kiſs your hands.

HE pope continues to do actions, which cauſe him daily to be more and more ad- Vol. xxv. 
mired ; he is very pliable to all that is juſt, and hath ſet at liberty the count Mar- p. 567. 

chio, mr. Bruningo, and ſome others, which had been perſecuted during the late ponti- 
ficate, and hath thruſt his ſteward out of door for receiving a preſent. He hath granted 
the diſpenſation of wedlock into the firſt and ſecond conſanguinity for 2000 crowns, 
which is the tax, which had been eſtabliſhed by the pope Pius W. inſtead that by the laſt 

ntificate, it was uſual to give for thoſe favours ten or twelve thouſand crowns, and be- 
fe that, beſtow ſeveral preſents. This order has been made by reaſon of a Portugal, 
who (ha-zing during the faſt pontificate offered ten thouſand crowns for ſuch a favour, 
which had been refuſed him) is at preſent returned hither ; and having offered 7000 
crowns, his holineſs hath regulated the price according to the loweſt tax, which has been 
made thereof, and cauſed the favour he demanded to be granted him, for thoſe 2000 
crowns. His holineſs giveth publick audience to thoſe, who demand it, every ſunday noon 
after his devotions, and doth diſtribute his favours with much generoſity to all les of 
merit and honeſty, no others being credited by him. He doth particularly conſider the poor 
cardinals, intending to let each of them have at leaſt 6000 crowns, having to that purpoſe 
re-eſtabliſhed cardinal Cecchini in his penſion of poor cardinal, which had been taken 
away from him by Innocent the tenth ; but his generoſity has more particularly ap- 
peared, in giving the archbiſhoprick of Spoleto to cardinal Fachinetti, who was one of 
the great oppoſers to his election, and yet more in granting unto the two cardinals of Me- 
dicis upon the king of Spain's nomination all the benefices of late cardinal Pimentelli, 
which had been abſolutely refuſed them by Innocent the Xth. | 

His holineſs has this week received the diſmiſſion of the charges poſſeſſed by the princes 
Pamphilio, Ludoviſio, and Juſtiniani, namely the firſt, of the charge of general of the 
church, the ſecond, of that of Caſtelain of the caſtle of St. Angelo, and the third, of that 
of general of the church, his holineſs having aboliſhed the firſt and third, by reaſon 
they were of too great coſt, and deſtinated the profit thereof for the Venetians. 

Dona Olimpia hath done a prudent action in — to the pope, by cardinal Gualtieri, 
all the writs ſhe had had of Innocent the Xth, with intreaties, that he ſhould diſpoſe 
thereof according to his will and pleaſure, which hath much pleaſed his holineſs, who has 
ſince told Pamphilio, to reconcile himſelf with his mother. 

It is remarked, that the vice king of Naples, who detained a prieſt againſt the nuncio's 
intention, did put him at liberty as ſoon as he heard the news of the pope's election.

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Cardinal Montalto is dead of e diſeaſe; he has left the cleareſt of his means 
to one of his ſervants. The id much comfort him in his. diſeaſe, having given the 
charge of vice-gerent to his favorite's brother, and having moreover given him leave to 
make his will, and diſpoſe of of his benefices. The Spaniards have loſt a good 
friend by the faid cardinal's death, and the Medicis ſeem to be ſorry for the fame, 

His holineſs is not yet diſpoſed to call any of his kindred, although there be great 
neceſſities thereof. ;

all retorned to priſon againe, within the compaſſe of one day; but it will be held a 
little hard, ſince I bailed ſome of them there, to give in evidence againſt the priſoners 
there, and bound them over by recognizances. to appeare at this. ſeſſion, to give in 
evidence againft the prifoners here, which they did accordingly, and I could not well have 
wanted their teſtimony. Upon receipt of your letter, I fent for Duke, but his ſiſter came 
not neare mee. I let him know the cauſe, why I would ſpeake with him; and upon diſ- 
courſe and examination, all that he could fay, more then what was conteyned in his for- 
mer examination (which was only in generall as ta the defigne, which moſt of the reft knew 
and ſpake of) is in the paper incloſed. General Diſbrow has been with us ever ſince our 
coming, into this country, and to him hath been communicated the way and manner 
of our proceedings, and the caufe of alteration of the indiftment ; and from him we 
have receaved the ſenſe you had there of our proceedings at Saliſbury, wherewith (as 
we believe) he is well 2 ; foe we doubt not but you will receave a good accompt 
from mr. ſerjeant Glyn, as alſo from the reſt of us, when we return to London. We 
have this day liberty ta take a little air, and to-morrow goe on towards Chard ; as foone 
as wee have diſpatched our buſſmes there, from thence towards London. Having given 
you this accompt, I. crave leave to ſubſcribe my ſelfe :

W HO faith, that about the year 1643, he went over into France, and at Diepe and vol. xv. 
Roan he lived thirteen months, and was ſent thence by mr. Thomas Sackvile to p. 553. 
Dartmouth, a garriſon of the late king's, to fetch three horſes he formerly left there, the 
horſes being full of the farcy, and the gentleman, in whoſe cuſtody they were, being 
unwilling to fend them, the examinate being ſent by his friends, to get a livelihood, 
took pay, and was entered an enſign in the garriſon of that town, where he con- 
tinued ell the garriſon was taken by the parhament forces, and ever fince that time, 
he hath refided at Lewes, where he now dwelleth ; and for the two years laſt paſt, he 
having the French tongue, and trading being dead here, hath endeavoured to drive a 
ſmall trade into France, for his ſubſiſtence and of his wife and children, He further 
ſaith, that moſt of his trading hath been at Diepe in Normandy, and that in theſe two 
years he hath been three times there, viz. once in November 1693; the fecond time, 
about the latter end of Auguſt 1654; and lately he went out of England the roth day of 
March 1654 ; and returned in the Double Shallop the 11th of April 1655, about eleven 
or twelve o'clock in the night, and landed at New-Haven in this county. He further 
faith, that the occaſion of his laſt going into France was to clear former reckonings, 
and to bring away his ſmall eſtate that lay there into England, for fear of a war likely to 
ariſe between England and France, as was very commonly reported and expected to enſue. 
He further farth, that he brought over with him buckram, French prunes, flax, pedlars 
bawbles, and canvaſes of all forts, and a hogſhead of cyder; but he abſolutely Ia 
that he brought either letters or intelligence, or that he ever held any correſpondency 
with any of Charles Stuart's party ſince Dartmouth was taken. He alſo ſaith, at his 
laſt being over he met with very few Engliſh, and not any of note; and having no buſi- 
neſs with them, he did not much converſe with them. He further faith, that the reaſon 
why he bronght his ſmall parcel of goods in a double ſhallop, was for the more fate paſſing 
of himſelf and goods ; and trading being dead, there was very little difference in the 
price, all being willing to be employed ; having landed his goods at Lewes, the ſhallop 
tell down to New-Haven upon wedneſday the 18th inſtant; and the tide ſerving between 
five and ſix o'clock in the afternoon, ſhe. put off to ſea. And the examinate further faith, 
that he had agreed with the maſter of the ſhallop, that after he was at ſea, he ſhould 
that inſtant tack about to the weſt, and coaſt along the ſhore, near Salt-Deane, or Moore- 
Stade, where if they ſaw a light match, they ſhould then come aſhore, and take in 
certain goods, which the ſaid examinate intended to put on board in this private man- 
ner, to avoid payment of cuſtom. He further ſaith, that he offered thirty ſhillings 
amongſt the company he met with near Moore-ſtade to the intent to get them hence, 
ſo that he might not be fruſtrated of his intended purpoſe as aforeſaid, but that he never 
intended to put any paſſengers aboard.

WI O faith, that upon wedneſday the 11th of this inſtant April, a double ſhallop

came in at Newhaven upon mr. Roſe's account, and he himſelf with two other 
aſſengers came in the ſame ſhallop, and that evening there came three ſtrangers, and 
fodged at an inn in that town, kept by one mr. Felix Sterne. The examinate ſaw two 
of the gentlemen and had converſe with them, who aſked him, if a merchant ſhould 
deſire to bring in or carry out any prohibited commodities, whether money would not blind 
the officers, to which this examinate replied, that there were no ſuch officers in that 
place, and fo their conference ended. One of them was of a middle ſtature, between 30 
and 40 years of age, clad in a black cloth ſuit, between a white and brown complexion ; 
the other was a tall man with huge black hair, and a ſaddiſh grey cloth ſuit and coat; 
the third kept cloſe in his chamber, and went by the name of the lawyer, but him the 
R examinate did not ſee. Upon wedneſday laſt the 18th of this April, about ſix a clock in 
the afternoon, the ſame ſhallop went out again empty, and ſtood to the eaſt towards Sea- 
ford road *till it grew dark, ſo that we loſt ſight of her; then the examinate being ſuſpi: 
cious that the ſhallop might turn towards the weſt upon ſome 11] deſign, he, with William 
Ince, and four more, at the requeſt of the officers, went under the cliff upon the coait, 
till they came to New-way, two miles diſtant from the haven's mouth, there they met 
fiſhermen, who told them, the ſhallop was gone weſtward ; ſo the examinate deſired his 
company, and he went with them accordingly till they came in ſight of the ſhallop, who 
lay near the ſhore at anchor; then the examinate and his company lay cloſe under the cliff 
for near three hours, it being about three a clock in the morning; then the miſt increaſing, 
they loſing the ſight of the ſaid ſhallop, thought fit to go further to the weſt, and about 
half a mile off, looking up the cliff Moreſtade, eſpied a man leading a horſe with a light 
match in his hand, who deſcried the company, knowing him to be Samuel Roſe of Lewes: 
when nothing more could be diſcoyered, he ſaying, that he had loſt his way, they let 
him go up the cliff, and went along with him, and fo they returned down again under the 
cliff, and Roſe came the ſecond time to them and offered 10s. to this examinate, and 
20 more amongſt all the company to go home and fleep ; if not, he would go home and 
ſleep himſelf, and then the examinate and company ſtruck a light to light a pipe, which 
the ſhallop perceiving, came near the ſhore and ſpoke to us, and finding upon our anſwer, 
that they were miſtaken, they went off again to ſea. He farther faith, that the exami- 
nate and his company watched the next night in the ſame place, and ſaw the ſaid ſhallop 
again, and deſcried a horſeman under the cliff, but who it was he knew not, for the 

moon being newly riſen he diſcovered us, and made away from us.

Little other news here, ſaving that they talk of a 
great league making by the petty princes of Italy and the Venetians againſt the Spa- 
niard, which I believe will come to nothing.

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A letter from Niſmes. 


Six; AND MOST HONORED BROTHER, 
OURS hath prevented me; it is ſome time ſince, that I thought to write to you. Vol. zxv. 
The ſynod, which is aſſembled in this city, hath hindered me till now from execut- N 575. 

ing my deſign ; I have had the honour to be preſident thereof, or moderator, after I had 
been joined to the laſt. All did paſs with great union, and our rules do remain in their 
vigour. We expect with impatience the iſſue of the negotiation of mr. Dury ; we 
pray to God, that having rather regard to his glory than to our troubles, he would advance 
this work. The motives of this buſineſs are univerſally approved of by all honeſt men. 

You ſhall underſtand in the mean time, our ſtate arid our ſufferances, by an hiſtorical 
and very favourable narration, which I am going to make of what paſſeth here in the 
midft of us. There hath been a ſhew made, as if they would cauſe the edict to be exe- 
cuted ; they ſent into the province mr. de Boucherat, counſellor of ſtate, and mr. Eſcor- 
biac, counſellor in the chamber of the edicts at Caſtres; but you muſt obſerve, that they 
were nominated at the ſolicitation of the commiſſioners of the ſtates of this province 
our capital enemies and of the clergy of France ; and that in their commiſſion there is 
this clauſe ; that in caſe of parting, A buſineſs ſhould be referred, not to the chamber of 
the edit, but to the council of his majeſty ; a clear ſign, that ſince the ſaid commiſſion 
did offend the edits, that there was more cauſe to fear than to hope, and that we could 
not expect any good to come of it. Wherefore this church was of opinion to delay it, 
and to oppoſe it by a publick act; but through misfortune, our opinion and judg- 
ment was not followed; and now experience doth ſhew unto us, that we had right and 
reaſon. I ſpeak of this buſineſs, ban 21s negotiated it, conferred with theſe gentlemen, 
and treated with them jointly with other commiſſioners. They promiſed us mountains and 
wonders ; they fed us with hopes, all the requeſts which we ſhould repreſent were to be 
favourably anſwered ; in ſhort, they offered us nothing but favours and graces, but in 
the end, the event hath diſcovered the cheat, and all .theſe fair words have been but 
words in the air. | 

Firſt, the caſtle of Portes is a kind of inquiſition ; there is a priſoner of our religion, 
an honeſt man and without reproach, kept under ridiculous pretences ; but there is only 
his belief, which doth render him guilty, and the coutage, which he hath ſhewn for the 
maintaining of the church, which is the cauſe of his captivity ; the chamber of the 
edict hath ſo acknowledged it. The ſentences, which they have given in his behalf, have 
been in vain. This poor man hath been kept there theſe five or ſix months, nor his wife 

nor children ſuffered to ſee him. Of late a man of the neighbourhood was impriſoned in 
the fame place, under pretence, that he hindred his wife from going to hear maſs:

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A. D. 1655. before they took him, they ſeized upon his father, a poor old man very decrepid; although 
they been to fir againſt * r innocent, and that his age ought to — 
moved them to pity, they baſtinadoed him and brought him in ſight of the caſtle; in 
the end, not being able to march any further, they left him upon the place half dead 
with blows and the long march. As for his ſon, the 3 he was kept fifteen days 
in a dungeon, where he could not ſee any light at all, obſerving a rigorous faſt, which 
neither the religion nor the phyſician had appointed. There was no body could get to 
fee him, or to adminiſter any Bod unto him. We preſented a petition to theſe gentle- 
men for his enlargement, but they put us off with delays, and our cares were in vain. 

They made a ſhew as if they would eſtabliſh the exerciſe of our religion at Ville Neufye 
de Kerck, in Vivares; their anſwer to the petition preſented ſeemed to be favourable : 
convinced by the right of theſe poor perſecuted men, they ordered, that two counſellors 
of the preſidial of Niſmes ſhould tranſport themſelves thither, and re-eſtabliſh the ex- 
erciſe; but they added this clauſe : The catholicks beard for a former. So that what they 
gave on the one hand, they took away with the other. : 

The earl of Rieux hath perfecuted the church of Vals of late, carrying away thoſe of 
our religion by force, and ſending them to the war; he hath ſold them, and made 0 
livres of each; that if any one of them revolted, he was ſent back to his houſe. We 
have ſpoken aloud of this, and have preſented a petition, but they would not grant us a 
commiſſion to inform our ſelves, but have ſent us to the king. Who doth not ſee but 
that is a meer deluſion and denial of juſtice? I ſhould be too long, if I ſhould relate all 
the injuſtice, which they have done to the church of Alez, and to that of St. Giles, and 
many others; but there is one, which doth cry for vengeance, and which is able to make 
ſome deſpair. Florenſao, a little city near Montpellier, hath poſſeſſed the exerciſe of 
our religion ſince the year 1364. Our laſt war was the occaſion, that it was driven from 
thence. Never any church had more authentick titles than that hath. They were aſhamed 
to do it injuſtice publickly ; but behold here the depth of Satan ; there was a ſuit at 
law with the papiſts ; the chamber of the edict had made a partage ; theſe gentlemen go 
to Caſtres, where they decide the partage to our advantage; the ſynod is met; it is re- 
ſolved to ſend thither a commiſſioner of our preſidial to examine the ſaid arreſt, and re- 
inſtate the exerciſe ; a miniſter of our body is ſent thither; they preach without any noiſ 
the miniſter continueth his charge; all things ſeemed to be quiet; but on ſunday laſt, 
when it was time to preach, the papiſts met and ſeized upon the place where they were 
wont to preach, and thruſt away thoſe that repreſented themſelves, and ſo hindered the 

exerciſe of piety. A perſon of reputation of the city, who had the miniſter in his houſe, 
would Lacy the tumult, but in vain. At laſt, thoſe of our religion were to take the 
houſe of the ſaid gentleman, and reſolved to preach and pray there in his houſe ; they 
broke open the doors, and plundered all what they could meet withall below ſtairs ; 
they * 25 a gentlewoman's arm; they beat the gentlewoman of the houſe ſo much, 
who was big with child, that ſhe miſcarried; they ſought after the miniſter, and having 
found him, they tore off his cloaths, the hair of his head, they gave him many blows ; 
at laſt a counſellor took him by the collar, and led him with much ignominy out of the 
city. Thus it is that the arreſts are holy; thus they obey the ſovereign magiſtrates ; but 
who is the occaſion of all theſe diſorders, but theſe gentlemen ? for in drawing up the 
arreſt, they made no mention of the duke of Uzes, lord of Florenſac, who is of the 
party of thoſe of our religion ; ſo that by a profound artifice they omitted that, which 
was moſt eſſential ; whereby it happened, that the officers of the ſaid duke had recourſe 
to the chamber, and have obtained ſome letters from the chancery, which doth ſtop the 
buſineſs. Whereupon monſieur d*Vies hath neither been heard nor condemned. In 
the mean time, this buſineſs maketh a great noiſe ; every body is alarmed at it, and ſe- 
veral almanacks are made upon it; the people are angry, and I know not how we 
ſhall remedy it; we ſhall do all that we are able to join prudence with zeal, and obtain 
of his majeſty that, which his commiſſioners have denied us with great injuſtice. In regard 
we ſaw, that they did nothing but delay us, we were at laſt conſtrained to follow our 
advice, and to oppoſe this commiſſion, which was done a little too late. This is the 
true condition wherein we are at preſent; and to lay before you further, that they did 
only to amuſe us, they went from city to city, but they paſſed as a lightening ; inſtead 
of remedying upon the places, our complaints, they would not ſo much as hear them; 
they only lay at Vies, and coming to. this city, they arrived here at two of the clock in 
the night, and went away the next day before day. Thus they do uſe us, though they 
promiſed to ſojourn amongſt us, and to pacify ſome foregoing murmurs and complaints ; 
and from the exerciſe of the edict, it may be they feared, that we ſhould ſignify unto 
them our oppoſition. 

Pamiers, in the county of Foix, is cruelly perſecuted, inſt the tenor of the proper 
arreſts of the council; however, having had recourſe to theſe gentlemen, to re-eſtabliſh

that they were ſent to the king. Is not this to laugh at people, and ought ſuch an 
anſwer to be given us by commiſſioners ſent to execute the edicts of the king? God 
ſoften the heart of our king, to the end, he may ſuddenly remedy and redreſs the in- 
juſtice that is done us.

Steers ſent me a note, earneſtly preſſing me to go to him, which I totally declined, and 
had continued that reſolution, had not the ſaid warder afterwards earneſtly preſſed me 
thereto, telling me, that I had the lieutenant's leave, and that it was very uſual, and the 
like; whereupon I promiſed, and the next day accordingly I did go to the Tower, and 


vas by the ſaid Steers conducted to mr. Read, did dreſs him, and had ſome common dif. 


courſe with him in the preſence and hearing of the faid Steers, and at my departure, 
was deſired by mr. Read to receive ſome money for him of fir Thomas Mackworth that 
was indebted to him, with order to retain it into my hands for his uſe ; which I was the 
rather induced to do, in order to my ſatisfaction for my cure, mr. Read being a priſoner 
to whom I had no obligation. That I was not with him above tour times, and only in 
relation to his cure; and that I once ſent my ſervant with emplaſter and pills, touching 
which I ſuppoſed both myſelf and ſervant given the lieutenant of the Tower fatiſ- 
faction when we were firſt examined and by him diſmiſſed, to which I muſt refer. That 
upon my return home I . myſelf only to my calling and practice, not ſo much as 
ſuſpecting any farther trouble or diſcourſe about Read, or any thing in relation to the 
ſtate; but contrary to my expectation, upon the 12th of March the ſaid Steers brought 
me a note from Read, which he ſaid required privacy, whereupon reading it, I was ſo 
extremely ſurprized, that I ſcarce knew what to do or ſay; but recollecting myſelf, I aſked 
Steers, if he was reſolved to carry mr. Read away, who anſwered yes; at which my paſſion 
greatly .increaſed, and I demanded of him, why mr. Read ſhould ſend him to me, I had 
no obligation at all, I had taken much pains in curing him, and was yet unſatisfied ; fur- 
ther telling him, that mr. Read had put me to too much trouble, and brought me under 
a ſuſpect already, and therefore for my part I was reſolved not to hazard my liberty any 
farther in relation to him. Then Steers deſired me to adviſe him: I aſked him, if he 
apprehended no hazard in the attempting an eſcape, he told me yes ; I wiſhed him to 
have a care what he did ; for my part he had ſurpriſed my ſenſes with the very mention 
of it, that 1 could not tell what to adviſe ; but it he would come the next day at twelve 
of the clock, I would conſider of it, and adviſe him; whereupon the ſaid Steers (as is 
evident) having deſigned by all means poſſible to enſnare me, began to 3 of me of 
news; whereupon I told him what was reported touching the riſing at Saliſbury, which 1 
had from common fame and printed papers, and not by reaſon of any particular know- 
ledge of the deſign. Then the ſaid Steers preſſed me to write to mr. Read, which I often 
denied ; but at length to be rid of his importunity, I delivered him 51. which I had re- 
ceived for mr. Read, and on a ſmall piece of paper I writ (as I remember) thus ; Sir, 
thoſe pains you complain of will eaſily diſcuſs, and fo will that pain in your head, without 
the taking a courſe of phyſick; and fo without ſetting my name to it, I gave it him, 
ſaying, that there was an anſwer to ſo much of the note as concerned me; whereupon he 
departed, leaving me to my conſideration, which was as followeth ; 1ſt, I conſidered, if 
Steers ſhould carry away Read, I having been under a former queſtion, ſhould till lye 
under ſuſpect, if not be troubled by the heutenant. 2. That they might be taken, and 
then their confeſſion would render me guilty. 3. That if on the other fide I ſhould diſ- 
cover their intention to the lieutenant, although it would clear me, yet it would prejudice 
me in my practice which was my livelihood. | 

Thus finding myſelf inſnared, I was at a loſs how to get out of the toil: at laſt I reſolved 
not to have to do in the buſineſs, and accordingly, when Steers came, I adviſed him to 
chear Read up, and to let the law take its courſe ; poſitively telling him, I would have 
nothing to do with him, or the buſineſs; and therefore forbad him any more to come to 
my houſe ; further ſaying, when I had any buſineſs with him, I would ſend for him. 
But the faid Steers, in farther proſecution of his deſign to enſnare me, would not be ſa- 
tisfied, but that I muſt write to mr. Read, otherwiſe he pretended it would not be believed 
he had been with me. Whereupon I wrote upon a piece of paper; Sir, this piece of 
emplaſter will, I hope, finiſh this cure, and ſo I ſhall not trouble you farther. I am 
your ſervant, R. Wiſeman. And that the contents of theſe two notes are all that ever 
paſſed betwixt the ſaid Read and myſelf upon any account ſince he hath been my patienc 
or before, I do call the great God to witneſs, and ſhall venture my life upon that iſſue, 
whatever great crimes are ſuggeſted againſt me by the deſigners of my ruin. 

That ſince my impriſonment, the ſaid Steers hath been with me to proſecute his 


deſign, although his declarations, in the hearing of credible witneſſes, tended to my

uced. | 
That I have been about a month a priſoner, have totally loſt my practice, and my 
family muſt ſubmit to an irrecoverable ruin, if this impriſonment be continued upon 
me, for a puniſhment for a failing, into which I was deſignedly drawn; although I e 
2 cauſe 
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cauſe to hope, that my ignorance in concealing a gone but never intended deſign, A. D. 1655. 
ſhall not be made uſe of to my ruin; neither that upon ſuppoſitions grounded upon WW 
my former relations, I ſhall be concluded guilty. 


I therefore moſt humbly pray your honour, to take the premiſes into your ſerious 
conſideration z and that, if it ſtand with your wiſdom, I may be freed from this 
chargeable reſtraint upon ſecurity, as well to anſwer any crime that can legally 
be proved againſt me, as that I ſhall do nothing to the publick prejudice.

HAT in April 1653. a ſhip called the Leopard (whereof Claes Frederickſon was 
then maſter) was ſet out from Courland by the faid duke, upon his own account, 
to Amſterdam, where the ſaid ſhip was, by the agent of the ſaid duke, laded with copper 
bars and other merchandizes, which upon account of the ſaid duke was carried to Guinea, 
and moſt of them there traded away and diſpoſed of; and negroes were there taken on 
board. And the ſaid maſter there dying, Cornelius Frederickſon became maſter of the 
ſaid ſhip, and ſailed with the ſaid ſhip and negroes to Martinna (being a French planta- 
tion in America) where the ſaid negroes were landed and diſpoſed of, and ſome ſmall 

uantity of goods there taken in, for the ſaid account ; and afterwards the ſaid ſhip ſet 
l for Amſterdam, being the port of her diſcharge, there to unlade the ſame; and in 
her paſſage touched at St. Chriſtopher's, to look for company; and there the ſaid Cor- 
nelius Frederickſon dying, the company were forced to ſtay there ſome ſmall time, to 
bury the ſaid maſter ; which being done, and another maſter provided, as alſo ſome freſh 
water taken in there, the ſaid ſhip departed, in company of two other ſhips ; and during 
the w_ time of her being there, ſaid ſhip did not at all trade, buy, fell, or barter 
any thing. 

That the ſaid ſhip, in her courſe homeward, was by foul weather ſeparated from the 
ſaid other two ſhips, and coming for Amſterdam, the maſter and company miſtook their 
courſe, through darkneſs of the weather, and ſo were put into St. George's chanell, and 
then diſcovering where they were; and their fails and tackle being torn with ſtorms, 
and their victuals and proviſions all ſpent, they went with the faid ſhip for Briſtol (being 
a friend's port) there to procure. victuals, proviſions, and neceſſaries, without which they 
could not ſail; intending (being ſo ſupplied) immediately to depart with the faid ſhip 
and lading for Amſterdam.

That upon the ſaid ſhip's arrival in Kingroad, the ſaid ſhip and lading (which is ſmall) 
were ſeized at Briſtol, by one mr. Gill, an informer, upon or about the 5th of December 
1654, upon feigned ſuggeſtions, that the ſaid ſhip had traded at St. Chriſtopher's, and all 
her company landed out of her; and is ſtill detained under the ſaid ſeizure, to the pre- 
judice of the ſaid duke, the loſs of the voyage homewards, and the undoing of the com-

A frier of the Fran- 
ciſcan order and a prieſt, who would have the honour to be the chiefeſt incendiaries, with - 
their artificial fires, being able to do it at their eaſe, did not fail to burn the church of 
St. John, and almoſt all that did remain of the reſt of the houſes, a part of Angrogne, 
and the reſt of La Tour; and where they found any thing, that had eſcaped the firſt firing, 
they preſently cauſed it to be wholly. burnt down; and the bloody and cruel ſoldiers 
Fr 2 got 
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got upon the higheſt rocks, which did ſeem inacceſſible, to deſtroy all human creatures A. P. 1655. 


which they ſhould meet withall, though they made no reſiſtance whatſoever, and might W 


have cauſed with their tears the arms to have fallen out of the hands of the moſt barbarous 
Tartars and Canibals. Only at Tailleret, a village ſituated upon one of the higheſt hills 
of La Tour, * did put a thouſand reproaches upon 1 50 women and children, and after- 
wards they cut off all their heads; they cauſed ſome of them to be boil'd, and eat the 
brains, but they diſcontinued ſaying, they were too taſtleſs, and made them ſick at heart. 
They cut ſome os which they afterwards flung at one another, from a poor woman, 
who got away from them, and who is ſtill living, but miſerably uſed by them ; they took 


her ſucking child, and went and flung it down a precipice with many others, There was 


likewiſe a great number which were torn and cut off by the middle between two ſoldiers. 
Many priſoners were ſtript ſtark naked without diſtinction of age or ſex, and they cut them 


after a manner, which doth cauſe one to tremble to recite it; and afterwards put ſalt and pow- 
der upon them, and then put on their ſhirts again; and afterwards ſet fire to the powder, 


and ſo burnt thoſe poor martyr'd bodies. Others, all naked, had their heads tied between 
their legs, and rolled off of high precipices, without exempting one Peter Symon, who 
was a hundred years old, nor his wife, ninety-five years old. Many were burnt in their 
houſes, whom they would not take the pity to kill beforehand, though they did beg 
it upon their knees. Others had their breaſts opened, and their hearts taken out alive. 
Many had their private parts cut off, and their entrails pulled out. Several women were 
moſt wickedly abuſed by them, till they died. Others were hanged up in trees by the 
feet, and there left to die in that poſture, had ſtakes thruſt in at their fundaments, &c. 
Of thoſe, who were conducted alive before the marquis, who would not abjure their 
religion, a good number were brought to Turin, and amongſt the reſt, mir. Gros and 
mr. Aggit, paſtors; and that, after they had ſeen with aſtoniſhment the admirable con- 


ſtancy of Paulais, and Clement a poor countryman, the latter an ancient deacon of the 


church of La Tour, the former having choſen the gibbet before the maſs, the other two 
were brought after him, to frighten them ; but as he was on the top of the ladder, 
and that the emiſſaries did renew their exhortations, ſaying, that there was ſtill time, 
if he would turn catholick, he bid the hangman do what he was ordered to do; 
praying to God to pardon thoſe murtherers ; adding, that he ſaw as preſent the vengeance 
that God would take for ſo much innocent blood that had been ſpilt. The pen doth fall 
out of my hand in writing theſe things; yea, by only bringing of them into my mind, 
my whole body doth tremble, my hair ſtands an end. A heart of diamond, a hand of 
ſteel, and pen of iron, could not expreſs half of the horrid prodigies of the cruelty ard 
pitiful ſpectacles which were ſeen, unheard of in antiquity the moſt barbarous. You 
might have ſeen here the leg of a woman, the head of a child, ſometimes the private 
members of a man, the entrails of another, the thighs of another, which the beaſts had 
not devoured. The tears do blind my ſight, and the ſobs, that fall between, do hinder 
me from making an end. Of the ſpoil, that was made of proviſions, of wine ſpilt by 
them in abundance, of the beaſts and the plunder we do not ſpeak a word. French, 
Iriſh, Piedmonteſe, baniſhed and guilty perſons have ſhared- that amongſt them; and 
that which could not be carried away, was burnt. And they are almoſt as miſerable the 
one as the other, in the vallies of Perouſe, Cluſſon and Keiras; ſome wandring with their 
wives and children in a miſerable condition, and 'others lamenting the loſs of theirs. 
Val Lucerne, which is deſtroyed, did comprehend three churches, each, except Rocheplate 
and Roras which were ſmaller, compoſed of three or four thouſand men.

My lords, the conſuls and governor. of the city of Pragela, 


I WRITE to you theſe lines, to let you know, that his royal highneſs, being unſatiſ- 
fied of ſome inhabitants of the valley of Lucerne, not only for oppoſing his orders, 
but alſo for making others directly contrary unto them, by an attempt full of inſolence, 
hath reſolved to have that obedience, that is due unto him; and in regard the inhabitants 
are of the reformed religion, and that poſſibly they might demand of you ſome private 
aſſiſtance, I have to tell you, that if you ſhould therein offend the firſt couſin german 
to the king, and who is in his intereſts, you would incur his 3 1 N indignation. After 
this conſideration, all others ſeem uſeleſs. I ſhall not fail to let his majeſty know, how 
you ſhall behave your ſelves herein, believing that you will continue to oblige me to be

AFTER a long ſilence your welcome letter hath refreſhed us all here, giving us again 
A new hopes of a concluſion, which is as much deſired by this court as by ourſelyes, 
hey make no doubt here but all things will end to your content. 

The embaſſador of this court, who is deſigned for England, is preparing himſelf to depart 
very ſuddenly ; and every body here is preparing likewiſe for the campaign. The king of 
Sweden himſelf will not be long here. His armies both by ſea and land being now in a rea- 
dineſs, one may now declare, without any fear or ſcruple, that the deſign of the Swedes is in- 
tended againſt Pruſſia, They do hold their conqueſt ſo ſure, that what offers ſoever ſhould 
be made unto them from Poland for an accommodation, will hardly be accepted of, they 
imagining to themſelves a greater advantage by a rupture, than any that can be obtained 
by a peace. So that, my lord, I perceive all our offices for that end have been in vain, 
and we muſt expect another conjuncture to employ the mediation of the king. This de- 
ſign will make you to judge of the neceſſity and intereſt, which the crown of Sweden 
hath to make a ſtrict league with England, and to affure themſelves of their power to 
oppoſe others, that might be jealous of them, and that would undertake to intermeddle.

Here is very little news ſince my former. Of the coronation of the archduke Leopold 
here is very little appearance, the differences are ſo many and fo great, as I writ to you 
in my former letters.

To morrow his imperial majeſty is to go a hunting to a houſe ſome three leagues from 
Preſburg, belonging to count Palfi Palatin, called Marec. The Spaniſh embaſſador goes 
with him, who lately feaſted moſt gallantly all the principal nobles of Hungary. 

The count of Schomberg endeavours to engage many perſons of quality in the Pa- 
latinate for the ſervice of the king of France. 

Prince Rupert expects the monies from Italy promiſed to him for the levies he 
makes for the duke of Modena. |

end to the treaty, that inſtead of anfwering my expectation in that particular, they had 
thoughts of changing one article which before we had fully agreed to, and wherein alſo 
it is not in my power at all to make any alteration.

Cardinal Spada is ſick, but without danger; cardinal Anthoni Barbarini came hither 
from Loretto on thurſday laſt ; it is ſaid, his voyage is making for France, to have the 
archbiſhoprick of Rheims, but cardinal Mazarin is not thought to be much ſatisfied with 
his ſubſtituting cardinal Rapaccioli in the Camerlingat. Cardinal John Charles of Medicis 
is upon his return for Florence, but the old cardinal his uncle remaineth here. It is faid, 
the pope will abſolutely ſend mr. Maſſimi, as nuncio to Spain, and mr. Corſini in France, 
faying, that he is not obliged to ſend unto crowns perſons of their own chooſing, but 
this is not yet certain. Great rejoicings were made yeſterday for the taking poſſeſſion of St, 
John of Lateran. The pope went in a litter by reaſon of his indiſpoſition. | 

Cardinal Harach had reſolved to return for Germany to his archbiſhoprick of Prague; 
but he hath deferred his preparations at the inſtance of cardinal Colonna, and of the con- 
ſtable his brother, until the return of the poſt ſent by this laſt unto the emperor, upon 
the ſubject of the refuſal the pope makes to admit him as embaſſador of his imperial 
majeſty. The faid cardinal Colonna ſeems to be much diſcontented thereat, being always 
in the country, having not aſſiſted at the rejoicings made yeſterday, nor unto the chapter 
which was held before, although he was ſeen to walk the ſame day in Rome incognito. 

What difficulties ſoever the pope hath made hitherto to let his kindred come hither, 
yet ſo many reaſons have been ſhewed him for their coming, that it is thought he will ſend 
for his brother and two of his nephews, it being impoſſible for him alone to take care of 
the government. Others do nevertheleſs aſſure, that he doth ſtill remain in his firſt reſo- 
lation. They uſed to put in the pope's chapel clerks, and other petty officers, who 
bought thoſe charges, giving ſums of money for them according to their value ; but the 
pope hath changed that order, to put therein perſons of honeſty, and of the ſame quality 
as thoſe, who enjoyed the firſt charges, reimburſing all thoſe, who had bought them under 
the late pontificate.

And that it is therefore a wicked invention of his 
to inform the faid exchequer, that the duties of the cuſtoms not being paid, the goods 
were forfeited to his highneſs, the maſter and intereſſed not having the Feaſt diſpoſition 
thereof, And indeed it is altogether contrary to law, equity, reaſon, and never prac- 
tiſed in any well ordered government, the ſhip being violently ſeized, and the goods 
wrongfully and by force taken and landed by the ſeizers, that therefore the ſaid goods 
ſhould be forfeited. And whereas it appeareth alſo by the ſaid letter of mr. Richard 
Dolbery, that no ſurrender is to be expected of the ſaid goods, nor compenſation for 
the ſame but by compulſion and higher authority, the ſaid maſter being a ſtranger, deſti- 
tute of all ſuch means as are neceſſary to make the ſaid captain John Cotterell and others 
to obey the ſaid order and decree, the ſaid embaſſador hoping, that his moſt ſerene high- 
neſs will be ſenſible of the poor man's condition, beſeecheth, that ſuch able and honeſt 
men may be employed therein, that the faid order may be effectually executed, and that 
all may be done 3 and that juſt and reaſonable ſatisfaction may be given for 
the colt and damages ſuſtained by reaſon of the ſaid unlawful ſeizure and detention of the 
laid ſhip the Schaep of Edam aforeſaid.

Y laſt unto your honor was of the 22 of Aprill, by the way of Biluao, to accom. 
M pany the copie of a former of the 1oth, ſent by the way of France, in regard it 
was heere reported, that all Engliſh ſhippes and goods were ther embargued ; ſo doubted, 
that my letter would not finde paſſage that way. But now by letters from Bourdeaux of 
the 18th paſte, I underſtand, that letters will goe falfe, and foe I adventure to truſt this 
by that conveyance, to lett your honor know, that the ſhip of adviſe, which is arrived at 
Cadiz from the Weſt-Indias, bringeth newes, that the admirall ſhip of the South Sea, thar 
bringeth the plate from Lima, to embarke in the plate-fleete at Porto-Velo for Spaigne, 
was caſt away upon a bancke of ſands, comeing too neere the ſhoare, but the men were 
faved, except ſome few, that upon the ſtrikeinge of the ſhip lept into the ſea out of 
feare, thinking to ſwim aſhoare; but all the plate which came in the PP beinge too 
ls of 8, for the kinge, and eight millenes, as is reported, for particular 
men, wherof onely too were under regiſter, ſo that for the other ſixe, they came to com- 

ſition with the king's miniſtres ther. By this miſchance the plate-fleete will not be 
— untill Auguſte. Heere they ſeeme not to be much diſcontented at the delay, fear- 
inge, that yf it had bin at ſea, it might have met with yours; yet the not comeinge 
thereof accordinge to tion will mightily hinder this king's affayres both at 
hoame and abroade. The courtes, which I have adviſed your honor of in my former 
letter were began, have yet done notheinge, that I can heare of, worth your notice, more 
then to give eare to many arbitriſtos, that giveth in papers of projects, to rayſe monies 
for the kinge. In my laſt I tould your honor, that the letter, which his highneſſe was 
pleaſed to write to this kinge in my behalfe, his majeſtie has remitted to Don Luis de Haro, 
to be ſeene in his junta ; but I ſeeinge that a month was paſt, and no junta called, nor 
any reſolution taken upon the letter, I reſolved to goe to Aranxues, wher the kinge is, 
to petition his majeſtie, that his highneſſe letter might be remitted to his councell of 
ſtate, and ſatisfaction given me, accordinge to his highneſſe requeſt; whereupon his 
majeſtie hath commanded, that the letter, with my petitiones, wherein! declare the juſtneſſe 
of my demands, be remitted to the ſaid councell; ſo that now, within a few dayes, I ſhall 
ſee what reſolution they will take. Yf they heere reſolve to continue a good correſpondence 
with his highneſſe, I doubt not but that juſtice wil be done me; but I ſee they are very 
jealous, that your fleete, which is gone towards the Weſt-Indias, will fall upon ſome of ther 
iſlands ther, and then all the Engliſh that are in Spaigne will ſuffer. 

The kinge, queene, and infanta are yet in Aranxues, but wil be heere the 14th of this 
month. The queene is reported to be with childe, to the great content of all men. God 
graunt ſhee be, and of a ſonne; it will put a ſtop to the treatie of marriage of the infanta 
with the duke of Savoye. The duke of Lorraigne, priſoner in Toledo, but permitted 
to walke the ſtreetes in coach with his guards, thought to have made his eſcape ; the 
maner how, as yet wee know not. His plot was diſcovered by interceptinge of ſome 
letters, that the coachman had ſecretly put into the coach under the couſhin, wher the 
duke ſate (by the guardo mayor) as the duke tooke them out, though he did it with 
much diſſimulation. Wherupon he is not now permitted to walke the ſtreetes as he 
formerly did. Heere they are very well pleaſed with the new pope, hopeing that he will 
make a peace *twixtt Spaigne and France : yf he doth not, Spaigne wil be mightely put 
to it, for want of men and monies, for in the Iriſh they dare not truſt, they haveing now 
againe ſhewne ther bad intentions at Armentiers ; ſo that I thinke they will at laſt reſolve 
to employ no more of them for commanders. 

The letters yeſterday from Cadiz, of the 2d of this mont hſayeth, that there was 
arrived one of your frigates in 16 days from London, 6 dayes before, with a diſpatch 
from his highneſſe to generall Blake. He made ther but litle ſtay, ſo that ere this I dout 
not but he 1s with him. 

They are heere well pleaſed to heare of the arreſt made in England on French men's 
goods, and in France upon the Engliſh ; and with reaſon, for they will need your aſſiſtance 
to be able to defend themſelves agaynſt the French in Ittaly, and borders of Flanders. 

The marques de Caracena, that entred with his army the dukedome of Modena, it ſeemes, 
is retired with ſome lofle, though heere they endevor to make the beſt of it; but they had 
ö hopes at Caracena's firſt entrance. Sir, I have not for the preſent more to adviſe your 

onor of, feareinge the miſcarryinge of my letter; and therfore I crave leave to remayne

T HE ſplendor of the glory of your ſovereign highneſs, which on every ſide doth 
fill the world, and from the loweſt part of the earth doth reach to the heavens, 
hath alſo broken through the bars of our orient, and poured forth itſelf upon the utmoſt 
points of the European quarters, as far as the iron gates or portculliſes, where, with the 
ſecurity of the purer Chriſtianity, the faith is ſhut up together. In ſo ſpacious a boundary

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of the world, illuſtrated by the brightneſs of your ſovereign highneſs, ſome are gazingz A. D. 1665. 
ſome fearing, all with the ſame ſpirit of veneration giving worſhip. For it ſeemeth to 
all men, that a more excellent and fairer gift cannot by God himſelf be given, than a 
prince of holineſs, and who is likeſt unto God. Which merits do even by the enemies 
witneſſes crown your ſovereign highneſs; ſo that none can doubt, but muſt confeſs, that

Hicn AN D MIGHTY LORDS, 


M Y lords, in my laſt I made mention of the reſolution of the ſtates concerning the 
recalling of all the crown domains, as well of thoſe, which in former times were 
aſſigned for the keeping of the king's table, but are now alienated from the crown by 
gifts of the former kings, as alſo of thoſe, which belonged to the maintenance of the 
militia, admiralty, and mines. Beſides this, every one without exception of perſons ſhall 
be obliged to reſtore to the crown the fourth parts of all ſuch eſtates that were given 
him, being of another nature than the four above mentioned whereby it is believed, the 
king's revenues will be yearly encreaſed with about 120,000 rix dollars. As to the duty 
of one rix dollar on each * of large guns, which I have here before mentioned to 
our high mightineſſes, this ſeems to be altered, ſince I hear from a good hand, that the 
3 treaſurer ſhews an order from his majeſty in writing, to ſeize all pieces of ordnance 
or great guns, which are caſt here in the country, paying to the founders or dealers in 
cannons eighteen copper dollars for each ſhippound, of which coin four make one rix 
dollar. If this order is brought into execution, no private merchants in the ap roaching 
war will have any liberty to export or to buy up guns. Yeſterday the lord field-marſhal 
Wittenbergh ſet fail for Pomerania ; he will not probably be above two or three days at 
ſea, becauſe he has a very favourable wind. This day or to morrow ſets out likewiſe 
from thence for that province the Daniſh lord high ſteward Corfits Ulefeldt, to take poſ- 
ſeſſion of the bailiwick of Baerth, which he has bought of late, to make his reſidence 
there for the future. Lately are arrived here ſome deputies of the nobility of the dutchy 
of Bremen, and afterwards by water ſome Tartarian embaſſadors; what their errand is, 
we muſt wait for. The ſenator count Nicholas Tott is likewiſe arrived, having finiſhed 
his tour to France and Bruſſels. The Daniſh embaſſador, the lord Peter Gull, is ready to 
take his leave from this court, transferring his place to mr. Erich Gull, who is now here, 
and will ſtay here for ſome time in the character of reſident of the ſaid crown. Al- 
though the Swediſh ſtates had rather, that the king would ſtay in the kingdom, he ſeems 
nevertheleſs reſolved to aſſiſt in the next campaign; however it is thought he will return 
before the winter, the rather becauſe it is certainly believed, that the queen, who is to 
remain here, is with child. Beſides the army in Pomerania, and that in Livonia, the 
general Koningſmarck is to command a third ſeparate army. After a long ſickneſs, died 
this week here the ſenator Charles Hoop, having lived but a little above thirty years; 
he was endowed with exceeding fine qualifications, and had a great eſteem for our nation ; 
his death is generally lamented. The Ruſſians appear very numerous on the frontiers of 
Livonia, which haſtens not a little the preparations here againſt the next campaign.

My preſtave did that to me, by 
ſending me ſuch a preſent by his ſervant, which I refuſed, and ſent him back to his 
maſter with it; on which he came himſelf with his preſent, with many proteſtations, 
that he was not the cauſe of the diſguſt given me by taking away my i and uſing 
them as they have been; and therefore defired me with all earneſtneſs and adjurations 
to be his friend, and accept of his preſent: that he had already, and would continue 
to uſe his utmoſt endeavour, that I ſhould have ſatisfaction to the affront done me; fo 
that I accepted of his excuſes and preſent, and of his coming to me again at his plea- 
ſure. Two days paſt he came and viſited me, when he told me, that the chancellor 
hath been with the patriarch expreſly to entreat him to give order, that the cooks may 
be ſent me back ; who thereupon was in ſuch choler, that he turned away the chancellor, 
and would not give him his bleſſing. I know for certain, that he is extremely incenſed 
and averſe to all 8 but more to our nation than to any other.

Vol. xxvi. HE king, queen, the cardinal, and the whole court, are gone from hence to 
b. 72. Compiegne, where the ceremonies of the nuptials are to be obſerved between 
the duke of Modena and madamoiſelle Martinozzi, niece to the cardinal. The prince 
Eugenio, eldeſt ſon of the prince Tomaſo of 1 age hath procuration from the ſaid 
rince of Modena to repreſent him there. Before the departure of the king, ſeveral am- 
adors took their leave of this court; and thoſe of the Hans towns have effected 
their buſineſs between. A treaty is ſaid to be concluded for the regulating of trade and 
commerce. I ſhall ſee to get a copy of the articles, and ſend them over to your 

high and mighty lordſhips. 

They write from Turin, that the troops of the duke of Savoy, commanded by the 
marquis of Roanes, have wretchedly aſſaulted and miſuſed the proteſtants formerly called 
Vaudois, who were retreated to the high mountains and vallies of Savoy, where they had 
their ſubſiſtence, with an intention to preſerve themſelves from the cruelty of the Papiſts, 
who were always very bitter againſt them, and now they declared againſt them, as rebels, 
and fell upon them in the ſaid vallies with their forces, plundered and burnt their habita- 
tions, and put many of them to the ſword in their fury; and ſome they have executed 
ſince by way of juſtice upon them; and two miniſters they hung up: many priſoners they 
_ carried away with them, and as much plunder as they ſay doth amount to 300009 

ilders. 

9 Auguſtus Navarra, ſecretary of ſtate of the king of Spain in the Netherlands, 
through this as on monday laſt, with a paſs for Spain, after that he had firſt 
the honor to ſpeak and ſalute the king, queen, and cardinal.

Vol. xxvi. ff ſecretary of ſtate ſent me this week ſealed up the incloſed anſwer in writing 

p. 76. upon a memorandum given in the 24th of December concerning the contents of 
the 15th article of the treaty ; and this morning his honour ſent me the encloſed article, 
which I had drawn -up with the communication of the advocate of the Netherland Eaſt 
India company, being ſigned by two commiſſioners, who had been in conference with 
me about it. I have ſent him back the like article ſigned by me alone. 

In regard of the reception of the marquis of Leda, and other occaſions, the lords here 
ſay, that they have had no time to conclude and ſign the peace and treaty with the lord 
of Bordeaux ; and I have underſtood from the one and the other fide, that there is a little 
difference riſen about the buſineſs of Canada or Nova Francia; theſe lords ſaying, that 
the ſaid lord embaſſador was contented, that the lord protector ſhould declare by word 


of mouth, that that buſineſs ſhould be examined amongſt the reſt of the arbitrators N 
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both ſides; and the embaſſador faith, that in regard both parties are agreed upon a former A. D. 1655. 
treaty, it ought to be put down in writing. I hope this accident will make no alteration. 
The embaſſador groweth impatient. There is no doubt to be made that all poſſible endea- 
yours are on foot by the Spaniſh fide to hinder it; but I believe they will not go back 
from what is agreed with France, Your honour may be aſſured, that I will not be wanting 
in my endeavours for the furthering and accompliſhing of the treaty. I am told, that 
Franciſco Ferreira, the envoy of Portugal, perceiving, that they will not accept here of 
any alteration in the treaty that was concluded here, nor that the merchants will be paid 
with compliments, is making ready to be gone. I hope their high and mighty lordſhips 
will not take it amiſs of me, that I have not endeavoured to hold any converſation with 
a perſon, who hath ſpoke with ſo much contempt of the United Provinces.

HE laſt thirſday, that is May the tenth, the faſt was obſerved all over theſe coun- Vol. xxvi. 
tries for the Piemontois. After the laſt ſermon they collected in this city almoſt 300 p. 83. 

unds ſterling, which ſhall be ſent to Geneva for them, as ſoone as the townes and vil- 
— of this canton have ſent all their collections hither. The ſame day a great number 
of ſouldiours paſſed by this city toward France, of which I told the principall ſecretary's 
ſubſtitute, as ſoone as I ſaw him that day. He anſwered, that he had not ſcene nor heard 
them; that they could not be of the canton of Swits, as the people talked. They might 
be of the other popiſh cantons. But, ſaid he, the Suitenſes have newly made a decree 

inſt that renovation of the league with France, which was lately ſigned by ſome depu- 
ties of theirs, proteſting, that they doe not hold themſelves obliged by it at all ; that if 
their delegates be ſo falſe to them, as wilfully to goe beyond their inſtructions, or ſo fill 
as to ſuffer themſelves to be over-reached by the French ambaſſadour, yet they will be ſo 
true to their owne reſolutions, and ſo wiſe as to refuſe to ratify it. And therefore they have 
ſet their delegates a certaine time for the getting of that inſtrument out of the ambaſſadour's 
hands; and have added ſome threats what they will doe, if they have it not by ſuch a 
day, &c. . 

The next morning very early the younger burgomaſter of this city rode out towards 
Tirol, three dayes journey hence, to meete with Auſtrian deputies, to conferre with them 
about giving ſatisfaction to the demands and grievances of the cantons. There are 
many documents, records of agreements, &c. to be read over, ſo that he will be abroad 
a good while ; and therefore M. D. tooke his laſt leave of him the evening before, as re- 
folving to be gone hence before the burgomaſter could returne, 

May 12. | 

This 8 the principall ſecretary of this canton came to me, and ſhewed me let- 
ters, which they had received this morning, written to the burgo-maſters, &c. of all the 
13 cantons from cardinal Mazarin, and dated May 4. new ſtyle ; wherein he tells them, 
that they could not be ignorant, that the inteſtine diſquiets of France had hindred the 
fatisfying of their demaunds, which now the king was better at leyſure to thinke upon, as 
they ſhould percieve by his majeſtie's letter to them, which he thought fit to accompany 
— one of his own, to aſſure them, that he was their affectionate freind. I aſked the 
ſecretary, whether the king's letter were ſuch another empty paper as this. He anſwered, 
that he knew not what it was, for they had received none but this; ſo that they knew not 
whether there was any ſuch letter written by the king or no; or whether the ambaſſadour 
at Soloturn kept it by him, to ſend when he thought beſt, I aſked him, whether they 
would not write to Soloturn, to know what was become of the king's letter. He ſaid, 
no, we ſhall try what the ambaſſadour will doe. And beſides, faid he, we care not much 
what becomes of it, becauſe we ſhortly expect the king's anſwere to the letter, that was 
lately written to him in the name of the proteſtant cantons alone, calling upon him for 
ſatisfying the arreres of our diſmiſſed captaines, &c. without any conditions. It was 
ſent about a fortnight agoe by an envoye from Zurich. He had order to tarry for an 
anſwere. I then tooke occaſion to ſpeake at the laſt aſſembly at Araw. He ſaid, that 
there they conſulted concerning Piemont, and had ſecretly reviewed the old articles of 
confederacy among themſelves, which muſt receive ſome alteration to fit them better for 
theſe times. That of old they uſed once in ten yeares to renew their oath of mutuall de- 
fence, &c. all over the 13 cantons; but ſince the reformation of religion in Switzerland, 
there had beene no general renewing of their oath, becauſe the papiſts would have all 
men ſweare according to the old forme, [By God and all bis ſaints] which the reformed 
will not doe. But the proteſtant cantons have now beene conſidering, how to amend the 


defects of the articles of the union among themſelves. As for Piemont, they had com- 
maunded 
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A. P. 1655. maunded a major of Berne preſently to ride poſte to the duke. of Savoy, and to repreſent 
their ſenſe of his cruelty towards their brethren, and to offer their interpoſition for thoſe 
that are yet alive. They alſo commanded him to bring back as full informations as he 
could get concerning their preſent eſtate, and the pretended cauſes of this furious pro- 
ceeding. I told him, that we knew allready ſome of their pretenſions ; but one of the 
true cauſes, was the efteeme the Savoy had of the proteſtant cantons, looking upon them 
as men that had little power, and no courage to put out the ſtrength that they have ; 
ſtanding ſo much in awe of their pe neighbours, that they dare not budge a foote in 
favour of any proteſtant church, leaſt the popiſh cantons ſhould fall upon them, He re- 
plied, that their concordia diſcors had hitherto. preſerved them. For, faid hee, had we beene 
all of one religion, we could not have beene kept from intermedling in the late German 
warre, that undid almoſt all that had to doe in it. But being ſo divided, wee hindred our 
neighbours from aſſiſting the emperour, and they hindred us from taking the contrary ſide, 
But, faid he, the truth is, the popiſh cantons are no leſſe in amity with Savoy than wee ; 
ſo that we cannot hurt him, without giving them occaſion to fall out with us. We have 
many men, that at the reading of the letters concerning Piemont, ſeeme to thinke of nothin 
but invading Savoy, or maſlacring all the Savoyards that are in theſe countries. But few 
of them conſider, that we are not able to finde money enough to make us fit to invage 
any other prince's dominions. And indeed it is the onely thing we want, for we have 
men inough and armes, as they ſhall finde, if they meddle with Geneva, as ſome ſeeme 
to feare they will. I reply'd, that Geneva might be eaten up, before they would agree to 
ſuccour it. He ſaid, that the poſts were fo well ſettled, that in thrice 24 houres Zurich could 
have newes from Geneva, and by the way Bern ſhould heare it ſooner. Their militia was in 
ſuch a good order, that in 2 or 3 dayes they could have a great number of men [trained 
bands] whereof every one brought his armes with him. And Geneva is very well fortified, 
and well provided for all things requiſite for the enduring a long e: ſo that they can- 
not be over- run before ſuccours come to them. But, faid I, if Geneva ſhould neede 
you, would not the greater number among you anſwere, we cannot for want of mony, we 
dare not for feare of our popiſh neighbours ? He ſaid Geneva being fo neere, they ſhould 
ſtraine themſelves very much for ſo ſhort a time, as feemed ſufficient to drive away any 
forces that ſhould come to attacque it. I replyed, if you had never ſo much mony, you 
might ſtill pretend a feare of provoking the popiſh cantons. No, ſaid he, they have no 
mony, nor no meanes to get any conſiderable ſumme : we have had mony, but extraor- 
dinary occaſions have lately ſpent it. If that defect did not now hinder, we ſhould not looke 
upon the popiſh cantons as in æguilibrio with ourſelves, but ſhould a great deale more rea- 
dily reſolve to teach the duke of Savoy, that our interceſſional letters and our freindſhip 
deſerved more regard. I anſwered, that they wanting no men nor armes, every man hav- 
ing his owne armes, and their magazines well ſtored with all ſorts of weapons, &c. leſſe 
mony would ſerve their turnes to begin a warre, than other nations that have nothing 
before hand but the great purſe. He confeſſed, that was true, but to keep their people 
from diſcontents and diſorders, they muſt be punctually paid, &c. I replyed, that when 
they came into a country, where they meant to exerciſe all manner of hoſtility, they mult 
make their enemies beare the greateſt part of the charge. 

I ſhould tire you with more of this dialog, if the poſte would give leave. I muſt 
trouble you no ? pare at this time.

Here in this city, as far as one can fee, they are very diligent, by augmenting their 
troops, exerciſing and drawing 1 of the citizens, and eſpecially by fortifying the citcum- 
Jacent mountains to make a good defence, though for making any reſiſtance by ſea they 
have but a few or rather no ſhips at all; and as I am confidently informed, the magii- 
trates here have been exhorted as well by the king of Poland as others, to crave aſſiſtance 
from their high mightineſſes, but the court of this city makes difficulty to effect the ſame, 
for fear of any reproaches ; and that in return for the ſaid beneficence, ſome conditions 
might be demanded for the re-eſtabliſhment and confirmation of the reformed religion, as 
alſo for the abrogation of ſundry unreaſonable impoſts, wherewith our nation is charged 
here. The impoſitions upon our nation here are chiefly the prohibition of keeping 
houſes, the anticipation of the duty called Tollage, and the demand of the tenth penny in 
caſe of leaving the town, or in caſe of death. 

They diſperſe here alſo a certain printed paper, whereby they intend to prove for ſeve- 
ral reaſons, that the Swediſh deſign is not againft this country, but againſt Hamburgh. 
It is however believed, that this 1s only given out, to make the people ſecure. The 
magiſtrates here take away and call in as many of them as they poſſibly can. 

Now they are very deſirous here to know, in caſe this country ſhould come into troubles, 


how far the neighbouring powers, viz. their high mightineſſes, Denmark and England 
will concern themſelves in their intereſt,

OURS I received with the reception of marquis de Lede, as many others have, vol. xxvi. 
which puts cardinal Mazarin to his wits end. They undertake, that mr. Bordeaux p. 98. 
has orders from Mazarin theſe two poſts paſt to conclude with the protector. I have it 
from a good author, that if the protector will now aſſault Bordeaux prudently, he will 
win the treaty and peace to his mind. I have given ſeveral hints of this before. Of a 
general peace here is not a word, but ranting of ſome, it muſt be by the new pope. The 
king, queen, and cardinal, gave a compliment to fecretary Navarre, to be preſented to 
the king of Spain, that all inclinations in France are for a general peace ; but this is no 
new invention. Every Spaniſh miniſter that pafſes through France is entertained with 
ſuch like. In my time many of them paſt ſo. I hear one Thomas Talbot, a Franciſ- 
can trier, goes from R. C. to Rome; but I am ſure he will do no good, being not be- 
loved in the court of Rome. Divers proclamations in print are come hither from Lon- 
don againſt prieſts and friers, with an oath of abjuration for the laity. Great talk is of 
it. The divines of Sorbonne ſay, they do not believe the ſecond proteſtant in England, 


or in the world beſides, will take it, being an oath not to be preſented againſt all liberty 
"Ob, Mk 58 of 
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A. D. 1655. of a chriſtian. It is damnably cenſured. Count Brienne, ſecretary of ſtate, ſwore, he 
would wager half his eſtate, the protector nor his council would take it. 

Here is nothing more of news at this time, but rumours of wonders done by general 
Blake againſt the Turks. I have not the particulars, I expect them from England in due 
time.

Hk received yours by this poſt. According the conference the cardinal had laſt 
ſunday with the firſt preſident (as I writ in my former) touching the aſſemblies of 
the parliament about the edits, which was reſolved between both, that his majeſty con- 
coun they ſhould meet to conſider of the edicts, and the verifications thereof; on ly 
that his majeſty deſired them to have a little patience till friday of the next week, becauſe 
then they muſt alſo meet for the reception of a new counſellor, ſon to mr. Catinat ; and 
then on that occaſion the parliament may conſider of the verifications of the edicts. Then 
we ſhall ſee what ſhall be done; but yet ſome ſay, the king had a deſire to return hither 
once alone to ſit in parliament, of which yet nothing certain. Mr. Navarre, that was 
ſecretary of ſtate in Flanders, having had audience (as I writ in my former) from his 
majeſty and eminence, the king and queen deſired him, as ſoon as he ſhould arrive at 
Madrid, to aſſure his majeſty of Spain, that they were here always very ready to make a 
general peace, when it pleaſes his majeſty to think or conſider of it. It is written by the laſt 
poſt from St. Malo's, that a veſſel arrived there, that came from the Indies, which brings, 
that a Spaniſh galleon of the Spaniſh fleet was ſunk, wherein was eight millions of 
pieces of eight ; but being loſt near the land, that they fiſhed four millions again, and 
that they were in hopes yet to get more of it. 

They bring alſo, that the Engliſh fleet, commanded by general Pen, was failing to- 
wards the iſle of St. Dominick, and for that reaſon they think they were to attempt 
ſomething againſt the Spaniards. - Alſo that if they do not attempt St. Dominick, that 
ſure they will Cuba or Cartagena. | 

The count of Harcourt arrived at Chantilly ſince the king parted hence, where he was 
received by their majeſty and eminence ; he is come upon the word of the court, without 
having made any treaty. Mr. de Charlevois takes an employment for the king's ſervice 
under the command of this prince Harcourt, who is to command the Lorain troops, 
that quitted the Spaniſh ſervice in the pay of Luxemburg. 

Lal ſaturday ſome body ſtole from the cardinal out of his cabinet 4000 piſtoles, for 
which one of his valets de chambre is made priſoner, and another woman, being ſuſpect- 
ed, &c. 

It's reported, that the duke of Mantua will arrive here next week : what may be his de- 
ſigns we do not yet well know, only many fay, it is to ſell all the goods he has in 
France, and accommodate with the cardinal ; yet the Spaniards are afraid his voyage will 
be prejudical unto themſelves, becauſe they think he comes to make a new treaty with 
France. | 

I think I writ to you before, that the king named mr. de Levy, brother to mr. duke 
d'Amvilles, biſhop of 3 the biſhop that was there before having given his di- 
miſſion of that place to the King, who gave him that of Carcaſſone, and by that means 
has determined the great difference, that was betwixt the ſaid Levy and marquis de

that as often as any overture 1s made unto you, that it is more convenient to continue the 
negotiation than to break, in regard we have buſineſs enough without engaging in a 
new war; aſſuring me, that if ſo be you had orders from hence to demand audience to 
take your leave, that it was done with an intention to advance the treaty, and not a 
breach, upon a belief we had here that the lord protector would not let it come to this 
laſt extremity, in regard of the eſſential reaſon of their own good. And yet in regard 
it is very dangerous to give you any certain advice upon this reſolution of rupture or con- 
tinuation, upon which I pray'd him to give me his counſel and opinion, he did freely con- 
feſs to me as my friend, he did adviſe me to inſpire into you rather a continuation of 
abode a longer time with lawful pretences of an overture and accommodation, than a re- 
ſolution of returning, which he told me could not be but very diſadvantageous to thoſe, 
who did procure a publick good through their ſervice ; and that it was but juſt to recom- 
pence the miniſters of ſtate ; and likewiſe that it was uſual to lay the fault upon them, if 
buſineſs ſuccced otherwiſe than 1s expected. And withal he added, that he would take 
care to ſecure you your aſſignations for your re- imburſement, that ſo you might not 
ſuffer too great a loſs that way in caſe of bad ſucceſs. If there be any faith to be given to 
his promiſe, you are like to have your money. He withal did conceive, that you ought 
to ſignify to the protector, that if he will obſerve [les meſures d honneur] the methods of 
honour, which ought to be among ſovereigns, that he ought not to have delayed the 
ſigning of the treaty or the rupture till the arrival of the embaſſador extraordinary of 
Spain; and that it is to make you ſerve for his triumph; and by this proceeding he will 
give far greater offence to the king your maſter ; and that your delays and bearing of ſe- 
veral injuries might have altered his inclinations, but they are not ſo injurious as to alter 
them. He likewiſe told me, that upon the two new propoſitions, the one about the 
merchants and contraband goods, and the other for the liberty of merchants, that you 
may for the firſt agree to have 1t reciprocal ; and as for the other, it was an exception, 
which could not be granted, becauſe ſuch a permiſſion cannot be given to the merchants, 
but by conſent of the ſovereign ; and conſequently that it would be the fame thing, as if 
he himſelf did affiſt our enemies. He charged me, that I ſhould write you word, that 
you muſt, upon the firſt article of equal power agreed to the Hollanders by our treaties 
of contraband goods, tell the commiſſioners or the protector himſelf, if it be poſſible, 
that he ought not to deſire to ſee his people in the condition of the Hollanders, who are ren- 
dered ſo powerfull amongſt themſelves, that they do trade and deal with all nations with- 
out ſubmitting themſelves to the laws of the countries where they come ; and that it would 
be unhappy, if within his authority the merchants Thayld have this faculty to treat for 
their freights and ladings without his orders and permiffi He alſo added, that to ſave 
the honour of your treaty, you were to inſiſt to have the articles ſigned, as they are re- 
folved and agreed on; and by private articles conſent and promiſe the two laſt de- 
mands, provided they be reciprocal. This is that, which I got out of him; you may do 
herein as you ſhall think fit. You may make your reflections upon what he hath told me; 
for my part, I judge it more convenient, that you ſhould execute the orders of the court, 
rather than expoſe the ſtate to ſo many indignities, which are ſaid to be received through 


por weakneſs and reſidence there, without any fruit or ſatisfaction either for yourſelf or

Poor fools, 
that riſe for him, muſt hang; and that is the uſual pay of royal armies now adays. Vet 
ſome royaliſts here will have a general peace preſently made by this pope, and R. C. 
quarrel undertaken by the univerſality of catholicks; but this is not the firſt vain toſs they 
have had here of this nature. It matters not; but ſince my laſt I can tell you ſomething 
more ſolid touching the peace betwixt the two crowns; for this pope is really reſolved by 
all the means he can to have it done, and that with as much expedition as may be. To 
which purpoſe he writ lately to the kings of France and Spain to forbear being too forward 
in their treaty with the protector; in anſwer to which letters are expected in due time. 
An expreſs is ſent to Spain, becauſe there is no nuncio there, but not to Paris, only a 
letter in the nuncio's way, one being reſident there. This pope being a familiar acquaint- 
ance of the emperor's, has a great affection and reſpect to him, and writ much to him 
of this peace. Time will let you know I ſpeak truth, and that great endeavours ſhall be 
for the faid peace. This pope ſtudies much how to make biſhops in Portugal, but with- 
out prejudice to the king of Spain, which 1s a difficult work. There is no more of it here 
at preſent. His holineſs has ſent to the duke of Modena to make his peace with Spain ; 
_ it is thought by the means of the Barbarinis he will prevail, they being the greateſt with 
him. Great preparations are making in Naples, which, *tis n will march againſt 
Modena, if a reconciliation be not made. There are now four red caps vacant. 

I hear prince Camillo Pamfilio is abſolved from his title of general, but none as yet in 
his place. The Venetian embaſſador came hither to congratulate his holineſs ; to morrow

In the poſleſ- 1 lordſhip will receive herewith coppies of two letters, which I received the laſt 
ſion of the | weeke, whereby you will ſee the condition the poore proteſtants are in in the dominions 
right honour- of the duke of Savoy. There is noe queſtion, but all our popiſh neighbours have the 


_—— ſame minde, and will fall to the like worke, as they have opportunitie. And I doe aſſure 


your lordſhip, the government heere want not ſence of theſe proceedings, and I hope will 
expreſſe a juſt zeale therein, as the Lord affords them meanes. In the meane tyme letters 
will be writ on their behalfe. The French army 1s takeinge the field; the king will comaund 
it in perſon, and it's ſayd to be very ſtronge, at leaſt 37000 ſtronge ; the Spanyard ſeemes 
to be in noe wyſe able to reſiſt hym, and therfore muſt probablie be = ay a defenſive 
poſture. All the diſcourſe now is concerninge the Swede, who is with an army of 
50000 in Pomerland, marchinge towards Pruſſia; and, as is ſayd 1 againſt 
Dantzicke, which is under the protection of the kinge of Poland; and if he maſters this 
place, it will be more worth to hym then all his kingdome of Sweden. He will by 
this have the comaund of all the trade in the Baltique ſea, haveinge beſides a good 
fleete of 36 men of warre, with which he will beſeidge the ſayd towne at ſea. The 
ſtates generall are very apprehenſive of this deſigne of the Swede, which they have great 
reaſon for, in reſpect all their trade in thoſe parts, which is very great, will be brought 
under the power of the Swede. Wee cannot yet conclude with France: ſometymes wee 
are neare a cloſe, but at other tymes very farre aſunder; in the meane tyme wee have 
had heere a Spaniſh extraordinary embaſſador from Spayne about 10 dayes. He hath 
made ſome tender of an allyance upon extraordinary termes; what they are like to 
come to, you may eaſily judge: Our old enemies have not yet quit their hopes; they 
are upon new deſignes, and that which they moſt intend now is the murder of the 

rotector. I thinke their will be a neceſſitie to deale with that generation of men, as 
the Iriſh are dealt with in Ireland. It is certeyne they are reſtleſſe in their attempts; it is 
certeyne, Middleton is gone out of Scotland beyond ſea; ſoe that wee hope that countrye 
may be ſettled this ſummer. And when the comon enemie is downe, I wiſh our old 
friends doe not give trouble: but I truſt the Lord will in his owne good tyme make 
peace amongſt his own 2 Your Lordſhip need not feare, that places and offices 
to be ſettled in Ireland ſhall be ſupplyed heere. I doe aſſure you, that there is noe 
ſuch intention, but to leave that to your lordſhip ; nor will they be haſtie heere to 
ſend you judges, before you are acquainted with them. I have not further to trouble

Y all being quiet. The audience of the Spaniſh ambaſſador is no ſmall trouble to us. P 


We fear much he will obſtruct our peace with the protector, with giving cities and forts. 
to the protector, as I writ formerly ; but ſome at council here certainly aver, the king 
of Spain will never do it. However, mr. Bordeaux wants not new inſtigations every 
week to proceed and conclude in this treaty, of which you will know more there in time, 
Severed relations are here from Savoy touching the Hugonots. 
I have ſeen a letter from Turin of the 12th inſtant, which imports thus: That the 
rincipal circumſtances confirmed from Vallee de Lucerne are, that 3000 Hugonots were 
Fain and periſhed in the ſnow. Alſo that 1500 catholics were ſlain upon the place. 
That there were 3000 houſes of the Hugonots burnt with all their places of devotion. 
It is confirmed alſo, that 3oo children of the Hugonots were taken by the catholics, 
and are now entertained and inſtructed by them in that religion. | 
The Valée of St. Martin, which was fortified by the hugonets that fled away, is ſur- 
rendred, and the booty the catholicks took from the Hugonots came to 15000 beſtials, 
beſides quantity of gold and ſilver, with other riches, which is the laſt news from Savoy; 
and what further I can learn you ſhall have ſince you ſo earneſtly deſire it.

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HE laſt letters from Nantz bring us, how Mareſchal de la Ferté arrived there with vol. xxvi: 
his wife, who had her received moſt gallantly both by his army and the townſmen. p. 158. 


Firſt he cauſed all his troops to advance within 12 leagues to that city, where they were in 
order, as if they were to give a battle; by Mk te was received with great honour 
and reſpect, and marched in her company three leagues from that place, where they met 
all the dames of Nantz, both in coaches, and the moſt part a horſe-back, and in order 
as the troops that conveyed her before. They all came and complimented highly this 
lady, ſinging and dancing, having people with them with their inſtruments to that 
effect. They ou. her a royal collation, after which they marched all in order, till racy 
were within half a league to the city, where they found all the burghers in arms, whic 
ſaluted her ſeveral times with their muſkets and the artillery of the city playing during 
their ſalutations; and between both the gates of the city they met with the citizens, who 
made long and eloquent ſpeeches before that lady, great fires in all the ſtreets, fountains of 
wine given out the town; beſides made her a preſent of ſilver plate for her table 
gilded with gold, worth 5000 piſtoles, with a little caſket of 100 piſtoles, wherein was 
worth 300 piſtoles of fine laces and rare little things. The ſaid mareſchal has given to 
mr. de Roiſſelau, uncle to his wife, the government of Mirecour, the charge and lieute- 
nancy of gens d' armes to chevalier de Fourville, another friend of her's, which is all 
of that ſtory. . 7 
© The rendezyous of mareſchal Turenne's army will confiſt of 277 companies, and his 
horſe of 150 companies; and the army of mareſchal Senneterre will be in number 10000 
men, who will have his rendezyous near Stenay ; and beſides them, mr. le Bar will com- 
mand a flying party of 5000 horſe.

HE king and the whole court parted on laſt ſaturday from Chantilli for Compiegne, 


where he arrived at night. The ceremonies of mademoiſelle Martinozzi's wed- 
ding with the duke of Modena's ſon, (who will be repreſented by the prince Eugene, 
prince Thomas's ſon) are to be ap there to day or to morrow ; and the ſaid lady 
will in conſequence be led unto her ſpouſe by mr. de Noailles. | 

The duke of Mantua is expected here. He will be lodged in the Louvre, and feaſted 
8 days at the king's charges. This prince's voyage cauſeth many diſcourſes, and one can 
hardly gueſs the motive thereof: time will bring it to light. | 

All the troops march to their rendezvous, and mr. de Turenne is gone to the Queſnoy, 
to give orders there until the forces be aſſembled. The enemys do alſo gather together. 
It's written from Bruxells, that mr. le prince will command towards Luxembourg, the 
earl of Brouy upon the river of Lis, and Fuenſaldagna another body; that they hope to 
have a great number of horſe, but very few foot.

 NonLE AND MIGHTY LORDS, 


Y lords, by the deputies of this city, that have been at the aſſembly, we are informed 
at large, of what has been tranſacted in their noble and great mightineſſes aſſem. 
bly, concerning the armament at ſea for the ſecurity of the ſame; as alſo the funds to be 
found for that purpoſe ; and that at laſt the advices of the members did generally con- 
clude, that inſtead of the directions money of one and two per cent. upon goods, as alſo 
of the laſt money, a tax ſhould be conſented to, of one third part of convoy money, agreed 
to in the year 1651, and that this affair was brought ſo far, that it wa RT upon in 
the ſaid aſſembly : but whereas the ſaid deputies had no inſtructions for that purpoſe 
they took upon themſelves to bring over a report thereof to their principals, 43 ai 
their reſolution hereupon entered in writing. On the ſame 2 was alſo delivered to us an 
extract out of the reſolutions of their noble and great mightineſſes thereunto belonging. For 
which purpoſe we cauſed the common council of this city to meet. When, conſidering the 
neceſſity there is that the ſea be ſecured, not only for the ſake of the commerce, but allo for 
the good and reputation of our country in the preſent conjunctures, when almoſt all the 
wer of Chriſtendom fit out great naval armaments, ſo that the ſaid ſea ought not to be 
abandoned by this ſtate ; it being beſides this conſidered, that ſome extraordinary funds 
ought to be found, whereby at leaſt part of the faid armament might be made good; it 
was thought neceſſary, and reſolved by the common council, to give alſo their conſent 
for the raiſing of the ſaid tax, ſo as the ſaid conſent is hereby preſented to their noble 
mightineſſes. Provided however, that the preſent tax of one and two per cent. as alſo 
the laſt money, ſhall ceaſe on the firſt of June next enſuing, and that by their noble migh- 
tineſſes the matter be thus directed, that by a reſolution of their high mightineſſes, the 
tax of the ſaid one third part, by heightening the ordinary convoy money as above-men- 
tioned, be introduced and take place on the ſame day. 

The neceſſity we think there is, that the ſaid tax cannot any longer be permitted, has been 
debated and demonſtrated by the deputies of this city in ſuch a manner, and proved with 
reaſons, which could not be anſwered, viz. that the ſame cauſed here not only a general 
prejudice to trade, whereby the navigation, trade, and commerce, and alſo the revenue of 
the admiralty here in this city was hurt, but if continued would entirely be ruined. Add to 
this the neglect of other members, > ag in the northern quarter, who did moderate, 
diſpenſe, nay, even entirely remit the faid tax according to their pleaſure, when here 
in this city with ſincerity and zeal. more was done than could be borne ; ſo that if the 
ſame had been thus executed every where, the ſaid debts, as we firmly believe, would 
have been paid even before the limited time, at leaſt in Holland. For as to Zealand, we 
can aſſert nothing as a certainty, for we have no knowledge of the faid tax there, than 
barely what they ſay themſelves ; but as we are on the other hand well informed the ſaid 
tax is not practiſed there, neither is the edict of their high mightineſſes iſſued in the year 
1653, concerning a general declaration of the goods, even ſo much as begun to be put in 
practice, without which it is not poſſible to prevent frauds. Neither has there been to this 
very day, of the produce thereot, any account delivered in the general chamber of ac- 
counts, although the ſame ought to have been done from fix to ſix months, the more 
fince they intend to receive the money for the payment of their debts from the direction 
in Holland. And although no body could oblige us by any reaſon in the world to the 
continuation of charging our citizens and inhabitants under ſuch an unequal tax ; yet out 
of a zeal and affection for the publick good, we have thus continued the ſame, that we 


have received fo much, wherewithall not only the dete made and contra#+1 here Ly the

with we have acquainted the magiſtrates of the reſpective towns by our letters to them; 
in order to pay the ſame next week into the hands of their directors. At the ſame time 
we recommend moſt carneſtly to their noble mightineſſes, that in caſe any repartition of 
the faid armament ſhould be propoſed, that none may be rated higher than what probably 
can be well paid out of their revenue. For we muſt tell you as a preadmonition, that for 
the future it is no ways our intention, to levy this tax cloſe and fincerely here, and to 
ſuffer that others diſpenſe therein, or that the money raiſed thereby, by the direction of 
this city, ſhall be employed for the payment of what others fall ſhort. We muſt needs 
own, that we can _ be brought to the belief, that other members will proceed herein 
with the like ſincerity, by reaſon of the ill practices we daily obſerve, that are uſed in 
other places. Thoſe of Enckhuyſen have ſuffered the lean cattle to paſs by without 
ying any thing to the direction. At Medenblick arrived laſt week a rich ſhip from the 
treights, conſigned to one John Marees a merchant of that city, which was there un- 
loaded, and the merchandizes imported here under inland paſſes, without having made 
any entry thereof, as it ought to have been done according to their high mightineſſes 
edict, touching a general declaration as above-mentioned, at the board of admiralty of 
the northern quarter; neither has any thing been paid there to the directory on that ac- 
count, whereof the college of admiralty has alſo made its complaints by their deputies. 
Your noble mightineſſes may _ ſee, by theſe few inſtances, how little an equality of 
practice 1s to be depended upon, eſpecially if it be conſidered what little reſpect is paid by 
ſome members, to the authority of their noble and great mightineſſes, in keeping the de- 
faulters up to their duty. 

Nevertheleſs, conſidering the ſaid tax is agreed to here, we are reſolved to execute the 
fame ſincerely among us; and are further of opinion, that we ſhall be able thereby to fit 
out and maintain eight men of war at ſea, without being any ways troubleſom to their 
noble and great mightineſſes, or any body elſe on account of the charges thereof, Pro- 
vided that their high mightineſſes think proper to authorize the college of admiralty at 


Amſterdam, to furniſh the directions here, by way of lending, with four hulks of ſhips and 
guns thereunto belonging.

A letter of Nieuport, the Dutch embaſſador in England, to N. Ruyſch. 


My LoRD, 


TE lord protector has received, ſince my laſt, yet further information touching the vol. æxvi. 
cruel proceedings againſt the poor reformed inhabitants of Angrogne and other p. 188. 
Vallies of Piedmont, and has requeſted the lord de Bordeaux Neufville, in the laſt con- 
ference, by his commiſſaries, that he would be pleaſed to do his utmoſt endeavours, that by 
the interpoſition of the king and court of France the ſaid inhabitants might be reſtored 
to, and maintained in the privileges, which they have ſo long enjoyed in thoſe Vallies, 
which he has promiſed to recommend in the ſtrongeſt manner. This day I am told by 
a good hand, that the articles, which are adjuſted, are copied fair, in order to be ſign'd 
forthwith by both parties; and that his highneſs the lord protector is reſolved to contribute 
what he can in behalf of the ſaid oppreſſed proteſtant inhabitants of the Vallies of Pied- 
mont, not doubting but their high mightineſſes will take this affair likewiſe to heart. I 
have here before written concerning the ſame, but never received any anſwer upon it for my 
information. Their high mightineſſes formerly did not think it improper, to cauſe letters 
to be anſwered from time to time; and I think, with ſubmiſſion, that there is now as much 
reaſon for, as ever was. Mr. Thurloe told me to day, that the declaratory act concerning 
the deciſion of the Eaſt India differences was ſent this day to the lords commiſſioners of 
the great ſeal, and that ſome few words, which we had drawn up, touching the acquittance 
ar, by the private interreſſed in the affair of Amboyna, were inſerted therein. His 

onour aſſured me likewiſe, that within a few days, all my complaints relating to ſundry 
private ſhips ſhould be conſidered ; and that alſo ſundry articles concerning a regulation 
of trade and navigation, ſhould be delivered to me in writing. However, by daily do- 
meſtick accidents, theſe gentlemen are often diverted from their intentions.

My LoRD, 
Aving received your letter of the 21ſt of this month, wherein J am fully informed 
of the ſtate of your negotiation, I am much afraid, that this will not find you at 
London. All men here believe, that the lord protector ought not to let lip this opportu- 
nity of concluding with France ; but it pleaſeth God ſometime to eclipſe the thoughts of 
the wiſeſt, and the embaſſy of the marquiſs of Lede is not to make any ordinary propo- 
ſitions. The confidence, which the Spaniards have, that they will be hearkened unto, per- 
ſuades us at leaſt, that they are not without ſome great advantages for the protector; and 
from thence we are to hold our accommodation as doubtful. 

I ſee here ſome wiſe men, who do not believe, that we ought much to apprehend the being 
deprived of the amity of the lord protector; and fk I believe, that whereas the king 
hath not omitted any thing through your miniſtry for the obtaining of a good agreement, 
we ought to deſire it, as long as there is any likelihood of obtaining it of divine provi- 
vidence. If that doth diſpoſe of it otherwiſe, we are to accommodate our counſels to his 
will. In truth I am glad to ſee, that by the next poſt we ſhall know abſolutely, what the 
iſſue will be of your buſineſs ; and I pray God we may have cauſe to rejoice in a good 
concluſion. 

At laſt my lord Beverning, who is now ſettled in this court, came to ſee me yeſterday. 
The viſit was long and very familiar. He hath a great reſpect for you, and that without 
any diſſimulation. We had a large diſcourſe of affairs that are paſt. He is not well fa- 
tisfied with monſieur de Baas : he aſkt me, when I heard from him, and what was become 
of him. I told him I had received but two letters from him ſince his return into France, 
and could give no accompt of him. The ſaid lord Beverning doth conceive, that you will 
not conclude any thing till you fall down the Thames as low as Graveſend, He ſpeaks 
very well of the lord protector, but as a man free. I am glad we have renewed our ac- 
quaintance. I ſhall take care to preſerve it. 

The buſineſs of the Swedes doth ſtill trouble this ſtate ; for if they ſuffer the power of 
the Swedes to encreaſe upon the Baltick ſea, it will very much diminiſh and decreaſe the 
commerce there; and beſides it is no ſmall tran to put themſelves in danger of 
breaking with Sweden, by relieving and aſſiſting Dantzick or the Pillauw. 

You have heard, my lord, that the king hath concluded at Paris a treaty with the com- 
miſſioners of the Hans towns, wherein they are very favourably dealt withal.

Came from Vienna hither laſt week, which is the reaſon I received none of yours this vol. xvii.) 
fortnight paſt. Now we ſhall return ſhortly to Vienna, I hope our correſpondence p. 389. 


will hold the better. 

Here is no great talk at preſent of England or of their affairs ; we have enough of our 
own; and our news are, that to morrow will be the election of the king of Hungary. In 
the mean time they prepare all neceſſaries for the coronation of the Empreſs, which will 
be the 6th of next month, and the coronation of the emperor will be three days after ; 
and immediately after the emperor reſolves to return to Vienna; but before his majeſty 
departs, the ſtates deſign, that the forces of the kingdom ſhould be ſent to garriſon in 
the forts and towns upon the frontiers, pretending the ſaid forts cannot be truſted to 
ſtrangers ; and it is thought it will be conſidered in general terms. 

Some ſpies are taken here from the Turks, that were to fire this place, and will ſuffer 
for it. The Swediſh forces do march ſtill, without undertaking any thing. It is believed 
they will attempt Pruſſia; and that makes Poland inclined to give honourable content- 
ment. | 
The Muſcovites and Coſſacks are there to make a league with ſeveral princes againſt 
the Swedes, Coſſacks; Dantzick is in great fear, and daily fortified. Another way the 
king of Poland has, for he ſent an embaſſador to the king of Swedeland, with power to 
agree upon the articles indifferent in the aſſembly at Lubeck, which were all the advan- 
tage of the Swedes : the king of France is to be mediator in this buſineſs. 

Others conſtantly ſay and think, that the war againſt Poland is but a pretext ; and 
that the Swedes deſign is to fall upon the emperor, where the catholicks are. Others ſay 
the Swedes will take Holland; nay others ſome againſt England; ſo that we muſt have 
patience, for time will clear all ſhortly, and I am dearly

The examination of James Patrickſon, taken before me this 18th day of May, 16 55. 


S that he came out of the county of Corke in the province of Munſter in 
Ireland, and landed at King's Road, near Briſtol, in February laſt, but cannot tell 
at what time in the ſaid month of February. And being further examined ſaith, he 
did not land in February laſt, as above expreſſed, but did land at King's Road in 
April laſt; ſaying, that when he ſaid he landed in February laſt, it was his miſtake.

Tireman commiſſioner from the king 
received them, being in number 2500 Swiſſers, which ſhall have their rendezvous about 
the end of this month at Amiens. 

Prince Thomas is to meet Modena at Saccon in the territories of Genoa, to confer 
together, whether they will think themſelves able this er to attempt the city of Milan. 

The duke of Mantua is expected here only about the next St. Jean. Some think cer- 
tainly he has a ſecret treaty to be made with the king, as to join with the duke of Mo- 
dena, and does as he does in all intereſts; and that it was for that, count de Monaſter made 
a on. hither, and mr. Dantilli made two voyages from Turin to Caſal by the king's 
orders. 

It was remarked here laſt week, that no holy orders were given in the archbiſhoprick 
of Paris, which never happened ſo before about ſuch times. 

Monſieur de Here, maſter of the requeſts, has a commiſſion to go to Nantz, and make 
the proceſs of thoſe that are yet priſoners, for cardinal de Retz his eſcape out of the caſtle 
of Nantz. What ſhall become of them, we ſhall hear in due time. 

Mr. count de Noailles, captain of the king's guard, and his wife, are choſen to convoy 
mademoiſelle Martinozzi to Modena, whoſe contract and agreement was made at Com- 
piegne laſt thurſday, and the marriage will be to morrow in the ſame place. Some ſay, 
that the biſhop of Conſtance goes with them allo. | 

It is not yet believed, that his majeſty will part from Compiegne ſo ſoon to advance his 
troops to any action, they being not yet together; and thoſe that came to the appointed 
place were ſent with a convoy into Queſnoy, which prevailed without any aſſiſtance of 
the enemies. Ours left in Queſnoy this laſt time 900 bolls of wheat, 60 pieces of wine, 
with Sunny of other proviſion ; and as ſoon as our army will come together, they will 
furniſh Queſnoy with all things neceſſary, that they will little care for their adverſaries. 
Some letters from the frontiers of Picardy bring, that the Spaniards made great offers of 
late to mr. de Montejeu governor of Arras, for the delivery of that town to themſelves, 
they hearing the governor to be diſpleaſed with the court; but we have from good hands, 

that he would not hear nor anſwer them ; and therefore it is ſuppoſed, he ſhall have what 
he demands from the court. We hear from Provence, that mr. de Vendoſme was ex- 
pected at Aix laſt ſaturday, and mr. de Mercoeur parted from Toulon with five ſhips of 
war commanded by mr. Gabaret, an old ſea captain, and a man of great experience; alſa 
ſix gallies commanded by mr. chevalier de la Ferrier, all gone towards Roſes. 

Yeſterday morning the parliament afſembled, and reſolved to ſend ſome of the king's 
men, which reſide always in the parliament, to court, with a tres humble remonſtrance, de- 
ſiring his majeſty not to put his edicts to execution, till they ſhall have time to conſider

They fear much here France and you will agree, and Spain muſt fall into war with 
you. Iam of opinion, the marquis of Leda will not ſtay long with you, if he proceeds 
not in his negotiation to contentment, I have ſome reaſons to be of this opinion more 
than ordinary. 

The archduke is ſtil] here; ſo is the queen of Swedeland, and duke Francis of Lorraine. 
The prince of Conde parted wedneſday laſt to his army at Philipville near Rocroy, 
and all our army is — to the confines. Yet I cannot fee how they can do more than 
to defend what they have, for no appearance of any Swedes to come, as was ſtrongly re- 
ported in ore omnium, but I could not from the beginning (as I writ) find any ground 
tor it. The Swedes have ſomething elſe in hand. It is faid, count Fuenſeldagna will 
ſhortly be commanded from hence to the good liking of all theſe countries.

It would be both a glorious and advantageous thing to act therein ſpeedily, and 
F high, for it is not convenient to act by way of ſupplication. The adverſaries are 
now frighted, and find no men, that will ingage to fight againſt deſperate men in thoſe 
places, where now there is nothing to be gotten but blows. After ſo many breaches of 
word, ſo many treaſons, and deceits fo abominable, our men can hardly reſolve to ſub- 
mit themſelves again under the government of the duke of Savoy, and to enter into a 
treaty with him; wherein yet they will receive ſuch good counſel, as ſhall be given them. 
But in ſuch a caſe it wan? | be neceſſary, that our brethren, who ſo much ſuffered in their 
perſons and goods, ſhould be ſettled in a full poſſeſſion of their liberties, in all ſuch places 
where they inhabited, and namely in thoſe, from which they have been expelled by the 
fieur Gaſtaldo, by virtue of the orders he then publiſhed ; and that their conceſſions ſhould 
be confirmed by the chamber and the ſenate.

BY our two laſt and ſome other letters we received from London, we have ſeen the 
effect of your holy zeal, and your unwearied care for the poor remnant of the Italian 
churches. And all other churches in thoſe parts have received a joy, that cannot be ex- 

reſſed, and do all bleſs the holy, generous, and heroick reſolution of his highneſs, the 
[26 protector, who ſhews to be ſo ſenſible of the perſecutions of thoſe poor flocks, and 
who undertakes their protection. By ſuch a glorious action he approves himſelf the pro- 
tector of all thoſe, that are perſecuted for righteouſneſs ſake, and wins to himſelf the 
affection of all oppreſſed people, chiefly of our brethren now in trouble, and all others 
intereſted in their re-eſtabliſhment, and who do all together inceſſantly offer, and will ſtill 
offer unto God their moſt fervent vows for his proſperity. 

France cannot deny, but that their forces have been imployed in that action. All the 
French ſoldiers, that were there, do witneſs ſtill, that ſix regiments of the French army, 
namely, Grancey, Amboiſe, Carignan, Montpezat, De Ville, and the Iriſh regiment, 
have been made uſe of therein. And the French Gazette, printed at Paris the 8th of May 
1655, with privilege, relating the news from Turin of the 24th of April, doth confirm it, 
ſaying, that with the guides, and with ſuch orders as they received from the count de Quin- 
125 who commands the French army, they came into the vallies by almoſt inacceſſible

« Beſides the cruelties you have heard formerly, I have been lately informed by thoſe 
that ſaw it, that thoſe maſſacrers have ripped the bellies of women with child, and took 
the infants upon the point of their halbards; and that they have nailed divers perſons 
upon the branches of trees, and ſo made them cruelly die. They have carried away a 
great number of children, whom they have ſacrificed to the idol. They do torment the 
priſoners in a ſtrange manner, to force them to change their religion; and if they refuſe 
it, they put them to death in the priſons, where they have ſtrangled many, or make them 
languith and linger, ſtarving them, and giving them but four ounces of bread and a 
little water. ; 0 ; | 

The deputy of the canton of the Switzers could never obtain the deliverance of the 
priſoners ; yea and he never could prevail to have liberty to ſpeak to any of them, nor 
even of thoſe, that have changed their religion, whom the perſecutors know to have 
ee by mere force, and therefore they keep them priſoners ſtill; and if any of 
them comes again to profeſs the truth, they do inflict very rigorous pains on them. 
Such as they could not catch, they have baniſhed them by publick edi, printed at 
Turin the 23d of May 1655, having ſet a price upon the heads of aby of them, and

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miſed rewards to thoſe, that would murther any of them. Upon the mountains, or 4. D. 1655. 
lifts of the rocks, divers perſons are daily found ſtarved, either by cold or famine. . 

Thoſe of our brethren, who are come again into their poſſeſſions, have retaken the 
ſtrong paſſes of the Vallies at Angrogne, V | St. Martin, Prumell, and other places: The 
enemies have but a ſmall fort in the mountain at Mirebouc, and in the plain Bricheras, 
la Tour, and the town of Lucerne, part whereof was lately burnt by ours ; but — 
coming to the enemies, our men are neceſſitated to quit that place, which is in the plain. 
Our men have alſo taken and burned St. Second, Savillande, irandol, Oſace, and other 
places, that their bad neighbours, who had burnt all their temples and houſes, might feel 
the fruits of the war, and be paid in the ſame coin. 

The Vallies being wholly deſtroyed, the enemies having burnt all the houſes, and what- 
fſvever they could not carry away, our men are in a moſt extream want and need, be- 
ing forced to buy very dear what they lack, which they receive from other places ; fo 
that unleſs they be powerfully relieved, it is impoſſible for them to ſubſiſt long. 

We do moſt humbly intreat you to preſs, as much as you can, that they might ſpeedily 

relieved. | 

* the 1 the cantons hath not been able to prevail, we think they will ſend 
an embaſſador. But as we are ſure, that they ſhall not ſucceed, unleſs it be by theatnings, 
and by a mere force, it is thought that the intervention of his highneſs the lord protector 
will be the moſt powerful, and that if he will ſpeak high and big, they will be frighted, 
and will be afraid to * him. Therefore it would be moſt convenient, that his high- 
neſs ſhould ſpeedily ſend ſome to ſee and conſider the ſtate, wherein are our poor brethren, 
and to adviſe together, what is beſt to be done now; it being impoſſible that ſuch a 
buſineſs be well managed by letters.

This morning the king reiterated his orders, and had them printed, and affixed to the 
walls of Paris, that all the officers ſhould come to their rendezvous in the field this very 
day, upon 3 * to loſe their places; and his majeſty knowing, that many will not obey, 
commanded all governours and generals to command them out timely, upon pain to loſe 
their places and honours. In the mean time mr. Turenne endeavours to do what he can 
in gathering all his troops together towards Chauny, and the court intends towards la Fere 
in Picardy. It is not yet well known, how we ſhall begin our campaign. The armies 
of the ſaid mr. Turenne will be compoſed of 337 companies of foot, and 292 companies 
of cavalry, which will come to the number, as ſuppoſed 10,000 men, without compre- 
hending the regiment of guard and the king's horſe. Some ſay they will beſiege Lon- 


drecy, if they be not near it already. 


It is written from Verdun of the 28th laſt month, that marquis Duſſelles was arrived 
without his baggage, to gather all his troops that ſhall compoſe the Lorrain army there- 
abouts ; and that the Spaniſh army that is upon the river of Muze, begins to remove; 
upon which river they made a bridge at Guiet, to paſs when they ſee occaſion. Likewiſe 
that mr. count de Duraze was at Philipville, and marquis de Perſan at Marienburg, to or- 
der in ſome troops to Rocroy, where there are already 2000 foot, which are working a 
ſecond counterſcarpe, hearing the French were to beſiege it. 

The ceremonies of the prince de Modena and mademoiſelle Martinozzi were ſolem- 
nized laſt ſunday at Compiegne. Yeſterday they were to _ from Modena, conveyed 
by mr. count de Noailles and his wife, who will diſburſe all for their voyage, till they 
come thither, and will be recompenſed when they return hither. The duke of Savoy 
hearing that the Hugonot cantons of Switzerland ſent their complaints to his majeſty of 
France, for the affronts done to the Hugonots of Valle de Lucerne and St Martin, ſent 
a courier himſelf to the French court, deſiring not to give any protection to the ſaid 
Hugonots. . | 

Mr. Fabry, brother to the chancellor's wife, died laſt friday in the morning, being 
more indebted than he was worth. We hear our treaty with you can take no effect, and 
that the extraordinary Spaniſh embaſſador will retard it. We hear nothing from your 
fleet at ſea, and leſs from our own as yet ; which is all the news known.

1 I received by this por barren of news; only the protector's mercy to moſt of 
the late riſers, which truly they deſerved not; however his highneſs's indulgence is 
commendable. We ſee here our treaty with his highneſs is retarded, which gives us the 
rap jealouſy of marquis de Leda, though ſome have written hither by the laſt 2 
rom London, that marquis de Leda would ſoon geturn into Flanders re infet#4. Here 
ſince my laſt we have no other news, but what you have in the occurrents annexed. 
Becauſe you are ſo curious after the buſineſs of the Hugonots of Savoy, I am inquiſitive 
of that matter; and yeſterday I have ſeen a letter from Turin, the manſion city of the 


duke of Savoy of the 19th of May, which imports thus : 


That the troops in that country begin their meetings, and troops of France there in 
their march. 


The 18th day of May two Hugonot miniſters, with 58 others, were converted, and

Thurſday before the date of this letter four hundred of the Hugonots Savoyan, that 
fled into France out of St. Martin, and other places, marched in arms to the Valley iy

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St. Martin, where they burnt the prevoſté of Pery and chat of Mizolo, and returned, 4. D. 165g. 
after having taken with them all they could meet in their way. And friday following be. WW Ng 
ing encreaſed to the number of 600, they came to St. Seconde, where they entered Ro a 
houſe of the catholick reformed fathers de la miſſion, Nlew a prieſt, a lackey, and a boy 
of 15 years old at his prayers before the altar. After they took away all they could find 
in the church and houſe, and returned. As they were rigorouſly dealt with by the catholicks, 
ſo they deal with them, where they are ſtrongeſt. Theſe letters bring, that they kill all 
children they can catch, and cut off their heads ; but that may be partiality in the writer 
of the letter or ſome other, for ſure they are not ſo inhuman as to do ſuch things, How- 
ever it is ſo preſented at the duke's court, Wherefore his highneſs ſent count de Cam- 

illione with a body of the army to ſuppreſs them. What further ſhall come of it you ſhall

And in rd all 
things paſs here with much 1 have diſcovered that his eminency hath ſome 
other correſpondents in England beſides yourſelf. But coming yeſterday to ſee the earl 
of Brienne, being very much troubled about your affairs, I found him in private with 
his eminence z and ſtaying till he came out from him, ſeeing me ſomewhat melancholy, 
he told me, he had ſome good news to tell me ; that he had received letters of the con- 
cluſion of your treaty ; and that by the next we ſhould hear, that it was ſigned. At my 

return home I found your packet, wherein you give me advice, that you were agreed 
upon all the articles with your commiſſioners, and that there was order given for the en- 
groſſing of them. I wiſh you may ſend us by the next the good news that they are 
ſigned, and that no longer delays may be ſuggeſted for the keeping of you in England, 
However, as long as you ſee there is any hopes of concluding, never come away; for it 
is better to hazard 3000 l. more than to loſe the fruits of all Jour labours and expences, 
I know you are hardly put to it to find money for your ſubſiſtence ; and 1 if T 
had it at preſent, I would willingly furniſh you. 

On monday next the king and the court doth remove from hence for la Fere, and

He learns Italian, as his brother 
does; for they intend to have a bout with Rome. It is ſaid R. C. will change his houſe, 
being too ſmall for his retinue, and all that follow him being inclined to it ; for within 
a ſhort time the young princeſs royal with her young prince will þe here, and then we 
ſhall have a formal court, with all ceremonies. To augment this court already colonel 
Stephens and other gentlemen, who were in England, came fafe hither with the duke.

May 1T PLEASE YOUR HIGHNESS, 
thought it our duty to inform your highneſs, how deeply ſenſible we are of the 
fad condition of the ſervants of the Lord in Piedmont, called the Waldenſes, 
upon the informations, that have hitherto come to us. Sad tidings are theſe, that the 
precious ſons of Sion, comparable to fine gold, ſhould be eſteemed as an carthen pitcher, 
the work of the hands of the potter ; Lam. iv. 2. Let it not, my lord, be as nothing to 

ou and us that ſtand by, when we hear ſuch a relation, and cannot behold any ſorrow 
ike unto that ſorrow, which is done unto them, wherewith the Lord hath afflicted them in 
the day of his fierce anger. Let us all reſolve to put on garments of heavineſs with 
them, and ſay as formerly the church, Lam. ii. 11. Our eyes fail with tears, our bowels 
are troubled, our livers are poured upon the earth, for the deſtruction of the daughter of 
our people, becauſe the children and ſucklings are ſpoiled in the ſtreets. 

As to the tranſactions of your affairs with foreign ſtates, we rather deſire to truſt the 
wiſdom of the Lord, by which we ay you act, than to take the confidence to pry into

1 Cannot but deſire to ſympathiſe with thoſe poore people the Waldenſes; and yet ] hope 
it is a further heaping up of that meaſure, which will, I am perſwaded, haſten the 
downefall of that intereſt, which is ſo diatnetrically oppoſite unto that, which wee may 
call truely our Lord Jeſus his worke and deligne, which wee may with aſſurance be per- 
ſwaded it will be fullfilled in it's time and ſeaſon. I confeſs I am not without my hopes, 
that his highneſs may be particularly raifed up for ſuch a day as this is, in being a ſhelter to 


thoſe poore perſecuted proteſtants in forrame parts. It is a worke, the more his heart is 


inlarged thereunto, the greater witnes I truſt there will be from the Lord in owning of 
him. I hope providence will open ſome way for him therein. As to what you write con- 
cerning our tranſplantation heere, I am glad to underſtande you have ſo good a ſence of 
it; for certainely it is a worke of very great publicque advantage, and that wherein the 
Lord will appeare in owening of it, though it hath been ſtrangely obſtructed and diſ- 
couraged by the diſcountenance it hath receaved from England. There is no doubt, as 
bad, if not a worſe fpiritt in theſe people than is in thoſe of Savoy. Wee are on in the

However, 1 hope the Lord will give me a heart to labour under all 
difficulties, for the accompliſhment of ſo great and good a worke, till Tam commanded 
the contrary. As for the fowre courts, I ſhall ſend you my private thoughts; I have no 
concernment but the publicques in the buſines.

HAVE received with 8 laſt letter of the 29 of May, that of his eminence and of 


the earl of Brienne, which declare, that ſome had given to the court advice, which did 


differ much from that you had at Paris; for the court was aſſured, that it depended on 5

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only to conclude, and that the protector complained, that the king had no other deſign A. D. 1655. 
but to amuſe him; and you underſtood, that it was this government, which endeavoured & ml 
nothing elſe but to deceive me. I will not tell you my opinion upon theſe two advices ; 
but only 1 will aſſure you, that 1t muſt be, that I am very ſtupid for not obſerving, that they 
did endeavour here to delay my negotiation. In my mind 1 conceieve, that all my letters 
have ſtill declared ſo much, and you may anſwer in my defence, when you hear any body 
ſpeak of it, that I can ſee as well as thoſe who are at Paris, and that I govern my conduct 
according to my orders. I expect upon my letter of the laſt week ſome kind of anſwer. 
J would have the court to take their laſt reſolution as well upon this day's letter, as upon 
that which the lord protector faith he will ſend by an expreſs. If the court doth write 
preciſely in their letter, which I expect, I will ſoon diſpatch my buſineſs here, being very 
weary of ſtaying here any longer with ſo little ſatisfaction; beſides I do ingeniouſly confeſs, 
do find them now not to deal ſincerely with me. However I do earneſtly entreat you to 
do all what you can to procure me ſome money, in caſe it be my misfortune to make any 
longer abode in this country, that ſo I may have wherewithal to ſubſiſt. Without doubt 
the ill humour, which the news of this day will produce, will render my purſuances leſs 
favourable ; but it may be after the firſt motions they will conſider, that there is not any 
thing to be laid to my charge ; that I have not been wanting in my cares and endeavours ; 
and if that there hath been ſo much diverſity in my advice within this month, it hath 
been occaſioned through the different words, which have been given me; and unleſs J 
would make falſe relations, I could not write otherwiſe. But the court may remember, 
that I have always hinted in my letters, that the intention of the protector and this go- 
vernment was always to amuſe us, and not to conclude till the very laſt : and this doth 
appear by what the ſecretary of ſtate hath ſent me this evening, inſtead of the treaty, 
which he promiſed to ſend me after it was writ out fair: he hath ſent me word, that 
his highneſs would firſt ſend an expreſs to the king, with a letter in favour of the pro- 
teſtants of Savoy, who ſuffer great perſecutions ; that they would ſend me to morrow the 
copy, and defire a paſs of me. This pretence of delaying is a little coloured ; beſides, 
E they could not find any other, in regard all the conditions are agreed on, and this govern- 
ment, it may be, doth think to render themſelves agreeable to the people of England by ſuch 
offices; and that the rupture with France would paſs for a war for religion ſake ; but the 
people is difabuſed, and have learned more wit, having had experience enough of this 
tallacy in their own wars. And the people of condition and underſtanding, and foreign 
nations will not find, that after three years delay, the juſtice, though never ſo vigo- 
rous, which the duke of Savoy doth exerciſe, ought to produce upon good ground a war 
between France and England. Beſides I can hardly believe, that the lord protector doth 
know himſelf ſo ill, that the power of the king, and the weakneſs of Spain, can cauſe 
him to hope any advantage from a war with the one, and from a ſtrict league with the 
other: however the wiſeſt may fail; and themit is hard, that the conjectural reaſonings, 
ſuch as mine are, ſhould not be falſe. If J had not particular advice, I would not rel 
ſo much upon that, which to my thinking ought to be, and that which every body doch 
believe; and the deſign of their fleet, which is gone for America, is a ſufficient argument 
to induce every body to believe it. | 

They have impriſoned ſome here on ſuſpicion of a deſign againſt the perſon of the pro- 
tector. The lawyers, who are in priſon, ſay not a word, and the cauſes of their clients are 
put off till a further hearing. | 

I had hoped, that my expreſs would have brought you the articles ſigned ere now ; but 
now you muſt not any longer expect them, unleſs they alter their mind here, which is not 
likely. I could wiſh this might find you at Compiegne, that ſo you might ſend me word 
more particularly how you find the minds of the miniſters ; and that governing my con- 
duct upon their intrinſical motions, I might not expoſe myſelf to be accuſed hereafter of 
precipitation, or of too much patience ; and that you might according to the reſolutions, 
which the court ſhall take, ſollicit ſome orders for my particular intereſts. 

The embaſſador of Spain hath great offers to make, and the protector hath as great to 
demand; but what they be I am ignorant oi, only I believe he is not come altogether with 
a compliment,

My LORD, 


1 T will require no ſmall time to learn the tumours of this government, their way of 


proceedings being altogether ſtrange and different from others: this will appear unto 
you to be truth, if you will conſider but this one paſſage. About two months ſince we 
were agreed upon all the articles; and at the time when I expected my commiſſioners to 
ſign, they formed a difficulty upon that of the tranſporting of the goods of enemies. 
After that I had yielded to their deſire upon the word, which the lord embaſſador of the 
United Provinces brought me on their behalf, of a ſpeedy concluſion, they came to me 
with articles altogether differing from thoſe, upon which we were agreed in writing, 
mentioning old queſtions having no ground to uphold them ; neither would they have 
made any ſtir about it, or invented ſo many pretences, had their deſign not been, that they 
had a mind to ſtay for the embaſlador of Spain, to hear what he had to propound. After 
this happened ſome domeſtick troubles, which gave them ſome further matter to furniſh 
me with new put-offs. Nothing could be reſolved upon concerning my affairs during that 
time; and now it is about eight days ſince, that my commiſſioners gave me poſitive word 
not to defer it any longer. I have preſt them ever ſince to ſign the treaty ; they have 
ſeemed ſtill to deſire the ſame, cauling the treaty to be writ over fair; and having kept 
me in this hope till this afternoon, having ſent to know in the morning how affairs ſtood, 
the ſecretary of ſtate gave me the ſame hopes, which my commiſſioners had done; but 
ſince he hath-altered his tone, and ſent me word, charging my man to tell me, that his 
highneſs being moved at the cries and lamentations of the poor proteſtants of Savoy, had 
reſolved firſt, before he would ſign, to ſend an expreſs to the king in their behalf; adding 
many proteſtations, that 1t was no pretence to hinder the accommodation ; but that the great 
cans which were exerciſed againſt their confraters, whereof the news came but to day, 
and the great authority, which the king hath upon the duke of Savoy, did oblige my lord 
protector to do them this office; and that he could not ſign a treaty in ſuch a rencounter 
as this. I confeſs I was ſurprized at this alteration; if one do conſider the reaſons I 
have for it; firſt the advantage this government will find in the amity of France 
ſecondly the aſſurance my commiſſioners gave me of an accommodation. And thirdly the 
deſign of their fleet in America againſt the Spaniſh poſſeſſions there. 

I know not now to what I ſhall attribute this proceeding ſo contrary to all expectation. 
The zeal of religion certainly is not able to ſhake the deſign of the lord Protector. It is 
true, that Spain hath employed ſeveral agents to ſpread this news up and down, to pro- 
voke the people to compaſſion. All that I am able to ſay is, that the ſending of this 
expreſs with a letter to the king doth give great jealouſy of miſtruſt, and that it is a mere 
pretence, on purpoſe to delay the concluſion of the treaty; and in caſe they do not alter 
their reſolution, I ſhall make my retreat, unleſs I am ordered to the contrary.

In the mean 

tym the duke of Modena goes on in levying ſoldiors, being countenanc't by France, and 

connyved at by the pope. The ould cardinal Medici is returned to Florence, being, as 
reported, ſom diſtaſt betwixt the pope and him. The pope begins to be myndful of his 

kindred, having made his brother captain of the guard, and begins to bi myndful of 

the reſt of his kindred. A ſmall Ingliſh ſhip arryved here 2 dayes ſince from Genoa met 

with 8 Spaniſh gallyes going from Naples for Finale with ſoldiors, They ar lykwys pre- 

ing to ſend ſom ſhips from Naples with ſoldiors for Cattalonia.

Fea is the roth day that his highneſs parted from Bruſſels. That which did oblige vol xxri. 
him to part ſo ſoon was the rumour that went, that Rocroy was to be beſieged ; and p. 435. 
in regard he would not neglect any thing for the welfare of his own places, as well as of 

thoſe of his majeſty, he came in all haſte to Philipville, where was the rendezvous of 

his troops, which are now all together, and in a very good condition. The enemy hath 

put within theſe two days a new convoy into Queſnoy. Turenne was at the head himſelf 

with 200 horſe ; he found no reſiſtance, the generals of Spain being all at Bruſſells, and 

his highneſs not having forces enough to oppoſe him, in regard he had put almoſt all his 

forces into ſeveral places, and that his horſe was not then arrived. There happened a 

day ſince a very fad accident at Mariemburgh ; the whole magazine was blown up, and 

half the town burnt, many were killed. As ſoon as his highneſs had notice of it, he ſent 
preſently two regiments of horſe and one of foot with ammunition ; ſo that the place is 

out of danger of being ſurprized. |

F you were not in a country, where there doth fall oftentimes many things betwee 
I Fu and the lips, I ſhould be ſure, that the next expreſs would doing the the —＋ 
the ſigning of the treaty.

They are buſy with a miniſter of the duke of Brandenburgh, to contrive ſome defenſive 
league between them; but it proceeds very ſlowly. 

I do very well believe what you write me, that the lord protector hath given leave to the 
Swedes to raiſe 6000 Scots; but I ſhall not be the only perſon, that doth admire, where 
Sweden will have money to pay thoſe levies, after ſo many expences which they have been 
at of late years. | 

My lord, I have one requeſt to make unto you, which I make no doubt but you will 
be willing to grant. Monſieur Servien having given me order to build a pleaſure- boat here 
for the king to take his pleaſure in upon the river Seine, the ſame being built in the 
name of the lord embaſlador Boreel in France, but the thing being diſcovered, now 
the queſtion is, how to ſend it in ſafety. If your treaty be concluded, there is no danger 
of the Engliſh ; but if not, it will be neceſſary, that we ſhould have a paſs from the lord 
protector, who, in my opinion, will not deny to give it for a pleaſure- boat. And although 
your treaty be not concluded, this boat being acknowledged by my lord Boreel to belong 
to him, I make no doubt but monſieur Nieuport will do you the favour to get you a pals. 
I pray let this paſs be had as ſoon as may be.

A Letter of intelligence from the Hague. 


May 29, 1655. 


THE earl of Stierumb hath cauſed to be repreſented, that being required on the behalf 
of the king of Sweden, to raiſe a regiment of horſe, and for him to ſerve a cam- 
pain as colonel, he hath well begun to raiſe the regiment, but will not engage in the 
lervice, without leave of this ſtate, defiring permiſſion at leaſt for ſix months. And the 
commiſſioners of Zutphen ſaid, that daily the taverns at Zutphen were full of cavaliers 
and Swediſh officers, drinking to the health of the king of Sweden. 

In the mean time that they are here in great jealouſy of the ſaid king or his deſign, there 
was but one province, which durſt reſolve in the negative; all the reſt did receive it, and 
took time to conſider of it. But in regard they have given leave to ſerve elſewhere, as 
well the king of France, as the electors of Brandenburgh, Heidelburgh, &c. they can 
hardly deny it.

My LoRD, 


OUR letter of the 26th of the laſt month doth give us hope, that through your vol. xxvi. 
patience you have at laſt overcome all the difficulties, which you had met with; p. 279. 
and that in the end the conditions of the my being agreed on, there remained nothing 
but the appointing of a day and hour for the ſigning of them. 

I confels to you ingenuouſly, that I am very impatient to receive your next letters. 

The buſineſs ought not to be left ſo long at an uncertainty : but ah a knoweth the 
Engliſh, doth know, that whoſoever will treat with them muſt arm themſelves with 
much patience. There could not be better anſwered, than what you have done to the 
. of your commiſſioners, who would paſs for men altogether ignorant of the 
affairs of the world, if they had been ignorant, that the prince of Savoy is a ſovereign 
prince, and one that doth diſpoſe of the conduct of his ſtate, as he thinks fit. But hav- 
ing employed the forces of France to chaſtiſe the obſtinacy and rebellion of his ſubjects, 
(I repeat the proper terms, whereof he maketh uſe) it doth give occaſion to intercede for 
thoſe poor miſerable creatures; and I dare believe, that if the protector is ſatisfied with 
what hath been demanded of you, that they may inhabit thoſe places, which have been 
granted unto them, I make no doubt but it will have its effect; for the duke of Savoy 
cannot well deny to pleaſe his majeſty therein. For my part I believe, that the ſaid 
people are in the wrong, by the relation which I have ſeen of what paſt upon the ſubject of 
this buſineſs ; and beſides through the knowledge I have of thoſe that profeſs the pro- 
teſtant religion, they are always inclined to meddle ; and the miniſters among them never 
get any reputation amongſt them, but when they are ſtirring them up to ſedition, and 
that they themſelves are lookt upon as zealots for their religion. 
We have cauſe to believe, that the embaſſadors of the catholick king did ſpeak with 
ſincerity enough to the embaſſador of the ſtates general, that there will be very little for 
them to do in England, which they have confeſſed without declaring it, by rhe reſolution 
taken by the marquis of Lede to return home, and to leave the buſineſs to the manage- 
ment of the cardinal. 

I ſhall forbear to add any thing more, in regard I ſuppoſe it will be in vain ; for either 
you have ſigned, or elſe you are upon breaking.

| Y lords, ſince my laſt preceding letter of the 28th of May, I have not been idle vol. xxvi. 
| to inform myſelf further of the cruelties committed againſt the inhabitants of the p. 338. 
Vallies of Piedmont ; and I am more and more confirmed in the occurrences and cir- 
cumſtances, as I have related the ſame in my preceding letter. ; 
This affair, by ſome papiſts here (as I likewiſe underſtand, that they do in the Nether- 
lands) is coloured under pretence, that this ſaid maſſacre has been made as a well deſerved 
puniſhment for a great crime, committed by the inhabitants of the ſaid Vallies ; namely, 
that a papiſt in the ſaid Vallies being a rich man, happening to die, had left by his will 
and teſtament his whole eſtate to the monks of the miſſion, upon this expreſs condition, 


that they ſhould make a monaſtery of the deceaſed's houſe, there to receive and * ge 
| UC 
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A. D. 1655. ſuch miſſionaries and other 22 of the Roman clergy, that ſhould happen to paſs there ; 
which hovſe being finiſhed, thoſe proteftahts that lived at the ſaid place are Aid to have 
riſen, and falling upon the faid father miſſionaries had very much abuſed the ſame and 
that after having murdered them, they had ſkintied them, and put their ſkins upon Ricks 
and carried the fame in proceſſion from place to place throughout the Vallies, to the 
greateſt ſcorn and affront of the Roman religion. That ſome of the proteſtants of the 
ſaid Vallies, who deteſted this pretended fact, had ſent to Turin to excuſe this great crime: 
and that his royal highneſs had ſhewn them that he was inclined to pardon them, but that 
it was impoſſible to leave the fame unpuniſhed, and thereupon it had thus ed. 

High and mighty lords, from all thoſe that pretend to know very well all that has hap- 
pened in the Vallies, I cannot hear that there is any thing at all in the pretended will, 
the murther of the miſſionaries, the expoſing of their excoriated ſkins, and the deputa- 
tion ſent to the court of Turin to excuſe the ſame.

It is gone ſo far, that above two hundred Switſers (among whom alſo thoſe of your 
high mightineſſes houſe here) are ſuddenly gone from hence to Switſerland, in order, as 
they ſay, to help to revenge the ſaid cruelty. Now comes here a further advice from 
Grenoble, which ſays, that the exiled Waldenſes have retired out of Piedmont into 
Dauphiné, and Pregelas, where the lord duke of Leſdiguierres, governor of Dauphine, 
had promiſed them his protection. However that they were attacked in an hoſtile man- 
ner, as alſo the reformed inhabitants of Pregelas, by the baron or marquis of St. Do- 
main (being actually in the King's ſervice) with French troops, who after having killed 
ſome had ſet fire to a village there, which was done by the ſaid St. Domain's French troops; 
whereupon thoſe of Pregelas and other adjacent Vallies of Dauphine, having taken up 
their arms, had repulſed the ſaid St. Domain and his French troops back into Piedmont, 
from whence he had made an irruption upon the French territories, I muſt leave the 
truth hereof to the further advices,

M. lords, on monday laſt four Scottiſn lords, who have been here in the tower ever 
4 ſince the battle of Worceſter, in the year 1651, were carried fomewhere elſe, two 
In a coach by land, and two in a barge by water; their wives and ſervants could not obtain 
leave to follow them. About the ſame time, two or three Engliſn gentlemen were like- 
wiſe ſent from thence to another place. They have for ſome days again talked of a new 
plot, whereupon a ſtrict ſearch has been made in the houſes in and about Covent Garden, 
where my lord Byron and ſome other gentlemen have been ſecured. Your high mightineſſes 
have heard, without doubt, by the way of Leghorn,” that general Blake has burnt nine men 
of war in the harbour of Tunis, and cannonaded the Moors violently in their forts. The 
merchants of the Turkey company here are afraid, that perhaps it may be revenged upon 
them; but in general this action is praiſed, and they wiſh, that for the future the ſhips of 
your high mightineſſes, as well as of this ſtate, might be employed to deſtroy the naval 
forces of theſe and other Corſairs. Some miniſters and elders of ſundry churches in 
London have been with the lord protector, and have petitioned with many moving ar- 
guments, that his highnefs would take to heart the mournful condition of the poor 
reformed inhabitants of ſome Vallies of Piedmont ; for which he has thanked them, and 
declared, that he was ſhocked in the higheſt degree at the inhuman cruelties, which are 
practiſed there. Yeſterday morning, before I received your high mightineſſes letter of the 
27th of May laſt paſt, I was told, that his highneſs had received a further and circumſtantial 
information of what has re ſent him from out of thoſe quarters; whereat he was 
aſtoniſhed to the utmoſt, as likewiſe was the whole council, hearing the relation, in what

manner thoſe poor wretches were butchered; that many women and virgins, after be-

In the afternoon your high mightineſſes above mentioned 
letter, with the other incloſed papers, being come to hands, I immediately demanded au- 
dience of the lord protector, . which was given me in the evening between 7 and 8 o'clock. 
His highneſs having heard, how much your high mightineſſes were concerned at thoſe in- 
human murders, and in what ſtrong terms you had written to the duke of Savoy con- 
cerning the ſame, declared, that he was exceeding glad to obſerve your high mightineſſes 

t zeal and affection, to intercede for theſe poor innocent people, aſſuring me that he 
was moved at it to his very ſoul, and that he was ready to venture his all for the pro- 
tection of the proteſtant religion as well here as abroad ; and that he moſt readily, with 
your high mightineſſes, in this cauſe would ſwim or periſh, truſting that the almighty 
God would revenge the ſame ; that the example of Ireland was ſtill in freſh memory, 
where he told me, that above two hundred thouſand ſouls were maſſacred ; that he would 
conſider further what I had propoſed him in the name of your high mightineſſes, and do 
in this opportunity whatever ſhould be judged needful and of ſervice. Laſt tueſday letters 
came here from the fleet of general Pen, importing, that they were under fail the 21ſt 
of March, to put their deſign into execution, being, beſides the failors, above ten thou- 
ſand land forces ſtrong : they wait here impatiently for the ſucceſs thereof. They aſſure 
me, that there are 28 good ſhips ready to reinforce the firſt fleet with men, ammunition, 
and other neceſſaries. The marquis of Argyle, whoſe ſon, with ſeveral other officers in 
Scotland, has made his compoſition, is here very ſoon. The impoſt of cuſtoms 
and exciſe will be introduced in Scotland and Ireland very ſpeedily, on the ſame foot as

1 HAVE not much ſince my former of news. The Hugonots, that were defeated by 
the troops of the duke of Savoy in the Vallies of Lucerne and St. Martin, fled away 
to Geneva, to Switzerland, part alſo to Dauphine ; but having correſpondencies together, 
ſent hither two deputies, of which one was a miniſter, who came to their brethren of 
the religion, and openly to the miniſter called Drelincourt, to whom he recounted all that 

aſſed betwixt themſelves and the catholicks, which was the moſt part of the diſcourſe of 
the ſaid Drelincourt laſt ſunday preaching at Charenton ; and monday following had an 
aſſembly in Paris of thoſe of his own religion, of whom he deſired aſſiſtance and pro- 
tection for their baniſhed brethren. Alſo they reſolved to have it ſpoken of in court by 
mr. de Ruvigni their deputy general; and in the mean time to raiſe among themſelves 
great contributions for their aforeſaid brethren in this their extremity. 

Madam Martinozzi parted from Compiegne the firſt of this month, and arrived here 
laſt wedneſday in the evening, where ſhe was unknown, without ſpeaking to any man, 
till ſhe parted yeſterday for Modena, accompanied with the count * counteſs de Noailles. 
His eminence has given her with her huſband 900,000 livres, of which 600,000 in hand, 
and the reſt he is obliged to pay her within ſix months. 

Madam Martinozzi her mother'is gone with her as far as Marſeilles, and from thence 
ſhe will to Rome, finding not this air good for her health. 

The cardinal writ a letter to the marquis Palavicino, reſident of Genoa, that he might 
be pleaſed to write to his commonwealth to ſend two gallies to Marſeilles to convey his

Remember thy handmaid, who is brought to town, and threatned by the worldly 
powers, who crucify Chriſt Jeſus in the 85 every day. Heare the blaſphemies of the 
court, and regard their ridiculous pomp and vanity. And now Chriſt Jeſus is proclaimed

8. Thou fhalt not fteale. They are thieves and robbers, which take away violently that 
which is not their right, that which does not belong to them. We have great thieves 
and rich thieves, army thieves and clergy thieves. A poor pirate was brought before 
Alexander the Great, for robbing ; and being demanded the reaſon, the pirate anſwered 
him, this is the ſole difference twixt you and me; you are the great thief, and I am but 

the little one. Doe violence to no man, ſaid John the Baptiſt to the ſouldiers ; but our 
ſouldiers doe violence to all men. What right have thoſe men in the throne to it? The 
cavaleer party wil ſay, Charles Stuart has a right; but I ſay, there's no man breathing 
has more right to it than the meaneſt child that walks the ſtreets ; the kingdome is the 

Lord's and his Chriſt's. They which detaine what they have unjuſtly taken, are thieves. 

Why doe they not make reſtitution of their ſtolne powers, their ſtolne thrones and dignities ? 

reſtore them to the ſaints, whome they deſpifed and caſt out, under the name of fift mo- 

narchy men. They that make unlawfull haft to be rich are thieves and robbers. (Then 
he directed his ſpeech to my lord protector.) Certainly he is in a deſperate condition. No 
wonder we heare fo much of plots, two or three already; though, for my part, tis the 
deſire of my foul, that he may not be taken of by any of them, but rather that he 
may re and God recover him again to himſelf.

Paul was ſuffered to preach at Rome ; but they now are forbid to preach the goſpel. 

Afterwards a hymn was ſet, compoſed for the occaſion; which the people ſung very 
affectionately. It began thus: Come, glorious king of Zion, come to defend thy cauſe 
againſt all earthly powers, and to work deliverance for thy captives; and much to that

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A letter to the protector concerning mr. Rogers. 


May 1T PLEASE YOUR HIGHNESSE, 0 


Aving for theiſe 5 or 6 yeares had more oppirtunityes to reade mr. Rogers then Vol. xlvii; 

many others, I humbly conceive it not altogether improper (eſpetially at this tyme) p. 25- 
to give your highneſſe as true a character of him, as his actings and my ſlender obſerva- 
tions thereupon hath ledd me to; which I the rather preſume to acquaint your highneſſe 
with, becauſe as a man is not eaſily knowne to himſelf, fo leaſt of all to thoſe from 
whom he is moſt remote: for as a king at cheſſe ſtands upon his guard, ſo man bridleth 
and contracts himſelfe; feare, ſhame, and other paſſions makes him, when abroad, act 
that parte which is commonly ſeene ; but to knowe a man truly, one muſt look into his 
inner parte, his privy chamber, and there not how to day, but every day he carryes him- 
ſelf; for a man is oft different in his houſe from what he is abroad in the pallace or 
markett place; another perſon amongſt his domeſticall friends from that he is amongſt 
ſtrangers. When man goeth out of his houſe into Weſtminſter Hall, or any publick place, 
he goeth as one to act a comedy. Therefore if I would give any judgment of a man, I 
would not look on him there, for it is not he that playeth, but another man, Now that 
your highneſſe may know mr. Rogers of Thomas Apoſtle's from that man, which he de- 
ſcribes, and would have others to thinke him to be by his booke called a Tabernacle, I 
ſhall in as few words as I can diſcover more of the man then the Chriſtian in him, that 
ſo your highneſſe may in ſome meaſure diſcerne him from ſome others, and that before 
the change of government, againſt which mr. Rogers with a pretended zeale of God' 
hath ſo furiouſly appeared. 

About 6 yeares ſince mr. Rogers marryed fir Robert Paine's daughter late of Hun- 
tingtonſhire, who was the relict of mr. Smyth of St. Neots ; wherefor ſome time he 
taught ſchoole, and from whence by providence he was called to a living at Purleigh in 
Eſſex, worth, as I have byn informed, above 200 l. per am. where the people, as in 
many other places, being but children in underſtanding, and ſuch as I have heard him 
lay, did not know how to vallew men for their abilities, the ſaid mr. Rogers (I fear over- 

prizing his guiftes) did thereupon turne non-reſident ; and hyring another to ſupply his 
place at Purleigh, he came to London, and indeavouring to gett a lecture, which in 
ſhort tyme he obteyned at Thomas Apoſtle's, thus neglecting his charge at Purleigh 
about 33 myles off London, it pleaſed Sod to ſtirr up the patron and parriſh againſt 
him, ſo that he was ejected thence. | 
Mr. Rogers heereat beinge exceedingly troubled, petitioned the lords commiſſioners for 
a reſtoration ; from whom not obteyning his deſires, and meeting therein with oppoſition 
from ſerjeant Maynard, he thereupon as incenſed againſt lawyers, writt a pamphlett ; and 
how he vented his ſpirit in that quarrell, I preſume your highneſſe is not only a ſtranger to. 

After the loſs of Purleigh, mr. Rogers ſollicites hard for the rectory of Martyn's in the 
feilds; and to that end endeavoured the removing of one mr. Sangar, a godly man, and 
being aſkt why he would doe ſo, he replied, that mr. Sangar had a living of 100 l. a 
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A. D. 1655. year in the country, forgetting that it was lately his own caſe in Purleigh, when vet h. 
WWW Jad a lecture in 1 nd end here. But _ ſceking a way of God, his — 
heere alſo proved abortive. 5 | N 
Whereupon mr. Rogers puts forth a book, called a Tabernacle for the Sunn, and accord. 
ing to the dedication of it preſents one to your highneſſe, not doubting but that this book 
would have attracted your highneſſe eſpeciall favour to him; but the Lord (who weighes 
the ſpirits, and ponders all men's goings) did, for ought I know, cauſe your highneffe to 
ſee more of mr. can then he could of himſelfe. Whether a diſappointment herein hath 
not byn a ground of mr. Rogers his diſcontent (that I ſay not malice) I will not poſitively 
affirm, yet fear (as the Apoſtle ſpeaks of a young novice) that he hath byn lifted up of 
pryde, and fallen into the condemnation of the devill. For, faith the ſame Apoſtle, 7h, 
ſervant of the Lord muſt not ſtrive, but be gentle unto all men, apt to teach, patient in meekneſs, 
inſtructing thoſe that oppoſe themſebves, 8c. My lord, I could ſay much more, but am un. 
willing to trouble your highneſſe: only I beſeech your highneſſe to permit me to ſpeake 
my heart in one thing, which is this, viz. That if your highneſſe ſhould ſtuddy to pleaſe 
mr. Rogers, you cannot doe it in a more dyrect lyne then by impryſoning of him; not that 
I believe he hath any principle, wherewithall truely to glory before God, nor doth he ſimply 
delight in being reſtreyned ; but, my lord, by this meanes he gets great ſtore of mony, 
having many viſſitants, and ſome of quallity, Wherefore, my lord, I humbly ſubmitt 
it to your highneſſe conſideration, whether after a ſober and ſharpp reproofe, it would not 
be well to give him his liberty; for, my lord, in reallity and trueth his deſigne is not for 
the fifth monarchy, but how to gett mony. And to that end he hath for above theiſe 
two yeares given it out, that it hath been ſtronge _ his heart, that he ſhall dye a 
martyr, though I feare none of thoſe, whom Chriſt hath as yet owned. And thercfore 
what other comfort he hath by impryſonment then getting money, I underſtand not; for 
certeyne it is, he acts not in the ſpirit of Jeſus ; and being not conformable to Chriſt in 
his death and ſufferings, ſurely the ſpirit of glory nor of God doth not reſt upon him. 
Wherefore, my lord, I beſeech you conſider, whether it would not be beſt yer a little 
longer by gentleneſſe and meekneſſe to _ up coales of fyre upon his head; and if he 
turn not at ſuch a reproof, which God uſually takes upp to reduce ſynners, then certeynly 
the Lord hath not called your highneſſe to bear the ſword in vaine ; and yet if he perſiſt 
in the forwardneſſe of his heart, I hope when the parliament ſitts, they will call him to an 
account; which I confeſſe I had rather they ſhould doe, then your highneſſe, of whoſe 
uprightneſs I hope the Lord will bear further witneſſe to notwithſtanding all gaineſayers. 


I defired to know of mr. ſecretary, whether all commers might be admitted to mr. 
Rogers, who told me, that he had no dyrections at all therein. The laſt Lord's day I am 
informed, that there was at the leaſt a hundred perſons, that went to ſee him; neither 
can I reſtreyne them, untill your highneſſe's plealure be knowne herein.

off Cape de Quies, a thinge of ſmall conſequence, yett they loſt above 400 in taking it: 
the gallys not yett returned, only one, whoſe maſt was ſhott doune by the caſtle, and 3 
ſhips very much battered alſo. The admirall Vandoiſme his father is att Thollon, eſta- 
blithing his officers on the ſhips, and will be heare in 5 dayes. Hee fitts up the fleete 
with all dellegence poſſible, but they may not bee ready under 5 weeks att leaſt, Thear 
is noe likxhy hood, that any ſhips are to come from Portugal to joyne with them. The 
feete may conſiſt in about 18 ſhips, and 7 or 8 gallys att moſt. There deſigne is not 
yett fully knowne, but generall Jon either for Barcelona or Naples; it is moſt pro- 
bable for Barcelona, in regard already is entred into Cattaolonia 10,000 ſoldiers, whereof 
5000 horſe, and-more horſe followes, and as yett thear is not any army drawing towards 
the · fleete; although heare is late adviſe, that a new rumor is in Naples, and that the vice- 
king hath beene forc't to retire, but thear is noe certainty theareof. Laſt night a barke of 
this place arrived from Mayorke, who brings adviſe, that general Blake with his fleete

Prince Rupert Palatin is expected here with the two German regiments he hath raiſed 
for the duke of Modena. The French army is already deſcended into Piedmont. It is 
thought it will be of ten thouſand men, and that it will be in the field the twentieth of 
this month. In the interim the marquis Ville, general of their highneſs's horſe, hath 
advanced towards None in the Milaneſe. Laſt ſaturday ſome of his highneſs's troo 
were ſent towatds Lucerne, where thoſe of the reformed religion having on friday night 
broke the bridge of the little river Peleze, whilſt the guards were ſleeping, and won the 
baricadoes, they made irruption into the place; but the catholicks being awakened timely 
enough, had time to put themſelves in a defenſive poſture, and repulſed the Hugo- 
nots ; but forty of ours were killed, but very few proteſtants, which receive great 
relief from Geneva, from whence there hath been ſent them about 2000 piſtoles, and 
they have alſo received as much from the canton of Berne in Switzerland. The Hugo- 
nots of Dauphinẽ ſend them the like relief with an exceeding great zeal, there having 
been ſome particular men, who have given one hundred piſtoles. They punctually pay a 
crown a week to every ſingle ſoldier, and a piſtole to each captain. It is ſaid, that two 
kinſmen of the family Montbrun are come to their relief. When they were at St. Se. 
conde, as you have heard, they fired the houſe, which was there, and killed 40 miſſionary 
prieſts, only one of them rig eſcaped named father Aubert, who having caſt himſelf 
out of a window, run amongſt the papiſts to confeſs thoſe which were dying; and after he 
had received two muſket ſhots, and been made . priſoner, the Hugonots rendered him, 
after ſeveral inſtances to them made by the miſſionary, of Pignerol, and he is now here. 

The deputies of the canton of Berne have been towards the rebels Hugonots, which 
have anſwered . them highly, that they would have no agreement. Whereupon theſe de- 
puties are returned re infecta, after they had demanded of marquis Pianeze a relation of 
all that hath been done 1n the Vallies, which hath been granted them.

Underſtand what happened in Lucerne is as well the ſubje& of the common diſcourſe 
in England as in France: it is hard to ſend a relation clear from paſſion, where both 
the parties pretend ſo great an intereſt, yet I preſent this that appears moſt authentick. 

The duke of Savoy granted to his proteſtant ſubjects liberty of conſcience, and a free 
exerciſe of religion; yet reſerved to himſelf a full power of ſending catholick preachers 
into that diſtrict poſſeſſed by the proteſtants. me Capuchins under the wrrrant of 
that article went thither, and were cut in pieces by the contrary faction. It is reported, 
what exaſperated the proteſtants was the converſion of a miniſter, who loſt almoſt at the 
ſame time his life and his religion. The duke by diſſembling ſo publick an injury would 
either have ſeemed to approve the fact, or to have wanted a power to have puniſhed it. 
Some forces were ſent to revenge the publick violation of the treaty. 

The proteſtants were already in a body not to recant but to maintain the action. The 
duke was victorious, and pretends to have puniſhed nothing but rebellion, as the pro- 
teſtants urged they fought only for religion. Whether the duke erred in the ſuppoſed 
Juſtice of his cauſe, I know not; yet it is not improbable there might be ſome foul in 
the execution.

Vol. zxxvii. I WAs not extraordinarily much ſurprized at what you were pleaſed to write to me in 

p. 13. your letter of the 4th of this month. The lord protector doth not make any ac- 
commodation with us, but becauſe he feareth to engage too far againſt France; and as 
long as he can delay it without giving us cauſe wholly to abandon the negotiation, he will 
do it. The pretence, which he hath taken, is in ſome manner very ſpecious in his regard; 
but in ours it is of ſo bad a conſequence, that there can be no other cauſe of delay which 
can be of greater prejudice unto us. Wherefore as far as I can judge of a buſineſs, whereof 
I know not the bottom, you take a very wiſe reſolution to retire yourſelf. You have to 
do with men very prudent in truth, but very irreſolute. It muſt be, they ſee themſelves 
at the point of declaring without delay, if they will or will not. If they take to the laſt 
againſt ſo many reaſons, which ought to make them to fear it, we ſhall know that there 
was little aſſurance in the other; thanks be to God we do not fear them. 

My lord Nieuport hath writ a letter, that he had an extraordinary audience of the lord

S IR, 


INCE my former the letters from Baſil in Switzerland bring, that the 11th of the laſt 
8 month 1000 Switzers newly raiſed parted from Lucerne to come thorough Burgundy 
to join with Turenne's army ; and now they are in — and in their march towards 
the ſaid mareſchal. Alſo that the proteſtant Switzers are much againſt the troops of Savoy, 
by reaſon of the maſſacres in the allies of Lucerne and St. Martin, within — leagues 
of Pignerol. The ſame letters bring alſo, that two deputies from the duke of Modena 
treated in Baſil with prince Rupert Palatine to raiſe three regiments for the ſervice of 
their maſter. 

It is written from Warſaw, that prince Charles Ferdinand, only brother to the king of 
Poland, was dead, of which we expect the confirmation. | 

Since the accommodation of the duke of Orleans with his daughter, (as you have heard 
of before) mr. Nau intendant of Orleans's houſe pretends to ſhew a great error in his 
maſter's accounts; not comprehending notable ſums of monies, which amounts to 800 or 
900,000 livres, of which there was not a word ſpoken as yet. Mr. Goulas firſt ſecretary 
of his highneſs is here theſe two days, and thought about that buſineſs, of which more in 
time. | | 

The report we had of the death of mr. de Bouteville in our former letters is falſe, as 
we have now the contrary. ; 

The now dutcheſs of Modena departed home thurſday laſt with her mother for Modena, 
accompanied with the count de Noailles and his wife, as I writ before. 

Mr. de Tellier ſecretary of State, who was here for the levies of ſome infantry, as 
alſo to procure money for the next occaſion, parted hence to return to the court yeſterday. 

Beſides the 3000 ſacks of corn and meal mr. de Turenne ſent to Queſnoy, he ſent alſo 
more wine than the city or garriſon are able to buy, which is much. 

Their troops were yet the 7th inſtant in their quarters about Chauny and Moile, where 
the king arrived from la Fere expreſsly to ſee the ſaid army thurſday laſt in the morning, 
with a body of an army of above 5 or 6000 horſe. In the mean time the reſt of the court 
remained at la Fere, from whence they write, that the buſineſs of Arras betwixt the go- 
vernor and court is accommodated, the court having received all the aſſurance and fidelity, 
that could be had from mr. de Montdijeu governor of the place, both by the letter he 
writ to the cardinal, as alſo for the refuſal he gave to the enemies meſſenger, with his 
great and high offers ; yet the court deſires him only to alter ſome of his officers, who 
tormented the court with ſuch falſe informations, that the governor was ſuſpected to have 
had intelligence with the enemies ; and the court gives the faid governor all the aſſurance 


to make him mareſchal de France after this campaign. 


We expect only la Fere with his forces to join with mareſchal de Turenne, to form a 
conſiderable ſiege ; and after that conjunction we hope our army will be of the number 


of 26 or 28,000 men. 
The marquis de St. Andree Montbrun, an hugonot, parted hence monday laſt to ſerve

SIR, 
OURS by the laſt of the 4th inſtant I received; and therein the high reſentments 
of my lord protector, and generally of all the proteſtants, for the maſſacres done in 
all the Vallies of St. Martin and Lucerne, It is no leſs in the United Provinces. We are 
glad here, that the French had a hand in it, in hopes the marquis de Lede's negotiation 
ſhall have the better ſucceſs. The ſaid marquis in his laſt letter to count Fuenſeldagna 
intimates ſome ſlowneſs in his negotiation with the protector, which troubles a little the 
chief miniſters here. The news from hence are not many. The city of Arras, as we 
hear, is to be ſurrendered to the archduke by the governor ; but I have. no aſſurance of 
it, yet am ſatisfied, that the governor is diſcontented, and ſome employed to him by the 
archduke, who parted from this city ſunday laſt in the afternoon with a great train. The 
ſame day departed count Fuenſeldagna, the firſt for Tournay, the ſecond to Valenciennes ; 
but now I hear they are both in Tournay. The queen of Swedeland beſtowed on the arch- 
duke a ſtately hw as black as ot with all furniture, a caſe of piſtols, &c. The furni- 
ture was embroidered with gold, precious ſtones, and very rich. She alſo preſented to 
the archduke's officers and gentlemen very good things. The ſaid queen is {till here; ſo 
is as yet duke Francis of Lorain, who will ſoon follow to the field. You hear, I preſume, 
what accident happened to Marienburgh by powder, which took fire; but a worſe fire 
was like to be lately, for Cambray was like to be loſt by treachery, a burning match being 
left in the magazine; and when it gave fire to the powder within ſuch a time, 3000 
French were lodged to enter and take what ſhould be left undeſtroyed. But all is hap- 
Pily preyented ; by what means I know not. Spaniards were in the treaſon. You may 
ear more of it, if they ſilence it not, and make the puniſhment, abſque ftrepitu, as they 
do in ſuch caſes. | 
Some here talk of a ceſſation for ſix weeks with the French; but I give no credit to it,

OURS of the 7th inſtant I received with this poſt, with little of news, but the ge- 
neral reſentment of all in England for the maſſacres committed in the Vallies of 
Lucerne and St. Martin. The hugonots here and moſt catholicks do the ſame. You 
have now a relation of it, as the lord chancellor here had it ; but it is old, and fo it may 
be you will not look upon it. The Iriſh regiment ſaid to be there was the earl of 
Briſtol's regiment, a ſmall and weak one, moſt of them being Engliſh.

For I underſtand by ſome of my freinds, that the ſcandall of a 
highwayman or notorious robbar hath beene caſt uppon me, on purpoſe to deprive me 
of his highneſs's mercy, by rendring me a perſon moſt unfitt to live, as indeed I weare, 
could my guiltineſs of ſoe unworthy and diſhonourable actions be evident to him. But 1 
would defy the whole world, and with much innocence (as to any ſuch baſe and unworthy 
action) ſcorn their reproaches, if I could but expiate this grand offence againſt his high- 


neſs, for which I ſtand condemned. I ſhall therefore humbly deſire you to have a favour- 
able opinion of me, and to continue your mediation to his highneſs for a pardon, by which 


u will moſt highly oblige me and my poore family to pray for his highneſs and your 
e s proſperity, and ever remaine

A letter from Jamaica. 
Jamico, June 3, 1655. 


Y captain Collins, who carried the ſtate letters in the Malligo merchant, the 17th March 
laſt, I writt you from Barbados of all paſſages to that day, &c. att which time our 
general and commiſſioner being diſpleaſed with the delayes of account ſo often promiſed, 
and then lamely brought in, ſeeing the neceſſity of an auditor general, as well for civill as 
martial affaires, imediately with one conſent voted: that needfull place, and unanimouſly 
eſtabliſhed myſelf, they commanding my ſpeedy execution thereof; which in one weeke's 
time I performed to the advantage of the ſtate above 1700 l. ſterling, diſcovered from dark 
puzling accounts, to the great content of the commiſſioners, relief of the army's quarter 
charged on the treaſurers, and honour to myſelf, which (as yet) I hope to continue = 
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love and faithfulneſs to every relations. Saturday 31 March, diſpairinge of our teliefe A. P. 1655. 

from England, haveinge borrowed a few unſerviceable armes from the iſland, wee ſhipped WWW 

about 60 ſaile, and 5000 ſoldiers, and that night waighed, the next day, weathringe St. 

Vincente, E. S. E. onely inhabited by infidell and caniballs ; and one monday 2d April 

about noone, came to anchor about the middle of St. Lucia for councell, and givein 

orders; where many off our men landinge, and others with ſmale galliots eſpying, co 

diſcover noe plantation or inhabitants, ſaveinge wild and venomous creatures, in that 

craggy deſart. Tueſday, 3 Aprill, neare noone, wayhed, and that eveninge weathered Marti- 

nico, inhabited by French, againſt which iſland dyed our generall eldeſt captaine Diſney 

in the Beare. Wenſday, 4 Aprill, wee lay becalmed, ſouth off Dominica, an infidell ca- 

niball nation, great enymes to our nation ; where —_ Leigh's wife was kept priſonner 

3 yeares, her huſband and many Engliſh barborouſly ſlaine by thoſe bold people; who 

now perceiveing ſome of our veſſels to drive nere there ſhore, a few off them in a cannoo 

comeinge (friendley counterfeits) nere the ſhip's ſide, darted ſome arrowes amongſt our 

men, gazeinge and admireing their hardy inſolency, and quick as thought retreated. 

Thurſday 5 wee paſſed ſouth by Guardelupa, a ſmall French iſland, about which N. lyes 

Caſath, and 4 or 5 little iſlands, with around Cox iſland uninhabited N. E. Friday 

6th wee paſſed Montſerat, planted by Engliſh and Iriſh, off which E. lyeth a ſmale 

iſland uninhabited, and about noone cleared Mevis ; and at 2 afternoone made St. Kitts, 

where the French gave us hien venu from all theire forts and gunnes, above 30 great ſhott 

for ſalutes; and att eveninge comeing to our Engliſh plantations, beſides theire generall 

falute, our councill ſent formerly thither coll. Forteſcue, coll. Holding, and capt. Butler 

(haveing made ſure peace with the French} with 6 or 7 faile, and 1000 ſoldiers, came 

welcome to our fleete, in which intervall I ſtepped aſhore for two howres, viewing the 

adjacent plantations, which indeed I ſaw foe induſtrious neatly manured, that I thought | 

I was in the French gardens, every acre affording a famelly ſubſiſtance, noe corne waſted, | | 
et the ground decaying and over-ſtocked ; noe townes nor fit entertainment for our nom- 

=_— About 8 ith” eveninge wee filled fails, and ſaturday 7th of April ith morneinge we 

3 Saby, a ſmale Dutch iſland, from which 7 leagues N. lyes St. Martin's, where 
panyards make ſalte; and afternoone we were becalmed ſouth weſt of Saby; a high 

and unihnhabited iſland. The 8th off Aprill wee were comanded by the lee towards 

ſome ſhips aſterne, hoping from England, and in 6 howres came up with us the Adam 

and Eve, which told us off another ip, ſcarſe viſible in her ſterne, to which wee loofed 
with all ſailes; and at 6 in the eveneinge came up with us the Marygold, another 

dumb beaſt lag'd behind from St. Lucia (which wee towed to the fleet), The gth of 

Aprill wee paſſed St. Cruz, an Engliſh iſlande, ſome 6 yeares paſt all ſlaine (with capt, 

Philips the commander) moſt barbourouſly by the Spanyard, who now have itt. e 
roth of Aprill wee paſſed St. John's, a rich plentifulf iſland, Porto Rico beeinge theire 
harbour, a very ſafe rydinge and ſtronge garriſon, one off the Spanyards beſt ſtrength. 
Wenſday and thurſday wee hovered of Spaniola in counſelle, and concluded the certaine 
poſſeſſion thereoff without blowes; ſhareinge the lyon's liveing ſkin with ſuch aſſurance, 
as I verily beleeve much diſpleaſed our gratious God, that hitherto hath brought us ſafe, 
and by commiſſioner Winſloe's (alwaies unreſiſtable) affirmitive, ordereth death for any 
ſoldier to plunder or deminiſh the leaſt vallue ; which beeing proclaymed at the landinge, 
proved fatall to the army. One regiment of ſeamen joyned with us our beſt counſells to 
run into the harbour and towne off St. Domingo ſuddenly before knowledge of our ap- 

proach, had ſertainly carried our buſines, but mr. Winſloe (who would not be contra- 

dicted) feringe any to have ſpoile fave himſelfe, pretendinge all for publick treaſure, would 
not ſuffer itt; whereby wantinge certaine guides for a neerer landinge place, itt was con- 

cluded to land att Caſſado bay with 6 regiments and a halve ; the other halfe regi- 
ments off coll. Holdip's and coll. Buller's . . . . . hover about the harbour, to amuſe 
the enemy, while the maine army landed, which on ſaturday was done ſafe and without 

blowes. The ſeamen noe ſooner hereinge proclaimed, noe plunder, laid downe armes, and 

ſoe moſt of the army by the example; and though much ſweetneſs uſed by the generall 

and officers, noe cordialls could mittigate that poiſonn ; yet ſeeminge cheerfull, they march- 

ed that day, ſunday and monday, through rough woods, ſome ſavannaes, and rich valleys ; 

a plentiful iſland, but very Karl. watered; which with the heat and hard marching parched 
with drought. Monday, 17th of April, coll. Buller's regiment, with 500 of coll. Hol- 

dip's, landed in a bay ſafe, neere a ſtronge fort, where ſir Francis Drake formerly landed, 

about 10 miles from the towne Domingo, and approaching that forte, the enemy 

quitted, leaveing two t gunnes diſmounted, and walles (what foe ſuddenly they 

could diſmantled) which made coll. Buller purſue his march towards the towne, through 

the narrow paſſes off the wood, by a guide miſled to ſome plantations vacant and water- 

leſſe, nere a ſtronge forte 3 miles off the towne. No ſooner was coll. Buller marched from 

Drake's landing, paſt call or view, but the general with the maine army (after 30 miles 

tedious 2 march) came hungry, thirſty, tired, = —_ informed by a _ 
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A. D. 1655. from reate admirale, who rode there, to ſecure that forte, landinge place, and water 
that coll. Buller was marched to the towne, and they beeing come into the paſſe of © 
river, forded by coll. Buller, which the army cold nott then find fordable, the general] 
immediatly marched along the river to a ſugar worke, lodeging that night upona ſavanna, 
without water, 7 miles from coll. Buller; and next day, tueſday 18th, marched and mett 
with coll. Buller, neere the ſtronge fort in the towne road, where the enemy had am. 
buſcadoed and lyned the wood, fell on our farlarn, killed adjutant generall Waltem, 
capt. Jenninges, commander off the reformade, capt. Watts off the ſea regiment, Capt. 
Cox of the tyerlockes, the generals ſecretary mr. Temple, the commiſſioners fubſe. 
cretary mr. Murfurd, who all with the generall feareleſſely expected no ſuch falutes ; yett by 
God's mercy and providence his excellency was miraculouſly preſerved. The army then 
enraged beat the enemy, tooke his ground, and recovered all the bodyes ; and had not 
extremity of thirft, hunger, wearineſs and night reliſted, wald that night have entred the 
towne; but neceſſity hath noe lawe, all impatiently cryed water, and many fainted, which 
regretfully cauſed a retreat att tenn at night, and noe knowne water nerer then Drake's 
landing place (with a ſtrong rare guard to preſerve the fainty ſicke men) came wenſday 
to the ſaid river and forte, to the ſhipinge, and there refreſhed our wearied limbes and 
fainting ſpirrits in confultatione, untill tueſday the 25th of 3 The ſea general] all 
this while hoveringe before the towne 4 or 5 leagues off the orte, where mr. Winſloe 
beeing, no conſultations cold come to account without his and generall Penn's ſtam 
which made our noble and unwearied generall to have ſo many dangerous paſſages in litt 
brigateenes to loofe windward for theire conſenting adviſe, which every tyme differing, 
caufed foe much delay, embaſed the ſoldiers, encouradged our enemy, and gave them tyme 
for all poſſible reſiſtance, to encreaſe theire number, effect theire counſel, and eſpy our 
weaknes, wee havinge noe intelligence, knowledge of the country, our cheife guide, 
capt. Cox, ſlaine, feeding on the worſt ſalteſt beefe unwatered, withall the moldy brown 
dirty biſkett, allowing us noe brandy or comfortable licquor, cauſed ſuch imoderate de- 
ſire off water, which (that river coming from a copper mine) afforded rather to encreaſe 
then quench thirſt, and the raines nightly powring, with fogges and dewes along 
river, ſoe ſoaked our bodyes with flux, and none eſcaping ' that violence, that our 
refreſhment proved a weakeninge, inſtead of ſupport. However another march was re- 
folved, a ſmale morter peece (borrowed at Barbados) with ten ſhells, two ſmale drakes, and 
ſome blunderbuſſes, got aſhore ; a very little proportion off brandy to chere our men 
(which a good ſpoone might have held one ſhare) then highly fluxing, noe harneſſe nor 
horſes to draw, but all drawne by ſoldiers ; mattockes and ſpades carried by other ſol- 
diers, which with there callabaſhes off water, ſnapſackes, bad armes, &c. ſpent our ſtrongeſt 
men, and rendered the weake unſerviceable. Tueſday, 25th of Aprill, wee marched, lay 
that night in the woods. Wenſday, the 26th, adjutant generall Jackſonn, commandinge 
400, its forlorne advanced neere the forte to towne, where diſobey inge his orders, 
to have two winges in each ſide the wood, for diſcovering the ambuſcadoes, and cowardly 
neglectinge the duty off his place (I doubt treacherouſly) to lead the party (put captain 
Butler (a ſtout, but unexperienced ſoldier for ſuch a deſigne) to lead the forlorne, who in- 
nocently fell into theire ambuſcado ; but moſt bravely behaveing himſelfe with his divi- 
tion, fought itt to death, and very orderly brought up his men till ſlaine. Soe did capt, 
Powlet of the fyerlockes fight to death; which Jackſon ſceinge fall, inſtead off reliete, 
faced about, and moſt baſſely run away. Thereupon imediatly all the forlorne, like a 
torrent in a narrow paſſage ſtraitned, or a ſudden or a furious wave in a rough lea, 
nay indeed lightninge, the whole forlorne tumbled into the reformade ; they all as 
ſuddenly into the horſe, they all mixt like a maſſe in ſoe narrow a paſſe, nott able to con- 
taine above ſix abreſt (the cloſe thicke woodes encompaſſinge the ſides where the enem 
was lodged to flanke us) and the great fort gunnes loaded with ſmale ſhot, bitts © 
iron, broken piſtoll barrels, and all ſuch miſchiefe, had full power and ſure ayme all alonge 
that narrow paſſe ; which ſoe routed all them, they in the ſame moment the generall's 
owne regiment. Never was any thinge ſo wedged as wee, which made the enemy weary 
with killinge ; and had not the reare parte off major generall Haynes's regiment drawge 
into the wood, and ſoe counterflanked (beating backe the enemy to the fort, regaineinge 
all the ground, bodies and ambuſcadoes, even under and beſide the very forte, which 
was mantained all night) our whole army had beene in that ſudden motion diſordered and 
confuſed. Jackſon ſneakt into the buſhes, like an old fox, and ſaved himſelfe. Our moſt 
gallant, noble, and valliant major generall Haynes, with whome, and nere his perſon (by 
his own great deſire) I was myſelfe all this while, was ſlaine, launced through the body, 
yet regained and brought of by his owne regiment. This was a great loſe, as the 
major generall his lieutenant coll. Clarke dyeing of thoſe wounds, the moſt expert ſoldier 
and beſt major Ferginſon to the generall's regiment, captain Butler, captain Powlet, 
captain Hinde, captain Hancocke, and many lieutenants, enſignes, and all the reformade, 
onely 17 excepted, that got into the woods, and many hundred ſoldiers, with loſle off 
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coleurs, that is the reformade's, captain Powlet's firelocks, the generall's regiment 5, A. D. 1656. 
and major generall's 2, to the great diſhonour of ourlelves and nation; yett what G 
will muſt be done, and this our affliction, I hope, will turne to mercyes, if wee bee 
humbled as wee ought. Thurſday, 27th of Aprill, early ith morneinge, our generall de- 

maunded from captain Hughes, whether he could play the morter pecce ? who anſwered 
noe, for the fort had ſuch comand over all thoſe places, that wold beate them from 
it: this I heard him fay and confeſſe; whereupon conſideringe the ſoldiers weakneſſe, 
want of victuals, and moſt of water, as alſo the former diſcouragement, a retreat was pti- 
vately concluded, a ſtronge reare guard appointed, the 10 morter ſhells neatly 
our morter-peece, drakes, ſpades, ſhovels, and all drawne off, and wee ſafely that day all 
gott our old landing place and forte. Here wee ſtayed our generalls, many gocing to 

neral Penn and mr. Winſloe, and every returne created new counſelle; the raines 
encreaſinge, our men weakninge, all even to death fluxinge, the ſeamen aboard neglecting, 
that forced us to eate all our troope horſes (the enemy denying all releife, triumphinge) 
and theſe miſeries encreaſing, our counſelle reſolved by ſeekinge God to purge the army. 
Firſt Jackſon, found guilty of cowardiſe, had his ſword broke over his head for a coward, 
his commiſſion taken away, and expulſt the army, and to bee ſwabber to hoſpitall ſhips 
off ſicke people, which was accordinge done. Some women found in mens apparel 
were puniſht, and all ſuſpected whores (Barbados and thoſe plantations yeilding fewe 
elſe) narrowly ſought after; all officers and ſoldiers ſtricktly commanded to obſerve duty, 
upon greateſt paines ; one of mage generall (now Forteſcue) ſoldiers, proved to run away, 
hanged ; and indeed like a wiſe prudent generall all thinges by him ordered ; yett our 
ſicknes encreaſing, itt was reſolved againe to ſhip, and foe directely for Jamico, where 
God hath owned us. I cannott omitt to expreſſe ſomethinge concerneing this great 
buſines, which Iame ſure the world will miſtake in reportinge; but myſelfe beeinge a 
preſent eye wittnes there on the place, and amongſt the wha. in the midſt off danger, 
near major generall's perſonn, I have not, neither ſhall I, relate any thinge but what 1 
know for certaine truth. I know a threefold cord cannot bee eaſily broken; but where 
they twiſt not equally together, they many tymes cut one another; and this Iame ſure, 
that in martiall affaires, where commands execute like lightninges, and thoſe variable as 
the windes, accordinge as the preſent emergency requires, and not for conſent off others, 
to the loſſe off all, I well know his highnes wold never ſubmitt, in all his paſt actions, 
to ſuch curbs, nor can brave deſignes ever ſucceed with ſuch bridles, which I hope to 
bee amended. The uncharitablenes of our reare admirall will not ſuffer my ſylence, for 
att that - weere by order ſhipped from Eſpaniola, hee did furiouſly and moſt un- 
chriſtian like ſay, before good wittnes, where are there cowardly Spanyards now ? Will 
they nott come and cut off theis army rouges, that wee may noe more bee troubled with 
them ? And his owne leuetenant, my former acquaintance, beeing by accident aboard the 
ſhip where I came into weake and ſoe ill nott able to ſtand, after falutes and ſome dif- 
courſe, told mee to my face (like to his profeſſion) wee were all over-board, that they 
might be rid of us againe ; ſpeakeing the very ſame words to captain Fincher in his 
extremety off weakneſs, and alſoe to others. And many ſuch vile unworthy expreſſions 
have many off that religion, I mean anabaptiſts, expreſt againſt us and the power wee 
act under, domineering becauſe off their preſent commands at ſea, takeing liberty to 
talke what they pleaſe, as indeed wee find by their actions, accordinge to their powers 
againſt, &c. And I muſt needs acknowledge it a very great mercy, that God did us in 
Eſpaniola, in compariſon of this iſland wee are now in; for that beeinge much bigger 
then England, moſt or all off itt woode and mountaines, and many enemies diſperſedley 
ſcattered, that our ſmall nombers cold not ſeperate to beate them quite of, nor bee 
able to plantt the one thouſand parte ourſelves, and itt lyinge ſoe much windward from 
Cuba, this place, and eſpecially the maine, wee ſhould never bee able to loofe it up 
againe for any proviſion, or with prizes; whereas this iſland abounds more in all fertillity, 
and not one quarter ſoe bigge, but lyes in the very heart off the Spaniard to gall him. The 
3d off May wee parted from Eſpaniola, and thurſday, roth of May, anchor'd in theis 
harbour off Jamico, a ſafe, ſecure ridinge for 500 ſaile of the greateſt ſhips, landlockt 
ſufficient. That night wee landed all our army in the teeth of the enemy at his very forte, 
where he had g peece ordnance ſeverally placed, with 500 defendents, who ſeeinge 
our reſolution, moſt cowardly forſooke, and gave us all without any bloodſhed, with 
two ſmale veſſells near the forte. The 11th May we entred this towne Jamico, they 
haveinge conveyed all theire portable riches, with wives, children and ſervants, into the 
mountaines, from whence thinking wee came (as coll. Jackſonn formerly did) to victuall, 
plunder, and ſoe be gone, they, I tay, ſent divers perſons, pittifully complayning, deſiring 
to know our wants, and Ea begging a treaty; which, conſidering the weaknes off our 
army, unfixt and unſerviceable armes, never a horſe to purſue, our men faint and tired 
much worſe by pittifull uſage on ſhip- board, the enemy horſe all in full ſtrenght, and 


Knowing the country, itt was reſolved to treat; and they by pre- contract brought us in 1 
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by all the treators and the Spaniſh governor to boote, he with three cheifes more are 
hoſtages for performance ; but when the articles were ſente to theire campe to come in 
lay downe armes, bee tranſported to Spaine, with nothinge but clothes on theire backe. 
leaveinge all manner of their goods, wealth, and riches, to us, denyed obedience Ts 
fled ſcattring to the mountaines, ſaying, they were all borne here, have noe acquaintance 
or friends in Spain to relieve them, and foe reſolved rather to dye here then begg ther 
which will put us to ſome troble to expell them ; like your tories in Ireland, or x9 
troopers in Scotland, whoe may miſchiete our ſtragglers, but dare not face the ſmalleſt 
Party, and will keepe us wakeinge to mind our duty as ſoldiers, and humble ourlclyes 
fore God, that hee give us not into theire hands. This iſland farre exceeds all Others 
in America for fertillity in all manner of thingse, fruits and cattle, horſes foe good as an 


in England, and I thinke farre more plentyfull, and beene by millions not to * 


numbred, the Spaniſh fleete victualling here allwayes ; ſome good ſugar workes, Indian 
corne, rice, and all ſortes of rare fruite in abundance ; but the caſado for bread onely 
Planted for their owne nombers, which untill wee encreaſe to our nombers is moſt wee 
ſhall want; falte all alonge the ſhore, moſt white and fine that ever I ſaw, makes itſelf: 
infinite and moſt plentifull of fowle and fiſh, many brave rivers, rich paſtures, woods, 
and indeed in all thinges farre exceeding any place I ſaw or read of, onely a little hear, 
which is finely tempered with coole breezes, moſt troubles us yet at firſt ; tobacco, 
none better in the world, grows here; but the lazy Spanyard cares onely for himſelf, 
and improves no further, which I hope now will bee better manured, to the greater bene- 
fite of ourſelves and nation. Wee. are informed, cloves, nutts, and mace, and cinnamon 
grows here. Tame ſure I ſee and have caſſia, tamerine, and cocoa-nutts, with all fruits 
imagined, and ſome ſay gold and filver mines; all which I thinke probable, nature deny- 
ing in groſs nothinge here, which ſhee hath ſcattered in all other places by parcells ; 
and the richeſt wines in the world may grow here, iff wee had plantes; onely iron, lead, 
and flint, we wante, with manufactures for cloathing. Certainly filke wormes wold 
proſper bravely. I ſhall hereafter, when I better know the nature off the country, 
give further advice. Wee have houſes, lands, meate, water ſufficient, and want ſervants 
to plant and manure it. This my friend, mr. Hardwick, the ſhip juſt reddy to goe, I 
can enlarge noe more, but muſt of neceſſity put this trouble upon you, that you cauſe 
to be write ſeveral copyes, and ſente as followeth : one to my wife, if ſhe bee at London, 
you will find or heare of her att my coſen mr. Nathaniel Stirrop's howſe in Alderſgate- 
ſtreet, otherwiſe at her howſe in Ipſwich ; another copy to my brother, coll. William Da- 
niel, governor of St, Johnſon's in Scotland ; another copy to my mother, mrs. Chriſtian 
Daniel, at her howſe Tably, neare Knottsforde in Cheſhyer ; and to write every one of 
them particularly the reaſon of my not writing to them, having noe tyme, the ſhip 
beeing juſt goeing; but I ſhall to all of them by other ſhips that goe for England next, 
ing choiſe of you now, as I ever have done, for owne of my beſt and chieteſt friends. 
You muſt alſo either give my coſen Stirrop a copye hereof, or lett him have tyme to 
write one himſelfe ; and fatisfye him, that the oportunitys are more ſpeedy for my lord 
rotector's view, then his can bee, and this may chance give his highneſs ſome ſatis- 
action of the affaires here, thoe from ſo unworthy a penn as myne. I have not elſe but 
my deareſt reſpects to yourſelf and your ſweet bedfellow, and all other friends that wiſt 
well unto

Ins you have received long before this the exact account wee ſent you by captain vol. xxvii. 
Collins from the Barbados, as well of all our tranſactions there, as of our extraor- p. 67. 


dinary wants of ſeveral things moſt neceſſary to be had, (which we cannot but be confi- 
dent, you will ſupply very ſpeedily, ſince they daily encreaſe more and more upon us) 
wee thinke it convenient to begin there, where wee then ended; and fo continue the narra- 
tive of our proceedings. According to our reſolution intimated to your highneſs in our 

Vol. III. 60 letter, 
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A. P. 1655. letter, we departed from Barbados within few days after the date thereof, and in our v 

V paſling by Chriſtophers, we took up a regiment there, and the 1 4th day from our wei bel 

anchor arrived at Hiſpaniola, where we landed without delay; but by reaſon of the abſence 

of our guide, ſo far off of the town, that it made our attempt thereon unſucceſsful; for ir 

being thirty long miles march, both officers and ſoldiers, what through want of water, 

what through the exceſſive heat of the climate, (which was the more intolerable, by rea. 

ſon that our march lay all the way through cloſe tall woods, that kept all manner of brecze 

from us) and what through eating of oranges or other fruits by the way, were moſt of 

them ſo far ſpent and tired, that they could hardly ſtand upon their legs, being for the 

moſt part troubled with: violent fluxes, hundreds of our men having dropt down by the 

way, ſome ſick, others dead, ſo that we loſt no inconſiderable number in that march, be. 

ſides our giving time to the enemy to fortify themſelves in the town, and our driving no 

ſmall part of them before us. Nor could this poſſibly be prevented, our only guide Cox 

being diſpatched away before to ſcout for intelligence, and returning too late, by reaſon 

of contrary winds, that kept him from us; nor could we poſſibly get any intelligence, 

either of the ways, or of the ſtate of the town, none of the negroes coming in to us, 

and the enemy keeping ſo cloſe, that none of them could poſſibly be ſurprized, at leaſt 

of ſuch as could give us any good account. Thus in want of guides, intelligence, water, 

we made a ſhift, though heartleſs and ſpiritleſs, to creep (for ſo it may be juſtly ſtiled) 

within a mile of the fort, where we met with our guide Cox, who was killed the very 

firſt bout by an ambuſcade; ſo that miſſing of water there, where Cox promiſed to find 

us out ſome, we were forced to retreat back (both men and beaſts periſhing through want 

thereof) to the river Hyne, ſome ſix miles from thence, where we endeavoured for two 

or three days to give our men ſome refreſhment, as well of victuals from the fleet, 2; 

water from the river; but they were too much ſpent to be put in heart ſo ſoon again. 

Yet leſt we ſhould give the enemy too much time, we put ourſelves upon a ſecond march, 

adjutant general Jackſon having the command of the forlorn, conſiſting of about 400, who 

behaved himſelf ſo unworthily both in diſobeying of his orders, and diſcouraging of his men, 

by keeping in the rear, when he ſhould have been in the van (for which he was caſhiered 

by a council of war) that the greateſt part of them were cut off by another ambuſcade; 

they flying, and diſordering by their tumultuous and confuſed flight, two of the regi- 

ments, that followed them, it being in a narrow lane, where three or four only could 

march abreaſt, At this ſecond bout we loſt major general Heane, major Fergiſon, and 

ſeveral other prime officers; whereby the ſoldiers were ſo much diſheartned, that there 

was no poſſibility of drawing them on any further; ſo that it was unanimouſly agreed 

upon by the officers, and aſſented unto by the commiſſioners, that ſome other place ſhould 

be thought upon; and accordingly we pitched upon Jamaica, where, through God's bleſſing, 

we now are, but in none of the happieſt conditions, the enemy lurking in the woods, and 

keeping the cattle and other proviſions from us, but only what we gain from day to 

day at the point of our ſwords. And though we could get fleſh at an eaſier rate, yet the 

continual apprehenſion we are in of the want of bread, which daily diminiſheth conſi- 

derably, cannot but trouble us extremely; for though two of our ſtore-ſhips (through a 

very ſeaſonable mercy and providence) arrived hither lately, yet the bread they brought 

us is ſo inconſiderable, that it will but ſerve the army for 22 days at half allowance; and 

to ſay the truth, the remainder of all the proviſions of the fleet, by neareſt computation, 

is but three months victuals for them alone. As for New England, though we are a 

diſpatehing thither with all ſpeed for a ſupply, we are aſſuredly informed, that what we 

are like to receive from thence will be altogether inconſiderable to the number of mouths 

we are to feed. The want we have been in hitherto of bread (we not being able to be 

ſuddenly ſupplied therewith out of the fleet, or our ſtores, through want of waggons and 

other conveniencies for any nr T thereof) joined with the drinking of water, hath 

already caft both officers and ſoldiers into ſuch violent fluxes, that they look more like 

dead men crept out of their graves, than perſons living; and this ſo generally, that we 

have not above two colonels in health, three majors, ſome ſeven field officers in all; 

beſides many have been already ſwept away with this diſeaſe ; ſo that we extremely fear, 

leſt we ſhall ſuddenly want officers fit to command our ſoldiers. As for this iſland of 

Jamaica (that we may acquaint your highneſs with every thing that is material ;) by its 

ſituation it lyeth more advantageouſly for annoying the Spaniard on every ſide, than, 
Hiſpaniola; neither is it inferiour in itſelf, for we find it to abound with ſtore of fiſh, 
fowls, cattle, fruits of all ſorts uſual in theſe parts; and are informed further by one of 
the chiefeſt and oldeſt inhabitants of the country, that there is a ſilver mine here, as allo 
one of copper, lately diſcovered, beſides, ſome grains of gold have been found likewiſe. 
The climate is more temperate than that of Hiſpaniola, by reaſon of its lying more 
open to the. eaſtern breeze; nor is it leſs fruitful in any reſpect. The poſture we ſtand 

in for the preſent in relation to the enemy, is this ; upon our approach, they __ 
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with the ir wives, children and goods into the mountains, leaving the bare town to our 4. D. Ny 

eſſion; but not long after we were entered, they ſent ſome of their chief men to treat 
with us, Yet they having broken their promiſes and e ements made to us, we ſent out 

ty to fetch in their governor ; whereupon we made them to ſubſcribe to the like 
articles with thoſe they gave us at Providence. But though we have their governor and 
other chief men of the iſland in our cuſtody, as hoſtages, they have nevertheleſs 
broken with us, and have driven away their cattle, putting us by that means to a hard 
ſhift, and cutting us out a great deal of work, by forcing us at once to provide for our 
ſelves, and purſue them; notwithſtanding we hope to reduce them perfectly e're it be 
long (having already ſent out ſtrong parties for that purpoſe) for they are not in any con- 
dition to ſtand; out, but feed themſelves with hopes of eſcaping to Cuba, which we will 
endeavour to prevent by ſending away of brigantines. The reaſon of our diſmiſſing part 
of the fleet home is, that we feared, that we ſhould never be able to victual them all; fo 
that we judged it beſt to retain only ſome of the ſwifteſt ſailors here with us, ſending the ref 
away.

My LoRD, 


TIE letter, which you were pleaſed to write to me the ninth, cauſed me to read over vol.“ xxvii. 
1 my laſt letters to the court, to ſee whether they gave full hope and aſſurance of a ſpeedy p. 75. 
concluſion ; and I find, that all thoſe, that do ſpeak favourably of it, do end with ſome 
miſtruſt, that this government would uſe all manner of ways to prolong the ſame ; 
and if you have a copy of the laſt, which contained the news, that the articles of the 
treaty were reſolved on, and that my commiſſioners had ſent me word, that they would 
fign as ſoon as the articles were writ out fair, you will find, that I gave great ſuſpicion, 
that under the pretence of the diſorders happened in Savoy, the lord protector might 
chance to delay a while longer my negotiation, and that I demanded preciſe orders in 
that caſe. But it ſeems, that the lords of the court do take what they pleaſe out of 
my letters, and forget the reſt, to have a little to reproach me, that I do adviſe them, 
that their buſineſs is done, which did never yet happen to be ſo; neither could I write 
it, unleſs I would ſpeak againſt my own judgment. But I could not forbear giving an 
account every week, to make a relation of the reſult of the conferences, which I had had 
with my commiſſioners ; whereof the laſt have given place to the whole world, to believe 
the peace to be concluded. And unleſs a man could penetrate into the ſecrets of the mi- 
niſters of this ſtate, or narrowly examine their proceedings towards me, it would be very 
hard not to be deceived. So likewiſe I do not wonder, that his eminence hath advice 
from ſeveral. parts; yet however I do not believe, that he hath better advice than mine; 
at leaſt it hath not appeared to me hitherto. You know by the rules of policy one muſt 
affect ſometimes to be well informed; and likewiſe to have different opinions from thoſe 
of the under-miniſters, to the end that in all events they may ſay, that they were better 
informed. But without doubt, if they will do me the favour as to read over my letters, 
they will find, that I did foreſee all that would happen in my treaty, and then I make ng 
doubt, but right ſhall be done me. And if my laſt letters did give more hope than 
they ſhould have done, it was after they had given me- ſo many poſitive anſwers, and 
many reaſons, which did concur to make me believe them to be ſincere. Beſides, I had 
word ſent me to retreat, if there were no hope. And I am till perſuaded, that it is the 
intereſt of this government to accommodate. If they will ſtill uſe delays after the anſwer, 
which the protector expects from the king, and the court do not approve of my treaty, 
I ſhould be glad I might have preciſe orders ſent me for my retreat; and as ſoon as I 
have them, I will preſently be gone. And I do alſo intend to write to his eminence and 
the earl of Brienne about my own buſineſs in the ſame terms, as you deſire of me, both 
for my money and my future ſubſiſtence.

128 fryday laſt beeing June the 29th, I received your highnes two letters by 
p 83. 1 mr. Dewell, mrs. Lilborne's father; and upon ſatte he and I went to Mount 

Neyville Caſtle, where lieutenant collonel Lilborne and his father-in-lawe and myſelfe had 
a long diſcourſe with him, but to litle purpoſe ; foe wee rode out againe the monday 
followi Theſe are to give your highnes an accompt, but not ſuch a one as I wiſh 1 
could qo I cannot but report, that he is the very ſame man as formerly ; I ſee no altera- 
tion, though endeavored by the honeſt ould gent'lman his father-in-lawe, and afterward 
tryed by myſelfe, to ſee what complyance there would be in him to his freinds defires. 
He proteſted againſt all wayes, and faith, he will owne none for his liberty, but by the 
waie of the lawe; and that was the ſumme of all that his father or myſelfe could have of 
him. His father was ſaying to him, as though your highnes was ſpeaking of removing 
him to the iſle of Wight; to that, he ſaid, he would aſſent unto, and that was all that he 
complyed with his father-in-law, as I remember. And truly I have this to ſay for that, that 
I conceive it the liklyeſt way to bring his ſpirit to be meek and quiet, is, that he beeing in 
ſome garriſon there, or elſewhere, neare home, that ſome of his ſobereſt and wiſeſt freinds 
might come to him and deale with him by arguments and perſwaſions one after another; 
for to his temper I ſee none but ſuch a waie will do any good, nor prevaill with him, for 
ought I can ſee. Poſlible your highnes may thinke, that I ſpeake this to be quitt of 
him out of this place. No trewly, my lord, I do not; but I ſpeake it from my ſoule, I 
thinke it the beſt way, and that nothing elſe in my apprehenſion will prevaile with him (if 
that do) though indeed I have cauſe enough to deſire him remooved from this place, for 
he is more trouble then tenn ſuch as Aſhburnham. Beſids, I have ſuch a people to deale 
withall here, that you would commiſerate me, did you fee there conditions, and my ſoul- 
diers many diſorders, notwithſtanding.I have puniſhed divers of them; ſo that I dare ſay, 

there is never a three garriſons in England have the trouble I have here; but I queſtion 
not in keeping them cloſs to the Engliſh intereſt, and with God's aſſiſtance to go through 
the worke, and in ſome tyme to have things in a more quiet poſture. I had forgot one 
thing, that he had ſaid upon his father-in-lawe preſſing him to forbeare determyneing to 
have all things his owne way, and to refrayne his reproachful words, he replied, the lawe 
was his way, but yet he would referr the difference (as he called it) between your high- 
nes and himſelfe to my lord Rowles and my lord St. Johns, or to fowre underſtanding 
Chriſtians.

Do not wonder at what you write me in your letter of the 8th, concerning the inclinations vol. «xvii. 
of the lord embaſſador Nieuport. I have had time enough to learn them; and in p. 115. 


ſome rencounters he was not able to conceal his opinion. But that 1s no great harm for 
France; for though they ſhould happen to break with us, yet we ſhall not be thereb 
much incommoded. It is more to be wondered, that the ſtates general ſhould ſtand ſo 
much upon their punctilios; and that they ſhould make a halt, who ſhall execute it. I 
can aſſure you, that the lord protector doth not approve of this conduct. He ſpoke to 
me this afternoon very openly, and well, in other terms than monſieur Nieuport doth uſe 
in his letters to his ſuperiors. He diſowneth, that he ever found fault at the leiſure made 
in France, nor at our conduct, which we held in their regard, and doth formalize himſelf 
no leſs than we of their inclination to favour the affairs and commerce of Spain. This 
declaration, confirmed by the orders, which he gave very exactly, to ſtop all ſhips, which 
come or go for the Canaries, and by the proceedings of the admiralty court here, the mer- 
chant ſhip called the morning ſtar, which came lately from St. Cruz in Tenerif, was taken, 
and brought into Milford harbour ; for the clearing whereof the ſtates general have very 
much inſiſted ; yet the ſame will run a hazard of being condemned.

them out of the towne. Our Forlorne Hope marched on under the command of adjetant 
Jackſon, who did not mannage them with ſufficient valeor, but brought them of with 
an unhandſome retreate upon there reſerves, who they alſo diſordered to more then a re- 
treating poſture, never firing; but before this general Venebles, with captain Cox, one 
mr. Temple and Murford, the one his ſecritary, goeing to view the towne, and fort, 
and avenewes, for the better conducting of there forces upon them, weare ſett on by a 
fally from the towne, where Cox was killed, and the 2 before named gentlemen, and the 

eneral hardly eſcaped. This, I beleave, did ftricke a dampe upon the ſperitts of the 
folders togather with the removall of there object, which was hope of plunder ; the 

roclamation of the forbidding of which att the head of each rejement was not, I feare, 
eaſonably done : for as by privete hands, I am informed, they did much murmer 
againſt it. In this firſt attempt was major general Haynes ingaged, whom when all run 
from him, and ſome few officers would not fly from it, but himſelfe ingaged 8 perſons, 
ſlewe one in the place, who was found dead by him, wounded the reſt, by whom he 
himſelf was alſo killed. He cried out, that if but 6 would ſtand with him, he doubted 
not to put them all to a ſhamefull retreate, but thei would not ſtand. The forces, that 
thus putt the ſhame upon our army, yow may judge the nomber of them, when capt. 
Haines his ſon with twentie horſe routed them, and fetcht of his father's dead bodi. 
The preſſoners toucke report, they weare not above 300, that did this exploit upon us. 
By the maſter of the advyce boate and ſome others it is reported, that the ſeamen and the 
Barbadoes regiment have deſired to paſſe upon the dutye, and either to the towne carry 
or lay there bones there, But I do perſeve by the generall's letters they are drawne off 
from the towne and deſigne for Jemeco; and to that purpoſe have order'd all ſhi 
there to ſeecke them ; but Goodſonne and others writt doubtfully, whether thei will 
ſo doe ore noe z but I hope, that the ſhipes, all of whom thei expect by this time, are ſafli 
arived with them; and I hope Webberli and others within few houres after this advyce 
boat's departure from. them, which was 6th of May; I fay, the arivale of all thoſe ſhipes, 
I hope, will begett freſh corage and new reſolves in them; eſpecially when thei ſhall ſee 
that arive with there laſt diſpatches ordered to be left here, and ſent for England 
(viz.) there artilerie and ordinances, and there proviſions of warr and all other there 
neſiſari proviſions. But I doe perſceive the generall is much diſcoraged with his common 
ſolderie for there cowardice. Indeed it is generally by all privitt letters and perſons, that 
have come hether, 9s ge and ſayd, our men weared with there long march, and faint- 
ed with there exceeding thirſt for want of water; inſomuch, that many fell downe by 
the way in there march; and ſoe with one drame of brandye recoveryed ſtrenght to crawle. 
I ſhall not condemn any for the conduct; but it is much ſenſured by mani, in that the: 
marcht ſo great a bodi, not leſſe by there muſter roles then 10000 men, horſe and foote, 
in ſo ſmale a battalia, even but 10 abreſt, by which meanes there forlorne rowted there 
reſerve, and there reſerve there maine batalia, which had thei marcht in winges, the one 
might have ſupplied and aſſiſted the others. The totall accompt of the buſines I doe 
preſhume you will have an accompt of before this by a ſhipe diſpatched from the fleetc 
for England, for the purpaſſe; to which larger accompt I referre yow. 

For the perticuler buſſines coll. Goodſon hath ordered all the goods not ſent to him, 
and yett in port, ſhall be unſhipped and difpoſed here ; to which purpoſe he hath 
made his requeſt to the governor for that purpoſſe, who hath ordered, that all the goods 
that weare taken out of the Morning Star, and put into the prize ſhipe now goeing

downe, 
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Jowne, ſhall ſtay till ſuch time he hath rumaged and delivered all ſuch goods, wherein A. D. 1654. 
— — conſerned, be deliveryed aſhoare here upon this iſland ; of are eo reſhume he WW 
will give yow an accompt att large. I preſented to him mr. Nailor, who is t agent for 
the diſpoſſing of them, or capt. Jame Beecke, a very honeſt man, and a man of a large 
creditt and trade, who is coll. Goodfon's atturni both for yourſelfe and him, in buſſines of 
yours before in his cuſtodye, from whom I preſhume Py will reſceive a perticuler ac- 
compt of him. I alfo preſented the governer for the "rx 9:2" of cargoe here, of 
whom I am confident yow will reſceve an honeſt and faithfull accompt of what of 
yours ſhall come to his hands; but the governer hath not acquainted mee with ani 
reſolves, what farther, or how he will doe or diſpoſſe of your buſſines; for which I 
ſhall refferr yow unto his perticuler adviſe. This onli (brother) ſerves to accompanie this 
rticuler ſhipe, by whom I thought meet to write, having not but my former matter; 
E this occation preſenting, by which I ſhall onli ade thus farther, with my affectionate 
reſpects to your ſelfe and ſiſter. I comitte yow to God, and reſt,

Ordered by his highneſs the lord protector and the councill, and by and with the like 
conſent as aforeſaid, that it be, and hereby ſtands referred to doctor Walter Walker, 
doctor William Turner, doctor John Exton, William Thompſon, aldermen of London, 
and Thomas Kendall, of London, merchant, or any three of them, to receive the ſeveral 
claims, ſhall be to them exhibited, by or on behalf of the perſons concerned in any of 
the ſaid ftocks, and upon conſideration thereof, and of what ſhall be alledged or offered 
on behalf of them, or any of them, and examination of the grounds of their ſeveral and 
reſpective claims and pretences, to compoſe and end the faid differences, and to make ſuch 
final award and determination, in and touching the premiſes, and accordingly allot and 
deſign to them reſpectively, ſuch ſeveral proportions of the ſaid money, as they ſhall find 
to ſtand with juſtice, and to report the ſame to his highneſs and the council, that directions 
may be given for payment of the money accordingly. |

reported by itſelf, we your highneſs's commiſſioners appointed for the hearing and deter. 
mining the differences between the ſubjects of your highneſs and thoſe of the Rates of the 


United Netherlands, do hereby moſt humbly preſent our report touching the intereſt of 


the ſaid iſland as followeth : 
| Upon debate before us and the Dutch tommiſſioners of the right and intereſt of 
the Engliſh Eaſt India company, againſt thoſe of the Dutch Eaſt India com. 
pany, who had de facto gotten poſſeſſion of the iſland of Poleron, it was 
enced unto us, on the behalf of the Engliſh company, 


| That the Orankeys or princes of the iſland of Poleron by an inſtrument, written in the 
Malayan tongues (and tranſlated into Engliſh) having made ſurrender or ceſſion of the 
ſaid iſland to the Engliſh ; covenant to ſend the king of England a bough of nutmegs 
yearly, acknowledging King James to be king of Poleron, and promiſe to ſell the fruits 
of the ſaid iſland to none but the king of England's ſubjects. This contract they make 
with Nathaniel Courthope and other merchants in the ſervice of the Engliſh Faſt India 
company (in whoſe hands the ſaid iſland then partly was) who alſo contract to buy the 
ſaid fruits of them as by the ſaid tranſlated inſtrument was manifeſted unto us. x 

And it was further evidenced unto us, by the depoſitions of ſeveral witneſſes, taken 
ſome in the admiralty and ſome before us, that the ſaid Nathaniel Courthope, a miniſter 
or agent of the Engliſh Eaſt India company, (to whom the whole trade of the Indies, by 
patent under the broad ſeal, was granted by king James, anno 1609) took poſſeſſion of 
the ſaid iſland by virtue of the ſaid ſurrender, and was chief of the Engliſh there, and the 
firſt governor thereof, and received fruits of the iſland of and from the Orankeyes, by 
way of taking poſſeſſion of the iſland, and that immediately after the ſaid ſurrender and 
taking poſſeſſion, the Engliſh (in ſervice of the ſaid company) built and planted ſeveral 
forts, which commanded the roads and towns, and continued in quiet poſſeſſion of the 
ſaid iſland four years and more, namely from the 23d of December 1616, to the 6th of 
March 1620. | | 

That during this time of quiet poſſeſſion by the Engliſh Eaſt India company, upon a treaty 
in 1619, between certain counſellors of ſtate and others appointed by king James, and others 
appointed by the ſtates of the Netherlands to accommodate ſome differences betwixt the ſaid 
two companies, it was agreed, That the forts, as well on the one part as the other, ſhall 
« remain in the hands of thoſe, who poſſeſs them at preſent.” 

That this long and quiet poſſeſſion, gotten, and mentioned by the miniſters of the ſaid 
Engliſh Eaſt India company, being violated by the Dutch, anno 1620, it was upon another 
treaty between ſeveral lords of the council appointed by the faid king, and others by the 
faid ſtates, anno 1622, thus agreed: 'viz. touching Poleron, thoſe of the Netherlands do 
faithfully promiſe, that if ſo be they are in the poſſeſſion of the iſland Le Forts Poleron, 
or if they ſhall have been taken directly or indirectly by them, or by their miniſters, or 
by any other in their name, to abandon, give over, and force them, and to reſtore them 
to thoſe of the Engliſh company, in the ſame ſtate and condition they enjoyed them 
during the time of the treaty. 

The Engliſh Eaſt India company, by their preſident and committees, in the Eaſt 
Indies, in December 1623, by John Hunter, their agent, in March 1638, proteſt againſt 
the Dutch there, for not delivering up the ſaid iſland to the reſt of the ſaid Engliſh Eaſt 
India company, according to the ſaid article. 

Upon conſideration of which premiſſes, and foraſmuch as king James never aſſumes to 
himſelf (for ought appears to us) any other intereſt, by the ſaid ſurrender, or upon the 
the treaty aforeſaid, than an acknowledgment only of the ſovereignty over the ſaid iſland, 
leaving the poſſeſſion and profits thereof to the ſaid Engliſh company, who managed 
the ſame at their ſole coſts and charges, and by their own ſervants and miniſters : 

We your highneſs's ſaid commiſſioners, with the unanimous concurrence of the Dutch 
commiſſioners (induced by the ſame reaſon, did, by our award, order and decree the ſaid 
ifland of ' Poleron, to be delivered by the ſaid Dutch Eaſt India company to the Engliſh 
company in the ſame ſtate and condition it was in at the time of the ſaid award, till 
reſerving unto your highneſs all ſuch dominion and ſovereignty over the ſaid iſland, as 
was ever inveſted by the faid ſurrender in king James. | 

In conformity to which award, the Dutch Eaſt India company, in anſwer to the proteſt 
of the Engliſh, for non-payment of the eighty five thouſand pounds, at the time appointed 
by the award, lay, that they have given order for reſtitution of the ſaid iſland to the 
Engliſh Eaſt India company accordingly. | 

All which we humbly ſubmit to your highneſs and your moſt honourable council.

Walker, advocate general for his highneſs the lord protector, conceiving af obliged IR) 
in duty to repreſent. (in purſuance of the order of reference} what occured to him to 

make a title to his highneſs to the ſaid iſland of Poleron, doth humbly on his pe rae 
behalf aver, that upon peruſal, as well of the depoſitions of the witneſſes, as of the copy 
of the ſurrender produced by the Eaſt India company, it appeareth thereby, that the 
faid iſland was ſurrendered unto the then king's majeſty of England, with all that was 
thereon 3 and no word or mention, that any ſurrender was made to the Eaſt India company, 
or in any other wiſe (fave only to the king of England.) By which ſurrender, the crown 
of England being once inveſted, it could never be diveſted of it by the Eaſt India com- 
pany, or any ſubjects of the ſame crown, but only by grant under it, and that not unleſs 
by Pecial words. And not finding any grant produced, that had ſpecial words in it to 
grant it away, his highneſs's ſaid advocate offers it, that it muſt neceſſarily remain ſtill un- 
granted, and conſequently is now inveſted in his highneſs. And albeit the Eaſt India 
company do offer many things in reſpect of their charge, expence and trouble, and per- 
haps ſome loſs and damage by them ſuſtained, which U ara in equity move his 
highneſs to confer grace upon them, touching the ſaid iſland ; they pretending alſo, that 
unleſs they enjoy it, the trade thereof will be loſt to this nation, and the iſland alſo; yet 
his highneſs's ſaid advocate humbly repreſents, that all theſe will not amount to make a 
punctual right, but rather to be good arguments for his highneſs's grace and favour in it 
to the ſaid Eaſt India company. And to his highneſs's grace he humbly ſubmits it.

Y laſte unto your honor was of the 5th of June, by the way of Bourdeaux; now vol. vii. 

M I ſhall lett you know, that the conde de Penaranda, which aſſiſted in Munſter for p. 119. 
plenepotentiario for the kinge of Spaigne, is named for to goe from hence embaſſadour 
extraordinary to Rome, as beinge thought the fitteſt man for the employment, in re- 
gard the acquayntance he hath with the pope, who then likewiſe aſſiſted ther for the 
laſte pope's legate, to treate of the peace *twixtte Spaigne and France, and 1s to 
carry with him ample power from the kinge to treate anew.of the faid peace, the pope 
haveinge deſired it. He may departe from hence in all the month of Auguſt. To oblige 
him to acceptt of this Yana Bas ade the kinge hath given him many mercedes; viz. 
he hath made him a gentilhombre of his bed-chamber, with preſent exerciſe; a title 
of conde for the primogenito of his houſe, he himſelfe being a conde but by his wite, 
ſhee comeing to inherite by the death of many heyre males, for 10 yeers ſince he was 
but Don Gaſpar Bracamonto, and Aletrado of the conſexo real. And towards the 
expence of the jorney is given him fiftie thouſand crouns in ſilver, and three thou- 
ſand crouns per month, for the time that he ſhal be abroad. They have heere great 
hopes, that by the meanes of this pope, they ſhall be able to conclude a peace with 
France, the which now, more than ever, they deſire ; feareinge your forces at hoame 
and abroad. Eight dayes ſince came hether newes by the way of France, that your fleete 
under command of general Penn was in the iſland of St. Chriſtopher's, and from thence is 
imagined would goe to the Havanah; and they ſticke not now to ſay, that yf it 
meeteth with the plate-fleete, that you will take it, yf you can. And ſome dayes ſince 
came a correor from the governor of Cadiz, to advize that generall Blake was come 
thether with his fleete out of the Straights, and demanded leave to enter into the porte 
to give careen to ſome of his ſhipes ; but it was refuſed him, untill orders from hence, 
which is now given, though this much trobleth them heere ; for they ſay, that it is with

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A. D. 1655. an intention to remain on thoſe coaſtes, to attend their plate-fleete, in caſe that yours in

the Indias miſſe of it. This, fir, is the common reporte of all men. In my laſt I ad. 
vized your honor, that parte of the fleete the French had in Toulon was come with men 
and proviſions to Roſas, and had beſieged Cadaques by fea and by land. Now you may 
pleaſe to take notice, that they have taken it, and ſo the flecte is retorned to Toulon 
to joyne, as is thought, with the remayner there, and ſo to goe to meete with the flecte 
of ſhipes and gallies, that the Spaniard expects from Naples to Barcelona, with men, &c. 
and then be able to hinder their arrivall in Catalunia. The French may doe what they 
pleaſe ther this ſomemr. » 

Wee have heere newes, that Caſſall de Monferate is delivered up by the duke of 
Mantue to the French; the which wee much reſent. Sir, in my letter of the 1:th of 
May, Iadvized your honor, that I had given to this kinge a petition, deſiringe that his 
majeſtic would be pleaſed to remit to his councell of ſtate letter which his high- 
nefſe vouchſafed to write in my behalfe, beinge in the junta de Don Luis de Haro, 
whether it was remitted. No refolution was taken theron in 4 weekes, the which his 
majeſtic did, and after it had bin ſeene ther, it is retorned to the Junta de Don Luis de 
Haro agayne, wher it remayneth, and as yett worketh notheinge towards the giveinge 
me ſatisfaction for what his majeſtie hath ſo contrary to juſtice taken from me now 7 
yeeres fince, whereof I thought fitt to give your honor notice, that you may know how 
his highneſſe recomendation is eſteemed heere by this kinge and his miniſters ; that yf 
you thincke fitt to ſignifie it unto the Spaniſh embaſſadours, you haveinge now ther 
an extraordinarie and an ordinarie, wherby they may give notice therof to this kinge ther 
maſter, it would ſtir up his majeſtie to give me the better ſatisfaction. Could I preſume to 
beg this favour from his highneſſe by your honor's interceſſion, you will further increaſe 
my obligations to your honor, and oblige me to ſpend my life and eſtate in his highneſſc's 
ſervice; and although my abilitie is but ſmall, yet my zeale for his good ſucceſſe is very 
great. Sir, I am ſo confident of your noble inclination to aſſiſte the diſtreſſed, that J 
aſſure my ſelfe to obteyne this my requeſt ; wherby theſe people may ſee, that his highneſſe 
was pleaſed to honor me with his letter upon good conſiderations, and not upon ſuch 
groundes, as is heere ĩimagened by ſome of the cheef miniſters, perſwaded therunto, as I 
doe ſuſpect, by an agent don Alonſo de Cardenas hath heere, that hath lived with him 
many yeeres in England. And my ſuſpicion is not without good cauſe, and fo are alſo 
my demands for ſatisfaction from this kinge; for I truſted him not, but upon good 
ſecuritie, that he gave me in his revenewe; though he hath with his kingly authoritie 
taken from me my aſſignationes, and might, with as much juſtice, have taken away the 


goodes and mony I had in my houſe. I have writt to my brother, to petition his 


highneſſe, that a meſſage may be ſent to the aboveſaid embaſſadours, that they write 
hether for ſatisfaction to be given me, accordinge to juſtice, and that his letter may be 
looked upon as a letter from his highneſſe, &c. I beſeech your honor, as you were 
pleaſed to favour me in the procureinge for me his highneſſe letter, that u will doe 
the like in this my aboveſaid requeſt, and I ſhall ever remayne,

INCE I was ſo happy as to receive that one letter from you, I have written to you 
divers; but have Fe found as uncomfortable returnes as to all my former miſcarry'd 
letters; which has been truly one of the greateſt afflictions that in my life I have been 
ſenſible of (though 1 have been knowing not to a few,) for to be parted from wife, chil- 
dren, freinds, eſpecially ſo deer a one as your ſelfe, nor ſo much as heare one word 
from any of them, in ſo long time, cannot but be eſteemed ſome tryall of patience. And 
now I finde myſelf almoſt impoſſibilited to keepe a currant correſpondence with you, for 
all my fellow merchants are uppon theyr flight, ſome by land, others by ſea, leaving 
theyr eſtates behinde them, to ſecure theyr perſons, for heer is like to be very dangerous 
dwelling. But poore I ame ſo ty'd by the legg, by your occaſions and comands, that I 
muſt not flinch for any feare whatſoever. Generall Blake has layn off heer with his flect 
about a week, which, with the buzzing between our merchants, has putt no little feares 
and jealouſies into the heads of the people, which are now confirmed by the ſuddayn 


departure of one James Wilſon, who has long taken upon him heer to be a publick Mrs

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occaſions, though I beleeve without commiſſion from, I'me ſure without affections to, our 
reſent ſtate. With his flight are all the reſt of our top merchants terrifyed, and preparing 
= theyrs. You may eaſyly 1 the dangerous condition that I am like to 8 in, 
for allready none of our nation dare ſhew theyr heads in the ſtreets, and I in my retyrment 
ame like to be wors putt to it, having ſo many enemys within my dores, as are fadd 
wants and diftreſſes, with which attendants it will be very difficult to proceed to any 
eat action, as I have given you notice in all my former letters; as allſo how that this 
place cannot afford buſyneſs ſufficient for our 13 being the fagg end of this 
vaſt country, and doeing nothing but by orders from above; and to turne the courſe 
of a river, wee ſhould regularly beginn at the ſpring-head ; but howſoever I ſubmitt all, 
as I ame in duty bound, to your better diſpoſition, and preſume, that you will order all 
things to your beſt advantage, nor ſuffer me to make an unprofitable hazard of my life 
and fortunes for you. I can add very little news to what I have written in my former, 
but that heer is a very fad change of faces heere, and I fear harts, ſince poſſeſt with thees 
unhappy apprehenſions; but the Lord, I doubt not, will turne all for the beſt. Heer 
was an aviſo from the Indys taken by the Turkes cloſe under this ſhore. Some of thees 
ple impute the permiſſion of it at leaſt to our fleet, but a Hollander that ſpoke with 
im at fea tells us, that the galleons may be expected heer within thees 6 weeks. They 
are the richeſt, that have come from thence thees many yeers; but if they ſhould miſ- 
carry, as now the Spanyards themſelves beginn to feare they may, this country will be 
utterly ruined, and all trade heer for ever. I have not more than half an houer's time to 
give you this ſlight ſervice ; but I conceive it matters not much; for what more newes this 
place will afford, the many merchants that I heare are paſſengers upon this ſhipp, will give 
you a more particular account.

Monſieur le Tellier is here for 
this buſineſs, and hath had ſeveral conferences with the pope's nuncio. This buſineſs will 
likely cauſe ſome new trouble. There is yet nothing determined in it, and ſome further 
orders from the court are expected about it.

OURS of the 11th inſtant I received by this poſt, with your few occurrents ; for 


but what you have in them, here are few. At court and in this city they do much ad- 
mire at the protector's letter to the king of France; and that his highneſs ſhould retard 
the peace (or rather fruſtrate it, as it is feared) for the maſſacres committed in Savoy, with 
which the king had nothing to do. And truly I do believe the king is innocent of that, 
as of many other foul actings executed the commands of cardinal Mazarin, who, to 
ingratiate himſelf to the new pope, and a great zeal, is likely to have given orders 
to the French regiments, that were in Savoy, to do as they have done. 

The king's anſwer to the protector's letter will tell more of the buſineſs than now 1 
can; but it is certain in court, they conclude, that if the protector had not this for excuſe, 


he had found ſome other to put off the ſigning of the treaty. And thus they talk with 
very opprobrious language to his highneſs. Yet there are not wanting in court and city 


catholicks in great number, that cry up his highneſs for his peat zeal to all thoſe of his 
religion; and our princes are aſhamed at it, as they diſcourſe frequently. 
The laſt letters from Spain hither bring, that queen to be quick with child, for which 


the general peace nothing but the pope will do it, &c. Some talk again of a ceſſa- 
tion with Spain, at leaſt with Flanders; but I have no ground for it, nor any other news;

Inſtructions for colonel William Brayne, governor of the garriſon of Inverloughee. 
OU are on ſight hereof to make your preſent repair (with the ſeveral companies un- 

der your command) to the garriſon of Inverloughee, and the fame inſtructions, which 

you had from his highneſs the lord protector for the commanding of thoſe forces, which 
you conducted out of Ireland into Scotland, you are alſo to obſerve for the party ſent 
hence for Inverloughee, and they are alſo hereby required to obey you accordingly. And 
in regard thoſe parts of the highlands adjacent to the garriſon of Inverloughee are far 
remote from any court of judicature, either civil or criminal, and the inhabitants ſo 
barbarous, that publick juſtice cannot be executed there, which hath been the cauſe, that 
the people thereof have infeſted a great part of this nation with their frequent murthers and 
robberies, which they commit openly by force of arms, juſtifying the ſame as lawful, they 
never having as yet been ſubject to the laws of Scotland, otherwiſe than as they were com- 
pelled by arms. For the remedying of which diforders, and civilizing of the ſaid people, I 
do therefore (with the approbation and advice of the right honourable the commiſſioners for 
adminiſtration of juſtice in Scotland) authorize you to apprehend, or cauſe to be apprehended, 
the perſon or perfons of any, who are inhabitants, or have relation to, or ſhall be found in the 
ſeveral bounds of Loughaber, the breas thereof, Appine, Glenna, Rannach, Glengairy, Kno-

or otherwiſe, according as the nature and quality of the offence ſhall deſerve; and WWW 
ive order, that the puniſhment ſo given be put in execution, according to the ſentence. 
ou are alſo to uſe your utmoſt endeavours for keeping the publick peace within the 
faid bounds, and to puniſh the breakers thereof either by corporal or pecuniary puniſh» 
ment, according as the nature of the offence ſhall deſerve ; as a to puniſh all fork, who 
being able of body, do refuſe to work, or cannot give a good account by what callin 
or means they do ſubſiſt.

I hinted this in my laſt, itt was but in notion; ſince itt hath inlarged itſelf to conſi- 
deration ; and I muſt ſcann that ſtory of Solon I then gave you, who, when Piſiſtratus had 
taken Athens, and hee, in his judgment, ſaw all endeavours for libertie loſt, layes downe 
his armes, and departs to ſitt ſtill att home for the future. *Tis poſſible hee may be ap- 
rap but aſſuredly his deſerting the publick in itts neceſſity was unworthy a wiſe man; 

is laying downe his armes, an act of much arrogancye, timerous and baſe ; his reſolution 
to ſitt ſtill for the future, ſelf intereſt; and his concluſions, that all endeavours would be 
vaine, prophane, an injuſtice to thoſe gods he adored, and a leſſening and determining 
of the divine powers.

vol. xxvii. HE lords of Holland have this morning diſbanded the earl of Stierum, captain of 
p. 51. horſe, for having taken ſervice under the Swede, notwithſtanding that he married 
the niece of the princeſs of Orange; and in the mean time there are ſeveral, who have 
taken yay under the elector of Brandenburgh, and notwithſtanding do hold their 
charges ere. | 
From Flanders (it is ſaid from Malines, but I believe from Bruſſels, from him, who 
doth uſually write to prince Maurice) therein being come advice, that the deſign of the 
Swedes is upon the province of Overyſſel, they have admoniſhed and deſired the com- 
miſſioners of ſtate to draw up an advice, in what manner they ſhould provide againſt it, 
if it be; whereupon the council have appeared in the aſſembly of the ſtates general, and 
did adviſe, that they ought to draw from ſuch and ſuch places about 70 or 80 companies, 
and put them in garriſon, or a flying body, in two places upon the Rhine and the Iſſel, 
to be commanded by two heads, who are not yet named. But there is yet nothing con- 
cluded. Likewiſe I believe, that thoſe of Brandenburgh, who thought to draw ſome 
advantage from this ſudden advice, have met with the contrary. They did believe, that 
by this report, they ſhould oblige Holland ſo much the more to conclude the alliance with 
Brandenburgh ; but on the contrary thoſe of Overyſſel and Gelderland are afraid to offend 
Sweden by ſuch an alliance; inſomuch this day neither Holland, nor the 1 nor 
any other province made any mention of the alliance with Brandenburgh ; ſo that one can 
conjecture nothing elſe, but that the 3 will not take effect; for the aſſembly of Holland 
is parting, and they muſt either conclude the treaty at preſent, or do nothing; and we 
ſhall ſee, whether any thing will be moved about it. Now it is clearly ſeen, that /pecie 
recuſantis, the elector hath deſired the treaty moſt flagrantly.

Yeſterday after the ſermon in the forenoon, and after the evening ſermon, there was a 
meeting with the commiſſioners of ſtate, concerning the defence of the frontiers ; and 
that upon the report or advice, which was ſaid to be come from Brabant, that the 
Swedes had a deſign upon this ſtate ; and that therefore there ought an oath to be taken 
(ſee the Reſtored Lyon, fol.

All the buſineſs was only to frame a regiſter 
of the companies of foot and horſe, to the number of about eighty companies, to put 
into bodies of flying armies upon the Rhine and Iſſel, under the marſhal de camp and 
prince William; and by this means endeavour to remove their friends out of ſuch garri- 
ſons, as are bad or inconvenient ones; which contrary to the oath at the aſſembly in Zea- 
land, thoſe of Zieirixee would not appear, ſaying, that they muſt firſt redreſs the buſi- 
neſs of Tolen in priſtinum ſtatum. 

The embaſſador of France hath been to ſee the preſident for this week, only recom- 
mending to him the buſineſs of a prieſt of Maeſtricht.

Yeſterday they feaſted the baron Sparr. This day the prince of Tarante feaſts him. 
He complains, that the embaſſador of France did not give him ſo good a reception as 
him of Spain. The ſtates general have already agreed upon an anſwer in Latin, which 
is to be given him upon his propoſition. And if he hath nothing elſe to propoſe, he 
wants only a recredential in the ordinary form to return. 

This day again was read the projected treaty with the elector of Brandenburgh; and 
the plurality of voices hath declared upon the 13th or 14th article, that this ſtate doth 
pretend the obſervation of the treaty of Xanten, and the effect of ſecuring, which are 
to be ſeen in the book, called a Relation of the Netherland Treaties of Peace, fol. 235, and 
242. And in regard, that the lord plenipotentiary of his highneſs the elector of Bran- 
denburgh both declare, that he cannot admit of it, the treaty I believe will ſleep.

"IM T horſes and fowre mares is completed, I hope to his hyhnes full content; my next may 
bring you an invois or factory of theyr coſt and charges; as alſo a deſcription of each; 
their race, or pedigree, collour, age, heitht, quallity, and condition. Althouh my faid 
frend be a marchant, yet he profeſſes ſom ſkil in horſmanſhip ; beſyds which, he has had 
the beſt advys in Naples. I hope they wil prov every way anſwerable to his hyhnes ex- 
pectation. 1 gav order to the man I ſent over for Tripoly to rediem the Ingliſh captives, 
to bring a mare thence, which he did; but *twas ſo ſmall a thing, gentile and thin, the 
legs litle bigger than a hynd's, that I thouht not worth your acceptance ; for a good 
mare to breed ſhould be as wel tal and large, as clean limb'd and handſom. I know 
not yet, whether I ſhal ſpeed in the comiſſion I gav to Aleppo for a horſe ; but if I do, 
I am confident the world has not better horſes than that place affourds. | 

Som ſhipps arryv'd here this week ſaw gen. Blake's fleet off Cape de Gat, going weſt- 
ward . the Streits mouth, as is 712 to meet his vittellers, wherof his muſt be in 
ſom want, althouh he has had upply at Argier; but that is not meat to keep.

HER high mightineſſes's letter and reſolutions concerning the 17 or 18 Netherland Vol. xxvii: 
ſhips, ſeized by the Engliſh fleet under the generals Pen and Venables, near Bar- P. 175. 


bados, as alſo in relation to the maſſacre committed lately upon thoſe of the true re- 
formed religion, till then living in Vallies of the Piedmont, both dated on the 7th inſtant, 
came to hands laſt night. On the firſt ſubje& I diſcourſed ſome days ago with mr. 
Thurloe, who told me, that I had beſt to draw it up in writing, and that he moſt 
willingly would deliver the fame to his highneſs the lord protector. And ſome ſailors 
coming over here with an Engliſh ſhip from Barbados, having given me ſome account of 
the ſhip called the Currycomb of Rotterdam, I cauſed them to be examined on oath 
upon ſome interrogatories, and deſired the reſtitution thereof by a written memorial, 
fince the ſaid ſhip, coming from Carcao, a Netherland plantation, with 4 horſes 
and about 60 goats, was taken at fea beyond the Engliſh iſlands. Yeſterday I delivered 
likewiſe a memorial in writing concerning the Sea-horſe and Parrot, two ſhips of Fluſh- 
ing, being informed, that one of the ſhips was taken at ſea, full two miles from 
the ſhore, which the evening before came to an anchor, and was ſeized the next day 
following, without any one of both ſhips having been on ſhore. And whereas in a few 
days ſome ſhips are going to Barbados and the faid fleet, I think that their high 
mightineſſes will not take it ill, if I demand forthwith a general reſtitution and diſcharge 
of all the ſhips and goods, or at leaſt, that orders may be given, that the ſhips and 
goods, as far as poſſible, may be preſerved, or otherwiſe, that the produce thereof may 
not be alienated or perplexed, and this in two ſeparate written memorials, the firſt dated 
on the 25th of May, and the other on the 15th of June. I have alſo demanded relaxation 
of the ſhip called, the Hare in the Field of Middelburgh, and of the cargo thereof, 
being taken at fea, ſailing from Havre de Grace to Cadiz in Spain, laden with rich goods ; 
and the council has found good thereupon, that the ſaid memorial, together with ſome 
inſtructions which were annexed thereunto, ſhould be delivered to the commiſſioners of 
ſea affairs and the fleet, with order that they ſhould make an exact report thereof on 
yeſterday. This morning I underſtood, that the ſaid gentlemen had been ready, but that 
the council, treating upon publick affairs, the time was ſpent therein. I am told under 
hand, that proof can be made, that part of the cargo belongs to French merchants. I will 
further do my utmoſt endeavours, that a ſpeedy and favourable reſolution may be given 
upon my ſaid memorials. As to the contents of their high mightineſſes's letter and re- 
ſolution, relating the aforementioned maſſacre committed in the Vallies of Piedmont, I 
informed mr. Thurloe likewiſe of their high mightineſſes's Chriſtian zeal and cordial in- 
clination for the re-eſtabliſhment of the ſaid poor people; and told him, that I was 
charged to talk further about it with the lord protector; whereupon he related to me, that 
he had juſt before received letters from mr, 2 envoy to the duke of Savoy, men- 
tioning that he had delivered his highneſs's letters to the king of France, and to my lord 
cardinal at la Fere, and that the count de Brienne had ſent him the anſwer of the ſaid 
lord the king, with a very civil letter, but that as yet there had been no time to open the 
ſaid letter. And further he told me, that he would procure me an opportunity to diſcourſe 
further upon it with his highneſs himſelf: accordingly he ſent me word this morning, that 
his highneſs would expect me this afternoon at three o'clock, and at that time waiting on 
my lord protector, I acquainted him with their high mightineſſes's ſaid reſolution, and all 
that their high mightineſſes, ſince my laſt audience, had already reſolved concerning the 
perſecution and maſſacre aforementioned, and what order their high mightineſſes's had 
lent to the embaſſador Boreel, and in what terms they had written to the king of 
France, to the proteſtant Cantons of Switzerland, and to the regency of Geneva; and + 
that further their high mightineſſes were not unwilling to ſend a ſpecial deputation to 
the duke of Savoy, to intercede with his highneſs in behalf of the ſaid perſecuted brethren, 
his ſubjefts. Whereupon I deſired to know, whether his highneſs would not _ 

NL wiſe 
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A. D. 1655. wiſe think it fit and ſerviceable, to give the like orders for him, to the end that thus 
the ſaid endeavours of interceſſion might be of the greater efficacy, and be brought the 
ſooner to bear. The lord protector anſwered me, that it was exceeding pleaſing and ac. 
ceptable to him, to obſerve, that their high mightineſſes, with ſuch a great and Chriſtian -- 
zeal, took this affair to heart; and that he ſtill aſſured me, that he was ready to hazard 
his life and all that was dear and valuable to him in this world, in ſuch a cauſe, anq 
for the defence and free exerciſe of the proteſtant religion, and for the diſappointment 

of all whatever the papiſts might deviſe againſt the ſame, or for the oppreſſion thereof; 
not (as he told me) out of any worldly conſiderations, but becauſe he was of opinion, 
that he and all other good Chriſtians were obliged, betore God and in their conſciences, 
to oppoſe all the like perſecutions. Further he told me, that he thought it ſerviceable, 
that their high mightineſſes would likewiſe ſend one thither, ſince he had diſpatch'd 
already a gentleman to the duke of Savoy for that purpoſe, and would willingly ſend 
orders after him to concert matters, and correſpond with him, whom their high mighti- 
neſſes ſhall think fit to ſend thither, to — the ſaid affair and intereſt, and to 
bring the ſame to a happy concluſion. ſtly, he deſired me to aſſure your high 
mightineſſes, in his name, that he was ready to contribute every thing to what their high 
mightineſſes ſhould think proper and of ſervice. He told me further, that he had received 
an anſwer to his letter from France; but that he was aſſured from ſeveralparts, that with. 
out the concurrence of ſome miniſters, and the troops of that crown under the count de 
Quincy, it never would have been committed. I replied thereupon, that the faults of 
miniſters and officers ought to be enquired into, and that their high mightineſſes had de- 
manded the ſame ; and that I hoped, that the treaty, which was agreed upon with France, 
for that reaſon would not be delayed any longer ; and that I was obliged further to repre. 
ſent to him the intolerable injuries, that were done to the inhabitants of the United Provin- 
ces, as appeared by daily complaints made by private perſons, under the pretence of 
repriſals againſt the French; that he had given repeated orders, and promiſed generally 
to make ſuch regulations, that all complaints ſhould ceaſe ; but that experience ſhewed, 
as long as thoſe diſorders laſted, that it never would be remedied ; and that nevertheleſs 
private hardſhips continued in ſuch a ſtate as that of the United Provinces, did upon all oc- 
currencies inflame the minds of the people anew. The lord protector anſwered, that he 
had not been in the fault, but all the circumſtances in the ſaid affair of Piedmont, in re- 
lation to the intention of France, gave him great ſuſpicion : however, as to the com- 
plaints of their high mightineſſes ſubjects, that he would give his orders to remedy the ſame, 
and that I had no occaſion to make any ſcruple, from time to time, in caſe any thing 
happened, to ſpeak to him about it. I told him hereupon, that I had received ſome 
further informations touching the Netherland ſhips, which were ſeized near the Caribbee 
iſlands, and that I thought them ſufficient to prove the illegality of thoſe proceedings, 
defiring, that commiſſaries might be appointed, to lay open before them what has hap- 
pened in that reſpect, to the end that forthwith the neceſſary orders might be iſſued for 
the reſtitution and reparation of damages and loſſes they have ſuffered. He promiſed that 
he would nominate commiſſaries for that purpoſe, and deſired mr. Thurloe, who alone 
was preſent, to remember him of it. I aſſure your lordſhip, that I will do my utmoſt 
endeavours for the good of the intereſted. After having written thus far, the lord 
embaſſador of France came to me, and communicated with many civil expreſſions 
the anſwer of his majeſty to the known letter of the lord protector, wherein he is 
aſſured, that his majeſty had written already about it, and had given further orders, not 
only to diſpoſe the duke of Savoy to reſtore the ſaid inhabitants of the Vallies of Piedmont, 
but alſo to confirm them in the tree exerciſe of their religion, even with this ampliation, 

that they ſhould have the liberty to poſſeſs free lands and eſtates beyond their ancient 
limits, in other parts of the dominions of the ſaid duke of Savoy, not queſtioning, but 
the ſame would be regulated according thereunto. The ſaid gentleman acquainted me 
likewiſe, that he had deſired, that a time might be appointed for the ſigning of the ad- 
Juſted treaty z and that he was anſwered, that it was impoſſible to have any conſultations 
on that head, before next monday : meſſieurs Fiennes and Strickland have been the com- 
miſſioners in the ſaid negotiation, they are, ſome days ago, gone into the country, the 
wife of the-firſt named being brought to bed, and the latter has accompanied his lady 
into Wales in England to the houſe of their only daughter; however both the ſaid gentle- 
men are daily expected home again; when I hope, that the ſaid treaty will be con-

I Gave your honour an account in my laſt, of the good ſucceſſe wee had at the court vol. xxvii. 
of France, which I ſent with all the expedition I poſſiblie could, together with the p. 163. 


king and cardinall's letters to his highneſſe, and count Brienne's to your ſelfe, by the 
meſſenger, that I tooke up at Dover; which I hope is arrived e're this at London; as 
alſo of that reſpect, which was ſhewn us by his majeſtie at our departure, by ſending with 
us a convoy, conſiſting of the captaine and 5 others of his majeſtie's own guard, 21 
Engliſh miles; and beſides that one of the chiefe courriers of his cabinett to conduct us 
throughout the whole journey, in caſe wee found it neceſſary. Hee has already accom- 
pany'd us to the court of Paris, which place I entered in a diſguiſe, and where we are 
very privatly; and where wee have provided our cloths and other neceſſaryes for our 
journey. And indeed I doe plainly find upon enquiry and ſerious conſideration, that as 
hitherto wee could hardly have paſſed ſo much as one ſtage, for want of horſes, without 
him; ſo neither can wee proceed on in our journey, if we want his aſſiſtance, For my own 
particular, ſince firſt ſetting out, I have ſeen ſuch remarkable providences, not onely in 
our ſucceſſe .at the court of France, but alſo in our manie deliverances from very 
eminent daingers (the particulars ' whereof to recite would bee too tedious) that I doubt 
not but his highneſſe and your honour will in the iſſue receive abundant ſatisfaction in all 
things, ſave onely in the expedition and expence of our journey. As for the firſt of 
theſe, I am afraid your honour expects wee ſhould have been —— onwards in our 
journey; but I truſt, when your honour ſhall conſider the impoſſibilitie of getting poſt- 
horſes between Calais and the court, and our avoyding the common road, with thoſe 
other accidents, which uſually attend ſuch a voyage, it will bee ſome ſatisfaction. And 
as to the other, namely, the expence hitherto, although it has been much more then the 
council or your honour did expect, yet when the particulars, which I have here incloſed, 
ſhall bee conſidered, with their circumſtances, both of the increaſe and almoſt the doublin 

of our number allotted us, and that neceſſarily ; together with thoſe gratuities, which wee 
apprehend unavoydable in all ingenuity, and having reſpect to the honour of my lord 


9 8 I truſt alſo that our behaviour may admitt of a favourable conſtruction; at 


eaſt the exceſſe thereof may be imputed to our weakneſſe, rather then any wilfull 
negligence, prodigalitie, or diſhoneſt dealing. As to that part, which followes of our 
journey, wee find upon enquiry, that it is from Paris to Turin 164 leagues, which is 82 
ſtages, at every of which wee muſt pay for every horſe, according to the king's own order, 
(which is a known and conſtant price) 20 ſols, which is in Engliſh money 18. 8d. 
Now wee being ſix in companie, muſt bee forced to take 2 guides (according to the 
cuſtom of the country) for ſo many horſes, which will bee therefore 8 in number; and to 
every ſtage will amount to 13s. 4 d. for horſe-hire, beſides, the two guides muſt have 
ten ſols apiece, which is 1s. 8 d. which being added to 13s. 4d. makes 15s. the 
whole horſe-hire for one ſtage; ſo that for 82 ſtages, according to this account, our 
horſe-hire from Paris to Turin will amount to 611. 10s. And ſuppoſing that wee ſhall 
be 10 dayes (which will bee the leaſt) in riding it, wee finding dyet extraordinary deare 
in this country, and even double w what it is in England; and having with us a ſer- 
vant of the king's, cannot think to come of for leſſe than 25s. and ſometimes much 
more; which will come to 12 or 141.- more at the leaſt. Beſides all this, wee heare wee 
muſt have a convoy, when wee come into Savoy, being the French army is thereabouts. 
Upon the whole it appears by our bills wee have but 50 J. 38. 9 d. left of 300 J. which 
wee have already received; and wee have but 100 l. more allowed to take up; , which in

UR army on the frontiers of the Spaniſh Low Countries lies as yet without action, Vol. xxvii. 
() and Paris without news from thoſe parts. You have perhaps already heard, that the P. 225 
king, queen, and duke of Anjou were all in the fame danger, as well as in the fame 
coach. The two firſt horſes had already precipitated themſelves beſide the bridge; the reſt 
were following ; but ſeveral of the footmen leaping ſuddenly to the wheels, held the 
coach till the traces were cut, and fo the diaſter prevented. The king's countenance not 
ſo much as changed ; for though his perſon was nigh the danger, his courage was above 
the fear. In Catalonia the prince of Conti hath done ſomething, a town called Cap de 
Quiers rendered after ſome ſix days ſiege. Victories are ſtill repreſented with advantage. 

It is reported, that this town, though little, is of great importance, as facilitating much the 
commerce between Languedock and Catalonia. 

As for what concerns the proteſtants in Savoy, the king diſowns the action, as done 
without all order from him, as having his protection to all that are retired into his 
dominions.

the 9th of this month, which was delivered me yeſterday in this town, becauſe in my P. 237- 
foregoing the king had ſufficiently declared himſelf, what were his intentions, and how 
gladly he had received what was propoſed to him on the behalf of the protector, which 
both his letter and the reception ſhewn to the gentleman will bear witneſs thereof; ſo 
that we may have cauſe to believe that the treaty is ſigned. 

My lord embaſſador Servien hath writ me word, that the duke of Savoy having taken 
into conſideration the counſels of his majeſty, had graciouſly anſwered to the commiſſioners 
of the proteſtant cantons, who had been to ſpeak with him about that buſineſs ; to whom 
he made it appear, that it was not out of hatred to their religion that he cauſed his ſub- 
jects to be puniſhed, but for rebelling againſt his commands, and breaking his laws ſeveral 
times ; and for coming into thoſe places, where he had not given them leave to inhabit ; 
and had they kept in their bounds, he would not have aſſaulted thoſe miſerable creatures; 
but they would not be contented with what they had, but came and made inroads into his 
country, which he was reſolved not to ſuffer. If this being ſaid will advance the ſigning 
of the treaty, you may do it. | 

We do believe here, that the marquis of Leda hath already taken his leave, and is upon 
his way home, having received orders to that purpoſe. We are certainly informed, the 
enemy is reſolved to ſtand upon their defenſive this ſummer. This is enough to juſtify 
their weakneſs. We are rcady to go upon ſome deſign ; our generals are already gone 
upon 1t ; but I cannot yet aſſure you, what it is ; but we intend to make war in the heart 
of the country, they having no forces on foot ſufficient to withſtand us.

That the Iriſh foot now in England were fo paid from the ſaid month of October 1635, 
untill the day of their landing in England, being the 15th of January laſt; and each of 
them in October laſt had one ſuit of cloaths delivered to him. 
That by an order of his highneſs and the council, bearing date the 2d day of March 
following, the foot forces, that came out of Ireland, are ordered to be paid from the 
15th of January (the time of their landing in England) equally with the forces in England , 
that ſince that time they have received for each foot ſold ier five ſhillings and one penny 
per week; and the remaining nine pence hath been reſpited for clothes; fo that there 
remaineth due to each foot ſoldier of them, that have been in the ſervice ſinc? October 
laſt unto this day, for the ſaid time, being 8 months, at the rate of 9 d. per weck, twenty 
four ſhillings ; and ſo proportionably to each of them that hath been liſted ſincz.

Vol. xvii. JT is no new thing in me to deſire, that occaſions ſhould offer, when I may ſerve you, 
p. 241. and to deſire to know of your health, and to adviſe you (as I now do) of the cltate, 
which things ſeem to have at preſent betwixt this kingdom, and that commonwealth. 

I wrote you days paſt by ſea twice, and depending on the favour you always ſhew me, I 

deſire you to put an ns unto my buſineſs ; for the fears, which we have at preſent, do ra- 

ther promiſe diſcord than agreement, by reaſon of the coming of Blake's fleet (about 

thirty ſail) when we were with much confidence ſending of an advice to the Havanna, 

that the galleons might ſecurely come without fear of any hurt from the Fngliſh, which, 

*tis ſaid, are gone thither. Then Blake came again to the Canvelo's, and was there about 

eight days, where having refreſhed himſelf, and the general holding worſe correſpon—

There came three Flemiſh ſhips into Cadiz ſix days paſt, who brought a Turkiſh prize; 
and they told for news, that they met the aviſo, which came from Carthagena ; but in 
chaſing their Turkiſh prize, they loſt the aviſo ; and this day it is reported, that the 
ſaid aviſo is arrived at Ayamonte (with many dead Turks, which they killed out of three 
Turkiſh ſhips that they encountered) and it is faid, that the Engl.ſh fleet arrived at Car- 
thagena, where the galleons were in aſſault. The Engliſh loſt three thouſand men, by 
which means the galleons will ſtay until a fleet go for them. This news I cannot affirm, 
being uncertain, 1n regard I have not talked with, nor ſeen any that came in the ſhip.

T HE deputyes ſent from Berne towards the duke of Savoy, to whome att firſt hee Vol. xxvi. 
anſwered, that he would adviſe thereupon with his councill, having bin towards P. 421. 
the ſaid proteſtants, have found them reſolved to give eare to noe agreement, ſayin;

from ſeverall places, they ſhew what their diſpaire and juſtice canne doe by all poſſible 
crueltyes ; it being certaine that ſeverall Dauphinois and proteſtants of France are gone to 
joyne them, without that any notice be taken thereof here. Nevertheleſſe in the hopes 
our adverſaryes have of a miſunderſtanding betweene France and England, it ſeemeth, 
that the maſſacre of our breathren doth animate againſt us the falſe zeale of many places,

Mareſhal of Schomberg hath 4 days ſince caſhiered 25 officers and inhabitants of 
this cittye, by reaſon they had not aſſiſted unto the bonefires by him made for the ex- 
altation of the pope, and thoſe alſo, which were out of the citty, although the papiſts 
which were abſent have bin preſerved.

and diſcouraged by ſome ſouldiers, that are unruly occaſioned by extreame wante, which 
to redreſſe was the worke of this day; and wee 3 to make them good ſubjects, bein 
moſt of them Portuguezes. The Spaniards wee ſhall remove, and endeavour to gaine al 
of them by our civillity. Wee ſtruggle with all difficultys, about 2000 men ſicke. Wee 
falle ſhort both in bread, brandy, &c. of what was promiſed, and wee beleeved was pro- 
vided for us. We have not a three weekes bread, and little caſſavy in the countrey, of 
which the enemye ſteales a ſhare. Our men dye daylye, eating rootes and freſh fleſh 
(when any food is gott) without bread, or very little, wee not dareing on a ſuddaine to 
take them from bread, but by degrees accuſtom them to want that, which none will 
have five weekes hence at half a biſket a man per diem. There muſt ſome block-houſes 
be erected at the harbor's mouth, were our men able to worke at ſuch hard labour, which 
indeed I feare will not plant caſſavy to feed them, or other neceſſarys to preſerve life, 
many preferring, nay deſireing death rather then life. Though they have recovered their 
hearts (courage I cannot ſay they had) which they loſt at Hiſpaniola ; yet I am confident 
they muſt not bee the men muſt carry on this deſigne in the feild, it may be, they 
may in countrey by plantinge, for I am confident had wee rayſed men all over England at 
adventure, wee ſhould have beene better fitted then by thoſe aſſigned us. Thoſe with 
fome other reaſons have moved the counſell of warre to deſire mee (if the Lord give 
health) to preſent our condition to his highneſſe and counſell, with ſome expedients, 
which at preſent are not reſolved upon ; neither am I able to enlarge, haveing quite ſpent 
my ſpirits to give ſome competent accompte by generall Pen, who yeſterday viſited me, 
and tould me he reſolved for England to morrow, a warning too ſhort for mee to be large, 
who am ſo weake after a five weeke's fluxe, onely ſome few dayes intermiſſion. The in-

AINCE my laſt of the fifth inſtant nothing hath occurred of any moment, ſave that A. D. 1655. 
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The chief ports of this iſland are 1. Caguaya before named, which ſerves to the town 
of St. Jago . la Vega, or St. James of the Plain, from whence 1t is about 2 leagues 
diſtant. The ſecond port of any note on that ſouth ſide is“ Eſquyvell, which is about 
3 leagues diſtant from the former towards the weſt, which though the channel be, as of 
the former, difficult to find, is within a commodious haven ; and in reſpect of an arm 
of the ſea, which affords the commodity of building of ſhipping, within it is of ſin. 
gular commodity to the iſland. This arm of the ſea extends itſelf a full league within 
the land, where it admits into it a ſmall freſh brook, called El Rio de la Puente, which 
ariſing within two leagues of the town of St. Jago, and paſſing pleaſantly through the 
ſavanas, is received by the arm before deſcribed, which is called Guavagera. The 
land between the town of St. Jago and this place is for the moſt part open, and ſavana. 
land well ſtored with cattle and horſes. From thence to Maccario, which is about 6 
leagues diſtant, the coaſt is good and fit for anchoring, but affords no port or harbour 
nearer than + Panda Botellio, which is a round mountain, about a league to the weſt of 
which a river called Mantineſs diſcharges itſelf into the ſea, This river ariſes about 3 
league or a league and half within the land, and abounds in fiſh, and is well ſtored with 
cattle upon the neighbouring hatos and ſavanas of Tama and Guatibacoa, Thence 
paſſing along the coaſt, the next place of goodneſs of land or conveniency of anchoring, 


and about 8 leagues diſtant from Paccaria, is Punta de la Goſtas, which is in the hato of 


Pereda, which is one of the beſt and largeſt pieces of ſavana of the whole iſland, it being 
four leagues in length and more. a | 
From Pereda to El Conde, another little port, is 5 leagues; between which two 
laces falls into the ſea the great river of Caobana, which ariſing in the mountains, paſſes 
through ſavanas of the ſame name well ſtored with cattle, and leaving the open land 
about a league from the ſea, runs through woody and manguey or mangrove grounds, 
and is from the very ſavana of depth ſufficient for moſt ordinary ſhipping, but narrow, 
as being overgrown by the mangroves for want of uſe or clearing, yet contained in 
the narroweſt about 60 or 70 foot of breadth. At the mouth this river receives into it 
certain ſmall brooks of freſh water, but of no other conſideration than for fiſhing only, 
whereof it affords a plentiful commodity. The mouth of this river, by reaſon of the 
ſmalneſs of its fall, is barred with ſands ; ſo that unleſs at ſome times of conſiderable floods 
it hath not depth above four foot upon the ſaid bar; but without it anchoring good 
enough in the open road, but harbour none. Next about 2 leagues diſtant is El Eaido, 
which is a hato of ſome ſmall ſavanas, but very great plenty of cattle abiding in the 
woods, which the Spaniards call ganados ſimarones, or wild cattle, as being not marked 
nor belonging to any one proprietor other than the chief lord and owner of this hato. In 
this hato is a ſmall port called Porto del Conde of no great value or conſideration. Thence 
to Punto Negrillo is no other port or harbour whatſoever ; but paſling by land is a hato 
called Cabonico, large and well ſtored with fowls both wild and tame. Thence next is 
called the ſavana of the ſea, which reaches to the cape Negrillio from the Puerto de 
Caguaya, towards the eaſt, is the hato de Lyguany, which is at the eaſt ſide of the 


port itſelf, and preſents to the harbour a large and well ſtored ſavana, with an arm of the port 


extending to it, commodious for the building of ſhipping there, being ſtore both of 
cedars and other ſort of timber convenient for that purpoſe. Next eaſtward land to this 
of Liguany is Lezama, a narrow tract of plantable land between the ſea and the mountains, 
containing ſome ſmall ſavanas, but no habitation, nor any cattle but wild ; and is about two 
leagues in length. Then is the hato Ayala full of tame cattle, and hath much com- 
modity of planting or erecting of ſugar engines of water, by reaſon of two convenient 
rivers, which it hath running through 1t fit for that purpoſe, but is dangerouſly open to 
the incurſion of pirates, who there have too much commodity of landing in two 
{mall coves or bights of the land, the one of which is called Los Anaones towards the weſt 
of this hato, and to the eaſt la Cruz del Padre. Next is the hato of Morante, which is 
8 leagues diſtant from Caguaya, which is all a dangerous coaſt, and no good anchoring 
but at the houſe it ſelf which belongs to the hato, and is called Morante. This Morante 
is a large and plentiful hato, being four leagues in length, conſiſting of many ſmall 
ſavanas, and wild cattle and hogs in 2 gow plenty, and ends at the || mine, which

Near to this port in a mountain called Meſcher Cornouſwe, we are informed by a Portugueſe, is a very rich 
mine, and they were juſt beginning to dig it. 

Two leagues from Panda Botellio is the mountain of Manati, by which to paſs towards the weſtern parts of 
this iſland, is but one ſtony narrow way about eight foot in breadth, and no other way to the welt of the iſland.

vernment and tranquilitie of the kingdom, therefore unworthy to injoy theire eſtates, 
As yeat noe profeſſor of our religion is found in any conſpiracie, as I hope wil not. To 
morrow wee faſt and praye for our brothers kilt in Savoye, which is ſoe taken to hart 
by my lord protector, as he ordayned faſting, prayers, and great ſums of monys to 
by col ected, I believe not to by given for theire ſouls deying, as they. did, but to relive 
the reſt that are alive. The Frence ambaſador deſired his highnes to publis the ſtorie of 
theire deaths, as it hapned, but wou'd not bycauſe they deſerved a wours, for ſeeing manie 
of them daylie converted by the priſts and friers, that lived to that purpoſe amongſt them, 
theire miniſters deſired ſom to cutt them off, which was =p Tran for in one night 7 
of them were killed ; on which the duke ſent his commiſſions to examin, but they 
would receave them not, naie deadly wounded one; on which he ſent his armie, and deſired 
the Frence and Iris to healpe him, they being 7 or 8000 in armes againeſt him; ſo they 
fought, but had the wours, and on * * * ® blood there was not . mercie nor comple- 
ments thy ſay betwixt them and the Iris. My lord of Leada gave his adiue yeſterday to 
my lord protector, which ſent his one coach of ſix white horſes, I beleeve neither had 
better horſes or coach. Certaine it's, as many tould my, that none of the Ingliſh kings 
had ever any ſuch ; and with it ten more of ſix horſes with many caveliers ; ſoe was 
Leda conducted and reconducted, but what he did is not knowne. 

There is a new ſeale a making, and all heereafter is to 2 in my lord protector's only 
name. Fleetwood is to com from Irland to by high treaſurer of Ingland. All ſupreame 
offices are graunted to men of more truſt, and to all an oath of fidelitie to by preſcribed; 
the effects of which you ſhall heereafter heere. I pray putt mr, Jhon Eurad in meind of 
bringing the coppie of my pattent, and leave the originall on the landlord that I had 
there's hands, as I deſired himſealte ; and if hee coms not ſoone, let him by ſure to keep 
it, or leave it heere with mr.

RIicHT HONORABLE, 


A Soon as I heard of the exploit in Savoy againſt the poore proteſtants, I made ſom 
complaint of it to a correſpondent of myn at Rom, as if it had bin don by ſom 
command or connyvancy at left of the pope ; but he proteſts the contrary, and that the 
fault proceeded from themſelves. How true it is, I cannot yet learn. My laſt letters from 
Naples tel me the 6 horſes and mares wer al laden aboard the Succes, captain Smith, 
who was to depart thence the 14th of this month dire&ly for London. The captain has 
don il to tak in marchants goods ther, by which meanes he is not able to tak in more 
then two monthes proviſion for the horſes ; in which tym I much dout this ſomer ſeſon 
he wil not get hom ; and in Spayn he wil hav a bad recruit of hey and barley, for ther 
tis dear and ſcarſe; and then we do not know upon what terms we ſtand with that na- 
tion, in regard of generall Pen's fleet invading them (as *tis here believed) in the Weſt 
Indyes. Diſcourſing latly with ſome Itallians, who had underſtood the Spaniſh extraordinary 
ambaſſador in Ingland had but cold entertainment in relation to his maſter's intereſt, and 
that his hyhnes the r was lykly to cloſe with France, did not ſtick to ſay, that the 
Spanyard would fynd ſom pryvat revenge, inſtancing the biſnes of Harry the fourth 
of France, conſidering theyr way (both Spanyard and Itallian) is altogether Jeſuitical and 
Machiavillian. I thoht good (althoh at ſo greate a diſtance) to let you know of 
thes words, how ſlyght ſoever they may ſeem to be, not douting but that greate hand of 
providence wil ſtil preſerve his hyhnes for the good of his piple. 

In few dayes is expected the fleet from Tollon with ſix thouſand ſoldiors, which they 
ar to land in Porto Spetie in the Genowes ſtate, within 14 legues of this place, whence 
they ar to march into Modena to ſerv that prince againſt the Spanyard or the ſtate of 
Millan. A neece of cardinal Maſſarin coms along with this fleet to be marryed to the 
duke of Modena's ſon and heir. They ar to pas ſom litle way throh the greate duk's 
ſtate, who has ſent down and made greate preparations to entertain them. Cardinal An- 
tonio Barbarini, who has bin ſo latly in France, and very gratious in that court, was de- 
ſyned back again thether by the pope to treat on ſom great affaires; but Maſſarin has for- 
bid his coming thether, fearing, as is ſuppoſed, that he might becom a ſharer with him 
in that government. Here 1s no other newes of generall Blak's fleet, but that he is gon 
towards Cales, to fynd his vitellers. We hear not of any revenge the Turk has taken on 
our nation trading in his dominions, for burning theyr ſhips at Tunis, althoh twas much 
feared. When any good newes arrives from generall Pen's fleet, pray impart it to,

my mind it became the laſt leaſt, were ſcrupulous, and loth, that this ſtate ſhould ; 
undertake any thing, whereby to engage with England and Denmark in a nearer union and Vol. xi 
treaty 3 whereunto they declared they had no order; and therefore durſt not enlarge with- P 369. 
out the conſent of their principals. There are great diviſions at preſent in Zealand; 
from whence I perceive a new ſtorm to ariſe. 
J have heard nothing further of the intentions of the Swede ſince my laſt.

My LORD, 

I Give you many thanks for the paſs you ſent me for our ſmall veſſel. I will take the vol. xxvil. 

like from the embaſſador of Spain, to the end it may paſs with ſafety. In my opinion p. 365. 
there being once an end of all pretence to delay you any longer, they will then reſolve 
to ſign your treaty, which we hope to hear by the next poſt. It is impoſſible it can be 
deferred much longer, unleſs it be, that the protector will give ſome new form to the 
government, and alter the title thereof; and that he will not ſign, till ſuch an alteration 
be made. The buſineſs of Savoy hath made ſuch an impreſſion againſt us, that notwith- 
ſtanding the apparent truth, it 1s not able to break forth, to pacify the minds of the people. 
If ſome other accident happens, it will turn their fancies another way. They are very 
much troubled here at the conqueſts, which the king of Sweden is preparing to make 
in Pruſſia ; for if he get to be maſter of the ports of that province, he will give the 
law to the trade of the Baltick ſea, to the great prejudice of theſe provinces. I am told 
of a certain, that my lord Nieuport is ordered to inform the lord protector of the con- 
ſequence of their defign, to the end he may reſolve to aſſiſt the Polanders or the city of 
Dantzick, if need be; and in caſe the lord protector do incline to do it, theſe provinces 
will join with him, to hinder the progreſs of the Swediſh arms. The letter of the marquis 
d' Avaugour will let you ſee the ſtate of the court of Stockholm, ready to embark. The 
glory of great Guſtavus is a very great ſpur to this young prince. Certain it is, that this 
ſtate is in a dangerous condition: beſides foreign wars, it hath many diviſions within 
it ſelf. 

The treaty with the elector of Brandenburgh is at a ſtand; no likelihood of having it 
ING: They are ſending more troops towards the frontiers ; they are very jealous 
of the Swedes.

1 there hath been often ſpoken of the equipment towards the Mediterranean vol. xxvii, 
Sea, and eſpecially what was there to be done with or againſt thoſe of Salle. About p. 243. 
this buſineſs and the conſequences thereof, here came hither monſieur de Wildt, ſecretary 
and chief director of the college of the admiralty of Amſterdam, to frame an inſtruction 
and deſign of the fleet to the weſt ; but under this pretence there will be likewiſe ſpoken 
of the equipment to the Eaſt, how far it is advanced, what wr 4 are gone, what ready, 
and what unready ; but all this hath not nor will have any perfection, before ſomething 
hath been treated and concluded with England and Denmark, who both have ſhips, for 
the elector of Brandenburgh hath not ſo. much as a ſhallop; and that is one of the 
reaſons, why they do very quietly decline the treaty with Brandenburgh, though outward- 
ly they do ſeem to continue the buſineſs, But in effe& the lord Wyman doth begin to 
perceive their cold diſpoſition to it; and there being put in the i»ſtrumentum federis the 
clauſe, that this ſtate will reſerve the treaty of Xanten in its force, as alſo the act of ſecu- 
rity, that paſſed upon it, the ſaid lord Wyman, inſtead of demanding new particular 
3 conferences, 
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A. D. 1655. conferences, hath demanded publick audience, and in that (as I hear) doth intend to 
thunder againſt the ſaid treaty and act of ſecurity ; and having ſaid, that he will rather 
burſt than admit of ſuch an article or clauſe, it is to be believed, that this preſent 
treaty will not take effect. And more and more I perceive, that the only private deſign 

of prince Maurice was to revive and finiſh this treaty ; and to this end and effect he hath 
been labouring with the city of Amſterdam, (for from thence this treaty had its firſt rife 
at preſent,) as the great reſort and firſt motion of Holland, and the invitation to the 
Chriſtning, and all theſe fine things, have been only artifices to advance the buſineſs, 
and they might eaſily cry up the deſign of the Swedes againſt Pruſſia. But the deſign of 
Brandenburgh is no other than the conqueſt of Juliers and Bergues, which Holland 
ſmelling cauſed to be inſerted in the ſaid inſtrument a limitation to the territories 
which the elector doth poſſeſs at preſent ; whereas the lord Wymans doth defire, that 
the elector be maintained in his rights to Juliers and Bergues, as well as to Cleves, Marck, 
&c. Likewiſe Holland hath cauſed to be inſerted, therein to be comprebended or taken the 
protector. All theſe are ſuch things, which the elector is very averſe unto, and hath very 
much laboured to have this omitted. But either I am deceived very much, or Holland 
(which hath Zealand, yea Utretcht, yea likewiſe others on their fide) will not let go, 
and by this means I ſee no other, but that this treaty is quite off for this time. 


June 21. 


The commiſſioners having been at Groningen are come back, and are to make report 
to morrow. From the one party are come the lord Gruys, Sickinga, and Dois, who will 
urge, that a certain project of rule or government may be confirmed by the ſtates gene- 
ral, ex authoritate. On the behalf of the contrary party is come one called Renſen, who 
hath demanded audience, and will make a ſpeech againſt it. I perceive, that neither 
the one nor the other is pleaſing to prince William, and the affairs in the province of 
Groningen are ſtill full of thorns. -— N 

The Rhynegrave perceiving, that they drew many companies out of Maeſtricht, did 
repreſent this morning the danger thereof, and that he hath ſo many enemies within, 
namely all the citizens being papiſts, and hath deſired, that he might be rather reinforced 
than weakened in his garriſon. But they did perſiſt in the reſolution already taken. The 
project of the education of the young prince doth come from Zealand, and is only 
communicated in particular, it not being publickly propoſed, and thoſe of Holland and 
the like laugh at it. 

Of the treaty with Brandenburgh there was nothing ſpoken to day. 

They write to the provinces, to the end they would conſent for a collection for the 
Vaudois. Holland is reſolved for the collection, but will not do any thing, unleſs the 
other provinces do the ſame likewiſe. 


| June 22, 


Thoſe of Weeſel have writ a ſecond letter, making great complaints, how that the 
council of the elector hath again impoſed a contribution upon the ſtates of Cleve, and 
eſpecially upon their city, being a notorious breach of their privileges ; for the mainte- 
nance whereof this ſtate is obliged by the treaty of Xanten and the act of ſecurity paſt 
upon it the 13th of December 1614. Whereupon it is reſolved, that a conference ſhall 
be held about it to morrow by commiſſioners ; and that the lord Copes, reſident for his 
highneſs the elector of Brandenburgh, ſhall be admitted into the conference, to propoſe 
unto him this complaint, and to declare, that this ſtate is bound to maintain its privi- 
leges, and afterwards to make report thereof. 

The lord Wickell hath made report, to have put into the hands of the lord Wyman, 
plenipotentiary of the elector of Brandenburgh, the inſtrument of the alliance, which he 
the ſaid Wyman doth propoſe, and is making an inſtrument againſt it. The greateſt 
oppoſition is againſt the intromiſſion of the lord protector, article 18, ſaying, that his 
maſter the elector doth abhor him. Beſides they differ about the inſertion of the treaty of 
Xanten, and particularly that the ſame ſhould be inſerted after the 1 3th article. But he doth 
endeavour to propoſe expedients to leave out the name of protector, or to make him pro- 
poſe the king of Denmark. Item he is labouring for an expedient againſt the ſecurity; for 
the ſaid elector hath a great mind to conclude that treaty. Item they do differ about the 
ſmalneſs of the aſſiſtance. The lord Huygens hath made report concerning the payment 
of the officers that are come from Brazil. The ſecretary de Wildt is returned from Am- 
ſterdam. 

They have agreed upon an inſtruction for Ruyter to go for Salle, but he will not go 
yet ſo ſoon, but they will cauſe to ſtay the five or ſix ſhips deſigned to go with him 
to the Mediterranean, until ſuch time as they ſhall diſcover the Swediſh deſigns ; and to 
that effect ſix ſhips ſhall likewiſe go under Tromp to the coaſts of the caſt, 7

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June 23. 


The monies deſigned to buy new ſhips of war do come in ſo ſlowly, that the college A. D. 1655. 
of the admiralty of Amſterdam was reſolved, and had ſignified to the ſtates general, that CAWYY 
they would ſell three ſhips, and employ the proceed thereof to the finiſhing of the reſt ; 
but the ſtates general did forbid it, and did write 1 75 to thoſe provinces, which are 
behind hand in their ſhares, to furniſh the ſame with all ſpeed. | 3 

The droffard Itterſum had made new complaint of the abuſes, as plundering, ſtealing, 
and the like, which the Spaniards and the Lorrainers committed in the country of 
Outremeuſe. This is referred to the council of ſtate to diſpoſe of it. Thoſe of Holland 
have declared not to conſent in the concluſion. 2 

The droſſard of Valkenburg hath writ about the placarts, which Spain hath fixed and 
put forth to the prejudice of the proteſtants. They have returned him an anſwer to pull 
down all ſuch placarts. 

This morning there was yet no report made in the buſineſs of the Omeland, by reaſon 
of the ſeveral letters that came from France, England, and Sweden, which are read. 
The chiefeſt is that from Sweden they ſhould write, that the deſign would be upon 
the Pillauw. | 

Upon the letter and complaint of Weeſell is heard the reſident Copes, who has ſaid, 
that the lord Wyman was a privy counſellor of the prince Elector, and could anſwer 
better. To morrow the retroacts are to be ſeen. 

There being at Maeſtricht ſome children expoſed in a place, where thoſe of St. Servaas 
pretend juriſdiction, the magiſtrate defired, that the canons would keep thoſe children, 
which they refuſed, and upon this are come letters and complaints. 


June 24. 


This morning there was report made of the negotiation of the commiſſioners, who 
have been at Groningen, whereof the chiefeſt is the project of the government, to which 
the Omelands are to govern themſelves ee 

The lords Gruys, Sickinga, and Duys, commiſſioners for the ſtrongeſt party, are here 
to urge, that this government may be confirmed by the ſtates general. But the lord 
Renſen commiſſioner for the weakeſt ſide doth oppoſe it. And the ſtates general have 
not yet reſolved any thing about it, but have taken it ad deliberandum. They have alſo 
propoſed a project, according to which the officers that are come from Brazil ſhould be 

aid, but not yet agreed upon; neither is the reſolution yet agreed 3 to ſolicit the 
ford protector to a new alliance with Denmark and this ſtate againſt the deſigns in 
Pruſſia, However it is likely, that to morrow they will write to the lord Nieuport about 
it. Of the affairs of Brandenburgh and Cleve there was nothing mentioned this morning. 


June 25. 


This morning the affairs of the Omelanders were again had in diſcourſe. The one 
party doth urge and preſs very much for the reſolution and eſtabliſhment of a certain 
projected government; but the other * ſaith, that would be a means to put all the 
authority into the hands of a ſtadtholder; and deſireth, that to morrow both parties may 
be once more heard in full aſſembly. And to the end to ſatisfy both parties, they have 
thought fit to appoint that time, and to hear once more the buſineſs in full aſiembly, 
and that to morrow. That party, which doth believe themſelves to be the ſtrongeſt in 
the Omelanders, doth threaten, in caſe they be not diſpatcht, according to deſire, that 
they will return ; and being clearly the ſtrongeſt, they will help themſelves, that is, by 
a ſtrong hand. | 

In Zealand the party of the prince hath got much advantage. At Middleburgh there 
was a miniſter called Van Toom (called in common Broer Cornelis, being like that old 
Broer Cornelis in his perſon and manner of preaching) who did preach, that the peace made 
with England was unjuſt and abominable, praying to God, that the miſchief may fall upon 
the authors thereof, and not upon the commonality. 

In the buſineſs of Weeſell, the treaty of Xanten, whereof ſeveral retroacts have been 
read and conſidered, there is yet nothing reſolved on ; but it was deferred till to morrow, 
when they will reſolve upon them. 

As for the ſoliciting of the protector to draw him into a new alliance with Denmark 


and this ſtate, there is not yet any thing concluded; and it doth ſeem, they do meet 
with ſcruples more and more. 


The baron Sparr demanded this morning recredentials, and will have them; ſo that he 
will go hence without having any thing more to ſay or to do here. I remain 
Your moſt humble ſervant.

Y lords, ſince my laſt of the „ inſtant the deputies of this city are come home 

again from Rendeſborg the night before laſt: they are not to make their report in 

the full ſenate before next monday. According to what I underſtand, nothing of any con- 

ſequence has happened in the caſe, ſomething from the one and the other ſides occurring, 
which cauſed the ſuſpenſion of this affair to another time, 

The Swediſh troops in the Dutchy of Bremen are broke up, and arrived the day before 
yeſterday near Boxteſoede, two miles from here on the other ſide of the Elbe, where I 
ſaw them incognito, and heard the orders read, how they ſhould behave themſelves in their 
march, with ] og order and diſcipline, that they ſhould wrong no body, &c. They are 
to croſs the Elbe in three ſeveral places, at Atterenbergh, Ruyſeborg, and Domitz : they 
conſiſt of four regiments of foot and three in horſe, making out about ſeven thouſand 
men: there are many fine troops among them, and to prevent their deſerting, they were 
lodged that night in the church at Boxteſoede. The gs of Luneburgh Zell has been 
in his own perſon at Narburgh, right over-againſt this city, where he has ſeen them paſs 
through the ſaid town and about the ſame, meeting and following them as far as Winſen, all 
in the diſtrict belonging to his ſerene highneſs. They ſay that at Stade, Boxteſoede, 
Feerden, and other places in the Dutchy of Bremen, but tew troops are left ; but as 1 
hear, there are four new regiments with whom they have capitulated already) ordered 
thither, to recruit and compleat themſelves : ſome ſpeak of ſtill more regiments. The 
ſaid marching troops had a great train with them, and above 400 artillery horſes. The 
ſtates of Pomerania have been perſuaded by ſweetning ſpeeches to grant 1000 rixdollars 
for the ſaid armament and march: what further will be done with them, ſome ſuſpend their 
judgment yet for a while; but others are of opinion, that they will be encamped on the 
frontiers of Poland, in order to treat with them ſab chpeo. The Poliſh embaſſador is 


arrived at Dantzick, from whence he is to go to Stetin or Sweden, according to the *

he ſhall receive of the king's departure out of Sweden; and whereas the Swediſh letters A. D. 165g. 
adviſe, that the king perha may not break up yet this 3 or 4 weeks, which makes 

ſome people believe, that for this time he will not ſet out at all from Sweden, the ſaid 
ambaſſador, as they write from Dantzick, is to go by ſea to Sweden. 

The king of Denmark is ſafely arrived at Copenhagen, and is ſaid to have given im- 
mediate orders for the fitting out of his fleet with all expedition. They have ſtill under 
deliberation, ſome troops ſhall be raiſed, or whether the militia only as yet to be brought 
into the field. The aſſembly of the ſtates at Copenhagen doth begin on the 41 inſtant 
the propoſition, made by the Swedes to the ſaid crown, and according to the report, are ſaid 
to raiſe thence ſome penſive and troubleſom thoughts. 

At Gottorp is arrived the Landgrave of Darmſtat, the ſon-in-law of the duke of Hol- 
ſtein, with his conſort, and a prince of Anhalt: they are very much invited by the queen 
of Sweden to take a trip thither, and to pay her a viſit : they intend, as it is ſaid, to £0 
thither or to ſend a compliment. | 

The dyet of Poland doth ſtill continue. They write variouſly from thence, fo that no- 
thing certain as yet can be told of the event of the ſame. Prince James Radzivill, high 
general of Lithuania, has made his report in the full aſſembly of what has happened in 
Lithuania, with many circumſtances and complaints, that they had left him with- 
out help. And afterwards he preſented to the king 60 colours and 32 priſoners, amon 
whom were three Ruſſia btw frm which he ſince had taken from the enemy by his 
ſmall forces, and after ſome reſiſtance ; —_— he was publickly thanked in the name of 
the king by the other Lithuanian genera], and in the name of the ſenate by the archbiſho 
of Gneſna, and in the name of the nobility by the deputy marſhal ; but he received all 
very coolly, and without change of temper, which vexed the king very much. The 
Turk offers his aſſiſtance againſt the Coſſacks. The Tartarian deputies demand troo 
and money at leaſt four German regiments, and the imperial miniſter inſiſts upon the 
reſtitution of the Sipſer towns, or both principalities of Oppelen and Ratibor, and without 
any recompenſation, ſince the income thereof exceeds by far the ſums borrowed upon 
them. It is faid alſo, that his imperial majeſty, as ſoon as the coronation of the empreſs 
at Preſburgh is over, will come perſonally to Dreſden. The emperors levies are ſaid to 
be for 50,000 men.

dience of the lord chancellor; his propoſitions chiefly conſiſt in acquainting them, that 
an embaſly is coming hither, to be here at court within a few days, to make a beginning 
of the negotiations touching the differences, which have happened on both ſides. How- 
ever it is not expected, that to ſtay for the ſame, the 2 will be diverted from his in- 
tended voyage, the more, becauſe they think that the ſaid negotiations for the pre- 
ſent time can be carried on with more convenience in Pomerania or Pruſſia, than in this 
kingdom.

Chriſtian Bonde, to proceed in his embaſſy 
to England, but as yet will hardly be able to get at ſea, by reaſon of the contrary winds, 
The forementioned embaſſy to Ruſſia goes on likewiſe within a few days. Yeſterda 
about noon came an order and command from court, that all the men of war, whic 
hitherto have lain near the town, ſhould fall down further towards the ſea, and there 
wait for what they ſtill wanted, in caſe they are not yet entirely provided with all neceſſa- 
ries. This fleet is to conſiſt in 35 or 36 men of war, beſides ſome ſmall craft. His 
majeſty's departure is very much delay'd by the long continuance of the diet; and where- 
as there is no great likelihood to come for this time to a firm concluſion of all propoſitions, 
ſome affairs may very probably be put off and delay d till the next diet; the more ſince

HE tord of Zuylichem, counſellor and commiſſioner of the prince of Orange, 

having been here this three months to ſollicit the payment of what the king of 
Spain owes him, by virtue of the treaty of Munſter, doth go from hence to morroy, 
carrying away as yet nothing but words, although written ones. In effect he did rather 
the affairs of the princeſs dowager of Orange, who having by gift the baronies and 
villages of Turnhout, hath run great hazard to ſee thoſe villages ruined by the ſoldiers 
of the king; but at the recommendation of don Eſtaven de Gamarra, they were ſpared ; 
and this princeſs will eſteem this ſmall benefit done to her more than if the king had 
paid a great matter to her little nephew or pupil.

The arch-duke cauſed a town called Conde to be re-fortified now. The duke of Lorrain 
this ſame day parts from hence towards the army. 4000 men are come to him from 
Germany for the new levies. 

E're yeſterday came hither in great haſte mr. Talbot from Cologne. I ſaw him. He 
ſtaid not above half an hour in this city. He told me, he would ſoon return; and 
in a word, that R. C. had a great deſign in hand, which is all that I could get from 


It is written from Breda hither, that the Swedes intend war againſt Holland, and gave 
orders to ſome of their forces to march that way; but of this we have no great aſſurance. 
Some talk ſtill of a ceſſation betwixt Spain and France; but I ſee no great grounds for it.

The enemies join together to hin- 
der it; but the lines being ended ever ſince monday laſt, mareſchal Turenne may eaſily 
oppoſe their deſigns, by reaſon that the king's army 1s very great and in good condition. 
The overſeer of mr. le Prince's army hath been taken; his name is Guyonet, being 
counſellor in the parliament of Bordeaux. He is to be brought to the Baſtille. I am 
alſo informed, that a great convoy entered yeſterday morning from Guiſe into our 
camp. The court 1s ſtill at la Fere, where the Dutch embaſſador has had audience five 
days ſince about the buſineſs of Savoy, in which I can aſſure you, that we have had no 
hand here. The king's letter to my lord protector, as alſo his eminency's upon that 
ſubject, are ſatisfactory; his majeſty having alſo writ into Savoy to obtain what his 
highneſs doth deſire, nothwithſtanding the hindrance, which the common enemies ſtudy 
to bring forth to hinder the good ſucceſs of our treaty with England. I ſend you here in-

My LoRD, 


I HAVE now no other buſineſs or news to write to you of my negotiation, unleſs it be, 
that at preſent I demand either to have my treaty ſigned, or leave to be gone. My 
commiſſioners, who returned at the end of the laſt week, do declare, that the lord pro- 
tector is inclined to the firſt, but in ſuch terms as one may eaſily perceive, that they 
have ſtill a mind to delay it. And in regard I have orders very preciſe to withdraw, if 
they continue to delay me, I cannot prevent any longer my taking of leave, although it 
doth ſeem to me very probable, that they will not let me go. Yet this government 
acting by ſome particular conſiderations, which cannot be caſily looked into, I cannot 
warrant any thing; neither dare I go beyond my orders. And it may be, that theſe 
falſe reports and advice, which is given them here, that this pretended perfecution of 
Savoy will arm all the proteſtants of France, and it may be, the deſire, which the pro- 
tector hath to gain credit amongſt thoſe of that profeſſion, as well here as ellewhere, will 
induce him not to conclude any thing, till he ſhall ſee that fire quite out. And in regard, 
that I do not write to the court, you may let them know, that I will try what effect my 
demanding of audience to take my leave will work upon them; and that the marquis 
of Leda departed hence this morning with the ſame train, that conducted him in at his 
arrival. They ſtill continue ſeizing the lords and gentlemen, that formerly ſerved the 
king. Here is a gathering making, which will produce a very conſiderable ſum for the 
rebels of Savoy, who paſs here for perfecuted people in hatred of their religion. I am 
not exempted, though I ſhall have ſuddenly as much need of charity as they, if the 
commiſſioners of the treaſury will not do me ſpeedy juſtice.

Y laſt unto you was of the 22d currant, ſince which nothing hath heare offered 
M worth your notice; only that the 8 ſhips I formerly gave you notice was prepar- 
ing att Naples to carry ſoldiers to Barcelona, 4 dayes paſt paſſed this coaſt in company 
of 14 gallyes ; ſo that ſaid place in all probability will have fmall cauſe to fear the French 
this ſommer, unleſs ſhould be overpowerd by land. My laſt advice from Genoa gives 
me notice, that about 20 dayes paſt general Blake with his fleete was mett goeing out 
of the Streights mouth, and making towards Cadiz. The admiral Vandoiſme's fleet at 
Thollon cannott be ready under a month at leaſt, for want of mony and marriners, and in 
all will not have above 20 ſhips bigg and ſmall, and 8 gallyes. Two dayes paſt arrived 
heare 2 Genoa gallyes, that are come to fetch the cardinal Mazarin's niece, that is mar- 
ryed to the duke of Modena in Italy. The ambaſſador Vandoiſme in 3 dayes will be heare 
to give a viſitt to the cardinals niece, in regard it is his ſon's Merkures wife's ſiſter.

ſtate of their faithful allies, and conſulting ſuch means of remedy, which might not be

We hear all was about the courier ſent by mr. de Lionne, who paſſed here 
to court laſt monday was ſev*nnight, as I writ before, for the harſh words the pope has 
given to cardinal de Eſte and mr. de Lionne about the wars of duke de Modena, of 
which they ſpoke in that council; as alſo of cardinal de Retz's buſinefs concerning the 
Jubilee; but they reſolved nothing yet, only to begin again that aſſembly, which will 
be this day or to morrow. Both the buſineſſes are troubleſom at theſe times, and eſpecially

d convoy, that was near Guiſe, of which in my former, arrived at our camp before 
Landrecy without any reſiſtance ; and becauſe all the horfes and mules of the court wete 
employed by the ſaid convoy, they expect but their return to la Fere for to depart and 
come to Soiſſons, where yeſterday the court was expected, they being not well provided 
for at la Fere, by reaſon of the courſes of the army about the place. But be ſure of it, 
if the prince had come to le Fere, he might have before this time both king, queen, 
and court together, and that in one day's time; for they had only four companies of 
the guard in all to oppofe any enemy ; and all here wonder much, the prince not come to 
la Fere, he knowing well how things were diſpoſed there. But we do much admire at 
the council to hazard our king in that manner, at which many friends here are not well 
eaſed. We have from Guile of the 27th inſtant, that the garriſon of Landrecy ſallied 
out 2000 of them with two pieces of artillery, their drums beating; and in that manner 
made bold upon a party of ours, where they killed 300, among which mr. Magalotti, 
lieutenant in the regiment of the guard. They fay ſome of the enemies ate priſoners 
with ours, but yet it is not certain. An Iriſh regiment is there within, and we may have 
ſome of them very ſoon. Some other encounters a party of ours had with the enemies 
in another place, where (as ſome ſay) uis de Sucerac, fon to mr. de Harpajon, was 
taken priſoner, and brought to Rocroy. r. count de Vivonne, ſon and heir to the 
duke of Mortemart, and firſt gentleman of the king's chamber, met another party of 
the enemies, where he hazarded himſelf moft of all; and it was reported he was killed ; 
but it is not ſo, as we have by freſh letters, but that he is retired wiſely without any 
harm, of which the king is very glad, he being one of his favourites. 

The court ſent of late an expreſs to England to our embaſſador mr. de Bordeaux, that 
he might declare to the protector, he had orders from the king to return, if the treaty 
were not ſigned within the latter end of this preſent month. x 

It is written from Vitray in Bretagne, that the ſtates do well in all affaits; having 
already offered to the king 1,200,000 livres, mr. Grand Maiſtre of the artillery being 
parted to come to court. Alſo that the ſaid ſtates, and the parliament of the province 
were not yet agreed upon their differeut points. The trenches of Landrecy were opened 
two days ago, and mr. Turenne hopes to be maſter of Landrecy within twenty days,

INCE the king's army has laid fiege to Landrecy, it being impoſſible for the prince 

of Conde to caft any relief in the place, he had poſted his army between Landrecy 
and Guiſe, thinking to hinder ſeveral convoys, which were fent to our camp; but after 
ſome little hindrance, they have paſſed by very happily by the vigilancy of the duke of 
Grammont, who has at his return caſt 1 300 men into St. Quintin, and two regiments into 
Corbie, this laſt being threatened a ſiege by the enemies, which are ſtrong chiefly 
in horſe. And if the Spaniards phlegm doth not ſtop mr. le prince's courage, there is no 
doubt but he will undertake fome confiderable thing. In the interim, the court hath not 
thought good to ſtay longer at la Fere, and was yeſterday to go to Soiſſons for greater 
ſecurity. The queen and the duke of Anjou are gone firſt, and are to be followed within 
a day or two by the king and his eminency, unleſs the prince ſhould attempt upon ſome 
place; in which caſe the king will ſtay at la Fere, to be nearer his army. The lines of 
Landrecy being ended, the trench was opened the night of the +3, , where few were 
killed, and none of quality, ſave mr. de Bogemare, captain of the guards. The rumour 
was yeſterday, that mr. le prince had defeated a little convoy, in which ſeveral gentlemen 
had been killed; but that news is not true; for the laſt letter from la Fere and from Guiſe 
make no mention thereof. The beſieged make ſeveral ſallies of little conſequence, That 
which I write unto you is that, which is the moſt conſtant and the moſt certain.

A letter from mr. Muddiford at Barbados. 
June 20, 1655. * 


INCE my laſt the ſcene is much changed, we having been lately advertiſed, that a Vol. xxvii. 
panick tear ſeized upon our ſoldiers at their firſt attempt upon Hiſpaniola, whereby P. 507. 


300 men drove 9000 to retreat; which took ſo deep an impreſſion in them, that no 
exhortations could make them approach that place again, where they received their affront ; 
ſo that they took up reſolution for Jamaica as a place more ſuitable to their courage, 
though no way anſwerable to their number. If God hath given them their hearts again, 

u will hear they are ſettled there, ſooner from themſelves than we ſhall. The great 
Charity arrived here but three days ſince, and is now going down to them, by whom are 
alſo ſent two Dutch men loaden with manatee, which were ſeized on for trading contrary 
to the account of the 3oth of October 1650, which was ſent by us, for fear the natives 
will drive away their cattle, and that victualls will be their great (pray God it be not their 
mortal) want. I fear nothing will prejudice the deſign but that. It would have grieved 
your ſoul to ſee how lamely and ſcatteringly _ came. Certainly had the king 
of Spain but half the intelligence in our councils, which by his penſioners he had in the 
time of former princes, he might eaſily have ſurprized them all; but (God be praiſed) 
they are all (though late) ſafely paſt this iſland, the firſt going hence the 26th of April, 
but was not with them the third of May, which was the time (we are adviſed) they de- 
ſerted Hiſpaniola. And though I was much troubled at that unexpected affront we re- 
ceived there; yet I am not at all ſorry they are gone to Jamaica, but could heartily have 
wiſht it had been their firſt attempt, that it might have ſeemed rather choice than neceſſity. 
It is apparently (ſeeing they would have an iſland) far more proper for their — 
than a other or Porto Rico, as the ſituation in the maps will make more viſible. It hath 
an excellent harbour, and is accounted the moſt healthful and plentiful of them all. It 
will be ſooner filled, and 1s far more convenient for attempts on the Spaniſh fleet, and 
more eſpecially the Carthagena fleet, which muſt halt within ſight of it, as they go to the 
Havanna. And believe it, this will more trouble the court of Spain than ten of the 
other; and therefore it muſt be expected more attempts will be by the Spaniards to ſup- 
plant them. If therefore you have an opportunity, preſs his highneſs and the council to 
ſend ſpeedy and great ſupplies of men, arms, ammunition, and clothes; among which be ſure 
not to forget the long pikes and good corſelets, that ſecurity of an army, which I doubt 
was the want at Hiſpaniola ; and alſo ſaddles and compleat arms for a good proportion 
of cuiraſſiers. I hope our nation will not draw back, having thus far entered ; for I am 
moſt confident, that if this place be fully planted, which in three or four years may 
with eaſe be done, his highneſs may do what he will in the Indies. Truly if the men 
on ſhore be well armed, and a handſome number of frigats be kept at ſea, with God's 
bleſſing, there is no fear of ſucceſs. I had gotten near one hundred families, that would 
have gone from hence to Hiſpaniola, and do hope till to induce them for the other place, 
when we ſhall have advice of their ſettlement. All men muſt ſtrive to ſettle and fill the 
1338 ſpeed; and his highneſs muſt order the commiſſioners to encourage what 
poſſible. |

I know no way to help this evil 
but ſome ſmart orders from his highneſs, confirming what his commiſſioners have done, 
requiring a ſtrict obedience to it. 

ince the writing of the above we have met at the aſſembly ; and being they could 

not carry their petition and defires as they would, they made a motion, that the aſſembly 
had fat long enough, being twenty two months, and therefore deſired the governor would 
diſſolve it, which (every man being willing of caſe) was conſented to, and the deſire al. 
lowed of by the governor ; io that now there is no aſſembly in the Barbados. I thought 
good to encloſe a copy of our reaſons. 


Reaſons why we, whoſe names are underwritten, cannot conſent to the inſtructiin 
and defire, whereby his highneſs is to be requeſted, that no commands ſhould be 
laid on our governors, but ſuch as come immediately from bim ſelſ. 


1. DEcauſe they think it unfit to circumſcribe or limit the ſupreme magiſtrate in a 
matter of ſo great a conſequence, and ſo high a nature as this is, viz. to confine 
him to a ſingle perſon, ſeeing his liberty and undoubted prerogative is to employ whom 
God ſhall pleaſe to direct him. 

2. It ſeems very diſconſonant to reaſon, to tye him up from employing men under his 
command of parts, tempers, and diſpoſitions ſuitable to the preſent occaſion ; which 
time, and place, and other circumſtances may offer. | 

3. It is impoſſible his highneſs can diſpatch all buſineſs himſelf, or indeed take notice 
or account of all diſpatches ; and therefore muft of neceſſity do it by ſecond perſons, or 
elſe leave the buſineſs undone, which may prove very prejudicial to the country. 

4. The ſubſcribers conceive, that this will be tooked on rather as a bold capitulation, than 
an humble requeſt 3 and ſo may be a means to give his highneſs diſpleaſure, whereby a 
jealouſy may be begot to the bringing of ſome curb on this place. 

5. This will be a great hinderance to his highneſs's affairs in theſe parts, in begetting 
ſome difficulties in procuring the aſſiſtance, which we may without prejudice yield to his 
highneſs's miniſters ; and therefore to prevent the great prejudice, which this defir may 
bring on this country, they, according to the truſt repoſed in them, utterly diffent from 
the ſame ;. thereby deſiring to be adjudged free of the ill conſequences of the ſame. In 
witneſs whereof they have hereunto ſet their hands. 

The diffolving the aſſembly hindred the progreſs of this debate; bur I believe they 


will find ſuch an one as will agree to ſend it; for I find them fo much inclined, that I 


am reſolved not to be of it.

Beſides thes I have ſent names to mr. ſecretary for the Northumberland troop, and deſire 
your highnes pleaſure concerning them all by the next * by reaſon it will be ſome 
obſtruction in the work, if the officers be not ſettled againſt the day of muſter. ] hope 
I need not ſay any thing to make your highnes beleeve, that I am and ſhall be diligent

The ſecretary of ſtate defended himſelf for a week, through the abſence of my com- 
miſſioners; and ſince their return I have been delayed from day to day, without any 
pretence, which hath forced me to aſk audience to take my leave; for I muſt confeſs, I 
dare not ſtay any longer, having received preciſe order not to admit of any further delays, 
nor continue my abode any longer in England; for if I ſhould venture to ſtay a while 
longer without effect, I might be juſtly blamed. Beſides, it is a very hard matter to get 
to underſtand the ſecrets of this government. The faid ſecretary and my commiſſioners do 
only excuſe themſelves, that they have no order; and I was informed by one not long ſince, 
that the ſecretary of ſtate told him, that the treaty would be ſigned within a few days, 
without any delay ; and he likewiſe declared unto me, that he was well informed, that 
my lord protector did 1 5 no other thing from the Duke of Savoy, than he would give 
his proteſtant ſubjects leave to live according to the edicts, which have been former! 
agreed unto them; but I believe this is not all, I do miſtruſt ſomething elſe. The col- 
lection, which is made here for them, will amount to a very conſiderable ſum, ſufficient to 
maintain ſeveral troops : the certain ſum which hath been. gathered is not yet known, 
but muſt needs amount to a vaſt ſum ; for every body gave ſomething to ſeem charitable, 
and the miniſters have plaid their parts to ſome purpoſe, to ſtir up the people to aſſiſt 
their perſecuted brethren. Coll. Fiennes, one of my commiſſioners, was tent for out of 
the country, not to ſign my treaty, but rather to receive the oath for his eſtabliſhment of 
one of the lords commiſſioners of the great ſeal, there having been lately a very great 
alteration made in the courts of judicature, there being ſeveral judges that have delivered 
up their commiſſions, becauſe they would not act againſt the laws of the country.

WRIT T you a haſty letter ſome few days ſince, giving you notice of the ſuddayn 
I and great confuſion, that fell among all my fellow-merchants heer upon the apprehen- 
fion of the imminent danger of theyr perſons and eſtates in this country, which ſeemed 
to be threatned by general Blake's manner of appearing and demeanour uppon this 
coaſt ; but moſt of all confirmed by the over 

t ſeeing afterwards the civil deportment of this people heer towards them, and that 
the danger was not ſo neere theyr dores as they 5 they moſt of them returned 
agayn, and emptying all theyr warehouſes have ſo diſpoſed of theyr eſtates, that now 
they have nothing to doe but to ſecure theyr perſons, which they are now all reſolved 
to doe by this ſhipping, that lyes off ready to receive them, which are the very ſhipps, that 
brought general Blake his proviſions ſo lately from England. Now whether our ſtate 
have any hoſtil intentions againſt this nation or no, mr. Willſon's ſo ſuddayn and uncivil 
goeing away can never, in my opinion, be excuſed by himſelf or any man els, not onely 
for expoſeing the lives and eſtates of all his countrymen heer to unneceſſary danger, but 
allſo the very deſigne itſelf (which it is manifeſt his highneſs there would have had car- 
ryed on with all ſecrecy) to an over early diſcovery ; and fo if any prevention be made 
heer, it will be playn who is to be thankt for it, as now they are very buſy about ſet- 
ting forth of an armada df 50 ſayle, which they ſay themſelves (but I beleeve it is but 
talke) by the middle of this month ſhall be ready to ſett ſayle to guard theyr coaſt, and ſe- 
cure home theyr galleons. - They have in the mean time diſpatched divers aviſos, which 
are likewiſe to goe ſeverall ways, if poſſible to meet them, and direct them to putt into 
ſome other ports. Certayn it is, that imediately uppon Willſon's goeing away, the Nova 
Hiſpania fleet, that was lading ready to goe out, are now unlading, and all ſhipping of 
trade putt into a warlike poſture ; nor did this man's wy or knavery (chuſe you which) 
content himſelf with bare running away, but ſoe ſoon as he was abord, writt a letter to 


the governor heer, wherein he acquainted him, that he was commanded to doe what he 


did by the generall, and advis'd a weeke before they came hither by captain.Bodilo from 
Gibraltar, that he ſhould prepare for a ſpeedy eſcape; aſſuring him, that there was a ſud- 
dayn breach intended to be made with Spayn, as allſo giving ſufficient intimations in good 
time to guard theyr galleons, and throwing durt in divers particulars uppon the government 
in England ; but that is no newes to thoſe, that knowe his converſation heer, howſoever 
for his own ends he pretended publick imployment heer, being wholly animated with 
a 1 and preſbyterian ſpirit. Thus J have made bold to trouble you with 
a long ſtory of an idle perſon, not that he is worth it, but becauſe you and the whole 
exchange may know how things have been carryd heer. It would be a more endleſs peece 
of impertinence to trouble your patience yet further with the recitall of all the obloquys 
and opprobrious languadge, that this people in theyr paſſion caſt uppon our nation in 
generall, taxing the whole ſtate with infidelity and ingratitude, to returne their courteſys

Y lords, on ſaturday laſt, June 26, the lord Nathaniel Fiennes, and the lord com- 
miſſary Liſle, took ſeſſion in the court of chancery, and after that the firſt named 
had mentioned the reaſons, which had induced the lord protector and the council to 
draw up a new regulation and order touching the proceedings in the ſaid court of chancery, 
he cauſed the ſaid regulatlon to be read openly; and after the reading he commanded 
every one, ſollicitors as well as others, that fr the future they ſhould in every reſpect 
regulate themſelves accordingly. The fees and profits of the judges and council are 
greatly leſſened thereby.

of the town of St. Domingo. The ſaid merchant is very well known, and therefore 

this news is believed to be true, by thoſe that have any knowledge of the deſign. The 

ſame gentleman told me likewiſe, that the lord protector had received letters, that the fleet 

under admiral Blake was arrived in the road of Cadiz; but whether the ſame was to re- 

main there or thereabouts, or whether ſhe was to come home, was as yet kept a ſecret. The 

lord protector, after he had communicated the ſaid news as aforementioned in council, is 

gone with the lord preſident and mr. ſecretary Thurloe to Hampton-court.

8 my laſt to my lord Lambert (wherein I gave him a briefe underſtanding of 


what the gentlemen of theiſe fowre counties had done in proſecution of his highneſ; 
inſtructions) there hath come to their hands ſome further account of thoſe, that weare 
apprehended uppon their ſeverall orders ; the perſons of greateſt quallity are found abſent 
from their homes: a perfect lyſt of ſuch as are taken, with the places to which they are 
ſent, as alſo the names of thoſe that we could not apprehend, with what information 
we can gett of their now reſpective abodes, you ſhall receive ſoe ſoon as the whole comes 
in. In the meane time I thought it my duty to informe you, that my lord Maynard playd 
leaſt in ſight, and hidd himſelfe (as we have cauſe to feare) for he was at home but a little 
before our party came to his houſe ; and hearing that he was eſcaped to my lord of Sut- 
folk's, they followed him thither, but miſſed of him, he being (as they underſtood) gone 
thence directly to London. In his houſe were found ſundry armes well fixed, and newly 
fitted for ſervice above 20 foote armes, and 12 caſe of piſtolls, and proportionable fur- 
niture for ſoe many horſes, beſides eleaven carabines, with halfe a hundred halberts and 
javellings, all which are ſafely brought to Colcheſter. My lord Lucas dwelleth in Com- 
mon Garden, and my lord Rivers in London, but the certaine place I cannot learne. 
The gentlemen heere haveinge putt their inſtructions in full execution, doe now moſt 
earneſtly deſire their liberty, haveing had little to doe for this weeke, and have noe other 
ſatisfaction in their N ſtay, but that thereby they performe their promiſe to his 
highneſs, that one of a county would abide uppon the place to be in reddineſs to perſue 
any further inſtructions his highneſs ſnould tranſmitt to them. Pleaſe therefore to mynde

[June 22, 1655.] 


Lexander Michahlowich, by the mercy of God great lord emperor and great duke A. D. 1655. 

A of all the greater and leſſer Ruſſia, ſelf upholder of Moſkokeof, Uladomer, Novo- n 
gorod, emperor of Cazan, emperor of Aſtracan, emperor of Syberia, lord of Pfzafeſko, "4x Son 
and great duke of Smolenſko, Twerſko, Ugorſko, Peraſko, Vatſko, Bulgarſko, and | 
others; lord and great duke of Novogorod in the lower lands, Charnegodſko, Rezanſk, 
Polotſk, Roſtoneſko, Vereſtaveſko, Belozerſko, Oodorſko, Obdorſko, Condinſko, Weep- 
tepſko, Muſtis-Lanſko, and commander of all the northern parts, and lord of Everſke 
lands of the Kurtolmiſke, and Gruzinſko princes, and Kebardinſky lands of the Cherioſke 
and Egorſko dukes, and many other empires and countries in the eaſt, weſt, and north, 
ſucceſſor of his father and anceſtors, lord and commander. His imperial majeſty's chan- 
4 cellor of the embaſſadors office, and prince, counſellor, Almaze Juaneue, his anſwer to 
Z William Prideaux, meſſenger from Oliver 33 of the commonwealth, of England 
4 Scotland, and Ireland, and other lands, which are added to them. 


In the preſent year 7163, and the 28th day of February, you being in the embaſſador's 
office fake with me, and gave me in writing, viz. That Oliver protector of England 
and all his council ordered you to ſpeak to his imperial majeſty, that he would be pleaſed 
to renew and confirm the former gracious privileges to the merchants of the Engliſh 
company, which were given to them formerly by his imperial majeſty, and that his ma- 
jeſty would be pleaſed to name the number of them, that they, their heirs, and their 
ſervants, that they fend into his majeſty's dominions, may freely trade without any cuſtom 
or other impoſt on themſelves or their goods as formerly, and that it was adviſed of by 
the protector and all his council, why the Engliſh merchants were ſent out of his majeſty's 
dominions, and were commanded to come no further than the city of Archangel. 
 Anfeo. In the four paſt years in the days of the former emperors of Ruſſia, and in the days 
of the great lord duke and great emperor Michael Phederowich of all Ruſſia, lord and com- 
mander of many countries, the father of bleſſed memory of his preſent imperial majeſty, 
there was given to them his majeſty's gracious letter upon the deſire of the former lords 
of famous memory, James and Charles, kings of England, and order given to them to 
trade in Ruſſia freely beyond all other nations without cuſtom ; and they by that his ma- 
jelty's grace of trading free and without cuſtom, were to bring into his mazjeſty's domi- 
nions all ſorts of goods, velvets, ſatins, damaſks, taffeta's, cloth, gold, ſilver, pewter, 
braſs, ſilk, and all other outlandiſh wine, ſpices, powder, lead, and all other goods to 
be good as formerly. And whatſoever goods they bring to Archangel, or to Moſco, and 
that there were need of any of theſe goods for his majeſty's uſe, they were to give thoſe 
goods into his majeſty's treaſury at their 1 they coſt in England without any profit; 
and thoſe Engliſh merchants that traded in Ruſſia heretofore by his imperial majeſty's 
grace, traded many years without cuſtom, and by that free trade without cuſtom grew 
very rich, and got great eſtates, and brought their goods and delivered them into his 
majeſty's treaſury at the true price without any addition. And when thoſe former mer- 
chants left off trading, there were in their places other Engliſh merchants, and they by 
his imperial majeſty's grace traded, but brought few goods, which were needful in his im- 
perial majeſty's treaſure, and never gave them at the true Engliſh price, but ſet them 
not only at the Engliſh price, but much dearer than the Dutch; and becauſe of their fo 
dear prices for many years goods were taken into his majeſty's treaſure, not of the 
Engliſh, but of the Hamburghers and Hollanders, becauſe the Hollanders ſold their goods 
into his majeſty's treaſure a great deal cheaper than the Engliſh ; and what goods the 
Hollanders had not were taken into his majeſty's treaſure of the Engliſh merchants, 
it was at exceſſive rates, and a great deal dearer than the Hollanders goods, and from 
thence much damage was done to his majeſty's treaſure. Therefore the taking away of 
the privileges came from themſelves ; and the Engliſh merchants, to whom the privilege 
was given by his imperial majeſty's father of bleſſed memory Michael Phederowich of all 
Ruſſia ſelf upholder, are now near all dead; and there traded in their places other mer- 
chants, factors, and call themſelves by their names; and theſe merchants brought 
ſecretly into Ruſſia and carried ſecretly out of Ruſſia forbidden goods, and they 
took from other ſtrangers much outlandiſh goods, and brought thoſe goods from 
Archangel to Moſco, and never entered theſe goods in the cuſtom-houſe at Moſco, 

or any other city, but ſold them as their own goods, and at Moſco and other cities 
bought Ruſs goods for many ſtrangers, as if it had been for themſelves, and carried 
them to Archangel without cuſtom, and ſent them ſecretly as their own goods beyond

theſe merchants to trade here many yer, 
freely without cuſtom beyond all other ſtrangers ; and by that trade they got themſcives great 
eſtates, and therefore they ought to know and remember that grace of our emperors. 
And that it is written, that corn was brought out of England in the time of the great 
emperor of famous memory, Michael Phederowich of all Ruffia, ſent by their late lord 
king Charles.

Anſw. By the order of his imperial majeſty it is commanded, that his ſubjects, that are 
indebted to the Engliſh merchants, ſhould ſuddenly and with all conveniency pay their 
debts ; but there appears much falſhood among the Engliſh merchants concerning their 
debts, they having received their money by bills, kept thofe bills by them, and gave 
receipts under their hands of the payment of the money, and afterwards petitioned for 
payment the ſecond time on the faid bills, as it was told yourſelf, and a copy of the 


receipt given. 


And it ſtands in your writing, that what debt an Engliſhman makes in Ruſſia, it may 
not be reckoned upon all the Engliſh, but, that he that made the debt may pay it, and 
not any others but thoſe that are ſecurity for it. 5 
Anſew. The ſubjects of his imperial majeſty, or thoſe Engliſh merchants that are indebted 
one to another of a long time, they are to account together according to their bills. If the

B. The excuſes he makes for the taking away my cooks, are altogether moſt falfe and 
frivolous ; for when they were taken priſoners, led to the embaſſador's office, and then 
put in irons, it was then told them by the chancellor (as I have already written) that they 
were puniſhed for ſerving me his highneſs lord protector's meſſenger ; and that it was 
done in that reſpect may plainly appear by this, that as ſoon they were freed out of pri- 
ſon, 3 the Sloboda two Engliſh merchants for cooks, and ſerve them to this 
day.

to appoint ſome able truſty rſon or perfons to join with the like, which you ſhall 
chooſe ; and that the ſaid perſons ſo 1 do ſet a due valuation and apprizement 
of ſhip and goods; and when you deliver up the faid prize or prizes by the commiſ- 
fioners order, you are to take a receipt for the full of what you ſhall fo deliver, that the 
ſeamen may be ſatisfied in how much they may expect ſhares from the ſtate.

HE underwritten embaſſador of Spain having underſtood by common report, not 
without a very great admiration, that the lords ſtates we} at the requeſt of ſome 
receivers or officers, which they have eſtabliſhed in the country of Outremeuſe, had in 
ſome ſort reſolved to uſe retorſion upon the dukedom and country of Limburg, which 
he can hardly give credit unto, nor preſume ſuch an unreaſonable proceeding from the 
ordinary equity of their high and mighty lordſhips : however he doth think it his duty to 
ſignify unto them in the name and behalf of the king his maſter, that ſuch an attempt 
upon a country, which doth purely belong to his majeſty, without any controverſy or 
diſpute, could not be ſuffered, nor otherwiſe taken, than for an act of hoſtility ; eſpe- 
cially without having given any communication of the reaſon, which might have induced 
their high and mighty lordſhips to ſuch a ſtrange novelty, and much leſs requiſite to juſtify 
a proceeding ſo evidently contrary to the Pence, which is incompatible with ſuch enter- 
rizes and violences. Wherefore he doth deſire their high and mighty lordſhips to recall, or 
at leaſt ſuſpend, this reſolution (if any ſuch hath been taken, which he hopes not) and all 
others, which may in the leaſt alter the correſpondence, which his majeſty hath ſo devoutly 
preſerved with this ſtate ; and in caſe their high and mighty go ap ave any reaſon to 
complain, that they would be pleaſed to let him know it by their lords their commiſ- 
ſioners, to the end he may procure them ſuch ſatisfaction as ſhall be juſt.

St. Chriſtopher did join the Engliſh with ſome ſhips, in the ſaid expedition, and that 
one of thoſe ſmall veſſels had brought the ſaid news to the iſland of St. Chriſtopher, It 
is alſo believed for truth, that the fleet under the admiral Blake is arrived from the 
Mediterranean in the road of Cadiz, having made a treaty with thoſe of Tripoli and 
Algiers z and not only redeemed in the laſt place the proteſtant faves, but allo above 
40 Netherlanders. I am told by a perſon, who has pretty good knowledge of the affairs 
that happen here, that a large quantity of 3 ammunition, and other neceſſaries, 
are ſent to the ſaid fleet, ſo that they conclude therefrom, that the ſaid fleet is not to 
come home, but ſha!l actually keep and ſerve abroad, whilſt the other fleets carry on 
the deſigns againſt the Spaniſh Weſt Indies. Yeſterday I was informed, that the 18 ſhips, 
which are laden with men and all ſorts of neceſſaries to aſſiſt the fleet under admiral Pen, 
are failed the beginning of this week under the command of major genetal Sedgewicke. 
Some days ago arrived here two ſhips out of the Eaſt Indies, one called the Chriſtopher, 
belonging to the Eaſt India company, and the other a frigat, called the Allum, fitted 
out by ſome private perſons ; the latte is a ſmall veſſel, but as I hear much richer loaden 
than the other, having on board a vaſt many ſilks and other ſtuffs; a third ſhip, called 
the Jonathan, fitted out likewiſe by private perſons, and not by the company, is failed 
directly for Leghorn, to ſell there her cargo, which, as they tell me, is not very well 
liked here, notwithſtanding the owners offer to pay the duties and cuſtoms for the ſame. 
The money, which is gathered here for the perſecuted Waldenſes in Piedmont, is daily 
ſent up hither out of the reſpective provinces, and they ſay, that a conſiderable ſum will be 
brought together, ſince this nation in general is very much concerned for thoſe poor 
wretches. The day before yeſterday the judges were nominated to hold the aſſizes in 
the circuits of the ſeveral provinces. In and about this city they have ſecured this week 
my lord Coventry, my lord John, the ſon of the marquis of Wincheſter, my lords May- 
nard, Petre, and Lucas, who are all impriſoned in ſeparate places; a great many other 
gentlemen that were of the king's party, but of a leſſer quality, are likewiſe confined in 
the reſpective provinces, in their houſes or other places. The gentleman, who has the 
commiſſion to carry the ratification to Sweden, is not yet ſet out. And the Swediſh 
- miniſter here looks out for a houſe for the 3 embaſſador of that crown, but 
will take it no longer than for three months. Mr. Thurloe, ſince his return from Hampton 
Court, finds himſelf indiſpoſed, and has let blood again to day; ſo that I have not been

They do till remain reſolved to ſend a publick miniſter to reſide in Switzerland, 
who ſhall go in his paſſage to ſpeak with the Duke of Savoy ; and they have appointed 
one out of each province to draw up his inſtructions. The fon of the lord Zuylichem is 
likely to have this employment. From Zealand are likewiſe come commiſſioners on the 
behalf of the directors for ſafe conduct-money erected during the war with England. 
And in regard that trade was lower than in any other part; ſo likewiſe Zealand was more

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thought it beſt to ſignify to mr. Thurloe, that he did intend to make a voyage into A. D. 1655. 
Holland, and that he would return again afterwards. So that he came away with a pals CHWNIJ 
ſigned on the top, Oliver P. without any ſubſcription, either by the protector or ſecretary, 

or ſealed. The lord Nieuport (with whom he communicated all his buſineſs) adviſed him 

(to render himſelf agreeable) to invite the protector to the mediation; but he told him, 

that he had expreſs order not to invite him, yea to decline him. He ſaith, that the 

ſaid Nieuport is one of the intimates of the protector; that the treaty with France is 

not yet ſigned; but that France did ſhew themſelves more inclined than England; and 

that it was not true, that France had recalled their embaſſador; that on the contrary, France 

did expect with a great deſire the aſſault, which Pen and Venables would make upon the 

ilands of the Welt Indies belonging to the king of Spain; and that there was a rumor, 

that Hiſpaniola ſhould be taken already. 


The lord Wyman hath exhibited his obſervations upon the alliance with Brandenburgh. 


July 7. 


This morning there was a great deal of ſtir about the lord Henry de la Capll, being 
firſt in the commiſſion of the treaty of alliance with the elector of Brandenburgh. | 

Thoſe of Holland have produced a reſolution of the year 1624, by which it is ſaid, 
whoſoever is in the ſervice or oath of a foreigner, is not capable to appear here in the 
ſtates general. Now it is fo, that the ſaid lord de la Capelt, having ſome eſtate in the 
country of Cleve, did appear in the aſſembly of the ſtates of Cleve. Ergo, that he ought 
to abſent himſelf out of the aſſembly of the ſtates general; and chiefly or at leaſt that 
he ought not to have accepted of the commiſſion to treat upon the alliance with Bran- 
denburgh. Whereupon there hath been a great diſpute. The lord de Capell did confeſs, 
that he was one of the ſtates of Cleve; but ſaid, that he never gave his oath to the elector; 
and the moſt part of the provinces were for allowing of him, but Holland ſaid, that they 
could not enter then upon any ſuch buſineſs with him; and by this means this will ſerve 
to retard and delay the treaty with Brandenburgh. 

The buſineſs of the Omlandes hath been debated, and they did ſeriouſly endeavour to 
accommodate the fame, or at leaſt to reſolve upon it; ſo that I believe there will be ſome 
final reſolution taken 1n 1t. 

July 8. 


Yeſterday all the afternoon till midnight there was a particular meeting about the 
differences of the Omlandes, where the lord penſionary de Wit did behave himſelf moſt 
gallantly to diſpoſe the parties to a ſubmiſſion ; and that ſubmiſſion being paſſed, they did 
labour ſo well, that they did conclude and pronounce a regulation, according to the pro- 
ject formerly made; and not to loſe any time, they would not give up till all was writ 
fair, and ſigned by all the commiſſioners and intereſted ; which being done, the ſaid lord 
penſionary was fo generous (although it be very well known, that neither he nor any 
other of the commiſſioners would not receive the leaſt treat of wine in recompence) as to 
invite all the company, as well of the commiſſioners, as of the ſtates general and the 
Omlandes, being at leaſt 20 or 30 perſons, to dinner; ſo that in lieu of getting any thing, 
he will ſpend 30 or 40 pound upon them, refuting ſeveral who did diſcourſe, that the 
Hollanders did only foment the diviſion in the provinces. They have alſo cauſed the 

commiſſioners to ſign an act of oblivion. 

The commiſſioners of the ſtates of Eaſt Frieſland have this morning propoſed a ſerious 
complaint, how that thoſe of Embden did ſtill forbear coming hither ; in the mean time 
they are now come, and will fall to work. | 

They were reſolved to write to the lord Friſe reſident in the Sound, to the end to re- 
preſent to the king of Denmark the preſent ſtate and condition of the preparations of 
the Swedes ; and to ſound him, whether he would not give his helping hand to put all 
things in a condition to prevent any alteration in the Baltick Sea; but for fear of giving 
offence, they thought fit to forbear yet a while, to ſtay and ſee where the Swediſh deſign 


will fall.

Thoſe of Zealand have propoſed, how in their laſt aſſembly of the ſtates of Middle- 
burgh, the lords Haerſolte, Vrieſen, and Breda, commiſſioners of the ſtates of Overyſſell, 
did addreſs themſelves, making complaint how that thoſe of Deventer and Twent did ſepa- 
rate and keep themſelves ſo from the body of the ſtates of Overyſſel, declaring the reaſons,

I HAVE not failed to write to you, however letters may have miſcarried, nor ſhall not 

ſo long as I am able. Tell me, whether I ſhall ſend to you, which I hope you will be 
careful of ; but I perceive the fear of our breaking with Spain makes you have many 
troubleſom journeys to get in your debts, which you do very wilely ; for I am confident

their arrival, if the ſweetneſs and moderation of the firſt conference on both ſides, and 

if the choice of commiſſioners may be any good omen. They made their entry on mon- 

day the 5th of this month, after they had been brought from the place, where they 

had left their ſhip, in a galliot of the king's, accompanied with a great many of the no- 

bility here, and by two ſenators.

This the Swediſh commiſſioners have taken ad referendum ; upon which their 
anſwer is expected to proceed in the treaty, and to bring it to a cohcluſion, Thus far 
my lord, they are come; from whence it is not very eaſy to foreſee what will ſucceed : 
all that I can tell you is, that in caſe this peace be made, it will turn this great army 
both by ſea and land another way; it being certain, that Sweden will not reſt with 
theſe conſiderable forces on foot. The ſtates of this kingdom have deſired, that the 
king would take a new oath, not to ſuffer any Calviniſts in his dominions, and not to 
admit of any henceforward into offices, but thoſe that are of the Lutheran religion. We 
think my lord protector ſhould likewiſe inform himſelf of this rigor againſt thoſe of his 
confeſſion, as of that, which * — in Savoy againſt the Vaudois.

ate of my former of 18th April, ſent under covert to the Ruſſia company. 
my laſt I have not bine wanting to ſolicit this chancellour of th* embaſſador's office, Almas 
Juaniuich, by my letters and elſe, for my departure to Archangell, giving him to underſtand, 
that I had adviſe from England, that ſhipps would departe from thence bound to that porte 
ſooner then they did former yeers, and that it was requiſite I ſhould bee there at theire 
arrivall ; that my ſtaye here, and not permitting me to departe the middle of March laſt in 
winter waye to Riga, hath prooved very prejudiciall to his highneſſe lord protector's affayres. 
But al the anſwers I could have was, that untill order did come from th emperor, I could 
not have my diſpatch and departe. 

The 17th of the laſt moneth came a poſte from th* emperor to theſe lords, and chan- 
cellor of th* embaſſador's office, that have the goverment in his abſence ; ſoe the daye 
following hee ſent mee my preſtave, to advertiſe mee to bee ready to goe to him the next 
morning, as I did; where, after ſome few compliments, he told me, that the priveledges 
granted by theſe emperors to the Engliſhe merchants was only to twenty three perſones ; 
then he ſhowed mee theire names, and tolde mee, that except two or three of them, the 
reſt dyed many yeares paſt, and whilſt they lived had noe trade to Archangell, and not to 
theire factors and ſervants ; notwithſtanding under the notion of the 23 nominated, hun- 
dreds have traded, and defrauded th* emperour of his cuſtomes for many years, which 
amounts to many thouſands of rebles, for that not any of thoſe that of yeares paſt, and 
now doe traffike to Archangell, have any right to the priveleges granted the twenty three. 

That the now pretended company of Ruſſia merchants in England have bin, and are ſtill, 
cauſe, that many other Engliſhe merchants, that would traffike to Archangell, and paye th* 
emperour his cuſtomes, have bine, and are ſtill ſoly and wholy hindred by that company; 
but if all the merchants, that are in England, would each of them give a ſumme of money 
to ſayed pretended company, they ſhould bee admitted into that ſociety, and traffike 
under the names of the twenty three nominated in th* emperor's priveleges, and that to 
his majeſtie's damage. 

That the Engliſhe merchants and factors, that lived in this country in former yeeres, and 
enjoyed the priveleges granted by the emperour (though noe right unto them) defrauded his 
majeſtie of his cuſtomes, not only of theire one merchandizes, but alfoe by diſpreding in 
theire names, ſtrangers and Ruſſes goods, by which thoſe Engliſhemen got great eſtates,

hat the particulers above narrated were the cauſes, that the Engliſhe were ſent awaye 
from Moſco, and prohibited to come noe further then Archangell. 

To the premiſes I anſwered ; that if the Engliſhe company of merchants trading to 
theſe es had acted as the chancellor had ſayed, I wondred that his majeſtie and mini- 
ſters had bine ſoe many yeares, and not till now made any complaynt ; and if anyof the 
company had bine fownd faulty of what they are now accuſed, his majeſtie might have 

uniſhed the delinquents when fownd in fault, and it would not have bine ill taken in 
3 or at leaſt to have made known into England the perſones, and the fauts co- 
mitted by them, and juſtice ſnould have bine done there. 

I then deſired the chancellor, that an end might bee made to thoſe accounts of debts 
betwixt Engliſhe and Ruſſes, which were now in his office, and had bine theſe ſeaven 
yeares in agitation. 

That his imperial majeſtie would bee pleaſed to make a firme and irrevocable decree, 
that hereafter noe Engliſheman ſhould bee lyable for another Engliſhemane*s debt, exce 
were bound for it : hee promiſed mee, that both my demands ſhould be n 
and with that aſſured mee to ſend mee my diſpatch within two or three dayes. 

It is very well knowen, that all the above denoted ſayings of the chancellor proceed 
not from his owne intelligence, or other Ruſſes information; but all, and more then what 
is ſayed is come from malignant Engliſhe here. f 

As for my particuler complaynts for my long ſtaye here, the keeping mee in houſe ten 

weeks without permiſſion to goe abroade, the denying mee payment of the 400 rebles, 
heretofore adviſed off, and the taking awaye my cookes, I was defired by the chancellor, 
in the name of the emperor (making ſlender excuſes to each particuler, needleſſe here to 
bee incerted) to forget all, and accept of his majeſtie's grace, which the chancellor did 
agayne in the name of th* emperor offer me: ſoe I tolde him, I would accept thereof, 
and with that I tooke leave of him. 
The 23d ditto, the chancellor ſent mee the prime writer of his office, with ſuch an- 
ſwers, as your honour will ſee herewith tranſlated out of Ruſſes; alſoe for the 400 rebles 
that I demanded, two timber of ſable ſkines for a preſent to myſelfe, 5 payer to each 
on of my fower gentlemen, and two payer to each on of two Engliſhe ſervants, that went 
with mee, when I went to audience to the emperor. 

I have fownd the chancellor's anſwers to my ſpeech and writings defective, and not fully 
anſwered, and in particular not declareing whether the Engliſhe merchants maye come into 
this country further then Archangell ; wherefore have written him a letter (coppie of it 
I ſend your honour herewith) but as yet I have noe anſwer unto it, and I thinke ſhall not 
before my departure from hence. 

A Holland merchant here hath adviſe from thence, that the ſtates were aboute to ſend 
a perſone to this emperor, but have deferred the ſame, to ſee what reception, entertayn- 
ment, and anſwers will bee given to my negociations. Theſe Dutch merchants wiſhe, it the 
ſtates ſend any, that it maye bee on that will ſtand on his termes for the honour of theire 
republike, as they ſaye I have done for his highneſſe and ours: then they will hope of a 
better commerce and uſage here then they have, and bee not ſoe much undervalued as 
they are, nor obliged to give ſuch great preſents to theſe lords as now they doe. 

Five days paſt was diſpeeded from hence, by theſe lords, a writer of the embaſſador's 
office, with the emperor's letters to the ſtates of Holland. The writer hath noe other cha- 


racter then a paſſe: hee is accompanyed with an interpreter and three ſervants. I ame of 
3 tormed, 
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formed that he hath order to enquire in Holland what perſonage (ſoe they ſpeak) my A. P. 1655: 
lord protector 15 3 the emperor he pretending to be ignorant thereof, not giving credit to NV 
my relations, and therefore in the chancellor's anſwers to me (and I ſuppoſe likewile in 
the emperor's letter) gives not thoſe titles that appertaynes to his highneſſe, notwithſtand- 
ing my ſpeech to the chancellor the 28th of February laſt. I perceave the cauſe that wee 
were & lighted is in parte, that the emperor is held in opinion, that Charles Stuart maye 

come to the crown of England, and therefore if that ſhould come to paſſe, his imperial 

majeſty might receive damage for his correſpondency with his highneſſe lord protector. 

Moreover the emperor will ſee how this campagne will prove agaynſt the Pole; if he be 

roſperous, his pride will be ſuch, as cannot be imagined, he having already taken a motto 
in his ſtandard, I flee high, and feare noe body. I believe Hebden, in his tranſlations and 
ſpeech of what I have written and ſayed, hath willingly omitted the words highneſſe and 
lord, ſpeaking of the lord protector. If he have, and that I can fynde it out, I ſhall call 
him to account for it at Archangell. This I know, that he is not well affected to the 
Ruſſia company, and is more a Ruſſe then Engliſh in affection. | 

The chancellor hath ſent me a verball anſwer to my letter written him, viz. that what 
1 have written him to know if our merchants ſhall come furher into this cuntry then 
Archangell, he can give me noe playner anſwer, then what he hath done, untill he have 
further orders from the emperor, ro whom he will write about it, and before my de- 

rture from Archangell, I maye have my deſire. In the meane tyme he will write that 
governor to free the Engliſh merchants warehouſes, and to ere& two bridges, and order 
the cuſtomer to execute according to my requeſt. 

We have advice of a gentleman ſent by the republick of Venice to this emperor, who 
is already in this ſtate, comeing trom the Nerva. 

Off the king of Sweeden's extraordinary embaſſadors to this emperor, that crowne's 
commiſſary here reſident hourly expects advice of theire coming forwards directly hether, 

or from Plaſco, to goe the neareſt way to the emperor, if it be free from the Pole's 
ſouldiers; of which there is ſome doubt. 

The advices from the emperour's armyes are ſuch, that what one day is ſayd for 
trueth, is contradicted the next. Tis judged, he makes noe great progreſſe by rea- 
ſon of the Ruſſes ſilence. This we have for certayn, that 10 dayes paſt, he was noe 
more advanced into duke Roginel's country, then he was two or three dayes after his 
departure from Smolenſko, and that the Pole's forces have beſeiged the citty Weelips, be- 
longing to Roginell, that was taken by the emperor laſt year. More truer and freſher ad- 
vices from Dantzick and Hamburgh of thoſe warrs may go for England, then from hence. 

To morrow I intend to depart hence towards Archangell; and this is all I know for 
preſent that merits your honour's cognizance ; ſoe doe humbly take leave and remain,

2 of the 29th of June came this moment ſafe to my hand. For it, you have my 
true thanks. Since the firſt of the laſt have received none from you till now. I do 
aſſure you, no endeavours of mine have been wanting to have done what I was about 
before this, but God's time is the beſt. To it we muſt ſubmit. I have been theſe three 
weeks waiting for nothing but a good wind, the ſhip in which I go being ever ſince 
ready, and God hath upon the receipt of yours this moment given one, ſo that I am 
going juſt now aboard; I truſt it will continue ſo, and truſt in God to be again with 
great ſpeed to follow our buſineſs ; for it is not good, I ſee, to truſt ſo much to ſer- 
vants, ſeeing factors, perſons of greater credit, as would be eſteemed, proved knaves.

| SIR, AND HONOURED FRIEND, 


I Writ to your honour from St. Sebaſtian all that I had obſerved worthy of your know- Vol. xxviii. 

ledge. In this city (where I arrived the day before yeſterday} we do ſtand here all p. 76. 
trembling, as for fear of the deſign of general Blake, who having refreſhed his fleet with 
water, victuals, and other neceſſary proviſions, by leave of the duke of Medina, he ſet 
ſail, under pretence of returning for England, and preſently after ſeated himſelf five or fix 
leagues from Cadiz, and in ſight of the ſaid port, juſt in the paſſage where the fleet is to 
come from the Indies. This cauſed the king, as ſoon as he heard the ſaid news, to fend 
an expreſs to the ſaid duke, and to his other miniſters of theſe parts, that they ſhould keep 
a good guard; and eſpecially that they ſhould haſten and make ready all the ſhips upon 
theſe coaſts, as ſoon as is poſſible, to defend them, if need be. But the fleet not being 
yet come, and the moſt-part of the foreign merchants that are intereſted therein, through 
the ſtay and riſk thereof, do make good the old proverb, that between words and effects 
there is a great diſtance. And I can aſſure your honour, that in the port or harbour of 
Paſſage, a league from St. Sebaſtian, there are no more than 10 ſhips, great and ſmall, 
and that the biggeſt of them all carries not above 45 pieces of ordnance, and that there 
are but four, which deferve a better name than good barks ; beſides that they are all 
unaccommodated and unprovided, and that it is above a year ſince they were ordered to be 
rigg'd forth, if they could have provided money enough to have done it withal. I was 
toid, a few days ſince, by a perſon worthy of credit, that in the bay of Cadiz there are 

no more than four gallions, and fix other ordinary merchant-men, which expect the com-

little ſpoken of the fleet of general Penn, either by reaſon we do already hold, that 1 
hath executed his deſign, which we cannot prevent, or remedy; or more truly, in regard 
the greatneſs of the preſent fear, and near at hand, doth ſtupify the ſenſe of that which 
is more remote: the ſpeech and prayer of the common people is, that God would defend 
them from a war with England, foreſeeing a ruin and an unavoidable deſtruction to befal 
them, if it be not prevented. As to an accommodation between the two crowns, it doth 
ſeem as if the zeal and fervor of his holineſs was grown very cold, it may be through the 
interceſſion of ſonie French miniſters at Rome. |

Since the writing of my letter here is news come, that general Penn hath taken the 
iſland of the Canarics, and other places adjacent to that; and that the pope doth labour 
roundly to make a peace between the two crowns, through the means of a marriage be- 
tween the king of France and the infanta of Spain; ſo that thoſe two Kingdoms may 
Join their forces together to chaſtiſe (as they ſay) the inſolence and pride of the Engliſh; 
to which end it is ſaid, that his holineſs doth offer great ſums of money, and that the 
emperor will join all the ſtrength he hath likewiſe. But the beſt of all is, that our king 
will treat with the Turk, to induce him to this union againſt the Engliſh; and the ſilver 
fleet is ſaſe in ſome good harbour (without a name) in the Indies; but there is no credit 
to be given to theſe rumors.

A letter of intelligence to mr. Petit. 
Paris, July, 1655. 


E have been fix days without hearing any thing from the ſiege of Landrecy ; 

but yeſterday night I ſaw ſome letters written by the mareſchal of Turenne to his 
lady, from the camp, dated the roth in the morning. They bear, that mr. de Mont- 
pouillan his nephew had been greivouſly wounded ; and that he had ſent a trumpeter to 
mr. le prince to obtain a paſs, that his nephew might be carried to St. Quintin. And as 
for the ſiege, he writes in general, that it's in a very good poſture, and that he hopes to 
render his majeſty maſter of the place very ſuddenly. His ſecretary, which wrote the 
day before, ſaith, that the 7th the counterſcarp was gained in two aſſaults, in one of 
which was the regiment of Turenne, and in the other that of Uxelles; which being 
done, the ditch has been pierced, and the mines ready to be grapled into the baſtion, as 
he writ, It's written from St. Quintin, that mr. de Montpouillan was arrived there 
extremely wounded in the eye, throat, and thigh ; that the miners were grapled to the 
body of the place; and that it was verily thought, the ſaid place would be obliged to 
yield the 15th or 16th inſtant. That a great convoy was preparing at Guile and at la Fere, 
which are intended to paſs into the camp, as much to hell the ſoldiers, as to fortity the 


place, when it ſhall be taken. It's to be conducted by the mareſchals of la Motheaudan- 
court, of Grammont, and Grancay; and to haſten the march thereof, cardinal Mazarin 


and mr. le Tellier have come to la Fere ever ſince ſunday laſt ; and mr. le prince is ſtill 
| incamped 
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incamped towards Eſtreu, FEſcheille, Vandaucourt, and other places. Victuals begin to be 
rare in our camp, but as the place is at its laſt gaſp, it's hoped, that the pains mr. le 

rince has uſed to hinder our convoys, will be to no purpoſe. The prince of Conti has 
taken Caſtillon, don John of Auſtria not daring to ſuccour it, although he made a ſhew 
thereof, having marched with all his army on that ſide, The rumour runneth, that we 
have beſieged Valence in the Milaneſe, which I hardly believe, by reaſon that place is 
too far in the enemy's country. 

Laſt week mr. Martarel was put up in the baſtille. The cauſe is unknown, unleſs it be 
for having had ſome intelligence with the cardinal of Retz, who is his great friend. 
This is all I can inform you by this ordinary, hoping to inform you by the next of 
the taking of Landrecy, unleſs mr. le prince doth attempt to ſuccour it.

T HE ſiege of Landrecy is much advanced. It's monſieur de Montpouillan, brother to Vol. xxviii. 
the marquis of Cugnac, who has been wounded to death, and not the mareſchal of p. 85. 
la Ferte Seneterre, as had been ſaid. Although the king's army be exceeding great, yet 
nevertheleſs levies are making to put in the place of thoſe, which have been killed, 1 
hear the duke of Vork is gone to court. 
We are alſo informed from Grenoble, that mr. Leſdiguieres is making levies for Italy. 
Some write from Flanders, that queen Chriſtina having ſent to Swedeland to demand her 
penſions, they had been denied her, unleſs ſhe came and ſpent them there.

* OU may pleaſe to remember, that I gave you my feares and thoughts, that the 
worke of tranſplantation might receave ſome obſtructions from England, thorough 
miſrepreſentations, and that you may not be deceaved into a prejudice againſt the worke 
by what reports may come from hence, by reaſon of ſome late orders, I ſhall give you 
a breif account thereof, that upon our journey we found the officers objecting in ſeveral 
places, that ſome of our own orders had obſtructed the work of tranſplantation, which 
were made on the behalf of fir William Fenton, fir Hardreſs Waller, and other Engliſh 
proprietors. The words of the order were ſo penned, as gave them libertie to keep Itiſh 
roprietors on there eſtates, which words were diſowned by moſt of the councell, not to 
n within there intentions to grant; and we finding thoſe orders to be pretended hin- 
derers of the works, wee did recall them; the orders themſelves alſoe giving us a libertie 
therein, they being but till further order. This is a true ſtate of the caſe ; and though 
I ſhould be willing to incourage and gratifye theſe perſons wherein I may, yet to obitruct 
ſo good and neceſſary a work for my particular intereſts, it would be againſt our truſt, 
I clearly ſee, that we muſt encounter with more and more difficulties, when the adventurers 
and ſoldiers are in poſſeſſion, Iriſh tenants being eaſier to get, and of more preſent profit 
then Engliſh. But if the Lord hath not a further ſcourge for us here, he will ſtrenghten 
our hands to the carrying of it on. We intend to morrow, if the Lord pleaſe, to ſpend 
ſome time thoroughout this nation, in the behalf of the poor Waldentes; and I hope, 
conſidering our povertie, here will be a very liberal contribution. I deſire to know his 
highneſs pleaſure, how it ſhall be difpoſed of when collected. One great fear is, that it 
will be miſimproved, as the contribution was formerly for Ireland: the certaintie of the

IS majeſty and the whole court is come to this place, where I have received yours vol. xxvii 
of the firſt; in anſwer to which I have only to tell you, that notwithſtanding the p. 100. 

aflurances, which are given you of the good intentions of the lord protector, and the 

affected excuſes, which are managed to delay the ſigning of your treaty, his majeſty is 

reſolved to be no longer delayed therewith ; and therefore you are to endeavour to conclude 

the ſame one way or other. It 1s very probable, that the having let the marquis of Leda 

go away unſatisfied, and not having concluded any thing with him, that orders are given 

to Penn to damnify the Spaniards, and to aſſault them in their moſt ſenſible part; for if 

he ſhould take from them their Indies, or only render the navigation more uncertain, 

they will not have wherewithal left them to maintain their greatneſs, ſince they do 

draw all their gold and wealth from thence to carry on the war; and one might conclude 

with aſſurance, if that the protector doth intend to take that courſe, that he will agree 

with us, to the end he may the better carry on his deſigns, the Spaniſh forces being em- 

ployed to defend themſelves againſt us. I cannot tell you any certain news of our ſiege, 

nor what paſſeth in the enemy's army ; for ſince the 3d of this month, we have not 

heard any thing, and the laſt advice we had did give us ſome hopes, that we ſhall 

march into the place within few days, which God grant ; the conſequence whereof is well 


known unto us.

As for the election of a ſtadtholder in Zealand, infallibly it will be a point of the next 
aſſembly.

And fince that thoſe of Holland had declared expreſsly, that they would not appear in 
the conferences, if the ſaid lord Capelle were preſent, that is a ſign that the lord Weyman 
had deſired him to give way for the love of the elector: conſequently that the elector 
doth greatly deſire the concluſion of the alliance; as in effect he in this laſt conference (where 
were read the two laſt projects, the one againſt the other) did very much preſs the con- 
cluſion of the alliance, ſaying that to morrow was a poſt day to write to Berlin; and that 
it did very much concern the elector to know, what he might expect from hence. But 
the lord Beverning ſaid, that he was to make report thereof to the aſſembly of Holland, 
which was ready to fit ; fo that they have not yet adjuſted that wherein they do differ; 
and above all the lord Weyman did oppoſe the inſertion of the treaty of Xanten, and the 
guaranty after the 13th article. They did propound to him, that they would permit to 
have it put into the 20th article; but he would not agree to it; as alſo concerning the 
number of aſſiſtance to be given they are not yet agreed. 

At Gorcum by order of the court of Holland there was apprehended one of the burgo- 
maſters by the proctor general; but the citizens came armed, and reſcued their burgo- 
maſter out of his hands. One or two of the ſerjeants or aſſiſtants of the proctor general 
were wounded in the exploit, ſo that he is returned re infecta. This and the like bufineſſes 
do awaken the hopes of thoſe, who do favour the prince of Orange, ſaying, that ſuch 
things will happen, as long as they are without a ſtadtholder; as if under the king of Spain 
they had not a ſtadtholder, and yet however the revolt happened. ; 

Thoſe of Deventer having ſeen the advice of thoſe of Overyſſel, ſay, that the Zea- 
landers are bad judges, condemning Deventer before they have heard them. There is 
come advice from the lord of Brederode, that his legs are ſtill ſwelled, and that he is ad- 
viſed to go to the baths at Aken.

Yeſterday was reſolved, that next ſunday (at which time the baptiſm of the young 
prince of Tarante is to be ſolemnized) on the behalf of the ſtates general ſhall aſſiſt the 
firſt four provinces, and in their behalf the lords Gent, Barendrecht, Staveniſſe, ang 
Hoolck ; and at night to the feaſt ſhall alſo come the lords Wykell, Ripperda, and 
Schulenburgh. They are to give in the chamber (for the midwife, nurſe, and dry-nurſ: 
&c.) an hundred half ryders of gold; and to the poor in the church one hundred gilders, 
As for the preſent to be given to the child, it is yet held in deliberation. 


July 16. 


This morning a conference was held with the miniſters of Denmark, by the lords Be- 
verning and Wykell, to conſult with them concerning the deſign and exploit of the 
Swedes ; and if they know nothing of it, eſpecially if they do not know what monſieur 
Dorel, the Swediſh miniſter in Denmark, hath propoſed there; for they are very ill ſatis- 
fied, that the reſident de Vries hath not writ any thing of it. But theſe miniſters of 
Denmark did declare, that they knew nothing of it; yea they did produce and read 
the letters which they had from Denmark, which mentioned neither Dorel nor the de- 
ſign of the Swedes. 

They have made here great noiſe of ten or twelve men of war, that ſhould be ſent 
for the Sound : but as yet there is not one gone. With much ado there are two other 
ſhips under Tromp, which do tack to and again between Jutland and Norway. 

The chamber of accompts hath made report, amongſt the reſt, concerning the quantity 
of lordſhips mortgaged in the Meyerie of Boiſleduc to diſingage them, and to ſell them 
to the profit of the generality. 

One de Raeſvelt having commiſſion of the ſtates of Overyſſel of Deventer to be 
of the chamber of accompts, hath been accepted, notwithſtanding thoſe of Zwoll pre- 
tended to be the true ſtates. 

Here is a great rumour, that the lords d*Ailva and Mareignault (both of the ſtates general) 
being ſent commiſſioners into Flanders upon the alteration of the magiſtrates, were ſo 
grievoully fallen out, that they ſent challenges to one another to fight it out; and they 
agreed upon the place without the gate of Sas. One was already come to the place, but 
they ſhut the gate upon the other, and would not ſuffer him to go out of the town.

I made no doubt but you and your com- 
miſſioners had ſigned, and that you had ſent to me for the ratification ; but perceiving, 
that the protector doth ſtill delay you, and that I am deceived in my expectation, I did 
not fail to acquaint their majeſties with the contents of your letters, who have commanded 
me to let you know, that they do heartily deſire you to make an end, to eaſe them of 
their trouble they are in at preſent, in order to your negotiation. And for the buſineſs 
of Savoy, which might have given a ſtop to our proceedings, you may aſſure the pro- 
tector, that we have done all what he could deſire of us; but we can but intreat, and not 
command the prince of Savoy; certain it is, that his ſubjects had very much forgotten 
their duty. God be thanked for the proſperous ſucceſs of his majeſty, who is not in a 
condition to ſtand in fear of the armies of his neighbours ; thoſe of Spain are looked 
upon to be in a very low condition, by thoſe that have the conduct thereof.

' 5 HAVE. no other conſolation upon the letter, which you were pleaſed to write to me Vol. xxviii. 

1 of the gth of this month, only that the prophecy of mr. Beverning may have its P. 180. 
effect, and that you will not go out of England without a happy concluſion : if it 
happeneth otherwiſe, the good intentions of the king and your conduct being juſtified 
in the ſight of the whole world, we will try our fortune, as men who cannot doubt, 
after what we have ſeen for theſe 5 or 6 years laſt, but that they are in the ſpecial pro- 
tection of God. I can ſwear two _ without flattery in your behalf, and without 
any diſparagement to the government of England, that I have not ſeen any body, that 
hath been at London during your negotiation, that hath not highly extolled your pru- 
dence, and that doth not admire that the preſent government of England doth treat with ſo 
little gentleneſs with the reſt of the people of Europe. Are we then men and heirs of 
the good qualities of our fathers, who would not be controuled by their neighbours ? 
do now expect ſomething certain by the next, for I cannot believe, that the only 
cauſe, which they do object unto you, will be received in the council of the king. 

The lords ſtates general have in their thoughts a buſineſs of high conſequence in the 
undertakings of the king of Sweden upon Pruſſia. It is their intereſt, it is the foun- 
dation of their trade; and inſtead of applying themſelves to this buſineſs, they amuſe 
themſelves in ſending to the Swiſſers and Vaudois. One of the ſtates is named, with 
orders to ſpeak high to the duke of Savoy, not only to re-eſtabliſh thoſe that are driven 
out of their eſtates, but to ſettle them fo that they may not be diſturbed for the future. 
I am told that the provinces would not purſue this with ſo much heat, if they were not 
ſet on by the protector, who doth take that buſineſs to heart. 

The treaty of this ſtate with Brandenburgh is not yet concluded. 

I cannot omit ſignifying unto you a pleaſant paſſage, which monſieur Argenſon com- 
municated unto me. The ſame day, or the next, that they had hung up by the foot 
the noble Cornaro, guilty of correſpondence with the embaſſador of Spain, monſieur 
Argenſon coming home in the evening found the gondola of a Venetian gentleman 
overturned, and this gentleman called Dondo, riſing again upon the water, he got hold 
of his head, and the reſt of his men pulled him out, and in effect ſaved his life, which 
was going to be Joſt, the people preſently publiſhed through all the ſtreets, that the 
Spaniards had corrupted and were putting to death their nobility, and that the French 
had ſaved them. 

Some malicious rogues, who cannot brook the auſterity of his holineſs, nor that 
cannot perſwade themſelves, that ever his deſign of making peace will have any effect, 
writ underneath the three mountains, his arms, this paſquil, partiuriunt montes, &c.

WITH letters from Cadis of the 6th of June here is news come, how that the Vol. xxviii, 
Engliſh fleet under General Blake had left the Mediterranean ſea, was at Gibraltar, P. 142. 

and expected at Cadiz within few days. From Tunis are likewiſe letters come, ſignifying, 

that he the ſaid general was not yet accommodated with them; but on the contrary, was 

very much threatned for the burning of their nine ſhips in their port, which they ſay did 

not belong to them, but to the great Turk. Letters of the 27th of June from Venice 

do not ſpeak of the maſſacre of the Engliſh at Pera.—The treaty between France and 

England is not yet ſigned. The lord protector doth defer it till he hears from Savoy, in 

what manner that court will treat for the re-eſtabliſhing of the Vaudois in Piedmont.

A. D. 1655. QINCE my laſt of the 4th inſtant by the Smack, a duplicate whereof comes here.

The reſt of the ſhips appointed to returne, 
I forbear to ſend with them now, for a more full and frequent intelligence. I hope your 
highnes will pardon my boldnes in troubling you with theſe immediate addreſtes in a 
buſines of ſo great conſequence, and will likewiſe take in good part the humble repetition 
of my former deſire, touching the three great ſhips, which are altogether unfit to keep 
the ſea this next winter. I am loth to trouble your highnes with recounting the generall 
defects of the whole fleet; onely I am bold (ſeeing I have begun to be ſo) to make it 
my humble requeſt, that your highnes will be pleaſed to lay your quickening commands 
upon the commiſſioners of the navy, to ſend us ſuch a ſupply of all ſtores as ſhall be 
needfull, 8 to the time that we are to continue aboard, whereof we are already 
in great want; and they cannot be ignorant of it, although not ſo deeply ſenſible as your 
ſervants, who dayly feele the troubles, and feare the hazards which may follow, not out of 
regard to ourſelves, but to the honour of our nation, ſafety of the fleet, and ſervice of 
your highnes, which ſhall be ever moſt deare unto us. Your highnes will hereby give great 
encouragement to the commanders of the fleet, ſuperadd a very ſtrong obligation upon

My DEARE BROTHER, 
Vol. xxviii. 1 I formerly gave you ſome account of the paſſadges here duringe the tyme 
P- 134. of the fleet's ſtay ; yet in regard I finde many diſaffected people rayling at thoſe ho- 
nourable perſons, and ſtrongely deſigninge to ſend home clamours againſt them, I thinke 
it ſutable to my love to truth to give you a ſecond and more full account, to the end they 
may be vindicated amonge al the good men of your acquaintance ; of which I can give 
you the beſt account, in reguard that I, as ſpeaker of the then aſſembly, did tranſacte moſt 
with them, and alſo as one deepely affected to the deſigne, did let nothinge paſſe without 
my ſpecial obſervation. Soone after their landing they deſired the governour to diſpoſe of 
the quarteringe their ſoldyers in ſuch manner, as might be moſt eaſye to the people, which 
was done by the governour's warrant, with an engagement to pay for what they took, which 
out of the prize office will be accordingly ſatisfyed. After this they deſired a conference 
with the aſſemblie, at which the general and mr. Winſlow very effectually opened the 
grounds of the deſigne, and clearly ſet forth the great advantages the nation would receive 
thereby, and concluded, that they expected 4000 men from hence, and did deſire, that to 
avoid the inconveniencys, which might happen by their ſoldierly way of rayſing them, that the 
aſſembly would preſent them with a liſt of the names of the freemen and unengaged, that 
ſo they might take no others to go on in this deſign, they expreſſing much tendernels to- 
wards the inhabitants, and their unwillingneſs to injure them in the leaſt. Being returned to 
the houſe, I (that thought this propoſall wonderfull faire) propoſed the ſame to the repreſen- 
tatives, ſetting forth how much we were beholden to thoſe honourable perſons, for their care 
of keeping our ſervants to us, and ſo ingenuouſly dealing with us; to which, _— 4 
2 ayre 
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they fel a clamouringe againſt the quarteringe ſoldyers in ther houſes, ther rudeneſſe and miſ- 
demeanours, and would come to no concluſion but this, let them beat up drumes and take ther 
owne courſe, we wil not aſſiſte them. After ther heate was a little abated, I told them, that 
it was reſpecte to us, not want of power in the commiſſioners to doe it themſelves, that made 
them deſire our aſſiſtance; and withal did let them know, that we were abſolutely in ther 
wer to order us as they liſted, and that therfore it were a great imprudence to diſpiſe 
the favours that could undoe us in an inſtant. This produced no other effecte than to deſire 
them to beate up drumes, and in caſe that would not doe it, that then we would uſe our 
endeavours to diſcover perſons fitt to make up the number. The commiſſioners were 
very unwillinge to doe it that way, but ſeeing it could not be holpen, told us plainly, that 
we forced them upon that courſe againſt ther judgments, and that they were cleare of 
the diſorders and injuryes, which might happen therby. And indeed from hence grew 
our loſſe of recruits and the departure of endebted men off the iſland ; for though the 
commiſſioners ſent out ſtrickt warrants to ther officers not to liſt ſervants, yet ther in- 
dentures not beinge writt in their foreheads, they were by ſome ignorantly, and by others 
wilfully received, and when once they were gott into the huddle there was no findinge 
them. The maine ſticklers in this were Hook, Johnſon, and Rowſe, and others for- 
merly mentioned to you. Notwithſtandinge this the commiſſioners did reſtore al ſervants 
that could be found, and alſo all endebted men that they had information of. Gen. Penne 
likewiſe ordered all the ſhips to be ſearched, and many were on that ſcore returned to ther 
maſters. But before theſe things happened, I did preſſe the aſſembly with the. remem- 
brance of the petition, wherein they tendred ther lives and fortunes to further his highnes 
deſignes in theſe parts; and how diſagreeinge to that profeſſion it would appeare, if we 
ſhould doe nothinge of aſſiſtance, in order to the great buiſnes in hand, which produced from 
them a troope of 60 horſe, which coſt about 240" of Sug. which was very wel accepted 
of by the commiſſioners, and was raiſed, and wel mounted and ſhipped alonge with 
them. After they had beene here about a month, the commiſſioners were much trowbled at 
the ſtay of the ſtoreſhips and ther loſſe of time, eſpecially the time of raynes ſo neare a 
proaching; and beinge doubtefull what might happen, cauſed + pikes to be made in the ſe- 
veral pariſhes, to the number of 2500, which we have ſince paid for, and alſo borrowed 
1500 fier armes out of our traine bands, for which alſo we are a paying. Theſe armes they 
deſired the aſſembly men to ſend in, the proportions being laid on the ſeveral places 
which they ſerved for ; but it ſo happened that within 8 days of the departure, either by 
the falſe retourne or the hideinge of armes, or the negligence of ſome perſons imployed, 
the number came not in, whereby the commiſſioners were enforced either to goe unarmed, 
or execute ther warrant by ther owne officers, in which proceeding ſome miſdemeanours 
were committed by diverſe of the ſoldyers, but every man that complayned was righted, 
and the ſoldyers puniſhed. From hence it appeares, that our owne obſtinacye was the cauſe 
of al our ſufferings, which trewly I cannot apprehend to bee any way conſiderable, though 


it ſeemed very ſtrange to thoſe, that had not formerly beene uſed to ſoldyers, and begott ſuch _ 


ſtrange curſinge and raylinge at theſe men after they were gone, that it would have trowbled 
your cares to have heard it; but it came onely from ſuch as were noted deboyſt people, and 
much indebted ; for the firſt were mightyly diſcountenanced, and put or left out of al places 
of command, and the latter much afrayd of ther juſtice and ſevere directions for givinge 
every man his owne. This i] humour after the diſappointment at Domingo appeared in the 
aſſembly, headed by J. Burch, wherein it was propoſed, that J. Bayes ſhould goe home 
with complaints of their uſadge by the commiſſioners ; and allo to defire the protector, that 
our governour might be under no command, but imediately his. Al thoſe 3 propoſals I 
oppoſed and alleadged, 1. that Bayes was no fitt perſon to be ſent, in regard he was pub- 
liquely condemned to breake his truſt, when he was officer of receipts here, and alſo for 
his laſt il offices at home. 2. That I knew no cauſe of complainte againſt the com- 
manders of the army ; and that the fault was ours, if we had ſuffered, and not thers, in 
regard they offered the buiſnes of ther levyes and armes to be ordered by us, which we both 
refuſed and neglected ; and alſo, that they did alwayes puniſh offenders complayned of 
and convicted. 3. That it would be apprehended ſawcineſſe in us to circumſcribe the 
ſupreame magiſtrate either to perſons or the way of his command, and ſo deſired my 
diſſent to be entered. Theſe men findinge the ſtrength of theſe reaſons to be ſuch, that it 
would not be carryed cleare in the howſe, cunningely moved to have the aſſembly diſſolved, 
and a new to be choſe, which was generally agreed to, and the ſame readily accepted 
of by the governour ; and the day of new elections appointed, where we mett on the 4th 
inſtant, and there I was publiquely accuſed to be the onely man that procured the troope of 
horſe, and this was ſayd to bee my crime by mr. Sweete, one of the governour's councyl. I 
replyed, that I thought it a virtue in me to aſſiſt the ſupreame magiſtrate in what I could ; 
but ſeeinge it was thought a fault, I would not take it on myſelfe alone, for 21 of the aſſembly 
Joyned with me in the vote, otherwiſe it could not have beene an act; and alſo the gover-

HicH AND MIGHTY LORDS, | 


M* lords, the term of law trials ended here this week, and will not be held again 
1 before All Saints; ſo that moſt all the nobility and gentry are gone into the country. 
Mean while the judges are likewiſe ſet out for their reſpective provinces, to hold their 
aſſizes for the ren of juſtice there, as well in criminal as alſo in ſome civil cauſes. 
Laſt tueſday a proclamation was publiſhed here, whereby it is prohibited, that no body, 
againſt the miniſters, that are confirmed in any living ſince the beginning of the parliament 
of November 13, 1640, by the order of the ſaid parliament, or by the preſent govern- 
ment, ſhall move any law-ſuit, nor give them any trouble concerning thoſe livings 


and benefices, which they are poſſeſſed of on that account; and that all thoſe, gear 
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got any approbation, according to the ordinance lately iſſued, ſhall be obliged to re- 
linquiſh the ſame before the laſt of this month. Several perfons have affured me, that 
the collection for the oppreſſed Waldenſes in Piedmont doth amount to above one 
hundred thouſand pounds ſterling, and that already a large ſum was remitted thither. 
There are as yet no letters arrived here out of Savoy from mr. Morland. 

The ſquadron of ſhips under the command of major general Sedgwicke for a reinforcement 
of the fleet under admiral Penn, which failed laſt week, is ſeen already in the mouth of 
che Channel. And by a ſmall ſhip arrived at Kingſale in Ireland, the taking of St. Do- 
mingo is ſufficiently confirmed with the ſame particulars. The lord protector has erected 
courts of juſtices in Ireland entirely on the ſame foot as thoſe that are eſtabliſhed here in 
England, and has appointed alſo ſome e for the ſame, and granted commiſſions for 
the management of the finances and the great ſeal there. The council for the di- 
rection of the affairs in Scotland, conſiſting of a preſident and nine perſons, will be ap- 
pointed, as I am informed, within a few days; and they tell me, that in that country no 
body doth any longer openly oppoſe this preſent government, ſinceall the Highlanders 
have entirely ſubmitted themſelves. Beſides mr. Bonde, who is expected here as extra- 
ordinary embaſſador of Sweden, they expect every day likewiſe an extraordinary em- 
baſſador of the republick of Venice. 

They continue ſtill with great diligence the fitting out of ſhips and frigates deſigned 
for the ſquadron, which aſſembles in the Downs, under the vice-admirals Lawſon and

My LORD, 
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PHE lord embaſſador of France informed me ſome days ago, that upon his ſerious vel. xvii; 
ueſt, finally to conclude and ſign the adjuſted articles, the late commiſſioners had p. 138. 


delivered a paper to him, containing, that the lord protector would fain ſee, that the exiled 
Waldenſes were really reſtored ; and whereas the king of France had declared, that he 
would do his utmoſt by his interceſſion for that purpoſe, he the lord protector would 
moſt heartily, communicatis confilits, contribute to it on his ſide. And that the ſaid 
lord embaſſador has repreſented hereupon, with many reaſons, that the ſaid concluſion and 
ſigning ought not, for that reaſon, to be delayed, but that the lords commiſſioners had 
not any further enlarged upon it. Since that time I have ſpoken to ſeyeral lords of the 
proc and obſerved, that they are willing to wait for letters from Savoy and Switſer- 
land. In the mean while, having received the complaints of ſome maſters of ſhips belong- 
ing to the United Netherlands, who, coming from Havre de Grace and St. Malo, were 
taken by ſome private commiſſioned veſſels, and alſo by ſome ſhips of this ſtate, I repre- 
ſented the ſame laſt wedneſday to the lord 133 in the moſt ſerious and circumſtan- 
tial terms, and laid open to him particularly the ways and tricks, which are made uſe of 
to the prejudice of the ſubjects of their high mightineſſes. He ſeemed to be very much 
ſurprized at it, and declared, that he would give his ſpeedieſt orders againſt it; and that 
they would call in immediately all the letters of repriſal and commiſſions granted to 

rivate perſons; and that care ſhould be taken, that for the future none ſhould be granted, 
bot with his conſent and with approbation of the whole council ; that he alſo would ſend 
for the judges of the admiralty and the commiſſaries of the fleet and ſeized effects, and 
let them know in ſerious terms, how diſguſted he is at the complaints I have made him 
in the name of their high mightineſſes. I inſiſted particularly upon it, that the ſhip called 


the Hare in Field, with her cargo, according to my two ſeveral memorials of the 26th of 


May and 15th of June laſt paſt, might be releaſed. I delivered likewiſe to him their 
high mightineſſes letters of interceſſion, granted at the requeſt of mr. Peter Eeſe, merchant 
of Middleburgh, and acquainted him, that I had delivered in that behalf a memorial, 
with ſeveral proofs. I ſpoke likewiſe to him--about the ſhip coming from Amſterdam 
with planks and deal-boards, bound for Breſt in Bretagne, which was carried into 
Dover; and told him, that I had made and drawn up a memorial, containing the matters 
which I now had declared to him by word of mouth, all which I intended to deliver 
to the hands of my lord ſecretary of ſtate ; but he being indiſpoſed, I ſhould be = 

is 
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whereupon he told me, that he would take them himſelf, and procure that 1 ſhould 
have very ſoon an anſwer upon the fame ; adding moreover, that he ſhould always be well 
leaſed, if any ſuch affairs happened, or others, concerning the ſervice of the United 
— that I would myſelf acquaint him with it; and that he would ſhew by d 
how much he was diſſatisfied, that any one of this nation ſhould injure any inhabitan 
of their high mightineſſes dominions.

AIT H, that about a week before the riſing at Saliſbury, mr. William Erbury of 
the ſaid town, one of the ſons of mr. Edward Erbury, formerly a commiſſioner for 

the late king, invited this examinate, with ten others, to a chine of beef at a miln of 
the ſaid mr.

SIR AND HONORED FRIEND, 


HAVE adjuſted the accompts with mr. B. D. and mr. G. F. This is my third from A, D. 16; 4. 
1 this city. In my laſt I gave " do an account of all what I had to impart unto you of 
importance ſince my departure from St. Sebaſtian. At preſent I can aflure your honour, Vol. xxviii. 
chat although the ſtate and preſent condition of our affairs here doth require not P. 180. 
only much ſtrength, but likewiſe conduct and expedition, we are here however, as 
taken with a palſy, not only doing nothing, but likewiſe not knowing where to begin 
to work; in regard that all our undertakings and oſtentations, which we will make here, 
are as far diſtant from any effect, as the giants are from the dwarfs, although that it be 
true, that preciſe order is given to all the governors and officers of the ſea, at Seville, 

St. Lucar, Cadiz, and other places, to prepare and make ready all the ſhips and harbours 
in theſe countries to defend : themſelves if need be, becauſe that general Blake, without 
having made any demonſtration of diſguſt, had placed himſelf juſt in the paſſage where 
our fleet muſt come from the Indies ; and that fince his departure from Cadiz the ſaid ge- 
neral had reinforced himſelf of twenty ſhips of war, which are to come to join with him 
in ſight of St. Lucar, where he lyes victualling and accommodating his fleet, a great 
cauſe of terror to all Andaluſia eſpecially, and not much lels to all Spain, where no other 
is heard but ſobs and lamentations from the poor . ſaying generally, O God, if the 
Engliſh break with us, we are utterly undone and ruined for ever. 

The common conjecture is, that the fleet from the Weſt Indies will not return this year, 
the king having ſent an order unto them, not to put out to ſea till ſuch time as they re- | | 
ceive further order from him. The foreign merchants, being the moſt part of them intereſted | 
in that fleet, are not far from running mad and deſperate. I writ this upon friday the 
16th of July, and that which I write now 1s of the 17th, the importance whereof is, that 
twenty ſhips of war are to come in all haſt from Naples to Cadiz to join with thoſe which 
are in theſe parts, to the end they may have a ee fleet to go out to affront the 
Engliſh, and to convoy our fleets, not that which we expect from the Indies, but others 
from other parts. We ſay here that that fleet, which we expect from the Indies, hath 
ſaved itſelf at Carthagena, a ſecure port and ſafe in the Indies. But for the truth of this 
there is no other ground ſeen than art and policy, becauſe that the monied merchants will 
not hearken to any thing, finding themſelves already reduced to all extremity, partly 
through their lending great ſums to the king in time paſt, and likewiſe by being deeply 
engaged in this fleet. 

Our armies do not ſucceed well in Catalonia, where the French have taken three places, 
the which although of ſmall importance, yet they do give great fame to their progreſſes, 
and do much diminiſh ours, although that fortune doth not every where abandon us, for 
we have received letters by this poſt from Valencia, that our gallies, after they had fought 
with the French gallies in the Mediterranean, had taken four of the beſt of them; but 
of this good news we expect the confirmation by the next. Duke of Alva is deſigned 
by the king of Naples, in the place of the earl of Caſtiglio, who is appointed embaſſador 
to the pope. The reaſon of this alteration is publickly pretended for the government 
to be grounded upon certain complaints made in this court by ſome Neapolitans, of the 
ſevereneſs and too much rigour of the ſaid earl. But the true intent of this new embaſly 
to the pope is ſaid to be to move his holineſs to undertake with a more lively reſentment 
and zeal the definition of the conteſts and diſſentions between this and that crown of 
France, that ſo this monarchy, being the moſt ſtable and profitable to the church, in this 
its weakneſs and lowneſs, do not happen to fall in danger of being a prey to the enemies 
thereof by the means of the general confederacy, which is treated upon (as we ſay) amongſt 
them, through the interceſſion of the protector of England, whoſe power and proſperity 
doth render the whole world aſtoniſhed. 

Whilſt I am writing this a merchant of good reputation tells me, that beſides the 
twenty ſhips of war, which they have to come from Naples, we do expect other twenty to 
come from Holland, (that is twelve of war, and eight merchant men) commanded (as 
they ſay) by young Tromp, which, under pretence of being employed againſt the Turk, 
are to ſerve againſt the Engliſh. That the king our lord in this ambiguous ſtate of affairs 
with the Engliſh, finding himſelf in want of money for the equipping of a fleet, is en- 
forced to make a levy of the four millions, upon the kingdoms of Granada, Seville, and 
the territories of Andaluſia, which ſum is to be granted him with the conſent of the mi- 
niſters and officers of thoſe kingdoms. Now all the difficulty doth conſiſt in the means, 
that are to be uſed to induce them to pay it, to which end the counſellors of the ſaid 
miniſters have met with great ſedulity for ſome days paſt. And that at laſt the foreign 
merchants, that are ſo much intereſted in the welfare of the ſaid fleet, have already lent his 
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A. D. 1655. majeſty one hundred and fifty thouſand crowns it will very much encourage the People to 
CY WY diſpoſe themſelves with all RT to advance the ſervice of his majeſty, I cou d not

ſecurities. We are reſolved here to make the greateſt oppoſition we can poſſibly at the 
beginning, and amongſt all this fracas we do not fail to make all uſual preparations for 
the ſplendid celebration of the feaſt of St. Jago, partly it may be to recreate the quee 
who is with child, and five months gone, and partly to conceal our neceſſities .

A copy of the amneſty propoſed by the French embaſſador to the proteſtants of the 
Valles of Piedmont. | 


Harles Emanuel, by the grace of God, Duke of Savoy, prince of Piedmont, king of 

Cyprus, &c. The clemency of a good prince doth extend ſo far as to regard with an 
eye of compaſſion, the calamities and miſeries of ſuch as have provoked his puniſh- 
ment through their groſs and foul failings, and who without reacknowledging the duty 
of fidelity and obedience, from which they fell at the beginning through the continuation 
of their tranſgreſſions, do rather deſerve that of rigor, than to put themſelves in a con- 
dition of obtaining pardon. However being deſirous, at the requeſt of his moſt Chriſtian 
majeſty, who hath oftentimes made moſt powerful inſtances unto us, and to declare to 
the whole world the particular reſpect which we bear unto him, to uſe the ſame towards 
our ſubjects of the pretended reformed religion, who having lately diſobeyed our orders 
tending only to the reparation of unobſervances and infractions of the edicts and decrees 
of our moſt ſerene predeceſſors, as it doth appear to every one that readeth the authen- 
tick declarations, reiterated from time to time, have ſuffered themſelves to be perſuaded 
to take up arms againſt our troops, and continue againſt our catholick ſubjects the acts 
of hoſtility and cruelty, which are known to every one. 

By theſe preſents of our certain knowledge, full power and ſovereign authority, and 
by the advice of our council, we grant to all particular perſons of the Vallies of Lucerne 
and Angrogne, likewiſe to the catholicks, pardon and remiſſion of all corporal puniſh- 
ment, which they may have deſerved, as well for having taken up arms againſt their 
ſovereign, as for all other exceſſes and treſpaſſes of raviſhment, firing, profaning of the 
churches and houfes, murthers, and others committed of conſequence, provided they re- 
turn to thoſe limits which are permitted for them to dwell in, and for the exerciſe of 
their religion; that is, namely, Angrogne, Villars, Bobi, and Rorata, giving them full 
remiſſion and grace of all confiſcations of all their eftates, which they have in the ſaid 
four places and other territories, wherein they may inhabit with ſafety, and exerciſe their 
religion without any moleſtation, according to the favourable conceſſions, which they 
have formerly had from our predeceſſors, eſpecially of ours, of the decree and anſwer of 
the 2d of June, 1653, provided that they on their parts do obſerve the conditions con- 
rained in the ſame conceſſions and ordinances of our moſt ſerene predeceſſors without 
any contravention directly or indirectly; eſpecially that they do not oppoſe nor give any 
trouble or vexation to any that ſhall celebrate the holy maſs, or ſhall uſe the catholick 
exerciſe, which is to be eſtabliſhed in conformity of the ſaid orders, in all thoſe places, 
where the exerciſe of the proteſtant reformed religion is to be made, without notwithſtand- 
ing that thoſe that profeſs it be conſtrained to aſſiſt at the ſame, and to give help, or 


ſhew any favour to thoſe that ſhall celebrate the ſame. We do except out of the pardon 
« abovementioned,

abovementioned that place and that part of the houſe demoliſhed in each of the ſaid A. P. 1665. 
four places, which will be neceſſary, and which are choſen by us for the conſtruction of . 


the church and houſe in which the catholick exerciſe is to be made, unleſs that they 
had rather in the ſaid places re-eſtabliſh the ancient places of the catholick churches; 
which are deſtroyed. We do moreover grant, that they may re-edify the temples in the 
laces, and as many as are permitted, leaving demoliſhed or demoliſhing the eleven built 
out of the limits, as was legally proved in the time of his moſt royal highneſs, Victor 
Amadeus, of glorious memory, my lord and father, and by him ordered at laſt, that in all 
and above all they ought to repair the contraventions made by theſe of the pretended 
reformed religion in the orders and conceſſions of our foregoing moſt ſerene predeceſſors, 
and obſerve in their behalf the laſt decree of June 1653. As for our ſubjects of the 
Valley of Perouſe, which is ſubject unto us, of that of St. Martin, and of the places of 
St. Berthlemi, Praruſlin and Rocheplatte, who, though we gave them no moleſtation, 
did take up arms in favour of thoſe of Lucerne and _—_ againſt us, and that before 
they received any harm in their lives and their eſtates by the means of their arms, they 
begun the firſt to burn the churches, demoliſh the houſes of catholicks, the caſtles and 
aces of their immediate lords, and to kill with much cruelty a good number of the 
catholicks of the ſaid Vallies de la Perouſe and St. Martin, who did not dream of doing 
them any harm. We do likewiſe pardon them thoſe offences, and do remit them all 
puniſhment of life, and confiſcation of their eſtates. And alſo to all thoſe, whoſe names 
are ſet down in the catalogue of the banditti, upon condition likewiſe, that expedients be 
found for the indemnity and ſecurity of the catholicks inhabiting in the ſaid Valley; 
wherein we ſhall endeavour to contribute all poſſible means. And withal they ſhall 
obſerve the conceſſions and the edicts of our moſt ſerene predeceſſors z and there ſhall be 
rovided, that none ſhall be debarred of the liberty of embracing or continuing the catho- 
Fick profeſſion ; and that, as well in the Vallies of Lucerne and Angrogne, as in them of 
St. Martin, Perouſe, and other abovementioned places, our ſaid ſubjects ſhall be bound, 
within eight days after the publication of this preſent order, to accept of the favour of 
this favourable diſpoſition and pardon, and there ſhall be peremptorily declared within the 
ſaid term, that it ſhall be the laſt, which ſhall be offered them by our bounty and good- 
neſs, they cauſing all the hoſtility to ceaſe, which ſhall be likewiſe done on our part. 
And afterwards to proceed to the total execution of the contents in this order, with 
promptitude and convenient precautions, and the diſcharging and releaſing of priſoners. 
And in caſe that thoſe of the pretended reformed religion had rather generally ſell their 
eſtates in our territories, as well thoſe which they have gotten, and which do lie out of 
the limits, as thoſe likewiſe which lie within the limits; ſo that they may not remain 
obliged to the conditions, which tolerations and old conceſſions do hold forth, and to 
which the preſent order doth oblige them, we do not only give them leave to withdraw 
out of our ſtate, notwithſtanding any confiſcation that may be, but moreover we are 
willing to diſburſe the price of their ſaid eſtates in good and ſpeedy payments. Given at 
Rivoles, the 17th July, 1655.

1 Know not whether my name be known unto you; and without employing any other 
motives I may implore your credit to do me juſtice. I did embark my ſelf aboard a 
veſſel of David Beliard, who had two or three certificates to ſhew, that his ſhip doth be- 
long to merchants of Ipſwich, and which doth fail under Engliſh colours.

did rely upon his commiſſion, and upon his being a citizen of Ipſwich. From Diepe

romiſed us at Portland, from whence the ill weather forced us away ; but ſince we arrived 
dere they have put us out of our ſhip by force, and they do quarrel with us about the 
80 French paſſengers, who are going to the French iſlands. They have uſed us here with 
much rigor ; yea ſo far, that general Diſbrowe, who is here at preſent, hath had in deli- 
beration, whether he ſhould ſtay me upon repriſal of ſome gentlemen, who they lay 
are to be kept at Breſt; and I do not yet know what they will do. I was returning to 
my government at St. Chriſtopher's, a whence I came a year ago, ſent for by my 


uncle, the bailiff of Poincy ; and to ſee my wife, who is there. I do expect, my lord, 
that you will employ ſome of your credit with my lord protector, to get our ſhip dit- 
charged, that ſo I may continue my voyage.

1 he was invited by eſquire Willoughby, of Weſtnowel in the ſaid county, to 
come to his houſe to make trenchards, &c. about which work he was em. 
ployed for about two months or a quarter of a year before the riſing at Sfliſbury ; in 
which time, about 14 days befbre the faid riſing, he obſerved a meeting of diverſe gen- 
tlemen at the ſaid mr. Willoughby's houſe, to hunt the fox, which meeting continued for 
the ſpace of a week, as he remembreth. He faith, they hunted the fox in the day time, 
and danced in the night, having a fidler with them. He further faith, that moſt of them 
wore ſwords at the ſaid meeting. The names of the gentlemen are as followeth : captain 
Butler of Henley in the county of Dotſet, and his brother; mr. Hollis of Moncton in the 
county of Dortee 4 mr. Langford in the county of Dorſet ; mr. Hide of Hatch in the 
county of Wilts; mr. Green, junior of Meere in the county of Wilts, in the late rebellion 
at Saliſbury ; mr. John Murvin, of Portwood in the county of Wilts ; mr. Dorrington of 
Eaſt Burton in the pariſh of Meere. He further faith, that he obſerved the ſaid captain 
Butler, mr. Edward Hide, and mr. William Stowerton, ſon of the lord Stowerton, to 
have been ſeverally at the ſaid mr. Willoughby's houſe at other times a little before 
the ſaid hunting match. This examinate further faith, that the faid mr. Willoughby 
bought a very luſty white ſtone-horſe, of a great price, with cropt ears, a month or 
ſix weeks before the riſing, which we heard ſay was to be rode at the hunting match. But 
this examinate did not obſerve, that the ſaid horſe was rode by any body at the faid 
match. This examinate further faith, that the ſaid mr. Willoughby and his wife, ſent 
with mr. Green, ſenior, of Meere, and his wife rode upon the ſabbath day to Saliſbury, the 
day before the riſing there. He faith further, that the ſaid mr. Willoughby was tried for 
his life, as being one of the riſers at Saliſbury. He faith, that the great ſtone-horſe was 
from home during the time of the riſing at Saliſbury, for two or three days; and that mr. 
Willoughby, who came home on monday at night, the day the riſing was (with a ſword 
by his {ide) did not ride home on the ſame horſe ; but the ſaid horſe came home the night 
following; and whether mr. Willoughby and his wife rode him to Saliſbury, he knoweth 
not. This examinate further ſaith, that he was invited by mr. Willoughby, to come to 
his houſe the evening betore the riſing at Saliſbury, being the ſabbath day, upon pretence 
to go along with him to look upon trencher-work early the next morning, ſome twelve 
miles off. And this examinate coming accordingly, mr. ka Tum e was gone to Saliſbury 
two hours before he came; whereupon this examinate ſet up his horſe in the ſtable, and the 
ſame night the groom run away with this examinate's horſe after his maſter to Saliſbury. He 
ſaith further, that the ſaid groom came home on thurſday night, without this examinate's 
horſe ; and ſo ſoon as he came home, he went away, and cannot be heard of ſince. And

And that the 
protector doth pretend to ſend into Switzerland to confer with the 2 cantons, 
about the means to re-eſtabliſh with ſecurity the inhabitants of the Vallies of Angrogne, 
c. before he will come to a concluſion, It may be his offices will be prevented by thoſe 
of his majeſty, and the accommodation will be made, if the ſaid inhabitants do become 
obedient. 

We have here yet no certain news of the landing of admiral Penn. The reports thereof 
are various; ſome ſay, that he is beaten, others, that he hath taken St. Domingo. Blake's 
being upon the coaſt of Cadiz doth likewiſe give jealouſy there. 

As for the affairs of England, here do ſtill appear ſome ſmall agitations, the chiefeſt 
of the nobility being impriſoned, the meaner ſort are ſent out of the town 20 miles 
from hence. Theſe precautions are attributed to ſome conſpiracy diſcovered againſt the 
government. In the mean time, men do expect with impatience to know the in- 
tentions of the protector. He hath ſeemed to recall the private letters of marque againſt 
the French, and this in favour of the lords of Holland.

Woodhouſe is again admitted there as conſul 
of the Engliſh nation. I am told further, that the Eaſt India company here has got letters 
from Perſia, intimating, that a certain perſon was arrived at the court of the king of 
Perſia, who pretends to be an embaſſador of king Charles, to demand, as it is ſaid, the 
duties of the toll at Ormus. The ſame was called formerly fir Henry Band, but now he 
is titled lord Bellamont. Among the merchants here at the Exchange, there is news, 
that the ſtay of admiral Blake upon the ooaſt of Spain cauſes great jealouſy ; and ſome 
are afraid, that the effects of the merchants of this nation will be ſeized ; but they are 
already forewarned, a great while ago, that they ſhould not hazard much money in thoſe 
rts. Concerning the taking of St. Domingo in Hiſpaniola, or any other enterpriſes in 
the Spaniſh Weſt Indies, there is no further news nor confirmation arrived here ſince my 
laſt. The governor of Hull has written to the lord protector, that a Swediſh ſhip, having 
on board fifteen or ſixteen horſes, and ſome of the baggage of the lord embaſſador Bonde, 
had been forced by ſtorm to make that harbour. 
Major general Fleetwood arrived here on tueſday laft. And by this preſent eaſt wind 
it is daily expected, that the ſaid embaſſador will be here very ſoon himſelf. 
Mr. Coyet told me, that he was to lodge in part of the houſe of the earl of Dorſet, 
which he had hired for three months. 
I am informed, that the quarter-maſter-general of the camp, mr. Downing, is to ſet

Find documents and former acts, conſiſting in a number of: fifteen pieces, whereby 
their lordſhips intended to demonſtrate, that his ſaid majeſty could not 2 by law nor 
under any colour of reaſon, any pretenſion on the ſaid Engliſh ſhips and goods, nor on 
the produce thereof, nor on what is out of the ſame delivered to his 8 ſubjects, in 
payment, but on the contrary, that his majeſty was obliged to make a full and punctual 
reſtitution of the ſame, without making the leaſt reflection how and from whom his 
majeſty was to take his ſatisfaction, for the loſſes his ſubjects have ſuffered, and other 
things which the ſaid lords deputies endeavoured to prove by the ſaid documents. But 
every thing being well examined and conſidered by impartial arbitrators, ſuch an un- 
charitable conſtruction can never be inforced from thence, which is but now only ſtarted, 
after the concluſion of the peace with England, contrary to all foregoing promiſes, pro- 
teſtations, and at ſeveral times reiterated, and even by their high mightineſſes themſelves 
ratified acts of guaranty and indemnity, endeavouring at preſent to leſſen and extenuate 
ſuch an act of friendſhip and conſiderable ſervice, ſhewed and done by his ſaid majeſty, 
by ſuch a reſolute ſtep, even to the hazard of his own kingdoms, and with the utmoſt 
ruin and deſtruction of innumerable ſubjects and their commerce. | 

However in order to demonſtrate, though there be no need for it, by particular re- 
futations, that the ſaid reſpective retroacta and documents are intirely irrelevant, the ſame, 
as they are eſpecially and orderly diſtinguiſhed, to the number of 15 articles, ſhall be 
anſwered, and the inſufficiency thereof plainly proved, be it that they are conſidered 


either ſeparately or jointly. 


Number 1, 2, and 3. 


The contents therefore of number 1, 2, and 3, may be intirely applied in favour 
and behalf of his royal majeſty, ſince thereby their high mightineſſes do expreſly con- 
firm, and by a ſpecial reſolution approve and ratify the promiſes and proteſtations of the 
ſaid mr. Nanning de Keyſer, that their high mightineſſes, with all their power and forces, 
ſhall and will aſſiſt his ſaid majeſty, and avert all that any ways may happen to his 
ſaid majeſty of Denmark, for and on account of what he ſhall do in the premiſſes. 
And that their high mightineſſes at all occurrences will endeavour to ſhew themſelves 
grateful to his ſaid majeſty for that ſervice. | 

Wherein reſpectively are repeated, and ought to be minded, the words, all that any ways, 
which naturally and properly contain a general ſenſe, nothing in the world excepted, but 
comprehending all emergencies, without diſtinction, eſpecially ſuch caſes, which after the 
faid ſeizure which was deſired, muſt unavoidably follow, and which already happened, 
and were effectually exiſtent, by the detention of the Daniſh ſhips. 

So that the ſeriouſneſs and earneſtneſs of their high mightineſſes requeſt being expreſly 
declared and manifeſted by their guaranty and indemnification, the pretended allegation, 
that in behalf of his majeſty nothing could be produced in writing, for the juſtification 
of his demands and deſire of liquidation, doth intirely fall of itſelf,

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aſſurance of guaranty, would or could have acted thus only and merely in conſideration 
of their high mightineſſes, ſince the 8 of the ruin of many merchants and ſubjects 
of his majeſty could inevitably be fore cen. 

Beſides this, the ſaid intervening promiſe of indemnity, as being grounded upon reaſon, 
juſtice, and equity, even without - previous expreſs ſtipulation, ought to have been 
made good by their high mightineſles ſince it cannot be preſumed, that any body to his 
own great prejudice and loſs, would promote the advantage and profit of xs As eſpecially 
becauſe natural equity itſelf dictates to the contrary, that no body ought to be a loſer by 
his kindneſs and good actions, but that the loſs muſt be borne by him, to whom the ad- 

vantage doth devolve, ſince loſs and profit are relatively reciprocal. 


Number 4. 


So that it can no ways be ſuſtained, that the offence given to the republick of England, and 
the law of retorſion or repriſals was an unforeſeen accident, becauſe the ſame in the treaty of 
ranty I produced under numb. 4. was not mentioned, nor any ſufficient obligation entered 
into; on the contrary, it is evident, that the affirmative promiſe of indemnity was the only 
fundamental cauſe of the guaranty, and therefore it is preſuppoſed, that a preceding aſſurance 
of indemnity, with all circumſtances and accidental incidents, is tacitly comprehended in the 
faid treaty, at leaſt the efficacy of ſuch reiterated and formal promiſes cannot be made 
illuſive or fruſtrated by any following confederation, extended generaliter & per modum 
relationis, for otherwiſe the ſaid promiſe of guaranty would be intirely truitleſs and 
without force, which would involve a notorious abſurdity. And the reaſon why the ſaid 
point of indemnity is not repeated, or expreſly inſerted, in the ſaid treaty, was, becauſe 
the ſaid mr. de Keyſer, for want of further inſtructions, was pleaſed to draw up the ſaid 
act in ſuch, and no other form, and becauſe his majeſty (confding in the uſual ſincerity, 
uprightneſs and gratitude of their high mightineſſes, and being aſſured of their praiſe- 
worthy punctuality in making good their promiſes) did, præcipitanter & bond fide, becauſe 
the ſaid de Keyſer urged this affair ſo very preſſingly, proceed to the concluſion of the ſaid 
treaty. And by a plain conſequence the pretended allegation of their high mightineſſes can 
no ways ſtand good ; that they by virtue thereof are not obliged to indemnify the ſubjects of 
his majeſty, and to make any ſatisfaction for the intolerable and exceſſive loſſes, which 
they have ſuffered and ſuſtained, only for the intereſt of their high mightineſſes; but 
that their high mightineſſes were only obliged thereby to help with all their power to 
avert any hoſtilities, which on that account might have been undertaken, againſt his majeſty 
and his ſubjects. For beſides that ſuch a conſtruction and interpretation is contradictory 
to the true meaning of the contractants, and the good faith required among allies, it is 
likewiſe repugnant againſt the very ſenſe of the words thetee?, being extended quam 
gener aliſimè & univerſaliter, and does not except any caſe whatſoever, nor admits of any 
limitation or reſtriction. Moreover the indemnity which is claimed, is not only and ſolely 
grounded on the ſaid treaty of guaranty, but alſo particularly, on the ſaid repeated and 
ratified promiſes of their high mightineſſes, ſeeing that, without an effectual indemnity, 
the preceding proteſtations and aſſurances of guaranty, made in favour of his majeſty's 
ſubjects, would be needleſs. For the averting of hoſtitilies, claims and pretenſions, is 
really but one point, properly relating to the ſtate of Denmark, and a conſequence and ob- 
ligation, reciprocally reſulting from the ſaid treaty, ſince it cannot in any ways be applied 
to the particular intereſt of the ſuffering ſubjects, without the ſame are indemnified 


thereby. 
Number 5. 


From the memorial delivered by the ſaid mr. de Keyſer in the your 1653, exhibited 
under number 5, nothing can be inferred to the prejudice of the ſaid juſt pretenſions, 
becauſe the ſaid mr. de Keyſer could draw up the ſaid memorial according to his own 
will and likeing, and the ſame being a private and particular draught, can in no man- 
ner be interpreted in præjudicium tertii, yet the recommendation of communication and 
incluſion, as alſo the requeſt (to avert all pretenſions of loſſes and intereſt on account of 
the detained Engliſh hemp ſhips) which are reſpectively mentioned therein, doth not con- 
tradift, much leſs ſuppreſſes it the right of indemnification, which by the foregoing re- 
ſpective acts and promiſes was ſettled and conſented to, ſo that it was needleſs to inſiſt 
farther upon it. Therefore the offer of his majeſty, relating to the reſtitution of the ſaid

RicHT HONORABLE, 
II. is the grief of my ſoul (and all honeſt men amongſt us) that ſo glorious a deſigne 
ſhould be blaſted by our owne miſcarriages. Indeed wee have been inſtruments of 
much miſery to ourſelves, beſides the loſs of many gallant men in Hiſpaniola, amongſt 
whom was major generall Heanes of renowned memory, whoſe death is ſtill much la- 
mented, and will every day more and more, as our difficulties come uppon us, for he was 


a a man that acted upon a cleer account to ſerve his God, prince, and countrey, laying aſide 


all other intereſt that might obſtruct theſe his good intentions. But the actions of our 
generall have not ſo cleerl demonſtrated themſelves unto us. Sir, here is much diſcontent 
betwixt our generall collonel Buller, collonel Carter, and collonel Doyly (by them 
juſtly taken) occaſioned by his irregular acting, they have not ſo much power here as his 
highneſs allowed the captaines (under his conduct) both in England, Scotland, and Ire. 
land, neither hath he ſummoned them twice (ſince our arrivall here) to conſult about the 
ſafe diſpoſall of this your re army for the future; nay, that which is worſt of all, he 
acteth as his will leadeth him, notwithſtanding the vote of the councill. In one parti. 
cular I can ſadly inſtance this truth. At our invading this iſland the generall called a coun- 
cill of warr for the further diſpoſall of his army that night; it was reſolved, that wee 
ſhould immediately march to the enemies chief towne (being but five miles from our 
landing) in order to which the army advanced very cheerfully, but before the reare 
mooved, command went to the van to ſtand untill further order, without giveing an 
further reaſon (for this ſudden alteration) then, what will you diſpute command ? Which 
anſwer was given by our now major general. Wee marched not untill the next morning 
about eight of the clock, at which time the generall came up to us, he haveing re- 
turned aboard, and lay there all night from his army, which was not the cuſtome of his 
highneſs to uſe his armies ſo. The lying ſtill of the army the firſt night (contrary to the 
councill's reſolve) hath wonderfully prejudiced his highneſs deſigne, for by itt the enemie 
had libertie to quitt thier towne with bagg and baggage ; accordingly they did ſo, for 
wee comeing to itt found neither man, woman, nor child in itt, but the enemie did ſend 
unto us ſome horſſmen that evening to know our deſires, and whether or knowe wee 
would treate with them; they had libertie to ſend commiſſioners, in which time of the 
treaty ſome of the gentlemen abovenamed (if not all) much deſyred of the generall, that a 
arty might be ſent out to keepe the enemie from conveying themſelves and goods away, 
(they then lying within three miles of us) in caſe they ſhould breake off; this would not 


bee afſented unto. The enemies commiſſioners were little leſs then compelled by our ge- 


nerall to ſigne conditions, but their party haveing carryed away their eſtates (and too much 
drove the country) would not make good what their commiſſioners ſigned, which they muſt 
in all probabilitie have done, if wee had either marched the firſt, (it being ordered by the 
councill) or, according to the collonels deſyres, ſent out a rty to ſtop the enemies motion 
from us: the doeing of neither hath occaſioned the loſs of much blood ; never was a poore 
army ſo conducted. My lord protector hath done well for us, and our proviſion came 
very ſeaſonably to us, but ſtrangely diſpoſed off; for I have not had (from the ſtore) fix 
und of bread for myſelf and familie ſince my arrivall here, neither doth the collonel 
ow what is in the ſtore, being not privy to any thing: thus ſadly hath the general ated, 
but bleſſed be God he is now goeing from us. I am confident our good God will ſtirr up the 
heart of his highneſs, to make a ſtrickt enquyrie into the ſo much blood ſpilt both in Hiſ- 
aniola and here. The Lord direct his ſoule in ſo weighty a matter. Sir, wee are in a good 
iſland for effecting his highneſs deſigne, and am aſſured wee may yet flouriſh (God giving 
a bleſſing) if in time we have one ſent to head us (with ſome other proviſions) which I 
hope will bee a man fearing God, and hating covetouſneſs, which hath hitherto been our 

ruine, To have written to your honour every particular would have taken up man 
ſheets ; but my collonel and commiſſioner Butler (both honeſt men) goeing for Taka , 
will give you the full and particular relation of all our tranſactions ſince our being in 
5 py America, 
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America, the which will appeare very ſad. My collonel is ordered by the council of the A. D. 1655: 
army to wayt on his highneſs on our behalfe; he is a gentleman of experienced fidelitie to 
us, and hath ſtood up faythfully for the advancement of the preſent Jv grocer but 
whatſoever he or the other two collonels ſayd or deſyred, yet the general would doe 
what he pleaſed. Although he would not call them to councill, yet they ſeverall times de- 
ſyred and preſſed earneſtly to have ſome thinges done, which undeniable were for the 
advantage of the army: he would not act therein, but by ſome meanes or other evade 
them, ſometimes ſaying, ſuch wayes were better, not at all adheering to their adyice, but 
tooke our collonel Holldepp (to bee of his cabinett counſell) who hath been a very ill 
member to this army. I now begg pardon for this my boldneſs : I thought it my duty to 
give your honour this brief hint of 27:7 here (his highneſs honour being much con- 
| cerned herein, and chiefly the cauſe of God) fearing that the larger account might mil- 
carry, which is ſigned by ſome gentlemen, that I am confident are and will prove fayth- 
full and loyall ſubjects to his highneſs, and I hope are willing to ſacrifice their lives in the 
reſent cauſe, although general Venables is ey leaveing us without the conſent of 
the forementioned collonels. One thing remarkable I had almoſt forgott ; the generall and 
councill ordered that noe commiſſioned officer ſhould depart the iſland without leave 
from the collonels; but ſince that he hath given paſſes to many, and I heare will carry 
more with him, notwithſtanding the collonels proteſt agaynſt itt. They may be proſecuted 


unnawayes, he havinge not power to ſend or carry any off, Ceaſing your trouble at

14, 1655. 


HIS examinate faith, that on the 11th day of this inſtant July, one Henry Seyley, vol. xxviti;

withal to deſire him to affirm, that the box with the two trumpets was left at his houſe 

for him by Rowland Thomas, late a prifoner in the Tower, and that they had been leit 

with him the ſpace of three months.

Amy Gaine of Dunhead St. Mary, in the county of Wilts, informeth, that about a 
fartnight or three weeks before the riſing at Sarum, her ſon-in-law, doctor Dunne, that 
then ſojourned in her houſe, invited certain perſons to her houſe to a feaſt, whoſe names 
are as followeth, captain Grove and James Bennett, both formerly in the king's army, 
mr. Croſs, mr. Green, mr. Goddard, Richard Freaker, Robert Mullins, William Meggs, 
and that there were preſent two brothers of the ſaid doctor's, and others whoſe names 
ſhe had forgot.

Martha Luſh of Dunhead aboveſaid informeth, that the ſaid doctor Dunne, about 
two or three days after the ſaid feaſt, and about a fortnight before the riſing at Sarum, 
came to her hoyſe, and beginning diſcourſe with her about her huſband, faid, that the 
roundheads religion was the worſt of all religions; and that you and I ſhall fee the time, 
when Inch and Legge (meaning two miniſters) ſhall be turned out of their parſonages; 
for that the ſaid Inch preached a ſermon of thankſgiving after Worceſter fight for 
the victory obtained there: he ſaid further, that the time may come, that I may be a 
friend to him for it; and that the parliament men did deſerve to have their heads fog of 
them cut off. She further informeth, that the ſaid doctor Dunne at the ſame time 
was very much offended with her, for that her huſband, that had been formerly a cavalier, 
was now led away by the ſaid Inch his preaching.

you a breif narretive of our proceedings ſince we came from England. The 26th 

of December we ſett ſaile from Portſmouth; the 29th of January arived at Barbadoes, 
where we ſtayed two months in expectation of our ſtore ſhips. They not coming, and 
we having compleated our regiment, and deſirous to be in action, made the beſt proviſions 
we could, and the goth of March embarqued ourſelves, the 13th of April we arrived at 
Hiſpaniola, but our pilot and conductor, viz. one Cox, being ſent away two daies before, 
I know not on what errand, by general Pen, came not up to us time enough to direct 
us in landinge at the river Hine, ſoe as we were enforced to ſaile above 12 leagues to 
the leward of St. Domingo, where we landed, marching an unknowne countrey without 
any guide, many faintinge with the extreame heate of the ſun and want of water. By 
this meanes we alarum'd all the 2 who ymediately forſook their houſes, and fled 
into the cittie, the onely place of ſtrength. All the wells they dam'd up within 8 miles of 
the citty. We wanted neceſſaries to carrie forth water, by which meanes (we marchinge 
up twice towards the towne) were diſabled to proſecute the buſines with effect. The 
countrey beinge wooddy, and waies narrow, ſome Nr were taken by ambaſcades, 
and ſeveral perſons cut of; but we ſoone beate them out of their faſtneſſes, but could not 
advance by reaſon of the weakenes and faintnes of the ſouldiers, who fell downe dead for 
want of water. When we firſt landed, our army was healthy and ſtronge, but exceedingly 
weakned through ſicknes in the iſland. Findinge drought too powerful an enimy to en- 
counter with, a reſolution was taken to embarque for this iſland Jamico, which was a 
more feaſeble place to undertak, and farre more advantagious in order to our deſigne on 
the Indies than Hiſpaniola. Here we arrived, marched up to the towne fower miles 
from the ſea ſide, the enemy fled, we poſſeſt ourſelves of it, loſt not a man their, and 
our commiſſioners afterwards treated the articles confirmed by their governours and com- 
miſſioners, who were and are hoſtages; but the countrey would not conforme, but fled 
into and ſecured themſelves in the mountains, where they make a hard ſhift to live, till 
the great raines, which are accordinge to the ſeaſon expected, force them to buckle. We 
are ſendinge out ſmall parties continuallie. Laſt weeke we tooke 24 of them, and 50 
others came in voluntarily. It's a very fruitfull and pleaſant land, a fitt receptacle for 
honneſt men, which is our greateſt want here, Who knowes, whether God hath not 
ſent us before, to make way for the goſpell. I hope God will incline and — the

heart of ſuch as feared God, to come and ſitt downe amongſt us. We have encountred A. D. 165g: 


and waded through many hardſhips and difficulties ; but all's nothinge, ſoe as we may 
be inſtrumentall to propagate the goſpell. Were it not in this confidence, I ſhould have 
ſank in the worke, as others have done, but this conſideration beares me up. Doubtles 
God is doeinge a greate and ſtrange worke.

What a deſirable and joyfull thinge would it be, to ſee many 
godly men flock and flow in hither, there is accumodation worke for them ? Here they 
may ſerve God, their countrey, and themſelves. I dare ſay, he that cumes on ſuch ac- 
counts, ſhall not have cauſe to repent his voyage : many there are that came out with us 
vauntinge, as if they would have carryed the Indies, bigg with expectation of gold and 
filver ready told up in baggs, not findinge that, but meetinge with ſome difficulties and 
hardſhips, wherewith God uſes to try and exerciſe his people, they fret, fume, and grow 
impatient, and wiſh that they were at their onyons, &c. Severall of ſuch, accordinge to 
their deſires and diſcontents, we have diſmiſt, and may returne with ſhame enough. We 

ect in their one defence they will diſparage the place and ſervice ; but 1 hope wiſe 
and ſober men will not give much credit to them. General Pen with 2 parts in 3 of the 
fleete returned 14 daies ſince for * * Our general, who hath beene ſicke 8 weeks, 
is now embarqued for England; ſo that the care of the army under God depends on 
me. I ſuppoſe the protector will not be well pleaſed to ſee them; but we ſhall have 
the beſt care we can in their abſence. We heare of great preparations in Spaine, but 
feare them not, I know God (if England ſhould) will not neglect and forget his intereſt here. 
Thinke not that I write to entice and inveagle men hither groundleſly. I ſpeake my 
owne and judgment of wiſer then I, that is the beſt land they and I ſet foote on. Here 1s 
only want of bread for the preſent and godly ſociety. Had I that, I mean the laſt, which is 
the beſt, I could N with all other diſaccommodations. Here is ſufficient with 
God's bleſſinge to make men's conditions very comfortable. And if men are able to fur- 
niſh themſelves with ſervants, they may ſoone enrich themſelves. I truſt God will ſtir up 
the hearts of his people, to ponder and conſider this operation of his hands, and enquier 
what the Lord meaneth by it, and follow him though into a wilderneſſe.

HAT the agreement made by the queene of Sweden with the lord proteQor 
T commonwealth of England, &c. is null, ſhee haveinge reſigned ker 9 
her neffew, &c. | | : : 

That the king of Sweden and the king of Poland are in union, and hold at this 
time correſpondence, ſo as that their is a right underſtandinge betwixt them, and come 
on this ſide above 100 leagues. 

That the king of Sweden is in union with the emperor, and have had no ſuſpiſtion of 
a quarrell ſince the receivinge of his crowne. And that the late queene of Sweden doth 
ſtill hold frequent correſpondency with the "emperor. . 

That if the Swediſn army had or doth intend any invaſion into the united provinces 
of the Low Countries, they muſt have gone over the Rhyne farr higher then now the 
are come; for beinge ſo low in the country, betwixt the Rhyne and the ſca, there 18 
ſmall poſſibility for them to harme the Low Countries; neither cann they enter on Friez. 
land fide, in reguard of a mooraſh, that runs along the coaſt, and not paſable but by a 
broad caſy, on the end of which are inpregnable fortes, and allſo the warres in the Low 
Countries being holly by ſeeges. The year is to farr ſpent. And allſo conſiddered the 

which have binn betwixt Sweden and the Low Countries, it is not 
bly againſt them intended. 

The kinge of France hath aſſiſted the Swedes with vaſt ſommes of mony, by which 
it is evident, that they are privy to this deſigne. 

That theis and ſuch like thinges being well weighed and debated with reaſon, it is the 
moſt probable againſt England. Alſo conſidered that courtly behaviour, which hath bin 
and is betwixt the queene of Sweden, and the eldeſt ſonne of the late kinge. 

That the ſtrenght is great, and the conſequence farr greater, and it is to be conſiddered, 
that this vaſt army, which is the very bowells of Germany and Sweden, is conducted 
by none but qi princes ; and if they ſhould land in England, it is to be conſiddered, 
that they will be neceſſitated to fight, which will cauſe much reſolution, and then difficult 
to be beaten ; neither will they accept of a golden brige, if proferred ; witnes the battaile 
of Newport in the year 1600, or thereaboutes. The old prince Mauricius uſed to ſay, 
that there was no greater weakninge to any power, then to fitt in ſelfe-ſecuritye. It is 
wiſdome in a comander, to foreſee danger, and not to diſcover the leaſt to his ſouldiers. 
It is allſo to be conſiddered, if ſuch an invaſion ſhould bee, where it is moſt proba- 


bel they will land, and in what manner; that ſo their may be a ſecret preparation for 


reſiſtance. | 

It is probabell, that they will land one part in Scotland, ſo to have footinge and help, 
the Scot being a pou willinge to riſe upon ſuch an occaſion. Allſo it is probabell Hull 
to be the other place : 1. Becauſe of the ſtrenght of the place. 2. Becauſe it is over- 
againſt Emden, a probable haven to embark themſelves. 3. They may march up the 
river Trent, and by ſecureing the paſſes cutt England into two peeces. And it is further 
to be conſiddered, whether they will not land one Eſſex fide, with the whole bulck of 
the army, and march up to London. There are many other thinges of much validity to 
be thought of, and how beſt to ſettle the people; but without debate they are not to be 
ſet downe. But as it is a maxime amongſt princes to eye any army, being on foot, ſo it 
is true, that England ought to eye the Swediſh. | 

And truly though a forreign army is odious to the Engliſh, and by conſequence will be 
reddy to 1 them; yet when a Engliſhman comes in the head of them, under collor 
ef his right, it will alter the condiſtion before ſpoken.

My LORD, 


DO underſtand, with much diſpleaſure, that your indiſpoſition, and not the deſign to vol. xxviii, 
1 ſequeſter yourſelf for ſome time from all affairs, doth keep you in the country. I had p. 456. 
word writ me of the contrary, but it is not extraordinary, that judgments do ground 
themſelves upon bare appearances, nor likewiſe, that the diſcontent of the mind doth 
alter the health of the body the moſt robuſt. The terms of the letter, which you were 

leaſed to write to me, do reſent a little of the firſt ; and I do believe, that the other will 
get ſtrength, if you can overcome the diſquietneſs, which the condition of your affairs doth 
cauſe unto you. I muſt confeſs, they are not in that condition as you could wiſh them, 
in regard all thoſe fair hopes which the court gave you have not produced any elevation 
yet. However your condition may be ſupported with patience, if you conſider, that 
the greateſt perſons have not been always ſmiled upon by fortune. I do likewiſe imagine 
myſelf, that you have no great cauſe to be ſo much tormented through the conſideration 
of want, notwithſtanding any diſgrace whatſoever that may fall upon the charges of in- 
tendants, if you have not had ſome conſiderable loſs during my abode in England; and 
your policy is ſufficiently known unto me, not to take alarm at the taxes laid upon 
the intendants, nor upon the rents, whereof you have not paid any thing; only I judge 
that you are not yet well diſpoſed to ſupply my wants, unleſs it be by fine prayers to 
God, which if they be no more efficacious than mine, I ſhall be ſuddenly brought to 
an ill condition. It is to be hoped, that you will be one day troubled at my ruin, fince 
you have contributed to it, for making me to come into a country, where my inclina- 
tion and many reaſons did hinder me from coming; and though my negotiation have 
never ſo favourable a ſucceſs, yet there will ſtill remain ſome bitterneſs behind; and if 
I had come away without concluding the treaty, I perceive I ſhould have ſuffered all the 
diſgraces, wherewith it is poſſible to lade a negotiation. 

I ſee that publick fame doth already condemn me, and that the fault of all the delays, 
which the government of England hath uſed towards me for almoſt theſe three years, 
is imputed to me, as if I ſuffered myſelf to be delayed without taking any notice of it. 
All my letters will * me from this reproach before the eyes of the miniſters. And 
although they declare to the world ſome diſcontent of my conduct, yet I have cauſe to 
believe, that they do me juſtice in their particulars. Vou did conceave me to be in ſome 
fear, that my abode here, after the laſt orders which were ſent me, would anger them; 
but the laſt letters of the earl of Brienne do wholly diſſipate my apprehenſions. Here hath 
paſt nothing conſiderable ſince my laſt, which gave you an account of the laſt confe- 
rence I had with the lord protector, who hath ſent the royal party 20 miles diſtant from 
this city, and it is yet uncertain what he will do with them. Here is yet nothing certain 
of the fleet in America.

Vol. xxvill. OU will have ſeen the anſwer, which we made to my lord embaſſador of France 
2 1 his letter, which he writ unto us. He hath ſent back his ſecretary unto us with 
another letter, tending to cauſe us to accept of the truce, till the peace can be con- 
cluded, and accompanied it with a writing figned by his royal highneis, which doth con- 
tain, that he doth agree to it. We have agreed to it for 4 days, beginning the 29th 
of this month; and in the mean time we will ſpeak to the ſaid embaſfador at Pignerol, 
the | ac agreed on for the treaty. We will not do any thing without the advice and 
conſent of the other lords embaſſadors of Switzerland and England, if he comes back, 
although that they do continue to ſerve us as they uſed to do formerly, to debar us as 
they uſed to do of all communication, that we cannot fend any letters to them, nor 
to mr. Morland, who is gone away to our great grief, without knowing what impreſſions 
they may have made him to take, nor what anſwers we are to make unto them, and with- 
out giving him thanks for the pains he took, and the zeal he declared, as alſo by his 
means to his highneſs my lord protector, for the great cauſes, which we have had of 
him, and to pray him for the continuation of his graces and favours, wiſhing with paſſion 
that there might be ſomebody on his behalf here, if we come to treaty. We ſee that they 
continue to diſguiſe our rights, and that they deny the perſecutions, which they have 
uſed towards us, and that they will delay us, to weary. and tire out our benefactors and 
mediators, Wherefore although we be reſolved to accept of the deſired peace, if it be 
a reaſonable one, ſo likewiſe we ought to provide againſt all contrary accidents, and not 
ſend away thoſe that are come to affiſt us, although this doth conſume a good part of 
the charities that are ſent us, the foot foldiers being at 9 d. per day, beſides an am- 
munition loaf of 24 OUNCES 3 beſides they are moſt them yet uſeleſs unto us, for want 
of horſes. We loſe, or at leaſt we do not get much. We do forbear all hoſtility out of 
reſpect to the embaſſador of France, who did deſire it of us; but the enemy doth not forbear 
to come and burn the remaining parts of our houſes, which are yet left unburnt. And we, 
to endeavour to deſtroy that neſt of rogues at la Tour, went yeſterday and aſſaulted them, 
and burnt the whole place down, except a corner, where the enemy had made a fort, 
which we had likewiſe conquered, if the enemy had not prevailed with their horſe againſt 
us. We have ſome priſoners, amongſt the reſt three friers, whereof that wicked Fra. 
Proſpero Tarana is one, and one of the chiefeſt inſtruments and authors of our ruin. We 
loſt ſeven of our ſoldiers, who, being loaden with plunder, could not get awa y faſt enough.

OT having had the honour to receive any from by this laſt poſt, nor by that 125 
of the 4 I have only to inform * of oh paſt bo will begin in ag i EY 
telling you, that this phyſician and miniſter of Lauſanne, who at his return from the 

Vallies of Piedmont was apprehended by the governor of Suze, the laſt week, was pre- 

ſently ſet at liberty, after that copies were taken of thoſe memorandums which were found 

about him. I ſignified this enlargement to the ſaid Valles, and mr. Morland, envoy of 

the lord protector, as done in confideration of his majeſty, as the effects of thoſe vigorous 

and cordial good offices, which his majeſty hath commanded me to uſe towards their 

royal highneſſes, for the pacification of thoſe troubles. I believe, my lord, I ſent you 

word in my laſt, how that the ſaid mr. Morland is lodged and defrayed by their royal 
highneſſes, who gave him the firſt audience at Rivelle on faturday laſt. I believe they 

will give him that of his farewel within two or three days, having no orders to _

and their eſtates ; and that they will endeayour (as I do exhort them to it) to ſend him 


back the beſt inſtructed and ſatisfied as it is poſſible, to the end he may make a good re. 
lation to thoſe that ſent him ; as I do on my part, for the intereſt of the king, in the viſits, 


which he made me, and which I gave him. He makes a great foundation upon a capi. 


tulation of the year 1561, between the earl of Raconis and the inhabitants of the faiq 
Vallies, by which they are permitted to inhabit out of the ancient limits, and to declare 
themſelves of their religion without fear, being required. But although that this piece be 
eſſential for this particular pretence of inhabiting out of the ſaid ancient limits, there is 
no original, nor any authentick copy of it to be found. All the orders of the ſame 
Emanuel Philbert, and likewiſe in the year 1561, and all thoſe of his ſucceſſors, do te. 
duce them to the ſaid ancient limits; although it be very probable, that the ſaid capitula- 
tion of the ſaid lord de Raconis is really intervened, in regard there are many copies not 
ſigned, and likewiſe allowed in printed books, by the permiſſion of the officers of this 
country. But the miniſters of this court, beſides the want of an authentick copy, do 
oppoſe the default of the ratification, by the duke, whereof was never ſeen any original or 
copy ſigned. They do likewiſe oppoſe the entring thereof in the ſovereign companies, 
without which ſuch privileges are invalid, , they were agreed unto by the proper 

rſon of the prince. The faid miniſters likewiſe alledge, that the prince cannot fubject 
fis ſubſtitute ſucceſſors to the crown, to conditions, which are prejudicial to their ſove- 
reignty, being as well ſovereign in their turns, as their predeceſſors. Beſides that ſuch 
privileges cannot ſubſiſt, if not confirmed by the ſucceeding prince, who hath power 
to recal them, add, or diminiſh. In ſhort, to conclude, they ſay, that in caſe all that is 
aforeſaid were of no value, yet the laſt rebellion of the inhabitants rendred them guilty 
of the higheſt puniſhments, and conſequently unworthy of all graces, which have been for- 
merly granted unto them. And they do add, that thoſe, who govern at preſent in Eng. 
land, ought to think it ſo much the leſs ill, in regard they have baniſht and ill uſed the 
catholicks of Ireland, England and Scotland, to the prejudice of the conceſſions, which 
their legal kings had granted them. 

T ought not (my lord) to omit to tell you, that I have declared to the ſaid mr. Morland, 
that notwithſtanding all theſe conſiderations of this court, I hoped that that of his majeſty 
will prevail with their royal highneſſes to re-eſtabliſh the ſaid inhabitants in their ancient 
limits, and to permit them to ſell what they have purchaſed out of them; although that 
by reaſon of their frequent rebellions they were reſolved to baniſh them out of their ſtate, 
or at leaſt to confiſcate thoſe eſtates, which they have purchaſed out of their limits; but 
that which | fear moſt, is the obſtinacy of thoſe people, and that they will not make 
ſuch uſe of thoſe graces, as they ought, which one ſhall procure tor them.

A letter of intelligence to mr. Petit. 
From the Valley of Perouſe in Piedmont, July 21, 1655. 


8 CE the departure of mr. de Servien embaſſador of France his ſecretary, we have 
ſtood ſo well upon our guard, that our enemies have not been ſo haſty to come and 
ſurprize us; and as our brethren's courage and numbers do daily increaſe, and that it was 
not juſt to ſtand ſtill, we reſolved to make our profit of the advantage God has been 
pleaſed to give us in the three laſt fights; and having to that purpoſe deliberated upon 
what was to be done, it was reſolved, that one ſhould go and unneſtle the Savoyards, 
who had entrenched themſelves in the borough of the Tower. After which having put 
our troops in order, and called upon the name of God, we untied 1000 foot, which 
paſſed Pelles, and aſſaulted the borough of Lucerne, where they found ſome reſiſtance, 
while that the main body of the army did beat the Tower, where they found ſome ſmall 
defence by thoſe that were within, which being unable to ſtand out againſt us, run away, 
and were chaſed out of ſeveral places in which ours went, which did not only plunder all 
they found therein, but did alſo put to death thoſe which remained without remiſſion; 
after which they fired all, and amongſt other the church and houſe of the miſſionaries; and 
beſide Fra. Proſpero their ſuperior, and chief author of the maſſacres, whom they have de- 
tained priſoner, and put into irons, they have made ſome other priſoners, and taken ſome 
quantity of arms and other proviſions, and horſes, which will ſerve them in their need. 
Thoſe which were gone to Lucerne, after they had plundered ſome houſes, withdrew 
themſelves with the loſs of one of their men, and another wounded, and taken by the 
enemy in their retreat. But ſince this expedition there hath been a truce granted for = 
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days, which doth end this day, it was granted in conſequence of a letter ſent by mr. de A. D. 1655. 
Servien to treat of an agreement. He is to come to Pignerol to treat, where ſome of 

our chiefs and our miniſter are to render themſelves, having given us all the neceſſary 

aſſurances: we will inform you with the events thereof, The deputies of the evangelical 

cantons are come to Turin, notwithſtanding their highneſſes inhibitions to not come, upon 

the ſubject of our agreement, for which he would only ſuffer the intermiſſion of France. 

We think they have order to declare war unto that duke. God give us a good peace.

UR rebel ber oe of the Vallies, having given a furious aſſault to the Tower, were 
ſtrongly repulſed, although joined by 400 foot and 50 horſe, come from France, from 
whence they receive, as well as from Geneva, and from the cantons, all neceſſary proviſions ; 
and being fince returned they have burned a cloiſter of monks, and carried away the ſupe- 
rior ; but having been followed by the catholicks in their retreat, they have loſt 60 men, 
amongſt which is Paulo Vachiero their chief. In the interim the ordinary embaſſador of 
France and the deputy ſent by his majeſty into thoſe quarters to treat of an agreement, 
have often been viſited to that purpoſe by marquis de Pianezza. That four deputies of 
the Swiſs cantons are alſo here arrived to that purpoſe, and the agreement is ſo much the \ 
more expected, by reaſon the French — is going to morrow for Pignerol to 
labour thereunto. My lord protector's envoy parted from hence on ſunday laſt. 

At laſt prince Thomaſo joined with the duke of Modena; after ſeveral counterfeitings 
to aſſault y and Cremona, they beſieged Pavia the 3+ inſtant, and have already taken 
the bridge and a half moon, ſo that it is thought they will carry it within 20 or 25 days 
at furtheſt. 

The marquis Ville doth ſtill remain in his poſt of Lomellina, giving great jealouſy to 
Verſeil, from whence the governor has been forced to ſend out the ſyndic and ſeveral 
other inhabitants little affected unto him.

HY complaint made unto the council of ſtate concerning ſome ill uſage made of late y, —_ 
to ſome poor proteſtants which lived at Langres, a decree has been given, by which p. 498. 
his majeſty permits unto all thoſe of the religion his ſubjects, to dwell in what place ſoever 
of his kingdom, be it within or upon the frontiers as they ſhall find good; his majeſty 
underſtanding that they ſhould enjoy the ſame freedoms and liberties as his catholick ſub- 
jects, ſo that they undertake nothing againſt the good of his ſervice, enjoining unto all 
governors and magiſtrates to not trouble nor hinder them, but on the contrary help and 
comfort them in caſe of need, under great penalties. 

The king having written unto the duke of Leſdiguieres to not ſuffer any of the religion 
to paſs to go to the relief of the perſecuted proteſtants, whilſt his majeſty has given order 
about their agreement, the ſaid duke has returned an anſwer, that bis majeſty muſt 
declare war againſt the proteſtants of Dauphine and Languedoc to hinder it. We have no 
news from our army ſince the 6th inſtant, that it was written from Maubeuge, that 
4000 horſe were united under the command of mr. de Caſtelnau, which went and ſeized 
the little city of Bovines, and 4000 under mr. de Uxelles were gone towards Sambre 
to hinder the enemies paſſage, which were poſted under Montz. The king was that day 
to depart from Maubeuge with all the army to follow mr. Caſtelnau : their deſign is un- 
known. But this march makes us believe they aim at Luxemburgh ; ſome think it is for 
Namur, but that place is too much advanced, and the ſiege could not be made unleſs the 
Liegeois were willing. A ſhort time will make us ſee clearly. 

The letters from Marſeilles ſay, that beſides the loſs of our five gallies, they had ill 
news of four ſhips of our army, which went before to land ſome foot ſoldiers in the 
gulph of Specia, namely, that they have been met and taken by the Spaniſh fleet, and 

ſome ſay beſieged in the gulph ; but this news is yet uncertain. 

The duke of Mantua arrived here on ſaturday night, and went to the palace of 
Longueville, where he is ſumptuouſly feaſted, he will ſtay there ſome eight or ten days 
or * train, and then will go towards the king, who will, as it is thought, repair to 

eſieres.

E are informed, that the troops of Savoy, being gone to aſſault the proteſtants of 
the Vallies of Piedmont, in an intrenchment, upon which their chief commander 
had cauſed few men to appear before the ſpies of their enemies, on purpoſe to draw 
them, but that he did fo 2 them in their aſſault, that 200 Savoyards were killed 
upon the place, and the others forced to retire with the ſhame of being followed very far 
on the plain.

HE king of France hath had great fucceſs this year, firſt, in Catalonia (where Mompo- 
1  mard is, and hath gotten a good recruit) upon taking of a town there; ſecondly, 
towards Milan, where the French beſiege Valence, and have gotten Caſal, by compoſition 
with the duke of Mantua, whom they expect at Paris within few days; and thirdly, to- 
wards Flanders, by the taking of Landrecy ; fo as now they think to fetch contribution as 
far as Bruſſels, and it-is. probable will fit down before ſome other town this year. This 
makes them high in France, and (as is reported) not ſo deſirous of peace with England 
as they were; the rather becauſe the news from Hiſpaniola makes them believe, that Spain 
and England muſt- certainly fall out; whereas the French deſired peace chiefly with Eng- 
land, to keep off their aſſiſtance to Spain againſt France. By the way I heard of a pleaſant 
ſtory of a picture ſet to ſale on Pont-neuf, wherein the lord protector was ſitting on 2 
cloſe-ſtole at his buſineſs, and the king of Spain on the one ſide, and the king of France on 
the other, offering him paper to wipe his breech.

S wee doe with all thankefullneſſe acknowledge his highneſſe care in ordering conſi- 
A derable „ 77 and accomodations for the army, though it pleaſed God by his pro- 


vidence to retard them, 


to time to order uppon the termes formerly agreed on accomodations of cloatheing for 
officers and ſouldiers, and all manner of workeing tooles and inſtruements better then 
thoſe now received, for the wood generally is ſoe hard, and the edge tooles ſoe badd, as 
they are ſcarce ſerviceable ; as allſoe bread, oatemeale, brandy, armes and ammunition, 
hyſick and medicines, &c. | | 

That ſervants from Scotland or elſewhere may bee ſent to aſſiſt in planting, &c. for 
which the officers out of their paie will make ſuch allowance as his highneſſe thall thinke 
fitt, and aſſigne them ſuch proportions of land, as his highneſſe ſhal direct at the expira- 
tion of their reſpective termes. By this means wee ſhal bee enabled to make provilions 
for ſuch as are allready here, and ſuch as ſhal bee ſent hither by his highneſſe for further ſer- 
vice; and they wil bee in a readineſſe for ſuch other imployment as his highneſſe ſhall 
command. . 

That the allottment and diſtribution of land to the reſpective regiments of the arm 
allready approved of by his highneſſe commiſſioners may bee ratified by his highneſſe 
ſanction, the allottment made to the Chriſtopher's regiment (which is to bee reduced) 
excepted. 

That ſuch encouragement, as his highneſſe ſhall thinke fitt, may bee given and granted 
to ſuch, as ſhall deſire to come from England, or aney other Engliſh collonies. 


That in regard it may happen, as by experience it hath done, that the ſupplies ordered 


and intended us by his highneſſe, may not ſeaſonably arive by reaſon of contrary windes, 
by means whereof the army may bee diſtreſt and reducted to exigency, that his highneſſt 
will pleaſe to enable the army to take upp neceſlary proviſions for our accommodation of 
ſuch marchant ſhipp or ſhipps, as ſhall come into the harbours of this iſland, and to draw 
bills for payment on ſuch treaſury in England as his highneſſe ſhall thinke fitt, the ſame 
not exceeding ten thouſand pounds. 

That for the better regulatinge and ordering this little commonwealth, and encourage- 
ment of ſuch as deſire to live under a civill and ſettled government, his highneſſe will 
pleaſe to make ſuch conſtitutions and lawes, as his highneſſe ſhall thinke meete for the 
government of this place, or impower ſuch in the place, as his highneſſe ſhall approve of, 
to make and conſtitute from time to time ſuch wholeſome and neceſſary lawes, as ſhal 
bee moſt fitt for the better ordering and government of thinges here; and to erect court 
and courts of juſtice and equity for decideing of controverſies betweene party and party, 
and power granted to allow ſuch officer and officers as ſhal bee employed ſuch fallary as 
ſhal bee thought needfull. 

That in regard much inconvenience hath beene found by the diſtinct and independant 
command of the army and fleete, his highneſſe would pleaſe to order, that both may bee 
under one command, and that power may bee given to erect courts of admiralty, and 
grant commiſſions to private men of warre, to annoy and infeſt the enemys of our 
nation. 

That his highneſſe will pleaſe to allow that ſuch marchant or marchants, as ſhal bee will- 
ing to advance the ſervice and plantation of this iſland, may have all due encouragement ; 
nd that ſuch perſon or perſons as his highneſſe ſhall pleaſe to appoynt and authorize 
heere may bee enabled to treate and contract with him or them accordingly. 

That for as much as the officers have found by ſad experience, that the generality of 
the private ſouldiers of this army are men of low ſpirritts, apt to receive impreſſions of 
fear, and baſely deſert their officers and ſervice, his highneſſe bee humbly deſired for the 
more effectuall carryeing on the warre in theiſe parts, to order a conſiderable ſupply of 
well diſciplined, approved, and experienced ſouldiers, fuch as have beene accuſtomed to 
- hardſhipp in Ireland, or elſewhere, well accomodated with proviſions, leather bottles, 
tents, &c.

Sir, 1 hope to do my buſineſs to all your contents, in that it will be 
queſtionleſs to all my e 4. advantage, that proving according as I ſee no other rea- 
ſon but it will, I ought not to be chid if I ſhould draw away your eſtates, for fear of 
the worſt, though the damage ſhould not be ſuch, I at preſent fear, if left it; for you 
will ſay it is not good a merchant's ſtock ſhould lye dead : but that ſcruple may be pre- 
vented, if you go on in that deſign you thought on; and aſſure yourſelf, if I go upon

THIS morning there was nothing but a ſerious complaint from the ſtates of the Vol. xxviii. 
country of Cleve, which is put without reſumption into the hands of commiſſioners, P. 380. 
who were this day again in the afternoon to conſult with the lord Wyman, about the 
projected treaty of alliance to be made with the elector of Brandenburg. | 
They write a letter to the chambre mypartie, accuſing the delays, which are uſed by the 
Spaniſh ſide, in the proceſs about the country of Outre-Meuſe. 
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D. 1656. In Holland they ſpeak of ſending an extraordinary commiſſioner to Denmark, under 
A. D 1655 pretence of Sen Ag ſome abuſes in the toll, or rallige money, but in effect to engage 


that king againſt Sweden. 
| July 24. 


This morning the Daniſh miniſters cauſed to be exhibited a long and pertinent writing, 
or deduction, larded with much Latin, laws, and paſſages of treaties, to prove, that this 
ſtate is obliged to pay to the Danes all the prizes, w ich the Engliſh made upon the Danes 
during the war with England. It is to be examined. And in regard that this deduction 
is ſo beſprinkled with Latin, and texts of the law, there were ſome that did adviſe, that 
there ought to be ſome civilians called to conſult upon it. 

The raet penſionary and other commiſſioners are gone to Haerlem, to induce the 
magiſtrate to a certain formality concerning the exciſe of beer. 

This day is the great advice of the council of ſtate concerning the retorſion againſt 
Limburgh, with other reſolutions. : ; 

Yeſterday there having been a conference concerning the treaty with Brandenburg, this 
morning the lord Wyman cauſed the report to be made by the lord preſident. But thoſe 
of Holland did declare, that they were not ready, hoping that this afternoon the 
ſhould deliberate upon it, and that 1t may be to-morrow they would declare themſelves 
for the lord Wyman very much preſſed it, ſaying, that he holds the treaty for broken off 
in caſe that on monday the 26th they do not make ſome concluſion in it. It is very much 
doubted, whether Holland have a true intention to conclude. 


July 26. 


I do not perceive, that ſince the 24th there hath been much conſulted in the afſemh] 
of Holland 2 the treaty with Brandenburg; and I know not whether that wi 
yet be effected. On the behalf of Poland there hath been a new ſollicitation made to 
Holland to engage them to ſend oy ſhips towards the Baltick Sea, according to the 
project of treaty made at the end of the Engliſh war, and wherewith the reſident de Bye 
was ſent into Poland. Poland offereth half of the charges, for the ſummer months, for 
the time that the fleet ſhall be at ſea. But Holland doth deſire caution, or that the city 
of Dantzick may be obliged. And beſides, ſince that Denmark doth ſhew itſelf to con. 
fide, there is little likelihood that Holland will meddle with Pruſſia ; likewiſe it is ſaid, 
that the king of Sweden will not be ſtrong. | 

The lord Wyman hath very much inſiſted to have expedition, and Holland (chief 
Amſterdam) hath had the apprehenſion, that the elector of Brandenburg would Join his 
troops to the Swedes, and by this means both together would be maſters of Pruſſia; fo 
that Holland at laſt hath reſolved to accept the alliance with Brandenburg, to ſeparate 
Brandenburg from Sweden, and by this means to break ſo much the more the deſign of 
Sweden. | 

Concerning the precedency, there is ſtill ſome diſpute ; but of that they will endeavour 
to make ſome agreement by a conference more expreſs. And in regard they perceive 
the king of Denmark to be ſo cold, fearing that there may be ſome correſpondence 
between them and Sweden, Holland hath propoſed to ſend a commiſſioner for Denmark, 
which is as good as agreed on, and there is one named out of each province to draw up 
an inſtruction, 


July 27. 


They have authoriſed the ſaid commiſſioners, who were formerly in England about the 
buſineſs of the 3oth article of the treaty of peace (as the lord Aelmond, Roſenburg, Oiſel, 
&c.) likewiſe to attend the buſineſs, which is to be debated the next month at Amſterdam, 
being yeſterday reſolved to diſpatch their commiſſion. | 


July 28. 
Since that Holland had moved the queſtion to the lord Capelle, to perſuade him from 


ſigning the treaty with Brandenburg, others did likewiſe move a queſtion for the lord 


Beverning, that he is not capable to ſign the ſaid treaty, till fuch time that he had made re- 

rt and given an account of his negotiation in England concerning the ſecluſion, about 
which there hath been great conteſtation. Behold here already the firſt fruit, which Holland 
gathereth from the treaty. 

There hath been likewiſe a great conteſtation concerning the oath, which they have 
annexed of thoſe, who are commiſſioners in the buſineſs of Eaſt-Frieſland, to take n0 
preſent from the parties, which ſome of thoſe commiſſioners had altogether oppoſed.

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Concerning the buſineſs, and the ſending towards Overyſſel, thoſe of Holland have A. D. 1655. 
delivered their advice, which is more for Deventer than for the others. There hath been CW WI 
complaint, that in Brabant they have taken and put into a monaſtery ſome children of a 
man of Amſterdam. There are ſome here, that did threaten to impriſon all the prieſts. 


July 30. 


They have reſolved to write to the archduke, and to thoſe of Liſle, for the enlarge- 
ment of two children, who are put into a monaſtery againſt their minds, or that this ſtate 
will ſeek ſome other remedy ; and the embaſſador is likewiſe to be ſpoken to about it. 

Thoſe of Holland have contradicted the order of the council of ſtate, given to make 
retorſions againſt thoſe of Limburgh ; ſo that thereupon a conference is ordered to be 
held with the ſaid council of ſtate for this morning, but it will be the afternoon firſt. 

There being a report that Brederode was dead, it did cauſe ſome to ſpeak already for 
his charge. 

Holland hath propoſed ſeveral points of good huſbandry : they are ſtill labouring about 
reduction of intereſts ; North Holland is very much againſt it. The cities of Delph, 
Rotterdam, and Brill, do continue to 21 againſt thoſe of Dort concerning the chan- 
nel: thoſe of Dort continue notwithſtanding to finiſh the channel, and fearing ſome vio- 
lences from the ſaid cities, to undo all that they have done, they have raiſed 60 ſoldiers, 
keeping watch by night out of the city, to be advertiſed, if thoſe of the other cities 
ſhould fall upon them by night ; and the company of lieutenant colonel Doleman is like-

tify theſe provinces. My lord map hath not ſhewn hitherto, that he will favour LW 
3 commerce; but if he would have done it wholly in favour of them, he might 

only have given order to thoſe private men of war, not to viſit any Dutch ſhips, under 

pretence of finding the effects of Frenchmen. It may be I am deceived, if I do believe, 

that a revocation of theſe letters was only done to ſmooth us a little, to the end we ſhould 

not be altogether impatient in theſe delays, which the protector doth prepare for us. 

I have received a letter from Stockholm, from the earl of Leſno, the chiefeſt of the 
Poliſh embaſſy, wherein he complaineth very much of the durity of the king and the 
Swede, who have declared, that they would not admit of any mediators in the treaty, 
and non pas meſme d entremetteur, pour porter & raporter les paroles; from whence he ga- 
thers, that hardly the negotiation will ſucceed, at leaſt, that it cannot be determined in . 
Sweden, the king being ready to depart. The embaſſadors were to follow. They write 
me from Hamburgh, that the king's baggage was already artived at Vdegaſt, and that the 
mareſchal of Wittemberg was I the march with 17,000 men, drawing towards Pome- 
rania, on that ſide of Pruſſia and great Poland. 

They have here concluded the treaty with Brandenburg. It is to be ſigned to-morrow.

Our army doth 

not intend to lie long before Capelle. Some ſay, it is already removed before Cambray. 

Certain it is, ſome turther deſign is in hand, the forces being all joined. Prince Harcourt 

is come from Briſac, and hath brought with him a conſiderable recruit; he is marched 
therewith to join with the king's forces.

My LoRD, 


1 the beginning of laſt week I received for the firſt time, a viſit from the lord Coyet, 
embaſſador extraordinary of the king of Sweden: two days after I paid him my con- 


tra viſit ; we diſcourſed together of ſeveral affairs, and among other things his excellency 


told me, that he could not deny, but there was in Sweden ſome diſcontent againſt their 
high mightineſſes about the treaty made with Denmark in the year 1649. touching the 
affair of the great John; but eſpecially of late it was told, that their high mightineſles 
had taken the reſolution to ſend ſome men of war into the Baltick, which, he told me, 
the king would not any ways permit. I gave him ſeveral reaſons as to the two firſt 
affairs, and ſhewed him that their high mightineſſes, in order to remove all animoſity, had 
in both the ſaid affairs condeſcended more to the crown of Sweden, than any ſovereign 
and independent ſtate had ever done; and concerning the laſt affair, I told him, that one 
ought not always to believe reports, that I, upon my faith, had heard nothing of it, and 
that I hoped, that the trade and navigation of the inhabitants of the United Provinces would 
be left undiſturbed, and that then one ought not to fall out, touching the queſtion of 
what he called jus claffis habende. Yeſterday I heard from a publick miniſter, that had 
2 with the lord embaſſador of France, that the lord Coyet had not yet been with 
im. : 

Yeſterday I received alſo copy of their high mightineſſes inſtruction and reſolution of 
July 13, touching the deputation to Switzerland and Savoy. Mr. Morland the envoy 
of the lord protector has written word, that he was received at Turin with a great deal 
of civility, and feaſted, but that he had as yet received no anſwer to the letter written 
by the lord protector to the duke. He is ordered to ſend the ſame as ſoon as delivered 
to him, and as to himſelf to continue there till further order. They take it well here, 
that their high mightineſſes have appointed for the ſaid deputation a lord of their own 


aſſembly. This night at eight o'clock the lord protector acquainted me by a lord of great

diſtinction, that he would ſend as envoy extraordinary or commiſſary to Switzerland one 
mr. Downing, and that mr. Pell, who is now at Zurich, ſhall be inveſted with the ſame 
character; that their inſtructions ſhall be, that they ſhall do on purpoſe nothing but 
communicatis confiliis with the deputy of their high mightineſſes, deſiring the cantons, that 

would likewiſe authorize a commiſſary, and thus jointly to bring about the reſtoration 
of the perſecuted Waldenſes, declaring, that the lord protector, obſerving the Chriſtian zeal 
of their high mightineſſes in the ſaid affair, was thereby very much moved, ſeriouſly to 
exhort the ſaid cantons, that they would co-operate therein likewiſe. The ſaid lord told 
me at the ſame time, that even laſt night a letter was ſent to mr. Morland to continue 
at Turin till the arrival of all the ſaid deputies and that the ſaid mr. Morland had plainly 
ſhewn to the miniſters of the duke of Savoy, that the ſaid Waldenſes had not exceeded

My LORD, : 

' A Bout the end of the laſt week, the lord protector gave me audience, wherein I imparted 
to him the taking of Landrecy and Caftillon, declaring to have a full belief, that he 
would receive this news with the ſame ſenſe as his majeſty would have done, if he had 
heard the progreſs of the arms of England. My compliments were received with much 
civility, and nothing was forgot to perſuade me, that the preſent intereſt of this govern- 
ment was, to ſee our enemies weakened ; but happening to ſpeak of the affairs of Savoy, 
which is their grand obſtacle and pretence at preſent, after I had aſſured them, that the 
interpoſition of the king had diſpoſed the lord duke to re-eſtabliſh his ſubjects in the 
ſame places, and with the ſame liberty of conſcience, which they enjoyed before their 
revolt; I rejected the overture, which was made me, to inſert any clauſe in our treaty in fa- 
vour of the Vaudois: my reaſons were not encountered nor oppoſed with any ſolid reaſon 
on their ſide, which do deſerve the writing of them. The lord protector indeed did 
enlarge himſelf upon this ſubject; making a recapitulation of all that had been ſaid in 
favour of the proteſtants, ſince the overture of my negotiation, to inſinuate, that the 
zeal which he demonſtrated now was not new, and that he had always reſerved the liber- 
ty of interceding; wherein J did agree, but withal deſired him to remember the decla- 
ration, which I had often made not to proceed in the treaty, if he intended any thing 
further to do for them, and deſired him not to inſiſt any longer upon a buſineſs, which 18 
neither honeſt, nor of a good example, nor neceſſary, and, in ſhort, to which the amity 
or enmity of England was not capable to make his majeſty condeſcend unto. All produced 
only general aſſurances of a diſpoſition to an accommodation, which however is no further 
advanced than in my laſt; and I do not ſee that they have loſt the thoughts here of fo- 
menting the diſorders of the Vallies. Without doubt wy are aſſured, that they are not 
to agree with their prince, but with the good liking of all the proteſtant ſtates, who 
have taken their intereſt. And the news, that came by the laſt poſt, of the good reception, 
which the duke of Savoy hath made to the envoy of the protector, doth not hinder the 
officer deſigned for Switzerland from preparing to depart very ſuddenly. 

The revocation of the private letters of marque was publiſh'd here three days ſince. 
If all acts of hoſtility had been ſuſpended by the protector, he would have done ſome- 
thing worthy of merit. It is very likely, that in regard the ſtates general have appeared 
to be ſenſible of the pretended ſufferings of thoſe of the Vallies, to the end that their ſub- 
jets might not ſuffer through the delays of the treaty, they have prevailed to have the 
private letters of marque recalled. |

INCE the taking of Landrecy, mr. de Turenne and mr. de la Ferte came to Marc! 
8 and cauſed la Capelle to be beſieged by mr. de Caſtelnau, whilſt they in the — 
time lay at the ſaid place with their whole army to protect him, in caſe we ſhould go 
about to relieve the town, or to follow us, if we ſnould make any diverſion. Notwitliſtang. 
ing all their 1 mr. de Bouteville, who was at Aveſnes with a flying camp, took 
his time, and conveyed 300 horſe of the troops of his highneſs into the place, who in 
their paſſage routed the regiments of the queen, and that of Montcaurel, which cauſed 
Turenne and La Ferte to march back with all their forces, in regard that mr. de Caſtelnau 
could not take that place with thoſe forces he had under his command ; whereupon having 
advice of the enemies march, we followed them, and upon our arrival, we heard they 
had raiſed the ſiege, and were march'd towards Guiſe, upon the way to Cambray . 
and in regard we were afraid they might make ſome attempt _ that place, we are 
come to this poſt, where we may the better obſerve the deſign of our enemy, and relieve 


Cambray, if need be. We have already ſtrengthned that place with 2000 horſe.

Lbeit by former diſpatches I gave you the trouble of an account of all tranſactions, 1 
| ſhall forbeare to a the liberty at preſent, in regard the generalls, coll. Buller, &c. 
will waite on you, who are able to ſatisfie you in all particulars. Our condition and deſire 
wil be humbly repreſented by the generall and coll. Buller; and therefore I ſhall not men- 
tion any more then informe you, that the commiſſioners are all gone, without nominate- 
inge and appointinge a commander in chiefe of the land forces. Generall Venables in his 
weaknes apprehending himſelf diſabled for further actinge, and to be at the point of 
death, opened his highnes inſtructions, and accordinge to the contents, the reſt of the 
commiſſioners beinge abſent, captain Butler not comeinge, though ſent for two days before, 
to have joyned with the generall in it) the yn in preſence of ſeverall officers, nominated 
and appointed a commander in chief of the land forces, and the next day capt. Butler 
coming to the head quarters, the generall acquainted him with what he had done, deſire- 
ing his concurrence. Captain Butler defired tyme to conſider, and accordingly took 
tyme, and his highnes inſtructions to communicate to generall Pen, yet hath given noe 
reſolution to this day, but hath embarqued himſelf for England, alleadginge there was no 
more ſervice for him to doe, in regard the reſt of the commiſſioners were gone. I told 
him, by his highnes commiſſion and inſtructions, the two commanders in cheif of ſea 
and land forces for the ＋ being, were impowered to act as commiſſioners till further 
order, not onely in caſe of the death but abſence or diſabillity of the reſpective generalls; 
but nothing would prevail, but go he would. I confes I did not deſier his ſtay out of 
an opinion of any ſervice he could do, but to make up the number of 3, for he may well 
be ſpared, much of his buſines having been to engender ſtrife, and create factions amongſt 
the officers. How deſirable ſuch a man is, you may eaſily judge. I hope, if his highnes 
pleaſe to ſend more commiſſioners, that he will appoint ſober, diſcreete and ſerviceable 
men, that may ſoe manage his highnes affaires, as (through God's bleſſing) he may re- 
ceave a good account from hence. Sir, Iam onely ſorrie, that we landed on Hiſpaniola, 
in regard of the loſſe and diſgrace we received there. It doth not repent me, that we 
ſate not down there, beinge confident we could not have ſubſiſted there, and that this 
iſland is to all intents and purpoſes more advantageous then that. Not a ſhip can ſtir for 
Carthagene or Cuba, but muſt come in view of this iſland. I ſpeak my apprehenſion 
and judgment candidly. Sir, I formerly tooke the boldnes to intreate you to minde his 
highnes to put an end to the ſute between my lord St. John and my ſelf, and to order my 
arrears, Viz. 2674 1. 9s. which have been longe due, ſtated, and ordered to be paid, to 
be paid to my wife in money. His „ N was pleaſed to promiſe, both ſhould be done. 
Pleaſe you to move him on my behault. This is all I deſire concerning my own particular.

SHALL not preſume to give your highnes the trouble of a narrative of our tranſ-

the preſent ſtate of affaires : general Venables ymediatelie before general Pen's departure, 
findinge himſelf by extreame weaknes diſabled for action, apprehendinge himſelf at point

of death (unwillinge to leave us as ſheepe without a ſheppard) ſent an expreſſe for captain 


Butler, who was then aboard (as hee was for the moſt part) deſiringe he would haſten to 
the land quarters about ſpeciall buſines, which concern'd the army; but the 'commiſſioners 
not coming in two days, the general (apprehendinge himſelf declyninge) called for your 
highnes inſtructions, ſealed and ſuperſcribed not to be opened, but in caſe of death, ab- 
ſence, or diſabillity of one of the generals, cauſed the ſaid inſtructions to be opened and 
reade (by mr. Long ſecretary to the commiſſioners) and afterwards in preſence of ſeverall 
officers declared and appointed a commander in chief of the army. That day commiſ- 
ſioner Buller cominge to him, he declared to him what he had done in purſuance of your 
highnes inſtructions, and deſired his concurrence, the commiſſioner demurr'd, deſiringe 

me to conſider of it, and to communicate the ſaid inſtructions to general Pen, which 
hee did, yet to this day hath 3 noe reſolution concerning that matter, but hath em- 
barq'd himſelf for England, ſoe as all the commiſſioners are gone without leavinge any 
order or direction then is before expreſt for government of the army. 

Nevertheles I am reſolved (with Gode's help) their neglect ſhall not hinder your highnes 
ſervice (as much as in mee lies) but I ſhall accordinge to your generals appointment (thoug 
a ſingle commiſſioner, and the duty of my ** in the general's abſence, order and ma- 
nage things to the beſt advantage; and the advancement of your highnes ſervice, as 
God ſhall direct and aſſiſt, till your highnes pleaſure be further ſignified, 


Much encouragement it would have beene to mee, if the commiſſioners had beene 


pleaſed to have delegated ſuch power to mee as they were directed. I hope your high- 
nes will not bee diſpleaſed with what I have done or ſhall doe in order to your highnes ſer- 
vice, though ſomewhat . exigency of things, rebus fic ſtantibus, require- 
inge it). I have greate cauſe to bles for the large intereſt I have in the affections of 
the army, without which I ſhould have no deſyre of governinge ſuch a body, being left 
in ſuch diſadvantages ; but I hope through God, by advantage of the intereſt, to give 
your highnes a good account of the affaire. The commiſſioners have not left us 7001. in 
the treaſury, and yet the officers (and none of the army but the officers) have received above 
12 daies pay, which was at Barbados, (the better to enable them to pay their quarters) 
ſince we came from England : beſides, we have little bread, nor more than the fleete 
pleaſe to afford us, which 1s but a very ſmall proportion, they alleadginge all the bread 
was conſigned to them. Moreover we have no ſalt in the fleete for the army, for want 
whereof we ſuffer much ; neither have we had any from them, I know not whether any 
was ordered for us: I have done and ſhall doe what I can to lengthen out our proviſions, 
and hope God will ſend ſeaſonable ſupplies. Henceforth I humbly deſire your highnes, 
that ſuch bread, proviſion, and ſtores, as ſhall be ordered for the army, may be conſigned 
to our immediate officers. May it pleaſe your highnes, the field officers of the army 
haveing taken the boldneſs, humbly to repreſent their deſires by the hands of general Ve- 
nable and collonel Buller to your highnes conſideration, I ſhall not trouble your highnes 
with further enlargment concerninge the armye, onely humbly begg leave, that I may 
without offence repreſent the condition of my owne affairs in England to your highnes, 
J have heard by letter from my wife ſince I arived here, the lord St. John (marquis of 
ES ) contynues to vex and trouble her about woods bought of the truſtees at Drury- 
houſe, as they formerly certified your highnes, the news whereof doth much afflict mee, 
that I ſhould be dampnified in my ſmall affairs ſoe undeſervedly, whilſt I am attendinge 


the publique ſervice. I beſeech your highnes pleaſe to take a ſpeedy and effectuall order 
therein, that my wife may have noe more diſturbance. Your highnes may pleaſe to re- 


member the deſiſion of the courte, and likewiſe the things I promiſed when your high- 
nes ſent for mee. At my coming from England, collonel Cooke (who hath great intereſt 
in my adverſary) promiſed to put an end to the ſuit, is of greate conſideration to mee 
both in reſpect of my eſtate, as alſo the peace and quiet of my wife and relations, that 
that buſines be ſetled ; and that your highnes will likewiſe pleaſe to order my arrears 
(which are in bonds left in my wife's hands) may be paid to her in money (whereby ſhee 
may bee enabled to pay thoſe debts I contracted by my loſſe for the parliament, and want 
of my arrears) I confeſs it ſaddens my ſpirit, that I did not, could not, pay my debts be- 
fore ] left the land, thereby expoſinge myſelf to reproach, a thing grievous to me; but

The alarum whereof is a greate prejudice 
to my indeavours in your buſineſs with your creditors, for the chiefe of them, I can aſſure 
you, hath notice you are cominge over, and thereupon he and the reſt fall off from 
any termes of agreement; and I was yeſterday ſent to, from a true friend of yours, to in- 
forme, that he had laid waite to arreſt you, wherever you landed, knowing certainely of 
your coming, and the buſines that brings you over. I was in hopes to have made ſome 
good end for you, but this ſpoyles all, they being confident, if they take you, to have 
their whole debts. Therefore if this come to you time enough, lett itt forwarne you of 
your owne ruine, and forbare coming, for, beleive mee, nothing can more prejudice 
our buſines, then your coming over; neither can you add any thing to the advantage 
of itt. I had rather meete you, if occaſion were, to give you an account what is to 
be done, then you to come; but till they be againe fatisfied, that it is not ſoe, itt 
is to noe purpoſe, for that till then I can doe nothing. Therefore pray forbare, if 
you tender your owne good. I ſhall goe out of towne within a month, and not returne 
ine till after Michaelmas. I have noe newes to write, but what I am confident you 
know, that all the cavilere partie thorowout England of any note are ſtill priſoners, and like 
to be, and the reſt by proclamation all baniſhed London ; which will hinder them of 
ſuch wicked plotts, as they dayly contrive, and I hope add to the intended ſettlement of 
this nation in peace. I have noe more at preſent, but that I am

The examination of Francis Pickering. 
July 20, 1655. 


Francis Pickering examined, faith, 
1 mr. John Floyd of Flintſhire did, about May was a twelve-month, declare to 
him, that there would be a general riſcing, and that he the faid Floyd ſhould have 

a commiſſion to be a captain of horſe, and that the commiſſions were to be delivered 
at the rendezvous. That in June following one William Eaton of Orton in Flintſhire, 
entleman, and comrade to fir Thomas Harris, living with him, told him the ſame, and 
id earneſtly endeavour to engage him to ſerve under fir Thomas Harris, who, he 
faid, would raiſe one hundred horſe, and that we ſhould never want gold, &c. but he the 
ſaid Pickering did deny him, having before engaged to Floyd. About the 3d of 
March following, one Lingley, a hat-maker in Cheſter, who lives in Cheſter, and keeps 
ſhop with his father there, came to him, to Holt in Denbyſhire, and told him, ”

muſt come to Cheſter to col. Worthing, which accordingly he did, and there inet with A. b. 1695. 
col. Worthing, at the houſe of widow Alice Throp, with whom were then preſent, /WNg 


mr. Richard Ravenſcroft, who now lives with his brother col. Ravenſcroft, at Brettan in 
Flintſhire, and mr. William Cowley, who lives at Dodleſton in Cheſhire, within four miles 
of Cheſter, having an eſtate of about 1001. per ann. In the preſence of thoſe two col. 
Worthing aſked the examinate, whether he had not heard of a riſing intended ; to which 
the examinate replied, Yea. And then he bid him make ready, for the time of the 
riſing drew very nigh. And that he aſked him, what friends he durſt undertake to bring 
in. To which the examinate anſwered, that he would be ready with himſelf and his 
man well armed, and that he did believe, divers others would riſe, if occaſion; bur 
for them he would not promiſe. And ſo the examinate returned to Holt that night, and 
came again the next day to Cheſter, and there, at the ſame houſe, met again with col. 
Worthing, and the other two gentlemen. And then col. Worthing drew a letter out of 
his pocket, with no name to it, but col. Worthing did tell him the name, and he thinks 
if he heard the name again, that he ſhould call it to mind. Col. Worthing read the letter 
to him, the ſubſtance whereof was, that the trial between the two great men would be 
on the 8th of this inſtant March, and that they muſt be ſure peremptorily to get all 
the witneſſes ready by that day. And Ravenſcroft did tell the examinate, that colonel 
John Booth had fat in council with colonel Worthing, about carrying on the riſing, that 
day or the day before; and after the reading of the letter, mr. Worthing gave it to the 
examinate, and bad him burn it ; which accordingly he did. After the burning of the 
letter, the examinate aſked col. Worthing what the deſign was; to which the col. an- 
ſwered, that the riſing was general ; but that his part was principally to ſurprize the 
caſtle of Cheſter, in which he deſired the examinate to be aſſiſtant, and accordingly 
that night 3 or 4 were ſent by col. Worthing to ſeize the caſtle ; they were all inhabitants 
in Cheſter, and the examinate knows them all by ſight ; one of them is called Alex- 
ander, who lives in Cheſter, and is commonly known by the name of Alexander the 
tobacco-pipe-maker in Cheſter; he knows not the name of any of the reſt. Theſe perſons 
brought back word to col. Worthing, that at the place, where they intended to raiſe a lad- 
der, to ſurpriſe the caſtle, they heard a centinel walk and cough; at which report col. 
Worthing was very much ſtartled, and ſent them back again to ſeize any other con- 
venient place; and they brought word ſtill, that they heard centinels walking. Then 
this examinate falling into further diſcourſe, captain Worthing told him, that if their 
work ſucceeded well at Cheſter, that the gentlemen on the other ſide of the country 
would bring away col. Croxon, and ſome others, to the rendezyous. The next day the 
ſaid col. ſent to this examinate, to let him know, that he was much troubled, for that 
he could not contrive how to take the ſaid caſtle, and therefore that he ſhould ſecure 
him, and keep as private as he could, and deſire his friends to do ſo too, and to 
expect further orders from him; which accordingly he did, and on the 8th day (the 
riling being to have been the night following) the examinate's arms, being two caſes of 
piſtols and his ſaddle, were ſcized by the mayor of Holt; whereupon the examinate 
ted into Yorkſhire, hearing they were up there in arms. 

The examinate ſaith, that Floyd told him, that capt. Edward Morgan of Woolgrove 
in Flintſhire (who was formerly a captain of horſe for the king, and a very ancient man) 
was engaged in this deſign (and Samuel Peirſon ſaith, that he remembers well that the 
ſaid Morgan went out of London (about a week before the time of the riſing.) 
Further Floyd told the examinate, that he had bought many piſtols and much powder 
in London, for the carrying on the deſign. And ſceing him on the 7th of the ſaid March, 
the examinate told Floyd, that he had engaged himſelf to col. Worthing, and there- 
fore he defired, that he would excuſe him. 

The examinate aſked Ravenſcroft what they intended to do with Chirk-Caſtle (being the 
place of Sir Thomas Middleton's abode) there being there, as the examinate told him, 
good ſtore of money, horſes and arms; to which Ravenſcroft anſwered, that he would 


alk col. Worthing ; and the next day Ravenſcroft told him, that 22 would not meddle ve ix. 
on 


with it, for that mr. Thomas Middleton (fir Thomas his eldeſt 
would ſhew himſelf ſo, if their buſineſs did ſtand for a while. About 10 days ago the 
examinate went to the chamber of mr. Thomas Groſvenor, ſecond ſon to fir Richard 
Groſvenor of Cheſhire, and told him, that he was forced -to fly from home, having had 
a hand in the late plott, and aſked him, where col. Worthing was; to which he anſwered, 
that he lay in the Strand. And then the examinate deſired him, that he would let col. 
Worthing know, that he was extreme poor, and therefore that he would make a col- 
lection for him; and that upon this day was a ſeven-night, mr. Thomas Groſvenor came 
to a cook's ſhop, which the examinate frequented, and calling him out to him, told him, 
that col. Worthing ſaid, that his friends had failed him, but however that he had ſent

General Wittenbergh is ſaid to march higher into Poland, where he will meet with 
no reſiſtance, the kingdom being too much occupied already with an inland war againſt 
the Coſacks and the Muſcovites, and the king not well united with the ſtates of Poland, 
whom he doth miſtruſt.

A negotiation will have, after ſo many various complexions, which it hath had for 
almoſt theſe ſix years, and under pretences fo little coloured. That which my former 
letters ſpoke of doth not yet ceaſe, and the patience of the king is not yet at an end: 
wherefore I cannot write any thing new to you. This court 1s barren of news. The 
protector hath not yet declared his intentions upon the impriſoning of the nobility, and 
the ſending away of the reſt 20 miles from this place. And men do likewiſe wait with 
impatience, what the aſſembly will produce, which is to be held to conſider of the 
means to eſtabliſh the government. No certainty yet of the landing of general Penn's fleet 
nor of the diſgrace, which is ſaid to be [gre unto him. And admiral Blake is ſtil 
before Cadiz. This government doth ſtill declare great zeal for the Vaudois, but the 
ople did not anſwer their charities, which are found to be much leſs than was expected. 
They are ſending an envoy towards Switzerland, to help to accommodate the breach, bur 
if monſieur Servien be not deceived in his conjectures, may loſe his labour ; for thar 
buſineſs will be finiſhed before he can get thither. Here hath been a proclamation 
made within theſe three days, for the calling in of all private letters of marque again 
the French, This order doth rather declare a complacency for the lords ſtates general 
whoſe ſubjects were diſturbed by them in their trade, than a deſire to eſtabliſh a good 
correſpondence between England and France, in regard the ſhips of this ſtate do ſtill con.

| HE king parted from Guiſe the 31ſt paſt to go to Marolles, which is a league from A. D. 1638, 
'T Landrecy, where great ſtore of meal has been carried to make a magazine. The Vt 
army diſcamped the ſame day to go to the ſaid Marolles, where his majeſty will ſee it in 1 
battle. It is compoſed of 36 battalions of foot, and of 135 ſquadrons of horſe. The king 
is to put himſelf at the head thereof, and enter into the enemies country. We ſhall ſee 
if the Spaniards, which are a long Peſcault, will defend the paſſage thereof. The 
diet of Hungary is ended to the ſatisfaction of the catholicks and proteſtants, and 
the emperor is returned to Vienna, ſtill miſtruſting the Swediſh deſigns. Their agreement 
with Poland is much hoped. Prince Rupert has ſent to Italy the troops he had raiſed for 
the duke of Modena, he himſelf is going to ſerve the king of Sweden. It is ſaid he 
intended to be lieutenant general of duke of Modena, but France deſired it might be 
count Broglio, which hath obliged that prince to ſeek ſome employment elſewhere. The 
duke of Mantua is expected here to night or to morrow, he is to lodge at the palace of 
Longueville, and after fome refreſhment go to court.

Paris, the 2 2 1655. 


WE have nothing conſiderable from our armies by this order. It ſeemeth at preſent, 
they have a deſign to frame ſome other ſiege towards Flanders, and we heat 
that at Milan one did tranſvert all the gold and ſilver of the churches into money, where 
great forces were alſo expected from Germany to reſiſt prince Thomaſo. 

This week the deputy general of thoſe of the religion hath received a letter from 
mr. de la Vrilliere, one of the four ſecretaries of ſtate, by which he giveth him to under. 
ſtand, that the king doth much diſlike the ſecret levies of monies and men made b 
the proteſtants of Languedoc, his natural ſubjects, for the relief of the rebels of the 
duke of Savoy, his kinſman; the which his majeſty being not willing to ſuffer, he hath 
enjoined the 1aid deputy general to acquaint them with his will, and with the defence he 
makes them to not tranſgreſs the ſame, under penalty of being declared criminals of leze 
majeſty, and diſturbers of the publick reſt; which makes us conjecture, that France, 
who interpoſed itſelf for the agreement of thoſe pretended rebels, will ſeem to be im- 
partial, and at the ſame time ſhew thoſe poor people what need they have of his majeſty's 
favour, and to be on his ſide againſt the Bandito's and Spaniards of Piedmont, who watch 
continually for Pignerol. | 

The duke of Longueville doth make ſome levies of horſe and foot in his government, 
to ſend to the royal army. 

Wie hear by the laſt letters from Pezenas, that the prince of Conti was till there, in 
hopes to ſee ſhortly his lady with child, and then to return to Catalonia.

WoRTHY SIR, 


| Aving this opportunity, I thought good to write a word or two to you, eſpecial] 
H — 28 peas a letter from you, about the import of which . 
might have expected an account before now. It was thurſday when my mayde received 
it, and laying it up, forgott to give it me, (which is not uſuall in the like caſes) till 
ſaturday, and then I had neither time to write, nor opportunity to ſend to you. You know 
it was about your journey to London, which is over; and I muſt confeſſe, that I was weake, 
that I did not more reſiſt the importunity of ſome, who urged me to go, which yet I pro- 
miſed not abſolutely, but with our bretheren's conſent obtayned, (which could not bee.) And 
I thinke you would have judged me more weake, havinge declared diſſatisfaction as to 
that you went about, to have concurred with you and others in that meſſage, which, as it 
was delivered, (according as I am informed) I am affraid you had not cleere ground for, as 
from the churches, whoſe ſpirit was to be read and diſcerned in that aſſembly. And truely, 
fir, I muſt acknowledge my owne weakneſſe and unworthyneſſe above others; and it is 
but juſt, that I ſhould ſuffer ſomething from thoſe above, as your letter intimates ; and [ 
am ſenſible that I do ſuffer, at leaſt in the thoughts of ſome, whom I do honour (as I 
am bound) farr above others, which have bin no litle temptation to me to comply with 
things; but I deſire that I may never bee left by the Lord for any perſon's ſake, or profit, 
or advancement, to call good evill, or evill good. And to ſpeake playnely to you, I am 
ſtill very much unſatisfyed in the bottome and foundation of publick affaires, and am 
cleerly perſwaded, it is not as it ought to bee, though (as I have often profeſſed) I am 
cleere, that wee have the beſt governours in all the world, and ſuch as for the good and 
ſafety of whoſe perſons I could venture my life.

councell of the neceſſity of ſetlinge 
ries, both for the carryinge on the worke requiſite for the people of this nation in their 
tranſactions one with another, as alſo to foreigne commerce, and ſuch acts, as to bee legally 
done and carry authority abroad, require their concurrence. Wee have ſom, but many 
of that ſom are ignorant, and others are made de faFo, and have the name, but are not 
in acceptation of law ſuch, ſo that they put people to charge, and courts to trouble only. 
They are, I acknowledge, requiſites only to the courte, wher the civill law is uſed ; there- 
fore while thoſe courts are uſed, I humbly conceive of a temporary neceſſity. The makinge of 
them, upon the diſſolution of the papall power by H. VIII. [Anno 25. c. 21.] was by act of 
parliament ſetled in the archbiſhop of Canterbury, &c. and was in the officer called the 
maſter of the facultyes, which office wholly ceaſeinge ſince the diſſolution of the hierarchy, 
the neceſſity of affayres have made mee bold to addreſs myſelfe to his highneſs, to improve 
his power therein, by authorizeing eyther ſom perſon or the courte of admyralty to the 
fame till further order. His highneſs approoved the reaſons, but from multiplicity of 
affayres the thinge not beeinge . ts, I preſume to offer it to your conſideration. 
At my comeing out of London you required mee to write to you about it, that you 
might not forget it ; as alſo to remynd you of your petitioner captain Spryngall in cuſtody 
at Lambeth, who defyred my teſtimony to yourſelfe, what I know of him, which is, that 
havinge been ſeverall tymes within 3 yeares (which is the utmoſt of my knowledge of 
him) in his company, I have heard him oft expreſſe himſelf, that though he loved the 
preſent king of Scots well, yet for a perſonall relation, or in relation to any one perſon 
whatfoever, he loved his country ſo much better, that he would never engage in or to a 
warr upon ſuch a ſcore ; and would, if imployed, as faythfully ſerve his highneſs as any 
one livinge : the occaſion of theis words have byn upon diſcourſe of the ſeverall attempts 
to a new warr. Sir, this is all I ſhall trouble your great occaſions withall, which I had 
not preſumed upon, but from yourſelfe freely invitinge mee to it.

HE generalls arrived at Berbadus before the Marſton- moore, and ſent me to the Vol. xxvi;;, 
Leward Iſlands, to rayſe a regiment of men, and lay an embargo on all ſhips. p. 748. 


This I thought was nedles, greatt hopes being to rayſe as many as we had nede of in 
Berbadus 3 beſides I knew itt out of the way to Carthagena ; but itt being ordred by the 
commiſſioners, I went with Holdip and Blagge joyned in commiſſion with my ſelfe. 
This Holdip was 1 to a regiment, contrary to the minde of the major generall 
and all the collonells in the army, Forteſkue excepted, but quite contrary to mine owne 
minde, who knew him to be an envious, coveteous, hipocriticall fellow : butt the generall 
was wilfull, and did preferre him. After we had continued 3 weekes at the Leward 
lands, the fleete appearing, we ſhipt our men in 4 prizes, which we had taken, and in 
the Marſton-moore, and Selby. We ſett ſayle with the whole fleete, landed at Hiſpaniola, 
and were cowardly beaten ; loſt the good major generall ; lieftenant collonell Clarke 
received his death's wound ; major Forgeſon, capt. Buttler, the captain of the reformades, 
and ſeverall other perſons of quality, were ſlayne by a handfull of cowardly Molatoes 
and Negroes. My letter to his highnes will lett your honour know the truith of all 

Mages on that iſland. Att laſt embarked our men, and ſett fayle for this iſland Jamica, 
which we ſoone became maſters of, meting with little oppoſition ; and might have ſur- 

rized all the people, if the generall had nott Jett them goe by an inconſiderate treaty. 

hey lie in the woods, and, as they ſee opportunity,” cut off your poore ſouldiers, as they 
ſtraggle up and downe. The generall is about coming home, who made Forteſcue his 
major generall, without acquainting his highnes commiſſioners. Believe me, ſir, the ge- 
neral is coveteous and nigardly, and (in fine) is much out of the hearte of his ſouldiers, 
through his imprudence and unſoldier- like deportment ; but ſure I am, he is prodigall 
enough of his highnes revenue, cares nott what becomes of his army, foe hee himſelfe be 
well. He cannott endure to be enformed of his errour. Generall Penn hath nott bene 
wanting, both to hazard his perſon, and forward his highnes ſervice, who, I preſume, can 
acquaint your honour with all paſſages ; for whoſe civilityes to myſelfe I am much 
bounde. God give him a ſafe returne with thoſe ſhips, which come with him. The ſhip 
Diſcovery was burned in this harbour by an accident, after ſhe had taken in the generall's 
lower tier of gunns, as the generall was about to carene his ſhips ; but, through God's 
bleſſing and his endeavour, are all recovered. This paſſage of providence, with gene- 
rall Penn's weaknes, I thought would have proved his death ; but now his ſtrength 
is pretty well recovered, and the affliction I hope truly ſanctifyed to him. Mr. Winſlow 
dyed of griefe to ſee our army putt off Hiſpaniola, who was buried honourably att 
ſea, on our way betwixt Hiſpaniola, and this iſland. God ſanctify theſe ſad diſpenſations 
of providence to his highnes and your honour, to graunt you that wiſdome, which may 
cheare your hearte under kis will, and direct you never to lett a generall's wife accompany 
him in forraine ſervice. Generall Venables returning will enforce me to come with him, 
my power being att an ende, and he proving my adverſary for that good advife I gave 
him. This bearer, the rear-admirall, can acquaint your honour, that all the time we lay 
by Hine river, he conſtantly lay on board the ſhip every night (two only excepted.) Sir,

beration have agreed to and reſolved upon, in order to bring the finances into a good 
condition; and to fupport and ſtrengthen the ſame more and more, from time to time, 
beſides and beyond what for the ſaid purpoſe this day has been concluded and firmly agreed 
in behalf of the province of Holland and Welt Frieſland, to be propoſed and repreſented 
for the ſaid province, to the generality, that their noble and great mightineſſes for the

ſpective colleges of the admiralty; as alſo on account of that of the land, as well as in

HowoR ABLE SIR, 
Atterday about 9 at night myſelfe with ſome other of my company landed at Calais: 
the governor the count de Charoſt ſuppoſing ſome publiq perſon was in the friggott. 
commanded a captain and a lieutenant of the garriſon to attend the landing, and accord. 
ingly they received me as ſoon as I came to ſhore, and brought me to ſuch lodging a5 
was to be had without the towne wall, giving command to the people of the houſe to uſe 
me with all civility. Sunday in the morning the captain coming again to my lodging 
carried me to the governor, and ſhewing him my paſſe, giving alſo the letter, he preſſed 
me to dine with him, which accordingly I did with ſome of my company. The gover. 
nor came to my lodging about 12 of the tlocke with moſt of his officers and equipage to 
bring us to dinner. He alſo came this morning in like manner to take his leave of me, 
and indeed in all things uſed me and my whole company with all poſſible civility, and 
complemented his great joy at his highneſſe's welfare. He made one requeſt to me, 
which was, that I would gett him a paſs for ſix horſes, and I could not deny him, hay- 
ing received ſo much courteſy, and have therefore left with him a ſhort letter to your. 
ſelf, which he will ſend to you for to have the * I ſhall be very wary what promiſcs 
in any kind I make, and what I do make while in this condition, I know you will as 
carefully ſee made good; and I aſſure you they ſhall be as few as tis oſſible for me to 
make. I pray if he ſend any perſon with the letter, take notice of his civility to me. 
The lord Gerard, and one Ch. Rogers, and divers other cavalliers were in the towne, 
divers of them lodged in the ſame inne with me, and the lord Gerard was there divers 
howres with ſome others. The officers of the garriſon told me, that Gerard was in the 
uality of an ambaſſadour, but he denyes it himſelfe. He was Ee, to have dined with 
the governor, but becauſe of my being there he came not. I mett alſo ſome of them in 
the ſtreet, but as ſoon as they ſaw me, they turned another way, and hitherto I thank God 
we are well. The governor of Calais could not tell where the king or the army were, 
but adviſed me to go to Bologne, and ſo to Abbeville, and that in the way I ſhold learne 
wher both were. This morning I came from Calais with a convoy of a dozen horſe, 
which the governor was deſirous I ſhould take with me, but I returned them within fix 
miles of the towne. I have ſent to the lieutenant governor of this place: he tells me, that 
he thinks the king is at Fere ; but that as ſoon as the poſt is come, he will ſend me the 
certaynty in caſe the king be therabout. I intend to morrow night to go to Abbeville, 
the next night to Amiens, and then I ſhall be within about 14 leagues of la Fere ; but in 
caſe the king be on his way further into France, or ſo in motion as that no certainty is to be 
had where to find him, then the governor of Calais hath abſolutely adviſed me to go to 
Paris, where I ſhall have certayn opportunityes of going to him; and he faid, that the go- 
vernor of Bredah, coming lately to Calais, was forced to go to Paris, and then to the 
king, being ſent about publique affayres. I will take the neareſt way I can: with my humble

RIGHT HONORABLE, 


W IT H this your honour will receive a duplicate of my laſt written from Moſco 
under covert to the Muſcovia company, left with mr. Johannis de Rodes (the crown 
of Sweden's commiſſary) whoe promiſed mee to ſend it by his brother. He was to 
diſpeed for Riga or the Narva, about eight dayes after my departure from Moſco; and 
that it ſnould be ſaefly ſent to Hambourgh according to my directions; ſoe that ] hope 
the orriginall will come ſaefe to your honour's hands. 

After that I had the chancellor's anſwers tranſlated into Engliſhe, I found in them the 
titles due to his highneſſe lord protector not given; I ſent to Almaze to deſire him 
to ſend mee the prime writer of his office, which hee did; and when hee came, I tolde 
him of the error committed in the chancellor's anſwers, of omiſſion in them of his highneſs's 
titles (alſoe that my ſpeech and writings delivered to Almaze, the 28 of February laſt, not 
fully anſwered) which made mee to imagen the like to be done in the emperor's letter 
given mee. And if foe, it could not bee otherwiſe then very ill taken in England, 
being that his highneſſe hath given his majeſtie all thoſe titles, that in England was at my 
departure from thence knowen that hee had aſſumed to himſelfe, and perchance more then 
other princes did give him. And his majeſty not correſponding to give his highneſſe that, 
which juſtly appertains unto him, and 1s given him by the kings, princes and republiks of 
Europe, his highneſſe could not but take it ill. And ſoe much I deſired him to ſignifye to 
the chancellor, who might have remembered what I told him the 28th of February laſt, 
touching his highneſſe in this particular. The writer promiſed mee to make a faithfull 
relation of what I had tolde him to Almaze. I then demanded of the writer, if John 
Hebden had not wreſted the words highneſſe and lord in his tranſlationes of my writings; 
to which hee replyed, that hee was not certayne thereof; but that he would looke them 
over, and certitye mee the truth before my departure from Moſco, how hee found them. 

The daye following the chancellor ſent mee the ſayde writen letter with money for the 
emperor's allowance for the dayes I had not taken it at Moſco, and for ſome dayes in my 
Journey to Archangell, which Almaze did, by his majeſtie's order, and I received it. Alſoe 
the writer tolde mee, that there was a preſtave appointed for my conduction to Archangel, 
(I had the ſame men that went with mee from hence to Moſco) with five ſouldiers for my 
guarde, and twenty two horſes for myſelfe, people, and bagage, to Vollegda, there a 
boate ſhall be provided for mee, with 22 men to rowe it downe heather, all which I 
had accordingly ; but to what I had told the writer the daye before, hee brought mee 
noe anſwer from the chancellor, although he aſſured mee to have fignified unto him at full 
what I had incharged him with ; and that hee had not tyme to looke over the tranſla- 
tions made to my writings by Hebden. And this is ſoe much as I could have at Moſco 
of theſe matters. 

I was accompanied out of Moſco a little without the walls of the citty only by the 
preſtave I had there. The cuſtome is to receive meſſengers ſent from kings to that em- 
peror, by a gentleman a mile or two out of the cittye, accompanied with ſome horſemen 
ſouldiers, and to bee foe conducted at his departure. At my arrivall to Moſco I had the 
chancellor's excuſes for that omiſſion, as I have heretofore written; but at my departure 
thence there was none further made mee, ſoe that I cannot tell whether it be a willful! 
neglect yea or noe ; as eſtecming a gentleman ſent from his highneſſe not to meritt that 
which hath bine uſualy done to ſuch as have come from the kings of England to that 
emperor in that quality I ame from his highneſſe.

The Spaniſh armado 
N about 22 ſhips, and 7 gallys, continue at Porto Spetie, within a dozen legues of this 
place in the ſtate of Genoa; ſomtymes they ar at an ankor, and ſo es under fail, turni 
to and fro. Yeſterday a ſmall Ingliſh ſhip coming from Genoa fel amongſt them, and 
this day ſhe arryv'd here. They afkt where general Blak was, and told her they know 
the Ingliſh wer theyr enemyes. It ſiems the Spanyard has ſeveral deſygnes in his lying 
ther with his fleet, and doing nothing, not having yet put a man aſhore. He pretends 
when the 2000 horſe arriv from Naples, who ten dayes ago wer embarking, he wil then 
land his men, and fal into the duk of Modena's countrey, to draw away his forces from 
ſuccouring the French in Millan. Another deſyn is to face the French fleet, leſt they 
ſhould com and land more ſoldiors at the ſaid port Spetie; but *tis ſuppos'd theyr chief 
aym is to ly there, and contenance theyr forces in Millan, that therby they may ſhew 
themſelves in the field, and ſo poſſibly rais-the ſeige of Pavia, wher *tis ſaid the French 
hav taken ſom out-works. Prince Tomaſo and 4 more of the chief comanders ar 
Itallians, who really hate the French, and fo the Spanyard knowes, who *tis ſuppos'd with 
ſom thouſands of Spaniſh piſtols may ſend them back into Savoy, and then the whole 
Spaniſh fleet wil away for Cattaloma, wher they ar in extream want of ſuccor, inſo- 
much that it is much douted Barſalona wil be loſt, if ſuccour be not ſent. Our nation, 
that reſyd in the Spaniſh dominions, do believ, they wil tak no notis of what general 
Pen's fleet does in the Weſt Indyes. You wil fe notwithſtanding what is in theyr hart 
by the Roman newes, if they had power to vent it. The Tripoly ſhips of war are lyk to 
do our nation much hurt, except reſtrained, -or a peace made with them, which I hear 
they ar inclynable unto, if but a couple of frigats appear'd ther. I am,

I HAVE received your letter of the 3 inſtant, and delivered the encloſed to mr. Rolt, whoe 
arrived here on thurſday laſt, God hayeinge beene very gracious in preſerving them 
beyond what could be imagined, of which I preſume hee will give you a particular accompt. 
The fregat having loſt all her cables and anchors ſave one, the captaine deſired me to 
ſupply him here, which I have done, and he is returned to the ſhip with 3 new cables 
and 2 anckers, haveinge good pilots with him to get her out to ſea, where I hope ſhe is 
by this tyme. By the next poſt I ſhall give you an accompt of the charge, and drawe 
my bills for it, as I ſhould have done to furniſh mr. Rolt the needfull, had you beene 
pleaſed foe to order it, with whom I ſhall hold correſpondence whilſt he is in theiſe parts,

and inall things be ſerviceable to him, as he ſhall have occaſion to uſe me, beinge very 


deſirous of any opportunity to ſerve his highneſs in thoſe that relate to him. I am glad 
the Swediſh 9 is like to prove ſoe good an inſtrument for the continueinge of 
the begun amitie and confidence twixt his highneſs and the kinge his maſter. The en- 
cloſed 17 ſhewes you what can here be knowne of the further motions of the Swediſh 
armie. I am ſorie you have yet noe letters from the Welt India fleete, fearinge it may goe 
ill with them for want of ſupplies. I perceive the company had been to attend his high- 
neſs with the letter from hence, but found him not at leaſure. It ſeemes they are very 
forward in countenanceinge that partie. I hope your next will acquaint mee with the 
reſolution of his highneſs and his counſell in that buſines, that I may truble you noe further 
with it. Townley and his partie here (whoe call themſelves the' company) have 
been very forward at the company's charge in their reſpects to mr.

proſperity of my journey; wherein be pleaſed farther to know, that after our goeing on A. D. 16558 
Fippboard, which was on the firſt inſtant in the evening, wee ſett ſuile out of the WWW 
Downes, and in order to his highneſſe commands one friday morning we ſett my uncle 
collonel Cromwell on ſhoare at Schiveling neere the Hague, which gave us great hin- 
derance in our journey, being forced, leſt wee ſhould have indangered our ſelves by com- 
ming on ſhoare on the coaſt of Holland in the night, to drive twelve howers without 
making any ſaile. On friday the Lord was pleaſed to give us faire weather, but a very 
{trong gale of winde all the day, and foe it continued till eleven of the clock at night, 
at which time it began to be very tempeſtuous with great guſtes of winde, and a driveing 
miſty raine. All the night we drove without making one Knott of faile, expecting every 
hower, that the north welt wind (which we had all our voyage till we came to Ham- 
burough with much violence) ſhould have driven us on the coaſt of Friezeland or Emden, 
to which we knew not how neere we were, for the ſtrenght of the ſtorme had made the 
marriners looſe themſelves, there compaſle and glaſſe being become alltogether uſeleſle. 
In this exigence the captain of the ſhip, whoſe care and abilitie I cannot ſufficiently com- 
mend, lett fall an anchor, indeavouring to have rid out the ſtorme; but the tackling, 
being not proved in ſuch weather, quickly failed his and our expectation, for the cable 
broke, the ſtorme in the Jatter part of the night ſtill increaſing, wherupon the captain 
commanded another anchor to be put out, wherin lay our laſt hope that way, but that 
allſoe quickly deceived our intentions, for the ſtreſſe of wind was ſuch, and the ſea did 
runne ſo high, that the cable began to give way, and (to agravate our diſtreſſed condi- 
tion almoſt to deſpaire) the ſhip through the extremity of weather we feared would have 

| foundered under us, which had ſhe not been very ſtrong muſt certainly have come to paſſe, 
Therfore the captain to eaſe the ſhips riding at this ſecond anchor (which was all we had 
but one ſmall one, to which we durſt not truſt) cauſed the maine maſt and the foretopp maſt 
to be cut down, and foure gunns uppon the upper decke to be throwne over board, which 
laſt was performed with ſoe much _ and difficulty, as proved the ſtrongeſt occaſion 
of ſaving the reſt, which otherwiſe undoubtedly muſt have run the ſame fortune. About 
a quarter of an hower after the loſſe of our maſts, this ſecond anchor began to come 
home, which was about ſix of the clock on ſaterday in the morning. All that day we 
drove, expecting every minute ether to be ſwallowed by the waves, or to be ſplitt uppon 
the ſands, where we mult have all neceſſarily periſhed in this deplorable and fad condition, 
expecting death uppon our knees, the Lord being not pleaſed, that any thing by our one 
endeavours ſhould contribute towards our ſafty, that he alone ſhould have the glory of ſoe 
wonderfull a deliverance, which is juſtly due unto his name, in the midſt of judgment 
remembring mercy, was pleaſed ſomwhat to abate the ſtorme one the Lord's — in the 
morning, and the weather to cleare 2 Therfore taking hold of that, though allmoſt 
hopeleſs occaſion, we reſolved to make for land, whilſt it was day (a courſe in all hu- 
mane probability very neere as deſperate as our danger) ſuch fails as we had left we gott 
to the yards, and followed a ſhip of ſmall burthen, which we diſcovered at a diſtance, 
8 ſne had made land; and after two howers ſaile we found ourſelves by ſounding 
to be in the bay of the river of Elve, which much rejoyced our drooping ſpirits, hoping 
there to find ſome means wherby to ſave our perſons, though not our ſhipp, if wee could 
gett in; but the Lord was pleaſed to doe for us, better then we were able to wiſh to our- 
ſelves 3 for had we gott in, being without ſufficient tackle to ride with in ſoe ſhoale, ra- 
pide, and rough a river, we had without queſtion been caſt awaie; but by God's gra- 
tious direction and providence, though ignorantly in reſpect of ourſelves, we were driven 
into a ſandy harbor, where we caſt our ſmall anchor (and the only one we had) about 3 of 
the clock in the afternoone on the Lord's day, and there roade till tueſday towards the 
evening, when we quitted our weather beaten ſhipp ; and for our better expedition in our 
journey, we hired a ſmall Dutch hoy up to Hamburough, at which we arrived on the 
gth inſtant about ſix of the clock in the morning ; where at prefent we doe, and ſhall, 
for the better refreſhing of our tired bodies, and wearied ſpirits, ſtay till to morrow 
morning, intending then to ſett forwards towards Stetin. Only give me leave to tell 
your honor, that during my aboad heere, I have received many ctvilities and expreſſions 
of kindneſſe from the reſident and the Engliſh company of marchants, being by them 
ſpeedily after my arrivall invited and brought by coach to the Engliſh houſe, where 1 
have ever ſince beene courteouſly accommodated. Uppon ſaterday laſt mr. Peterſon, late 
reſident for this ſtate to his highneſſe, was ſent by the burgomaſters of the towne with very 
ample expreſſion of their affection and ſervice to his highneſſe and the commonwealth of 
England. I was according to the cuſtome there preſented with a veſſell of Reniſh wine, 
which I beſeech your honour to 7 from mee, as a poore but hearty acknowledge- 
ment of thoſe ſtrong obligations of ſervice and reſpect, which the ions 
of your love and favour towards me, have continually put upon me. The care of ſafe 
conveyance the reſident heere hath beene pleaſed to take 1 himſelfe, and therefore I 
doe not doubt you may certainly expect to receive it by the firſt Engliſh fhip.

By my ſeverall letters written to mr. ſecretary of ſtate Thurloe from Archangell, the 25th 
Auguſt to the 16th September; from the citty Vollogda, the 16th December; from 
Moſco, the 24th February, 3d and 17th March, 1654. 28th ditto, 18th Aprill, primo 
Maye, and ſcacond July, and agayne from Archangell the 8th Auguſt, and fiveth Septem- 
ber laſt, I did in them narrate what to that tyme had occurred; but ſome particulers not 
written of in thoſe letters, I thinke, is not impertinent here to give your highneſſe re- 
cognizance of them. 

I was demanded by the chancellor of the embaſſy office at Moſco, Almaze Iuanuich, why 
your highneſſe letter to the emperor was not ſealed with our commonwealth's great ſeale ; 
to which I anſwered, that it was not your highneſſe cuſtome, in your miſſives to princes, 
to ſeale your letters with any other then is yours to the emperor. That the common- 
wealth's great ſeale is only uſed in publike contracts with forreyne princes and repub- 
licks, or ſuch like; and on letters patents, and ſuch writings made within the common- 
wealth ; whereunto the lord chancellor did ſet his firme. 

The emperor is now in the 26th yeere of his age: he is of a juſt ſtature, ſomewhat 
groſſe of bodye, browne haire, and of a good complection, rather inclining to alacrity 
then ſaturne; and ſayed it is, that once hee was of a good naturall diſpoſition, but cor- 
rupted by his education (Borris Iuanuich Moroſone, that 1s now his brother-in-law (they 
have married two ſiſters) was his tutor) and now much given to avarice, cruelty, ſelf-will- 
fullneſſe, and eſteeming much more of himſelfe then is in him. 5 
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A. D. 1655. The emperatrice is daughter to Ellia Danelleuich Miloſtanſko, a man of a baſe and meane 
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heart, and foe are his conditions; averſe to ſtrangers, and in particular to Engliſhe. His 


wyfe is a crafty and underſtanding woman, whoe hath great power and credit with the 
emperor, and her voice in the preſent government of the empire, of which ſhee maketh 
good uſe for her owne ends and intereſt. 

That majeſty hath on only ſonne, that was boren in December, 1653 ; two daughters, 
the youngeſt boren in January laſt. Hee hath three fiſters, all unmarried ; the eldeſt was 
promiſed to duke Wolmer of Denmarke, by the emperor Michaell Phedorovich, her father; 
and all things _ concluded for that marridge, the prince went to that court for the 
effecting of it; at which tyme queen Chriſtian of Sweden (and that crowne) not willing 
to have that match concluded, commanded her reſident, then at the Ruſhe court, to 
hinder it, if poſſibly hee could ; which hee did, by privately aſſuring ſome noblemen, Ruſſes, 
that that prince was a fpurious borren. Soe, to avoyd the effecting of that marriage, the 
nobles and clergy tooke pretext, that they would have Wolmer to turne to the Greeke faith 
(it was agreed and concluded, *twixt the emperor and Denmarke, that duke Wolmer and his 

eople might keepe theire owne religion, and the princeſſe her's) which hee would not doe. 
herefor the emperor, perſiſting to keepe his promiſe of what was agreed on, was cauſe 
(as it is ſayed) that both hee and the emperatrice were by there clergy and nobles made 
awaye with by poyſon ; and after theire deaths the Denmarke prince was for ſome tyme 
kept priſoner ; but in the end ſett at liberty, and permitted to departe for his owne 
country. It is now ſayed, that that princeſſe ſhall marry a Tarter prince turned to the 
Ruſſe religion, whoe at preſent is at the emperor's court, and entertayned by him. 

The preſent patriarch of Ruffia is of yeeres about fivety five, a boores ſonne, of little 
or no litterature (an enimye to ſtrangers) notwithſtanding hee hath paſt by all inferiour 
dignityes of that church, and had the patriarchſhipp by lott ; but before hee would ac. 
cept of it, and bee confecrated, hee the emperor to ſweare not to contradict him in 
any thing ; ſoe that that man maye truly ſaye, that as well out of his church, as in it, hee 
hath more authority then his majeſty ; as maye bee judged by on 1 of many, that 
could bee related; for whereas the emperor and his councell of ſtate had given a ſen- 
tence in a civile cauſe betwixt partys, the patriarch of himſelfe did revert it, and gave 
another clean contrary (and ſayed, againſt juſtice) which held. | 

The emperor is altogether governed by the ſayed patriarch, Borris Iuanuich, Ellia Dane- 
liuich, and his wyfe, none have his majeſty's eare but they, whoe give him to under- 
ſtand what they lift, and hee knoweth nothing of importance but what comes from 
them, and what they pleaſe to let him know. Theſe three men are generaly hated by the 
generalty of the people of all conditions; and by whome much evill is ſpoken of them. 
It is ſayed, that the cheeffe favourite and councellor the patriarch hath is a fryer, 
Nervinancier; and many fave, his holyneſſe is to famillier with the emperatrice. 

His majeſty hath large and vaſt dominions, and but a few people to inhabitt them, 
in reſpect of theire wydneſſe; and thoſe of the northerne partes not induſtrious. If this 
country were peopled as England is, and they ſoe induſtrious as the Engliſhe are, where 
the emperor hath a doller revenue, he would have five. 

Not ſoe few as a million of people dyed laft yeere at Moſco and thofe partes that were 
then infected with plague. At — and five hundred myle within land was noe 
infection at all. Moſco and thoſe places infeſted laſt yeere have bine free this; but 
at Cazan, Aſtracan, and thoſe quarters, as farre as the Gai ian Sea, have this yeere as 
great a mortality, as Moſco and thoſe partes of the country had the laſt. 

The laſt yeere, at my arrivall to Moſco, I was vizited by collonells Buttler and Gibſon 
(I fupoſe both of them well knowen to your highneſſe) whoe were very civile to- 
wards mee, as your highneſſe ſervant. Laftly, a Scotchman, and the other two, are the 
three cheeffe collonels, of ſtrangers, that the emperor hath. The two laſt attend on his 
majeſty's perſone with theire regiments of fiveteen hundred men each of them; and Gibſon 
is much 1n his eſteeme and favour. | 

When I had tranſlated into Englifhe the emperor's anſwers made by his chancellor of 
the embaffy office Almaze Juaniuich, to fuch writings as J had given him concerning the 
company of Ruſſia merchants affayres, and fownd Cvich other omiſſions) no declaration, 
whether they might traffique any further into the country then Archangell, as other 
ſtrangers doe. I ſent to the chancellor, to know his majeſtey's intention in that particuler: 
and had for anfwer, that I could then no other then what was given mee; but hee 
would write to the emperor about it, and I ſhould have his farther reſolution before my 
1 * to Archangell, which J have not had. 

fore my departure to Archangell, I called John Hebden, Engliſhe merchant (hee was 
interpreter betwixt the emperor, his chancellor, and mee) to account for omitting the words 
highneſſe, and lord, when I fpoke and writt of your highneſſe; and did it in that manner, 
as if I had bine certayne of his willfult omiſſion of thoſe words; but with oaths hee aſſe- 
vered to have uſed them both in his ſpeech and writing ; and that the leaving them out 


proceeds imediately from the emperor himſelfe and the chancellor.

Before my departure from Moſco, I had ſent mee by the chancellor Almaze, in the empe- 
ror's name, a preſent of two timbes of fable ſkines, which are at your highneſſe diſpoſall. 
This is all I know to meritt your highneſſe cognizance. 
Now that I have not acted in my employment what maye have bine by your high- 
neſſe expected, I humbly beſcech you it maye not bee imputed to mee of negligence 
or want of due devotion to ſ-rve your highneſſe, but rather to my imbecile and weeke 
capacitye z and therefore all defects that may have occurred, I beg and hope for your 


highneſſe benigne indulture.

His imperiall majeſty of the Greater and Leſſer Ruſſia, after his ſtaye neere five weeks 
under a little towne, called Sleix, gave order to on of his generalls, to advance 
with his armey towards Beriſow, and to take his waye directly to Minſky ; that his 
majeſtie, with the gros of his armey, would follow him. Sayed generall arriving before 
Beriſow, fownd a little incounter of the enimye, that cauſed his retrait bake to Minſky, 
The generall being retorned to that place, fownd the enimye there 4000 ſtrong, whoe 
received him in ſuch manner, as conſtrained him to retire ; but in his retrait, finding 
great ſuccors coming to his ayed, hee retorned agen upon the enimye, and aflaulteq 
him on bothe ſydes, that forced him to flye, and retire to a wood near hand, and by that 
means with facillity the generall obtayned Minſky. His imperial majeſty being alſoe 
arrived to ſayed towne, gave his orders to two generalls to adyance towards Vilna, 
where the enimye was ſomewhat ſtrong, and at the commenceing of a fight there, made 
good reſiſtance; but his imperial majeſtie giving preſently his commands for all the other 
bodeys of his armeys, that were thereabouts, to come to the ayed of the firſt there arrived, 
as they did, the battle was hot, ſoe that many of his ſyde remayned dead in the place. 
But a Coſacke coll. deceived the enimye, by throwghing himſelfe with his people upon the 
Poles bagage, which laye betwixt the Ruſſes and the cittye ; by which means the Poles 
imagining the emperor to have gayned the victory (whoe had then the worſt) they retired 
in confuſion towards the cittye, where they and his imperial majcftic's people entred pel- 
mel togeather, maſſacred, and putt all the Poles, men, woamen, and children, to the ſworde, 
that were there fownd ; ſoe the emperor's party hath had a great victory. Duke Roginell - 
with a few people is gone towards Verſovia. Generall Daubeſkey, whoe had beſieged the 

citty Bychew, — there found more reſiſtance then hee imagined, and the place iinpreg- 
nable, gave it over, and is gone towards Sleix, Generall Chimchlinzhi is ſayed to bee 


gone towards Leopolis. 

The Poles are {till at theire diet at Verſovia, and have ſent a great embaſſye to Sweaden, 
where the embaſſador, monſieur Leſtinky, great treaſurer and generall of the Greater Poland, 
arrived the vi. of June, and had preſently audience of the king, and was by his majeſty 
well received ; but being hee was reſolved to embarke by ſea the 3d of July towards Stetin, 
his majeſtye appointed a great ſhipp of warre to take in the ſayed embaſſador and his 
retenue, with order to follow him to Stetin. Notwithſtanding the reception of the embaſſa- 
dor, the king of Sweden's armey aſſembled in Livonia, under the conduct of earle 
Lewenhaupt, hath ſett on the citty Dunebourg, and having put to flight 6ooo men, that 
came to ſuccour it, tooke the citty by compoſition z and forthwith all marcht directly 
towards Lituania : the aforeſayed citty was a little before beſieged by the Ruſſes, whoc 


found themſelves to weake to take it, gave over their interpriſe. 
The king of Sweden's embaſſadors are arrived at Riga ſince the end of July, and ex- 


pected here before the end of this month.

A letter of mr. H. Daubne. 
| Cadiz, Auguſt 44, 1655. 

S1R, x WI 
HE letters that I have lately written to you from this place are ſo many, that I dare 
not goe about to number them, for feare leaſt whilſt I goe about to juſtify my own 
care, duty, and diligence to ſerve you, I may ſeem to accuſe you of ſome neglect of your 
poore friend, in not returning me one word of anſwer to any. I ame ure, I have let pals no 
opportunity, that grins itſelf by ſea, to ſend you letters, and duplicats, of the greateſt 
importance, which I preſume could not fayle coming to your hands, if the ſhipps did not 
founder in the ſea. For thoſe letters, that I have ſent over-land, I cannot take uppon me 
the ſame confidence, that being a very long, and caſual! paſſage, eſpecially now that fo 
much ſuſpicion reſts uppon all our nation, and not having ſecure correſpondents at Madrid, 
St. Sebaſtian, and Bordeaux, which are neceflary to fend my letters forwards. In eſte, 
I have in all my former letters acquainted you with the terrour, and flight, that all our 
countrymen have been putt to heer, by reaſon of the great broyle, that has been made 
uppon this coaſt, by general] Blake's coming hither with his fleet, and remayning ſo long 
heer; who is preſumed by many arguments, and ſome diſcoverys that have been made 
by letters from the very fleet, as I have informed you formerly, to ſtay for the richeſt 
galeons, that have come from the Indys thees many yeers ; a prize truly worth his catching ; 
but wee hope that he will fall ſhort of his ayme, for though the king and all his coun- 
ſelle have been all this while lull'd aſleep, in a confidence and ſecurity of the Engliſh 
friendſhipp, yet the people heerabouts have in good time been awakened, and have 
freely, at theyr own charge, with the duke of Medina Celi his great diligence and aſſiſtance 
(who ſtayd in this towne a fortnight on purpoſe about it) ſett forth an armada, of cight 
and twenty men of warr, and fix fierſhipps, wherof ſome have undertaken with theyr lives 
to faſten uppon generall Blake's own ſhipp, and the reſt, wee are confident, will ſo whipp 
the coats of our bolde countrymen, that they ſhall be ſoon taught, what it is, to watch 
for galeons : nor doe they mean to deale with our Engliſh, as the Hollanders did, diſputing 
it onely with them at guerre galena, as they call it, but to come preſently bord and 
bord, and decide the buſyneſs with piſtoll and ſword. There are not leſs then eight 
thouſand men abord of the Spaniſh fleet, and a very great part of them, men of extraordi- 
nary quality, as gentlemen of this country, and many reform'd officers from Madrid, 
with divers of the country trayn'd-bands, and, amongſt them, no leſs then ſix companys 
of houſkeepers of this towne. In fine, never better fleſh went abord of any fleet out of 


Spayn : but it is confeſt, that theyr ſhipps are not alltogether ſo warlike as the Engliſh, 
| | for

for theyr fleet conſiſts of theyr own loggerheaded galeons, to the number of fowrteen of A. D. 1655. 
them, which carry about forty braſs gunnes each; the reſt are ſome ſlight French and Dun- 
kirke frigats, fitter to runn away, then make a fight, and ſome other Hamborough, Hol- 
land, and Genoa trading ſhipps, that they could pick up to ſerve them. The French and 
Holland captayns would by no means be perſwaded to accept the ſervice themſelves, though 
| are very well contented to take a good freight for theyr ſhipps. Our olde freind, capt. Peter 
I Toms of Hamborough, for all he was ſo forward to offer himſelf at firſt, yet has uppon 
ſecond thoughts, having a conſiderable eſtate to looſe at home, deſerted the ſervice : but his 
ſhipp and men are gon, as allſo the young captayn, his 1 (who it ſeems has no ſuch 
hold of Hamborough, or that not of Him) is with his ſhipp and men likewiſe, by his 
unkle's perſwaſions, ingaged in the ſervice; and for all they are Lutheranes, wee have as 
much confidence in them, as any others, for wee knowe they are thorough enemys to 
our countrymen. 'This fleet has been gone out now at leaſt tenn days, under the command 
of don Pablos de Contreras, whoſe pretenſes onely are to guard theyr galleons home, and 
ſo carry very fayre orders, to vayle bonnet to the Engliſh, and give them the firſt ſalute j 
which if the Engliſh generall does not anſwer with equall courteſy, it will manifeſtly 
growe to a quarrell amongſt them ; which if it doe, I hope will be never the wors for us 
re cavaleers heer ; for they beginn allready to looke uppon us better, and to repent 
theyr ſo much former complyance with that party, which they ſee now goes about 
to ruin them; and ſome ſay, if it growe to a wart, wee ſhall have the court at Cullen 
remove theyr quarters ſhortly to Madrid. The Spaniſh fleet gcting out in the evening, 
and ſhaping theyr cours more ſouthwards, with a ſtrong levant overſhott the Engliſh fleet, 
which at that time lay within fowre or five leagues to the northward of this port; and 
as yet they have not mett one with another. The _—_— armada lys out uppon the 
coaſt of Portugall about the capes, and the Engliſh heer uppon this coaſt betwixt this 
and that about Aymonte ; which makes the Spanyards ſay, that generall Blake plays 
leaſt in ſight, for feare of —_ armada, and that they came hither to ſteale, rather then 
fight; but it is the opinion of others, and more probable, that his orders are as yet de- 
fective, and ſo waytes to have em compleated from England, being unwilling to meet 
dem, till he knowes what to doe with 'em: for it is reported, he ſhould ſay, he would not 
feare to fight em with half his fleet. Others there are of opinion, that there is no in- 
tention at all of a breach between the nations; but of this neyther you there, nor wee 
heer, can be long kept in ignorance. One of the Spaniſh fleet, that ſpent hir top-maſt, 
came in heer the other day, and tells us, that coming hither, he was taken abord of generall 
Blake, who uſed them very kindely, aſkeing them ſome queſtions concerning theyr armada, 
and ſo diſmiſt them; as likewiſe don Pablos had done before to a catch of the Engliſh 
generall's. This ſhipp being now repayr'd, is ſpeedyly to goe out agayn, with fowre or 
five men of warr more, to recruit and reinforce theyr fleet: for it is generally beleey'd 
heer, that the Engliſh expect more forces to come to *em, and till then, will not advance 
towards them. It is all mens wonder and aſtoniſhment heer, that wee have no news all 
this while from the Indys. By that it is concluded of all hands, that the Engliſh have 
made ſome fowle diſturbance there; and ſo probably have hindered the galleons from 
coming forth, which is all our hopes heer; for otherwiſe *tis to be feared, that they are 
fallen allready into the hands of the Engliſh fleet, that lys there. What is done in thoſe 
rts, I believe you will have ſooner notice in England, then wee ſhall have heer. What news 
— occur heerabouts, Lr ſhall be ſure to have from me by all opportunitys; and I ame 
fure you are ſo good a freind to Spayn, eſpecially in this particular, that you will be much 
pleaſed to heare of all our good ſucceſſes heer, which I ſhall not fayle to give you, uppon 
all occaſions ; but I pray you, leave me not in ſo uncomfortable a condition in the mean 
time, as not to heare conſtantly from you, how you and all my poore freinds doe there, 
I have written ſo often to you, concerning all my wants and deſiers, that I am aſham'd to 
make any repetition. So for all that I refer my ſelf to thoſe former letters, and to your 
own goodneſs for my better accommodation 1n all particulars. This letter goes by a ſhipp 
of Holland, that toucheth in England, and putts ſome more of our flying merchants 
aſhore there. By the ſame means, if our Engliſh trade be obſtructed, you may pleaſe to 
conveigh all your letters and commands to,

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A. D. 1655. THERE was read in the aſſembly a certain memorandum from the lord embaſſado 
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Jovis, Auguſt 26, 1655. [N. S.] 


Spain, containing complaints, that one William James, an Engliſh pirate, had 
taken upon the coaſt of Caraxas, in the Weſt Indies, a certain ſhip called the St. Pieter 
loaden with ſeven or eight thouſand hides, belonging to the ſubjects of the king of Spain; 
and had brought the ſame into the iſland of Curacao, belonging under the juriſdiction of 
the Weſt India company of theſe countries; which ſaid pirate is ſaid to be arrived lately 
at Amſterdam, in a ſhip, which he had freighted, and in which he had laden 1800 hides, 
having ſent the reſt to other places to be fold. Wherefore the ſaid embaſſador doth de- 
fire, that ſuch order may be taken, that the ſaid 2 may be ſeized upon and ſecured 
with all ſuch goods, by order of the admiralty of Amſterdam, that ſo the ſubjects of the 
faid king may not loſe all their goods. Whereupon being debated, it is reſolved, that a 
copy of the ſaid memorandum be ſent to the admuralty of Amſterdam ; and that they be 


deſired to take ſuch order, to the end the ſaid William James may be ſeized upon, and 


his ſhip and goods ſecured, and withall 8 againſt according to law. Beſides, that 
a copy of the ſaid memorandum be likewiſe ſent to the governors and officers of the 
Wel India company, that they do not admit into their harbours ſuch prizes and plundered 
goods taken from the ſubjects of the king of Spain and other allies of this ſtate,

General Blake to the protector. 
May IT PLEASE YOUR HIGHNES, 


OUR commands of the goth July I received by the Aſſurance frigdt the 1 3th inſtant, 
with the intelligence of a great fleet prepared to come out of Cadiz and theire de- 
ſigne from your ſecretary, which in part wee — found to bee true, as I ſhall give your 
highnes an accompt. 
The 6th inſtant I received a letter from captaine Smith, (which comes herewith) where- 
uppon wee ſtood away for the coaſt of Barbary, as far as Mamora, within 3 leagues ; but 
having noe newes of the fleet there, wee made towards the bay of Cadiz, ſending two fri- 
gots before to gaine intelligence, who returned to us the 12th inſtant, with this, that the flect 
ſayled from thence ſeaven dayes before, and were plying off Cape Vincent's, to which place 
wee haſtened ; and the 15th in the morning eſpyed them to the windward of us, wee be- 
ing then off the bay of Lagos, whither wee deſired to goe for water; but they beareing upp 
uppon us, with intent (as wee thought) to fight us, I called a councell of warre, which unani- 
mouſely reſolved to ingage the firſt opportunity, being moved thereunto with an eagre 
deſire wee had to ſee ſome end of our tedious expectation, and to prevent that acceſſion of 
ſtrength mentioned in the ſecretarye's intelligence (wherof wee likewiſe had notice from 
other hands) and alſoe out of a deſpayre of being able to keepe the ſea many dayes longer 
for want of liquor. But the Spaniſh fleet furthwith tackt and ſtood the other way, and 
wee after them all that night. In the morning wee were fayre by them ; but there being 
little wind (not enough to worke our ſhipps) and a great ſea, ſoe that wee could not make 
uſe of our lower tire, and alſoe a thicke fogg, wee did nothing that day (theyre fleet being 
then thirty one in all.) The next day wee continued in the ſame reſolution, and ſent ſome 
frigats a head to gaine the wind, and to ingage them ; but the evening approaching, and 
a great part of our fleete farre a-ſterne, wee thought it beſt to deſiſt for that tyme. Theſe 
checques of 2888 did put us uppon ſecond thoughts, and a ſtrict review of the in- 
ſtructions, which I had received; the which being all peruſed and compared together at a 
councell of warre, wee could not find in them any authority given unto us to attacke 
this party, but rather the contrary; and wee had reaſon alſo to conceive, it was not the 
intention of your highnes, that wee ſhould bee the firſt breakers of the peace, ſeeing 
your highnes having notice of the coming fourth of the Spaniſh fleet, did not give us 
any new direction at all tuching the ſame in your laſt order of the 3oth of July. Uppon 
theſe grounds wee receded from our firſt refolution ; and tooke into conſideration the ſtate 
of our fleet, which wee found in all things to bee extremely defective, but more particu- 
larly in want of liquor; ſome of the ſhipps having not beuverage for above fower dayes, 
and the whole not able to make above eight, and that at ſhort allowance; and noe ſmall 
part both of our beuverage and water ſtinking. Hereupon it was debated amongſt us, 
whether wee ſhould returne to the bay of Lagos, or goe to Liſbona for ſupply, there being 
noe other place but thoſe two. To goe to Lagos, it was not held good, both becauſe all 
that country could not afford us one pipe of beuverage wine, and to gett water there 


very 
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difficult, and, uppon the leaſt wind from the ſouth or eaſt, allmoſt impoſſible, and A. D. 1655. 


the place a dangerous road for ſuch a fleet to anchor in; which wee muſt have done for 
getting a quantity of water; beſide many other inconveniencyes. It was therefore re- 
ſolved, that wee ſhould goe to Liſbona. Nevertheles wee kept in ſight of them two 
dayes after, and on the 22d inſtant wee lay a great part of the day with our ſayles hayled 
upp⸗ untill they were very neare us; but perceiving they had noe intention to en age 
- us, nor any commiſſion to that purpoſe, as wee thought, and alſo underſtood by a {nail 
frigat of theyres of twenty fower gunnes, the captaine whereof coming accidentally amongſt 
us, I comanded aboard, who told us the ſame; and withall that they knew nothing of 
the expected fleet at all, but only that they were bound to attend the coming of the ſame. 


Hereuppon our liquor growing leſſe, wee ſtood away for Liſbona, where wee arrived on 


the 24th inſtant, and anchored in the road of Caſtcayes ; and to my very great griefe I 
underſtood, that the Taunton frigat was gone two dayes before, which I had ſent with 
mr. Maynard, according to your highnes comands, ſuppoſeing to meet her there, or by 
the way; to which end wee ſpread the ſeas what wee could, and alſoe ſent two frigats be- 
fore, to looke after her ; and have likewiſe ſent the Diamond frigat to ply betweene the 
cape Vincent and the bay of Lagos, to wayt for him, and for advice out of England. 
Here wee find, that mr. Maynard was diſmiſt without any anſweare but this, that the 
king would ſend it by a miniſter of his owne. How theſe 3 of providence will bee 
lookt uppon, or what conſtruction our carriage in this buiſines may receive, I know not, 
(although it hath bin with all integrity of heart) but this wee know, that our condition 
is darke and ſadd, and (without eſpeciall mercy) like to bee very miſerable; our ſhipps 
extreme fowle, winter drawing on, our victualls expiring, all ſtores fayling, our men 
falling ſicke, thorough the badnes of drinke, and eating theyre victualls boyled in ſalt water 
for two moneths ſpace; the coming of a ſupply uncertaine (wee received not one word 
from the commiſſioners of the admiralty and navy by the laſt) and though it come tymely, 
yet if beere come not with it, wee ſhall bee undone that way. We have noe place or 
friend, our recruits here flow, and our marriners (which I moſt apprehend) apt to fall 
into diſcontents, thorough theyre long keeping abroad. Our only comfort is, that wee 
have a God to leane _ although wee walke in darknes, and ſee noe light. I ſhall 
not trouble your highnes with any complaints of my ſelfe, of the indiſpoſition of my 
body, or troubles of my mind ; my many infirmityes will one day, I doubt not, ſufficiently 
plead for mee or againſt mee. ſoe that I may bee free of ſoe great a burthen, conſolating 
my ſelfe in the meane tyme in the Lord, and in the firme purpoſe of my heart with all 
faythfullnes and ſincerity to diſcharge the truſt, while repoſed in mee. As ſoone as the 
Taunton comes (which I continually expect) I ſhall difpatch mr. Maynard immediatly ; 
and as ſoone as wee have gott a ſufficient proportion of liquor {which I hope may bee in 
five or ſix dayes) wee intend (God willing) to ſayle to the ſouthward cape, and to ſpend 
ſome tyme thereabouts, ſoe long as wee can poſſibly lengthen out our victualls, ſoe that 
wee may bee able to gett home, in caſe the victualling ſhipps doe not come in tyme ; 
which wee ſhall then bee forced to doe, or muſt periſh in the ſea. I have no more at 
preſent to trouble your highnes with (this allready being I feare too much) but ſhall ever 
remayne,

Vol. xxix. She town is ful of newes of the beating of our fleet in the Weſt Indyes, but by 

p- 350. yours of the 19th July, I ſe ther was no newes then in Ingland of it. The advys is, 
that, our fleet having poſſeſt themſelves of St. Domingo (having very good intelligence 
ther that by order from Spayn the Spaniſh fleet had landed al theyr plate, layd up theyr 
ſhips for next year) they went directly thence for Cartagena, wher making ſeveral aſſaults, 
they wer beaten off with the los of 3000 men, and wer again retyred to St. Domingo. 
This advys coms from Cales, wher is arryvd a ſmale ſhip from Havanna. In regard tis 
this week ſo generally advyſd from Holland, that our fleet has received a repulſe, I am 
very fearful that this relation is true; which maks me giv you the particulers of what 
I hear. I hope God wil giv our men harts and courage to turn again, and poſſes them- 
ſelves of the place. 

The Spaniſh fleet lyes ſtil at Porto Spetie, without landing theyr men, or doing any 
thing. *Tis ſayd, they expect a larger ſuply from Naples of 1500 horſe, and 4000 foote, 
which by letters thence myht depart in 6 dayes. The moſt knowing men here beliey 
thes Napollitan forces will affourd Millan no more help, but meerly theyr countenance and 
reputation of theyr preſence ſo nere them, but that they ar al deſynd for Cattalonia, to 
ſtop the torrent of the French in thos parts, leſt Barſalona fal again into theyr hands. 
In concluſion the Spaniard has need of thes forces in ſo many places, that I think they 
ar at a ſtand wher to land them. 

The reports of the ſiege of Pavia is various. Two dayes ſince here was advys it 
could not hold out 14 dayes. This day *tis reported, the Spaniſh general is redy to tak 
the field with 14000 foot, and 4000 horſe, to fal upon the — quarters. Such an 
army, if they wer good ſoldiers, myht do much. This week is arryved an Ingliſh ſhip 
from Allicant, whence *tis advyſd, that general Blak's fleet was latly ſien nere Cales to bi 
at leſt 70 ſail, which maks ſom imagin hi may hav taken the plate-fliet. A Dutchman 
wryts, hi has cald the Turks of Argier to his ſuccour. Thes Duch ar our good 
trends ſtill. 

"Tis advyſd from Rom, that ther ar great differences betwixt the pope and Mazarin for 
the favours conferd by the pope upon cardinal Rez and the prince of Condes agent. Tis 
moſt certain, that the pope labours with al his power to bring about a treaty of peace this 
winter betwixt France and Spayn, that both (and al other princes concerned with them) 
may ſend plenypotentiarys to Rom; the rather becaus here is in Itally a terrible fear, that 
the Sweads army maks but a pretence upon Polland, theyr mayn deſyn being for Germany. 
I writ you in my laſt, that doctor Bayly is urgent with me for more mony. Pray affourd 
me your poſitiv order, how far I ſhal credit him. Althoh I am demanded of him, and 
writ to by ſeveral, * I own him not, but hav denyed him even to your brother Lydcot; 
yet I mult tel you plainly, the papiſts from al quarters know he is employd by you, and 
accordingly report of him. 1 
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Here is in town, paſſing towards Rom, an Iriſh collonel, with the duk of York's pas, A. D. 1655. 
- which reports him the ſon of an earl, who was one of the generals in Ireland to the late 
king. *Tis a kynd of a begging pas, and ſuch uſe he maks of it, having ſent a prieſt 
amongſt our nation, to gather theyr benevollence, which to theyr ſham ſom of them ar 
too forward to affourd. Here is com from Spayn lykwys one collonel Welden, a 


Kentiſh gentleman, going towards Millan. The impriſonment of the royal party maks 
2 great nois here in Itally. 


When generall Blak cam into thes ſeas to tak French, I thoht by that means to ſaly my 
loſſes Tuſtained by them, which made me y your hands to petition his, hyhnes for my 
reparation out o thos pryzes general Blak ſhould tak from them; but I ſe that way 1s not 
felible for example ſak, leſt others ſhould expect the lyk. I aſſure you, I ſhould not hay 
cryed roſt meat; however, I humbly giv you thanks for your redines to help me in any 
other way, but to fynd out ſuch another conveniency for reparation of my loſſes, is not 
in my capacity, but I ſhall willingly embrace ſuch a way, as you ſhal direct me unto.

RiGHT HONORABLE, 


e my departure from London, I told your honour, that I ſhould have an occaſion vol. xxix; 
to goe to Francfort in Germany; and ſoe _ my journey paſſing through Ceulen p. 354. 
upon a ſaturday by the way intered into a bookſeller's ſhopp to looke for ſome booc 
where I met ſome Engliſh fellowes talking ſoe licenciouſly and baſly of his highnes the 
lord protector, and ſaying many falſe things of the ſtate of Englandes affaire, that I took 
the opportunity to ſpeake ſomething againſt there diſcourſe, foe much as in the preſence 
of ſome Germains perfons of honor they were convinced of falſewood; but at laſt they 
ſimulated to be my friends, and deſired me to goe along with them the next day, being 
on a ſunday, for to ſee ſome curiofitys, and in the hower apointed wee met in a church, 
and afterwards they carryed mee into a houſe, where they ſaid there were fine pictures, 
where being came an ancient man, who began to talke of k. C. and of England, and very 
ſimply and maliciouſly of my lord protector; whereupon I gave no anſwer, but 8 
his expectation ſpake more moderately, knoing not wat end theſe ſayings had to. He 
aſked me, wether I was not a right Frenchman, though I was living under ſoe many kinds 
of tyrands in England, and wether, if it was in my power, I would not doe any ſervice 
to the right king. I anſwered him, that he knew, that being a foreigner, and of no 
eſtate in England, I was not able to doe him any good, but that I would endeavour to 
ſerve him, and imploye myſelfe as a good Chriſtian for another true Chriſtian ; but hee 
preſſing mee, continued ſaying, that the good king had many friends and ſervants in 
England, but that it was impoſible for him to intruſt them with ſpecial orders concern- 
ing his buſineſſes, becauſe the ſame orders had been many times intercepted by the way. 
Then aſked hee mee, wether I would for the king's ſervice carry ſome commiſions 
ro England, I told him, that I would not meddle myſelfe with any buſineſſes, nec pro 
nec contra, becauſe I knew my inhability in doing him any good ; but that if he would 
intruſt me with the ſaid commiſſions, I would deliver them: and _ his requeſt having 
told him my name, he ſaid thou art then the ſame phyſician, who dedicating a boock to 
thine protector, have calomniouſly written agains the king; and thou art alſoe the ſame, 
whoſe departure is ſignified unto me from ſome parts ; and immediately ſhewed me a let- 
ter, ſaying, that on ſuch a time ſuch a one was to goe from England beyond ſea, having 
a paſſe dated on ſuch a day from the councill ; and it was very like, that the ſame was go- 
ing for a ſpye, becauſe he had great intereſt with Thurloe the ſecretary, to whom he had 
diſcovered ſome Iriſhmen deſſein, who had great things in hand for the king's ſervice 
Vor.

Manly being at Spa, hath told the rhingrave, gover- 
nor of Maeſtrich, that we departed together from Dover for Flanders, and that I hade 
been at Ceulen ; whereupon the ſaid — did ſend for mee, and queſtioned mee 
very much, wether :I-was not my lord or's ſpie, giving him notice of things that 
J had ſeen and heard by the way; and having given him ſatisfaction upon his queſtions, 
I told him that I marveilled much, who had given him ſuch an impreſſion. Then ceaſeg 
he, aſking pardon, and ſaying, that it was onely by curioſity, he having no more to ſay 
in as much as my lord protector and he were in peace, and ſoe departed civilly from me ; 
and taking leave from him, I went from Spa to Bruſſelle for my returning to England, and 
enquired wether my ſaid former letter concerning the premices was received there in its 
time, and ſent to England; but was told me, that they had not received ſuch a letter. 
Then I conceive, that the ſaid letter hath been intercepted by the way, having not been 


| directed to its addreſſe. It 
From the city of Louvain to Antwerpe round about Bruſſell, T have found upon the 


way more then thirty thouſand countrymen all armed, who having received command 
from the archiduc to meet at Bruſſell under the comte Bruny. Many others doe come at 
all howrs, in as much that within 15 days, they being in a huge number ſhall joingn the 
neem being now about the city of Monts, much preffed by the French king two 
miles of. 

The queen of Swede is going veri ſhortly to Ceulen, and k. C. to Aken; and doubt. 


leſſe ſhee and k. C. ſhall meet ſome where without knowing one another. 
It is much talk, that the king of Spain will fell the duche of Limbourg to the ſtate 


pou! of the Loe Countrey, which thing ſhall put Maeſtrick and many other places in 
ecurity for the ſaid ſtate. Some beleeve, that rea ſhall make a permutation in this 
manner, that the ſtate ſhall give to the ſaid king theſe places which they hold, and haye 
in hand of the duche of Gueldria for the duche of Limbourg. 

Thoſe that J have ſeen at Spa were mr. D'Opdam amiral of Holland, baron Brederode, 
the rhinegrave, comte Machau, governor of Rees, all for the ſtates generall. Marquis 
St. Eſtienne, lieutenant of prince Conde, the duc Darſchot, comte Grobendour, governor 


of Limbourg, with their ladyes, and my lord Duns, with many other of lower condition 


and ſexe.

A paper concerning major Robert Walters. 


DOE beleeve, that aboute June . . . 54, major Robert Walters was very acctive in 
contryving and proſecuteinge the late inſurrection (eſpicially) in Yorkſhire, from 
whence the ſaid Walters came up to London ſeverall tymes in company of one Nicholas 


Armorer, who is cup-bearer to the princeſs off Orange. 


And in the tyme of their being at London, every three or fower days removed lodgings 
(except at a chamber in the Temple, whear the ſaid Armorer was bedfellow with colonel 
Grey) whear I have ſeen ſeverall gentlemen, as fir Thomas Armſtronge, the lord Byron, 
one Read, and divers others I knew nott; and att that tyme of his lodginge there, mr. 
Nicho. Bethell, (who I thinke lives at or near Pluckley in Kent) brought me 100]. in 


gold from the ſaid Walters, to deliver to the ſaid Armorer, which I did. 
Some tyme affter Walters borrowed ten pound of mee, to be _- 
Mauleverer of Allerſton, in Yorkſhire ; butt faylinge aboute 5 wee 


id mee by fir Ri. 
affter goeing to 
Edminton, the ſaid Walters overtooke mee accidentally, and at the next inn repaid mee. 


I perceav'd hee had greate ſtore of money and gold by him, and was armed with An 
| 2 quebuſſe 
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quebuſſe and piſtolls, and earneſtly intreated me, I would not take any notice, that I ſee A. D. 1655: 


him, for that noe body knew hee was at London, and how that hee came up in his 
owes. : 

" After the rylinge, underſtanding that the ſaid Walters was fled, I tooke ſome payns, 

and found him ; and hee being at Graveſend to make his eſcape for Rotterdam in July 

laſt, hee tould mee ſeverall paſſages of the laite ryſing, viz. 

1. I aſking him, if the aprehendinge of Gerrard and others wear nott a diſcourage- 
ment to them, hee ſaid noe, oy concern'd them nott, they wear of themſelves. 

2. I then aſked him, if they ſhould nott have riſen ſooner : hee ſayd, hee had three 
ſeverall tymes been countermanded by the councell after hee had — apointed the 
days, and that the N as hee called them, of the biſhopric of Durham, Northum- 
berland, and the north of Yorkſhire, had been with him, and had given him an accompt of 
theyre readineſſe, and that hee believed foe many countermands diſcouradg'd them ſoe far, 
that itt hindered ſoe generall a ryſinge as would have been at firſt. 

3. And that hee had a liſt of above 1500 gentlemen and others that engaidg'd in the 
counties above (of which the tenth apeared nott) which liſt hee tore in a wood near 
Barkway, when hee maid his eſcape from Lockyer. | 

4- And that when hee borrowed the 101. of mee hee went for Collen, and ſtayed 
theyre 4 dayes, and that the kinge gave him 30 peeces to bear his charges and commiſ- 
fions with which he ingaged the Yorkſhire gentlemen, 

5. That one duke Darcy went to Rotterdam aboute July laſt in a ſhip (whoſe maiſter 
is brother to Nicho. Jaſper) and now lives at St. Katherine. 

6. And that the lord Fayrfax of Denton promifed them 100 men and other aſſiſtance, 
but hee thought hee did them noe good. | 
I verylie beleeve that upon aſſurance of life hee would devulge whatſoever concerned 
that bueſineſſe, and who wear engaidged in itt, which perchance may bee of more conſe- 
quence then his life.

The picture of the king armed and crowned with laurel on horſeback, which 1 had 
received out of France a few days before, and which was ſet over the gate of the church 
gave ſo much admiration and affection to all the people of Rome, that the like was 
never ſeen. Now that the treaty of peace of thoſe of the Vallies hath been ſigned, the 
lord protector muſt find out ſome other pretence, if he will defer the ſigning of yours, 
The Spaniſh fleet, conſiſting of 18 men of war, and 15 gallies, ſet fail a while ſince 
from the gulph of la Spetie, where it had lain a fortnight, with an intention to have 
landed the men at San Pier d'Arena, and to have marched from thence for Milan; but 
arriving at Porto Fino, and underſtanding, that our fleet was at ſea, thoſe that commanded 
the Spaniſh did not think fit to proceed any further, although they were not far from the 
place they were bound to, yet they returned back to the ſaid gulph of Spetie from whence 
they came. In the mean time they write from Genoa, that the duke of Vendoſme is ar- 
rived at Caplorio, where he may eaſily hinder the landing of their men, and obtain 
ſome further advantage upon the enemy.

Auguſt 18, 1655. 


1 WAS not a little ſurpriſed, when a letter, which you wrote to the cardinal Mazarin, 

fell into my hands. I ſend you a copy thereof, to the end you may ſee, that I have a 
ſmall cauſe to complain of you. I will never think it ſtrange, that you get upon as many 
advantages as you are able, if they be true ones ; but to ſee in a letter, ſigned and ſealed 
by your own hand, that the retreat, which we made lately, was ſo precipitated, that our 
laſt ſquadron was forced to remain over the river; that I have left our canon at Valen- 
ciennes ; and that I ſhould have faid, that I had had a great conteſt with the Spaniards ; 
and that I did adviſe to remain in the poſt of Valenciennes; theſe are things 1o remote 
from the truth, that unleſs I did perfectly know your hand, I ſhould not have believed that 
this letter had come from you. I only ſpoke to the lords, the earls of Guiche and of 
Vivone, the prince of Marſillac, and ſome others, who were all of them perſons of too 
much honour to ſay that I ever ſpake to them of any conteſt, as you ſay ; and I do 
willingly ſubmit to their teſtimonies ; and if you had been at the head of your troops, 
as I was in the rear of mine, you would have ſeen, that our laſt ſquadron did not 


ſwim over the river. I thought, to ſatisfy what I owe to my honour, that I was bound 


to write this unto you, and to deſire you, that when you ſpeak of any action another 
time, wherein I have a ſhare, that you will ſpeak the truth. I have ſtill done the ſame 
in thoſe, wherein you have been intereſted, and when you ſerved under me; and ſince we 
have waged war one againſt another, I ſhall always continue to do the ſame, and will be, &c.

SEND you the copy of a letter, which monſieur de Turenne did write to the cardinal A. P. 1655. 


| Mazarin, whereof the original is fallen into my hands, whereby you will ſee what he ſaith CYWW 
of that which paſt lately in our retreat. I believe if you had had the van, you would not Vol. _ 
have ſpoken after that manner, for you would have ſeen it; or if you could not have TO 
arrived ſoon enough, you would have informed your ſelf by perſons, that ſhould have 

ſeen it. He faith, that we were ſo cloſe purſued, that my laſt ſquadron was forced to 

ſwim over the river; that we left our cannon at Valenciennes, in regard I could not 

bring it with us; and that I had ſaid, that I had had a great conteſt with the Spaniards 

to remain in our poſt. For the laſt I take to witneſs the prince of Marſillac, earl of Guiche, 

of Puyguillen, and others, whether I ever ſpoke to them; and yet they are thoſe alone, 
whom 1 ſpoke to in the march. As for our cannon, we were ſo little preſt, that we 
ſhould have been very miſerable to have left them behind us. And as for my laſt ſqua- 
dron's ſwimming over the river, I can aſſure you, that they were not obliged to dry them- 

ſelves after they had paſt the river; and that we did not break our bridge till long time 

after that we were gotten over. I do not tell you all this, to draw any advantage from 

our retreat. I do only tell it you, that you may not take any falſe impreſſion from what 
monſieur de Turenne may 1mpart unto you. I do not demand either praiſe or contempt. 

I defire the continuation of your amity, and beſcech you to believe me, that I am, &c.

HO faith, that upon the monday morning, which the late inſurrection began Vol xxix. 
upon at Saliſbury, when the judges were ſeized by the cavalier party, there came p. 446. 
one Jethro Tull, ſervant to mr. Thomas Huſſey of Hungertord-park, to the 2 Huſhborne 
Tarent, to the houſe of one Thomas Widley, farmer of the parſonage there under mr. 
Hughes, and aſked for the ſaid Thomas Widley ; and his wife anſwering, that he was gone 

for Saliſbury, to the aſſizes chere, upon a trial he had before the judges; to which the 

ſaid Tull anſwered, tuſh, there would be no aſſizes at all, or words to that effect. And 

then he demanded the rent due to his maſter for the ſaid farm (which uſed to be paid 

to the vicar, as an augmentation) and did receive the ſame; and gave his acquittance for 

it. This the informant had by the relation of the wife of the ſaid Thomas Widley, 
within a quarter of an hour after the ſaid Tull was gone; who alſo told this informant, 

that he drank the health of Charles Stuart at the houſe. And further ſaith, that the 

ſaid Tull went from Huſbborne to Wincheſter, to gather up money, as he was informed.

A. D. 1655. M* laſt was of the 13th of Auguſt, adviſeing that the 8th day the Venis bayley,

accompanied with the French ambaſador, had private audience with the vizere 
deſireing that the old bayley might bee ſent away from Andranople, and that ſome ac. 
comodation myght bee made betweene them and the Turke, to which the vizere ſeemed 
verie willinge. The next day being the gth hee viſited the Muftee. Within few hower; 
after hee had given that viſitt the vizere was changed, ſoe that theire worke is now to 
beginn againe, they as well as all other Chriſtians haveinge loſt a good freind. Hee 
hath bine in feare of his life ever ſince hee hath bine vizere, and no man thought hee 
would have contineued ſoe long as hee did: hee is gonn from hence into Damaſcus. The 
reaſon why hee was put out of place, and ſente hence in ſuch haſt, is, becauſe Huſan aga 
with a ſonn of Ipſher baſha is now come to Angora with a greate body of horſe, and 
demands the perſon of the vizere, as being the cheefe man that had a hand in cutting of 
Ipſher baſha. As yet the new vizere is not ſetled in his place, ſoe cannot give you any 
accompt what hee intends to doe, or whether hee will give eare to thoſe of Tunis, or 
not. Soe ſoone as any thinge offers in that buſines, I ſhall not faile, according to my 
duty, to adviſe thereof. I further aded, that the Turke had ordered the buylding ct 
forty ſhipps for the next yeare's ſervice ; that ſir Thomas Bendeſh had ſente to falute the 
new vizere, and ſoe ſoone as could hav audience intended to carrie him his preſente; and 
that one of ſir Thomas Bendiſh his ſervants, as itt is ſayd, jeſting with another with a 
fowleing peece, ſhot his conſort in the head, ſoe that hee dyed preſently. 
The aforeſayd lines is coppie of what then writ z ſince which thoſe of Tunis have bine 
with the new vizere, and made theire laments, deſireing, that they myglit bce permire( 


o preſent a petition unto the grand ſeigneur concerning the ſayd buſines; unto awhich 


theire requeſt the new vizere hath given them the ſame anſwer the old one did, which 
was, that as yet it is not tyme. Soe it is ſayd, that they doe intend ſuddainlie to returne 
back tor Tunis, leaveing thoſe here, which ſhall proſecute the buſines, when they finde 4 
convenicnte tyme. The grand ſeigneur hath given them ſix peece of braſs ordnance, 
which they are to place in that caſtle, from whence your highnes ſhall * * * them, they 
haveing complained that for want of ſuch greate ordnance, they could not defende them- 
ſelves againſt the ſhipps. The 16th of this month the Venis bayley was ſente for by 
the vizere, and all men thought that hee * * * backe againe to Andranople ; but itt 
appears, that there is no ſuch # * * * ® ® ® but the new vizere ſeemed to ſhew him 
more favor then * * * * * * for that it cleerlie appeares, that the Turks would wil- 
linglie have * * * * ® the Venetian upon reaſonable termes, they begining now 
to feare the Muſcovite, who it ſeems is not farr from Buda, a fronteir garriſon of theirs ; 
and one the other ſide the French kinge not longe ſince writ to the grand ſeigneur and the 
vizere in favour of the Venetian. And indeed the French ambaſador is the cheete 
cauſe of the Venis bayley's being detained, as I have underſtood, and itt was thus: the 
French ambaſador treated with the vizere for a peace to bee made with the Venctian : 
the vizere promiſes, that if an ambaſador were ſent from Venis, hee ſhould bee ſivillie 
uſed ; and if they could not agree, hee ſhould have ſafe conduct backe. Hereupon the 
French ambaſador being confidente of performance of what the vizere had promiſed, hee 
writes to Venis, and thereupon they ſente their ambaſador. When hee comes here, his 
demands were ſuch, as the Turke would not liſten unto. Finding it to bee foe, hee de- 
ſired ſafe conduck backe againe, according unto what they had promiſed the French 
ambaſador ; but the French ambaſador not haveing a hatta ſheref, which is the grand 
ſeigneur's comand, the vizere denies what was promiſed ; and inſtead of ſending the 
Venis bayley backe with a ſafe conduckt, have kept him with a ſafe guard at Andranople; 
which buſines cauſeth the French kinge to bee ſomethat urgent with the grand ſeigneur 
for the freeing of the bayley ; and the French ambaſador hath and doth take greate 
paines therein, and is the only cauſe of his ſtaying here, and as yet nothing effected. 

Huſan aga, which was comeing for this porte with a large body of horſe, to have 
made demands for the life of Ipſher baſha, is forced to retreate, the people aboute Angora 
being riſne to oppoſe him. 

The captain baſha is gonn againe to Malvaſer in hopes to releeve it; but it is hoped, 
that the Venetian may have takne it ere this. Thus with my prayers unto God, that hee 
would direct you in all your waighty affayres, unto whoſe protection I commit you, and

T'wo dayes 

paſt heare arrived a ſhip of this place from Smirna, but on the way mett with an Engliſh 
marchant ſhip, who on pretence had a commiſſion to take French, hath taken our 

all her goods to the vallew of neare 50,000 peeces 3, which hath ſo inraged the people 

of this place againſt us, as that myſclfe with the whole nation, except ſuch as are il} 
wiſhers to his highnes and the ſtate, are conſtrayned to keepe oure perſons and houſes 

well guarded to ſafe oureſelves from the fury of thoſe rude poeple. How long oure 
trobles in this nature will continew, we cannott yett imagine.

High and well-born count, my gracious lord, and mighty patron, 


"© ES days we got advice here, as if a treaty ſhould be in hand betwixt his 
royal majeſty, our moſt gracious king and lord, and the king of Poland, which the 
latter has obtained, as it is ſaid, by a deputation, and eſpecially by the colonel Pazcinſky 
and with tears and ſupplications. And that for this purpoſe mr. Leczinſky was ſome 
days ago gone to the Poliſh camp by the way of Thorn from Marienburgh. How far 
this ſaid treaty will be carried on, we muſt fee. So much is certain, that his royal majeſt 
our moſt gracious king, is in full march againſt the Poles, and lyeth but a ſmall diftance 
from them, with the groſs of his army and forces, ſo that perhaps, as ſome people will 
have, a battle may have happened already, if the Polander has but had reſolution enough 
to ſtand it, and thus all may be over already. Laſt ſunday his excellency the lord fiel4- 
mareſchal general, and vice admiral of the realm, arrived here in the road, with the 
whole fleet, and after he had acquainted the magiſtrates by me of his arrival, and given 
them notice, that he was ordered by his royal majeſty to lay with the fleet here, in this 
Poliſh harbour, and there to take a toll from thoſe that trade to Dantzick, till the city 
had compounded and ſettled matters with his ſaid majeſty; he weighed anchor, and went 
into the Pantſker bay, 4 or 5 miles from hence, and there diſimbarked the troops he had 
on board, which, as it was reported yeſterday, have made themſelves already maſters of 
the Pautſke, and thus have taken a very good place, wherein they may fortify themſelves 
and make the beſt uſe of the circumjacent quarters of Caſſubia. The waywode of Po- 
merellia, mr. Ludwig Weyer, as it is ſaid, was upon the march with ſorne. hundreds of 
troops, to relieve the place, but came too late. Juſt now we get the news by the Way 
of Thorn, that the Poles are beaten, and that the Mazurian troops were entirely deſtroyed, 
and the reſt of the troops ſurrounded, ſo that but few will be able to eſcape. . His royal 
majeſty had taken Lowitz already, and the king of Poland was retired with a ſmall 
number to on the frontiers of Sileſia, The Dantzickers have reſolved to give to 
his majeſty no toll, and accordingly have ſhut up already the cuſtom-houſe here, fo that 
all navigation for this year 1s over and prohibited. After recommending your lordſhip 
moſt humbly to the divine protection, I remain

lordſhips ſubjects have flouriſhed above all other nations; which hath cauſed ſo much 
malice and envy in the Swedes, that they have endeavoured to hinder others from the 
ſame freedom of commerce and free uſe of the Eaſt Sea, and to arrogate and draw to 
themſelves the dominium maris Baltici; and then to lay what impoſitions they pleaſe upon 
the merchandizes ; and to keep all other nations out of the Eaſt Sea; and to turn the free 
commerce into a monopoly.

of the towne, an expreſſe mett me from Bryenne to deſire that I ſhold ſtay at Chauny, 
which is about 3 leagues from La Fere till the king and cardinall's pleaſure weer knowne. 
I told the meſſenger (who was a courrier du cabinet du roy) that I could not go back, but 
would ſtay in any cottage in the next village, till he returned and gave an account therof 
to Bryenne, which accordingly I did, and within about three houres the courrier came back 
to me, with orders that I might come to La Fere, which accordingly I did, and was 
by him carryed to an inne, wher the queen's trayne were z and within about three houres 
after came mounſieur du Boſc, one of the king's ſecretaryes, with the count du Brienne's 
coach, to carry me to the cardinall, to whom I preſented his hyghneſſe's letter, and as 
well as I could in Lattin communicated to him what I had farther in command. I was full 
two houres in private with him; he told me, that of all things in the world he deſired a 
right underſtanding with his hyghneſſe; that he would do any thing in his power to evi- 
dence it; that if a ſtrict allyance were made, nothing could be too hard for them; that 
he looked upon it as neceſſary for them both; that he looked upon an ordinary allyance 
upon the account of trade, &c. as a thing, that would not be good for either; that 
Burdo had from him orders to that purpoſe, and that he wrote word, that his hyghneſſe 
would only make an allyance upon common grounds, which did not agree with his eminence 
his ſence; that for Charles Stuart and that family in this caſe, wher intereſt would be 
concerned, they ſhold be of no more conſideration than the brotherhood is at preſent 
between the queen of Fraunce and the king of Spayne. That as to the proteſtants in 
Fraunce, as he had been their freind to keep them from wrong, ſince he managed affayres 
heer, ſo if ther were any thing, that his hyghneſſe would have done on their behalfe, 
which might ſtand with the honour of Fraunce, he would do it, thow for his part he 
had not interpoſed on behalfe of the catholiques in England ; and upon this particular he en- 
larged much. That the accommodation now in Piemont was by his maſter's interceſſion. 
That he would engage, that no treaty or peace ſhold be made in Spayne, but with 
his hyghneſſe conſent. That as during the time Holland had war with Spayne, Fraunce 
and they did every winter confer counſayles together, and aggree whear each ſhold fall 
upon the Spaniard ; ſo he would do with his hyghneſſe, ſo as if his hyghneſſe would 
wholly mind the buſineſſe of the Indyes, he might; or if alſo he had a mind to any towne 
in Flaunders, he would aſſiſt him in it. He earnettly preſſed, that I would return for England; 
and if ſo, that he would have ſett downe particularly what he would have aggreed to, and 
have ſent it to his hyghneſſe, for that he ſaid, commonly changing hands ſomthing in- 
terveens to hinder or divert; but telling him I could not do it, he reſolved to write in 
generall to his hyghneſſe. He told me, that as a pledge of his good-will to his hyghneſſe, 
he would tell me a ſecret, which he ſaid could no other ways come to his hyghneſſe, to wit, 
that a perſon, who ſhold have commanded in the fleet, that is gone with Penn, went 
about two months agoe to Bruſſels, and from thence 1mbarqued for Spayne, to reveale 
what he knew concerning that deſign, and the perſons engaged in it, and to ſeek and en- 
deavour how to overthrow it ; this he deſired I might let his hyghneſſe know as a great 
ſecret. For his name, he ſaid he knew it not, and that if it were any wayes known what is 
heer written, his intelligencer would be deſtroyed : he ſaid moreover, he knew the Spaniard 
had now ſome notable deſign in hand againſt his hyghneſſe; that as any particulars therof 
ſhold come to his hands, 1f he ſawe me againe, he would impart them to me ; for that 
he looked upon his hyghneſſe friendſhip as good for himſelfe and France; and that it would 
be to him ſtrang, it his hyghnefle having begun againſt the Spaniards, ſhold not accord with 
France; and that for his part, he well knew, he could alſo do ſomething in the world as well 
as his highneſſe. The cardinall aſked me, whether I deſired to deliver the letter I had to the 
king myſelfe. I anſwered not: wherupon he ſent mounſieur du Boſc with me to the count 
du Breynne, to whom I delivered it; and taking leav of his eminence, he promiſed I ſhold 
be diſpatched the next day, and from his lodging I returned to the quarter I came from 
in Bryenne's coach. About an houre after du Boſc came to me, and told me, his eminence 
had ordered me the governor's quarters, and brought the queen's coach to carry me

thither, whether the cardinall ſent me his owne ſupper with this complement, that it being A. D. 1655. 


too late to provide any thing, he had ſent me what was made ready for himſelfe, an 
would ſeek a ſupper himſelfe: he alſo ſent his owne plate and ſervants to wayte, and the 
captain of his guard, and mounſieur du Boſc to keep me company the whole time I ſtayed 
in towne : the next day alſo he ſent me a dinner and his owne plate and attendance. After 
dinner, having, received the king's and his eminence his letter, I took horſe, and came 
that night to Noyon. The captain of the cardinall's guard diſcourſed much with ſome 
in my company of the cardinall's greatnefle, worth, and allyances, which he had in 
Fraunce; but withall told one of my company, that notwithſtanding all, he looked not 

n himſelte as ſafe, without his highneſſc's friendſhip; and that he was the only man 
could thwart his deſignes. I aſked the cardinal] for a ſight of the articles between thoſe 
of the reformed religion and the duke of Savoy; he told me, and fo after did Bryenne, 
that they had not as yet received them. At Noyon I received an expreſſe from mounſieur 
du Boſc, the ſumme whereof was, that his eminence had commanded him to let me 
know, that ſince our conferring together, he had received adviſe from Spayne, that the 
merchants of Cadiz, Civill, and other townes there, were making a fleete of thirty ſhips 
to goe to reinforce and meet the plate fleete, againſt admiral Blake. 

Thurſday I came from Noyon to Louvre, and friday morning came to this towne, and 
preſently ſent away my company towards Lyons, as farre as they could goe that night. 

Since my coming hither, I received yours of the 426 of Auguſt, and ſhall now (God 
willing) make all haſte to Geneva, wher I hope to be about tenne dayes hence, or 
elcaven at moſt; and by that time I hope that ther will be new inſtructions there what I 
ſhall do, buſineſſe ſtanding as it doth between the duke of Savoy and the proteſtants, 
of which I underſtand an account at large was ſent to his hyghneſſe, with a copy of the 
articles the laſt rh but leaſt that poſſibly ſhold have fayled, I have heerin incloſed 
another copy of the articles from the ſame perſon. I find, that as ſoon as mention was 
made of ſending a perſon to debate with the duke, an account therof being ſent to the 
cardinall, he forthwith diſpatcht orders to Servient to inforce on both ſides an aggreement, 
or otherwiſe, that the king of France would abandon the diſaggreeing party. 

This day I received a letter from mr. Morland from Geneva, of the 54 of Auguſt, by 
which I underſtand, that mr. Pell is not yet arrived there; that (as we have it heer) the 
buſineſſe in Savoy is concluded; but yet however, that he earneſtly deſires I would come 
forward to Geneva, whether, as ſoon as this 1s ſealed, I beginne my journey ; and hoping 
that poſitive inſtructions will meet me there, I take leave, and with my humbleſt loyalleſt

R1GHT HONOURABLE, 


I Received yours of the 1oth inſtant, for which I returne moſt humble thankes, as being 
the moſt comfortable cordiall in a tedious journey could have beene adminiſtred from 
a tender hand of true affection to your poore unworthy ſervant. On the 16th I left 
Hamburgh, being honourably entertained there by the Engliſh company, and was 
atended out of the towne by them with neere twenty coaches. Uppon my journey I re- 
ceived many reſpects from the commanders of the king of Sweaden's garriſons, which I paſt 
through ; and on thirſday the 23d inſtant I arived at Stettin, hoping to have found there 
the rix chanceler Oxenſterne, but he was gone from thence with the king's brother prince 
John towards the army the day before. Hearing that count John Oxenſtern was left 
commiſſioner by the king to attend the Poliſh ambaſſadors, whoe were apointed to meet 
heere, on fryday morning I ſent mr. la March with a complement to him, and deſired 
a time to waite on him, which he was pleaſed to apoint at one of the clocke, and then 
ſent two of his gentlemen and his coach for me. He received me with great civility, 
and was pleaſed to retire with me into his cloſett, where after he had uſed many honour- 
able and affectionat expreſſions towards his highneſſe and the preſent governement, he re- 
lated to me the buſineſſe he was imployed about into England in thirty foure; and by 
the manner of his diſcourſe I finde he is noe freind to the family of the Stewarts. I 
have by him endeavoured to informe myſelfe, how I may with ſafty proceed in my jour- 
ney, which I reſolve to undertake (God willing) uppon the 27th inſtant towards the king 
of Sweden, who tells me, that his maſter is marched to Conin in Poland, where he is to 


joyne with generall Whittenberg. The Poliſh king gives out he is reſolved to ſtand and 


fight the Sweeds. He was by the laſt advice at Lowicz, and intends for Lancicia, his 
force conſiſting of 8000 ſtrangers, which are all that are ſouldiers; the reſt are peaſants, 
whoſe number is uncertain, and that know neither diſcipline nor courage. And now con- 
ſidering the difficulty, danger, and tediouſnes of my journey, which unexpectedly hath be- 
fallen me, and which I humbly conceive muſt neceſſarily occaſion my more than ordinary 
expence, I beſeech your honour to give order to reſident Bradſhaw, to furniſh me with 
ſuch money as I ſhall have need of for the future, there beeing better conveniency to doe 
it from Hamburgh then may be found at London. This favour I am the more bold to 
begg of your honour, by reaſon that my moneys begin to ſlippe away apace ; for I find all 
manner of neceſſarys, where they are to be found, very deare, (and in ſome places neither 
meat nor lodging) the army having ſwept all in many places, where I have travelled allready ; 
and the further I goe, I am informed the condition of the country to be more ſadd and 
miſerable. I have ventur'd to proceed in my journey hither without a guard; but from 


hence I am courtiouſly offered a ſufficient guard by the commiſſioners apointed for the

HO faith, that upon ſaturday was ſev' night in the morning mr. John Sturgeon, one 
of his highneſs's life-guard, came to this examinate's ſhop at the ſeven Stars in Paul's 

church yard, and deſired him to go and drink acup of beer with him, which this examinate 
did, telling him, either in his ſhop, or as they went along together, that he had a paper to 
be printed, which he would deſire this examinate to get done. And faith, that they went 
together to Paul's Wharf, and there took water in a pair of oars, and went as far as the New 
Exchange, and there landed, and went from the water fide into a houſe in the Strand, where 
they ſold beer, but knows not what ſign it had, nor can he again find the houſe; and being 
come into the houſe the ſaid Sturgeon drew forth a writing, containing a ſheet and a halt, 
which was read over between them both, he the ſaid Sturgeon reading ſome part, and he 
this examinate reading the other part. The faid writing was entitled, A ſhort diſcovery of 
his highneſs the lord protector's intentions, touching the anabaptiſts in the army, &c. And havin g 
read it all over, the ſaid mr, Sturgeon deſired this examinate to get it printed for him, 
wiſhing him to get it done very privately, and faid, that he would take them himſelf, when 
they were printed; and the examinate telling him, that he muſt have 4os. for printing 
of them, the ſaid Sturgeon anſwered, that he ſhould have it. And this examinate pro- 
miſed to have them finiſhed upon the monday after. And this examinate being aſked, 
how long they ſtaid together, he faith, ſomewhat more than half an hour, and then parted, 
this examinate going home by water, and the other going towards Whitehall. And be- 
ing come home, he forthwith went to an alehouſe near Puddle Wharf, to one Greers, 
and ſent for mr. James Cotterel the printer, who forthwith came to him, to whom this 
examinate delivered the aforeſaid writing, deſiring him to print a thouſand copies thereof, 
which the ſaid Cotterell promiſed to do, and to that purpoſe carried it away with him. 
And upon the tueſday morning after this examinate went to the houſe of the ſaid Cotterell 
in Addle-hill for the ſaid printed copies, who delivered them to this examinate, being in 
all one thouſand, which this examinate brought away with him to his own ſhop, where 
he kept them untill 3 or 4 of the clock of the ſame day, at which time the faid 
Sturgeon came to his ſhop, and aſkt him for the ſaid printed copies; and this examinate 
did then deliver unto him the ſaid John Sturgeon eight hundred or thereabouts of the 
ſaid printed Wire And being aſked, where this examinate delivered the ſaid copies to 
Sturgeon, he ſaid it was in a little room behind his ſhop, that the ſaid Sturgeon carried 
them away, he having paid this examinate 40 8. for the printing of them. The other 200 
copies he ſaid he would leave behind him, but gave no directions concerning them, nor

He further faith, that he knows nothing of the printing the ſaid pamphlet, or the 
author of it, more than what he ſaid Moone told him upon Aen. laſt, which was, that 
he had confeſſed, that he cauſed it to be printed, and that mr. Sturgeon brought the ori-

HAVE received a letter from our friend at court, wherein he hath ſent me a word 
of all that paſt upon the diſcourſe of the envoy of England.

After that 
they told him, that all was concluded between them, he then ſaid, that there ought to be 
treated ſincerely a peace between France and England; and that hitherto there had not 
been ſpoken of any true reſolution of a peace, and that you have not deſired it; and that 
there ought to be a peace or an open war. To which his eminence replied, that my 
lord Cromwell had the embaſſador of the king with him, and that he might treat with 
him. And after that the ſaid envoy was withdrawn, they conſidered of his diſcourſe, 
and it was ſaid, that it was a good juſtification of your conduct, and a great diſcharge for 
you, in regard, that his eminence did always believe, that you did endeavour to make a

HE laſt weeke I was neceſſitated to anſwer your letter by another's hand, it have- 
inge pleaſed God then to take my youngeſt child out of this miſerable world into a 
better. I am now with yours of the 17th inſtant, and ſhall remit the incloſed to mr. Rolt 
by to morrowe's poſt, not doubtinge, but hee is come ſafe to Stettin, from whence I ex- 
to hear from him daily. The K. of Sweden is in Poland. The weekely paper ſhewcs 
you, what wee knowe heere of his further proceedings. I am glad to heare, that the poore 
roteſtants of Savoy are in hopes, by keepeinge in armes, and with the continuance and 
aſſiſtance of their friends, to obtaine better conditions from their tiranicall lord, than hee 
intended them. Doubtleſs if men ſhould not, God would revenge their blood. I per- 
ceive greater matters wili not yet permittt the counſell's reſolution in the buſines of the 
company. I am loth to importune my maſters ; and beinge now off from the company, 
I am well content to continue ſoe, waiteinge onely, when it will pleaſe his highneſs to vin- 
dicate his owne honour in his ſervant, beinge well aſſured of your favour to haſten it, 
wherein you will much oblige me; for truly I cannot much longer ſuffer the inſolent 
provocations of ſome of that debauched partie, who haveinge caſt of all humanitie as 
well as civilitie, forbeare nothinge, that may provoake. Witneſs their fidlinge, danceinge, 
and ſhoutinge, in the Engliſh houſe (in part of which I yet live) ſeverall nights preſently 
after the death of my child, to increaſe myne and my wite's griefe in lettinge us pas in 
foe publique a manner, that all the towne range of it, how much they rejoyced at our 
affiiction, a barbariſme not to be paralel'd in America; and when they were deſired by 
ſome to forbeare, they threatened to kick them out of the roome, if they would not be 
gone.

W E have no conſiderable news this week, ſave thoſe of Poland, where the diſorders are 
greater than ever, 

The king being come from his army to La Fere, parted from thence ſoon after with 
the whole court, to come to Paris; and having paſſed by Compeigne, arrived at Chantilli 
on ſunday night, where the duke of Mantua being gone to meet him, next day he ma 
him hunting, and was exceeding well received by his majeſty, who feaſted him at ſupper 
that night, and arrived here the next day about 5 a clock with the ſaid duke. But it's 
thought, his ſojourn here will be very ſhort, by reaſon he is reſolved to return towards his 
army, to be preſent at the ſtrengthening of the conquered places, that they may be in a 
condition of fearing nothing this winter. Our army is thereabouts, taking ſome retreſh- 
ments. 

The enemies do ſo ſtrongly defend themſelves in Pavia, that the events of that ſiege 
are very uncertain ; the rumours of the taking of that place being found falſe. 

The queen of Sweden is going to Rome, and is to part the 10th inſtant. 

It's written from Spain, that a great armado 1s preparing there, by the merchants con- 
tributions, to try to expel general Blake from their coaſts, whoſe neighbourſhip is a great 
hindrance unto them. | 

There is at preſent a vote in court, whether prince Thomas ſhall be ſent for to come 
back. I hear many are for his return. Mr. Downing is gone for Geneva. 

The Venetian embaſlador appointed for England is alſo departed from court for London. 

It's ſaid the Flemings have complained in Spain of the ill-carriage of Archduke Leo- 
pold, having repreſented, that if it had not been for the prince of Conde's valour, they 


might have all been ſubdued by our army. Whereupon the king of Spain has permitted 


them to raiſe an army for their own liking.

fore conſidering how greatly it may tend to the prejudice and diſſervice of the common- 
wealth, and how the conſequences thereof may prove dangerous, for the prevention of 
4 which for the future, 
j Theſe are in the name and by his ſaid highneſs's ſpecial command, ſtrictly to charge and 
require all and every ſuch perſon and perſons, ſo brought hither, not to depart hence, 
without leave firſt had and obtained from his highneſs and council; and that no perſon 
or perſons whatſoever do preſume to abet, countenance, or aſſiſt any ſuch, in any kind, 
in their going off, or eſcaping from this iſland, on pain of his highneſs's diſpleaſure, and 
4 ſuch penalties, for their contempt, as the nature of the fact and their diſobedience to his 
highneſs's commands therein ſhall require. 

And to the intent his highneſs's pleaſure and commands herein may be the better ob- 
ſerved and kept, and the qualities and condition of all perſons that ſhall go off this iſland

I Received yours of the 21ſt inſtant, and notwithſtandeinge the little hopes you give us 

of the ſudden returne of our foote to us, we are uppon the worke of diſbandeinge, and 
are ſettinge them uppon their landes. I gave you ane account in my laſte of the reſolu- 
tiones, toucheinge bothe the perſons that are to be reduced, and the time declared, whe 
ſuch whoe are diſbanded ſhall be out of the pay of the publique, which is, as I take it, 
the laſte of this monthe. Never foe great a worke was performed with foe much quiett. 
I beleeve we reduce neer 5000 men, and as good ſouldiers as are in the three nations, 1 
ame afraide fewe of them will betake themſelves to 1 if you could find out ſome 
employment for them abroade, it would be of good ſervice to the publique. I ame ſorry 
the ſeales are ſoe longe delayed: wee have wanted the ordinary way of juſtice hcer 4 
longe time. Juſtice Cooke and Donelan want their patents for punie judges, as you call 
them. I could have wiſhed mr. Cary would have come over; ſurely ſome body may be 
founde to ſupply that defect. I hope you are not unmindefull of a ſolicitor, 

I underſtande by ſome letters to my brother Fleetwood, that collonel Cooper is taken 
of frome his Scotch employment, and that their are ſome thoughts to ſend him hither to 
head general Venables regiment. They will deſerve a worthy perſon, and indeed the 
place wheer they are ſettled, as able a mane and as honeſt as you cane gett, the Scots 
intereſt groweinge their very faſte, and noe body to ballance them; and to deale ingeni- 
ouſly, wee have noe body fitt for it. I doe not think you could doe better, then to ſend 
collonel Cooper for this worke, he beinge ane honeſt goode mane. I have hinted ſome- 
thinge to his highnes of Allen's correſpondinge heer, and repreſentinge thinges in the 
worlt ſence; and therefore offer that he might be ſent frome London; and likewiſe licy- 
tenant general Ludlowe's over-earneſtneſs to come for England.

"HIS day there was report made of what the reſident of Poland hath propoſed at the Vol. ix. 
conference, which in effect is only in generals, without having ſpecialized any thing, p. 470. 
only that he made complaint of the iniquity of the Swedes. Now the deputies of this 
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A. D. 1655. ſtate being only authorized ſimply to hear him, and to make report thereof, as they have 
CIV done, we muſt expect what will be further done herein at the next meeting of the ſlates of 
Holland. The ſame is alſo done with the elector, with the letter from the elector of 
Brandenburgh, e ing the act of ratification. : 
It is ſaid, that the lord of Brederode is fallen into a lethargy. 1

It is aſſured, that the lord of Brederode dyed on friday laſt the 34 in the afternoon, 

For the charge of mareſchal, I hear, that prince Maurice would not be a competitor of 
prince William's, to avoid prejudicing the common intereſt of their family. 

In that reſolution of the ſecond of Auguſt is to be ſeen, how pleaſingly they would make F 
the Turks to believe, that thoſe of Oftend, Blankenberg, and Dunkirk, do drive a trade 
in the Levant, where they have abundance of merchantmen ; as ſome years ſince thoſe of 
the Eaſt India company made the king of Japan to believe, that the Portugals were Chriſ 
tians, but that the Hollanders were not Chriſtians, in regard that name was odious.

Thoſe of Holland recommend, or have recommended the lord of Brederode, of Duy- 
venvorde, of Nortwyck, for the ſaid government. Thoſe of Holland have admoniſhed 
the province, to declare themſelves upon the inſtruction for the ſending into Denmark. 
They have promiſed to declare themſelves to morrow. The reſident de Vries hath writ 
from the Sound, amongſt the reſt, that the miniſter of Sweden had ſummoned the king of 
Denmark very ſeriouſly, in effect, whether he would join with Sweden or this ſtate, to 
give or refuſe the paſſage through the Sound. Upon which the king had writ to his mi- 
niſters here. The ſtates general have deputed ſome to ſpeak to the Daniſh miniſters here 
about it; as alſo upon what the ſaid de Vries hath writ, that he did demand of the king 
the paſſage for the fleet of this ſtate through the Sound, for which he had no order. 

A French private man of war did purſue a ſhip of Flanders as far as the Wieling, where 
a captain of a Zealand man of war endeavouring to hinder ſuch hoſtility, he came in his F 
boat to the French party, —_— to have come aboard of him; but he killed the Zea- 4 
land captain, which having incenſed the Zealanders, they made a ſhift to ſeize upon the ;

The dowager of Brederode hath writ a letter to the ſtates general, ſignifying the death 
of the earl of Brederode her huſband, recommending her two ſons to the ſervice of the 
ſtates, for the third or the youngeſt (to whom the generality was god-father) was dead. 
They have not yet made any mention of conferring the vacant charge. The magiſtrate of 
Boiſleduc hath writ, rememorating their capitulation, and that in purſuance of the ſame 
they may not have any other given them for their governor, than one that is a born Bra- 
banſon, or one of the houſe of Naſſaw. 

Advice being given of the arrival of an envoy from Moſcovy, they have ordered the 
agent de Heyde to receive him, and to lodge him in che Caſtellany. | 

Yeſterday there was a conference held with the miniſters of Denmark, as well upon the 
known pretences, as upon the letter of the reſident de Vries. | 

The provinces are to declare themſelves to day upon the inſtruction for the ſending 
towards Denmark, 

They have re-begun the buſineſs for the liquidation of Eaſt Frieſland. 

There was but one advice of the council of ſtate concerning the militia, which during 
this ſeaſon of the ſummer hath been in garriſon between the Eems and the Rhyne, for fear 
of the Swedes. | 

Holland hath inſiſted of late, in regard that (the ſeaſon being paſt) thoſe troops be 
ſent back to their old quarters, not deſiring that ſo great body of the militia ſhould be 
upon the frontiers, which do depend very much upon prince William. 

This buſineſs was referred to the advice of the council. The council hath adviſed, 
that for the horſe they might be withdrawn and ſent back to their old garriſons ; but 
that it was neceſſary for the foot to continue a while longer, becauſe, if need be, they 
cannot get the foot ſo ſoon back again, as they can the horſe. The advice is not yet fol- 
lowed, but it will be obſerved,

There is great like- 
lihood, that they ſpeak of ſending embaſſies, as well towards Sweden, Poland, Muſcovy, 
as towards Denmark. They have yet failed of declaring themſelves concerning the in- 
ſtruction for the envoy into — the buſineſs not having been preſſed or urged by 
thoſe of Holland; but they have reſolved to fall upon the buſineſs to morrow, 2 then

It is conceived, that the tranſportation is the contents of his letter; and I perceive, that

told them, that the ſecretary of ſtate had acquainted me, that their lordſhips were ordered 
to confer with me concerning ſeveral memorandums delivered in by me; and the ſaid lords 
replying thereupon, by way of excuſe, that they had been hindered through many buſineſſes 
of conſequence, and that therefore to that end they were come to me ; I told their lord- 
ſhips, that there were three things chiefly preſented in all my memorandums. Firſt, the 
great damage, which the ſubjects and inhabitants of their high and mighty lordſhips have 
ſuffered, by having their ſhips and goods ſeiſed upon, near, or about the Barbadoes, 
Secondly, the exceſs, which is daily committed in bringing in of ſhips and goods belong- 
ing to the ſaid ſubjects into the ports and harbours of England, as well by private men 
of war, as the ſhips in the ſervice of this ſtate. And laſtly, that there might be once 
ſome articles agreed upon for a maritime treaty, whereby both ſides ſhall have to govern 
themſelves, that ſo the like inconveniences may be avoided for the future. 

Upon the firſt, I ſaid, that by an act of parliament made in October 1650, the com- 
merce and navigation to the Barbadoes, Virginia, Bermudas, and Antegua was prohibited 
in general, as well to the natives as ſtrangers, upon the forfeiture of ſhips and goods, becauſe 
they would acknowledge the government then erected in England, as the ſame was clearly 
expreſſed in the articles themſelves, which I exhibited. But ſince that the ſaid plantation 
and iſlands have ſubmitted themſelves upon certain conditions and articles, in the gth 
whereof it is expreſsly ſtipulated, that they might freely trade with all nations, which 
are in amity with England; and that the ſaid articles were afterwards ratified b 
the parliament ; and that the lord protector in his government hath expreſly declared, 
that all ſuch articles ſhall ſtand good, ſo that I told them I could not perceive bur 
that the commerce to the ſaid iſlands was lawful and permitted, in regard there hath 
not been any prohibition made ſince to the contrary. I added moreover, that there 
ought to be a firm correſpondence between the two nations, without any exception 
of any place whatſoever, according to the contents of the laſt treaty of E concluding 
that the ſeiſing of the ſaid ſhips near the Barbados was done contrary to all right and reaſon ; 

and the ſhips and goods ought to be reſtored to the owners. | 

Sir Charles Wolſeley replied, that no general or governor could grant any articles, 
which were contrary to the laws of England; that by an act of parliament the commerce 
or navigation to the Barbados was prohibited, and that in the treaty of peace the pre- 
cautions in ſeveral articles were fixed; that the commerce in Europe alone ſhould be

Beſides I told 
them, that whereas it is mentioned in the act, that all ſuch ſhips fo taken are to be 
brought for England, and to be tried in the court of admiralty, inſtead thereof they 
had taken the men out of the ſhips, and carried them to the Welt Indies, although many 
of them had not been aſhore, and the reſt had leave from the governor and government 
Thereupon he ſaid, that the ſame muſt be made to appear to be fo. I told him what the 
ill conſequences would be, if our men in the Eaſt Indies and other places ſhould uſe 
their men in the ſame manner. To the ſecond, concerning ſome particular complaints, 1 
deſired, that the ſhip the Hare in the Field, alſo the Frog, might both releaſed, being 
both of Middleburgh ; the laſt belonging to none but the ſubjects of their high and mighty 
lordſhips, and taken by a private man of war, and detained for ſome months by very un- 


. juſt practices, notwithſtanding the periſhableneſs of the commodities. I likewiſe defired the 


releaſement of the Thirſty Hart, as alſo that of the Croſs of Jeruſalem ; all which I told 
them did ſeem very ſtrange to me. And coming to the laſt point, I told them, how that 
long ſince certain articles by ſpecial order of their high and mighty lordſhips were delivered 
unto them, which articles were grounded upon ſuch grounds as this ſtate itſelf had thought 
to inſert in the treaties with Portugal and others; which articles would undoubtedly tend 
to the peace and welfare of both ſides. 

The faid lords promiſed me faithfully to report all that I had acquainted them with, and 
to procure me an anſwer as ſoon as poſſible. 


An intercepted letter of fir George Ratcliff to mr. Trapps. 


Paris, September 10, 1655. [N. S.] 


3 day is the news freſh here, that the peace is made between France and England; 
but we hear nothing of war between England and Spain. What doth the Spaniſh 
embaſſador at London? We had a notable alarm the laſt week from the prince of Conde 
in Hainault, where he is ſaid to be 24000 ſtrong, which is twice the number of the French 
army. The king went hence in great haſt towards la Fere, to be near the army, and to 
keep his men together, who had rather be in their French quarters, than in the field at 
this time of the year. In Catalonia the French have received a great defeat from the Spa- 
niard, ſo as the Spaniard is in heart for his ſucceſs both there and in Italy, and in the 
Weſt Indies; and they are in hopes to recover ſome of their places loſt this ſummer to- 
wards Flanders. This perhaps hath made the French more willingly to conclude a peace 
with the protector. And it is a ſign, that France means not to have a peace with Spain, 
though the pope doth preſs it exceedingly ; and they are ſending hence three great men to 
Rome to treat about it.

Honourable and worthy gentlemen, 


IS day eight days IJ had the honour to wait on you with my correſpondence, ſince Vol. xxix. 

which I have received no news from you. The burgomaſter Witzen arrived the p. 658. 
day before yeſterday ſafe at Texel, but is not yet come to town, where, the Lord help us, 
the ſudden diſtempers continue ſtill very much, and cauſe a great hindrance to trade; 
for although there arrived here ſhips from ſeveral parts with rich cargoes, yet there is but 
little demand: add to this the new and bloody war in Poland, where every thing runs to 
ruin and diſtraction, there appearing as yet no mediators, who endeavour to accommodate 
matters. This week an envoy of Ruſſia paſſed through here going to the Hague, to 
communicate the manifeſto of the war. And by theſe bad times and conjunctures, ſome 
conſiderable bankruptcies have alſo happened, and other inconveniencies and diſorders, and 
our Eaſt India ſtocks do not riſe at all. Here are ſome men of war ready to go to the 
Baltick ; but for ſome conſiderations, and ſpeculations, or becauſe ſomething is ſtill expected 
firſt, they do not proceed; however, the letters which are to morro to arrive from the 
Eaſt, may perhaps cauſe ſome reſolution to be concluded upon, eſpecially ſince the ſea- 
ſon may elſe be over. Wherewith, worthy firs, I pray to the Almighty to grant you 
health and a long life, and me the grace to remain

EvER HONORED SIR, 


T is, and I hope ever ſhall bee, the greateſt of my care, to expreſs my thanckfull vol. xxix. 
acknowledgments to you for thoſe unexpreſſable favours you were pleaſed to ſhew mee, p. 682. 
when I had the honour to waite one you. I ſhall bee bould to give you this ſhort account 
of our voyadge hitherto, which was thus. Wee were ſix weeks and five dayes from Ply- 
mouth to the Barbadoes, in all which time wee had not a breath of contrary winde, nor 
an houre of foule weather, but might have come in a Graveſend barge all the way for 
winde and weather, havinge a trade winde all the way, as they call it. And as an addi- 
tion to our mercyes, wee have not loſt one man by the way, and but few are ſick. The 
intelligence wee finde here from our army in the ſhamefull route they received in theire 
approachinge Domingoe doth much trouble us, and wee hope will keepe our ſpirritts low 
and humble befor that great God, that orders his diſpenſations accordinge to his bleſſed 
will; and wee truſt will, when he hath humbled us ſufficiently, honnour us with victories 
and glory, as wee now are covered with ſhame. Our ſtay in this iſland is only to water 
and refreſs a litle : for recruts to the compleatinge my regiment they are not to bee had 
here, but wee are ſending two ſhipps to St. Kriſtopher's with officers, to try what may 
bee done there, beeinge aſſured wee may have more there then wee ſhall neade, and our 
fleete will follow within few dayes, ſoe that wee hope to bee with the armey within 20 
dayes at furtheſt, and truſt wee ſhall bee enabled to act as ſervants worthy to bee owned 
by ſoe victorriouſe a maſter as wee ſerve, whoſe glory and dominion wee thirſt more to 
enlarge, then the preſervation of our lives. I am ſure for my parte I ſpeake truth, and | 
know there are many of my mind, if not all with mee.

but he followed them afterwards to fight, and ruin them. Likewiſe the fleet, which is at 
amaica, is very ſtrong, and doth cauſe great fear to the ſilver fleet. And beſides they 
are equipping here another great fleet to ſend with a great recruit of ten thouſand men, at 
whoſe arrival they were reſolved to aſſault the heart of the Indies, that is to ſay, the 
place where the fleet is kept. God bleſs them, and ſend all may make for his glo 
and the good of the common cauſe. The treaties with the Swede do not advance er 
here, in regard they do not believe, they do aim at the common good, and beſides in re- 
gard they are Lutherans. It would be beſt for the elector of Brandenburgh to endeavour to 
obtain an alliance with the protector: he would benefit much by it, and make very much 
againſt the Swedes. It were to be wiſhed, that other proteſtant princes would endea- 
vour to advance the common cauſe, which I am aſſured the protector doth very much 


endeavour, and takes to heart.

I have nothing to add of my owne as touching that buſines, having not re- 
ceived any other inſtruction or direction, but to appoint the frigatt to carry him to and 
from Lifbon ; and upon her returne unto mee, to ſend him forthwith unto your highnes, 
to give an account of what he hath done in purſuance of the inſtructions given him; nei- 
ther ſhall I trouble your highnes any more with my fad apprehenſions of our preſent con- 
dition.

MayE IT PLEASE YOUR HIGHNESSE, 


M* laſt: was by the Cardiffe from Jamica, wherein I gave your highneſſe an account 
of what ſhipps were thought fitt to ſtay there, and of thoſe which were to come in 
this fleet. Wee Kerr ſay le from that place the 25th of June, and kept company till the 
13th of July,, when as about 10 leagues from the Havana the ſhip Parragon tooke fire 
(as is conceived, about or in the ſteward-roome) and in two hours ſpace, notwithſtand- 
ing all endeavours, her maſts and upper worke being burnt, the powder in a twinckling 
tooke that ſad ſpectacle from our eyes, but not the greif from our hearts. About 100 
perſons periſhed in the water, and with them the probability of finding out the ſecondary 
cauſe and unhappy inſtruments of that doleful accident. About the ſame time, the 
Heart's- eaſe, Tulip, and Gillyflower, were ſevered from us, and not as yet mett with. The 
reſt of us came, and kept together neer the Land's end, and one wedenſday, giving chaſe 
with this IP to a French ſhipp of 200 tuns, come from Greenland with ſome trayne- 
oyle, wee tooke her, but loſt ſight of our own ſhipps, which this day wee mett with 


againe, they keeping on their courſe. As to my coming home, it was ſomewhat againſt 
my inclination to leave your highneſſe ſervice in theſe parts ; but was adviſed, and at 
length perſwaded (by ſome, uppon whoſe ſpiritts it lay, that my departure for England

A proclamation of the protector relating to Jamaica; 


WW Hereas, by the good providence of God, our fleet, in their late expedition into America, Vol. xxvi. 


have poſſeſt themſelves of a certain iſland, called Jamaica, ſpacious in its extent; P. 460. 


commodious in its harbours and rivers within itſelf, healthful by its ſituation, fertile in 
the nature of the ſoyl, well ſtored with horſes and other cattel, and generally fit and 
worthy to be planted and improved, to the advantage, honour and intereſt of this 
nation : 

And whereas divers perſons, merchants, and others heretofore converſant in plantations 
and the trade of the like nature, are deſirous to undertake and proceed upon plantations 
and ſettlements upon that iſland : | | 

We therefore, for the better encouragement of all ſuch perſons ſo inclined, have by 
the advice of our council tiken care, not only for the ſtrengthning and ſecuring of 
that iſland from all enemies, but for the conſtituting and ſettling of a civil government; 
by ſuch good laws and cuſtoms, as are and have been exerciſed in colonies and places 
of the like nature, habe appointed ſurveyors and other publick officers, for the more 
equal diſtribution of publick right and juſtice in the ſaid iſland. 

And for the further incouragement to the induſtry and good affection of ſuch perſons, 
we have provided and given orders to the commiſſioners of our cuſtoms, that every plan- 
ter or adventurer to that iſland ſhall be exempt and free from paying any — or 
cuſtom for any manufactures, proviſions, or any other goods or neceſſaries, which he 
or they ſhall tranſport to the ſaid iſland of Jamaica, within the ſpace of ſeven years 
to come from Michaelmas next. 

And alſo that fufficient caution and ſecurity be given by the faid commiſſioners, that 
ſuch goods ſhall be delivered at Jamaica only. And we have alſo, out of our ſpecial 
conſideration of the welfare and proſperity of that iſland, provided, that no cuſtoms, 
or other tax or impoſt be laid or charged upon any commodity, which ſhall be the produce 
and native growth of that iſland, and ſhall be imported into any of the dominions be- 
longing to this commonwealth : which favour and exemption ſhall continue for the ſpace 
of ten years, to begin and be accounted from Michaelmas next. We have alſo given 
our ſpeciall orders and directions, that no imbargo or other hinderance, upon any pretence 
whatſoever, be laid upon any ſhips, ſeamen, or other paſſengers or adventurers, which 
ſhall appear to be __ and bound for the ſaid iſland. | 

And we do hereby further declare, for our ſelves and ſucceſſors, that whatſoever other 
favour, or immunity, or protection ſhall or may conduce to the welfare, ſtrength, and 
improvement of the faid iſland, ſhall from time to time be continued and applied there- 
unto.

May 1TT PLEASE YOUR HIGHNES, 


Uring my ſtay at Barbadus, which was but eight dayes, ſeverall ſtrangers (x; 
3 D or ſeized, A an imbargoe laid on all veſſells. Aboard the Swittſhore a — 
Vol. xxvi. was held with collonell Mudeford and coll. Morrice, the night before I ſett ſayle for 
p. 453. Creſtifores; the ſome of it was, what place might bee beſt attempted, but indeed 
nothing concluded before my departure, which was earely next morning. Coll. Holdet 
and capt. Blagg were joyned in. commiſſion with my ſelfe to raiſe men, and ſeize all 
ſtrangers ſhipps trading with the Leward Iſlands under the Engliſh governemente. Our 
firſt arrivale was at Antegoe; whoes governer is Chreſtopher Kennell, ſomtyme a capt, 
in England under the command of the honourable major generall Skippon. There wee 
ſtaid but one night: haveing proclaymed your highnes, wee departed, after I had wryte 
to capt. Fountaine to come and ſerve your highnes, judgeing him fitt, whoe formerly 
was with capt. Cromwell in the Indes, knoweing him formerly to bee vallient. I enlured 
the governer to laye waite for capt. Campoe Subbatha, formerly Jackſon's pillate ; beſids 
with moneys and promiſes I gott mr. Wentworth, capt. Cromwell's mate, whome 1 
placed in the Maſtonemore friggett as pillate, This ifland of Antegoe 1s much molleſted 
with the Indyens of Guardelupp, Domineca, and St. Vencent, which made mee unwilling 
to entertaine any of the inhabbitants for ſouldiers, there not being one the iſland above 
twelve hundred men. The place hath very good harbors in it, and of all the iſlands 
formerly poſſeſſed by the Engliſh, is the beſt, haveing ſtoore of earth to make faltepeterg* ©. 
The next is Moncerrate, where with all ſevellitye wee were entertained by the gover | 
Oſborne. Here wee raiſed fowerſcore men, and toke two Dutch ſhipps and two Dutch 
ſhallups, proclamed your highnes, and foe departed for Meves, where the governer, a ©. 
maſt ſober, godley and diſcrete perſon, intertained us nobley, drew his people in armes, 
and proclaymed your highnes. The ſame day wee liſted three hundred men. This gen- 
tleman being old was willing to laye downe his commiſſion, but wee incuredged him to 
retaine it. Hee was much perplexed with ſome annebapteſt. Of him and another [ 
bought two Indyens of Floreday ſhamefully betraid by a private man of warr, and ſould 
in this iſland; the which I left with my man upon the iſland of Gemecoe. In Meves 
wee ſtaid but two dayes ; ſoe departed to St. Criſtophers, where wee found the greate ons 
verey unwilling, that wee ſhould raiſe any men, ferring by that meanes the French might 
rewing them. The French were jellius of us, the old fier being unwilling to rune any 
haſſard [in] his old agge, knowing his eſtate in St. Criſtophers to bee better then the 
faviour of his maſter the king of France. The Engliſh governer Everrard is a cove- 
tuos and grevious opreſſer, not carring what will become of his people, ſoe hee thrives. 
Here wee raifed eight or nyne hundred men ; and had thoſe quartered, which wee brought 
from Neves and Mountſearate. The Engliſh would a faine a faulne out with the French 
during our ſtaying here; but wee tooke ſuch care, that the ammetye was renewed, and 
the people left in peece. This iſland is almoſt worne out by reaſon of the multituds 
that live upon it. The fleete appearinge, wee ſhipped our men to the number of twelve 
hundred, and departed. It was contrary to my mind, to take more men then wee had 
victuales for, beſides the great want of armes; which were arguments ſufficient to carrye 
but a few : but Holdept and Blagg, with Forteſque, that arrived the day before, prevalled, 
and did ſhippe them in the Maſten-more, Selbye, and fower prizes, which wee had taken; 
| luch force hath ambiſſion, that noe publique good is vallewed, when a man preferrs his 
one intereſt before the commonwealth ; for by this means Holdept thought, that hee 
might have the command of a reggemente, whoe indeed never merrited a companey. 
I acquainted the generalls with the ſad eſtate of one Charles Reymes was in, if there honours 
did not helpe. The faid Reymes came to this iſland, rid with his ſhipp in the roade 
of Sandea Poynt, which is a bay at the weſt end of St. Chriſtophers; the French hath 
forced it at th” one end of the baye, and the Engliſh at the other; ſoe it was free to 
both nations. In this place hee ride with his ſhipp, when the Engliſh governer deſired 
him to fell none of his ſlaves to the French, promiſſed hee would ſecure him from all 
harme. This the governer tould mee himſelf. I kept the eſtate from being ſequeſtered, 
tell the generalls came; and perceaveing hee was in danger of being rewened, I re- 
queſted, that hee at preſent might bee bound to ſhip his goods in an Engliſh bottome 
tor England, there to know your highnes pleaſure further; which was granted, and I 
aboute to take the ſecuritye, when Holdept, the enemye of all good, in my abſence tells 
the commiſſioners ſome ſtrange ſtorrey or other, ſoe that the poore man's eſtate at preſent ' 
remaines ſequeſtered and himſelfe undone, without your highnes graciouſly bee pleaſed 
by the next, ſhipps to order the comiſfioners to returne the ſame to him, who dare 
not loke homeward without your highnes ſpeciall faviour. His father is an — 
0 2 a an 
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and preſident of the Engliſh companey at Ratterdame. The generall made Holdept coll. A. P. 1655. 
contrary to the advice of the major generall of bleſſed memmory, and contrary to all 
the officers of the armey, and thereby contrary to my one mind, whoe ſhall never en- 
dure ſuch baſſe covituoſe Matchavells. At a councell of officers it was concluded, the 
generall's, major general's, Fortiſque's, Carter's, Doyle's and the ſea regements, and 
Holdept's ſhould land to the weſtward of the citty of Demengoe, Buller's to the eſt, 
where hee had a navigable river for his defence, with whome was part of Holdept's re- 
gemente. The firſt day wee onely marched three miles, it being late before all the armey 
was landed; the next day wee marched twelve myles, had two horſemen kild, and that 
evening kild one of the enemy. The next day marched to Hyne-river, ſtrucke of the way, 
and merched to Scavana; and the next morneing marched to a greate ſhewgar work, ſtaid 
untill noone; and that eveneing marched neere the forte Geronemoe, which lyes within a 
mile and a halfe of the citty Demingoe; which beſtowed ſeverall ſhote. This night the 
generall and the armey retreated to the ſhugar works, and himſelf by the concent of 
officers returned aboard of the Swiftſhure, and preſſed, that I might goe, which I did, 
and might without him have done all that was to bee done. This night the armey came to 
Highne bay: the enemye came the next morneinge but one, as I remember, were eſſeyley 
repulced with the loſſe of the belt of e of their men. During the armey ſtaying in 
this place, the generall conſtantly lay aboard of the ſhipp, two nights excepted. The firſt 
night the armey came neere to the citty of Demingoe, generall Penn ſent in ſome of his 
ſhipps, which did much terrifye the enemye, whoe ſpent their ſhote very liberaly on both 
ſides, which contenued ſeaverall dayes. The morter-peece being gott on ſhore, two ſmale 
peeces mounted, brandey and whatſoever elſe the armey demaunded, with ſcalling lathers 
fitted; at a councell of field officers it was put to the voate, which way the arme 
ſhould march; and it was preſſed hard by the generall and Forteſque to march intirelye with 
the armey by the forte Geronemoe; but the major generall of happye memorye, colonel 
Buller, and myſelfe, with lefteniant collonel Clarke, were for dividing the armey, and 
marching to the north weſt ſide of the citty; but the generall was ſoe vialent forthe contrary, 
that himſelfe, Fortiſque, Doyley, with Holdept, and ſome others, overvoted us. What rea- 
ſon hee had, I know not, except his feare to goe ſepperated, thinking, as I beleave, fower 
thouſand men to few for his gard. The next day the armey marched, and after hee toke 
+ horſe, I repaired aboard the Sweftſhure, and acquainted generall Penn with his reſolution, 
who read with the Sweftſhure, Parragone, Maſtonmore, Gloſter, Lawrell, Armes of 
2 Holland, Portland, Selbye, Dover, Famoth, Hound, within the retch of the ſhott of 
Fomingoe, with intention to have gone verey neere to batter the citty, and ſquoure the 
aſide of the wall, if the armey had marched upp. 
FHhe Forlone and ſome collers paſt forth Geronemoe, but ſuddinglye retreated ; yet that } 
ning partyes commanded forth under the commaund of leftenant colonell Bland ſtood 
Fc the forte, expecting orders to fale on. The enemye did much miſchefe amongſt 
em by their 1 from the forte; yet the men ſeamed, as it was tould mee, and 
caſclye bee proved, willing to adventure, when ſuddingly the generall called a coun- 
PForteſque ſaid, that in honour they were bound to attempt ſomething, but as a 
Chrdſtian hee durſe not ſent. The bodye of the good major general was buryed privatelye. 
The tarridge of the morter-peece burned, the ſhells buried, and the armey diſhonorably 
retreated. The generall came aboard the Sweftſhea, and deſired, that they might goe 
for ſome of the Engliſh plantations, hoped your highnes reſerved his commaund for him 
in Ireland, but would not bee perſwaded to attempt any thing upon Domengoe more; ſoc 
that wee moved the takeing in of Gemegoe ; the 3d of May ſett ſaile from Spaniora, and the 
10th came into the harbor of Gemegoe generall Penn leadeing the way with his one ſhip z 
for after the miſcaridge of Spaniora I have privatelye heard him ſay, hee would not 
truſt the armey with the attempt, if hee could come neere with his ſhipps ; and indeed 
did in the Marten galley runn 1n tell ſhee was a ground before their breſt worke in the 
bottome of the harbore, at the tyme when the botes went to land ; which was done 
without any oppoſition, though much might a bynne expected. It was twelve at night 
before the armey was all landed, and the next morneing aboute nyne the armey merched, 
loſſeing the opportunitye of the cole of the morneing. About two wee came before the 
towne, marched in that night, though the enemye laye within two miles with their wifes 
and familyes ; yet by an inconſidered treatye hee permitted them to march away; which, 
when generall Penn came to towne, occaſioned highe words betwixt himſelfe and mee. The 
reaſons wherefore I came home, if your highneſs pleaſe, when I have the honour to kiſſe 
your hand, I ſhall either render, or be willing to ſubmit to the regor of that juſtice, 
which a perſon offending may jultlye deſerve. In the meane tyme am the unwortheſt of 
your highnes faithfull ſervants, BED.
